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INTRODUCTORY NOTICE. 


This translation of tlic Old Testament, uniform iu size with the Third 
Edition of the New Testament, has been derived from a study of the 
common Hebrew text, and represents at the same time a collation of the 
late -T. N. Darby’s German and French Versions, he having himself revised 
tin* first few books within a short time of his decease. 


The completion by Sir. Darby of the French translation, which gives his 
matured views of the meaning of the Hebrew, was felt by many to be a 
legacy to the Church of Christ through the labours of His servant that could 
not bo allowed to remain only in the language in which it was written. Those 
who use this English translation may accordingly expect to find incorporated 
with it whatever is of special value in the above-mentioned Versions, par¬ 
ticularly the French, where the common English Bible is defective. 

Much of Mr. Darby’s Preface to his German version applies equally 
fo the present Work, as where it is said: “ In the issue of this translation, 
the purpose is not to offer to the man of letters a learned work, but rather to 
provide the simple and unlearned reader with as exact a translation as pos¬ 
sible. To this end however all available helps have been used, different 
versions and commentaries having been laid under contribution. All who 
1 1 uve laboured in this field know that in many passages even the most 
learned men are embarrassed; since a language so ancient, quite different 
in construction and in form of thought from any modern one, must of course 
present difficulties in translation. But in these cases, as indeed altogether, wc 
can conscientious^ say we have worked carefully and prayerfully. In such 
passages, especially where able Hebraists have erred, and respecting which 
differences of opinion always continue to assert themselves, we do not pre¬ 
tend to have rendered the original text without fault; but we hope wc can 
present the whole to tho simple reader in a form both exact and intelligible. 


That is our object. 


Our work is not a revision of the Bible in common use ” 


—although the reader of the English translation will constantly meet with 
lainiliar words and phrases—“because, as we think, the object sought would 
not so bo attained,” The reader ma3 r also be referred to Mr. Darby^s remarks 
upon this subject in tho Preface to the second or third edition of his English 
Xew Testament. 


Tho style of our own excellent so-called Authorised Version, happily 
familiar, is here preserved, as far as seems consistent with the exactness 
sought to bo attained; the purpose being ever kept in view of putting the 
English reader in possession of labours of Mr. Darby which were undertaken 
iu I lie interest of Christians abroad. The older forms of words are kept for 
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the higher style, suited to the immediate utterances of God and strict) v 
poetieal parts. 

Our English idiom has been studied, but the diffi culty of presenting all 
in suitable English dress has often been felt, though our resource has been the 
vocabulary of the Authorised Version, which, from its remarkable richness, 
almost exhausts the phraseology of the language applicable to sacred subjects. 
When the common Bible afforded no help in this respect, aid has occasionally 
been sought from other English Bibles of repute, both ancient and modern. 
But a certain roughness, derived from close adherence to either the German 
or the French, will doubtless some tim es be apparent. 

Poetical parts are distinguished from the rest by a metrical arrangement 
to which those are accustomed who use Paragraph Bibles. In some of the 
books however which have almost wholly this character, especially the Pro¬ 
phets, where the poetical form is often complicated, it has been thought wise 
to abandon the metrical arrangement, in order to render the paragraphs more 
easily discoverable and in this way facilitate the study of the text. So too in 
Proverbs, for the introductory chapters ; whilst the rest of the book, like dob 
and the Psalms, is arranged in verses, as in ordinary Bibles. In these cases 
the paragraphs are indicated by a star ♦ at the beginning. 

Another star * marks the grouping of the chapters which form a whole, 
more or less complete in itself. Attention is called to these especially in the 
Book of Psalms. 

In the Song of Solomon, the paragraphs are arranged, as far as possible, 
to indicate the successive speakers. In this Book, the stars *, rather than 
the chapters, mark the main divisions of the subject. 

The parallel parts in Kings and Chronicles have been compared, so ihai 
the characteristic differences might be readily noticed. 

The notes are taken partly from the German, often from the French, 
while several arc added from unpublished comments of Air. Darby, which 
he supplied for the purpose, and others are occasionally introduced with the 
view of seeming either greater uniformity or greater clearness. 

The names of God have been preserved as far as possible according to 
the original, either in the text or by help of the notes. To the end of Esther, 
El is notified at each occurrence; Eloah is marked by an asterisk * prefixed 
to the word ‘God;’ seo Geu. i. 1; xiv. 18; Deut. xxxii. 15. Other names 
are noted on their first occurrence, and occasionally so afterwards. From 
dob to the end, the names of God are distinguished as indicated in the notes 
at Job iii. 4; Psalms v. 4; xviii. 31:— 

The Hebrew Elohim is ‘ God/ 

Eloah is 4 *God/ 

El is “God/ 

In tho Authorised Version of the English Bible ‘ God ’ is used as well ns 
4 Lord 5 for Jehovah , and the form 4 Lord t represents both JeJtovah and Jah. 
This inconvenience is obviated by the use of the Hebrew words anglicised. 
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ihat is 4 Jehovah,’ and 4 Jah,’ where they respectively occur, and by render¬ 
ing Adoiiai regularly ‘ Lord.’ In the later Psalms the form Hallelujah , 
* Praise ye Jah,’ has been maintained wherever the sense allowed it. It is 
a sort of heading to many Psalms. An exception may be noted in Psalm 
cxlvii. 1. For 1 Jehovah Elohim ,’ see the note at Genesis i. 1. It will bo 
noticed how characteristic is Aclonai Jehovah , ‘ the Lord Jehovah,’ of the 
Hooks of Ezekiel and Amos. [Tho English reader may compare the forms, 
‘ the Lord God ’ and 4 the Lord thy God,’ in Isaiah vii. 7, 11.] 

In the Prophets, brackets have been preserved at 4 am ’ in the expression 
“ I [am] Jehovah,” &c., so often occurring, especially in Ezekiel, as they will 
help the reader the more readily to distinguish the character and use of the 
various names of God, as compared with “I am,” Exod. iii. 14. In “I,” 
11 el k a iii (tho pronoun without the verb), may be expressed the conscious 
will of existence which in a divine Being is associated with the existence in 
itself. Compare also “I [am] HE,” Isa. xli. 4, &e. 

The ordinary orthography of proper names has been adhered to, subject 
to numerous and necessary corrections; and so Abel is preferred to Hebei , 
Enoch to Chanoch t Ezekiel to Jchizchel . It has, at the same time, been 
thought best that the Hebrew should speak for itself in one xvay or another; 
that is to say, that modifications in the spelling of a name should be repre¬ 
sented in the corresponding English, either in text or notes. Veiy often the 
Authorised Version obscures a name through following a modification arising 
merely, according to the Hebrew idiom, from the change of a vowel when a 
word is 4 in pause,’ that is, at tho end of a hemistich or verso; as for instance, 
when c becomes a. In such cases the normal c has been reproduced ; and thus 
in Gen. xxxviii. 30, Zerah instead of Zarali (A.V.), with which compare 
xxxvi. 13. The second member of a double name when also found separately 
is spelled with a capital; for example, Tubal-Cain, El-Paran ; but on the other 
hand, Pi-hahiroth. (Gen. iv. 22; xiv. G; Ex. xiv. 2.) 

Considerable difiiculty has been experienced as to brackets, in which 
even tho Authorised Version with its corresponding italics is often inconsistent. 
Such words as 4 it' have not been bracketed when merely abstract, or when 
leit to be logically necessary ; and so when a pronoun replaces a noun governed 
in Hebrew by two verbs: this cannot bo considered a word added to the text. 
An exception has been made in the case of there being a legitimate doubt as to 
the propriety of the word supplied, in order to allow the reader the opportunity 
ot replacing it by one he might consider more appropriate. 

Italics indicate emphasis. 

Following this notice is a translation of the “ Introduction ” to the 
i 1 reach Bible, which was written in 18S1. 

Tho complete Volume of the Old Testament is again committed to tho 
Lord with a grateful sense of His goodness in permitting this service to His 
people notwithstanding tho insufficiency of the labourers, who would na¬ 
turally shrink Jrom such a task, laid upon them to meet the need of those who 
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value a literal translation: deeply do they feel that it can be accomplished 
only through His mercy. With unfeigned joy and thankfulness do they 
acknowledge His gracious hand in the hearty co-operation already received, 
and they look to Him to follow with His blessing the use of the book into 
whosesoever hands it may come, that the diligent reader may be enabled 
better to apprehend the mind of the Spirit in these Scriptures of the 01*1 
Dispensation ‘ which are able to make wise unto salvation through faith 
which is in Christ Jesus.’

INTRODUCTION. 

(Translated from the French.) 

To write an introduction to the Bible seems to me a deeply serious 
and difficult matter. To take up a Book which is the harmonious whole 
of all God’s thoughts, of all His ways with regard to man, and of His 
determinate purpose as to the Christ, and as to man in Him; wherein also 
is set forth the revelation of what God is, of man’s responsibility, and 
of what God Himself has done formaD, as well as of the new relationships 
with God into which man enters through Christ;—a Book which 
reveals what God is in His nature morally, and the dispensations in 
which He glorifies Himself in the sight of the heavens and their 
inhabitants; which lays bare the secrets and the state of the human 
heart, and at the same time unveils before it things invisible; which 
begins where the past touches eternity, and leads us on through a 
development and a solution of all moral questions to the final point 
where the future merges in eternity, according to God;—which 
fathoms moral questions in the perfect light of God revealed, and 
makes known to us the groundwork of new relationships with Him, 
according to what He is, and what He is in infinite love... to undertake, 
I say, to open up the path (in as far as it may be given to man to be the 
instrument for it, for God alone can do it effectually) so that the mind 
of man may understand the w^ays of God as He has revealed them, 
is a task that may well make one recoil before its difficulty and 
seriousness, when we reflect that we have to do with God’s thoughts as 
revealed by Himself. How marvellous indeed is this divine parenthesis 
in the midst of eternity, in which the febrile activity of the fallen 
creature displays itself in thoughts which all perish, urged on by him 
who wields his power as a liar and a murderer; but in which also the 
nature and the thoughts of God, His moral being and His determinate 
purpose, until then eternally hidden in Himself, are, while testing 
man and manifesting what ho is, revealed and fulfilled through the 
Son, that they may in their final result appear in an eternity of glory 
to come, in which God, surrounded by blissful creatures who know Him 
and understand Him, will manifest Himself as Light and Love in tho 
full results of His own eternal and imperishable thoughts ; but where 
also all that has been wrought by His grace and wisdom throughout the 
things that are seen here below, will be displayed in its glorious and 
eternal fruits; where God—Father, Son, and Holy Ghost—known of 
Himself before time was, will be known by innumerable blessed beings— 
known by them in their own happiness when time shall be no more. 
And this world is the wonderful sphere where everything is made to 
work to that end; and the Leart of man the scene wherein all takes place 
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and is morally wrought out, if so ho that God, in whom and by whom 
and for whom aro all thoso things, dwell in him by His Spirit to give him 
intelligence ; and if Christ, who is the Objoct of all that is done, bo his 
solo Object. Tho Bible, then, is tho rcvolation which God has given to 
us of all this wondrous system, ami of all tho facts which relato to it. 
Is it surprising that ono shrinks from tho task of opening up such 
things ? But wo have to do with a God of goodness, who delights to 
help us in everything that may conduco to an intelligent apprehen¬ 
sion of the revelation which He has beon pleased to give us of His 
thoughts. 

There aro certain groat principles that mark this revelation, which 
we would notico before going into the dotails. 

The first, great idea that stamps its character on tho revelation of 
God, is that of the tiro si dams —tho first man and the Second ; the 
responsible man, and tho Man of God’s counsels, in whom God, whilst 
confirming tho principle of responsibility, reveals Himself, as well as 
His sovereign counsels and the grace which roigns through righteousness. 
These two principles predominate throughout tho contents of the Bible. 
But although, in tho ways of God, His goodness shewed itself continually 
until His Son came, yet grace, in the full forco of the torm, was only 
prophetically revealed, and withal veiled so as not to interfere with the 
then subsisting relations of man with God, and often in forms which 
can only be understood wlion the New Testament has furnished us 
with the key to them. 

This brings me to two othor principles which aro found revealed and 
developed in the scriptures. The one is God’s government in the scene 
of this world, a government sure and certain, though long hidden, 
unless indeed on a small scale in Israel, and even then obscured in tho 


eves of men, because iniquity prevailed (Psalm Ixxiii.), and because God 
had ways of deeper moment as well as greater blessings in store for 11 is 
own in the midst of this government,—ways, in which, for the spiritual 
good of 11 is people, lie made use of tho evils lie permitted to arise 
The history contained in the Bible unfolds to tho spiritual man the 
course of these ways; the Psalms give rollections upon them by the 
Spirit of Christ in His own, rising betimes in their expressions up to 
the experience of Christ Himself, and thus becoming directly prophetic. 
But I am anticipating a little. The other divine principle is sovereign 
grave, which takes up poor sinners, blots out their sins, and places them 
in the same glory as tho Son (become man for this), “conformed to the 


government, and aro displayed when the result of His government is 
brought out.; but it is fully disclosed in the heavenly glory. 

Intimately connected with this government of God is the Lair; it 
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establishes the rule of good and evil according to God, and founds it 
upon llis authority. The Lord furnishes us with the expression of it, 
in drawing from various parts of the Pentateuch principles, which, 
were they established and operative in the heart, would lead to 
obedience, and to the accomplishment of God’s will, and would be 
productive of human righteousness. The Ten commandments do not 
create duty, the existence of which is founded on the relationships in 
which God has set man. 

There is this difference between the principles of the law as laid 
down by Jesus, and the Ten commandments, that the principles drawn 
by Him from the books of Moses comprehend absolute good in all its 
extent without question of sin, whilst the Ten commandments suppose 
sin to be there, and, with one exception, are prohibitory of all 
unfaithfulness to the relationships of which they treat. It is important 
to notice that the last of these commandments forbids the first motion 
uf the heart towards the sins previously condemned: “ the sting is in 
the tail.” Moreover, the various relationships were the basis of duty, 
(lie commandments forbidding men to fail in them. But the principle of 
law, of any law, is this: that the approbation of Him to whom I am 
responsible, my reception in favour by Him who has the right to judge 
of my faithfulness to my responsibility, or of my shortcomings—in a 
word, my happiness—depends upon what I am in this respect, upon 
what I am towards Him. For the relationships are established by the 
Creator’s will and authority, and when I fail in them, I sin against Him 
who established them. Although the sin may be directly against the 
person I am in relation with, yet as the obligation was imposed by the 
will of God and is the expression of His will, I in fact despise His 
authority and disobey Him. The principle of law is that the acceptance 
of the person depends upon his conduct; grace does what it pleases in 
goodness, in conformity to the nature and the character of Him who 
acts in grace. 

There was another important element in the ways of God, 
contrasting with the law, and that is the promises. These began with 
the Fall itself, but, as a principle in the ways of God, with Abraham, 
when the world was already fallen, not only into sin, but into idolatry, 
Satan and demons having taken possession of the place of God in 
mans mind. Now Abram’s election^ his calf and the gift of the promises 
made to him, were all connected with grace. Thus Abram followed 
God* towards tho country that God pointed out to him, but in it he 
possessed not whereon to set his foot. This introduces another vital 
principle, that of living by faith t receiving God’s word as such, and 
counting upon His faithful goodness. The promise evidently depended 
upon grace \ it was not the thing given, though this was assured by the 

lie only partially did so at the outset; but I speak here of the ways of God. 
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word of G od; and faith counted upon the promise, and more or less clearly 
introduced the thought of blessing outside the world ; otherwise, he 
who had faith obtained nothing by his faith. The consciousness of 
Gods favour was doubtless so far something, but it depended upon 
faith in His fidelity as to what He had promised. But in connection 
with promises there is au important point to notice : there are 
unconditional, and there are conditional promises. The promises made 
to Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, were unconditional; whereas those made 
at Sinai were conditional. God’s word never confounds them. Moses 
calls to remembrance the promises made to Abraham, Isaac, and Israel 
(Ex. xxxii. 13); Solomon, what came in under Moses (1 Kings viii. 
51-53); Nehoniiah i., refers to Moses; Nehemiah ix., first to Abraham 
as the source of all, then to Moses, when it becomes a question of God’s 
ways. It is of this difference that the apostle speaks in Galatians iii. 
1G-20. Under the law, when there was a Mediator, the enjoyment of 
the effect of the promise depended upon the faithfulness of Israel, as 
much as upon the fidelity of God ; but then all was lost from the 
outset The fulfilment of the simple promise of God depended upon 
His fidelity; in this case, all was sure. We learn further, by the 
passage alluded to in the Epistle to the Galatians, that it is to Christ, 
the Second Man, that the promises made to Abraham were confirmed, 
and they will be fulfilled surely—all of them Yea, and all Amen—when 
His day, which the prophets had ever in view, shall come. But here 
the difference, already pointed out, between the government of this 
world and sovereign grace, again finds its application. The grace that sets 
us in heaven is not prophesied of at all; prophecy belongs to what is 
earthly, and so far as relates to the Lord Jesus, contains the revelation 
of what He was to be upon the earth at His first coming; and then 
continues with what He will be upon the eaTth when He comes again, 
without alluding to that which should take place in the interv al between 
those two events. Still, the facts as to the Person of the Lord are 
announced in those Psalms which reveal to us more of His personal 
history; His resurrection (Ps. xvL), His ascension (Ps, lxviii), His 
session at the right hand of God (Ps. cx.); end as to the Holy Spirit, 
they teach us that Christ would receive it as man—that the gifts are not 
only gifts of God, but that Christ would receive them “in Man,” 

that is, as Man in connection with mankind. On the other hand, 
except the desires of David in Psalm lxxii. aud cxlv., where the subject 
treated of is what concerns the Lord’s Person, the Psalms do not take 
up the state of things that shall follow His return : whilst in the 
prophets, this future state is amply described in the fulfilment of the 
promises made to the Jews, and its consequences for the Gentiles. 
There is another point that may be noticed : when the prophets on 
God s part give encouragements to faith for the time then present, and 
to meet trying circumstances, the Spirit of God uses this to penetrate into 
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the future, when God will interpose in favour of His people.* But I am 
going, perhaps, too much into detail. 

Finally, when sin had already come in, when the law had been 
broken, and when too the prophets sent by God had in vain recalled 
the children of Israel to their duty and claimed fruit for God from His 
vine,—the promised Messiah came with proofs of His mission so evident 
that human intelligence could, and in fact did, recognise them. 
(John ii. 23 ; iii. 2.) God spoke in the Person of the Son (Heb. i/), 
the great promised Prophet. But at the same time the Father was 
revealed in the Son, and man would not have God. The Son of God 
was delivering man from all the outward evils sin had brought into the 
world, and from Satan’s power in this respect; but this manifestation 
of God in goodness did but bring out the hatred of man’s heart against 
Him ; the Jews also lost all right to the promises, and man rejected 
God manifested in goodness here below. The history of responsible man 
was closed ; for we are not here speaking of grace, except so far as 
God’s presence in grace tested man’s responsibility : not only had sin 
come in, and the law been broken, but men could not endure God's 
presence when He was in their midst in goodness, not imputing to them 
their sins. All relation of man with God was impossible on the 
ground of what man is in himself, notwithstanding the miracles ac¬ 
complished by Jesus, which were all goodness,! and not merely 
power; it was as He Himself said (John xv. 22-25): “They have no 
cloke for their sin ... . they have both seen and hated both me and 
my Father” (the expression always used by John when he speaks of 
God acting in grace). Yea, and this is a solemn statement, man’s history 
morally is ended. But, blessed be God, it is in order to open the door 
of infinite grace to Him who reveals Himself as the God of grace in the 
Son. (John xii. 31-33.) The cross of Christ said, Man will not have 
God, not even when come in grace (2 Cor. v. 17-19) ; but it said also, 
God is infinite in grace, not sparing His own Son, in order to reconcile 
man to Ilimself.J 

I turn back now to trace the waj's of God briefly, and historically, in 
connection with man’s responsibility. It is striking to observe in man’s 
history, that whatever good thing God set up, the first thing that man

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ever did was to ruin it. Man’s first act was an act of disobedience ; 
he fell into sin, and broke all relation between himself and God ; he 
was afraid of Him who had filled his cup with blessings. Noah, escaped 
from the deluge that had swallowed up a whole world except his own 
family, becomes drunken, and authority is dishonoured and lost in him. 
Whilst the law was being given, before Moses came down from the 
mount, Israel made for themselves the golden calf. Nadab and Abihu 
offer strange fire on the first day of their service, and Aaron is forbidden 
to enter into the most holy place in his robes of glory and beauty, and 
indeed in any robe at all, except on the great day of atonement. 
(Lev. xvi.) In the same way Solomon, David’s son, falls into idolatry, 
and the kingdom becomes divided. The first head of the Gentiles, if 
we go on to speak of him on whom God conferred the ruling power, 
made a great image, and persecuted those who were faithful to Jehovah. 
Nor has the external or professing church escaped the common law’ of 
disobedience and ruin any more than the rest. 

If w r e now consider God’s ways as to man in the interval of timo 
between Adam and the Christ, we find first of all, man in a state of 
innocence placed in the enjoyment of earthly blessings, without trouble 
of any kind ; evil having no existence. Responsibility w r as set forth 
in the prohibition to eat of a certain tree. This prohibition or law did 
not suppose evil: Adam might have eaten of the tree, as of any other 
tree, if it had not been forbidden; it was purely a matter of obedience. 
Man yielded to the temptation ; he lost God, hiding himself from His 
face, before he was driven out; then he was judicially driven out of the 
garden where he could enjoy God’s presence, who in fact came to seek 
him there in the cool of the day: and he acquired a conscience; he learned, 
and that in spite of himself, not by an imposed law but inwardly, to 
make the distinction between good and evil. No doubt, conscience may 
be dreadfully hardened or misguided, but still it is there, in man; when 
a man does what is wrong, his conscience condemns him. God’s law is 
the rule of the conscience, but is not itself the conscience which makes 
use of this rule. But from that time forth, man was fallen ; he had 
disobeyed, and renounced his allegiance to God, dreading Him, hiding 
from Him if that had been possible ; and then was driven out of the 
garden, deprived of all those blessings through which he had enjoyed 
God’s goodness and was able to own Him and even to enjoy His 
presence, for God came to w r alk in the garden. Self-will and lust had 
entered into his nature, guilt and the dread of God into his position : 
and then, too, he was judicially driven out from a place which was 
no longer suited to his condition, and, morally, out of Gods own 
presence. What a horrible thing, if he had been able to eat of the tree 
of life, and fill the world with immortal sinners, having no more fear of 
death than of God ! God allowed it not. 

But there are some very interesting circumstances to note in 
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connection with the judgment under which man had fallen. We have 
seen that Adam tied from the presence of God. The judgment pro¬ 
nounced upon him, upon Adam and Eve (Gen. iii. 14-19) is an earthly 
judgment, not a judgment of the soul. Adam, and Eve also, are placed 
m a state of misery, and under the yoke of suffering and death. 
Before being driven out, Adam, by faith, as it seems, recognises life in 
the place wherein death had entered (Gen. iii. 20); but there is more ; 
there is tho promise made to the woman, of the seed which should 
bruise the serpents head: the Christ, seed of the woman by whom 
evil entered into the world, was to destroy all the power of the 
Enemy. Then as sin had destroyed innocence, and given, through the 
shame of nakedness, a conscious sense of its loss, God Himself, by 
causing death to intervene, clothed Adam and his wife, and covered 
their nakedness. (Gen. iii. 21.) Before this, there was unconsciousness 
of evil ; now evil is known, but is covered by God’s own act. Man 
had sought to hide his sin from himself; but when he hears God’s 
voice, his fig-leaves are nothing worth ; they are of no avail to an 
awakened conscience in the presence of God : “ I hid myself,” he said, 
“for I was naked.” So also before driving him out, God did not 
restore his innocence, which indeed was impossible; He did better : He 
clothed Adam and his wife, so that He might see His own work, that 
is, what was suited to Him in the state in which they were, accomplished 
by Him in His grace, besides the crushing of him who had led 
them into evil. Still man was driven out of the garden, where 
he had enjoyed all God’s blessings without faith, to till the ground, to 
die, and until death to be separated from the God who before had 
walked in tho cool of the day in the garden where he had dwelt. 
Mail, thenceforth, knew God only by faith , if faith was in his heart 
—a new, all-important principle: he had lost God, had acquired a 
conscience, and, if he could, must live in painful toil to gain a 
temporal subsistence ; he must find God, if he could ; but he was 
from thenceforth outside the precincts which God frequented, and where 
II is abundant blessings were dispensed without suffering or labour 
Man had fled from God’s presence, and God had driven him out. 
Adam was no longer in the relation in which God had formed him to 
bo with Himself, either as to the state of his soul, or judicially : he 
was in sin. I repeat, man had fled from the presence of God, and God 
had driven him from the position in which He had placed him when He 
created him ; he was ostranged from God, with a bad conscience, knowing 
God just enough to be afraid of Him, having learned however that the 
seed of tho woman should bruise the serpent's head, and being clothed 
by the grace and tho work of God in a garment that bore witness fSF 
death, but which, as coming from God, covered, and that perfectly, the 
nakedness the consciousness of which was the expression of man's fall 
and of his state of sin. Man was now outside—could he enter, anywhere 
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into God’s presence to adore Him, to be morally with Him whom he 
had forsaken ? 

This fresh question now arises in Adam’s history. 

Abel offered a sacrifice , which cost him nothing, so to speak ; but he 
offered it by faith, owning that he was a sinner, outside the garden, at 
a distance from God, and that death had come in ; but recognising in 
God the grace that had covered his parents’ nakedness, and drawing 
i nigh to Him by a propitiatory sacrifice, which alone could take away 
sin, and through which alone a sinner could draw nigh to God in virtue 
of the death of another. God’s character in love and righteousness, 

! and on the other hand, the state of Abel, were recognised in his 
offering: he offered it by faith, and God accepted it, as He accepted 
Abel himself with it, bearing witness to his gifts. (Heb. xi. 4.) Abel 
was accepted of God according to the value of his gifts, that is, of 
Christ. God Himself covered Adam’s nakedness; Abel comes, 
acknowledging his position, and the expiatory sacrifice by which alone 
, he could enter into God’s presence. Cain, on the contrary, presents 
; himself with the fruit of his hard labour. Man, since he was out of 
God’s presence, must draw near to Him to worship Him : all who are 
not openly apostates, not only from Christ but from God, acknowledge 
this. Cain acknowledges it, but how ? He thinks he can come just as 
he is. And why not ? As to sin, he thinks not of it. The fact that 
God had driven man out of paradise made no change in his 
I thoughts ; he presents himself as though nothing had happened ; and, 

: morally blind and insensible, he offers the fruit of his own work, it is true, 

! but which was in itself the sign of the curse that was then lying upon 
I the earth. He neither recognised what he was himself, nor what God 
1 was; neither sin, nor the curse that was lying on his work, as the fruit 
' of sin. Once outside paradise, man had to approach God ; and God 
Himself tells us for all ages, in this treasury of great principles laid up 
in Genesis, how this can be done. All these histories contain the 
j groundwork of our relations with God, while shewing at the same time 
the state of man. 

Sin becomes complete : we have already had sin against God ; sin 
against a brother follows. Cain was irritated beeause God had refused 
him, and murder comes in: Cain kills his brother. God puts the 
question to him, not now saying as before to Adam : “ Where art thou ?” 
for Adam ought to have been in the presence of his God full of joy, and 
“ Where art thou ?” involved his actual position; but God says : 
! “ What hast thou done ?” First of all, however, God addresses Cain on 

4 he subject of his relations with Himself. “If thou doest well, He 
Ikid, “shalt thou not be accepted?” and: “unto thee shall be his 
desire,* and thou shalt rule over him ”—“ if thou doest not well, sin, or 

* Compare the sentence pronounced upon the woman. (Gen. iii. 16.) 
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a sacrifice for sin (the Hebrew word has both meanings) is ready to 
hand ” (literally, “is lying at the door”)—that is, there is a remedy. 
It is parenthetical, but these are the general principles of our relations 
- ith God. If a man does what is good, he is accepted of God, and 
if lie does what is evil, there is a sacrifice for sin which the grace 
of God has set at the door. Notice here that Abel’s sacrifice was not 
a sacrifice for sin : neither Cain nor Abel came before God with the 
conscience oppressed by a known transgression. It is the state of each 
of them that is in view, the state of man before God : the one, the man 
who owns himself driven out from God’s presence, and who draws nigh 
to God accord big to grace ; the other, the natural man, insensible to 
sin. In God’s answer to Cain, the subject is positive transgression, and 
this confirms the idea that in the passage (ver. 7) a sacrifice for sin is 
meant, and not sin itself. But Cain, as I said, becomes guilty of sin 
against his brother ; he fills up the measure of sin in its second character, 
which for Adam was impossible. God pronounces sentence upon Cain, 
who, cursed in his labour, fugitive and vagabond, abandons himself to 
despair ; then, leaving altogether the presence of God, who spoke 
with him, he proceeds to establish himself in the land where God had 
made hfin a vagabond (“Nod”) and the world begins. Cain builds 
a city, and calls it after his son ; his children grow rich, they invent 
working in metals, and the refinements of the arts are introduced; 
they make themselves as happy as they can without God. I have no 
doubt, that besides the general truth, we have in Cain a type of the 
Jews as having slain the Lord : they carry their mark on their forehead. 
Lamech follows the bent of his own will, and takes two wives, but he 
is, I think, a type of Israel in the last days ; Seth is the man after God’s 
counsels—Christ. The two families are established upon the earth ; 
but already the hatred of the one against the other shews itself in Cain 
and Abel. (Compare 1 John iii. 11, 12.) In the meantime we have 
God's testimony : Enoch, who announces the coming of the Christ in 
judgment, and Noah, who passes through the judgment of the earth, 
and, as it were, comes to life again for a new world. 

I have enlarged somewhat on this part of the history, because it gives 
us the state of fallen man, and the principles according to which lie is 
in relation with God, without religious institutions, though not without 
testimony on God’s part. Eternal life is also shewn figuratively in 
Enoch, as in Abol the sacrifice by which fallen man can approach God, 
and in Adam and Eve (in the state of judgment in which man is), 
sovereign grace, which clothed them before driving them out; then, in 
Noah, the end of the age is announced, and the judgment is gone 
through. Wo find all this in its main principles in grace, recalled 
in Hebrews xi. 1-7. But fallen man grew worse and worse ; Noah 
alone remained, whom God saved when He destroyed the world. 

Wo should note carefully as to the facts thus far rocorcled, that 
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although far deeper principles, eternal in their nature and their effect, 
are contained in them, the history of this epoch of judgment upon Adam 
and of the judgment of the world, is a history of this world, and that the 
judgments are governmental, and belong to the course of things here 
below. 

A new world begins with Noah. It begins with sacrifice ; and here 
“ burnt^offerings” are expressly named; they were acceptable to God. 
God would no more curse the earth, nor again smite every living sou), 
but the seasons should follow 7 in their course, according to God's 
established order, as long as the earth lasted. But man is no longer, as he 
was before in paradise, the authority that in sovereign right gave names 
to the animals in peace : the fear of man was to keep them in awe ; man 
might eat them, but blood, the sign of life, he was not to touch. Then 
magisterial authority was established to restrain the violence that had 
broken loose. He that should take man’s life must lose his own: 
God w T ould require blood at the hands of him who shed it; and man 
w T as invested with the authority necessary to enforce this law. And 
God gave the bow in the cloud as a sign of His covenant with the 
whole creation, in witness that there should no more be a deluge. 

It is under this order of government that we live now on the earth. 
But Noah, in the enjoyment of the blessing granted to him, failed to 
maintain his position, became drunken, and w 7 as dishonoured. The 
world is divided into three parts: one in relationship with God ; 
another, a cursed race, named in view of Israel’s history; thirdly, 
the mass of the Gentiles. Man seeks to become great upon the 
earth, and to centralise the power of the race, yet one ; but God 
confounds their purposes with their language : then imperial power is 
set up on the earth in Nimrod. Babel and the land of Shinar begin to 
be conspicuous : this is our world. 

Another important element now stands out in the history: the 
introduction of idolatry. Not only does Satan, as tempter, make 
man wicked, but he makes himself into a god for man, in order 
to help him to satisfy his passions. Having lost God, with w’hom, 
nevertheless, he had been in relation, and had made a fresh beginning 
in Noah, man made a god of everything in which the power of 
nature shewed itself, making of it a plaything for his imagination, 
and using it to satisfy his lusts. It w r as all he had. Even that 
part of the race that was in relationship with Jehovah (Gen. ix. 20) 
is specially noticed as having fallen to that depth. (Joshua xxiv. 2.) 
Terrible fall! Although man could not free himself from the con¬ 
sciousness that there was a God, a Being w r ho was above him, and 
though he feared Him, he created for himself a multitude of inferior 
gods, in w'hose presence he w’ould seek to drive away this dread, and 
obtain an answer to his desires, hiding that which always, in reality, 
continued to be an “unknown God.” Everything took the form of 
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‘God* in man’s eyes; the stars, his ancestors, the sons of Noah, and 
members of the human race still more ancient and less known, the 
power of nature, all that was not man but acted and operated without 
him—the reproduction of nature after its death, the generation of living 
creatures. The true God he had not; yet needed a God, and in a state 
of dependence and wretchedness, he made gods for himself according to 
his passions and imagination, and Satan took advantage of it. Poor 
mankind without God! Then God interposed sovereignly, reducing 
also, as we may note in passing, the length of man’s life by half after 
the Hood, and by as much again in Peleg’s time, when the earth was 
methodically d'vided. 

liut, as I have just said, the universal influence of idolatry led to an 
intervention on God's part which stamped its character on His most 
important ways : He called Abraham, and caused him to come out from 
the surrounding corruption, in order to have him as the stock of a 
people that should belong to Him. In him, the father of the faithful, 
are shewn forth three or even four great principles; God’s sovereign 
will, otherwise called election , then God’s call , the promises, and continual 
worship hu a. man who teas a stranger on the earth. This last circumstance, 
the possession of the promises with the non-possession of the things 
promised, drew out the affections and hope to that which was outside 
this world, though still indeed in a vague way; but other revelations 
were added. These principles have characterised the people of God 
from that day forth. 

This then is the suin of these new ways of God: the world having 
given itself up to idolatry, God called out a man to belong to Him, 
oulside the world, making him the depositary of His promises. There 
had been faithful men before, but not the stock of a race (as Adam was 
of the fallen race) ; but Abraham is the head of a race, for even we 
ourselves, as being Christ's, are the seed of Abraham. 

Nothing can be more instructive than the life of Abraham ; but here 
we ran only notice that which characterises the ways of God. Abraham 
declared that he was a pilgrim and a stranger ; he erected an altar to 
God when he came into the land which God had given him, but in which 
he possessed no place whereon to set his foot; he had nothing but his 
tent and his altar. He pitched his tent, and built his altar, wherever 
he dwelt. He failed, and without consulting God, went down into 
iOgvpt. God preserved him, but Abraham had no altar from the time 
of his leaving the land of Canaan, until his return to it. A numerous 
posterity (Israel) to whom the land was to be given in possession, was 
promised to him ; besides that, all the nations of the earth were to be 
blessed in him. After the son, in whom were the promises, had 
been offered to God, and ho had received him again as risen, the 
promise of blessing to the Gentiles was confirmed to the seed—that is, 
to Christ. (Compare Gal. iii. 16.) The promises are without condition, 
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that is, they belong to God’s determinate purpose. Israel will be 
blessed through them in the last days; Christians, not to speak of other 
revelations and things fulfilled that are of infinite importance, enjoy 
them already. Sarah desired “ the seed,” according to the flesh, before 
the time. But all had to be on the ground of promise: it is grace, 
faith and hope ; for at that time nothing was fulfilled (and this still 
remains true as to the glory, except in regard to the Person of the 
Christ), only God was the God of Abraham, as also of Isaac and Jacob, 
the heirs with him of the same promise. In Isaac, we have the type of 
the relations of Christ to the church; in Jacob, we descend into the 
sphere of the earthly people. 

Afterwards, when Jacob had come into Egypt, the Israelites were 
subjected to the yoke of slavery, to the hard bondage of the Egyptians, 
as we are to sin in the flesh. This introduces another deeply important 
principle, that of redemption , and in connection with it yet another, the 
existence of a people of God upon earth, in the midst of whom God 
dwelt. (Ex. iii. 7, 8 ; vi. 1-8 ; xxix. 45, 46.) It is sovereign grace 
that considers the affliction of the people, and hears their cry; but the 
Israelites were in sin as well as the Egyptians : how could God deliver 
them ? He found a ransom ; the blood of the Paschal lamb, figure of 
Christ, was sprinkled in faith on the lintel and two sideposts of the 
door, and God, who was smiting in judgment, “passed over” the 
people sheltered by the blood. Israel ate the lamb that had been 
sacrificed, and had secured them from judgment; they ate it with 
bitter herbs and unleavened bread—with the bitterness of humiliation 
and truth in the heart, their loins girded, tlieir staff in their hands, 
their sandals on their feet; they left Egypt in haste. Then follows 
the deliverance of the people when they were come to the sea: “ Stand 
still, and see the salvation of Jehovah.” Egypt's power falls under 
executed judgment; Israel is out of Egypt, delivered and brought to 
God : redemption is complete, and the people shall no more see the 
Egyptians for ever. (Ex. xiv., xv.) 

There was also a life that God cherished: Israel had to drink of the 
bitter waters of death (Marah), which Christ underwent in its reality 
for us. They were fed with the manna (Christ), were made to drink of the 
water from the rock (the Spirit of God), and were sustained from on 
high in conflict. But all is grace ; God acts in grace, and is glorified 
where man fails ; man too is wdth God, for redemption brings us to God 
(Ex. xix. 4); only the journey under grace, in order to attain this, is 
added in its great principles. The Sabbath is established : the redeemed 
people had their part in God's rest; this is connected with the manna, 
Christ, as is conflict with the waiter from the rock. 

Some verses of chapter xv. of this Book of Exodus, here claim our 
attention. We find on the one hand : “Thou by thy mercy hast led 
forth the people that thou hast redeemed ; thou hast guided them by 
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thy strength into the abode of thy holiness” (ver. 13); but on the 
other hand, we read in verse 17 : “ Thou wilt bring them in, and plant 
them in the mountain of thine inheritance, the place that thou, Jehovah, 
hast made thy dwelling. . . . That is, they are brought to God 
Himself; their redemption is absolute and complete; but they were 
also to be introduced into the promised inheritance. The reader will 
notice that it is no question of the wilderness, either in Exodus iii. or 
Exodus vi., or here, Exodus xv. 1-21 : the work of redemption being 
perfect, the wilderness is not necessary : the thief was fit to be with 
Christ in paradise, and 60 are we. (Col. i. 12.) The wilderness forms 
no part of God’s counsels , which, so far as we are concerned, refer to 
redemption, and the inheritance ; but it does form part of God’s ways. 
See Deut. viii. -2, 3, &c. ; God proves us, that we may know ourselves, 
and know Him. Those who make a profession are put to the test on 
the ground of an accomplished redemption : if they have not life, they 
fall on the way, whilst true believers persevere to the end. Then 
again, the state of the people is tested, and they are chastened. 
(Deut. viii. 5, 15, 1C.) In this position we are, in principle, under the 
law; it is what we are before God in respect of His government; 
but it is under the rod of the priesthood that we are led. (The death 
of Aaron ends this part of the type ; and the “ red heifer” is a special 
pit)vision for the defilements which are contracted in the wilderness.) 
it is otherwise when justification is the subject: then, at the end of the 
wilderness journey—our life of probation here below—it is said : 
“ According to this time (that is, at the end of the wilderness) it shall 
be said of Jacob and of Israel, What hath God wrought?” All through 
the wilderness, the question was, What had Israel done 1 

As the Rod Sea, in type, was the death of Christ for us, so the Jordan 
represents our death with Him ; then comes our warfare, as God’s host, 
with spiritual wickedness in heavenly places. But before this, there is 
Gilgal, the application of our death with Christ to our state of soul, in 
practical detail. The camp was always at Gilgal : the remembrance, by 
faith, of our identification with Christ in death (in the Jordan), is at 
Gilgal; then, the manna, the provision of a Christ come down here 
below, for the wilderness, is replaced by the old corn of the land, a 
heavenly Christ; and the Captain of Jehovah’s host comes forward. 

Success in warfare and blessing in the wilderness depended upon the 
state of tlioso who wero in close connection with God Himself: He 
blessed them, but Ho ruled in the midst of His people. These two 
things, the wilderness and warfare—the warfare waged by Israel as 
Jehovah’s host—are found not indeed at the same moment, but during 
the same course of human life. But salvation, that is, redemption, is at 
tho Red Sea ; deliverance, as a thing experienced, is at the Jordan. 
The rod smote the sea ; and the sea was no more, unless indeed as a 
safeguard for the people : tho ark remained in the Jordan until all 
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had passed over. It is well to notice that conditions and “ ifs ” do not 
refer to salvation, but to the wilderness journey; then, for those who 
have faith and life, there is, together with the “ if” the promise of 
being kept until the end, so that there is no uncertainty for faith ; but 
here it is a matter of relations with a living God known experimentally, 
and not an accomplished work. 

As to Israel historically, they had accepted the promises at Sinai, on 
condition of their own obedience. That is the first covenant, established 
by means of a Mediator, which supposes two parties ; the enjoyment of 
the effect of the promise, depending as it did upon the faithfulness of 
man quite as much as upon the fidelity of God, was not more sure 
than the weaker of the two parties ; and in fact the golden calf had 
been made even before Moses came down from the mountain. The new 
covenant will be established with Israel and Judah as the old one was. 
It will be when the Lord shall return and forgive their sins, not re¬ 
membering them any more, and accomplishing His work in writing His 
law in their hearts, and not upon tables of stone. But the fact is of 
all importance that the people, at Sinai, consented to receive blessing on 
the condition of precedent obedience : this changed and aggravated the 
character of the sin, inasmuch as not onlv were the things themselves 
evil, but they amounted to a breach of the law, which formally connected 
God’s authority with the obligation of the relationships which it 
forbade to violate. The relationships and obligation existed already, 
but the law made the breach of the latter a positive transgression 
against God's express will: under it, not only was human righteousness 
at stake, but also God’s authority. The last commandment, “ Thou 
shalt not covet,” &c., as we have said, did not deal -with actual sin, even 
in the flesh, but with its first motions, and, for a soul born of God, led 
to the discovery of the root of sin in the flesh. But if all were fulfilled, 
it was never anything more than human righteousness. 

Another great truth already noticed now found its realisation: 
God dwells on earth in the midst of His people. God had set up 
His throne in the midst of Israel : two things were in connection with 
it—first, the direct government of God, known by faith as the God of 
all the earth, and next, it was there that God was approached. God 
did not reveal Himself, He was hidden behind the veil ; but there the 
sacrifices were presented : all the relations of religion (or at least of 
worship) of the people with God were carried into effect and centred 
there. There God's dwelling was purified yearly ; there Israel's sins 
were blotted out by sacrifices that were figures of the sacrifice of Christ. 
At the same time the tabernacle was the expression of heavenly things ; 
only the veil which closed the entrance into the most holy place was 
not yet rent, and man could not enter the most holy place, save only 
the high priest once a year. Such was the state of the people. They 
had accepted the law, as the condition, from that time forth, of the 
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fulfilment of the promises ; God’s presence was in the midst of the 
people, but inaccessible, behind the veil, and God’s government was 
carried on in the midst of the people, and for their good. But the 
tabernacle and all its ordinances were only a shadow, and not the 
“ very image ” of the things : and this is the reason why we have more 
of contrast than of comparison in the Epistle to the Hebrews. 

Let us notice, in passing, God’s grace and condescension in His ways 
with His people. Was Israel in bondage? God came as Redeemer. 
Must the people wander as pilgrims in the wilderness ? God also 
dwelt in a tent in their midst. Must they wage war in Canaan ? God 
appeared with a drawn sword, as Captain of Jehovah’s host. Were 
they established in peace in Canaan ? God had a dwelling built for 
Him like to tbe palaces of the kings. 

Tlio journey through the wilderness accomplished, a few words 
require to be said on Deuteronomy, which is a book by itself. This will 
give me the opportunity of noticing the character of the entire Penta¬ 
teuch ; but my remarks shall be short. 

Genesis lays the foundations and all the great principles of the rela¬ 
tions of man with God : there we find creation, Satan, the fall, sacrifice, 
the separation of the saints from the world, the judgment of the world, 
government to put a check upon evil, the call of God when idolatry set 
in, the promises, the seed of God ; those that were His, pilgrims and 
strangers, but with a regular worship—otherwise no religious institu¬ 
tions ; then the resurrection, in Isaac ; the Jews, the earthly people, in 
Jacob. In Exodus we have redemption, the law, the tabernacle, a 
people of God, the presence of God on His throne on earth, the old 
covenant, the priesthood. In Leviticus, the detail of the sacrifices, 
ceremonial purity, and particularly that which concerns leprosy, the 
great day of atonement, the feasts, the Sabbatical year, and the 
jubilee, when every one returned into his inheritance ; and prophetical 
denunciations in case of disobedience. In Numbers, the numbering of 
the people, the separation of the Levites, the law of jealousy, Nazarite- 
ship, the history of the journey through the wilderness under the 
leading of the cloud and under the priesthood, and, together with 
the history of the conduct of the children of Israel during this 
journey—the red heifer; the people, except two men and the little 
childron, perish in the wilderness: the judgment of God is pro¬ 
nounced, according to His sovereign grace, by Balaam. We find 
also in this book the details of the sacrifices for feast daj r s and 
especially for the feast of tabernacles, vows, the taking possession 
of tlio land on the eastern side of Jordan, the brazen serpent, the 
Levites' inheritance, and the cities of refuge. Though there be 
history m all these books, tho history itself, not only the rites and 
ceremonies, is typical of spiritual things: “All these things happened 
to them as types,” says Paul, “ and they wero written for our admonition, 
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upon whom the ends of the ages are come.” (1 Cor. x. 1-13.) We 
have no proof that, with the exception of Leviticus viii., ix., one single 
sacrifice was offered in the wilderness, unless to Moloch and Remphan. 
The Book of Deuteronomy occupies a place by itself: it supposes that 
the people are in the land ; it reminds them of their disobedience, and 
insists upon obedienco : its object is to keep the people in close 
connection with Jehovah. A place was to be appointed in the land, 
where the ark and worship should be set up, where all the feasts were 
to be celebrated, and all offerings and tithes brought, except that 
which was given in the third year, to the Levite, in the place where he 
dwelt y * the priests are scarcely mentioned ; it is the people in direct 
relationship with Jehovah : blessing would rest upon obedience, and 
judgment upon disobedience. The book concludes with a prophetical 
song, announcing the apostasy of the people and the judgment of God, 
a judgment which would fall upon the nations that should oppress 
Israel. In Exodus and Leviticus, the point is approach to God ; here, 
in Deuteronomy, the enjoyment of Jehovah’s blessings (and that, too, in 
a spirit of grace toward those who should be in need), both as directly 
under the hand of Jehovah, and in faithfully keeping the law' given by 
Him. Several ordinances, relating to feasts and to the cities of 
refuge, are repeated ; but the distinguishing character of the Book is a 
people without king or prophet (although the priests are named, they 
hardly ever appear) put in possession of the land to serve Jehovah, who 
had given it to them. God, however, raised up, when necessary, at 
the time to w^hich this book refers, extraordinary men to re-establish 
the affairs of the people, when they w f ere fallen into decline through 
tlieir sins; but it was, essentially, Jehovah and the people. 

The taking possession of the land of Canaan is related in the Book of 
Joshua. The people’s responsibility is clearly brought out, but, on the 
whole, God was with them, and no enemy could stand in w ar against 
them. God was with Joshua as long as he lived, and this continued 
during the life of those who had been eye-w'itnesses of the marvellous 
works of Jehovah. 

But-immediately afterwards (in Judges), the people fell into idolatry. 
Having failed to exterminate the nations upon whom God was executing 
judgment by their means, the children of Israel learned their wicked 
and idolatrous w-ays, fell under the judgment of God, and w’erc given 
over into the hand of divers tyrants and persecutors. God raised up a 
judge from time to time, and there was relief and blessing during his 
lifo ; but after his death, the people fell again into the same disobedience, 
and were afresh given over to their enemies. 

At length in time, the ark u*as taken, and the relations of Israel 
with God on the ground of their own responsibility, were at an end. 


This may he seen, historically, in the Apocryphal Books. (See Tobit L 6-S.) 
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God, however, continues His ways, and the taking of the ark becomes 
the occasion of making them evident: Christ is the centre of them; He 
is Prophet, Priest, and King. The high priest was the point of contact 
between the people, as responsible, and God ; the ark, the place where 
this contact was maintained : but the ark was taken. There could 
henceforth be no more day of atonement, no more throne of God in the 
midst of the people, no more sprinkling of blood according to the order 
of the house of God ! Where was He who sat between the cherubim ? 
He failed not to smite the false god with His mighty power, only He did 
it not in Israel, but in the Philistines’ land. All was over for Israel on 
the ground of their responsibility; but God’s sovereignty and His 
supreme goodness could not be set aside, nor limited. God intervenes 
by a prophet , and raises up Samuel, as He had in bygone days brought 
tlie people up from Egypt, before the ark was with them. The prophet 
sent by God in His sovereignty, is the link between the people and 
God. God Himself was the King in Israel; but the people wished to 
be like the Gentiles, and to walk by sight, and not by faith, and they 
set up a human king, Saul. He was in general successful; but being 
abandoned of God through his disobedience (which was that of Israel), 
he fell by the hand of the enemies for whose destruction he had been 
raised up. But God, in view of Christ, would have a king , and David 
was this king. The priest, the prophet, and the king reveal Gods 
thought as to the Anointed. But the son of David, blessed as he was, 
failed, as man has ever done, and the kingdom was divided. 

Some remarks should be made as to royalty itself. Royalty is 
properly effective power in action, and, in the kingdom of God, it is 
God’s power, the king who reigns for God in Israel, the intervention of 
God in power. We have had the walk of responsible man under the 
priesthood, and side by side w r ith that, the prophet who acted on God's 
behalf, by the word ; this in itself was grace : but now power is joined to 
grace to accomplish God’s designs. God knew well how to deliver and 
avenge Himself of false gods, without man ; but He was minded to 
reign in Man : this is the third character of Christ. As Prince of 
pc ace, it is indeed Solomon who is the type of the Lord ; but the 
exercise of His power is shewn characteristically in David as a sufferer 
and deliverer : this will be the means of the re-establislmicnt of Israel, 
in the last days. In Psahn lxxii. we have the king, and the king’s 
son. It is David who brings back the ark from Kirjatli-Jearim, but he 
does not placo it again in the tabernacle where the outward form of 
worship existed, but upon Mount Zion, which God had chosen to bo 
the seat of royalty. See Ps. cxxxii. ; 2 Sam. vii. ; 1 Chron. xvi. 31. 
1 hen, for the first time (for here it was grace, and grace exercised in 
power), David institutes the singing of the hymn : “ For His mercy 
emluroth for ever.” This hymn was again sung under Nehemiah. ft 
striking occasion for it, and we hear it already, as prepared for the 
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last days, in Psalms cvi., cvii., cxviiL, cxxxvi. Although royalty was 
historically placed on the footing of responsibility, the great and un¬ 
failing principle of grace acting in power was now established—the sure 
goodness of God toward Israel, in the Person of the Christ: “For his 
mercy endureth for ever.” An unfailing posterity and house were 
promised to David. (2 Sam. vii. 12-16 ; 1 Chron. xvii. 11-14.) The 
Christ, the true Son of David, had a place clearly defined and 
determined by God, although for the time being, the house of David 
was set under responsibility, and failed forthwith. (2 Sam. xxiii. 5 ; 
compare Heb. xii. 18-22.) The temple built upon Mount Moriah, 
although surely the habitation of God, had not this promise of enduring 
for ever. 

Joshua, beginning with death at Gilgal, gives us the spiritual power 
of Christ, the Chief and Leader of His people. The Book of Judges 
shews to us the people’s fall, but the intervention of God in grace; then 
comes Samuel, the last of the Judges, and then Royalty. 

Israel, that is the ten tribes, soon abandoned Jehovah, though priding 
themselves in His name; Judah’s decline was less rapid. This is 
the history related to us in the Kings and Chronicles, the last being 
written, or at any rate finished, after the return from Babylon. The 
Book of Kings is (after the division of the kingdom) especially the 
history of Israel, and that of the intervention of Jehovah by means of 
Elijah and Elisha; but the history of Judah is continued, up to the 
captivity. The Book of Chronicles is the history of the family of David.* 
Israel severed themselves from the temple, and in fact from Jejiovah, 
by setting up the worship of the golden calves. Responsibility is 
attached to the kingly functions, but Israel never departed from their 
false position. But whether for Israel or for Judah, this period is 
characterised by prophets sent of God. God thought of the faithful in 
Israel, when the prophet could find none, a touching testimony of His 
grace ! Great as was the prophet, who did not even pass through death, 
Elijah found but himself alone where God knew seven thousand. But 
the prophets in Israel, and those that bore testimony in Judah, had 
very distinct characters. A large portion of the Book of Kings relates 
to us the history of Elijah and Elisha : their testimony referred to 
Jehovah’s rights in the midst of an apostate people, and served to 


* There is a gTeat di(Terence between the David of Chronicles and that of Samuel. 
The king in 1 Chronicles is the David of grace and blessing according to the 
counsels of God. The king iu Samuel is the historical David exercised in 
responsibility. In Chronicles we do not find the matter of Uriah nor that of 
Absalom. Jt is a question of God’s mind : no evil is reported, save that which is 
necessary to make us understand the history. Even Joab with all his crimes, who 
is not cited in 2 Samuel v., xxiii., is here mentioned because he took the stronghold 
of Zion, This shews what value Zion has in the eyes of God and in what way 
the Chronicles regard the history. In the Book of Kings it is the history of Israel 
and the conduct of the kings under responsibility.

maintain, in the heart of the faithful hidden in the midst of this people, 
faith in llim whom the people had abandoned. There was no testimony 
as to the coining Messiah,* nor as to God’s ways in general; but there 
wore miracles that we do not find (except a sign given to Hezekiah) in 
the prophets of Judah, because in Judah the profession of the worship 
of Jehovah still existed. Elijah and Elisha kept up in their persons the 
testimony of Jehovah in the midst of an apostate people, and, as did 
Moses in setting it up, performed miracles to maintain this testimony 
personally. The prophets in Judah insisted upon faithfulness in'the 
midst of a people that professed to serve the true God and to possess 
His temple, and encouraged personal faith, not by miracles which declared 
that Jehovah was mighty, but by promise, which belonged to the 
people according to the love of God and His unfailing faithfulness. 

Israel was lost amongst the nations, led captive by the Assyrians, 
but not for ever (the Messiah, when He comes, will find the ton tribes 
again), whilst tho public ways of God were pursued in the history of 
Judah. The ministry of the prophets continued until, as Jeremiah 
says, there was no more remedy, that is, up to the Babylonian 
captivity, and even after it. But the Babylonian captivity was of 
immense import, as regards the earth: the throne of God ceased 
to be upon earth, there was no longer any throne of God upon it: tho 
times of the Gentiles, of the power of the Beasts in Daniel, had begun, 
and will continue until the last Beast be destroyed by the power of the 
Lord Jesus, at His coming. Only the Christ had to be presented to 
them as King : this is the history of the gospel as far as concerned the 
Jews, thenceforth vagabonds upon the earth, although not lost, as was 
Israel, amongst the Gentiles, but having God’s mark upon them to 
preserve them for the days of blessing that await them when they shall 
repent-—a remnant at the least—and shall look upon Him whom they 
pierced. The expressions: “God of the heavens,” and “God of 
the whole earth,” are never confounded in prophecy. The history of 
Israel under the old covenant, under which blessing depended upon 
man’s obedience, was at an end; but promise still remained,—the 
pr omiso, that is, of the Messiah and of the new covenant. Then God 
in His goodness, put into the heart of Cyrus, who had not given 
himself up to the gross idolatry of Babylon, and hated idols, to cause 
at least a remnant of Israel to return to the land of promise, and 
further, to help to re-establish the temple of tho true God, and His 


* I have no doubt that we have, for the spiritual eye, a hidden testimony in 
tlfir persons. Elijah places again, so to speak, the violated law in Jehovah's hands, 
in 1 lurch ; then he follows each step of Israel: Gilgal, where they were set apart 
lor God ; bethel, the place of the earthly promise made to Jacob ; Jericho, the place 
of the curse ; then the Jordan, or death ; and Elijah goes up to heaven. Erom 
them e Elisha passes through death again, and enters upon his career of service. Hut 
Elijah’s miracles are miracles of judgment ; Elisha's, except the se 
ol goodness and grace. 


second, are miracles 
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worship. Thither the promised Messiah came in His time, but for 
purposes yet far more glorious, putting man, nevertheless, to a last 
test Come in humiliation in order to be near to man. shewing at the 
same time by His words and His works who He was, that He was over 
all, but come in goodness and grace towards man, accessible to all, 
abolishing all the effects of sin, He encountered sin itself manifested in 
its true character in man, in the rejection of God thus present. 

Man, then, was tried in his innocence by the Enemy, and fell ; he was 
tried without law, and sin reigned ; under the law, and he transgressed 
it: afterwards, when man had become a sinner and transgressor, God 
came in goodness, not imputing his sins to him, and man would not 
have God. The history of responsible man was ended from that time 
forth ; Israel also had lost all claim to the fulfilment of the promises, 
otherwise unconditional,—having rejected Him in whom this fulfilment 
was to be found. 


It only remains for me to give some idea of the prophecies, in 
order to facilitate the understanding of these revelations of God; and 
then to pass rapidly the Hagiograplui in review. 

Of all the prophets, Isaiah takes in the most extended horizon. As 
long as Israel is owned of God, the Assvrian is the enetnv. It will be 
thus in the last days, and whilst that which the prophets say of him 


encouraged the faith of their contemporaries, what they announced 
will not have its complete fulfilment until those days. A brief analysis 
of Isaiah will furnish us with the entire compass of prophecy, the other 
prophets giving us details that require but few words. The first four 
chapters form a preface which shews the moral ruin of Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem and the judgments which should fall upon her, and her restoration, 
bringing in peace and turning to naught man and his glory, and reveal¬ 
ing Christ the glory of the remnant. The judgment in chapter v. is 
founded upon the people’s giving up what God had made them at the 
beginning ; in chapter vi., it is based upon their incapacity to stand 
in the presence of God, who was about to come ;—these are the grounds 
of the judgment of man, of Israel, and of the church: but there was to 
be a remnant in the midst of the blindness of the people. Then we find 
Immanuel, the Son of the Virgin, the sure foundation of the confidence 
of faith ; and the Assyrian, the rod of God, but also (until the end 
of chapter ix. 7) the effect of the presence of Immanuel, a stone of 
stumbling for the people, from whom God hides His face, but yet a 
Sanctuary, and finally the Restorer of the people in glory. Chapters 
vii., viii., ix. 1-7 are a parenthesis to introduce Christ Chapter ix. 8 
resumes the thread of the people’s history with its different phases, 
verses 8-12 ; 13-17 ; 18-21 ; x. 1-4 ; then comes the Assyrian, through 
whom the chastisements are brought to an end. Chapters xi. and xii. 
depict the full blessing at the end: the Holy One of Israel is again in 
the midst of the people. This completes the reviow of the great 
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elements of the prophecy. Chapters xiii.-xxvii. announce the judgment 
of the Gentiles, of Babel where Israel was captive, the characteristic city 
of the times of the Gentiles and Israel's captivity. The judgment of 
the Assyrian comes after that of Babylon, shewing that the last days 
are in question, for in history, Babel’s greatness and empire were 
founded upon the fall of the Assyrian. After Babylon come the other 
countries ; only, in chapter xviii., we have Israel brought back to their 
land, but despoiled by the Gentiles just at the moment when they 
seemed about to flourish. Jerusalem and its head undergo judgment; 
then the whole world is convulsed, and the Lord comes, whom the faithful 
were awaiting. The powers of evil, on high, are judged, and the kings 
of the earth, upon the earth. (Chap. xxiv. 21.) The veil which hindered 
the Gentiles from seeing shall be taken away, the reproach of the 
people shall be abolished, and the first resurrection will take place ; 
the power of the Serpent among the peoples will be destroyed ; Jehovah 
will care for Israel as a vineyard in which He finds His pleasure. 
(Chaps, xxv.-xxvii.) In chapters xxviii.-xxxiii. a series of special pro¬ 
phecies portray the last assault of the Gentiles against Israel, in which 
the Edomite /md Assyrian are conspicuous, but each of these prophecies 
ends with the full blessing of Israel, and the presence of the King 
(Christ). Then come four chapters containing the history of Sennacherib, 
which furnished the occasion for the prophecy, but in which Hezckiah 
healed—figuro of Christ risen—and the deliverance from the attack of 
the Assyrian, j^refigure the events of the last days. From chapter xl. 
to the end, wo find the controversy of Jehovah with Israel, because the 
latter had forsaken Him for idols, and, with this, the judgment 
of Babel, the great vessel of this idolatry upon earth, which Cyrus 
(called by name) captured—in a word the judgment of idolatry; and 
then the rejection of the Christ. The first part reaches up to the end 
of chapter xlviii. ; then Christ is the subject from chapter xlix. until 
the end of chapter lvii. : God will have righteousness. Then, after some 
reproaches addressed to Israel, we have their glory in the last days. 

I have enlarged a little upon Isaiah, because the whole range of 
prophecy, at the timo when Israel was owned, is contained in it, as well 
as the thoughts of God. Daniel, on the other hand, gives us the 
history of tho “Beasts,” when the Jews are in captivity, and, con¬ 
sequently, outside God’s direct government in Israel. The other 
prophets take up details: Jeremiah, the ruin of Judah, the state of 
things within ; Ezekiel, Israel already rejected. 

Jeremiah insists upon the iniquity that had brought on the ruin, 
but in chapter xxxi. ho announces grace and a new covenant with 
Judah and Israel, and in this chapter, also, and tho two following, full 
blessing upon Judah and Israel; after which is tho judgment upon the 
nations. 

Ezekiel introduces Jehovah Himself, executing judgment upon Jeru-

salem, when, at the same time, He quits His throne which is there no 
longer; thus Judah and Israel are in the same position before God, 
and Ezekiel speaks of them both. In chapters xxxiv.-xxxvii., Israel 
is restored by God, and purified, Judah and Israel are joined together 
to be separated no more; Christ (David) is there, and the tabernacle 
of God is with them. In chapters xxxviii., xxxix., the northern power, 
Gog, the prince of Bosh, Mesliech, and Tubal, rises up to lay waste the 
land, making known by the judgment that Jehovah then executes 
upon him, the name of Jehovah, and that Israel had been in captivity 
on account of their iniquities. Then Ezekiel gives the plan of the new 
temple. 

To Daniel, captive at Babylon, but keeping himself pure from all 
defilement, are confided all the events of the history of the four Gentile 
monarchies. The first six chapters of this prophet relate the histories of 
these empires as belonging to the world: Daniel is but an interpreter. The 
last six chapters shew us the same empires in their relations with 
captive Israel. As always, Israel’s deliverance and the judgment of 
their oppressors come at the end. Daniel shall have his part in 
this joy. 

Hosea predicts the transporting of the ten tribes, and then he 
announces that by the captivity of Judah there would no longer be a 
recognised people of God upon earth, but that at the end they should 
set up for themselves one only Head (Christ): and the day of blessing 
should be great. Israel should remain a long time without the true 
Ood and without false gods, without sacrifice and without idols, but 
^roiild own Jehovah and David (Christ) in the last days: their 
repentance is depicted in the last chapter. 

Joel foretells, on the occasion of a famine, the destruction of the 
northern army, and then the gift of the Spirit to all flesh before the 
terrible day shall come. 

Amos, after having threatened judgment that should be executed 
upon different nations of Canaan, declares that the patience of God will 
no longer bear with the iniquity of Israel, but he sets forth also, as do 
all the prophets, the return and blessing of Israel, adding that they 
shall never more be rooted out of their land. 

0 radian: is a prophecy against Edom, whose jealousy of Jerusalem 
and implacable hatred are often spoken of; then he announces the day 
of Jehovah for the judgment of the nations, and the deliverance of Zion, 
as always. 

Jonah has a special character ; if Jehovah had chosen Israel to be a 
people apart to preserve the knowledge of His name upon the earth, 
lie is none the less the God of tho Gentile.?, ami a God of goodness aud 
mercy. When privileges put into the shade the knowledge of what God 
is in Himself, the possession of these privileges becomes a stern party 
spirit: this was clearly shewn in the Jews. It is rajuar'kable that in Jonah 
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the testimony of divine mercy is addressed to the great enemy of God's 
people, We see also in thi^prophet, the ways of God when repentance 
is manifested ; furthermore, in some respects Jonah is a well-known 
type of the Saviour. The subject of chapter iv. is in contrast with the 
special blessing upon the Jews at the end; God is likewise the God 
of the nations. 

Micah resembles Isaiah in many points, but the development of 
GoTs plans is much less complete in his book, while he appeals more to 
the conscience of the people; but the promises made to Abraham and 
to Jacob will be fulfilled. 

In Nahum, God s indignation is aroused against the pride of human 
power and dominion, and Nineveh (the Assyrian) is destroyed : the race 
will never be reinstated, and Judah is finally delivered. 

Hauakkuk is the expression of faith in Jehovah, in spite of every¬ 
thing, and of God’s ways in the history of the people. The prophet 
complains of the iniquity that surrounds him in Israel: God shews to 
him the Chaldeans, whom He is bringing to visit the land in judg¬ 
ment bocause of this iniquity; then the prophet's affection for the 
people is awakened, and he complains of the Chaldeans ; and God 
shews him that ho must live by faith: He will punish these violent 
enemies, whose passions He had used as a rod to chasten Israel; 
but the man of faith must wait. The day of Jehovah shall come, and 
the earth shall be covered with the knowledge of the glory of Jehovah 
as the waters cover the sea. The prophet recalls the former deliverance 
of Israel, and rejoices in Jehovah, although no blessing from Him be 
apparent. 

Zepiianiah announces a judgment upon the land, which will allow 
no iniquity to escape,—the day of Jehovah, a day of wrath, of trouble 
and of anguish, when the land shall bo devoured by Jehovah’s wrath. 
The meek will have to seek Jehovah to be “sheltered” (chap. ii. 3) ; 
first of all Israel, then the Gentiles shall be judged, the Assyrian being 
their head (for here Israel is owned); then comes that which concerns 
Jerusalem, as though God had said, She will repent; but she became 
corrupt, going from bad to worse. The prophet takes this opportunity 
to call the romnant to wait upon Jehovah, who was about to gather 
all the nations to judgo them in His anger. Then, everything would be 
changed : all the nations would call upon Jehovah out of a pure heart, 
and Israel should be brought back to Him in hearty repentance, iniquity 
would be found in them no longer, and they should bo for a people 
of renown and glory amongst all the nations of the earth ; a fitting 
conclusion to all God’s ways spoken of by the prophots. 

The prophets that follow prophesied after the return from Babylon, 
and havo another character. 

II Aim AI is full of interest, though simple and short. He would have 
the people to think of Jehovah and not of their worldly interests ; he 
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would have them to set to work again to build the House, whose progress 
the enemies had interrupted, and that they should do it, trusting in 
Jehovah, and without waiting for the leave of the king of Persia: the 
Jews did so, and in fact, when they acted by faith, Providence helped 
them by the king’s authorisation. But for faith, God undertook all for 
them, and He controls the hearts of kings. It is the order of faith 
acting according to God's word, here given by the prophets Haggai and 
Zechariah. At the same time, this furnishes the prophet with the 
opportunity of announcing that God was going to shake the heavens 
and the earth, so that all human power, as well as the spiritual powers in 
the air, should be set aside. Then will be fulfilled that which the children 
cried by inspiration when Jesus entered Jerusalem : “ Peace in heaven," 
— and the power of Christ, the Head of Israel, will be established, 
identified with that of Jehovah. 

Zechariah takes up the re-establishment of Jerusalem at that time, 
but giving the history of the city until the first coming of the Christ, 
and even until the second. He speaks, indeed, of the destruction of 
the nations who laid Jerusalem waste, but of this only incidentally. 
Jerusalem is justified, then blessed by the administration of grace, 
according to perfect and divine order; the wicked are segregated, and 
find their place with Babylon ; and Christ is brought in. There is a 
second prophecy beginning with chapter vii., and which, in chapter xi., 
introduces the rejection of Christ at His first coming ; and Israel is 
given up into the hands of a wicked shepherd. Then Jerusalem will 
be the place where the nations shall be judged, and the spirit of repent¬ 
ance shall be poured upon the people because of the death of the Man 
who is Jehovah’s fellow. Jerusalem will be taken, but Jehovah shall 
come forth to judge her enemies, and everything in her shall be 
sanctified. 

Malachi shews us the moral decay of the people after their return 
from Babylon; but there will be a remnant. John the Baptist’s 
mission is predicted, the day of Jehovah is coming, and the advent of 
Elijah is announced; the people are brought back to the law. Notice 
carefully that Christianity does not appear here, but the Christ and 
His rejection ; the Shepherd (Zech. xiii.) is smitten and the sheep are 
scattered, then follows the judgment. It is easily perceived that, in 
these three prophecies uttered after the return from Babylon, when one 
of the “ Beasts ’’ had already fallen, although the nations be necessarily 
alluded to (for it was their time—they possessed the world), the range 
of prophecy grows considerably narrower, and we find much more 
direct detail in relation to the Christ. The great actors amongst the 
nations are there, and there they find themselves judged; they are 
there, awaiting the last judgments, to make way for Babylon and the 
Beasts, whose history we have in Daniel, all associated with the captivity 
of the Jews in that city, for this captivity characterised the position. 
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Up to that time there had been the Assyrian, but the throne of God 
had been in the midst of the people at Jerusalem ; now, though the 
captivity under the dominion of the Gentiles still subsists and is recog¬ 
nised, the horizon, I repeat, gets narrower, and the scene is more filled 
with Christ Himself, and details in connection with restored Jerusalem; 
then comes the great day of Jehovah. 

It remains for me to say a few words on the Hagiographa. 

Daniicl is reckoned among the latter by the Jews. We have spoken 
of his book as a book of prophecy, although it has a distinct character, 
the throne of God having disappeared from off the earth, and the 
prophet being at Babylon.; but still it partakes of the character of the 
other Hagiographa, which are moral discourses, histories of detail, when 
Israel was rejected—the expression of the Christ’s affection for Is¬ 
rael : we find God’s relations with man in them, and the providential 
care He takes of His people, when He had no relations with them as a 
people, and did not own them as such. 

The Psalms exhibit this state of things more completely than any 
other book whatever. Two principles lay the foundation of the entire 
Book (Ps. i., ii.) : the first, that there is in the midst of the wicked a 
God-fearing remnant; the second, that Jehovah and His Anointed 
meet with opposition from the people and the Gentiles. Then we have 
the counsels of God in the Anointed, Son of God, and King in Zion, 
and then ltuler over all the earth : if He is rejected, His people must 
suffer, take up their cross. (Ps. iii.-vii.) In Psalm viii. Pie is the Son 
of man set over all the works of God’s hand. With Psalm ix. the history 
in tlie midst of Israel begins. Some principles may here be useful as a 
Hue to facilitate the reading of the Book. It is well known that the 
Psalms arc divided into five Books, as follows: Psalm i.-xli.; xlii.-lxxii. ; 
Jxxiii.-lxxxix.; xc.-cvi.; evii.-cl. The form of the Book in general lays 
down a basis of thought, then provides expressions for the experience 
of the remnant in the circumstances given a6 the basis. Thus Psalms 
ix., x. lay the basis; the Psalms following, until the end of Psalm xviii., 
are, the expression of the sentiments that are in connection with them: 
only the last three more directly present Christ. Psalm xviii. is re¬ 
markable in that it connects all the history of Israel, from Egypt until 
the end, with the sufferings of Christ. Psalms xix., xx., and xxi., are 
the testimonies of God ; the Creation, the Law, and Christ; Psalm xxi. 
introducing Christ in glory. Psalm xxii. presents Him, not in connec¬ 
tion with tho Jews, but made sin before God. Prior to Psalm xxv., 
we do not find confession of sins. It is more a question of the Christ 
personally in this first Book; the remnant, too, is at Jerusalem, but 
in presence of the power of the wicked. In the second Book the 
remnant is outsido Jerusalem. In Psalm xlv. the Messiah is intro¬ 
duced, and thenceforward the name of Jehovah. When wo meet 
with the name of Jehovah, faith recognises the relationship. (Com-?* 
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pare Ps. xiv. and liii.) I may here remark that the first verse or 
verses of a Psalm habitually give the thesis, and the following verses 
describe the path by which this point is reached. In this second Book 
the afflictions of Christ are fully described, and then the desires of 
David for the establishment of his Son in His millennial kingdom. 
The third Book, whilst mentioning Judah and Zion, takes in the whole 
of Israel, and thus goes back and reviews the people's history, following 
it up to the sure covenant made with Abraham and with his seed. 
The fourth Book, after recalling Moses, and how Jehovah had been 
the God of Israel in all times, and after speaking of the Messiah and of 
the Sabbath, introduces the reign of Jehovah, and describes its progress 
from above until He shall be seated between the cherubim and the 
nations called to worship before Him. We have there the principles 
of the reign of Christ, His rejection, His divinity, and the duration 
of His days as the risen Man, the blessing of the people and of the 
world by His presence : God remembers His promise to Abraham. 
Israel has been unfaithful, but God, in grace, remembers them. The 
fifth Book goes on to the end ; it sets forth the principles and ways of 
Jehovah, the return of the people to their land (the Psalms of Degrees), 
Christ in the meantime having sat down at God's right hand, Lord, as 
Son of David. The goodness of Jehovah endureth for ever, the law is 
written in the heart of Israel which had been astray. Then, after the 
Psalms of Degrees, and the judgment of Babylon, comes the great 
“ Halle! ” or Hallelujah, a series of hymns of praise. The only Psalms 
which describe, even prophetically, the kingdom itself are lxxii. and 
cxlv. The Book begins by a rejected Christ; then, introducing His 
return to set up the kingdom, it speaks of the ways of the people, 
and their return to their land. Note also that you never find the 
Father in the Psalms, nor the feelings, that belong to adoption. 
Confidence, obedience, faith in the midst of difficulties, devotedness (as 
in Psalm lxiii ), faith in the promises, fidelity, all these things we find, 
but never the relation of son with a father. Through not paying 
attention to this point, the character of the piety of many sincere souls 
has been lowered by the very reading of this precious Book. 

The Preacher, or “Ecclesiastes,” inquires whether it be possible 
to find happiness under the sun*. All is vanity in man’s efforts ; but 
there is a law, tho perfect rule of man’s conduct, and every work shall 
be weighed at the judgment of God. There is no positive relationship 
with God in this book ; we find in it God the Creator, and man in the 
world such as it is—not Jehovah, still loss the Father. 

In the Proverbs it is otherwise ; they present to us the wisdom of 
that authority which restrains man’s will, corruption and violence, the 
satisfying of self which is man’s danger; then the counsels of God, 
in that tho Wisdom of God (Christ), the Object of God's good plea- 
fltare, finds its delight in tho sons of men, and that before the world 
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was. (Chap, viii.) All here is either Jehovah or God who has made 
Himself known and acts by means of an authority confided to man, to 
parents, &c. Then God supplies us in this Book with that which 
teaches a man to avoid the snares laid in this poor world, without being 
obliged himself to learn all its iniquity. 

In Ezra and Nehemiah we find the nationality of Israel doubly 
ro-instated, religiously and politically. Ezra comes after Joshua and 
ZcrubbabeL In the latter we see men who act by faith : in the midst 
of their enemies, they erect an altar to be a defence against them ; they 
count upon God. (Ezra iii. 2.) The prophets Haggai and Zechariah 
encouraged the Jews on God’s behalf, and God answered their faith. 
Later on comes Ezra, a faithful man, devoted and confiding in God : 
instructed in the law, he brings order into their walk. Yet it seems to 
me that under tho influence of tho natural soil of the human heart, this 
order degenerated into Pharisaism. For the moment, faithfulness on 
their part demanded that they should keep themselves separate as 
the people of God, require a known Jewish genealogy, especially so 
in the case of the priests, and that they should send away the strange 
wives. Nehemiah restores the walls and the city : he is a faithful and 
devoted man, but one who likes to talk of his faithfulness; for the word 
presents these two things as they are. 

The Book of Esther tells us in what manner God in His providence, 
whilst hiding Himself, takes care of Israel. It has often been remarked 
that God is not named in this book: this is just what is fitting, for tho 
subject is Gods providence whon God does not openly shew Himself. 

The Song of Songs is, I believe, the renewal of the relations of the 
Son of David with the faithful remnant of Israel in the last days, when 
that remnant shall be for Him Ilephzi-bah, “my delight is in her.” 
(Isaiah lxii. 4.) We may remark that He always speaks to the 
Shulamitc when He speaks of her ; she speaks of Him as the object of 
her affections, but not to Him. The church’s affection is calmer than that, 
which we find hero, because the church already enjoys the love of Christ 
as a known thing, being in a well-established relationship, although the 
consequences of it be not all accomplished. Individually the believer- 
can enter more fully into it. 

There are two littlo portions of the Hagiographa that in our Bibles 
arc detached from them ; they are: Tho Lamentations of Jeremiah 
aiul Kuth. Tho touching story of this latter, which revcfils the- most 
primitive customs, and, at the same time, the most delicate aaid beautiful 
incidents of character, bearing unmistakably the stamp of reality, is 
important as retracing the genealogy of David, and consequently that 
of Christ, a Gentile woman being admitted into it. The L. A MENTATIONS 
have that character of sorrow which is imparted by tlv j feeling that 
God has smitten Ills peoplo, overthrown His altar, and destroyed IIis 
house. For the time being, under the old covenant., it is all over 
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with Jerusalem and the people of God. Jeremiah sees as with the eye 
of God from within, and there is no longer any remedy ! Now, it will 
be remembered that the books of Ezra and Nehemiah relate the return 
of a Jewish remnant, brought back by the mercy of God, in order that 
there might be a people to whom grace could present Him -who had 
been promised. 

The responsibility of man, as man, as being answerable for his own 
conduct, had been fully put to the test without law, and under the law; 
but the goodness of God from the time of the fall, before man had been 
driven out of the garden of Eden, had given the promise of a Saviour, 
who was to crush the serpent’s head. Except that which was necessary 
to replenish the new world, the flood made an end of the fallen race 
plunged in corruption and violence. In this new world all soon fell 
into idolatry. Then grace called Abraham, and the formal promises of 
the Seed were given to him. Four hundred and thirty years later, the 
race, separated for God, was put under the law, a perfect rule of what 
man ought to be, if we take into account the prohibition of lust. The 
prophets recalled the law to the people’s conscience, but at the same 
time they sustained the faith of those who remained true in the 
midst of general unfaithfulness, recalling, confirming, and developing 
the promise of the Seed, and of the coming of the great and terrible 
day of Jehovah. See, as an instance, the last words of Malachi’s 
prophecy. (Chap, iv.) The promise of the Seed was repeated by the 
prophets constantly, and the appeal to conscience, until there was no 
longer any remedy. Yet God fulfilled the promise in sending the 
Christ, the seed of David. This was grace—faithfulness to His promise, 
without doubt, on God’s part, and in this sense righteousness in God 
(this is the force of 2 Peter i. 1), but it was not a question of man’s 
responsibility to keep a rule that had been imposed upon him, but of 
receiving the Christ. There was more : Christ was the Word made 
flesh. God Himself was in Christ, reconciling the world to Himself, not 
imputing their sins to them. But He came to His own, and His own 
received Him not; the world would not have Him, it knew Him not; 
His own did not receive Him ; yet the Father was manifested in the 
Son, in His words and in His works, and the world knew Him not: 
“ They have both seen and hated,” said the Saviour, “ both me and my 
Father." Thus the Jews lost all right to the promises in rejecting Him 
in whom they were being fulfilled. But what is much more, not only 
was man disobedient, he was that already, but whilst thus disobedient 
he shewed his hatred against God manifested in grace. On the side of 
man’s responsibility, all relationship with God was impossible. The 
cross was the public manifestation of this rejection, of this enmity 
against God ; but it was at the same time the manifestation of the love 
of God for man such as he was. But more than this, it was the 
accomplishment of a perfect work of propitiation—a sacrifice to take 
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away sin, an entirely new basis of relationship between man and God, 
depending, not upon man’s responsibility—on this ground man was 
lost—but on the infinite grace of God that spared not His own Son, 
who, by the eternal Spirit, offered Himself without spot to God, so 
that grace might reign through righteousness unto eternal life by Jesus 
Christ our Lord. The promises will be fulfilled; and the believer 
possesses eternal life, and will possess it in glory, made like unto the 
Son of God, re-entered as man into the glory, in order that the heart of 
God may bo satisfied in love, and His holy righteousness manifested 
and honoured, and that His Son who left the glory for us and 
humbled Himself in obedience unto death, may be fully glorified, 
according to the glory that is His due. Thus we have entered upon the 
ground of the gospel. 

The New Testament, as we readily perceive, has a very different 
character from the Old, in that, if the latter gives us the revelation of 
the thoughts which God communicated to those who were the instru¬ 
ments of this revelation, and makes us adore the wisdom that is there 
developed, yet God Himself in the Old Testament remains always 
hidden behind the veil. In the New Testament God manifests Himself ; 
there we find Himself, gentle, meek, human : in the Gospels, God 
upon earth,—and then God enlightening by a divine light in the 
subsequent communications of the Spirit. Formerly God had made 
promises, as Ho had executed judgments; He had governed a people 
unon earth, and had acted towards the nations in view of this people ; 
lie had given them His law, and had bestowed on them, through the 
medium of the prophets, a growing light which announced as nearer 
and nearer the coming of Him who should' tell them all things from 
God. But the presence of God Himself as Man in the midst of men 
had the effect of changing everything, where man ought to have received 
Him in the Person of the Christ, as the crown of blessing and glory— 
Him, whose presence was to banish all evil, and develope and bring to 
perfection every element of good, furnishing at the same time an object 
and a centre for all the affections rendered perfectly happy by the enjoy¬ 
ment of this Object. Or else, in rejecting this Christ, our poor nature 
must manifest itself as it is, enmity against God, and must prove the 
necessity for a completely new order of things, in which the happiness 
of man and the glory of God should be based upon a new creation. We 
know what happened. He who was the image of the invisible God, had 
to say, after the exercise of a perfect patience : “ Righteous Father, the 
world hath not known theeand alas ! yet more than that: “ They 
have seen and hated both me and my Father.” (John xvii. 25 ; xv. 24.) 

This condition of man, however, has in no wise prevented God from 
accomplishing His counsels ; on the contrary, this wretched state gave 
Him the opportunity of glorifying Himself in fulfilling them. God 
would not reject man until man had rejected Him ; as in the garden of 
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Eden, man, conscious of sin, unable to bear God’s presence, withdrew 
from Him before God had driven him out of the garden. But now 
that man, on his side, had entirely rejected God come in goodness into 
the midst of his misery, God was free—if one may venture to speak 
thus, and the expression is morally correct—God was free to carry out 
H is eternal purposes. But here God does not execute judgment, as in 
Eden, when man was already alienated from Him: it is sovereign 
grace, which, when man is evidently lost and has declared himself the 
enemy of God, carries on its work for the shewing forth of His glory 
before the whole universe in the salvation of poor sinners who had 
rejected Him. But in order that God’s perfect wisdom should be 
manifested even in the details, this work of sovereign grace, in which 
God revealed Himself, must be seen as having its due connection with 
all His previous dealings revealed in the Old Testament, and also as 
leaving its full place to His government of the world. 

From all this it results that, apart from the main idea which 
predominates throughout, there are in the New Testament four subjects 
which unfold themselves to the eye of faith. The grand subject, the fact 
above all others, is that the perfect light is manifested : God reveals 
Himself. But this light is revealed in love, the other essential name of 
God. 

Christ, who is the manifestation of this light and love, and who 
if He had been received, would have been the fulfilment of all the 
promises, is then presented to man, and particularly to Israel looked 
at in their responsibility, with every proof, personal, moral, and of 
power,—proofs which left this people without excuse. 

Secondly, Christ being rejected—a rejection by means of which 
salvation was accomplished—the new order of things (the new creation, 
man glorified, the church sharing with Christ in heavenly glory) is put 
before us. 

Thirdly, the connection between the old order of things and the new 
one, upon earth, with respect to the law, the promises, the prophecies, or 
the divine institutions on earth, is set forth. This is done, whether in 
exhibiting the new order as the fulfilment and setting aside of that 
which had grown old, or in making evident the contrast that exists 
between the two, or in demonstrating the perfect wisdom of God in all 
the details of His ways. 

Finally, the government of the world on God’s part is prophetically 
unfolded; and the renewal of God’s relations with Israel, whether in 
judgment or in blessing, is briefly but plainly stated, on the occasion of 
the rupture of these relations by the rejection of the Messiah. 

It may be added that everything that is necessary for man, as a 
pilgrim upon earth, until God shall accomplish in power the purposes of 
His grace, is abundantly supplied,. Come forth, at the call of God, from 
that which is rejected or condemned (and not yet put into possession of 
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the portion which God has prepared for him) the man who has obeyed 
this call needs something to direct him, and to reveal to him both the 
sources of the strength he requires in walking towards the mark of his 
calling, and the means by which he can appropriate this strength. God 
in calling him to follow a Master whom the world has rejected, has not 
failed to supply him with all the light and all the directions requisite 
to guide and encourage him in his path. 

The Gospels relate to us the history of the Lord’s life, and present 
Him to our hearts, whether by His actions or by His discourses, in the 
various characters which make Him in every way precious to the souk 
of the redeemed, according to the measure of intelligence vouchsafed to 
them, and according to their need. These characters together form the 
fulness of His personal glory, so far as we are capable of apprehending 
it horo below in these our earthen vessels, saving always that which 
concerns the relations of Christ with the church; for, except the fact 
that Christ would build a church upon earth, it is only by the Hoty 
Ghost, sent down after His ascension, that He made known to the 
apostles and prophets this priceless mystery. 

The Lord, as is evident, had to unite in His Person upon earth, 
according to the counsels of God and according to the revelations of 
hi is word, more than ono character for the accomplishment of His 
glory, and for the maintenance and manifestation of the glory of His 
l ather. But in order that this might take place, He must also be 
something, whether we consider Him as walking down here on earth, 
or from the point of view of His real nature. Christ must needs 
accomplish tho service which it behoved Him to render to God, as being 
llimself the true servant, and that as serving God by the word in the 
midst of His people, according to Psalm xl., verses 8-10 for instance, 
Isaiah xlix. 4, 5, and other passages. 

A multitude of testimonies had announced that the Son of David 
should sit, on the part of God, upon His father’s throne ; and the fulfil¬ 
ment of God’s counsels as to Israel is connected, in the Old Testament, 
with Him who should thus come, and who on earth should stand in the 
relation of Son of God with Jehovah God. The Christ, the Messiah, or, 
as is but tho translation of this name, tho Anointed, was to come and 
present Himself to Israel, according to the revolation and the counsels 
of God. And this promised seed was to be Immanuel, God with the 
peoplo. Tho expectation of the Jows scarcely went beyond this 
character of Christ, Messiah and Son of David; and they looked even 
at that in their own way, merely as tho exaltation of their own nation, 
having no sense of their sins, nor of the consequences of their sins. 

This character of Christ, however, was not all that the prophetic 
word, which cleolared the counsels of God, had announced about Him 
whom even tho world was expocting. Ho was to be the Son of man , a 
title which the Lord Jesus loved to give Himself, a title of great import- 
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ance to us. The Son of man is, it appears to me, according to the word, 
the Heir of all that the counsels of God destined for man as his por¬ 
tion in glory, of all that God would bestow on man, according to those 
counsels. (See Dan. vii. 13, 14, and Ps. viii. 5, 6; Ixxx. 17 ; Prov. viii.) 
But in order to be Heir of all that God destined for man, Christ must 
be a Man. The Son of man was truly of the race of man (precious and 
comforting truth !) born of a woman, really and truly a man, and par¬ 
taking of fiesh and blood, made like unto His brethren, sin excepted. In 
this character He was to suffer, and be rejected, that He might inherit 
all things in a wholly new estate—raised and glorified. He needed to 
die and rise again, the inheritance being defiled, and man being in 
rebellion against God, the co-heirs of Christ as guilty as the rest. 

Jesus, then, was to be the Servant, the great Prophet, though the 
Son of David, and the Son of man, and therefore truly a Man 
on the earth, born under the law, born of a woman, of the seed of 
David, Inheritor of the rights of David’s family, Heir to the destinies 
of man, according to the purpose and the counsels of God. But 
in order to this He must glorify God according to the position man 
was in as fallen in his responsibility, meet that responsibility so 
as to glorify God there; but, while here, bearing a prophet’s testimony 
—the faithful Witness. But who should unite all these characters 
in one person ? Was it to be only an official glory which the O’d 
Testament had said a man was to inherit ? The condition of men, 
manifested under the.law, and without law, proved the impossibility of 
making them, as they were, partakers of the blessing of God. The 
rejection of the Christ was the crowning proof of this impossibility. 
And, in fact, man needed, above all, to be himself reconciled to God, 
apart from all dispensation and the special government of an earthly 
people. Man had sinned, and redemption was necessary for the glory 
of God and the salvation of men. Who could accomplish it ? Man 
needed it himself: an angel had to keep and fill his own place, and 
could do no more ; otherwise he would not have been an angel. And 
who amongst men could be the heir of all things, and have all the 
works of God put under his dominion, according to the word I It was 
the Hon of God who should inherit them ; it was their Creator who 
should possess them. He, then, who "was to be the Servant, the Son of 
David, the Son of man, the Redeemer, was the Son of God, God the 
Creator. 

To these different aspects of Christ is due not only the special 
character of each of the Gospels, but also the difference that exists 
between the first three Gospels and that of John. The former present 
Christ to man, in order that man may receive Him, and they shew His re 
jeetion by man ; whereas John, on tho contrary, has this rejection as the 
starting-point of his Gospel, a Gospel which is the display of the divine 
nature, and that in presence of which man and the Jow were, and 
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which they rejected : “ He was in the world* and the world was made 
by him, and the world knew him not. .. 

But let us go back a little. Matthew is the fulfilment of promise 
and of prophecy. We find in his Gospel, Immanuel in the midst of 
the Jews, rejected by them, who thus stumble at the stone of offence ; 
and then Christ is presented as being really a Sower; fruit-seeking 
was in vain ; then come the church and the kingdom, substituted 
for Israel blessed according to the promises that they refused in the 
Person of Jesus ; but after the judgment, when they shall receive Him, 
the Jews are recognised as objects of mercy. We do not find the 
ascension in Matthew; and we believe that it is for this very reason 
that Gal dee, and not Jerusalem, is the scene of the interview of the 
Lord with the disciples after His resurrection : Jesus is with the poor of 
the flock who owned the word of the Lord, there where light had 
sprung up to the people sitting in darkness. The commission to baptise 
goes forth hence, and applies to the Gentiles. Mark gives us the 
Servant Prophet, the Son of God. Luke presents the Son of man, 
the first two chapters affording a lovely picture of the remnant in Israel. 
John, as we have said above, makes known to us the divine and incarnate 
Person of the Lord, the foundation of all blessing, and a work of 
atonement which is the basis even of the sinless condition of the new 
heavens and the new earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness ; at the end, 
the gift of the Comforter ; and all this in contrast with Judaism. In¬ 
stead of tracing the Lord's pedigree up to Abraham and David, the 
stocks of promise, or to Adam that, as Son of man, He might bring in 
blessing to man, or of relating His service in ministry as the great 
Prophet that was to come,—John brings into the world a divine 
Person, the Word made flesh. 

Paul and John reveal our being in a wholly new place in Christ; but 
John is mainly occupied with revealing to us the Father in the Son, and 
thus life by the Son in us; whilst Paul presents us to God, and reveals His 
counsels in grace. If we confine ourselves to the Epistles, Paul alone 
speaks of the church, except that Peter (1 Pet. ii.) gives us the building 
of living stones, an edifice not yet completed ; but Paul alone speaks of 
the “body.” 

The Acts give us the account of the founding of the church by the 
Holy Ghost come down from heaven, and then the labours of the 
apostles at Jerusalem or in Palestine, and of other free labourers, 
especially the work of Peter, and afterwards that of Paul, the Scripture 
history ending with the account of the rejection of the latter apostle’s 
gospel by the Jews of the dispersion. 

To expound even summarily the contents of the Epistles would lead 
us too far: we will confine ourselves to a few words on their 
chronological order, merely noticing that they developo tho efficacy of 
Christ’s work, and the Father’s love revealed in Him. 
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We must place in the first rank those whose date is sure : 1 and 
2 Tiiessalonians ; 1 and 2 Corinthians ; the Epistle to the Romans, 
those to the Ephesians, Colossians, Philippians, Philemon, the last 
four written during Paul’s captivity. The Epistle to the Galatians was 
written between fourteen and twenty years after the call of the apostle, 
and after he had laboured for some time in Asia Minor, perhaps when he 
was staying at Ephesus, although it was not long after the founding of 
the assemblies of Galatia. 1 Timothy was written on the occasion of the 
apostle leaving Ephesus, at what time exactly is not clear; 2 Timothy 
must be placed at the close of the apostle’s life, when he wa3 about to 
suffer martyrdom. The Epistle to Titus is connected with a journey of 
Paul to Crete, though we do not know when this journey took place (it 
has been thought that it was perhaps at the time of the apostle’s 
sojourn at Ephesus); it is morally synchronous with 1 Timothy, for it 
was not God’s purpose to give us chronological dates : divine wisdom 
was not pleased to give this, but the moral order is quite clear, as we 
already see in the way in which the second epistle to Timothy is con¬ 
nected with the ruin of that the order of which was established by the 
first. 

The Epistle to the Hebrews was written at a relatively late period, 
in view of the judgment that was going to fall upon Jerusalem : it 
called the Jews who had become Christians to separate themselves 
from that which God was about to judge. 

The Epistle of James belongs to a time when this separation had 
in nowise taken place; Jewish Christians are there looked upon as 
still forming a part of that Israel which was not yet finally re¬ 
jected, only owning Jesus to be the Lord of glory. Like all the Catholic 
Epistles, that of James was written in the last da} r s of the apostolic 
history, when Christianity had gained a wide entrance into the midst of 
the tribes of Israel, and judgment was about to close the history of the 
Jews. 

In 1 Peter, we see that the gospel had spread widely amongst the 
Jews ; this Epistle is addressed to the Jewish Christians of the disper¬ 
sion. The second Epistle, of course, is later, and belongs to the end of 
the apostle’s career, when he was about to put off his tabernacle and 
be separated from his brethren; he would not leave them without the 
warnings that apostolic care would soon no longer furnish : hence, like 
the Epistle of Jude, it contemplates grievous departure from the path of 
godliness on the part of those who had received the faith, and a mocking 
of the testimony that the Lord was coming. 

In 1 John, the apostle insists on its being “ the last time 
apostates were already manifested, apostates from the truth of Chris¬ 
tianity, denying the Father and the Son, as well as with Jewish unbelief, 
denying that Jesus was the Christ. 

Jude comes morally before John; in his Epistle, we find false 
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brethren who had furtively crept in amongst the saints, the scene 
extending itself, however, to the final revolt and judgment. It differs 
from Peter’s second Epistle in viewing the evil, not simply as wickedness, 
but as departure from first estate. 

The A nucALYPSE completes the picture by shewing Christ judging 
in the midst of the candlesticks, the first church having left its first love, 
and being threatened that if it did not repent and return to its original 
estate, its candlestick would be removed, the final judgment being 
found in Thyatira and in Laodicea; and then it shews the judgment of 
the world and the Lord’s return, the kingdom and the heavenly city, 
and the eternal state. 

This general character of apostasy and of ruin which is stamped on all 
the later books of the New Testament, from the Epistle to the Hebrews 
to the Apocalypse, is very striking. Paul’s Epistles, except 2 Timothy, 
which affords individual guidance in the midst of the ruin, whilst 
announcing beforehand this state of things, express the labour and 
the care of the wise master-builder. The interest of their dates is in 
connection with his history in the Acts ; but the Epistle to the Hebrews, 
the Catholic Epistles, and the Apocalypse, all shew the predicted 
departure already set in (Peter’s first Epistle which least of all bears 
this character, tells us that the time was come for judgment to begin at 
the House of God), and consequently the judgment of the professing 
church, and then, afterwards, prophetically that of the world in revolt 
against God. This closing character of the Catholic Epistles is very 
striking and instructive.

Also of the 
fowl of the heavens by sevens, male

days I will cause it to rain on the 
earth forty days and forty nights; 
and every living being which I have 
made will I destroy from the ground. 

I And Noah did according to all that 
Jehovah had commanded him. 

0 And Noah was six hundred years 
old when the flood of waters was on 

7 the earth. And Noah went in, and 
his sons, and his wife, and his sons’ 
wives with him, into the ark, because 

8 of the waters of the flood. Of clean 
beasts, and of beasts that are not 
clean, and of fowl, and of every tiling

10 And Lot lifted up his eyes, and be¬ 
held all the plain •* of the Jordan that 
it was thoroughly watered, before 
Jehovah had destroyed Sodom r and 
Gomorrah ; 8 as the garden of Jeliovab, 
like the land of Egypt, as one goes to 

11 Zoar . 4 And Lot chose for himself all 
the plain of the Jordan; and Lot went 
toward the east. And they separated 

12 the one from the other: Abram dwelt 
in thd land of Canaan; and Lot dwelt 
in the cities of the plain, and pitched 

13 tents as far as Sodom. And the peo¬ 
ple of Sodom were wicked, and great 
sinners before Jehovah. 

14 And Jehovah said to Abram, after 
that Lot had separated himself from 
him, Lift up now thine eyes, and look 
from the place where thou art, north¬ 
ward and southward and eastward 

15 and westward ; for all the land that 
thou seest will I give to thee, and to 

16 thy seed for ever. And I will make 
thy seed as the dust of the earth, so 
that if any one can number the dust 
of the earth, thy seed also will be num-

And the blood shall 
be lor you as a sign on the houses 
in which ye are; and when I see 
the blood, 1 will pass oyer you; and 
the plague shall not be among you 
for destruction, when I smite the 
11 land of Egypt.

21 And Moses called all the elders 
of Israel, and said to them, Seize

And 
take a bunch ot‘ hyssop, and dip [it] 
in the blood that is in the bason, 
and smear the lintel and tlie two

16 And it came to pass on the third 
day, when it was morning, that 
there were thunders and lightning* 
and a heavy cloud on the mountain, 
and the sound of the trumpet e\ 
ceeding loud; and the whole people 
that was in the camp trembled. 

17 And Moses brought the people out 
of the camp to meet with God; and 
they stood at the foot of the moun 

18 tain. And the whole of moimt Sinai 
smoked, because Jehovah descended 
on it in fire; and its smoke ascended 
as the smoke of a furnace; and the 

19 whole mountain shook greatly. And 
the sound of the trumpet increased 
and became exceeding loud; Moses 
spoke, and God answered him by a

16 And all the people saw the thun- 
derings, and the flames, and the 
sound of the trumpet, and the 
mountain smoking; and when the 
people saw [it], they trembled, and 

10 stood afar off, and said to Moses, 
Speak thou with us, and "we will 
hear; but let not God speak with 

30 us, lest we die. And Moses said to 
the people, Fear not; for God is 
come to prove you, and that his fear 
may he before you, that ye sin not.

And he that curseth 
his father, or his mother, shall cer- 

19 tainly be put to death. And if men 
dispute, and one strike the other 
with a stone, or with the fist, and he 

19 die not, hut take to [his] bed, — if he 
rise, and walk abroad upon his stall, 
then shall he that struck [him' be 
guiltless; only he shall pay [for] the 
loss of his time,' and shall cause 

90 [him] to be thoroughly healed. And 
if a man strike his bondman or hi- 
handmaid with a staff, and he die 
under his hand, lie shall certainly 

21 he avenged. Only, if lie continue 
[to live] a day or two days, he shall 
not be avenged; for he is his money. 

22 And if men strive together, and 
strike a woman with child, so that 
she be delivered, 11 and no mischief 
happen, lie shall in any case be fined, 
according as the woman’s husband 
shall impose on him, and shall give ii 

23 as the judges estimate. But if mis¬ 
chief happen, then then slialt give life 

24 for life, eye for eye, tooth for tooth.

10 The first of the first-fruits of thy land 
thou shall bring into the house of 
Jehovah thy God. Thou shalt not 
boil a kid in its mother’s milk. 

20 Behold, I send an Angel before 
thee, to keep tlieo in the way, and 
to bring thee to the place that I have 

21 prepared. Be careful in his presence, 
and hearken unto his voice: do not 
provoke him, for he will not forgive 
your transgressions; for my name 

22 is in him. But if thou shalt dili¬ 
gently hearken unto his voice, and 
do all that 1 shall say, then I will 
be an euemy to thine enemies, and 
an adversary to thine adversaries.

For I will dispossess the 
nations before thee, and enlarge thy

And the children of 
Israel saw the face of Moses, that 
the skin of Moses’ face shone; and 
Moses put the veil on his face again, 
until he went in to speak with him. 

XXXV. And Moses collected all the 
assembly of the children of Israel, 
and said to them, These are the

19 veil of separation ; b the table and its 
staves, and all its utensils, and the 

14 shewbread; and the lamp^ for the < 
light, and its utensils, and its lamps, 

16 and the oil for the light; and the 
altar of incense, and its staves; and 
the anointing-oil, and the incense of 
fragrant drugH; and the entrance- 
curtain at the entrance of the 

16 tabernacle; the altar of burnt-offer¬ 
ing, and the copper grating for it, 
its staves, and all its utensils; 

17 the laver and its stand; the hang¬ 
ings of the court, its pillars, and its 
bases, and the curtains of the gate 

10 of the court; the pegs of the taber- 1 
nacle, and the pegs of the court, and 

10 their cords; the garments of service, 
to do service in the sanctuary-, the 
holy garments for Aaron the priest, 
and the garments of his sons, to 
serve as priests. 

20 And all the assembly of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel departed from before 

91 Moses. And they came, every one 
whose heart moved him, and every 7 
one whose spirit prompted him; 
they brought Jehovah’s heave-offer¬ 
ing for the work of the tent 
of meeting, and for all its service, 

22 and for the holy garments. And 
they came, both men and women; 
every one who w-as of willing heart 
brought nose-rings, and earrings, 
and rings, and bracelets, all kinds 
of utensils of gold: every man that 
waved a wave-offering of gold to 

23 Jehovah. And every man with 
whom was found blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and byssus, and goats’ 
[hair], and rams’ skins dyed red,

And every 
one with whom was found acacia- 
wood for all manner of work of the

woman that was wise-hearted spun 
with her hands, and brought what she 
had spun: the blue, and the purple, 
and the scarlet, and the byssus. 

10 And all the women whose heart 
moved them in wisdom spun goats’ 

47 [hair], And the principal men 
brought the onyx stones, and the 
stones to be set, l'or the ephod, and 

20 for the breastplate; and the spice, 
and tiie oil for the light, and for the 
anointing oil, and for the incense of 

40 fragrant drugs. The children of 
Israel brought a voluntary offering 
to Jehovah, every man and woman 
whose heart prompted them to bring 
for all manner of work, which Jeho¬ 
vah, by the hand of Moses, had 
commanded to be done. 

80 And Moses said to the children of 
Israel, See, Jehovah has called 
by name Bezaleel the son of Uri, 
tho son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah, 

81 and he lias tilled him with the spirit 
of God, iu wisdom, in understand¬ 
ing, and in knowledge, and in all 

84 maimer of workmanship, and to de¬ 
vise artistic things: to work in gold, 

88 and in silver, and in copper, and in 
cutting of stones, for setting, and 
in carving of wood, to execute all nr* 

84 tistic work; aud he lias put in his 
heart to teach, he and Aholiab, the 
son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of 

36 Dan: lie has tilled them with wisdom 
of heart, to work all manner of work 
of the engraver, and of the artifieor, 
and of tlie embroiderer, in blue, and 
in purplo, in scarlet, and in byssus, 
and of the weaver, [even] of them 
that do evory kind of work, and of 
those that devise artistic work. 

XXXVI. Then wrought Bezaleel and 
Aholiab,and every man that was wise- 


hearted, in whom Jehovah had put 
wisdom and understanding to know 
how to work all manner of work of 
the service of the sanctuary—accord¬ 
ing to all that Jehovah had com¬ 
manded. 

2 And Moses called Bezaleel and 
Aholiab, and every man that was 
wise-hearted, in whose heart God 
had put wisdom, every onft whose

Then 
Moses gave commandment, and they 
caused it to be proclaimed through 
the camp, saying, Let neither man 
nor woman make any more work 
for the heave-offering of the sanc¬ 
tuary 1 So the people were restrained 

7 from bringing; for the work they 
had was sufficient for all the work 
to do it, and it was too much. 

8 And every wise-hearted man 
among those that wrought the work 
of the tabernacle made ten curtains 
of twined byssus, and blue, and 
purple, and scarlet: [with] cheru¬ 
bim of artistic work did lie make 

8 them. The length of one curtain was 
twenty-eight cubits, and the breadth 
of one curtain four cubits—one mea- 

10 sure for all the curtains. And ho 
coupled five of the curtains one to 
another, and [the other] five curtains 

11 coupled he one to another. And he 
made loops of blue on the edge of ontr 
curtain at the edge of the coupling ; 
he did likewise in the edge of the

And 
he coupled five of the curtains by 
themselves, and six of the curtains

loops on the edge of the outermost 
curtain in the coupling, and fifty 
loops made he on the edge of the

made fifty clasps of copper to couple 
the tent, that it might be one. 

19 And he made a covering for the 
tent [of] rams’ skins dyed red, and 
a covering of badgers’ skins above 
[that;. 

20 And he made the boards for the 
tabernacle of acacia-wood, standing 

21 up; ten cubits the length of the 
boards, and one cubit and a half the 

22 breadth of one board; two tenons 
in one board, fastened one to 
another : thus did he make for all 

23 the boards of the tabernacle. And 
he made the boards for the taber¬ 
nacle : twenty boards for the south 

24 side southward; and he made forty 
bases of silver under the twenty 
boards, two bases under one board, 
for its two tenons, and two bases 
under another board for its two 

25 tenons. And for the other side of 
the tabernacle, on the side toward 
the north, he made twenty boards, 

20 and their forty bases of silver, 
two bases under one board, and 
two bases under another board. 

27 And at the rear of the tabernacle, 

28 westward, he made six boards; and

he made two boards for the corners 

29 of the tabernacle at the rear; and 
they were joined beneath, and were 
coupled together at the top there¬ 
of into d one ring: thus he did to both 

30 of them in both the corners; and 
there were eight boards, and their 
silver bases: sixteen bases, under 

31 every board two bases.—And he made 
bars of acacia-wood: five for the 
boards of the one side of the taber- 

52 nacle, and five bars for the boards of 
the other side of the tabernacle, and 
five bars for the boards of the taber- 

33 nacle at the rear, westward. And he 
made the middle bar in the midst of 
the boards reach from one end to the 

34 other. And he overlaid the boards 
with gold ; and made then* rings of 
gold [as] receptacles for the bars; 
and overlaid the bars with gold. 

35 And he made the veil of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and twined 
byssus: of artistic work he made it 

36 [w r ith] cherubim. And he made four 
pillars of acacia [wood] for it, and 
overlaid them with gold; their 
hooks were of gold ; and he cast for 
them four bases of silver. 

87 And he made a curtain for the 
entrance of the tent of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined 

38 byssus, of embroidery; and its five 
pillars with their hooks; and ho 
overlaid tlieir capitals and their con¬ 
necting-rods with gold ; and their 
five bases were of copper. 

XXXVII. And Bezaleel made the 
ark of acacia-wood; two cubits and 
a half the length thereof, and a 
cubit and a hall' the breadth thereof, 
and a cubit and a half the height 

8 thereof. And he overlaid it with 
pure gold inside and outside, and 
made a border of gold upon it round 

3 about. And he cast for it four rings 
of gold, for its four corners: two 
rings on the one side of it, and two 

4 rings on the other side of it. And 
he made staves of acacia-wood and 

B overlaid them w r ith gold. And lie 

‘to.’ 
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put the staves into the rings on the 
sides of the ark, to carry the ark.— 
G Aud he made a mercy-seat of pure 
gold; two cubits and a half the 
length thereof, and one cubit and 
7 a half the breadth thereof. And he 
made two cherubim of gold; of beaten 
work did he make them, at the two 
0 ends of the mercy-seat; one cherub at 
tho end of one side, and one cherub 
at tlie end of the other side; out of 
the mercy-seat he made the two 
cherubim at the two ends thereof. 

9 And the cherubim spread out [their] 
wings over it, covering over witli 
their wings the mercy-seat; and 
their faces wore opposite to one 
another: the faces of the cherubim 
were [turned] toward the mercy- 
seat. 

10 And he made the table of acacia- 
wood ; two cubits the length thereof, 
and a cubit the breadth thereof, and 
a cubit and a half the height thereof. 

11 And lie overlaid it with pure gold, 
and mado upon it a border of gold 

12 round about. And lie made for it a 
margin of a haml-brcadth round 
about; and mado a border of gold 
for the margin thereof round about. 

13 And he east for it four rings of gold, 
and put the rings on the four comers 
that were on the four feet thereof. 

11 Close to tlie margin were tire rings, 
as receptacles of the staves to carry 

16 tlie table. Aud he made the staves 
of acacia-wood, and overlaid them 

10 with gold, to carry the table. And 
he made the utensils that were on 0 
the table, the dishes thereof, and the 
cups thereof, and the bowls thereof, 
aud the goblets with which to pour 
out, of pure gold. 

17 And lie made the candlestick 1 of 
pure gold; [of | beaten work lie made 
tho candlestick: its base, and its 
shaft, its cups, its knobs, and its 

10 [lowers were of itself. And six 
branches went out of the sides there¬

which went out of the candlestick. 

20 And in the candlestick were four 
cups, shaped like almonds, its knobs, 

21 and its flowers; and a knob under 
two branches thereof, and [again] a 
knob under two branches thereof, 
and [again] a knob under two 
branches thereof, for the six branches 

22 which went out of it. Their knobs 
and their branches were of itself—all 
of one beaten work of pure gold. 

23 And he made the seven lamps there¬ 
of, and the snuffers thereof, and the 

24 snuff-trays thereof, of pure gold. Of 
a talent of pure gold he made it, and 
all its utensils. 

25 And he made tlie altar of incense 
of acacia-wood; a cubit the length 
thereof, and a cubit the breadtli 
thereof, square, and two cubits the 
height thereof: its horns were of 

26 itself. And he overlaid it with 
pure gold, tlie top thereof, and the 
sides thereof round about, and tlie 
horns thereof; and made upon it a 

27 border of gold round about. And 
lie made two rings of gold for it 
under its border, by its two corners, 
on the two sides thereof, as recep¬ 
tacles for the staves with which to 

28 carry it. And he made the staves 
of acacia-wood, and overlaid them 
with gold. 

29 And he made the hoty anointing 
oil, and the pure incense of fragrant 
drugs, according to the work of the 
perfumer. 

XXXVIII. And he made the altar of 
burnt-offering of aeaeia-wood ; live 
cubits the length thereof, and five 
cubits the breadth thereof, square, 
and three cubits the height thereof.

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2 And he made its horns on the four 
comers thereof; its horns were of 
itself; and he overlaid it with 

8 copper. And he made all the uten¬ 
sils of the altar: the pots, and the 
shovels, and the bowls, the forks,

4 made he of copper. And he made 
for the altar a grating of network 
of copper under its ledge from be- 

6 neatli, to the very middle of it. And 
he cast four rings for the four corners 
of the grating of copper, as recep-

the staves of acacia-wood, and over- 

7 laid them with copper. And he put 
the staves into the rings on the sides 
of the altar, with which to carry it. 
Hollow with boards did he make it. 

6 And he made the laver of copper, 
and its stand of copper, of the 
mirrors of the crowds of women who 
crowded before the entrance of the 
tent of meeting. 

9 And he made the court. On the 
south side southward, the hangings 
of the court were of twined byssus, 

10 a hundred cubits; their pillars twenty, 
and their bases twenty, of copper; 
the hooks of the pillars and their 

11 connecting-rods of silver. And on 
the north side, a hundred cubits; 
their pillars twentj', and their bases 
twenty, of copper; the hooks of 
the pillars and their conneeting- 

12 rods of silver. And on the west 
side, hangings of fifty cubits; their 
pillars ten, and their bases ten; the 
hooks of the pillars and their con- 

13 necting-rods of silver. And for 
the east side, eastward, fifty cubits; 

14 the hangings on the one wing of 
fifteen cubits, their pillars three, and 

16 their bases three; and on the other 
wing, on this side as on that side 
of the gate of the court, hangings 
of fifteen cubits, their pillars three, 

16 and their bases three. All the 
hangings of the court round about 

17 were of twined byssus; and the 
bases of the pillars of copper, the 
hooks of the pillars and their con¬ 


necting-rods of silver, and the over¬ 
laying of their capitals of silver; 
and all the pillars of the court 
were fastened together with [rods of" 

18 silver.—And the curtain of the gate 
of the court was of embroidery of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
twined byssus; and the length was 
twenty cubits, and the height like 
the breadth, five cubits, just as the 

19 hangings of the court; and their 
pillars four, and their bases four, 
of copper; their hooks of silver, 
and the overlaying of their capitals 
and their connecting-rods of silver. 

20 And all the pegs for the tabernacle 
and for the court round about were 
of copper. 

21 These are the things numbered of 
the tabernacle, the tabernacle of the 
testimony, which were counted, ac¬ 
cording to the commandment of 
Moses, by the service of the Levites, 
under the hand of Ithamar, son of 

22 Aaron the priest. And Bezaleel the 
son of Uri, the son of Hur, of the 
tribe of Judah, made all that Jeho- 

23 vah had commanded Moses; and 
with him Aholiab, son of Aliisamach, 
of the tribe of Dan, an engraver and 
artificer, and an embroiderer in blue, 
and in purple, and in scarlet, and 

24 in byssus. All the gold that it took 
for the work in all the work of the 
sanctuary—the gold of the wave- 
offering, was twenty-nine talents, 
and seven hundred and thirty she¬ 
kels, according to the shekel of the 

25 sanctuary. And the silver of them 
that w r ere numbered of the assembly 
was a hundred talents, and a thou¬ 
sand seven hundred and seventy- 
five shekels, according to the shekel 

26 of the sanctuary: a bekah the bead 
—half a shekel, according to the 
shekel of the sanctuary, for every 
one that passed the numbering from 
twenty years old and upward, [of] 
the six hundred and three thousand 

27 five hundred and fifty. And there 
were a hundred talents of silver for 
casting the bases of the sanctuary, 
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Rnd the bases of the veil; a hundred 
bases of a hundred talents, a talent 

89 for abase. And of the thousand seven 
hundred and seventy’five [shekels] he 
made the hooks for the pillars, and 
overlaid then* capitals, and fastened 

89 them [with rods]. And the copper of 
the wave-offering was seventy talents, 
and two thousand four hundred 

80 shekels. And he made with it the 
bases for the entrance of the tent of 
meeting, and the copper altar, and 
the copper grating for it, and all the 

81 utensils of the altar. And the bases 
of the court round about, and the 
bases of the gate of the court, and 
all the pegs ol‘ the tabernacle, and all 
the pegs of the court round about. 

XXXIX. And of the blue and purple 
and scarlet they made garments 
of service, for service in the sanc¬ 
tuary, and made the hoty garments 
for Aaron; as Jehovah had com- 

a manded Moses. And he made the 
ephod of gold, blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and twined byssus. 

8 And they bent the gold into thin 
plates, and cut it [into] wires, to 
work it artistically into the blue, and 
into the purple, and into the scarlet, 

4 and into the bvssus. They made

shoulder-pieces for it, joining it: at 
its two ends was it joined together. 

8 And the girdle of liis ephod, which 
was on it, was of the same, accord¬ 
ing to its work, of gold, blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined 
byssus; as Jehovah had commanded 

0 Rioses. And they wrought the onyx 
stones mounted in h enclosures of 
gold, engraved with the engravings 
of a seal, according to the names of 

7 the sons of Israel. And he put them 
on the shoulder-pieces of the ephod, 
[us 1 stones of memorial for the 
children of Israel; as Jehovah had 
commanded Moses. 

9 And he made the breastplate of 
artistic work, like the work of the 
ephod, of gold, blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and twined byssus.

9 It was square; double did they make 
the breastplate, a span the length 
thereof, and a span the breadth 

10 thereof, doubled. And they set in 
it four rows of stones: [one] row*,

12 mond; and the third row, an opal, 

19 an agate, and an amethyst; and the 

fourth row, a chrysolite, an onyx, and 
a jasper; mounted in h enclosures 

14 of gold in their settings. And the 
stones were according to the names of 
the children of Israel, twelve, accord¬ 
ing to their names, engraved ns a seal, 
every one according to his name, 

15 for the twelve tribes. And they 
made on the breastplate chains of 
laced work of wreathen work, of pure 

10 gold. And they made two settings 1 
of gold, and two gold rings, and 
put the two rings on the two ends of 

17 the breastplate. And they put the 
two wreathen [cords] of gold in the 
two rings on the ends of the breast* 

18 plate; and the two ends of the two 
wreathen [cords] they fastened to 
the two settings,* and put them on 
the shoulder-pieces of the ephod, on 

10 the front thereof. And they made 
two rings of gold, and put [them] 
on the two ends of the breastplate, 
on t-lie border thereof, which faceth 

30 the ephod inwards. And tliej' made 
two rings of gold, and put them upon 
the two shoulder-pieces of the ephod 
underneath, to the front thereof, just 
by tho coupling thereof, above the 

21 girdle of the ephod. And they bound 
the breastplate with its rings to tho 
rings of the ephod with lace of blue, 
that it might be above the girdle of 
the ephod, and that the breastplate 
might not he loosed from the ephod; 
as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 

82 And he made the clonk of the 
ephod of woven w 7 ork, all of blue; 

28 and the opening of'the cloak in 
its middle, as the opening of a coat 
of mail; a binding was round about

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the opening, that it should not rend. 
2-1 And they made on the skirts of the 
cloak pomegranates of blue and 

26 purple and scarlet, twined. And 
they made bells of pure gold, and 
put the bells between the pome¬ 
granates, in the skirts of the cloak, 
round about, between the porne- 

20 gran ate s: a bell and a pomegranate, 
a bell and a pomegranate, in the 
skirts of the cloak round about, for 
service; as Jehovah had commanded 
Moses. 

27 And they made the vests of byssus 
of woven work, for Aaron, and for his 

28 sons; and the turban of byssus; and 
the ornamental caps, of byssus; and 
the linen trousers, of twined byssus ; 

29 and the girdle, of twined byssus, and 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, of em¬ 
broidery ; as Jehovah had com¬ 
manded Moses. 

80 And they made the thin plate, the 
holy diadem, of pure gold, and 
wrote on it with the writing of the 
engravings of a seal, Holiness to 
31 Jehovah! And they fastened to it 
a lace of blue, to fasten [it] on the 
turban above; as Jehovah had com¬ 
manded Moses. 

82 And all the labour of the taber¬ 
nacle of the tent of meeting was 
ended; and the children of Israel 
had done [it] according to all that 
Jehovah had commanded Moses— 
33 so had they done [it]. And they 
brought the tabernacle to Moses— 
the tent, and all its utensils, its 
clasps, its boards, its bars, and its 
01 pillars, and its bases; and the cover¬ 
ing of rams’ skins dyed red, and the 
covering of badgers’ skins, and 
85 tho veil of separation; the ark of 
tlie testimony, and its staves, and 
n<1 the mercy-seat; the table, all its 
87 utensils, and the sliewbread; the 
pure candlestick, 1 * its lamps, the 
lamps set in order, and all its 
utensils, and the oil for the light; 
89 and tho golden altar, and the anoint¬ 
ing oil, and the incense of fragrant

drugs; and the curtain for the en- 

00 trance of the tent; the copper altar, 
and the copper grating that w'as for 
it, its staves and all its utensils; the 

40 laver and its stand ; the hangings of 
the court, its pillars, and its bases; 
and the curtain for the gate of the 
court, its cords, and its pegs; and all 
the vessels of service of the tabernacle, 

41 for the tent of meeting ; the garments 
of service, for service in the sanc¬ 
tuary ; the holy garments for Aaron 
the priest, and his sons’ garments, 

42 to serve as priests. According to 
all that Jehovah had commanded 
Moses, so had the children of Israel 

43 done all the labour. And Moses 
saw all the work, and behold, they 
had done it as Jehovah had com¬ 
manded—so had they done [it]; and 
Moses blessed them. 

XL. And Jehovah spoke to Moses, 

2 saying, On the day of the first 
month, on the first of the month, 
shalt thou set up the tabernacle 

0 of the tent of meeting. And thou 
shalt put in it the ark of the testi¬ 
mony, and shalt cover the ark with 

4 the veil. And thou shalt bring in the 
table, and set in order the things that 
are to be set in order upon it. 1 And 
thou shalt bring in the candlestick k 

5 and light its lamps. And thou shalt 
set the golden altar for the incenso 
before the ark of the testimony; and 
hang up the curtain of the entrance 

c to the tabernacle. And thou shalt 
set the altar of burnt-offering before 
the entrance of the tabernacle of the 

7 tent of meeting. And thou shalt set 
the laver between the tent of meeting 
and the altar, and shalt put water 

0 in it. And thou slialt fix the court 
round about, and hang up the cur¬ 
tain at the gate of the court. 

9 And thou shalt take the anointing 
oil, and anoint the tabernacle, and 
all that is in it, and shalt hallow it, 
and all its utensils; and it shall be 

10 holy. And thou shalt anoint the 
altar of burnt-offering, and all its

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utensils; and thou slialt hallow the 
altar, and the altar shall he most holy. 

11 And thou slialt anoint the laver and 

12 its stand, and hallow it. And thou 
slialt bring Aaron and his sons near, 
at the entrance of the tent of meet¬ 
ing, and bathe them with water. 

lB And thou shalt clothe Aaron with 
the holy garments, and anoint him, 
and hallow him, that ho may serve 

14 me as priest. And thou shalt bring 
his sons near, and clothe them with 

16 vests. And thou shalt anoint them, 
as thou didst anoint their father, 
that they may serve mo as priests. 
And their anointing shall be to them 
an everlasting priesthood throughout 

10 their generations. And Moses did so: 
as Jehovah had commanded him, so 
did he. 

17 And it came to pass in the first 
month in the second year, on 
the first of the month, that the 

16 tabernacle was set lip. And Moses 
set up the tabernacle, and put in its 
bases, and fixed its boards, and put 

10 in its bars, and set up its pillars. And 
he spread the tent over the taber¬ 
nacle, and put the covering of the 
tent above over it; as Jehovah had 

20 commanded Moses, And he took 
and put the testimony into the ark, 
and put the staves in the ark, and 
put the mercy-seat above on the ark. 

21 And he brought the ark into the 
tabernacle, and hung up the veil 
of separation, and covered the ark 
of tlie testimony; as Jehovah had 

22 commanded Moses. And he put 
the table in the tent of meeting, 
on the side of the tabernacle north- 

an ward, outside the veil, and arranged 
the bread in order upon it ni before Je¬ 
hovah; as Jehovah had commanded 

21 Moses. And ho put tho candlestick n 
in the tent of meeting, opposite to the 

m I'il. 4 set in ortfor upon it tlio order of

table, on the side of the tabernacle 

25 southward. And he lightod the lamps 
before Jehovah; as Jehovah had 

2C commanded Moses. And he put the 
golden altar in the tent of meeting 

27 before the veil. And he burnt on it 
fragrant incense; as Jehovah had 

28 commanded Moses. And he hung 
up the curtain of the entrance to the 

39 tabernacle. And he put tlie altar 
of burnt-offering at the entrance 
to the tabernacle of the tent of meet¬ 
ing, and offered on it the burnt-offer¬ 
ing and the oblation; as Jehovah 

80 had commanded Moses. And he set 
the laver between the tent of meet¬ 
ing and the altar, and put water in it 

31 for washing. And Moses and Aaron 
and his sons washed their hands and 

82 their.’ feet out of it: when they went 
into tlie tent of meeting, and when 
they drew near to the altar, they 
washed; as Jehovah had eommand- 

83 ed Moses. And he set up the court 
round about the tabernacle and tlie 
altar, and hung up the curtain of tlie 
gate of the court. And so Moses 
finished the work. 

84 And the cloud covered the tent of 
meeting, and the glory of Jehovah 

86 filled the tabernacle. And Moses 
could not enter into the tent of meet¬ 
ing, for the cloud abode on it, and 
the glory of Jehovah filled the taber¬ 
nacle. 

Bfl And when the cloud was taken up 
from over the tabernacle, the children 
of Israel journeyed in all their jour- 

07 neys. And if the cloud were not 
taken up, then they did not journey 
until tlie day that it was taken up. 

08 For tlie cloud of Jehovah was on the 
tabernacle by day, and fire was in it 
by night, before the eyes of all the 
house of Israel, throughout all their 
journeys.

7 its pieces. And the sons of Aaron 
the priest shall put fire on the altar, 
and lay wood in order on the fire; 

8 and Aaron’s sons, the priests, shall 
lay the parts, the head, and the fat, r 
in order on the wood that is on the 

0 lire which is on the altar; but its 
inwards and its legs shall he wash 
in water; and the priest shall burn p 
all on the altar, a burnt-offering, 
an offering by fire to Jehovah of a 
sweet odour. 11

And the 
priest shall bring it near to the altar 
and pinch off its head and burn it 
on the altar; and its blood shall be 
pressed out at the side of the altar. 
10 And he shall remove its crop with 
its feathers, 1 and cast it beside the 
altar on the east, into the place of 
17 the ashes and he shall split it open 
at its wings, [but] shall not divide [it] 
asunder; and the priest shall burn 
it on the altar on the wood that is 
on the fire: it is a burnt-offering, 
an offering by fire to Jehovah of a 
sw r eet odour.

offering a for a sweet odour: it was 

20 an offering by fire to Jehovah. And 
Moses took the breast, and waved it 
as a wave-offering before Jehovah; 
of the ram of consecration it was 
Moses’ part; as Jehovah had com- 

30 manded Moses. And Moses took of 
the anointing oil, and of the blood 
that was on the altar, and sprinkled 
[it] on Aaron, oil his garments, and 
on his sons, and on his sons’ gar¬ 
ments with him; and hallowed 
Aaron, his garments, and his sons, 
and his sons’ garments with him. 

31 And Moses spoke to Aaron and to 
his sons, Boil the flesh at the 
entrance of the tent of meeting; 
and there eat it and the bread that 
is in the basket of the consecration¬ 
offering, as I commanded, saying, 
Aaron and his sons shall eat it. 

82 And that which rcmainetli of the 
flesh and of the bread shall ye burn 

83 with fire. And ye shall not go out 
from the entrance of the tent of 
meeting seven days, until the day 
when the days of your consecra¬ 
tion are at an end: for seven 

34 days shall ye be consecrated. 1 * As 
he hath done this day, [so] Jehovah 
hath commanded to do, to make 

85 atonement for you. And ye shall 
abide at the entrance of the tent 
of meeting day and night seven 
days, and keep the charge of Jeho¬ 
vah, that ye die not; for so I am 

80 commanded. And Aaron and his 
sons did all things that Jehovah 
had commanded by tho hand of 
Moses. 

IX. Aud it came to pass on the 
eighth day, [that] Moses called Aaron 
and his sons, and tho elders of 
2 Israol, and said to Aaron, Take thee 
a young calf for a sin-offering,.and 
a ram for a burnt-offering, without

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blemish, and present [them] before 

8 Jehovah; and to the children of 
Israel shalt thou speak, saying, Take 
a buck of the goats for a sm-offer- 
ing, and a calf and a lamb, yearlings, 
without blemish, for a burnt-offer- 

4 ing; and a bullock and a ram for a 
peace-offering, to sacrifice before 
Jehovah; and an oblation mingled 
with oil; for to-day Jehovah will 

5 appear to you. And they brought 
what Moses commanded before the 
tent of meeting; and all the as¬ 
sembly approached and stood be- 

6 fore Jehovah. And Moses said. This 
is the thing which Jehovah has 
commanded that ye should do; and 
the glory of Jehovah Bhall appear to 
you. 

7 And Moses said unto Aaron, Go 
to the altar, and offer thy sin-offer* 
ing, and thy burnt-offering, and 
make atonement for thyself, and for 
the people; and offer the offering* 
of the people, and make atone¬ 
ment for them, as Jehovah has 

8 commanded. And Aaron went to 
the altar and slaughtered the ealf 
of the sin-offering which was for 

9 himself; and the sons of Aaron 
presented the blood to him, and he 
dipped his finger in the blood, and 
put [it] on the horns of the altar, and 
poured out the blood at the bottom 

10 of the altar. And the fat, and the 
kidneys, and the net above the liver, 
of the sin-offering, he burned d on the 
altar, as Jehovah had commanded 

11 Moses. And the flesh and the skin 
he burned with fire outside the camp. 

12 And he slaughtered the burnt-offer¬ 
ing; and Aaron’s sons delivered to 
him the blood, which he sprinkled 

13 on the altar round about. And they 
delivered the burnt-offering to him, 
in the pieces thereof, and the head; 
and he burned d [them] on the al- 

14 tar. And he washed the inwards 
and the legs, and burned d [them] 
upon the burnt-offering, on the altar. 

15 And he presented the people’s offer- 

e Corban, 


ing, and took the goat of the sin- 
offering which was for the people 
and slaughtered it, and offered it for 

16 sin, as the first. And he presented 
the burnt-offering and offered it ac- 

17 cording to the ordinance. And he 
presented the oblation, and took a 
handful of it, and burned d it on 
the altar, besides the burnt-offering 

18 of the morning. And he slaugh¬ 
tered the bullock and the ram of 
the sacrifice of peaee-offering which | 
was for the people. And Aaron’* 
sons delivered to him the blood, 
and he sprinkled it on the altar 

19 round about; and the pieces of fat 
of the bullock and of the ram, iht 
fat tail and what covers [the in¬ 
wards] , and the kidneys, and the 

20 net of the liver; and they put the 
pieces of fat on the breast-piece*, 
and he burned * 1 the pieces of fat on 

21 the altar ; and the breast-pieces and 
the right shoulder Aaron waved a* 
a wave-offering before Jehovah, as 

12 Moses had commanded. And Aaron 
lifted up his hands toward the people 
and blessed them, and came dowu 
after the offering of the sin-offer¬ 
ing, and the burnt-offering, and the 
peace-offering. 

28 And Moses and Aaron went into 
the tent of meeting, and came out aud 
blessed the people ; and the glory of 
Jehovah appeared to all the people. 

24 And there went out fire from be¬ 
fore Jehovah, and consumed on the 
altar the burnt-offering, and the 
pieces of fat; and all the people saw ; 
it, and they shouted, and fell on ; 
their face. i 

X. And the sons of Aaron, Nadab 
and Abiliu, took each of them his 
censer, and put fire in it, and put 
incense on it, and presented strange 
fire before Jehovah, which he had 

2 not commanded them. And there 
went out fire from before Jehovah, 
and devoured them, and they died 

3 before Jehovah. And Moses said to 
Aaron, This is what Jehovah spoke, 

4 See on i. 9. 
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Raying, I will be hallowed in them 
that come near me, and before 
all the people I will be glorified. 

4 And Aaron was silent. And Moses 
called Mishael and Elzaphan, the 
sons of Uzziel the uncle of Aaron, 
and said to them, Come near, cany 
your brethren from before the sanc- 

6 tuary out of the camp. And they 
went near, and carried them in their 
vests out of the camp, as Moses had 

6 said. And Moses said to Aaron, and 
to Elenznr and to Ithamar his sons, 
Your heads shall ye not uncover, 
neither rend your clothes; lest ye 
die, and lest wrath come on all the 
assembly; but your brethren, the 
whole house of Israel, shall bewail 
the burning which Jehovah hath 

7 kindled. And ye shall not go out 
from the entrance of the tent of 
meeting, lest ye die; for the anoint¬ 
ing oil of Jehovah is upon you. And 
they did according to the word of 
Moses. 

8 And Jehovah spoke to Aaron, 

9 saying. Thou shalt not drink wine 
nor strong drink, thou, and thy sons 
with thee, when ye go into the tent 
of meeting, lest ye die— [it is] an 
everlasting statute throughout your 

10 generations,' that ye may put differ¬ 
ence between the holy and the un¬ 
holy, and between unclean and clean, 

11 and that ye may teach the children 
of Israel all the statutes which Je¬ 
hovah hath spoken to them by the 
hand of Moses. 

u And Moses spoke to Aaron, and to 
Elenzar and to Ithamar, his sons 
that were left, Take the oblation 
that is left of Jehovah’s offerings 
by fire, and eat it with nnloa\cned 
bread beside the altar ; for it is most 

1!) holy. And ye shall eat it in a holy 
place, because it is thy due, and thy 
sons' due, of Jehovah’s offerings by 

14 lire ; lor so I am commanded. And 
the breast of the wave-offering, and 
the shoulder of the heavo-offering 
shall ye eat in a clean place, thou,

and thy sons, and thy daughters 
with thee; for [as] thy due, and thy 
sons 1 due, are they given of the sa¬ 
crifices of peace-offerings of the chil- 

15 dren of Israel. The shoulder of the 
heave -offering and the breast of 
the wave-offering shall they bring, 
with the fire-offering of the pieces of 
fat, to wave [them] as a wave-offer¬ 
ing before Jehovah; and they shall 
be thine, and thy sons’ with thee, for 
an everlasting statute, as Jehovah 
has commanded. 

16 And Moses diligently sought the 
goat of the sin-offering, and behold, 
it was burnt up: then he was 
wroth with Eleazar and Ithamar, 
the sons of Aaron that were left, 

17 saying, Why have ye not eaten the 
sin-offering in a holy place ? for it is 
most holy, and he has given it to you 
that ye might bear the iniquity of 
the assembly, to make atonement for 

18 them before Jehovah. Lo, its blood 
was not brought in within the sanc¬ 
tuary : ye should certainly have eaten 
it in the sanctuary, as I commanded. 

10 And Aaron said to Mosep, Behold, 
to-day have they presented their sin- 
offering and their burnt-offering be¬ 
fore Jehovah ; and such things have 
befallen me; and had I to-day eaten 
the sin-offering, would it have been 

20 good in the sight of Jehovah ’? And 
Moses heard it; and it was good in 
his sight. 

XI. And Jehovah spoke to Moses 
2 and to Aaron, saying to them, Speak 
unto the children of Israel, saying, 
These are the animals which ye 
shall eat of all the beasts which are 
8 on the earth. WTiatever hath cloven 
hoofs, and feet quite split open, 
and cheweth 6 the cud, among the 
4 beasts—that shall ye eat. Only 
these shall ye not eat of those that 
chew the cud, or of those with cloven 
hoofs: the camel, for it cheweth 
the cud, but hath not cloven bool’s 
6 —it shall be unclean unto you ; and 
the rock-badger, for it cheweth the 

ngeth up.’ 
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cud, but hath not cloven hoofs—it 

6 shall be unclean unto you; and the 
hare, for it clieweth the cud, but hath 
not cloven hoofs—it shall be unclean 

7 uuto you; and the swine, for it 
hath cloven hoofs, and feet quite 
split open, but it clieweth not the 
c.id—it shall be unclean unto you. 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, and 
their carcase shall ye not touch : they 
shall be unclean uuto 3 ? ou. 

8 These shall ye eat of all that are 
in the waters: whatever hath fins 
and scales in waters, in seas and in 

10 rivers, these shall ye eat; but all that 
have not fins and scales in seas and 
in rivers, of all that swarm in the 
waters, and of every living soul which 
is in the waters—they shall be an 

11 abomination unto you. They shall be 
even an abomination unto you: of 
their flesh shall ye not eat, and then’ 
carcase ye shall have in abomina- 

12 tion. Whatever in the waters hath 
no fins and scales, that shall be an 
abomination unto j-ou. 

13 And these shall ye have in abomi¬ 
nation of the fowls; they shall not 
be eaten; an abomination shall 
they be: the eagle, and the ossifrage, 

14 and the sea-eagle, h and the falcon, 

15 and the kite, after its kind; every 

16 raven after its kind ; and the female 
ostrich and the male ostrich, and 
the sea-gull, and the hawk, after its 

17 kind; and the owl, and the gannet, 

18 and the ibis, and the swan, 1 and the 

19 pelican, and the carrion vulture, and 
the stork; the heron after its kind, 

20 and the hoopoe, and the bat. Every 
winged crawling tiling that goeth up¬ 
on all four shall be an abomination 

21 unto you. Yet these shall ye eat of 
every winged crawling k tiling that 
goeth upon all four: those which have 
legs above their feet with which to 

22 leap upon the earth. These shall ye 
eat of them: the arbch after its kind, 


and the solam after its kind, and 
the Ji'irgol after its kind, and the 

23 hcurgab after its kind. 1 But even- 
winged crawling k thing that hath 
four feet shall be an abomiuation 

- 1 unto you. And by these ye shall 
make yourselves unclean; whoever 
toucheth then- carcase shall be un- 

25 clean until the even. And whoever | 
carrieth [ought] of their carcase shall j 
wash his garments, aud be unclean 

26 until the even. Every beast that 
hath cloven hoofs, but not feet quite 
split open, nor cheweth m the cud, 
shall be unclean unto you : every one 
that toucheth them shall be unclean. 

27 And whatever goeth on its paws, 
among all manuer of beasts that go 
upon all four, those are unclean unto 
you: whoever toucheth their carcase 

28 shall be unclean until the even. And 
he that carrieth their carcase shall 
wash his garments, and be unclean 
until the even: they shall be un¬ 
clean unto you. 

29 And these shall be unclean unto 
you among the crawling t hin gs 
which crawl k on the earth: the mole, 
and the field-mouse, and the lizard, 

30 after its kind; aud the groaning 
lizard, and the great red lizard, 
and the climbing lizard, and the 

31 chomet t n and the chameleon. These 
shall be unclean mi to you among 
all that crawl: whoever toucheth 
them when they are dead, shall be 

32 unclean until the even. And on 
whatever any of them when the 3 * 
are dead doth fall, it shall be un¬ 
clean; all vessels of wood, or gar¬ 
ment, or skin, or sack, every vessel 
wherewith work is done—it shall 
be put into water, and be unclean 
until the even; then shall it be 

33 clean. And every earthen vessel into 
which [any] of them falleth—what¬ 
ever is in it shall be unclean; and 

34 ye shall break it. All food that is

i come shall be unclean ; and all drink 
that is drunk shall be unclean, 
10 in every [such] vessel. And every¬ 
thing whereupon [any part] of their 
carcase falleth shall be unclean; 
oven and hearth shall be broken 
down: they are unclean, and shall 
HG be unclean unto you. Nevertheless, a 
spring or a well, a quantity of water, 
shall be clean. But he that toucli- 
eth their carcase shall be unclean. 
37 And if an/ part of their carcase fall 
; upon any sowing-seed which is to be 
| M sown, it shall be clean ; but if water 
have been put on the seed, and any 
' part of their carcase fall thereon, it 
! ili) shall l>e unclean unto you. And 
i if any beast whieh is to you for food 
die, he that toucheth the carcase 
thereof shall be unclean until the 
1 40 even. And ho that ealetli of its car¬ 
case shall wash his garments, and be 
unclean until the even: he also that 
carrieth its carcase shall wash his 
garments, and be unclean until the 
even. 

41 And every crawling thing which 
crawletli on the earth shall be an 
abomination; it shall not be eaten. 

' 42 Whatever goefch on the belly, and 
whatever goeth on all four, and all 
! that have a great many feet, of 

every manner of crawling thing 
which erawleth on the earth—these 
ye shall not eat; for they are an 
411 abomination. Ye shall not make 
yourselves abominable through any 
crawling thing which erawleth, 

! neither shall ye make yourselves 0 

unclean with them, that ye should 
44 bo delilod thereby. For I am Je¬ 
hovah your God; and ye shall 
hallow yourselves, and yc shall be 
holy; for 1 am holy; and ye shall not 
, make yourselves unclean through 

any manner of crawling thing which 
4a eroepeth on the earth. For I am 
Jehovah who brought you up out of 
i the land of Egypt, to bo your God :

ye shall therefore be holy, for I am 
holy. 

40 This is the law of cattle, and of 
fowl, and of every living soul that 
moveth in the waters, and of every 
47 soul that erawleth on the earth; to 
make a difference between the un¬ 
clean and the clean, and between the 
beast that is to be eaten and the beast 
that is not to be eaten. 

XII. And Jehovah spoke to Moses, 
2 saying, Speak unto the children of 

Israel, saying, If a woman conceive 
seed, and bear a male, then she 
shall be uuclean seven days; as in 
the days of the separation of her 
8 infirmity shall she be unclean. And 
on the eighth day shall the fiesh of 
4 his foreskin be circumcised. And 
she shall continue thirty-three days 
in the blood of her cleansing; no 
holy thing shall she touch, nor come 
into the sanctuary, until the days 
B of her cleansing are fulfilled. And 
if she bear a female, then she 
shall be unolean two weeks, as in 
ber separation; and she shall con¬ 
tinue sixty-six days in the blood of 
0 her cleansing. And when the days 
of her cleansing are fulfilled, for a 
son or for a daughter, she shall 
bring a yearling lambP for a burnt- 
offering, and a young pigeon or a 
turtle-dove for a sin-offering, to the 
entrance of the tent of meeting, 

7 unto the priest. And he shall present 
it before Jehovah, and make atone¬ 
ment for her; and she shall be 
clean from the flux'* of her blood. 
This is the law for her that hath 

8 born*a male or a female. And if 
her hand cannot find what is suffi¬ 
cient for a sheep, she shall bring tw r o 
turtle-doves or two young pigeons; 
one for a burnt-offering, and the other 
for a sin-offering; and the priest 
shall make atonement for her; and 
she shall be clean. 

XIII. And Jehovah spoke to Moses 
2 and to Aaron, saying, When a man

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shall have in the skin of his flesh 
a rising or a scab, or bright spot, 
and it become in the skin of his 
flesh a sore r [as] of leprosy, then 
he shall be brought unto Aaron the 
priest, or unto one of his sons the 

8 priests. And when the priest looketh 
on the sore in the skin of the flesh, 
and the hair in the sore is turned 
white, and the sore looketh deeper 
than the skin of his flesh, it is the 
sore of leprosy ; and the priest shall 
look on him and pronounce him 

4 unclean. But if the bright spot 
be white in the skin of his flesh, 
and look not deeper than the 
skin, and the hair thereof be not 
turned white, the priest shall shut 
up [him that hath] the sore seven 

6 days. And the priest shall look on 
him the seventh day; and behold, 
in his sight, the sore remaineth as it 
was, the sore hath not spread.in the 
skin, then the priest shall shut him 

6 up seven days a second time. And 
the priest shall look on him again the 
seventh day, and behold, the sore is 
become pale and the sore hath not 
spread in the skin, then the priest 
shall pronounce him clean; it is a 
scab; and he shall wash hi6 garments 

7 and be clean. But if the scab have 
spread much in the skin, after that he 
hath been seen by the priest for his 
cleansing, he shall be seen by the 

8 priest again ; and the priest shall 
look on him, and behold, the scab 
hath spread in the skin; then the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean : 
it is leprosy. 

9 When a sore [as] of leprosy is in 
a man, he shall be brought unto 

10 the priest; and the priest shall look 
on him, and behold, there is a 
white rising in the skin, and it hath 
turned the hair white, and a trace of 

11 raw flesh is in the rising : it is an old 
leprosy in the skin of.his flesh; and 
the priest shall pronounce him un¬ 
clean, and he shall not shut him up, 

12 for he is unclean. But if the leprosy 


break out much in the skin, and 
the leprosy cover all the skin of 
[him that hath] the sore, from his 
head even to his foot, wherever 

18 the eyes of the priest look, and the 
priest looketh, and behold, the lep¬ 
rosy covereth all his flesh, he shall 
pronounce [him] clean [that hath] the 
sore : it is all turned white; he is 

14 clean. And on the day when raw 
flesh appeareth in him, he shall be 

16 unclean. And the priest shall look 
on the raw flesh, and shall pro¬ 
nounce him unclean : the raw flesh 

16 is unclean, it is leprosy. But if the 
raw flesh change again, and be 
turned "white, he shall come unto 

17 the priest; and the priest shall look 
on him, and behold, the sore is 
turned white; then the priest shall 
pronounce [him] clean [that hath] 
the sore : he is clean. 

18 And the flesh—when in the skin 
thereof cometh a boil, and it is 

19 healed, and there is in the place of 
the boil a white rising, or a white- 
reddish bright spot, it shall be shewn 

20 to the priest; and the priest shall 
look on it, and behold, it looketh 
deeper than the skin, and the hair 
thereof is turned white; then the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean: 
it is the sore of leprosy broken out in 

21 the boil. But if the priest look on it. 
and behold, there are no white hairs 
therein, and it is not deeper than 
the skin, and is pale, the priest shall 

22 shut him up seven days; and if it 
spread much in the skin, then the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean : 

33 it is the sore. But if the bright spot 
have remained in its place, [and] have 
not spread, it is the scar ol' the boil; 
and the priest shall pronounce him 
clean. 

24 Or if in the flesh, in the skin thereof, 
there is a burning inflammation, and 
the place of the inflammation become 
a bright spot white-reddish or white. 

25 and the priest look on it, and be¬ 
hold, the hair is turned white in the 


r Lit. 4 stroke.* 
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bright spot, and it looketh deeper 
than the skin, it is a leprosy which 
is broken out in the inflammation; 
and the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it is the sore of leprosy. 

20 But if the priest look on it, and 
behold, there is uo white hail 1 in the 
bright spot, and it is no deeper than 
the skin, and is pale, the priest shall 

27 shut him up seven days. And the 
priest shall look on him the seventh 
day, and if it have spread much in 
the skin, the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean : it is the sore of leprosy. 

28 But if the bright spot have remained 
in its place, [and] not spread in the 
skin, and is pale, it is the rising of 
the inflammation; and the priest 
shall pronounce him clean ; for it is 
the sear of the inflammation. 

20 And if a man or a woman have a 
sore on the head or on the beard, 

80 and the priest look on the sore, and 
behold, it looketh deeper than the 
skin, and there is in it yellow thin 
hair, then the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean; it is a seal!, the lep- 

81 rosy of the head or tho beard. And 
if the priest look on the sore of the 
scall, and behold, it is not in sight 
deeper than the skin, and there is 
no black hail* in it, the priest shall 
shut up [him that hath] the sore of 

82 the scall seven days. And when the 
priest looketh on the sore on the 
seventh day, and behold, the scall 
hath not spread, and there is in it 
no yellow hair, and the scall doth 

89 not look deeper than the skin, ho 
[that hath the sorel shall shave him¬ 
self; but the scall shall lie not shave ; 
and the priest shall shut lip [him 
that hath] the scall seven days a 

84 second time. And the priest shall 
look on tho scall on the seventh 
day, and behold, tho scall hath not 
spread in tho skin, nor is in sight 
deeper than the skin, then the priest 
shall pronounce him clean; and he 
shall wash his garments, and be 

85 clean. But if the scall have spread 
much in Die skin after liis cleansing, 


36 and the priest shall look on him, 
and behold, the scall hath spread in 
the skin, the priest shall not seek 

37 for yellow bail': he is unclean. But 
if the scall have in his sight re¬ 
mained as it was, and there is black 
hair grown up therein, the scall is 
healed : he is clean; and fhe priest 
shall pronounce him clean. 

38 And if a man or a woman have in 
the skin of then’ flesh bright spots, 

99 white bright spots, an<i the priest 
look, and behold, there are in the 
skin of their flesh pale white spots, 
it is an eruption which is broken 

40 out in the skin: he is clean. And 
if a man’s hair have fallen off his 

41 head, lie is bald; lie is clean; and 
if he have the hair fallen off from 
the part of his head toward his face, 
he is forehead-bald: he is clean. 

42 And if there be in the bald head, or 
bald forehead, a white-reddish sore, it 
is a leprosy which hath broken out in 
his bald head, or his bald forehead. 

43 And the priest shall look on it, 
and behold, the rising of the sore is 
white-reddish in his bald head, or 
in liis bald forehead, like the ap¬ 
pearance of the leprosy in the skin 

44 of the flesh; lie is a leprous man, 
he is unclean: the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him utterly unclean; liis 
sore is in his head. 

46 And as to the leper in whom the 
sore is,—his garments shall he rent, 
and liis head shall be uncovered, and 
lie shall put a covering on his beard, 
and shall cry, Unclean, unclean! 

46 All tho days that the sore shall be 
in him lie shall be unclean: he is 
unclean ; he shall dwell apart; out¬ 
side the camp shall his dwelling be. 

47 Aud if a sore of leprosy is in a 
garment, in a woollen garment, or a 

48 linen garment, either in the warp or 
in the woof of linen or of wool, or in a 
skin, or in anything made of skin, 

49 and the sore is greenish or reddish 
in the garment, or in the skin, or in 
the warp, or in the woof, or in any¬ 
thing of skin, it is the sore of leprosy, 
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and shall be shewn unto the priest. XIV. And Jehovah spoke to Moses, 

00 Anri the priest shall look on the sore, 2 saying, This shall be the law of the 
anrl shall shut up [that which hath] leper in the day of his cleansing: 

61 the sore seven days. And lie shall he shall be brought unto the priest, i 
see the sore on the seventh day: if 8 and the priest shall go out of the

The wages of 
the hired servant shall not abide with 
tliee all night until the morning. 

14 Thou shalt not revile a deaf person, 
and thou shalt not put a stumbling- 
block before a blind one; but thou 
shalt fear thy God: I am Jehovah. 

15 Ye shall do no unrighteousness in 
judgment; thou shalt not respect 
the person of the lowly, nor honour 
the person of the great; in righteous¬ 
ness shalt thou judge thy neighbour. 

10 Thou shalt not go about as a tale¬ 
bearer among thy people; thou shalt 
not stand up against the life v of thy 

17 neighbour : I am Jehovah. Thou 
shalt not hate thy brother in thy 
heart; thou shalt earnestly rebuke 
thy neighbour, lest thou bear sin on 

10 account of him. w Thou shalt not 
avenge thyself, nor bear any grudge 

against the children of thy people, 
but thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself: I am Jehovah. 

19 My statutes shall ye observe. 

Thou shalt not let thy cattle gender 
with another sort; thou shalt not 
sow thy field with seed of two sorts: 
and a garment woven of two mate¬ 
rials shall not come upon thee. j 

20 And if a man lie with a woman ] 
for copulation, and she is a bond 
woman betrothed to a husband, but j 
not at all ransomed, nor hath freedom j 
been given to her, there shall be a 
chastisement: they shall not be put 

21 to death, for she was not free. And 
he shall bring his trespass-offering 
to Jehovah, unto the entrance of the 
tent of meeting, a ram for a trespass- 

32 offeriug. And the priest shall make 
atonement for him with the ram of 
the trespass-offering before Jehovah 
for his sin which he hath done; and 
the sin which he hath done shall be 
forgiven him. 

93 And when ye come into the land 
and plant all manner of trees for food, 
then ye shall count its fruit as uucir- 
cumcised, three years shall it be uu- 
eircumeised unto you: it shall not be 

24 eaten of; and in the fourth year all the 
fruit thereof shall be holy for praise to 

95 Jehovah; and in the fifth vear shall 
ye eat the fruit thereof, that it may 
increase unto you the produce there 
of: I am Jehovah your God. 

26 Ye shall eat nothing with the 
blood.—Ye shall not practise en- 

97 chantment, nor use auguries.—Ye 
shall not shave the corners of your 
head round, neither shalt thou rnuti- 

28 late the corners of thy beard. And 
cuttings for a dead person x shall ye 
not make in your llesh, nor put 
any tattoo writing upon you: I am 

29 Jehovah.—Do not profane thy daugh¬ 
ter, to give her up to whoredom: 
lest the land practise whoredom, and 

80 the land become full of infamy.—My 
sabbaths shall ye keep, aud my

And a man that committetli 
adultery with a man’s wife, who 
committetli adultery with his neigh¬ 
bour’s wife,—the adulterer and the 
adulteress shall certainly be put to

them shall certainly he put to death : 
they have wrought confusion ; their 

13 blood is upon them. And if a man 
lie with mankind, as he lieth witli a 
woman, both of them have com¬ 
mitted an abomination: they shall 
certainly he put to death; their blood 

14 is upon them. ' And if a man take 
a wife and her mother, it is infamy: 
they shall burn him and them with 
fire, that there be no infamy among 

15 you. And if a man lie with a beast for 
copulation, he shall certainly he put 
to death; aud ye shall kill the beast. 

16 And if a woman approach unto any 
beast to gender therewith, thou shalt 
kill the woman and the beast: they 
shall certainly be put to death; their 

17 blood is upon them. And if a man 
take his sister, his father’s daughter, 
or his mother’s daughter, and see her 
nakedness, and she see his naked¬ 
ness, that is a disgrace; and they 
shall be cut off before the eyes of 
the children of their people : he hath 
uncovered his sister’s uukoduoss; 

18 he shall hear his iniquity. And if

32 And ye shall observe all my 
statutes, and all mine ordinances, 
and do them, that the land whither 
I bring you to dwell therein vomit 

23 you not out. Amd ye shall not walk 
in the customs of the nation which 
I am casting out before you ; for all 
these things have they done, and 
they became an abomination to me. 

24 And I have said unto you, Ye shall 
possess their land, and I will give it 
unto you for a possession; a land 
flowing ■with milk and honey : I am 
Jehovah your God, who have sepa-

10 And the son of an Israelitish 
woman—but withal the son of an 
Egyptian, — went out among the 
children of Israel; and this son of

6 And if it be from a month old even 
unto five years old, thy valuation of 
the male shall be five shekels of sil¬ 
ver ; and for the female thy valuation 

7 shall be three shekels of silver. And 
if it be from sixty years old and 
above, if it be a male, thy valuation 
shall be fifteen shekels; and for the 

8 female ten shekels. And if lie be 
poorer than thy valuation, lie shall 
present himself before the priest, 
and the priest shall value him: 
according to his means that vowed 
shall the priest value him. 

9 And if it be a beast whereof men 
bring an offering unto Jehovah, all 
that they give of such unto Jehovah 

10 s'hall he holy. They shall not alter 
it nor chango it, a good for a bad, 
or a bad for a good ; and if lie at all 
change beast for beast, then it and 
the exchange thereof shall be holy. 

11 And if it be any unclean beast, of 
which they do not bring an offering 
unto Jehovah, then lie shall present 

12 the beast before the priest; and the 
priest shall value it, [judging] be¬ 
tween good and bad: according to the 
valuation of the priest, so shall it be. 

18 And if they will in any wiso redeem 
it, then they shall add a fifth [part] 
thereof unto thy valuation. 

14 And when any ono halloweth his 
house, that it may be holy to Jeho- 
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vali, the priest shall value it, [judg¬ 
ing] between good and bad : as the 
priest shall value it, so shall it stand. 

16 And if he that halloweth it will re¬ 
deem his house, he shall add the fifth 
of the money of thy valuation unto 
it, and it shall be his. 

16 And if a man hallow to Jehovah 
[part] of a field of his possession, 
thy valuation shall be according to 
what may be sown in it : m the homer 
of barley seed at fifty shekels of 

17 silver. If he hallow his field from 
the year of jubilee, according to thy 

18 valuation shall it stand ; but if he 
hallow Ills field after the jubilee, 
then the priest shall reckon unto 
him the money according to the 
years that remain, until the year of 
the jubilee; and there shall be a 

19 reduction from thy valuation. And 
if he that hallowed the field will in 
any wise redeem it, he shall add the 
fifth of the money of thy valuation 
unto it, and it shall be assured to 

20 him; but if he ‘do not redeem the 
field, or if he sell the field to another 
man, it cannot be redeemed any 

21 more ; and the field, when it goeth 
out in the jubilee, shall be holy to 
Jehovah, as a field devoted; the pos¬ 
session thereof shall be the priest’s. 

22 And if he hallow to Jehovah a 
field that he hath bought, which is 
not of the fields of his possession, 

28 the priest shall reckon unto him the 
amount of thy valuation, unto the 
year of the jubilee ; and he shall 
give thy valuation on that day, [as]

30 And as to every tithe of the land, 
of the seed of the land, and of the 
fruit of the tree, it is Jehovah’s : it is 

31 holy to Jehovah. And if any one 
will at all redeem of his tithes, he 
shall add thereto the fifth thereof. 

32 And as to every tithe of the herd, or 
of the flock, of 'whatever passeth 
under the rod, the tenth shall be 

33 holy to Jehovah. He shall not 
search whether it be good or bad. 
neither shall he change it; and if 
lie change it at all, then both it and 
the exchange thereof shall be holy; 
it shall not be redeemed. 

34 These are the commandments 
which Jehovah commanded Moses 
for the children of Israel upon 
mount Sinai.

4 And with you there shall be a man for

10 the son of Helou ; for the children 
of Joseph: for Ephraim, Eliskanm

summoned n of the assembly, princes 
of the Iribas of their fathers, the 
heads of the thousands of Israel. 

17 And Moses and Aaron took these

second mouth. And they declared 
their pedigrees after tlieir families, 
according to then* fathers' houses, 
by tho number of the names, from 


twenty years old and upward, accord- 

10 ing to their polls. As JehOvah had 
commanded Moses, so he numbered 
them in the wilderness of Sinai. 

20 And the sons of Reuben, Israel’s 
eldest son, their generations, after 
their families, according to their 
fathers’ houses, by the number 
of the names, according to their 
polls, every male from twenty years 
old and upward, all that went forth 

21 to military service: those that were 
numbered of them, of the tribe of 
Reuben, were forty-six thousand five 
hundred.

And the 
children of Israel did so, and put 
them outside the camp: as Jeho¬ 
vah had said to Moses, so did the 
children of Israel. 

5 And Jehovah spoke to Moses. 

6 saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, When a man or woman shall 
commit any of all the sins of man 
to work unfaithfulness against Jeho- 

7 vali, and that soul is guilty, then 
they shall confess their sin which 
they have done; and he shall 
recompense his trespass according 
to the principal thereof, and shall 
add unto it the fifth part thereof, 
and give it unto him against whom 

8 he hath trespassed. And if the man 
have no kinsman q to recompense the 
trespass unto, the trespass which 
is recompensed to Jehovah shall be 
the priest’s, besides the ram of the 
atonement, wherewith an atonement 

9 is made for him. And every heave- 
offering of all the holy things of the 
children of Israel, which they pre¬ 
sent unto the priest, shall be his. 

10 And every man’s hallowed things 
shall be his: whatever any man 
givetli the priest shall be his. 

11 And Jehovah spoke to Moses, 

13 saying, Speak unto the children of 

Israel, and say unto them, If any 

i ‘jj-g, ‘ ouo who has the rii?ht of redemption.* 
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man’s wife go astray, and commit 

13 unfaithfulness against him, and a 
man lie witli her carnally, and it be 
hid from the eyes of her husband, 
and she be deli led in secret, and 
there be no witness against her, 

14 and she have not been caught; and 
the spirit of jealousy come upon 
him, and he be jealous of his wife, 
and she have been defiled,—or if the 
spirit of. jealousy come upon him, 
and he he jealous of his wife, and she 

15 have not been defiled,—then shall 
the man bring his w’ifc unto the 
priest, and he shall bring her offer¬ 
ing r for her, a tenth part of an epliali 
of barlejr-meal; he shall pom' no oil 
upon it, nor put frankincense there¬ 
on ; for it is an oblation of jea¬ 
lousy, a memorial oblation, bringing 

10 iniquity to remembrance. And the 
priest Hhall bring her near, and set 

17 her before Jehovah. And the priest 
shall take holy water in an earthen 
vessel; and the priest shall take of 
the duet that is on the floor of the 
tabernacle, and put it into the water. 

18 And the priest shall set the woman 
before Jehovah, and uncover the 
woman’s head, and put the me¬ 
morial oblation in her hands, which 
ie the jealousy offering; and in 
the hand of the priest shall be the 
bitter water that bringeth the curse. 

lu And the priest shall adjure her, and 
say unto the woman, If no man 
have lain with thee, and if thou hast 
not gone astray in uncleanness, in 
being with another instead of thy 
husband , 8 he free from this bitter 

20 water that bringeth the curse. But 
if thou hast gone astray to another 
instead of thy husband, and hast 
been defiled, and a man other than 
thy husband have lain with thee, 

21 —then the priest shall adjure the 
woman with the oath of cursing, 
and the priest shall say unto the 
woman : Jehovah make thee a curse 
and an oath among thy people,

when Jehovah doth make thy thigh 
to shrink, and tlijr belly to swell; 

22 and this water that bringeth the 
curse shall enter into thy bowels, to 
make the belly to swell, and the 
thigh to shrink.

And the 
priest shall write these curses in a 
book, and shall blot them out with 

24 the bitter water, and he shall cause 
the woman to drink the bitter water 
that bringeth the curse, that the 
water that bringeth the curse may 

25 enter into her, for bitterness. And 
the priest shall take out of the wo¬ 
man’s hand the oblation of jealousy, 
and shall wave the oblation before

20 This is the law of jealousies, when 
a wife goetli astray to another in¬ 
stead of her husband and is defiled, 

80 or when the spirit of jealousy cometh 
upon a man, and he is jealous as re¬ 
gards his wife; then shall he set 
the woman before Jehovah, and the 
priest shall do to her according to all 

31 this law. Then shall the man be 
free from iniquity, but that w r oman 
shall bear her iniquity. 

VI. And Jehovah spoke to Moses, 

2 saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, If a

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man or a woman have vowed the 
special vow of a Nazarite, v to conse- 

3 crate w themselves to Jehovah; lie 
shall separate himself from wine 
and strong drink : he shall drink 
no vinegar of wine, nor vinegar of 
strong drink, neither shall he drink 
any liquor of grapes, nor eat grapes, 

4 fresh or dried. All the days of his 
separation * shall he eat nothing that 
is made of the vine, from the seed* 

5 stones >' even to the skin. All the 
days of the vow of his separation 
there shall no razor come upon his 
head ; until the days be fulfilled, 
that he hath consecrated * himself 
to Jehovah, he shall be holy; he 
shall let the locks of the hair of his 

6 head grow. All the days that he 
hath consecrated him self to Jehovah, 
he shall come near no dead body. 

7 He shall not make himself unclean 
for his father, or for his mother, for 
his brother, or for his sister when 
they die ; for the consecration 2 of his 

8 God is upon his head. All the days of 
his separation he is holy to Jehovah. 

9 And if any one die unexpectedly bv 
him suddenly, and lie hath defiled 
the head of his consecration, then he 
shall shave his head on the day of 
his cleansing; on the seventh day 

10 shall he shave it. And on the eighth 
day he shall bring two turtle-doves, 
or two young pigeons, to the priest, 
at the entrance of the tent of meet- 

11 ing. And the priest shall offer one 
for a sin-offering, and the other for 
a burnt-offering, and make an atone¬ 
ment for him, for that he sinned by 
the dead person; and he shall hallow 

12 his head that some day. And he 
shall [again] consecrate to Jehovah 
the days of his separation, and shall 
bring a yearling lamb for a trespass- 
offering. But the first days are 
forfeited,® for his consecration hath 
been defiled. 

18 And this is the law of the Nazar- 

ite on the day when the days of his

This is 
the law of the Nazarite who hath 
vowed : his offering to Jehovah for 
his consecration, beside what his 
hand is able to get ; according to 
the vow which he vowed, so shall 
he do, according to the law of his 
consecration.

18 And thou slialt set the Levites before 
Aaron, and before his sons, and offer 
them as a wave-offering to Jehovah.

And 
afterwards shall the Levites come in 
to do the service of the tent of meet¬ 
ing. And thou shalt cleanse them, 


and offer them as a wave-offering. 

16 For they are wholly given unto me 
from among the children of Israel; 
instead of every one that breaketh 
open the womb, instead of every 
firstborn among the children of 
Israel, have I taken them unto me. 

17 For all the firstborn among the chil¬ 
dren of Israel are mine, both of man 
and beast; on the day that I smote 
eve 17 firstborn in the land of Egypt.

And I have given the 
Levites as a gift to Aaron and to his

ings, in the wilderness of Sinai: 
according to all that Jehovah had 
commanded Moses, so did the chil¬ 
dren of Israel.

30 against me, shall in nowise come^ 
into the land, concerning which I 
have lifted up my hand to make 
you dwell in it; save Caleb the son 
of Jephunneh, and Joshua the son of 

31 Nun. But your little ones, of whom 
ye said they should be a prey, them 
will I bring in, and they shall know 

32 the land that ye have despised. And 
as to you, your carcases shall fall in 

03 this wilderness. And your children 
shall wander k in the wilderness forty 
years, and bear your whoredoms, 
until your carcases be wasted in the 

31 wilderness. After the number of 
the days in which ye have searched 
out the land, forty days, each day for 
a year shall ye bear your iniquities 
forty years, and ye shall know mine 

35 estrangement [from you]. IJehovah 
have spoken ; I will sm'ely do it unto 
all this evil assembly which have 
gathered together against me 1 in 
this wilderness they shall be con¬ 
sumed, and there they shall die. 

8G And the men whom Moses had 
sent to search out the land, who 
returned, and made the whole as¬ 
sembly to murmur against him, by 
bringing up an evil report upon 

37 the land, even those men who had 
brought up an evil report upon the 
land, died by a plague before Jeho- 

80 vah. But Joshua the son of Nun, 
and Caleb the son of Jephunneh, 
lived still of the men that had gone 
to search out the land. 

38 And Moses told all these sayings 
to all the children of Israel; then 

40 the people mourned greatly. And 
they rose up early in the morning, 
and went up to the hill-top, saying, 
Here are we, and we will go up to 
the place of which Jehovah has 

41 spoken ; for we have sinned. And 
Moses said, "Why now do ye trans¬ 
gress the commandment of Jehovah ? 

42 but it shall not prosper! Go not 

up, for Jehovah is not among you : 
that ye be not smitten before your 

43 enemies ; for the Amalekites and the 
Canaanites are there before you, and 
ye shall fall by the sword ; for as ve 
have turned away from Jehovah, 

44 Jehovah will not be with you. Yet 
they presumed to go up to the hill¬ 
top ; but the ark of the covenant of 
Jehovah, and Moses, did not depart 

15 from the midst of the camp. And 
the Amalekites and the Canaanites 
who dwelt on that hill, came down 
and smote them, and cut them to 
pieces, as far as Hormah. 1 i 

XV. And Jehovah spoke to Moses, 

2 saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, When ye 
come into the land of your dwellings, 

3 which I give unto you, and will 
make an offering by fire to Jehovah, 
a burnt-offering or a sacrifice for 
the performance 111 of a vow, or as 
a voluntary offering, or in your set 
feasts, to make a sweet odour to 
Jehovah, of the herd or of the Hock, 

1 then shall he that presentetli his 
offering to Jehovah bring as oblation 
a terfth part of fine flour mingled 
with a fourth part of a hin of oil; 

6 and of wine for a drink-offering shnlt 
thou offer the fourth part of a hin 
with the burnt-offering, or with the 

6 sacrifice, for one lamb. And for a 
ram thou shalt offer as oblation two 
tenth parts of fine flour mingled with 

7 oil, a third part of a hin, and of wine 
for a drink-offering shalt thou offer 
the third part of a hill; for a sweet 

8 odour to Jehovah. And when thou 
offerest a bullock fora burnt-offering, 
or a sacrifice for the performance of 
a vow, or for a peace-offering to Jelio- 

8 vah, then shall they present with the 
bullock as oblation three tenth parts 
of fine flour mingled with half a hin 

10 of oil; and of wine shalt thou pre¬ 
sent half a hin, for a drink-offering, 
as an offering by fire, of a sweet 

11 odour to Jehovah. Thus shall it be

18 And all that are born in the land shall 
do these things thus, in presenting an 
offering by lire of a sweet odour to 

14 Jehovah. And if a stranger sojourn 
with you, or whoever be among you 
throughout your generations, and 
will offer an offering by fire of a 
sweet odour to Jehovah,—as ye do, 

15 so si i all he do. As to the congrega¬ 
tion, there shall be one statute for 
you, and for the stranger that so- 
joumeth with you, an everlasting 
statute throughout your generations: 
as vo arc, so shall the stranger be, 

16 before Jehovah. One law and one 
ordinance shall be for you, and for 
the stranger that sojourneth with 
you. 

17 And Jehovah spoke to Moses, say- 

16 ing, tipealt unto the children of Israel, 

and say unto them, When yo come 
into the land whither I bring you, 

19 then it shall he, when ye eat of the 
bread of the land, that ye shall offer” 

40 a heave-offering to Jehovah ; the 
first of your dough shall ye offer, 1 ' a 
cake, for a heave-offering; as the 
heave-offering of the threshing-floor, 

81 so shall ye offer" this. Of the first 
of your dough ye shall give to Jeho¬ 
vah a heave-offering throughout your 
generations. 

23 And if ye sin inadvertently, and do 
not all these commandments, which 

20 Jehovah hath spoken unto Moses, all 
that Jehovah hath commanded you 
through Moses, li’oin the day that 
Jehovah gave commandment, and 
henceforward throughout your gene- 

31 rations ; thou it shall be, if ought be 
committed by inadvertence [hid] from 
the eyes of the assembly, that the 
whole assembly shall offer one young 
bullock for a burnt-offering, for a 
sweet odour to Jehovah, and its obla¬ 
tion and its drink-offering according 
to tlie ordinance, and one buck of the 


25 goats for a sin-offering. And the 
priest shall make atonement for the 
whole assembly of the children of 
Israel, and it shall be forgiven them ; 
for it was a sin of inadvertence, and 
they have brought before Jehovah 
their offering, as an offering by fire 
to Jehovah, and their sin-offering for 
20 their [sin of] inadvertence; and it 
shall be forgiven the whole assembly 
of the children of Israel, and the 
stranger that sojourneth among 
them ; for with all the people there 
was [a sin of] inadvertence. 

27 And if one soul sin through inad¬ 
vertence, then he shall present a year- 

28 ling she-goat for a sin-offering. And 
the priest shall make atonement for 
the soul that hath done inadvertently, 
when he sinnetli by inadvertence 
before Jehovah, to make atonement 
for him; and it shall be forgiven 

20 him. For him that is born in the 
land among the children of Israel, 
find for the stranger that sojourneth 
among them—there shall be one law 
for you, for him who doeth any* 
30 thing through inadvertence. But 
the soul that doeth ought with a 
high hand, whether born in the land, 
or a stranger, he reproacheth Jeho¬ 
vah ; and that soul shall be cut off 
81 from among his people. For he 
hath despised the word of Jehovah, 
and hath broken his commandment: 
that soul shall surely be cut off; his 
iniquity is upon him. 

89 And while the children of Israel 
were ill the wilderness they found a 
man gathering sticks on the sabbath 
83 day. And they that found him 
gathering sticks brought him to 
Moses and Aaron, and to the whole 
34 assembly. And they put him in 
custody, for it was not declared what 
88 should be done to him. And Jeho¬ 
vah said to Moses, The man shall 
certainly be put to death : the whole 
assembly shall stone him with stones 
80 outside the camp. And the whole 
assembly led him outside the camp.

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and stoned him with stones, and he 
died, as Jehovah had commanded 
Moses. 

91 And Jehovah 6pok§' to Moses, 

38 saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and bid them that they make 
them tassels 0 on the corners of then- 
garments, throughout their genera¬ 
tions, and that they attach to the 
tassel of the corners a lace of blue; 

89 and it shall be unto you for a tassel, 
that ye may look upon it, and re¬ 
member all the cormnandments of 
Jehovah, and do them; and that ye 
seek not after [the lusts of] your 
own heart and your own eyes, after 

40 which ye go a w horing; that ye may 
remember and do all my command¬ 
ments, and be holy unto your God. 

41 I am Jehovah your God, who brought 
you out of the land of Egypt to be 
your God : I am Jehovah your God. 

XVI. And Korali, the son of Izliar, 
the son of Kohath, the son of Levi, 
made bold, and [with him] Dathan. 
and Abiram, the sons of Eliab, and 
On, the son of Peleth, the sons of 

2 R euben; and they rose up against 
Moses, with tw r o hundred and fifty 
men of the children of Israel, princes 
of the assembly, summoned to p the 

8 council, men of renown; and they 
gathered themselves together against 
Moses and against Aaron, and said 
to them, It is enough ; for all the 
assembly, all of them are holy, and 
Jehovah is among them; and why 
do ye lilt up yourselves above the 

4 congregation of Jehovah? When 
Moses heard this, he fell on his 

5 face. And he spoke to Korali and 
to all his band, saying, Even to-mor¬ 
row will Jehovah make known who 
is his, and who is holy; and he will 
cause him to come near to him ; and 
him whom he has chosen, him will 

6 he cause to come near to him. This 
do: take you censers, Korali, and 

7 all his band, and put fire therein, 
and lay incense thereon before Jeho¬ 
vah to-morrow; and it shall be that 


the man whom Jehovah doth choose, 
he shall be holy. It is enough, ye 

6 sons of Levi! And Moses said to 
Korah, Hear, I pray you, ye sons of 

9 Levi! Is it too little for you, that 
the God of Israel has separated you 
from the assembly of Israel, to bring 
you near to himself to do the work 
of the tabernacle of Jehovah, and to l 
stand before the assembly to minis- j 

10 ter to them?—that he has brought ' 
thee near, and all thy brethren the I 
sons of Levi with thee ; and seek ye ; 

11 now the priesthood also ? For which j 

cause thou and all thy band are 
banded together against Jehovah; 
and Aaron, who is he that ye mur¬ 
mur against him'? j 

12 And Moses sent to call Dathan j 
and Abiram, the sons of Eliab; but 

13 they said, We will not come up 1 Is 
it a small thing that thou hast brought 
us up out of a land flowing with milk 
and honey, to kill us in the wilder¬ 
ness, that thou must make thyself 

14 altogether a ruler over us ? More¬ 
over, thou hast not brought us into a 
land flowing with milk and lionev, or 
given us inheritance of fields aud ' 
vineyards: wilt thou put out the , 
eyes of these men ? we will not | 

15 come up 1 Then Moses w f as very j 
wroth, and said to Jehovah, Have ' 
no regard to their oblation : not one 
ass have I taken from them, neither 
have I hurt one of them. 

16 And Moses said to Korah, Be thou 
and all thy band before Jehovah, 
thou, and they, and Aaron, to-mor- 

17 row. And take each his censer, and 
put incense thereon, and present be¬ 
fore Jehovah every man his censer, 
two hundred and fifty censers ; and 
thou, and Aaron, each his censer. 

10 And they took each his censer, and 
put fire on them, and laid incense 
thereon, and stood before the en¬ 
trance to the tent of meeting, as well 

19 as Moses and Aaron. And Korali 
gathered tlie whole assembly against 
them to the entrance of the tent of

80 And Jehovah spoke to Moses and

faces, and said, O God,* 1 the God of 
the spirits of all flesh 1 shall one 
man sin, and wilt thou be wroth 

23 with the whole assembly? And Je- 

24 liovah spoke to Moses, saying, Speak 
unto the assembly, saying, Get you 
up from about the habitation r of 
Korah, Dathan, and Abiram. 

26 And Moses rose up and went to 
Dathan and Abiram; and the elders 
20 of Israel followed him. And he 
spoko to the assembly, saying, De¬ 
part, I pray you, from the tents of 
these wicked men, and touch nothing 
of theirs, lest ye polish in all their 
37 sins. And tlioy got up from the 
habitation r of Korah, Dathan, and 
Abiram, on every side. And Dathan 
and Abiram came out, and stood in 
the entrance of their tents, and their 
wives, and their sons, and their little 
28 ones. And Moses said, Hereby ye 
shall know that Jehovah has sent 
me to do all these deeds, for they 
30 aro not out of my own heart: if 
these men die as all men die, and 
are visited with the visitation of all 
80 men, Jehovah has not sent me ; but 
if Jehovah make a new thing, K and 
the ground open its mouth, and 
swallow them up, and all that they 
have, and they go down alive into 
Slieol, then ye shall know that these 
91 men have despised Jehovah. And 
it came to pass when he had ended 
spooking all these words, that the 
ground clave apart that was under 
88 them. And the earth opened its 
mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
lheir households, and all the men 
that belonged to Korah, and all their 
HB property. And they went down, they

and the earth covered them; and 
they perished from among the con- 

04 gregation. - And all Israel that were 
round about them fled at their cry;

And there came out a fire 
from Jehovah, and consumed the 
two hundred and fifty men that had 
presented incense. 

86 And Jehovah spoke to Moses, 

87 saying, Speak to Eleazar the son of 
Aaron the priest, that he take up the 
censers out of the burning; and scatter 
the fire afar; for they are hallowed, 

86 the censers of these sinners who have 
forfeited 4 their life; and they shall 
make them into broad plates for the 
covering of the altar; for they pre¬ 
sented them before Jehovah, there¬ 
fore they are hallowed; and they 
shall be a sign unto the children of 

39 Israel. And Eleazar the priest took 
the copper censers, which they that 
were burnt had presented ; and they 
were made broad plates for a covor- 

40 ing of tlie altar: as a memorial to 
the children of Israel, that no stran¬ 
ger who is not of the seed of Aaron 
come near to burn 7 incense before 
Jehovah, that he be not as Korali, 
and as his band,—as Jehovah had 
said to hiiu w through Moses. 

41 And the whole assembly of the 
children of Israel murmured on the 
morrow against Moses and against 
Aaron, saying, Yo have killed the 

48 people of Jehovah. And it came 
to pass, when the assembly was 
gathered together against Moses and 
against Aaron, that they looked to¬ 
ward the tent of meeting, and be¬ 
hold, the cloud covered it, and the 

43 glory of Johovah appeared. And 
Moses and Aaron went before the 

44 tent of meeting. And Jeliovab spoke 

46 to Moses, saying. Get you up from 

the midst of this assembly, and I 
will consume them in a moment.

2 saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and take of them a staff, a 
staff for each father’s house, of all 
their princes according to the houses 
of their fathers, twelve staves: thou 
shalt write each one’s name upon 

8 his staff. And Aaron’s name shalt 
thou write upon the staff of Levi; 
for one staff shall be for [each] head 

4 of their fathers’ houses. And thou 
shalt lay them up in the tent of 
meeting before the testimony, wdiere 

5 I meet with you. And it shall come 
to pass, that the man whom I shall 
choose, his staff shall bud forth; and 
I w T ill make to cease from before me 
the murmunngs of the children of 
Israel, that they murmur against 
you. 

6 And Moses spoke to the children 
of Israel; and all their princes gave 
him a staff, one staff for each prince 
according to their fathers’ houses, 
twelve staves, and the staff of Aaron 

7 w T as among their staves. And Moses 
laid the staves before Jehovah in 

8 the tent of the testimony. And it 
came to pass, when on the morrow 


Moses went into the tent of the 
testimony, behold, the staff of Aaron 
for the house of Levi had budded, 
and brought forth buds, and bloomed 

9 blossoms, and ripened almonds. And j 
Moses brought out all the staves 
from before Jehovah to all the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and they looked and 

10 took each one his staff. And Jeho¬ 
vah said to Moses, Bring Aaron’s j 
staff again before the testimony, to 
be kept as a token for the sons of 
rebellion, that thou mayest put an | 
end to their murmurings before me, 

11 that they may not die. And Moses 
did so : as Jehovah had commanded i 
him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Israel spoke 
to Moses, saying, Lo, we expire, we 

13 perish, we all perish. Every one 
that comes at all near to the taber¬ 
nacle of Jehovah shall die : shall we 
then expire altogether ? 

XVIII. And Jehovah said to Aaron, 
Thou and thy sons and thy fa¬ 
ther’s house with thee shall bear the 
iniquity of the sanctuary; and thou 
and thy sons with thee shall bear 

2 the iniquity of your priesthood. And 
thy brethren also, the tribe of Levi, 
the tribe of thy father, bring near 
with thee, that they may unite 1 with 
thee, and minister imto thee; but 
thou and thy sons with thee [shall 
serve] before the tent of the testi- 

9 mony. And they shall keep tliy 
charge, and the charge of the whole 
tent: only they shall not come near 
to the vessels of the sanctuary and to 
the altar, that they may not die, 

4 and you as well as they. And they 
shall unite with thee, and keep the 
charge of the tent of meeting, for all 
the sendee of the tent; and no stran- 

5 ger shall come near to you. And ye 
shall keep the charge of the sanctuary. 
and the charge of the altar; that 
there come no wrath any more upon 

8 the children of Israel. And I, behold, 

I have taken your brethren, the 
Levites, from among the children of

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Israel; to you are they given as a gift 
for Jehovah to perform the service 

7 of the tent of meeting. But tliou anil 
thy sons with thee shall attend to 
your priesthood for all that con- 
cerneth the altar, aud for that which 
is inside the veil ; and ye shall per¬ 
form the service: I give you your 
priesthood as a service of gift, and 
the stranger that eometli near shall 
be put to death. 

9 And Jehovah spoke to Aaron, 
And i, behold, I have given thee the 
charge of my heave-offerings, of all 
the hallowed things of the children 
of Israel; to thee have I given them, 
because of the anointing, and to thy 

9 sons by an everlasting statute. This 
shall bo thine of the most holy 
things, [reserved] from the fire: 
every offering* of theirs, of all their 
oblations, and of all their sin-offer¬ 
ings,and of all their trespass-offerings, 
which they render unto me, it is 
most hoty for thee and for thy sons. 

10 As most holy 15 slialt thou eat it: every 
male shall eat it; it shall be holy 

11 unto thee. And this shall be thine : 
the heave-offering of their gift, with 
all the wave-offerings of the children 
of Israel; I liavo given them unto 
thee, and to thy sons and to thy 
daughters with thee, by an everlast¬ 
ing statute; every one that is clean 

12 in thy house shall eat of it. All the 
best 1 * of the oil, and all the best a of 
the new wine, and of the wheat, the 
ffrstfrnits of them which they give to 

19 Jehovah, have I given thee. The 
first ripe of everything that is in their 
land, which they shall bring to Je¬ 
hovah, shall be thine ; every one that 
is clean in thy house shall eat of it. 

14 Every devoted thing in Israel shall 

13 ho Lhiuo. Everything that breaketh 
open the womb of all flesh, which 
they present to Jehovah, of men or 
of beasts, shall be thine ; nevertheless

the firstborn of man slialt thou in 
any case ransom, and the firstborn 
of unclean beasts slialt thou ransom. 

10 And those that are to be ransomed 
from a month old slialt thou ran¬ 
som, according to thy valuation, for 
the money of five shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary, which is 

17 twenty geralis. But the firstborn of 
a cow, or the firstborn of a sheep, or 
tiie firstborn of a goat, thou slialt 
not ransom: they are holy. Thou 
slialt sprinkle their blood on the 
altar, and their fat slialt thou burn b 
as an offering by fire for a sweet 

10 odour to Jehovah. And their flesh 
shall be thine; as the wave-breast 
and as the right shoulder shall it be 

19 thine. All the heave-offerings of the 
holy things, which the children of 
Israel offer c to Jehovah, have I given 
thee, and to thy sons and to thy 
daughters with thee, by an everlast¬ 
ing statute : it shall be an everlasting 
covenant of salt before Jehovah unto 
thee and thy seed with thee. 

20 And Jehovah said to Aaron, In 
their land tliou slialt have no in¬ 
heritance, neither slialt thou have 
any portion among them: I am 
thy portion and thine inheritance 

21 among the children of Israel. And 
to the children of Levi, behold, I 
have given all the tithes in Israel 
for an inheritance, for 11 their service 
which they perform, the service of 

22 the tent of meeting. Neither shall 
the children of Israel henceforth 
come near the tent of meeting, to 

28 bear sin and die. But the Levite, 
he shall perform the service of the 
tent of meeting, and they 0 shall bear 
their iniquity: it is an everlasting 
statute throughout your generations. 
And among the children of Israel 
shall they possess no inheritance; 

21 for I have given for an inheritance 
to the Levites the tithes of the cliil-

25 And Jehovah spoke to Moses, say- 

20 ing, And to the Levites shalt thou 
speak, and say unto them, When ye 
take of the children of Israel the 
tithes which I have given you from 
them for your inheritance, then ye 
shall offer a heave-offering from it 
for Jehovah, the tenth of the tithe. 

27 And your heave-offering shall be 
reckoned unto you, as the corn from 
the threshing-floor, and as the ful- 

20 ness of the winepress. Thus ye 
also shall offer Jehovah’s heave¬ 
offering of all your tithes, which ye 
take of the children of Israel; and 
ye shall give thereof Jehovah’s lieave- 

29 offering to Aaron the priest. Out of 
all that is given you ye shall offer 
the whole heave-offering of Jehovah, 
—of all the best f thereof the hallow - 

30 ed part thereof. And thou shalt say 
unto them, When ye heave the l>est f 
thereof from it, then it shall be 
counted unto the Levites as produce 
of the threshing-floor, and as pro- 

81 duce of the winepress. And ye shall 
cat it in every place, ye and your 
households; for it is your reward fot B 
your service in the tent of meeting. 

82 And ye shall bear no sin by reason 
of it, if ye heave from it the best 1 of 
it; and ye shall not pollute the holy 
things of the children of Israel, lest 
ye die. 

XIX. And Jehovah spoke to Moses 
2 and to Aaron, saying, This is the 
statute of the law which Jehovah 
hath commanded, saying, Speak un¬ 
to the children of Israel, that they 
bring thee a red heifer without ble¬ 
mish, wherein is no defect, and upon 
8 which never came yoke; and ye 
shall give it to Eleazar the priest, 
and he shall bring it outside the

And the priest shall 
take cedar-wood, and hyssop, and

And the 
priest shall wash his garments, and 
he shall bathe his flesh in water, 
and afterwards he shall come into 
the camp; and the priest shall be 

6 unclean until the even ; and he that 
hath burned it shall wash his gar¬ 
ments in water, and bathe his flesh 
in water, and shall be unclean until 
9 the even.

1 And he that 
hath gathered the ashes of the heifer 
shall wash his clothes, and be un¬ 
clean until the even. And it shall 
be unto the children of Israel, and 
unto the stranger that sojourneth 
among them, an everlasting statute. 

11 He that toucheth a dead person, 
any dead body of a man, shall he 

18 unclean seven day’s. He shall purify k 
himself with it on the third day 7 , and 
on the seventh day 7 he shall be clean : 
but if he purify not himself the third 
day 7 , then the seventh day he shall 
13 not be clean. Whoever toucheth 
a dead person, the dead body of a 
man that is dead, and purifietli not 
himself, defileth the tabernacle of 
Jehovah; and that soul shall be cut 
off from Israel; for the water of 
separation was not sprinkled upon 
him: he shall be imelean; his un¬ 
cleanness is y r et upon him.

And the man that 
is unclean, and doth not purify him¬ 
self, that soul shall be cut off from 
the midst of the congregation, for lie 
hath defiled the sanctuary of Jeho¬ 
vah : the water of separation hath 
not been sprinkled on him: he is 
1 21 unclean. And it shall be an ever¬ 
lasting statute unto them. And bo 
that sprinkleth the water of separa¬ 
tion slmll wash his garments, and 
ho that touchetli the water of sepa¬ 
ration shall be unclean until even. 

2a And whatever the unclean person 
touchetli shall be unclean ; and the 
soul that touchetli it shall be unclean 
until even. 

*XX. And the children of Israel, the 
whole assembly, came into the desert 
of Zin, in the first month; and the 
people abode at Kadosh; and Miriam 
died there, and was buried there. 

3 And there was no water for the 
assembly, and they gathered them¬ 


selves together against Moses and 

8 against Aaron. And the people con¬ 
tended with Moses, and spoke, say¬ 
ing, Would that we had died when 
our brethren died before Jehovah ! 

4 And why have ye brought the con¬ 
gregation of Jehovah into this wilder¬ 
ness, that we should die there, we

made us to go up out of Egypt, to

18 These are the waters of Meribah, 1 
whore the children of Israel contend¬ 
ed with Jehovah, and he hallowed 
himself in them. 

14 And Moses sent messengers from 
Kadesli to the king of Edom, Tiius 
says thy brother Israel : Thou

15 befallen us, how our fathers went 
down to Egypt* and we dwelt in 
Egypt a long time, and the Egyp¬

10 fathers; and when we cried to Jeho¬ 
vah, he heard our voice, and sent an 
angel, and brought us forth out of 
Egypt; and behold, we are at Ka- ;

Let us pass, I pray thee, | 
through thy country; we will not 
pass through fields, or through vine¬ 
yards, neither will we drink water 
out of the wells: we will go by the , 
king’s road ; we will not turn to the

But Edom 
said to him, Thou slialt not pass by 
me, lest I come out against thee 

19 with the sword. And the children 
of Israel said to him, We will go by 
the high way; and if we drink of 
thy water, I and my cattle, then I 
will pay for it: I will only, without 
any tiling else, go through on my 

20 feet. And he said, Thou slialt not 
go through. And Edom came out 
against him with much people, and i 

81 with a strong hand. Thus Edom 
refused to give Israel passage through 
liis territory; and Israel turned aw'ay 
£rom him. 

22 ' And they removed from Kadesli; 
and the children of Israel, the whole 

28 assembly, came to mount Hor. And 
Jehovah spoke to Moses and to 
Aaron in mount Hor, on the border 

24 of the land of Edom, saying, Aaron 
shall be gathered unto his peoples; 
for he shall not enter into the land 
that I have given unto the children 
of Israel, because ye rebelled against 
my co mm andment at the waters of 

25 Meribah. Take Aaron and Eleazar 
his son, and bring them up unto

7 people of Israel died. And the peo¬ 
ple came to Moses and said, We 
have sinned, in that w T e have spoken 
against Jehovah, and against thee: 
pray to Jehovah that he take away 
the serpents from us. Aud Moses 

8 prayed for the people. And Jcho-

10 And from thence to Beer : l that is 
tlie well of which Jehovah spoke to 
M oses, Assemble the peojdc, and I 
1 17 will give them water. Then Israel 
sang this song,

and we have laid [them] waste 
even unto Nopliah, which reacheth 
unto Medeba. 1 

81 And Israel dwelt in the land of 

32 the Amorites. And Moses sent to

To 
those that were of the families of 
the sons of Manasseh the son of 
Joseph wei’e they married; and 
their inheritance remained 8 in the 
tribe of the family of their father.

THE FIFTH BOOK OF MOSES, CALLED 


DEUTEKONOMY. 


I. These are the words which Moses 
spoke to all Israel on this side the 
Jordan, in the wilderness, in the 
plain, a opposite to Suph, between 
Paran and Tophel, Laban, Hazeroth, 

2 and Dizalmb. There are eleven days’ 
journey from Horeb by the way of 
mount Seir to Kadesh-bamea. 

8 And it came to pass in the fortieth 
year, in the eleventh month, on the 
first of the month, that Moses spoke 
to the children of Israel, according 
to all that Jehovah had given him 

4 in co mm and to them ; after he had 
smitten Sihon the king of the Amor- 
ites, who dwell at Heslibon, and Og 
the king of Bashan, who dwelt at 

5 Ashtaroth [and 1 ] at Edrei. On this 
side the Jordan, in the land of Moab, 
began Moses to unfold c this law, say- 

c ing, Jehovah our God spoke unto us 
in Horeb, saying, Ye have staid long 

7 enough in this mountain. Turn and 
take your journey, and go to the liili- 
country of the Amorites, and unto all 
the neighbouring places in the plain, 
in the mountain, and in the low¬ 
land, d and in the south, e and by the 
seaside, the land of the Canaanites, 
and Lebanon, unto the great river, 

0 the river Euphrates. Behold, I have 
set the land before you: go in and 
possess the land which Jehovah 
swore unto your fathers, to Abraham, 
to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give unto 
them and to their seed after them. 

9 And I spoke unto you at that time, 
saying, I am not able to bear you 

10 myself alone. Jehovah your God 
hath multiplied you, and behold, ye 
are this day as the stars of heaven 


11 for multitude. Jehovah, the God of 
your fathers, make you a thousand 
times so many more as ye are, and 
bless you as he hath said unto you! 

12 How can I myself alone sustain 
your wear, and your burden, and 

13 your 6trife ? Provide you wise and 
understanding and known men, ac 
cording to your tribes, that I may 

14 make them your chiefs.* And ye 
answered me, and said. The thing 
that thou hast spoken is good [for us 

15 to do. So I took the chiefs* of your 
tribes, wise men and known, and 
made them chiefs* over you, cap¬ 
tains of thousands, and captains of 
hundreds, and captains of fifties, 
and captains of tens, and officers 8 for 

16 your tribes. And I commanded 
your judges at that time, saying. 
Hear [the causes] between your 
brethren, and judge righteously be¬ 
tween a man and his brother, and 
him also that sojoumeth with him. 

17 Ye shall not respect persons in 
judgment: ye shall hear the small 
as well as the great; ye shall not be 
afraid of the face of man, for the 
judgment is God’s; and the matter 
that is too hard for yon shall 
bring to me, that I may hear it. 

10 And I commanded you at that time 
all the things that ye should do. 

19 And we departed from Horeb and 
went through all that great and 
terrible wilderness, which ye saw. 
ou the way to the mountain u of the 
Amorites, ns Jehovah our God had 
commanded us; and we came to 

20 Kadesh-barnea. And I said unto 
you, Ye are come unto the mountain

We will send 
men before us, who shall examine 
the land for us, and bring us word 
again of the way by which we must

And the matter was 
good in mine eyes; and I took 
twelve men of you, one man for a 

24 tribe. And they turned and went up 
into the mountain, and caine to the 
valley of Eshcol, and searched it 

25 out. And they took of the fruit of the 
land in their hand, and brought it 
down unto us, and brought us an¬ 
swer, and said, The land is good 
that Jehovah our God hath given us. 

2fi But ye would not go up, and rebelled 
against the word 1 of Jehovah your 

27 God; and ye murmured in your 
tents, and {-aid, Because Jehovah 
hated us, he hath brought us forth 
out of tlie land of Egypt, to deliver 
us into the hand of the Amorites, to 

28 destroy us. Whither shall we go 
up? Our brethren hare made our 
hearts melt, saying, [They are] a 
people greater and taller than we; 
the cities are great and walled up to 
heaven ; and moreover we have seen 

2,1 the sons of the Anakim there. And 
I said unto you, Be not afraid, 

30 neither fear them; Jehovah your 
God who goetli before you, he will 
fight for you, according to all that 
he did for you in Egypt before your 

81 eyes ; ami in the wilderness where 
tlum hast seen that Jehovah thy 
God bore thee, as a yiftii doth bear 
his son, in all the way that ye went, 

12 until vo came to this place. But 
in this thing ye did not believe Je- 

33 hovuh your God, who went in the 
way before you, to search you out a

34 And Jehovah heard the voice of your

36 to give unto your fathers I , Except 
Caleb the son of Jephunneli, he 
shall see it, and to him will I give 
the land that he hath trodden upon, 
and to his children, because he hath 

37 wholly followed Jehovah. Also Je¬ 
hovah was angry with me on your 
account, saying, Thou also shalt not 

88 go in thither. Joshua the son of Nun, 
who standeth before thee, he shall 
go in thither; strengthen him, for 
lie shall cause Israel to inherit it. 

80 And your little ones, of whom ye 
said, They shall be a prey, and your 
children, who this day know neither 
good nor evil, they shall go in thither, 
and tmto them will I give it, and 

40 they shall possess it. But ye, turn, 
and take your journey into the wil¬ 
derness by the way of the Red sea. 

41 —And ye answered and said unto 
me, We have sinned against Jeho¬ 
vah, we will go up and fight, ac¬ 
cording to all that Jehovah our 
God hath commanded us. And ye 
girded on every man his weapons of 
war, and ye would go presumptuous- 

42 ly up the hill. 1 And Jehovah said 
to me, Say unto them, Go not up, 
neither fight; for I am not among 
you; lest ye be smitten before your 

48 enemies. And I spoke unto you, lmt 
ye would not hear, and ye rebelled 
against the word of Jehovah, and 
acted presumptuously, and went up

3 vali spoke to me, saying, Ye have 
gone round this mountain long

command the people, saying, Ye 
are to pass through the border of 
your brethren the children of Esau, 
who dwell in Seir; and they will be 
afraid of you; and ye shall be very 

6 guarded: attack them not; for I 
will not give you of their land, no, 
not so much as a foot-breadth; for 
I have given mount Seir as a posses- 

6 sion unto Esau. Ye shall buy of them 
food for money, that ye may eat; 
and water shall ye also buy of them 

7 for money, that ye may drink; for 
Jehovah tliy God hath blessed thee 
in all the work of thy hand. He 
hath known thy walking through this 
great wilderness: these forty years 
hath Jehovah thy God been with 
thee; thou hast lacked nothing. 

8 And we passed by from our breth¬ 
ren the children of Esau, who dwelt 
in Seir, by the plain, by Elatli, and 
by Ezion-geber, and we turned and 
passed by the way of the wilderness 

9 of Moab. And Jehovah said to me, 
Distress not the Moabites, neither 
engage with them in battle; for I 
will not give thee of their land a pos¬ 
session ; for unto the children of 
Lot have I given Ar as a possession. 

10 (The Emim dwelt therein in times 
past, a people great, and many, and 

11 tall as the Anakirn. They also are 
reckoned as giants m like the Anakirn; 
but the Moabites call them Emim. 

12 And in Seir dwelt the Horites in 
times past; and the children of Esau 
dispossessed them, and destroyed 
them from before them, and dwelt

15 them. Moreover the hand of Jeho¬ 
vah was against them to destroy 
them from the midst of the camp, 
until they were consumed. 

16 And it came to pass when all the 
men of war were consumed, having 

17 died off from among the people, that 

18 Jehovah spoke to me, saying, Thou 
art to pass this day over the border 

19 of Moab, [which is] At, and come 
near over against the children of Am¬ 
mon ; thou shalt not distress them 
nor attack them ; for I w ill not give 
thee of the land of the children of 
Ammon a possession; for unto the 
children of Lot have I given it as a 

20 possession. (That also is reckoned 
a land of giants: giants dw’elt therein 
in time past, and the Ammonites call 

21 them Zamzummim ; a people great, 
and many, and tall as the Ana kirn : 
and Jehovah destroyed them before 
them, and they dispossessed them, 

22 and dwelt in then* stead; as he did 
to the children of Esau, who dwelt 
in Seir, from before wdiom he de¬ 
stroyed the Horites; and they dis¬ 
possessed them, and dwelt in their 

23 stead, even to this day. And the 
Avvites who dwelt in the hamlets as 
far as Gazah—the Cnphtorim, who 
came out of Caphtor, destroyed

land ; and thou skalt do unto him 
as thou didst unto Sihon the king 
of the Amorites, who dwelt at Hesli- 

fl bon. And Jehovah our God gave 
into our hand Og the king of Ba- 
6han also, and all his people ; and we 
smote him until none was left to him 

4 remaining. And we took all his cities 
at that time : there was not a town 
which we took not from them, sixty 
cities, the w'liole regiou of Argob, the 

5 kingdom of Og in Baskan. All these 
cities were fortified with high walls, 
gates, and bars ; besides unwalled 

8 towns very many. And we utterly 
destroyed them, as we had done to 
Sihon the king of Heshbon, utterly 
destroying every city, men, women 

7 and little ones. But all the cattle 
and the spoil of the cities we took as 

8 booty for ourselves. And we took 
at that time the land out of the hand 
of the two kings of the Amorites, that 
wore on this side the Jordan, from the 

6 river Arnon to mount Hermon (the 
Sidonians call Hermon Silion, and 

10 the Amorites call it Senir*) : all the 
cities of the plateau, and all Gilead, 
and all Baskan, as far as Saleliah 
and Edrei, the cities of the kingdom 

11 of Og in Baskan. For only Og the 
king of Baskan remained of the re¬ 
sidue of giants : behold, his bedstead 
was a bedstead of iron ; is it not in 
Rabbah of the children of Ammon ? 
its length was nine cubits, and its

breadth four cubits, after the cubit 1 

12 of a man. And this land we took 
in possession at that time. From 
Aroer, which is by the river Amon, 
and the half of mount Gilead, and its 
cities, I gave to the Reubenites and 

19 to the Gadites; and the rest of Gilead, 
and all Bash an, the kingdom of 
Og, I gave to half the tribe of Ma- 
nassek. (The whole region of Argob, 
even 11 all Bashan, is called a land of 

14 giants. Jair the son of Manasseh 
took the whole region of Argob as 
far as the border of the Geshurites 
and Maachafchites, and called Ba¬ 
shan after his own name, Havotk- 

15 Jair, v to this daj 7 .) And I gave 

1G Gilead to Machir. And to the Reu¬ 
benites and to the Gadites I gave 
from Gilead even to the river Amon, 
the middle of the ravine and its bor¬ 
der, as far as the river Jabbok, the 
border of the children of Ammon; 

17 the plain w also, and the Jordan, and 
[its] border from Chinnereth as far 
as the sea of the plain, w the salt sea, 
under the slopes of Pisgak eastward. 

18 And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, Jehovah your God hath 
given you this land to take posses¬ 
sion of it: ye shall pass over aimed 
before your brethren the children of 
Israel, all [who are] combatants. 

10 Only your wives, and your little ones, 
and your cattle,—I know that ye 
have much cattle,—shall abide in 
your cities which I have given you, 

20 until Jehovah give rest to your breth¬ 
ren, as well as to you, and they also 
take possession of the land that Je¬ 
hovah your God givetli them beyond 
the Jordan; then shall ye return, each 
man to his possession, which I have 

21 given you. And I commanded Joshua 
at that time, saying, Thine eyes have 
seen all that Jehovah your God hath 
done to these two kings: so will 
Jehovah do to all the kingdoms to 


22 which thou shalt go. 1 Ye shall not 
fear them; for Jehovah your God, he 
will fight for you. 

29 And I besought Jehovah at that 

24 time, saying, Lord Jehovah, thou 
hast begun to shew thy’ servant thy 
greatness, and thy powerful hand; 
for what God y is in the heavens or in 
the earth that can do like to thy 

25 works, and like to thy might? Let 
me go over, I pray thee, and see the 
good 2 land that is beyond the Jordan, 
that goodly* mountain, and Lebanon. 

20 But Jehovah was wroth with me on 
yom* account, and did not hear me : 
and Jehovah said to me, Let it suf¬ 
fice thee; speak no more unto me of 

27 this matter! Go up to the top of Pis- 
gall, and lift up thine eyes westward, 
and northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and behold it with thine 
eyes ; for thou shalt not go over this 

29 J ordan. But charge Joshua, and en¬ 
courage him and strengthen him; 
for he shall go over before this people, 
and he shall put them in possession 
of the land which thou shalt see. 

29 And we abode in the valley opposite 
to Beth-Peor. 

IV. And now, Israel, hearken to the 
statutes and to the ordinances which 
I teach you, to do [them], that ye 
may live, and go in and possess the 
land which Jeliovah the God of your 

2 fathers givetli you. Ye shall not add 

o v 

to the word which I command vou, 
neither shall ye take from it, that ye 
may keep the commandments of Je¬ 
hovah your God which I command 

3 you. Your eyes have seen what 
Jehovah did because of Baol-Peor; 
for all the men that followed Baal- 
Peor, Jehovah thy God hath destroy- 

4 ed them from among you; but ye 
that did cleave to Jehovah your God 
are alive every one of you this day. 

6 See, I have taught you statutes and 
ordinances, even as Jehovah my

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God commanded me, that ye may 
do so in the land into which ye 
enter to possess it. And ye shall 
keep and do them; for that will be 
your wisdom and your understand¬ 
ing before the eyes of the peoples 
that shall hear all these statutes, 
and say, Verily this great nation is 
a wise and understanding people. 

7 For what great nation is there that 
hath God a near to them as Jehovah 
our God is in everything we call 

8 upon him for ? And what great 
nation is there that hath righteous 
statutes and ordinances, as all this 
law which I set before you this day ? 

0 Only take heed to thyself, and keep 
thy soul diligently, lest thou forget 
the things that thine eyes have seen 
(and lest they depart from thy heart 
all the days of thy life; but thou 
shnlt make them known to thy sons 

10 and to thy sons’ sons), the day that 
thou stoodest before Jehovah thy 
God in Horeb, when Jehovah said to 
me, Gather me the people together, 
that I may cause them to hear my 
words, that they may learn them, and 
lear me all the days that they live 
upon tho earth, and teach them to 

11 their children. And ye came near 
and stood under the mountain ; and 
the mountain burned with lire to 
the heart of heaven, with darkness, 

13 clouds, and obscurity. And Jehovah 
spoke to you from the midst of the 
fire: ye heard the voice of the words, 
but yo saw no form; only [ye heard] 

13 a voice. And he declared to you his 
covenant, which he commanded you 
to do, tho ten words; and he wrote 
them on two tables of stone. 

11 And Jehovah commanded me at 
that time to teach you statutes and 
ordinances, that ye might do them 
in tho land whither ye are passing 

15 over to possess it. And take great 
heed to your souls (for ye saw no 
form on the day that Jehovah spoke 
to you in Iloreb from the midst of

16 the fire), lest ye corrupt yourselves, 
and make you a graven image, the 
form of any figure, the pattern of 

17 male or female, the pattern of any 
beast that is on the earth, the pattern

18 heaven, the pattern of anything that 
creepeth on the ground, the pattern 
of any fish that is in the waters 

19 under the earth; and lest thou lift 
up thine eyes to the heavens, and see 
the sun, and the moon, and the stars, 
the whole host of heaven, and be 
drawn away and bow down to them 
and serve them, which Jehovah 
thy God hath assigned unto all peo- 

20 pies under the whole heaven. But 
you hath Jehovah taken, and hath 
brought you forth out of the iron 
furnace, out of Egypt, that ye might 
be to him a people of inheritance, as 
it is this day. 

21 And Jehovah was angry with me 
on your account, and swore that I 
should not go over the Jordan, and 
that I should not enter in to that good 
land which Jehovah thy God givetli 

22 thee [for] an inheritance ; for I shall 
die in this land, I shall not go over 
the Jordan ; but ye shall go over, 

23 and possess this good land. Take 
heed to yourselves lest ye forget 
the covenant of Jehovah your God, 
which he made with you, and make 
yourselves a graven image, the form 
of anything which Jehovah thy God 

24 hath forbidden b thee. For Jehovah 
thy God is a consuming fire, a jealous 
God. c 

25 When thou begettest sons, and 
sons’ sons, and ye have remained 
long in the land, and shall corrupt 
yourselves, and make a graven image, 
the form of anything, and do evil 
in the sight of Jehovah thy God, to 

20 provoke him to anger, I call heaven 
and earth to witness against you 
this day, that ye shall soon utterly 
perish from off the land whercunto 
ye pass over the Jordan to possess 

c EL 
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it: ye shall not prolong your days 
on it, but shall be utterly destroyed. 
27 And Jehovah will scatter you among 
the peoples, and ye shall be left a 
small company d among the nations 
to which Jehovah will lead you. 
20 And ye shall there serve gods, the 
work of men's hands, wood and 
stone, which neither see, nor hear, 
33 nor eat, nor smell. And from thence 
ye shall seek Jehovah thy God, and 
thou shalt find him, if thou shalt 
seek him with tliy whole heart and 
30 with thy whole soul. In thy tribu¬ 
lation, and when all these things 
shall come upon thee, at the end of 
days, thou shalt return to Jehovah 
thy God, and shalt hearken to his 
81 voice,—for Jehovah thy God is a 
merciful God, e —he will not forsake 
thee, neither destroy thee, nor forget 
the covenant of thy fathers which 
he swore unto them. 

33 For ask now of the days that are 
past, which were before thee, since 
the day that God created man on the 
earth, and from one end of the hea¬ 
vens to the other end of the heavens, 
whether there hath been anything as 
this great thing is, or if anything 

33 hath been heard like it? Did [ever] 
people hear the voice of God speak¬ 
ing from the midst of the fire, as thou 

34 hast heard, and live ? Or hath God 
essayed to come to take him a nation 
from the midst of a nation, by trials, 
by signs, and by wonders, and by 
war, and by a powerful hand, and 
by a stretched-out arm, and by great 
teiTors, according to all that Jehovah 
your God did for you in Egypt before 

83 your eyes? Unto thee it was shewn, 
that thou mightest know that Jeho¬ 
vah, he is God—there is none other 
90 besides him. From the heavens lie 
made thee hear liis voice, that he 
might instruct thee; and on the 
earth he shewed thee his great fire ; 
and thou heardest his words from 
37 the midst of the fire. And because

he loved thy fathers, and chose their 
seed after them, he brought thee out 
with his countenance, with his great 

98 power, out of Egypt, to dispossess 
nations from before thee greater and 
mightier than thou art, to bring thee 
in, to give thee their land for an in - 

30 heritance, as it is this day. Thou 
shalt know therefore this da}', and 
consider it in thy heart, that Jeho¬ 
vah, he is God in the heavens above, 
and on the earth beneath : [there is] 

40 none else. And thou shalt keep his 
statutes, and his commandments, 
which I command thee this day, that 
it may be well with thee and with 
thy sons after thee, and that thou 
mayest prolong thy days on the land 
which Jehovah thy God giveth thee, 
for ever. 1 

41 Then Moses separated three cities 
on this side the Jordan toward 

42 the sun-rising, that the man-slayer 
might flee thither, who should kill his 
neighbour unawares, and hated him 
not previously, that fleeing to one of 

43 these cities, he might live : Bezer in 
the wilderness, in the plateau,® of the 
Reubenites, and Raraotli in Gilead, 
of the Gadites, and Golan in Bashan, 
of the Manassites. 

44 And this is the law which Moses 
set before the children of Israel: 

45 these are the testimonies, and the sta¬ 
tutes, and the ordinances that Moses 
declared to the children of Israel. 

46 when they came out of Egypt, on this 
side the Jordan, in the valley opposite 
to Beth-Peor, in the land of Silion the 
king of the Amorites, who dwelt iu 
Heshbon, whom Moses and the chil¬ 
dren of Israel smote when they came 

47 out of Egypt; and the} 7- took posses¬ 
sion of liis land, and the land of Og 
the king of Bashan, two kings of the 
Amorites, who were on this side the 

48 Jordan, toward the sun-rising; from 
Aroer, which is on the bank of the 
river Anion, as far as mount Sion, 

49 which is Hermon, and all the plain

V. And Moses called to all Israel, 
and said to them, Hear, Israel, the 
statutes and the ordinances that I 
speak in your ears this day, and learn 
them, and keep them to do them. 

2 Jehovah our God made a cove* 

3 nant with us in Horeb. Not with 
our fathers did Jehovah make this 
covenant, but with us, [even] us, 
those [who are] here alive all of us 

* this day. Face to face on the moun¬ 
tain from the midst of the fire Jeho- 
5 vah spoke with you (I stood between 
Jehovah and you at that time, to 
declare to you the word of Jehovah; 
for ye were afraid by reason of the 
lire, and went not up to the moun- 
c ' tain), saying, I am Jehovah thy God 
who have brought thee out of the 
land of Egypt, out of the house of 
7 bondage. 11 Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me. 

H Thou shalt not make thyself any 
graven image, any form of what is 
in the heavens above, or what is in 
the earth beneath, or what is in the 
0 waters under the earth : thou shalt 
not bow down thyself to them, nor 
serve them; for I, Jehovah thy 
God, am a jealous God, 1 visiting the 
iniquity of the fathers upon the sons,! 
and upon the third and upon the 
fourth [generation] of them that hate 
19 me, and shewing mercy k unto thou¬ 
sands of them that love me and keep 
my commandments. 

11 Thou Hlialt not idly 1 utter the 
name of Jehovah thy God; for Je¬ 
hovah will not hold him guiltless 
that idly* uttereth his name. 

12 Keep the sabbath day to hallow 
it, us Jehovah thy God hath com- 

I!1 mended thee. Six days shalt thou 
11 labour, and do all tby work; but the 
seventh day is the sabbath of Je-

hovah thy God: thou shalt not do 
any work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy 
daughter, nor thy bondman, nor thy 
handmaid, nor thine ox, nor thine 
ass, nor any of thy cattle, nor thy 
sojourner m that is within thy gates ; 
that thy bondman and thy liand- 

15 maid may rest as well as thou. And 
thou shalt remember that thpu wast 
a bondman in the land of Egypt, 
and that Jehovah thy God brought 
thee out thence with a powerful 
hand and with a stretched-out arm; 
therefore Jehovah thy God hath com¬ 
manded thee to observe the sabbath 
day. 

1(5 Honour thy father and thy mother, 
as Jehovah thy God hath command¬ 
ed thee; that thy days may be pro¬ 
longed, and that it may be well 
With thee in the land which Jehovah 
thy God giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill. n 

18 Neither shalt thou commit adul¬ 
tery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou bear false wit¬ 
ness against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy 
neighbour’s wife, neither shalt thou 
covet thy neighboiu’s house, his 
field,.nor his bondman, nor his hand¬ 
maid, his ox, nor his ass, nor any¬ 
thing that is thy neighbour’s. 

22 These words Jehovah spoke to all 
your congregation on the mountain 
from the midst of the fire, of the 
cloud, and of the obscurity, with a 
great voice, and lie added no more; 
and he wrote them on two tables of 

23 stone, and gave them to me. And 
it came to pass, when ye heard the 
voice from the midst of the dark¬ 
ness, and the mountain burned with 
fire, that ye came near to me, all 
the heads of your tribes, and your 

34 elders; and ye said, Behold, Je¬ 
hovah our God has shewn us his

25 And now, why should we die ? for 
this great fire will con some ns. If 
we hear the voice of Jehovah onr 
v ' God any more, we shall die. For 
who is there of all fiesh, that has 
heard the voice of the living God 
speaking from the midst of the fire, 
27 as we, and has lived ? Come thou 
near, and hear all that Jehovah our 
God will say; and speak thon to 
ns all that Jehovah onr God will 
speak to thee; and we will hear it, 
20 and do it. And Jehovah heard the 
voice of yonr words, when ye spoke 
to me; and Jehovah said unto me, 
I have heard the voice of the words 
of this people that have spoken 
to thee: they have well spoken all 
20 that" they have spoken. Oh that 
there were such a heart in them, 
that they would fear me, and keep 
all my commandments continually, 1 * 
that it might be well with them and 
zo with their sons for ever l Go, say 
unto them, Get yon into your tents 
n again. But as for thee, stand thon 
here by me, and I will speak unto 
thee all the commandments , 4 and the 
statutes, and the ordinances, which 
thou shalt teach them, that they may 
do them in the land which I give 
02 them to possess it. Take heed then 
to do as Jehovah your God hath 
commanded you: turn not aside to 
00 the right hand nr to the left. In all 
the way that Jehovah your God hath 
commanded you shall ye walk, that 
ye may live, and that it may be well 
with you, and that ye may prolong 
your days in the land which ye shall 
possess. 

VI. And these are the command¬ 
ments , 4 the statutes, and the ordi¬ 
nances, which Jehovah your God 
commanded to teach you, that ye 
may do them in the land whereunto

* ye pass over to possess it, that 
thon mayest fear Jehovah thy God, 
to keep all his statutes and his com¬ 
mandments which I command thee, 
thon, and thy son, and thy son’s 
son, all the days of thy life; and 
that thy days may be prolonged. 

9 And thon shalt hear, Israel, and 
take heed to do [them]; that it may 
be well with thee, and that ye may 
increase greatly, as Jehovah the 
God of thy fathers hath said unto 
thee, in a land flowing with Tnilk 
and honey. 

4 Hear, Israel: Jehovah onr God is 

6 one Jehovah; and thon shalt love 
Jehovah thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all 

6 thy strength. And these words, 
which I co mm and thee this day, 

7 shall be in thy heart; and thon shalt 
impress them on thy song, and shalt 
talk of them when thon sittest in 
thy hoose, and when thou goest on 
the way, and when thou liest down, 

0 and when thon risest up. And thou 
shalt bind them for a sign on thy 
hand, and they shall be for frontlets 

9 between thine eyes. And thou shalt 
write them upon the posts of thy 

10 house, and upon thy gates. And it 
shall be, when Jehovah thy God 
bringeth thee into the land which he 
Hwore unto thy fathers, to Abraham, 
to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give thee: 
great and good cities which thou 

11 buildedst not, and houses full of every¬ 
thing good which thou filledst not, 
and wells digged which thou diggedst 
not, vineyards and oliveyards which 
thou plantedst not, and thou shalt 

12 have eaten and shalt be full; [then] 
beware lest thou forget Jehovah who 
brought thee forth out of the land of 
Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 

lfl Thou shalt fear Jehovah thy God, 
and serve him, and shalt swear by 

14 his name. Ye shall not go after other 
gods, of the gods of the peoples that 

15 are round about you; for Jehovah 

qLit, 'commandment. 1 
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tliy God is a jealous God r in tby 
midst; lest the anger of Jehovah 
thy God be kindled against thee, 
and he destroy thee from the face of 
tlio earth. 

16 Ye shall not tempt Jehovah your 
God, as ye tempted him in Massali. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the com¬ 
mandments of Jehovah your God, 
and his testimonies, and his statutes, 
which he hath commanded thee. 

18 And thou shalt do what is right and 
good in the sight of Jehovah, that it 
may be well with thee, and that 
thou mayest enter in and possess 
the good land which Jehovah swore 

1<J unto thy fathers, thrusting out all 
thine enemies from before thee, as 
Jehovah hath spoken. 

When thy son shall ask thee in 
time to come, saying, What are the 
testimonies, and the statutes, and 
the ordinances, which Jehovah our 

- 1 God hath commanded you? then 
thou shalt say unto thy son, We were 
Pharaoh’s bondmen in Egypt ; and 
Jehovah brought us out of Egypt 

22 with a powerful hand ; and Jehovah 
shewed signs and wonders, great and 
grievous, upon Egypt, upon Pharaoh, 
and upon all his household, before 

2:1 our eyes ; and he brought us out 
thence, that he might bring us in, to 
give us the land which he swore unto 

24 our fathers. And Jehovah com¬ 
manded us to do all these statutes, 
to fear Jehovah our God, for our 
good continually, that he might 
preserve us alive, as it is this day. 

25 And it shall be our righteousness if 
we take heed to do all these com¬ 
mandments 3 before Jehovah our 
God, as lie hath commanded us. 

Yll. When Jehovah thy God shall 
bring thee into the land whither thou 
goest to possess it, and shall cast out 
many nations from before thee, the 
Uittilos, and the Girgashites, and the 
Amovitcs, and the Canaanites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 

the Jebusites, seven nations greater 

2 and mightier than thou, and when 
Jehovah thy God shall give them 
up before thee and thou shalt smite 
them, then shalt thou utterly de¬ 
stroy them : thou shalt make no cove¬ 
nant with them, nor shew mercy 

8 unto them. And thou shalt make 
no marriages with them: thy daugh¬ 
ter thou shalt not give unto his son, 
nor take his daughter for thy son; 

4 for he will turn away thy son from 
following me, and they will serve 
other gods, and the anger of Jeho¬ 
vah will be kindled against you, and 

5 he will destroy thee quickly. But 
thus shall ye deal with them : ye 
shall break down their altars, and 
shatter their statues, and hew down 
their asherahs , 1 and burn their graven 

6 images with fire. For a holy people 
art thou unto Jehovah thy God : 
Jehovah thy God hath chosen thee 
to be unto him a people for a posses¬ 
sion , 11 above all the peoples that are 
upon the face of the earth. 

7 Not because ye were more in num¬ 
ber than all the peoples, hath Jeho¬ 
vah been attached to you and chosen 
you, for ye are the fewest of all the 

0 peoples ; but because Jehovah loved 
you, and because he would keep the 
oath which he had sworn unto your 
fathers, hath Jehovah brought you 
out with a powerful hand, and re¬ 
deemed you out of the house of bond¬ 
age, from the hand of Pharaoh king 
of Egypt. 

0 And thou shalt know that Jeho¬ 
vah thy God, he is God, the faithful 
God, r who koepeth covenant and 
mercy to a thousand generations 
with them that love him and keep 

10 his commandments; and repayelli 
them that hate him [each] to his 
face, to cause them to perish : he de- 
layeth not with him that liateth 
him, he will repay him to his lace. 

11 And thou shalt keep the command¬ 
ment, and the statutes, and the ordi-

12 And it shall come to pas^ if ye

13 swore unto thy fathers; and he will 
love thee, and bless thee, and multi¬ 
ply thee, and will bless the fruit of 
thy womb, and the fruit of thy 
ground, thy corn and thy new wine, 
and thine oil, the offspring of thy 
kine, and the increase v of thy sheep, 
in the land which he swore unto thy 

14 fathers to give thee. Thou slialt be 
blessed above all the peoples; there 
shall not be male or female barren 

15 with thee, or with thy cattle; and 
Jehovah will take away from thee 
all sickness, and none of the evil in¬ 
firmities of Egypt, which thou know- 
est, will he put upon thee; but he will 
lay them upon all them that hate 

ir< thee. And thou slialt consume all 
the peoples that Jehovah thy God 
will give up unto thee; thine eye 
shall not spare them, and thou slialt 
not serve their gods; for that would 

17 be a snare unto thee. If thou should- 
est say in thy heart, These nations 
are greater than I; how can I dis- 

ia possess them? fear them not; re¬ 
member well what Jehovah thy God 
did unto Pharaoh, and unto all the 

19 Egyptians; the great trials whicli 
thine eyes saw, and the signs, and 
the wonders, and the powerful hand, 
and the stretched-out arm, whereby 
Jehovah thy God brought thee out: 
so will Jehovah thy God do unto 
all the peoples whom thou fearest. 

20 Moreover, Jehovah thy God will send 
the hornet among them, until they 
that ore left, and they that hide them¬ 
selves from thee, are destroyed. 

21 Thou shalt not be afraid of them; 
for Jeliovah thy God is in thy midst, 

22 a God w great and terrible. And 
Jehovah thy God will cast out those 

nations from before thee by little and 
little; thou shalt not be able to 
make an end of them at once, lest 
the beasts of the field increase upon 

23 thee. But Jehovah thy God will 
give them up before thee, and will 
confoimd them with great conster¬ 
nation, until they are destroyed. 

24 And he will give then* lungs into 
thy hand, and thou shalt put out 
their name from under the heavens; 
no man shall stand before thee, un- 

25 til thou hast destroyed them. The 
graven images of them gods shall 
ye bum with fire; thou slialt not 
covet the silver and gold [that is] 
on them and take it unto thee, lest 
tliou be ensnared therein; for it is 
an abomination to Jehovah thy God. 

96 And thou shalt not bring an abomi¬ 
nation into thy house, lest thou be a 
cursed thing like it: thou shalt ut¬ 
terly detest it, and thou shalt utterly 
abhor it; for it is a cursed thing. 

VIII. Every commandment which I 
command thee this day shall ye take 
heed to do, that ye may live, and 
multiply, and enter in and possess 
the land which Jehovah swore unto 

2 your fathers. And thou shalt re¬ 
member all the way which Jehovah 
thy God led_thee these forty years 
in the wilderness, to humble thee, 
and to prove thee, to know what 
was in thy - heart, whether thou 
wouldestkeep his commandments or 

3 not. And lie humbled tliee, and 
suffered thee to hunger, and fed thee 
with the manna, which thou liadst 
not known, and whicli thy fathers 
knew not; that he might make thee 
know that man doth not live by bread 
iiloneTTmt by everything that goeth 
out of the mouth of Jehovah doth 

4 man live. Thy clothing grew not old 
upon tliee, neither did thy foot swell, 

6 these forty years. And know in thy 
heart that, as a man chasteneth his 
son, so Jehovah tliy God chasteneth 

6 tliee ; and thou shalt keep the com-

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mandmeuts of Jehovah thy God, to j 
walk in his ways, and to fear him. j 
7 For Jehovah thy God bringeth 
thee into a good land, a land of 
waterbrooke, of springs, and of deep 
waters, that gusli forth in the valleys 
H and hills; a land of wheat, and bar¬ 
ley, and vines, and fig-trees, and 
pomegranates; a land of olive-trees 
0 and honey; a land wherein thou 
slmlt eat bread without scarceness, 
where thou shalt lack nothing; a 
land whose stones are iron, and 
out of whose mountains thou wilt 
ll ' dig copper.* And thou shalt eat and 
be filled, and shalt bless Jehovah 
thy God for the good land which he 

11 hath given thee. Beware that thou 
forget not Jehovah thy God, in not 
keeping his commandments, and his 
ordinances, and his statutes, which 

12 I command thee this day; lest 
when thou hast eaten and art full, 
and hast built and inhabited fine* 

13 houses, and thy herds and thy flocks 
multiply, and thy silver and thy 
gold is multiplied, and all that thou 

14 hast is multiplied, then thy heart he 
lifted up, and thou forget Jehovah 
thy God, who brought thee forth out 
of the land of Egypt, out of the house 

15 of bondage; who led thee through 
the great and ternUe wilderness, 
[a wilderness of] fiery serpents, and 
scorpions, and drought, where there 
is no water; w ho brought thee forth 

10 w ater out of tlie~rdck of flint"; who 
fed thee in the wilderness with 
manna, which thy fathers knew not, 
that he might humble thee, and 
thfttlie might prove tl iee , t o do th ee 
17 good at thy latter end_;—and thou 
say in thy heart, My power and the 
might of my hand has procured ine 
19 this wealth. But thou shalt remem¬ 
ber Jehovah thy God, that it is he 
who giveth thee power to get wealth, 
that he may establish his covenant 
which he swore unto thy fathers, 
10 as it is this day. And it shall be, 
if thou do at all forget Jehovah

thy God, and go after other gods, 
and serve them, and bow down to 
them, I testify against you this day 
20 that ye shall utterly perish. As the 
nations which Jehovah is causing to 
perish before you, so shall ye perish; 
because ye would not hearken unto 
the voice of Jehovah your God. 

IX. Hear, Israel! Thou art to pass 
over the Jordan this day, to enter 
in to possess nations greater and 
mightier than thou, cities great and 

2 walled up to heaven, a people great 
and tall, the sons of the Anakim, 
whom thou kno'west, and of whom 
thou hast heard [say], Who can stand 

3 before the sons of Anakl Know 
then this day, that Jehovah thy God 
is he that goetli over before thee, 
a consuming Are; he will destroy 
them, and he will cast them down 
before thee, and thou shalt dispos¬ 
sess them and cause them to perish 
quickly, as Jehovah hath said unto 

4 tliee. Tliou slmlt not say in thy 
heart, when Jehovah thy God tlirusfc- 
eth them out from before tbee, sav* 
ing, For my righteousness Jehovah 
hath brought me in to possess this 
land ; but for the wickedness of these 
nations doth Jeliovah dispossess them 

5 from before tliee. Not for thy right¬ 
eousness, or for the uprightness of 
thy heart, dost thou enter in to possess 
their land, but for the wickedness of 
these nations doth Jehovah thy God 
dispossess them from before thee, 
and that he may perform the word 
which Jehovah swore unto thy 
lathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 

c Jacob. Know therefore that Jehovah 
thy God doth not give thee this 
good land to possess it for thy right¬ 
eousness; for thou art a stiffnecked 
people. 

7 Remember, forget not, how thou 
provokedst Jehovah thy God to wrath 
in the wilderness. From the day 
that tliou didst depart out of the 
land of Egypt, until ye came to 
this place, ye have been rebellious

provoked Jehovah to wrath, and Je¬ 
hovah was angry with you, to destroy 

0 you, when I went up the mountain to 
receive the tables of stone, the tables 
of the covenant which Jehovah made 
with you, and I abode in the moun¬ 
tain forty days and forty nights,—I 
ate no bread and drank no water, 

10 —and Jehovah delivered to me the 
two tables of stone written with the 
finger of God; and on them [was 
written] according to all the words 
which Jehovah spoke with you on 
the mountain from the midst of the 

11 fire on the day of the assembly . 2 And 
it came to pass at the end of forty 
days and forty nights, that Jehovah 
gave me the two tables of stone, the 

12 tables of the covenant. And Jeho¬ 
vah said unto me, Arise, go down 
quickly from hence; for thy people 
which thou hast brought forth out of 
Egypt have corrupted themselves ; a 
they have quickly turned aside from 
the way which I commanded them: 
they have made for themselves a 

13 molten image. And Jehovah spoke 
unto me, saying, I have seen this 
people, and behold, it is a stiffnecked 

14 people. Let me alone, that I may 
destroy them, and blot out their 
name from under heaven; and I will 
make of thee a nation mightier and 

15 greater than they. And I turned 
and came down from the moun¬ 
tain, and the mountain burned with 
fire ; and the two tables of the cove- 

10 nant were in b my two hands. And 
I saw, and behold, ye had sinned 
against Jehovah your God: ye had 
made for yourselves a molten calf; 
ye had quickly turned aside from the 
way which Jehovah had command- 

17 ed you. And I seized the two tables, 
and cast them out of my two hands, 
and broke them before your eyes. 

18 And I fell down before Jehovah, 
as at the first, forty days and forty 

nights,—I ate no bread and drank 
no water,—because of all your sin 
which ye had sinned, in doing what 
is evil in the eyes of Jehovah, to pro- 

19 voke him to anger. For I was afraid 
of the anger and fury wherewith 
Jehovah was wroth against you to 
destroy you. And Jehovah listened 

20 unto me also at that time. And 
with Aaron Jehovah was very angry 
to destroy him ; and I prayed for 

21 Aaron also at the same time. And 

I took your sin, the calf which ye 
had made, and burned it with fire, 
and crushed it, and ground it very 
small, until it became fine dust; and 

I cast the dust thereof into the brook 
that flowed down from the moun- 

22 tain. AndatTaberah, andat Massali, 
and at Kibroth-hattaavali, ye provok- 

23 ed Jehovah to wrath. And when Je¬ 
hovah sent you from Kadesh-baruea, 
saying, Go up and take possession of 
the land which I have given you, ye 
rebelled against the word c of Jeho- 
vah your God, and ye believed him 

24 not, nor hearkened to his voice. Ye 
have been rebellious against Jeliovali 
from the day that I knew you. 

25 So I fell dowu before Jehovah 
the forty days and forty nights, as I 
fell down; for Jehovah had said he 

26 would destroy you. I prayed there¬ 
fore to Jehovah, and said, Lord * 1 
Jehovah, destroy not thy people and 
thine inheritance, which thou hast 
redeemed through thy greatness, 
which thou hast brought forth out 
of Egypt with a powerful hand. 

27 Remember thy servants Abraham, 
Isaac, aud Jacob; look not at the 
stubbornness of this people, nor at 
their wickedness, nor at their sin ; 

29 lest the land whence thou brouglitest 
us out say, Because Jehovah was 
not able to bring them into the land 
which he had promised them, and 
because he hated them, lie hath 
brought them out to kill them in the

12 And now, Israel, what doth Jeho¬ 
vah thy God require of thee, but to 
fear Jehovah thy God, to walk in all 
his ways, and to love him, and to

for multitude. 

XI. Thou slialt love then Jehovah 
thy God, and keep his charge, and 
his statutes, and his ordinances, 
and his commandments continually . 11

near to rescue her husband out of 
the hand of him that emiteth him, 
and stretch out her hand, and seize 

13 him by his secret parts, thou shalt 
cut off her hand ; thine eye shall not 
spare. 

13 Thou shalt not have in thy bag 
divers weights , 1 a great and a small. 

14 Thou shalt not have in thy house 
divers ephahs, a great and a small. 

15 A perfect and just weight shalt thou 
have ; a perfect and just ephah shalt 
thou have; that tliy days may be 
prolonged in the land that Jehovah 

16 thy God giveth thee. For every one 
thatdoeth such things, every one that 
doeth unrighteousness, is an abomi' 
nation to Jehovah thy God. 

17 Remember what Amalek did unto 
thee on the way, when ye came 

18 forth out of Egypt; how he met 
thee on the way, and smote the hind¬ 
most of thee, ah the feeble that lagged 
behind thee, when thou wast faint 
and weary, and he feared not God. 

19 And it shall be, when Jehovah thy 
God shall have given thee rest from 
all thine enemies round about, in the 
land that Jehovah thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance to possess it, 
that thou shalt blot out the remem¬ 
brance of Amalek from under the 
heavens; thou shalt not forget it. 

XXVI. And it shall be when thou 
comest into the land that Jehovah 
thy God giveth thee for an inherit¬ 
ance, and possessest it, and dwellest 

2 therein, that thou shalt take of the 
first of all the fruit of the ground, 
which thou shalt bring of thy land 
which Jehovah thy God giveth thee, 
and shalt put it in a basket, and 
shalt go unto the place that Jehovah 
thy God will choose to cause his 

3 name to dwell there ; and thou shalt 
come unto the priest that shall be in 
those days, and say unto him, I pro- 
fess this daj' unto Jehovah thy God, 
that I am come unto the land that 

Jehovah swore unto our fathers to 

4 give us. And the priest shall take 
the basket out of tby hand, and set 
it down before the altar of Jehovah 

5 thy God. And thou shalt speak and 
say before Jehovah thy God, A 
perishing Aramaean 6 was my father, 
and he went down to Egypt with a 
few, and sojourned there, and be¬ 
came there a nation, great, mighty, 

6 and populous. And the Egyptians 
evil-entreated us, and afflicted us, 

7 and laid upon us hard bondage ; and 
we cried to Jehovah, the God of our 
fathers, and Jehovah heard our voice, 
and looked on our affliction, and our 

8 labour, and our oppression ; and Je¬ 
hovah brought us forth out of Egypt 
with a powerful hand, and with a 
stretched-out arm, and with . great 
terribleness, and with signs, and with 

9 wonders ; and he hath brought us 
into this place, and hath given us 
this land, a land flowing with milk 

10 and honey ! And now, behold, 1 
have brought the first of the fruits of 
the land, h which thou, Jehovah, hast 
given me. And thou shalt set it 
down before Jehovah tliy God, and 
worship before Jehovah thy^ God. 

11 And thou slialt rejoice in all the good 
that Jehovah thy God hath given to 
thee, and to thy house, thou, and 
the Levite, and the stranger that is 
in thy midst. 

12 When thou hast made an end of 
tithing all the tithes of thj' produce 
in the third } r ear, the year of tithing, 
thou shalt give it to the Levite, to 
the stranger, to the fatherless, and 
to the widow, that they may eat in 

13 thy gates, and be filled ; and thou 
shalt say before Jehovah thj 7 God, I 
have brought away the hallowed 
things out of the house, and also 
have given them to the Levite, and 
to the stranger, to the fatherless, 
and to the widow, according to all 
thy commandment which thou hast 
commanded me ; I have not trails-

14 commandments: I have not eaten 
thereof in my mourning, neither 
have I brought away thereof in un- 
cleanness,* nor given thereof for a 
dead person; I have hearkened to 
the voice of Jehovah my God; I 
have done according to all that thou 

15 hast commanded me. Look down 
from thy holy habitation, from the 
heavens, and bless thy people Israel, 
and the bind that thou hast given us 
as thou didst swear unto om* fathers, 
a land flowing with milk and honey! 

10 This day Jehovah thy God hath 
commanded thee to do these statutes 
and ordinances; and thou shalt keep 
and do them with all thy heart and 

17 with all thy soul. Thou hast this 
day accepted Jehovah to be thy God, 
and to walk in his ways, and keep 
his statutes, and his commandments, 
and his ordinances, and to hearken 

18 unto his voice; and Jehovah hath 
accepted thee this day to be a people 
of possession to him, as he hath 
told thee, and that thou shouldest 

19 keep all his commandments, so that 
he should make thee high above all 
the nations which he hath made, in 
praise and iu name aud in honour; 
and that thou shouldest be a holy 
people to Jehovah thy God, as he 
hath said. 

XXVII. And Moses and the elders of 
Israel commanded the people, saying. 
Keep all the commandment which I 
2 command you this day. And it shall 
he on the day when ye pass over the 
Jordan unto tho land which Jehovah 
thy God giveth thee, that thou slialt 
set thee up great stones, and plaster 
11 them with plaster: and thou shall 
write upon them all the words of this 
law, when thou goest over that thou 
mayest enter into the land which 
Jehovah thy God giveth thee, aland 
flowing with milk and honey, as Je¬ 
hovah the God of thy fathers hath

6 And thou shalt write upon the 
stones all the words of this law very 
plainly. 

9 And Moses and the priests, the 
Levites, spoke to all Israel, saying, 
Be silent and hearken, Israel! this 
day thou art become the people of 

10 Jehovah thy God. And thou shalt 
hearken unto the voice of Jehovah 
thy God, and do his commandments 
and his statutes, which I command 
thee this day. 

11 And Moses gave commandment to 
the people the same day, saying,

shall stand upon mount Ebal to 
curse: Reuben, Gad, and Asher, and 

14 Zebulun, Dan, and Naphtali. And 
the Levites shall declare and say 
unto all the men of Israel with a 
loud voice : 

15 Cursed be the man that maketh 
a graven or molteu image, an abomi¬ 
nation to Jehovah, a work of the 
craftsman’s hand, and putteth it up 
secretly ! k And all the people shall 
answer and say, Amen. 

10 Cursed be he that slighteth his 
father or his mother 1 And all the 
people shall say, Amen, 

17 Cursed be he that removeth his 
neighbour’s landmark 1 Aud all the 
people shall say, Amen. 

18 Cursed be he that maketh the blind

And all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

21 Cursed be he that lieth with any 
manner of beast! And all the people 
shall say. Amen. 

22 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
sister, the daughter of his father, or 
the daughter of his mother! And all 
the people shall say, Amen. 

23 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
mother-in-law 1 And all the people 
shall say. Amen. 

24 Cursed be he that smiteth his 
neighbour secretly! And all the 
people shall say, Amen. 

25 Cursed be he that taketh reward 
to smite mortally [shedding] innocent 
blood i And all the people shall say, 
Amen. 

26 Cursed be he that confirmeth not 
the words of this law to do them! 
And all the people shall say, Amen. 

XXVIII. And it shall come to pass, 
if thou shalt hearken diligently unto 
the voice of Jehovah thy God, to 
take heed to do all liis command¬ 
ments which I command thee this 
day, that Jehovah thy God will set 
thee supreme above all nations of the 

2 earth; and all these blessings shall 
come on thee and overtake thee, if 
thou shalt hearken unto the voice of 
Jehovah thy God. 

8 Blessed shalt thou be in the city, 
and blessed shalt thou be in the 
field. 

4 Blessed shall be the fruit of thy 
womb, and the fruit of thy ground, 
and the fruit of thy cattle, the off¬ 
spring of thy kine, and the increase 1 
of thy sheep.

Jehovah will 
establish thee unto himself a holy 
people as he hath sworn unto thee, 
if thou keep the commandments of 
Jehovah thy God, and walk in his 

10 ways. And all peoples of the earth 
shall see that thou art called by

11 shall be afraid of thee. And Jehovah 
will give thee abundance of good, in 
the fruit of thy body, and in the 
fruit of thy cattle, and in the fruit of 
thy ground, in the land that Jehovah 
swore unto thy fathers to give thee. 

12 Jehovah will open to thee his good 
treasure, the heavens, to give rain 
unto thy land in its season, and to 
bless all the work of thy hand ; and 
thou shalt lend unto many nations,

hovah will make thee the head, and 
not the tail} and thou shalt be above 
only, and thou shalt not be beneath ;

20 Jehovah will send upon thee curs- 
iug, confusion, and rebuke, in all the 
business of thy hand which thou 
doest, until thou be destroyed and 
until thou perish quickly, because 
of the wickedness of thy doings, 
whereby thou hast forsaken me. 

21 Jehovah will make the pestilence 
cleave unto thee, until he have con¬ 
sumed thee from off the land whither

will smite thee with consumption, 
and with fever, and with inflamma¬ 
tion, and with burning ague, and

And thy life 
shall hang in suspense before thee; 
nnd thou shalt be in terror day and 
night, and shalt be afraid of thy life. 
,!T 1 !i the morning thou shalt say. Would 
that it were even ! and in the even¬ 
ing thou shalt say, Would that it were 
morning! through the fright of thy 
heart wherewith thou shalt be in 
terror, and through the sight of thine 
eyes which thou shalt see. And Je¬ 
hovah will bring thee into Egypt 
again with ships, by the way where¬ 
of I said unto thee, Thou shalt see 
it again no more ; and there ye shall 
be sold unto your enemies for bond¬ 
men and bondwomen,and there shall 
be no man to buy [you].

11 officers, all the men of Israel, your 
little ones, your wives, and thy 
stranger that is in thy camp, as well 
the hewer of thy wood as the drawer 

19 of thy water; that thou mayest 
enter into the covenant of Jehovah 
thy God, and into liis oath, which

13 this day; that he may establish thee 
this day for a people unto himself, 
and [that] he may be to thee a God, 
as he hath said unto thee, and as he 
hath sworn unto thy fathers, to Abra- 

14 ham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. Neither

15 nant and this oath, but with him that 
staudeth here with us this day before

10 is not here with us this day (for ye 
know how we dwelt in the land of

ye have seen their abominations, and

19 lest there should be among .you man, 
or woman, or family, or tribe, whose

1D beareth gall and wormwood, and it 
come to pass, when he heareth the 
words of this curse , 2 that he bless 
himself in his heart, saying, I shall 
have peace, though I walk in the 
stubbornness of my heart, to sweep 
away the drunken a with the thirsty. 

20 Jehovah will not pardon him, but 
the anger of Jehovah and his jealousy 
will then smoke against that man, 
and all the curse shall be upon him 
that is written in this book; and Je¬ 
hovah will blot out his name from 

21 under the heavens; and Jehovah 
will separate him for mischief out of 
all the tribes of Israel, according to all 
the curses of the covenant that is 

22 written in this book of the law. And 
the generation to come, your children 
who shall rise up after you, and the 
foreigner that shall come from a far 

' land, shall say, when they see the 
plagues of that land, and its sick- 
uesses wherewith Jehovah hath visit- 
ed it, b [tlifit] the whole ground there¬ 
of is brimstone and salt, [and] burn¬ 
ing, that it is not sown, nor beareth, 
and no grass groweth in it, like the 
overthrow of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
Admah and Zeboim, which Jehovah 
overthrew in his anger aud in his 

24 fury: even all nations shall say,Why 
has Jehovah done thus to this land? 
whence the heat of this great anger? 

25 And men shall say, Because they 
have forsaken the covenant of Jeho¬ 
vah the God of their fathers, which 
he had made with them when he 
brought them forth out of the land 
of Egypt; and they went and served 
other gods, and bowed down to them, 


gods whom they knew not, and 
whom he had not assigned to them. 

27 And the anger of Jehovah was kindled 
against this land, to bring upon it all 
the curse that is written in this book; 

28 and Jehovah rooted them out of their 
land in anger, and in fury, and in 
great indignation, and cast them into 
another land, as [it appears] this 

20 day. The hidden things belong to 
Jehovah our God; but the revealed 
ones are ours aud our children's for 
ever, to do all the words of this law.

4 From the wilderness and this Leba¬ 
non to the great river, the river 
Euphrates, the whole land of the 
Hittites, to the great sea, toward the 
going down of the sun, shall be your 

6 border. None shall be able to stand 
before thee all the days of thj- life: 
as I was w ith Moses, so will I be with 
thee; I will not leave thee, neither 

6 will I forsake thee. Be strong and 
courageous, for thou shalt cause this 
people to inherit the land which I 
have sworn unto their fathers to give 

7 them. Only be strong and very cou¬ 
rageous, that thou mayest take heed to 
do accordingto all the law that Moses 
my servant commanded thee. Turn 
not from it to the right or to the left, 
that thou mayest prosper wliitlierso- 

6 ever tliou goest. This book of the 
law shall not depart from thy mouth: 
and thou shalt meditate upon it day 
and night, that thou mayest take 
heed to do according to all that is 
written therein ; for then shalt thou 
have good success in thy ways, and 

0 then shalt tliou prosper. Have I not 
commanded thee: Be strong and 
courageous *? Be not afraid, neither 
be dismaj'ed; for'Jehovah thy God 
is with thee whithersoever thou 
goest. 

10 And Joshua commanded the offi- 

11 cers of the people, saying, Go through

the midst of the camp, and command 
the people, saying, Prepare your¬ 
selves victuals, for in three days ye 
shall pass over this Jordan, that ye 
may enter in to take possession of 
the laud which Jehovah your God 

12 givetli you to possess it. And to the 
Reubenites and to the Gadites and 
to half the tribe of Manasseh spoke 

13 Joshua, sajung, Remember the word 
tliat Moses the servant of Jehovah 
commanded you, saying, Jehovah 
your God has given you rest and has 

11 given you this land. Yom 1 wives, 
your little ones, and your cattle shall 
abide in the land that Moses gave 
j'ou on this side of the Jordan, but 
ye, all the valiant men, shall go over 
in array® before your brethren and 

15 help them, until Jehovah give your 
brethren rest as to von, and they 

t « 

also take possession of the land which 
Jeliovali your God givetli them; then 
shall ye return into the land of your 
possession and possess it, which 
Moses the servant of Jehovah gave 
you on this side of the Jordan to¬ 
ward the sun-rising. 

16 And tliev answered Joshua, saving. 
All that tliou hast commanded us 
will we do, and whither thou shalt 

17 send us will we go. According as 
we hearkened to Moses in all things, 
so will we hearken to thee: only 
mav Jehovah thv God he with thee 

L. « 

13 as he was with Moses. Every one 
that is rebellious against tliv com- 
mandment 1 ’ and hcarkcnetli not to 
thy words in everything that thou 
commandost us, c shall he put to 
death. Only be strong and coura- 
geous. 

II. And Joshua the son of Nun sent 
from Shittim two spies secretly, say¬ 
ing, Go, see the land, even Jericho. 

mouth.’ c Or ’ him.’

And they went, and came into a 
harlot’s 41 house, named Raliab, and 

2 they lay down there. And it was told 
the king of Jericho, saying, Behold, 
men have come hither to-night from 
the children of Israel to search out the 

3 land. And the king of Jericho sent 
to Raliab, saying, Bring forth the men 
that have come to thee, who have 
come into thy house: for they 
have come to search out all the land. 

4 And the woman had taken and con¬ 
cealed the two men; and she said, 
Yes, the men did come unto me, but 

5 I knew not whence they were; and 
it came to pass when the gate had to 
he closed, at dark, that the men went 
out: I know not whither the men 
have gone. Pursue after them quick- 

11 ly; for ye shall overtake them. But 
she had taken them up to the roof, 
and secreted them under the stalks 
of flax, which she had laid out on 
' 7 the roof. And the men pursued after 
them the way to the Jordan, to the 
1 lords; and when they who pursued 
j after them had gone out, they closed 
the gate. 

8 Ami before they had lain down, 
she went up to them upon the roof; 

11 and said to the men, I know that 
Jehovah lias given you the land, 
and that the dread of you lifts fallen 
««n us, and that all the inhabitants of 

l " tbe land faint 4 * boeauso of you. For 
j wo have heard that Jehovah dried 
1 up the waters of the Red sea before 
you when ye came out of Egypt; and 
wlial ye did to the two kings of the 
Amoriles that were beyond the Jor-

dun, to Silion and to Og, whom yc 
! 11 litlcrly destroyed . 1 We heard [ofitj, 
and our heart melted, and there re- 
1 inamed no more spirit in any man 

I because of you; for Jehovah your 

j God, he is God in the heavens above 

12 and on tile earth beneath. And 
j now, I pray you, swear to^ine by 

Jehovah, since I have dealt kindly 
with you, that ye will also deal

kindly with my father’s house, and 

18 give me a certain sign , 8 that ye will 
let my father live, and my mother,

And 
the men said to her, Our lives shall 
pay for yours, if ye do not make this 
our business known ; and it shall be 
when Jehovah shall give us the land, 
that we will deal kindly and truly 

16 with thee. And she let them down 
by a cord through the window; for 
her house was upon the city-wall, and 

16 she dwelt upon the wall. And she 
said to them, Go to the mountain, 
that the pursuers may not meet with 
you ; and hide yourselves there three 
days, until the pursuers have return¬ 
ed ; and afterwards go your way. 

17 And the men said to her, We will be 
quit of this thine oath which thou 

18 hast made us swear. Behold, when 
we come into the land, thou slialt 
bind in the window this line of scar¬ 
let thread by which thou hast let 
us down; aud thou slialt gather to 
thee in the house thy father, and 
thy mother, and tliy brethren, and all 

19 thy father's household; and it shall 
be, that whoever shall go out of the 
doors of thy house into the street, 
—his blood shall be upon his head, 
and we shall be innocent; but ever}’ 
one who shall be with thee in the 
house, liis blood shall be upou our 

30 head, if any hand be upon him. And 
if thou make known this our busi¬ 
ness, we will be quit of lliiue oath

III. And Joshua rose early in the 
morning; and they removed from 
Shittim, and came to the Jordan, he 
and all the children of Israel, and 
lodged there before they passed over. 

3 And it came to pass at the end of 
three days, that the officers went 

8 through the camp; and they com¬ 
manded the people, saying, When 
ye see the nrk of the covenant of 
Jehovah your God, and the priests 
the Levites bearing it, then remove 
from your place, and go after it; 

4 yet there shall be a distance between 
you and it, about two thousand cu¬ 
bits by measure. Ye shall not come 
near it, that ye may know the way 
by which ye must go ; for ye have 

5 not passed this way heretofore. And 
Joshua said to the people, Hallow 
yourselves ; for to-morrow Jehovah 

6 will do wonders in your midst. And 
Joshua spoke to the priests, saying, 
Take up the ark of the covenant, 
and go over before the people. And 
they took up the ark of the covenant, 
and went before the people. 

7 And Jehovah said to Joshua, This 
day will I begin to magnify thee in 
the sight of all Israel, that they may 
know that as I was with Moses, so 

8 will I be with thee. And thou shall 
command the priests who bear the 
ark of the covenant, saying, When ye 
come to the edge of the waters of the 
Jordan, stand still in the Jordan. 

0 And Joshua said to the children 
of Isradl, Come hither, and hear the 

10 words of Jehovah yonr God. And

Joshua said, Hereby shall ye know 
that the h living God 1 is in your 
midst, and [thatj he will without fail 
dispossess from before you the Ca- 
naanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Hivites, and the Perizzites, and 
the Girgashites, and the Amorites, 

11 and the Jebusites. Behold, the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord of all the 
earth is going over before you into 

12 the Jordan. And now take you 
twelve men out of the tribes of Israel, 

18 one man for each tribe. And it shall 
come to pass, when the soles of the 
feet of the priests who bear tbe ark 
of Jehovah, the Lord of all the earth, 
rest in the waters of the Jordan, the 
waters of the Jordan, the waters flow¬ 
ing down from above, shall be cut off, 
and shall stand up in a heap. 

14 And it came to pass when the 
people removed from their tents, to 
pass over the Jordan, that the priests 
bearing the ark of the covenant were 

15 before the people; and when they 
that bore the ark were come to the 
Jordan, and the feet of the priests 
who bore the ark dipped in the edge 
of the water (and the Jordan is full 
over all its banks throughout the 

16 days of harvest), the waters winch 
flowed down from above stood [and] 
rose up in a heap, very far. by k 
Adam, the city that is beside Zare- 
tan; and those that flowed down to¬ 
wards the sea of the plaiu , 1 the salt 
sea, were completely cut off. And the 
people went over opposite to Jericho. 

17 And the priests who bore the ark of 
the covenant of Jehovah stood linn 
on dry ground in the midst of ihe 
Jordan. And all Israel went over on 
dry ground, until all the nation had 
completely gone over the Jordan. 

IV. And it came to pass when the 
whole nation had completely gone 
over the Jordan, that Jehovah spoke 
3 to Joshua, saying. Take you twelve :

8 of every tribe, and command them, 
saying, Take up hence out of the 
midst of tlie Jordan, from the place 
where the priests' feet stood firm, 
twelve stones, and carry them over 
with you, and lay them down in the 
lodging-place where ye shall lodge 

4 this night. And Joshua called the 
twelve men, whom he had appointed 
of the children of Israel, a man out 

6 of every tribe; and Joshua said to 
them, Pass before the ark of Jehovah 
your God into the midst of the Jor¬ 
dan, and lift up each of you a stone 
[and put it] upon his shoulder, ac¬ 
cording to the number of the tribes 

6 of the children of Israel, that this 
may be a sign in your midst. When 
your children ask hereafter , 11 saying, 
What moan ye by these stones? 

7 then ye shall say to them, That the 
waters of the Jordan were cut off 
beforo the ark of the covenant of 
Jehovah ; when it went through the 
Jordan, the waters of the Jordan 
were cut off. And these stones shall 
be for a memorial unto the children 

8 of Israel for ever. And the children of 
Israel did so, as Joshua had com¬ 
manded, and took up twelve stones 
out of the midst of the Jordan, as 
Jehovah had spoken to Joshua, ac¬ 
cording to the number of the tribes 
of the children of Israel; and they 
carried them over with them to the 
lodging-place, and laid them down 
there. 

u And twelve stones did Joshua set 
up in the midst ol the Jordan, in the 
place where the feel of the priests 
who bore the ark of the covenant 
hud stood firm; and they are there 
,L> to this day. And the priests who 
boro the ark stood in the midst of 
the Jordan, until everything was 
linishod that Jehovah luid com¬ 
manded Joshua to speak unto the 
people, according to all that Moses 
had commanded Joshua. And the 
11 people hasted and passed over. Ami

it came to pass, when all the people 
had completely gone over, that the 
ark of Jehovah went over, and the 
priests, in the presence of the people. 

19 And the children of Reuben, and 
the children of Gad, and the half 
tribe of Manasseh, went over in array 
before tile children of Israel, as 

13 Moses had spoken to them. About 
forty thousand armed for military 
service passed over before Jeliovali to 
the war, unto the plains of Jericho. 

14 On that day Jehovah magnified 
Joshua in the sight of all Israel; and 
they feared him, as they had feared 
Moses, all the days of his life. 

15 And Jehovah spoke to Joshua, 

10 saying, Command the priests who 

bear the ark of the testimony, that 

17 they come up out of the Jordan. And 
Joshua commanded the priests, say¬ 
ing, Come up out of the Jordan. 

18 And it came to pass when the priests 
who bore the ark of the covenant of 
Jehovah had Qome up out of the 
midst of the Jordan, [when] the soles 
of the priests’ feet were lifted up on 
to the dry land, that the waters of 
the Jordau returned to their place, 
and they flowed as previously , 0 over 
all its banks. 

10 And the people came up out of 
the Jordau on the tenth of the first 
month, and encamped in Gilgal, on 
the eastern extremity of Jericho. 

20 And those twelve stones which they 
had taken out of the Jordan did 

91 Joshua set up in Gilgal. And lie 
spoke to the children of Israel, say¬ 
ing, When your cliildren hereafter 
ask their fathers, saying, What 

22 [mean] these stones? then ye shall 
let your children know, sa3'ing, On 
dry land did Israel come over this 

23 Jordan ; because Jeliovali your God 
dried up, the waters of the Jordan 
from before you, until ye had passed 
over, as Jeliovali your God did to 
the Red sea, which he dried up from 
before ns, until we had passed over; 

44 Unit all peoples of the earth might

know the hand of Jehovah, that it is 
mighty; that ye might fear Jehovah 
your God continually. 1 * 

V. And it came to pass when all the 
kings of the Amorites, who were be¬ 
yond the Jordan westward, and all 
the kings of the Canaanites, who were 
by the sea, heard that Jehovah had 
dried up the waters of the Jordan 
from before the children of Israel, 
until they q had passed over, that 
their heart melted, and there was no 
spirit in them any more, because of 
the children of Israel. 

9 At that time Jehovah said to 
Joshua, Make thee stone-knives, r 
and circumcise again the children of 
8 Israel the second time. And Joshua 
made him stone-knives, and cir¬ 
cumcised the children of Israel at 
i 4 the hill of Araloth . 9 And this is 
the cause why Joshua circumcised 
[them]: all the people that had come 
out of Egypt, the males, all the men 
of war, had died in the wilderness 
on the way, after they came ont of 

5 Egypt. For all the people that came 
out were circumcised; but all the 
people that were born in the wilder¬ 
ness on the wav, after they came 
out of Egypt, [them] had they' not 

6 circumcised. For the children of 
j Israel had walked forty years in the 

wilderness, till the whole nation of 
men of war had perished who had 
come out of Egypt, who had not 
hearkened to the voice of Jeho¬ 
vah; to whom Jehovah had sworn 
that he would not show them the 
land which Jehovah had sworn unto 
their fathers that he would give us, 
a laud flowing with milk and honey. 

7 And their sons [whom] lie raised up 
in their stead, them Joshua circum¬ 
cised, for they were uncircumcised, 
because they had not circumcised 
them on the way. And it came to

pass when the whole nation had 
finished being circumcised, that they 
abode in their place in the camp, till 

9 they’ were whole. And Jehovah said 
to Joshua, This day have I rolled 
aw"ay" the reproach of Egypt from off 
you. And the name of the place was 
called Gilgal 1 to this day. 

10 And the children of Israel en¬ 
camped in Gilgal, and held the pass- 
over on the fourteenth day of the 
month, at even, in the plains of 

11 Jericho. And they ate of the old 
com T of the land on the morrow 
after the passover, unleavened loaves, 
and roasted [corn] on that same day. 

13 And the manna ceased on the mor¬ 
row", when they had eaten of the 
old com of the land ; and there was 
no more manna for the children of 
Israel; and they" ate of the produce 
of the land of Canaan that y 7 ear. 

13 And it came to pass wdien Joshua 
w as by Jericho, that he lifted up his 
eyes and looked, and behold, there 
stood a man before him with his 
sword drawn in his hand. And 
Joshua w r ent to him, and said to 
him: Art thou for w us, or for" our 

14 enemies ? And he said, No; for [asj 
cap'tain of the army of Jehovah am I 
now r come.* Then Joshua fell upon 
liis face to the earth, and w orshipped, 
and said to him, What saitli my" lord 

15 unto his servant? And the captain 

of Jehovah’s armv said to Joshua, 

% 

Loose thy sandal from off thy foot: 
for the place whereon thou standest 
is holy". And Joshua did so. 

VI. Now Jericho was shut up and 
was barred, because of the children 
of Israel: none went out. and none 
9 come in. And Jehovah said to 
Joshua, See, I have given into thy 
hand Jericho, and the king thereof, 
8 [and] the valiant men. And ye shall 
go round the city", all the men of

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war, encompassing the city once. 

I Thus shalfc thou do six days. And 
seven priests shall carry before the 
ark seven blast-trumpets ; y and on 
the seventh day ye shall go round 
the city seven times, and the priests 

5 shall blow with the trumpets. And 
it shall come to pass when they 
make a long blast with the blast- 
horn, that nil the people on hearing 
the sound of the trumpet shall shout 
with a great shout; and the wall of 
the city shall fall flat, and the people 
shall go iij), each one straight before 
him. 

6 And Joshua the son of Nun called 
the priests, and said to them, Carry 
the ark of the covenant, and seven 
priests shall carry seven blast-trum- 

7 pots before the ark of Jehovah. And 
lie said to the people, Pass on, go 
round the city, and they that are 
armed shall pass on before the ark 
of Jehovah. 

H And it came to pass when Joshua 
had spoken to the people, that the 
seven priests carrying the seven blast- 
tninipets before Jehovah passed oil 
and blew with the trumpets ; and the 
ark of the covenant of Jehovah went 

! *TU‘ler them. And tho armed men 
went before the priests who blew with 
the trumpets, and the rearguard came 
alter the ark; they blew with the 

10 trumpets in marching. And Joshua 
lmd commanded the people, saying, 
Ye shall not shout, nor let your voice 
be heard, neither shall a word proceed 
out of your mouth, until the day I say 
to you, Shout; then shall ye shout. 

II And the ark of Jehovah went round 
the city, encompassing [it] once ; and 
they came into the camp, and lodged 
in the camp. 

lJ And Joshua rose early in the 
morning, and the priests carried 

11 the ark of Jehovah. And the seven 
priests carrying the seven blast-trum¬ 
pets before the ark of Jehovah went 
on and blew continually with the 
trumpets ; and the armed men wont

before them, and the rearguard went 
after the ark of Jehovah; they blew 

14 with the trumpets in marching. And 
on the second day they went round 
the city once, and returned into the 
camp. So they did six days. 

15 And it was so that on the seventh 
day they rose early, about the morn¬ 
ing-dawn, and went round the city 
after the same manner seven times: 
only on that day they went round 

16 the city seven times. And it came 
to pass the seventh time, when the 
priests blew with the trumpets, that 
Joshua said to the people, Shout; for 
Jehovah has given you the city. 

17 And the city shall be accursed/- it 
and all that is in it, to Jehovah: 
only Itahab the harlot shall live, she 
and all that are with her in the house, 
because she hid the messengers that 

18 we sent. But in any wise keep from 
the accursed 2 thing, lest ye make 
[yourselves] accursed in taking of 
the accursed thing, and make the 
camp of Israel a curse, and trouble 

19 it. And all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of copper and iron, shall be 
holy to Jehovah; they shall come 

20 into the treasury of Jehovah. And 
the people shouted, and they blew 
with the trumpets. And it came to 
pass when the people heard the 
.sound of the trumpets, and the peo¬ 
ple shouted with a great shout, that 
the wall fell down flat; and the peo¬ 
ple went up into the city, each one 
straight before him, and they took 

21 the city. And they utterly destroyed 
all that was in the city; both man 
and woman, young and old, and ox, 
and sheep, and ass, with the edge of 

22 the sword. And Joshua said to the 
two men that had spied but the coun¬ 
try, Go into the harlot’s house and 
bring out thence the woman, and all 
that she has, as ye swore unto her. 

23 And the young men, the spies, went 
in and brought out Raliab, and her 
father, and her mother, aud her breth¬ 
ren, and all that she had: all her 

* ‘ Devoted by curse to destruction.’ 
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I kindred did they bring out, and they 
left them outside the camp of Israel. 

24 And they burned the city with fire, 
and all that was therein ; only the 
silver, and the gold, and the vessels 
of copper and of iron, they put into 
the treasury of the house of Jehovah. 

25 And Joshua saved alive Rahab the 
harlot, and her father’s household, 
and all that she had, and she dwelt 
in the midst of Israel to this day; 
because she hid the messengers whom 
Joshua had sent to spy out Jericho. 

26 And Joshua svrore at that time, 
saying, Cursed be the man before 
Jehovah who shall rise up and build 
this city Jericho ! In his first-born 
shall he lay its foundation, and in a 
his youngest son shall he set up; 

27 its gates. And Jehovah was with! 
Joshua; and his fame was in all the 
land. 

VII. But the children of Israel com¬ 
mitted unfaithfulness in that which 
had been brought under the curse : 
Achan, the son of Carmi, the son of 
Zabdi, the son of Zetah, of the tribe 
of Judah, took of the accursed thing; I 
and the anger of Jehovah was kin¬ 
dled against the children of Israel. 

2 And Joshua sent men from Jericho 
to Ai, which is beside Beth-Aven, on 
the east side of Bethel, and spoke 
to them, saying, Go up and spy 
out the country. And the men went 
B up and spied out Ai. And they re¬ 
turned to Joshua, and said to him, 
Let not all the people go up; let 
about two or three thousand men go 
up and smite Ai; make not all the 
people to toil thither, for they are 
4 few. And there went up thither of 
the people about three thousand men, 
but they fled before the men of Ai. 

] 6 And the men of Ai smote of them 
about thirty-six men ; and they pur¬ 
sued them from before the gate to 
Shcbariin, and smote them on the 
descent. Then the hearts of the peo¬ 
ple melted, and became as water. 

0 And Joshua rent his clothes, and 


fell to the earth upon his face before 
the ark of Jehovah until the evening, 
he and the elders of Israel, and 

7 threw dust upon their heads. And 
Joshua said, Alas, Lord Jehovah, 
wherefore hast thou at all brought 
this people over the Jordan, to de¬ 
liver us into the hand of the Amorites, 
to destroy us ? Oh that we had been 
content and had remained beyond 

9 the Jordan! Ah Lord! what shall 
I say after Israel have turned their 

9 backs before their enemies? When 
the Canaanites and all the inhabit¬ 
ants of the land shall hear [of it], 
they will surround us, and cut off 
our name from the earth. And what 
wilt thou do unto til } 7 great name ? 

10 And Jehovah said to Joshua, Rise 
up; wherefore liest thou thus upon 

11 thy face ? Israel hath sinned, and 
they have also transgressed my cove¬ 
nant which I commanded them, and 
they have even taken of the accursed 
thing, and have also stolen, and dis¬ 
sembled also, and. they have put it 

12 among their stuff. And the children 

I of Israel shall not be able to stand 

before their enemies : thev shall turn 
their backs before their enemies, for 
they have made themselves accurSed. 
I will no more he with you, except 
ye destroy the accursed tiling from 

13 your midst. Rise up, hallow the 
people, and say. Hallow yourselves 
for to-moiTow; for thus saitli Jeho- 
vah the God of Israel, There is an 
accursed thing in the midst of thee. 
Israel: thou shalt not be able to 
stand before thine enemies, until 
ye take away the accursed thing

And Joshua 
stretched out the javelin that he had

the ambush arose quickly from their 
place, and they ran when he stretched 
out his hand, and came into the city, 
and took it, and hasted and set the

turned and saw, and behold, the 
smoke of the city went up to heaven,

25 And so it was, that all who fell that 
day, men as well as women, were 
twelve thousand, all the people of Ai.

20 all in battle. For it was of Jehovah 
that their heart was hardened, to 
meet Israel in battle, that they might 
he utterly destroyed, and that there 
might be no favour shewn to them, 
but that they might he destroyed, as 
Jehovah had commanded Moses.

And now behold, 
Jehovah has kept me alive, as he 
said, these forty-five years, since 
Jehovah spoke this word to Moses,

I am 
still this day strong, as in the day 
that Moses sent me : as my strength 
was thou, even so is my strength 
now, for war, both to go out and to

18 slialt not have one lot only, but the 
hill-country sliall be thine; as it 
is a wood, thou shalt cut it down, 
and its outgoings m shall be thine ; 
for thou shalt dispossess the Canaan¬ 
ites, though they have iron chariots; 
for they are powerful. 

XVIII. And tlie whole assembly of 
the children of Israel gathered to¬ 
gether at Shiloh, and set up the tent 
of meeting there; and the land was 
2 subdued before them. And there re¬ 
mained among the children of Israel 
seven tribes whose inheritance had 
8 not been distributed to them. And 
Joshua said to the children of Israel, 
How long will ye shew yourselves 
slack to go to take possession of the 
land which Jehovah the God of your 
4 fathers hath given you? Provide 
you three men for a tribe; that I may 
send them, and they shall rise and go 
through the laud, and describe it ac¬ 
cording to the proportion of their in¬ 
heritance, and they shall come to me. 

6 And they shall divide it into seven 
portions. Judah shall remain in their 
border on the south," and the house of

But the Levites have 
no portion among you, for the priest¬ 
hood of Jehovah is their inheritance. 
And Gad, and Reuben, and half the 
tribe of Manasseh have received their 
inheritance beyond the Jordan on 
the east, which Moses the servant 
of Jehovah gave them. 

0 And the men arose and went away. 
And Joshua charged them that went 
to describe the land, saying, Go and 
walk through the land, and describe 
it, and come again to me, and I will 
cast lots for you here before Jehovah 
9 in Shiloh. And the men went and 
passed through the land, and describ¬ 
ed it by cities into seven portions, in 
a book, and they came to Joshua, to 

10 the camp at Shiloh. And Joshua 
cast lots for them in Shiloh before 
Jehovah. And there Joshua divided 
the land to the children of Israel ac¬ 
cording to their divisions. 

11 And the lot of the tribe of the 
children of Benjamin came up ac¬ 
cording to their families. And the 
territory of their lot came forth 
between the children of Judah and 

13 the children of Joseph. And their 
border on the north side was from 
the Jordan; and the border went up 
to the side of Jericho on the north, 
and went up to the mountain west¬ 
ward; and ended at the wilderness 
13 of Beth-Aven; and the border passed 
on from thence toward Luz. to the 
south side of Luz, which is Bethel: 
and the border went down to Ataroth- 
Addar, near the hill that is on the 
l J south of the lower Beth-horon.—And 
the border reached along and turned 
on the west side, southward from 
the hill that is before Beth-horon 
southward; and ended at Kirjath- 
Baal, which is Kirjath-jearim, a city 
of the children of Judah : this is the

19 went down to Arabah ; and the bor¬ 
der passed on to the side of Betli- 
lioglah on the north, and the border 
ended at the tongue of the salt sea 
northward, at the south end of the 
Jordan : this is the southern border. 

20 —And the Jordan borders it on the 
east side.—This was the inheritance 
of the children of Benjamin, accord¬ 
ing to its borders round about, ac¬ 
cording to their families. 

21 And the cities of the tribe of 
the children of Benjamin according 
to their fa mili es were: Jericho, 
and Beth-hoglah, and Emek-Keziz, 

39 and Beth-Arabah, and Zemaraim,and

0 Hazar-susah, and Beth-lebaoth, and

8 hamlets; and all the hamlets that 
are round these cities to Baalath- 
beer, [that is Ramah of the south.

This was 
the inheritance of the tribe of the chil¬ 
dren of Issachar according to their 
families, the cities and their hamlets. 

24 And the fifth lot came forth for

26 and Beten, and Acshaph, and 
Allammelech, and Amead, and Mi- 
slial; and [the border] reached to 
Carmel westwards, and to Shilior- 

27 libnath, and turned towards the sun¬ 
rising to Beth-Dagon, and reached 
to Zebulun, and to the valley of 
Jiphthah-el northward [to] Beth- 
emek and Neiel, and went out to 

28 Cabul on the left/ and Ebvon, and 
Rehob, and Hammon, and Kanali, 

29 as far as great Zidon; and the bor¬ 
der turned to Ramah, and as far as 
the fortified city of Tyre; and the 
border turned to Hosah ; and ended

dwelt in it, and called Leshem, Dan, 
after the name of Dan their father. 

48 This was the inheritance of the tribe 
of the children of Dan according to 
their families, these cities and their 
hamlets. 

49 And they ended dividing the land 
for inheritance according to its bor¬ 
ders. And the children of Israel gave 
an inheritance to Joshua the son of

word w of Jehovah they gave him 
the city that lie asked, Timnatli-serah 
in the hill-country of Ephraim; and 
he built the city, and dwelt in it.

XX. And Jehovah spoke to Joshua. 

2 saying, Speak to the children of 
Israel, saying, Appoint 1 for your¬ 
selves the cities of refuge, whereof I 

3 spoke unto you through >' Moses, that 
the slayer who unwittingly without 
intent smiteth any one mortally may 
flee thither: and they shall be your 
refuge from the avenger of blood. 

4 And he shall flee unto one of those 
cities and stand at the entrance of 
the city-gate, and shall declare his 
matter in the ears of the elders of that 
city, and they shall take 2 him into 
the city unto them, and give him 
a place, that he may dwell among 

5 them. And if the avenger of blood 
pursue after him, they shall not de¬ 
liver the slayer up into his hand; for 
he smote his neighbour unwittingly. 

6 and hated him not previously. And 
he shall dwell in that city, until he 
have stood before the assembly in 
judgment, until the death of the high- 
priest that shall be in those days: 
then shall the slayer return, and 
come unto his own city, and unto his 
ow r n house, unto the city from whence 
he fled. 

7 And they hallowed Kedesh in 
Galilee in the hill-country of Naphta¬ 
li, and Shechem in the hill-country of 
Ephraim, and Kirjath-Arba. that is, 
Hebron, in the hill-country of Judah. 

B And beyond the Jordan from* Jericho 
eastward, they assigned Bezer in the 
wilderness, in the plateau, out of 
the tribe of Reuben, and Ramoth in 
Gilead out of the tribe of Gad, and

Then the chief fathers of the 
Levites drew near to Eleazar the 
priest, and to Joshua the son of Nun, 
and to the chief fathers of the tribes 

2 of the children of Iferael; and they 
spoke to them at Shiloh in the land 
ofGaniuin, saving, Jehovah comman¬ 
ded through Moses to give us cities 
to dwell in, and their suburbs for our 

3 cattle. And the children of Israel 
gave to the Levites out of their inheri¬ 
tance, according to the word of Jeho¬ 
vah, these cities and their suburbs. 

4 And the lot came forth for the 
families of the Kohathites. And 
the children of Aaron the priest, of 
the Levites, had by lot out of the 
tribe of Judah, and out of the tribe 
of the Siineonites, and out of the 
tribe of Benjamin, thirteen cities. 

c And the children of Kohath that re¬ 
mained had by lot out of the families 
of the tribe of Ephraim, and out of 
the tribe of Dan, and out of the half 

0 tribe of Muuasseh, ten cities. And 
the children of Gorshon had by lot 
out of Hie families of the tribe of 
Issaclmr, and out of the tribe of 
Asher, atul out of the tribe of Napli- 
lali, and out of the half tribe of 
Manassch in Bashan, thirteen cities. 

7 The children of Merni according to 
their families had by lot out of the 
tribe of lleuben, and out of the tribe 
of Gad, and out of the tribe of Zebu- 

8 bin, twelve cities. And the children 
of Israel gave by lot to the Levites 
theso cities and their suburbs, as Je¬ 
hovah commanded through Moses. 

0 And they gave out of the tribe of 
the children of Judah, and out of the 
tribe of the children of Simeon, these 
cities which were mentioned by name, 

10 and which the children of Aaron, of 
the families of the Kohathites, of the 
children of Levi had (for theirs was

21 and they gave them the city of 
refugfe for the slayer, Sheeliem and 
its suburbs in mount Ephraim ; and

23 its suburbs: four cities; and out of 
the tribe of Dan, Eltekeh and its 
suburbs, Gibbetlion and its suburbs,

26 and out of half the tribe of Manasseli, 
Taanach and its suburbs and Gatli- 
liimmon and its suburbs: two cities. 

20 All the cities were ten nnd their 
suburbs, for the families of the chil¬ 
dren of Kohath that remained. 

27 And to the children of Gershon, of 
the families of the Levites, out of 
half the tribe of Manasseli, [they 
gave] the city of refuge for the slayer,

35 Kartah and its suburbs, Dimnah and 
its suburbs, Nahalal and its suburbs: 

36 four cities; and out of the tribe of 
Reuben, Bezer and its suburbs, and 

37 Jahzah and its suburbs, Kedemoth 
and its suburbs, and Mephaath and 

38 its suburbs : four cities; and out of 
the tribe of Gad, the city of refuge 
for the slayer, Ramoth in Gilead and 
its suburbs; and Mahan aim and its 

39 suburbs, Heshbon and its suburbs, 
Jaazer and its suburbs: four cities 

40 in all. [These were] all the cities of 
the children of Merari according to 
their families, which remained of 
the families of the Levites, aud their 
lot was twelve cities. 

41 All the cities of the Levites withiu 
the possession of the children of 
Israel were forty-eight cities and 

42 their suburbs. Each one of these 
cities had its suburbs round about it: 
thus were till these cities. 

43 Aud Jehovah gave to Israel all 
the land which he swore to give unto 
their fathers; aud they took posses- 

14 sion of it, and dwelt in it. And Je¬ 
hovah gave thorn rest round about, 

| according to all that he had sworn 


unto their fathers; and there stood 
not a man of all their enemies before 
them: Jehovali gave all tlieir enemies 
46 into their hand. There failed nothing 
of all the good things 0 that Jehovah 
had. spoken to the house of Israel: 
all came to pass. 

XXII. Then Joshua called the Reu- 
beuites, and the Gadites, and the half 
2 tribe of Manasseh, and said imto 
them, Ye have kept all that Moses 
the servant of Jehovah commanded 
you, and have hearkened to my voice 
9 in all that I commanded you. l r ehave 
uot left your brethren these many 
days unto this day, and ye have kept 
the charge of the commandment of 

4 Jehovah your God. And now Jeho¬ 
vah your God hath given rest to your 
brethren, as he said unto them; and 
now return, and get you unto your 
tents, unto the land of your posses¬ 
sion, which Moses the servant of Je¬ 
hovah gave you beyond the Jordan. 

5 Only, take great heed to do the com¬ 
mandment aud the law, which Moses 
the servant of Jehovah commanded 
you, to love Jehovah your God, and to 
walk in all his ways, and to keep his 
commandments, and to cleave unto 
him, and to serve him with all your 
heart and with all your soul. Aud 
Joshua blessed them, and sent them 
away; aud they went to their tents. 

’ Aud to half the tribe of Manasseh 
Moses had given [inheritance] in 
Baslian, and to the other half thereof 
had Joshua given among fclieir breth¬ 
ren on this side the Jordan westward. 
And when Joshua sent them away 
to their tents, he blessed them also, 
0 and spoke to them, saving. Return 
unto your tents with much wealth 
and with very much cattle, with 
silver, and with gold, aud with cop¬ 
per/ 1 and with iron, and with cloth¬ 
ing, iu very great quantity; divide 
the spoil of your enemies with your 
9 brethren. And the children of lleu- 
bon and the children of Gad and 
the half tribe of Manasseh returned.

10 And they came to the districts 6 of 
the Jordan that are in the land of 
Canaan, and the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Manasseh built there an 
altar by the Jordan, an altar of grand 

And the children of 
Israel heard say, Behold, the chil¬ 
dren of Reuben and the children of 
Gad and the half tribe of Manasseh 
have built an altar over against the 
Jaml of Canaan, in the districts of the 
Jordan, separately from 1 the children 

1J of Israel. And when the children of 
Israel heard [of it], the whole assem¬ 
bly of the children of Israel gathered 
together at Shiloh, to go up against 
them to war. 

11 And the children of Israel sent to 
the children of Reuben, and to the 
children of Gad, and to the half tribe 
of Manasseh, into the land of Gilead, 
rhineiias the son of Eleazar the 
11 priest, and with him ten princes, of 
each father’s house a prince, out of 
all the tribes of Israel; and each of 
them was head of a father’s house, 
15 of the thousands of Israel. And 
they came to the children of Reuben, 
and to the children of Gad, and to 
the half tribe of Manasseh, to the 
land of Gilead, and spoke with them, 
ll! saying. Thus saitli the whole assem¬ 
bly of Jehovah : What wickedness 
is this which ye have committed 
against the God of Israel, to turn 
away this day from following Je¬ 
hovah, in that yo have built your¬ 
selves an altar, rebelling this day 
17 against Jehovah? Is the iniquity 
ol 1 Vor too little for us ? from which 
wo are not cleansod until this day,

Notwith¬ 
standing, if the land of your posses¬ 
sion is unclean, come over into the 
land of the possession of Jehovah, 
where Jehovah’s tabernacle dwelleth, 
and take possession amongst us; but 
rebel not against Jehovah, and rebel 
not against us, in building for your¬ 
selves an altar besides the altar of 

20 Jehovah our God. Did not Aclian the 
son of Zerali commit a trespass in 
the accursed thing ? and wrath fell 
on all the assembly of Israel, and he 
perished not alone in his iniquity. 

31 And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Manasseh answered and 
said to the heads of the thousands of 

23 Israel, The God’ of gods, Jehovah, 
the God’ of gods, Jehovah, he know- 
eth, and Israel he shall know [it]; if 
it is in rebellion, or if in trespass 
against Jehovah,—save us not this 

23 day!—that we have built for our¬ 
selves an altar to turn from follow¬ 
ing Jehovah, and if it is to offer 
up burnt-offering and oblation orf it, 
and if to offer peace-offerings thereon, 
let Jehovah himself require it [from 

24 us], and if we have not done it from 
fear of this thing, saying, In future k 
your children will speak to our chil¬ 
dren, saying, "What have ye to do 
with Jehovah the God of Israel ? 

35 Jehovah hath made the Jordan a 
border between us and you, ye chil¬ 
dren of Reuben and children of Gad, 
ye have no portion in Jehovah!

32 And the bones of Joseph, which the 
children of Israel had brought up out 
of Egypt, buried they in Shechem in 
the portion 5 ’ of the held which Jacob 
had bought of the sons of Hamor, 
Shechem’s father, for a hundred 
kesitalis ; 1 and it became the inherit¬ 
ance of the children of Joseph. 

33 And Eleazar the son of Aaron 
died; and they buried him in the 
hill of Phinehas his son, which had 
been given him in mount Ephraim.

12 And Caleb said, He that smites 
Kiijath-sepher and takes it, to him 
will I give Achsah my daughter as 

13 wife. And Othniel the son of Kenaz, 
Caleb’s younger brother, took it; and 
he gave him Achsah his daughter as 

14 wife. And it came to pass as she 
came, that she urged him to ask of 
her father the field; and she sprang 
down from the ass. And Caleb said 

16 to her. What wouldest thou ? And 
she said to him, Give me a blessing; 
for thou hast given me a southern 
land */ give me also springs of water.

27 And Manasseh did not dispossess 
Beth-shean and its dependent vil¬ 
lages^ nor Taanach and its dependent 
villages, nor the inhabitants of Dor 
and its dependent villages, nor the 
inhabitants of Ibleam and its depen¬ 
dent villages, nor the inh abitants of 
Megiddo and its dependent villages; 
and the Can&anites would dwell in 

28 that land. And it came to pass when 
Israel became strong, that they made 
the Canaanites tributary; but they 
did not utterly dispossess them. 

29 And Ephraim did not dispossess 
the Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer; 
but the Canaanites dwelt among 
them in Gezer. 

80 Zebulun did not dispossess the 
inhabitants of Kitron, nor the in¬ 
habitants of Nahalol; but the Ca- 
naanites dwelt among them, and 
became tributaries. 

81 Asher did not dispossess the inhabi¬ 
tants of Accho, nor the inhabitants 
of Zidon, nor Ahlab, nor Achzib, nor

the inhabitants of Beth-anath; and 
he dwelt among the Canaanites, the 
inhabitants of the land, but the inha¬ 
bitants of Beth-shemesh and of Beth- 
anath became tributaries to them. 

M And the Amorites forced the chil¬ 
dren of Dan into the hill-country, for 
they would not suffer them to come 
83 down to the valley. And the Amor¬ 
ites would dwell on mount Henes, in 
AjalonandinShaalbim: bntthehand 
of the house of Joseph prevailed, and 
36 they became tributaries. And the 
border of the Amorites was from the 
ascent of Akrabbim, from the rock, 
and upwards.

And these are the nations that 
Jehovah left, to prove Israel by them, 
all that had not known all the wars 
2 of Canaan; only that the generations 
of the children of Israel might know 
war by learning it, at the least those 
who before had known nothing tliere- 
8 of: five lordships of the Philistines, 
and all the Canaanites, and the 
Sidonians, and the Hivites that dwell 
on mount Lebanon; from mount 
Baal-Hermon unto the entering into 
4 Hamath. And they were to prove 
Israel by them, to know whether they 
would obey the commandments of 
Jehovah, whieh he eommanded their 
fathers by the hand of Moses.

88 And Ehud had escaped while they 
lingered, and passed beyond the 
graven images, 4 and escaped to Sei- 

27 rah. And it came to pass when he 
was come, that he blew a trumpet in 
the hill-country of Ephraim, and the 
children of Israel went down with 
him from the hill-country, and he

And they told Sisera 
that Barak the son of Abinoam had 

18 gone up to mount Tabor. Then Sisera 
gathered together all his chariots, 
nine hundred chariots of iron, and 
all the people that were with him, 
from Haroslietli'Goim to the torrent 
Kislion. 

14 And Deborah said to Barak, Up; 
for this is the day in which Jehovah 
hath given Sisera into thy hand I Is 
not Jehovah gone out before thee ? 
And Barak went down from mount 
Tabor, and ten thousand men after 

15 him. And Jehovah discomfited 
Sisera, and all the chariots, and all 
the army, with the edge of the sword 
before Barak; and Sisera got down 
from [his] chariot, and fled on foot. 

10 And Barak pursued after the chariots 
and after the army to Harosheth- 
Goirn; and all the army of Sisera fell 
by the edge of the sword; not one 

17 was left. And Sisera fled on foot to 
the tent of Jael the wife of Heber the 
Kenite ; for there was peace between 
Jabin the king of Hazor and the 

18 house of Heber the Kenite. And Jael 
went out to meet Sisera, and said to 
him, Turn in, my lord, turn in to me; 
fear not. And he turned in to her, into 
the tent, and she covered him with 

19 the quilt. And he said to her, Give me,

And Gideon -went in, and 
made ready a kid of the goats, and 
an ephah of flour in unleavened 
cakes : the flesh lie put in a basket, 
and he put the broth in a pot, and 
brought it out to him under the tere-

And Jehovah 
said to Gideon, By the three hundred 
men that lapped will I save you, 
and give Midian into thy hand; and 
let all the people go every man to his 

8 place. And they took the victuals 
of the people in their hand, and 
their trumpets ; and all the men of 
Israel he sent away, every man to his 
tent, but retained the three hundred 
men. Now the camp of Midian was 
beneath him in the valley. 

9 And it came to pass in that night, 
that Jehovah said to him, Arise, go 
down to the camp; for I have given 

10 it into thy hand. And if thou fear 
to go dow'n, go thou with Phurah thy 

11 servant down to the camp; and tliou 
shalt hear what they say; and after¬ 
wards shall thy hand be strength¬ 
ened, and thou shalt go down unto 
the camp. And he went down with 
Phurah his servant to the outside of 
the armed men that were in the camp. 

13 And Midian and Amalek and all the 
children of the east lay along in the 
valley as locusts for multitude ; and 
their camels were without number,

And Gideon came, and 
behold, a man was telling a dream

And 
his fellow answered and said, This

16 And it came to pass when Gideon 
heard the telling of the dream and 
its interpretation, that he worship¬ 


ped. And he returned into the camp 
of Israel, and said, Arise ; for Jeho¬ 
vah hath given into your hand the 

16 camp of Midian. And he divided 
the three hundred men into three 
companies, and he put a trumpet in 
every man's hand, and empty pitch¬ 
ers, and torches within the pitchers. 

17 And he said to them, Look on me, 
and do likewise; behold, when I 
come to the extremity of the camp, it 
shall be that, as I do, so shall ye do. 

10 And when I blow with a trumpet, I 
and all that are with me, ye also shall 
blow the trumpets around the whole 
camp, and shall say, For Jehovah 
and for Gideon! 

10 And Gideon, and the hundred men 
that were with him, came to the out¬ 
side of the camp in the beginning of 
the middle watch ; w and they had 
but newly set the watch; and they 
blew the trumpets, and broke the 
pitchers that were in their hands. 

20 And the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and broke in pieces the 
pitchers, and held the torches in then- 
left hand, and the trumpets in their 
right hand for blowing, and cried, The 
sword of Jehovah and of Gideon ! 

21 And they stood every man in his 
place round about the camp ; and all 
the host ran, and cried out, and fled. 

22 And the three hundred blew the 
trumpets, and Jehovah set every 
man’s sword against his fellow, even 
throughout the camp. And the host 
fled to Beth-shittah towards Zererali. 
to the border 1 of Abel-meholah, by 
Tabbath. 

29 And the men of Israel were calbd 
together out of Naphtali, and out of 
Asher, and out of all Manasseh, and 
pursued after Midian. 

94 And Gideon sent messengers 
throughout mount Ephraim, saj’ing, 
Come down against Midian, and take 
before them the waters unto Beth- 
barah, and the Jordan. And all the 
men of Ephraim were called together, 
and took the waters unto Beth-barah,

And 
Gideon said, Therefore when Jeho¬ 
vah delivers Zebah and Zalmunna

12 And Jephthah sent messengers to 
the king of the children of Ammon, 
saying, What hast thou to do with 
me, that thou art come against me

king of the children of Ammon said 
to the messengers of Jephthah, Be¬ 
cause Israel took away my land, 
when they came up out of Egypt,

And Elon the 
Zebulonite died, and was buried in 
Ajalon in the land of Zebuluu. 

13 And after him Abdon tire son of 

'Hillel; the Pirathonite, judged Israel. 

14 And lie had forty sons and thirty 
grandsons, who rode on seventy ass 
colts. And he judged Israel eight 

15 years. And Abdon the son of Hillel 
the Pirathonite died, and was buried 
in Pirathori in the land of Ephraim, 
,in tire hill-country of the Ama- 
lejntes. 

XIFR And the children of Israel again | 
di(Jevil v in the sight of Jehovah ; and 
Jehovah gave them into the hand of 
the Philistines forty years. 

2 And there was a certain man of 
Zoreah, of the family of the Danites, 
and his name was Manoali. And his 

.wife was barren and did not hear. 

3 And the Angel of Jehovah appeared 
to the woman, and said to her, Be¬ 
hold now, thou art barren and bear- 
.estnot; hut thou shalt conceive and 

4 hear a son. And now beware, I pray 
thee, and drink not wine nor strong 

6 drink, and eat nothing unclean. Fol¬ 
io, thou shalt conceive, and bear a 
son, and no razor shall come on his

6 And the woman came and told her 
husband, saying, A man of God came 
to me, and his appearance was like

17 And Mftnoah said to the Angel of

And the Angel of 
Jehovah said to him, How is it that 
thou askest* after my name, seeing 
it is wonderful ? 

10 Then Manoah took the kid and the 
oblation, and offered it up to Jeho¬ 
vah upon the rock. And he did won- 
drously, and Manoah and his wife 

30 looked on. And it came to pass, as 
the flame went up from off the altar 
towards the heavens, that the Angel 
of Jehovah ascended in the flame of 
the altar; and Manoah and his wife 
looked on, and fell on their faces to 

al the ground. And the Angel of Jeho¬ 
vah appeared no more to Manoah 
and to his wife. Then Manoah knew 
that it was the Angel of Jehovah. 

22 And Manoah said to his wife, We

24 And the woman bore a son, and 
called his name Samson. And the 
child grew, and Jehovali blessed him. 

2ft And the Spirit of Jehovah began to 
move* him at Malianeh-Dan, z be¬ 
tween Zoreah and Eshtaol. 

XIV. And Samson went down to 
Timnathah, and saw a woman in 
Timnathfth of the daughters of the 

4 Philistines. And he went up, and 
told his father and his mother, and 
said, I have seen a woman in Tim- 
nathali of the daughters of the Philis¬ 
tines ; and now take her for me as 

0 wife. And his father and his mother

And it came to 
pass on the seventh day, that they 
said to Samson’s wife, Persuade thy 
husband, that he may explain to us 
the riddle, lest we burn thee and thy 
father’s house with fire. Have ye 
invited us to impoverish us,—is it 

16 not [so] ? And Samson’s wife wept 
before him, and said, Thou dost but 
hate me, and lovest me not. Thou 
hast propounded the riddle to the 
children of my people, and hast not 
explained it to me.

And the men of Ju¬ 
dah said, Why are ye come up against 
us ? And they said, To bind Samson 
are we come up, to do to him as he

men of Judah -went down to the cleft 
of the cliff Etam, and said to Sam¬ 
son, Knowest thou not that the Phi¬ 
listines rule over us ? And what is 
this that thou hast done to us ? And 
he said to them, As they did to me,

17 And it came to pass when he had 
ended speaking, that he cast away 
the jawbone out of his hand, and 
called that place Ramath-Lehi/ 1 
1 g And 1 1 e w as very tl \ irsty, and cal 1 ed 
on Jehovah, and said, Thou hast 
given by the hand of thy servant this 
great deliverance, and now shall I 
die for thirst, and fall into the hand 
1,1 of the uncircumcised ? And God 
clave the hollow rock which was in 
belli, and water came out of it. And 
he drank, and his spirit came again, 
mid he revived. Therefore its name 
was called En-liakkore, 0 which is in 
Lehi to this day. 

And he judged Israel in the days 

of the Philistines twenty years. 

XVI. And Samson went to Gazali, 

and saw there a harlot/ and went in 

2 to her. [And it was told] the Gazath- 

itos, saving, Samson is come hither. 

And they surrounded [him], and laid 

wait for him all night at the gate of 

the city, and were quiet all the night, 

saving, In the morning light we will

4 And it came to pass afterwards 
that lie loved a woman in the valley 
of Sorek, whose name was Delilah. 

6 And the lords of the Philistines 
came up to her, and said to her, Per¬ 
suade him, and see in what his great 
strength is, and w’itli what w 7 e may 
prevail against him, that we may 
bind him to overpower K him; and 
we will each give thee eleven liun- 

c dred silver-pieces. Then Delilah 
said to Samson, Tell me, I pray thee, 
in what is thy great strength, and 
with what thou miglitest be bound to 

7 overpower thee. And Samson said 
to her, If they should bind me with 
seven fresh cords which have not 
been dried, then should I be weak, 

6 and be as another man. Then the 
lords of the Philistines brought up to 
her seven fresh cords which had not 
been dried, and she bound him with

abiding in the chamber; and she 
said to him, The Philistines are upon 
thee, Samson ! And he broke the 
cords, as a thread of tow is broken 
when it touches the fire; and his 
strength was not known. 

10 And Delilah said to Samson. Re¬ 
hold, thou hast mocked me and told 
me lies. Now tell me I pray thee, 
with what thou miglitest be bound. 

11 And lie said to her, If they should 
bind me fast with new ropes, with 
which no work has been done, then 
should I be weak, and be as another 

12 man. And Delilah took new ropes, 
and bound him with them, and said 
to him, The Philistines are upon 
thee, Samson 1 Now there were liers 
in wait abiding in the chamber. And

19 And Delilah said to Samson, 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me and 
told me lies.

14 web. And she fastened it with the 
pin, and said to him, The Philistines 
are upon thee, Samson 1 And he 
awoke out of his sleep, and tore out 
the pin of the beam, and the web. 

16 Then she said to him, How canst 
thou say, I love thee, when thy heart 
is not with me ? these three times 
hast thou mocked me, and hast not 
told me in what is thy great strength. 

16 And it came to pass when she pressed 
him daily with her words and urged 
him, that his soul was vexed unto 

17 death ; and he told her all his heart, 
and said to her, There has not come 
a razor upon my head; tor I am a 
Nazaritc of God from my mother’s 
womb; if I should be shaven, then 
my strength would go from me, and 
I should be weak, and be like all 
mankind. 

10 And Delilah saw that he had told 
her all his heart, and she sent and 
called for the lords of the Philistines, 
saying, Come up this time, for he 
has told me all his heart. And the 
lords of the Philistines came up to 
her, and brought the money in their 

19 hand. And she made him sleep upon 
her knees, and called a man, and 
she caused him to shave off the seven 
locks of his head; and she began to 
overpower him, and his strength 

20 went from him. And she said, The 
Philistines are upon thee, Samson! 
And he awoke out of his sleep, and 
thought, I will go out as at other 
times before, and disengage myself. 
And lie knew not that Jehovah had 

21 departed from him. And the Philis¬ 
tines seized him, and put out his 
eyes, and brought him down to Ga- 
zah, and bound him with fetters 1 * of 


bronze; and be had to grind in the 

22 prison-house. But the hair of his 
head began to grow after he was 
shaved. 

29 Then the lords of the Philistines 
gathered together to sacrifice a great 
sacrifice to Dagon their god, and to 
rejoice; for they said, Our god lias 
given Samson our enemy into our 

24 hands. ■ And when the people saw r 
him, they praised their god ; for they 
said, Our god has given into our hands 
our enemy, and the destroyer of our 
country, even him who multiplied 

25 our slain. And it came to pass when 
their hearts were merry, that they 
said. Call for Samson, that he may 
make us sport. And they called for 
Samson out of the prison-house, and 
he played before them ; and they set 

20 him between the pillars. And Sum- 
son said to the lad that held him by 
the hand, Let loose of me, and suffer 
me to feel the pillars upon which the 
house stands, that I may lean upon 

27 them. Now the house was full of 
men and women; and all the lords 
of the Philistines were there; and 
upon the roof there were about three 
thousand men and women, who 
looked on while Samson made sport. 

20 And Samson called to Jehovah, aud 
said, Lord Jehovah, remember me, I 
pray thee, and strengthen me, I pray 
thee, only this once, 0 God, that I 
may take one vengeance upon the 

29 Philistines for my two eyes. And 
Samson took hold of the two middle 
pillars upon which the house stood 
(and he supported himself upon 
them), the one with his right hand 

80 and the other with his left. And 
Samson said, Let me die with the 
Philistines! And he bowed himself 
with might; and the house fell on 
the lords, and on all the people that 
were therein. So the dead that he 
slew at his death were more than 
those whom he had slain in his life. 

81 And his brethren came down, and

And Micah consecrated™ 
the Levite; and the young man be¬ 
came his priest, and was in the house 

13 of Micah. Then said Micah, Now I 
know that Jehovah will do me good, 
because I have the Levite for priest. 

XVIII. In those days there was no 
king in Israel, and in those days the 
tribe of the Danites sought for them¬ 
selves aq^inheritance to dwell in; 
for to that day [their lot] had not 
fallen to them for inheritance among

82 thirty men of Israel. And the chil- 43 
dren of Benjamin said, They are 
smitten down before us, as at the 
first. And the children of Israel 
said, Let us flee, that we may draw 44 
them from the city to the highways. 

83 And all the men of Israel rose up 45 
out of their place, and put them¬ 
selves in array at Baal-Tamar; and 
the ambush of Israel rushed forth out 
of their place, out of the meadows of 

84 Geba. And there came from opposite 
Gibeah ten thousand chosen men out 46 
of all Israel, and the battle was se¬ 
vere ; but they knew not that disaster

6 And the hand of Jehovah was heavy 
upon them of Aslidod, and he laid 
them waste, and emote them with he¬ 
morrhoids,—Ashdod and its borders. 

7 And when the men of Ashdod saw 
that it was so, they said, The ark of 
the God of Israel shall not abide with 
us; for his hand is severe upon us, 

8 and upon Dagon our god. And they 
sent and gathered all the lords of 
the Philistines unto them, and said, 
What shall we do with the ark of the 
God of Israel ? And they said, Let 
the ark of the God of Israel be carried 
about to Gath. And they earned 
the ark of the God of Israel about 

9 [thither]. And it came to pass that, 
after they had earned it about, the 
hand of Jehovah was against the 
city with very great panic; and he 
smote the men of the city, both 
small and gTeat, and hemorrhoids 
broke out upon them. 

10 And they sent the ark of God to 
Ekron. And it came to x>ass, when 
the ark of God came to Ekron, that 
the Ekronites cried out, saying, They 
have brought about the ark of the God 
of Israel to us, to kill us and our peo-

the lords of the Philistines, and said, 
Send away the ark of the God of Is¬ 
rael, and let it go again to its own 
place, that it kill us not, and our 
people.

6 upon your lords. And ye shall make 
images of your hemorrhoids, and 
images of your mice that destroy the 
land, and give glory to the God of 
Israel: perhaps he will lighten liis 
hand from off you, and from off your 

6 gods, and from off your land. And 
why will ye harden your heart, as 
the Egyptians and Pharaoh hardened 
their heart ? When he had wrought 
mightily among them, did they not 

7 let them go, and they departed ? And 
now make a new cart, and take two 
milch kine, on which there has come 
no yoke, and tie the kine to the cart, 
and bring their calves home from 

e them; and take the ark of Jehovah, 
and lay it upon the cart, and the 
golden jewels, which ye return him 
as a trespass-offering, put in the 
coffer by the side thereof; and send 

9 it away that it may go. And see, if 
it go up by the way of its own bonier 
to Beth-shemesh, it is he who has 
done us this great evil; if not, then 
we shall know that it is not his hand 
that touched us; it was a chance 
[that] happened to us. 

10 And the men did so, and took two 
milch kine, and tied them to the cart, 
and shut up their calves at home. 

11 And they laid the ark of Jehovah 
upon the cart, and the coffer with the 
golden mice and the images of their 

12 sores. And the kine went straight 
forward on the "way to Beth-shemesh ; 
they went by the one high way, low¬ 
ing as they went; and they turned 
not aside to the right hand or to the 
left; and the lords of the Philis-

And 
the cart came into the field of 
Joshua the Beth-shemeshite, and 
stood there; and a gTeat stone was 
there. And they clave the wood of

And 
the Levites took down the ark of Je¬ 
hovah, and the coffer that was with 
it, in which were the golden jewels, 
and put them on the great stone; and 
the men of Beth-shemesh offered 
up burnt-offerings and sacrificed 
sacrifices the same day to Jehovah. 

16 And the five lords of the Philistines 
saw [it], and returned t© Tskron the 
same day. 

17 And these are the golden sores 
which the Philistines returned as a 
trespass-offering to Jehovah: for 
Ashdod one, for Gazah one, for Ash- 
kelon one, for Gath one, for Ekron 

18 one; and the golden mice, [accord¬ 
ing to] the number of all the cities 
of the Philistines belonging to the 
five lords, both fortified cities and 
villages of the peasantry; [and they 
brought them] as far a-s the great 
[stone of] Abel, 111 whereon they set 
down the ark of Jehovah, [which] is 
to this day in the field of Joshua the 
Beth-shemeshite. 

19 And he smote among the men 
of Beth-shemesh, because they had 
looked into the ark of Jehovah, and 
smote of the people seventy men ; u 
and the people lamented, because 
Jehovah had smitten the people with 

20 a great slaughter. And the men of 
Beth-shemesh said, Who is able to 
stand before Jehovah, this holy God *? 
and to whom slmll he go up from us ? 

21 And they sent messengers to the in¬ 
habitants of Kirjath-jeftrini, saying,

VII. And the men of Kiijath-jearim 
came, and fetched up the ark of Je¬ 
hovah, and brought it into the house 
of Abinadab on the hill, u and hallowed 
Eleaznr his son to keep the ark of 
Jehovah. 

2 And it came to pass, from the day 
that the ark abode in Kirjath-jearim, 
that tiie time was long; p for it was 
twenty years. And all the house of 
" Israel lamented after Jehovah. And 
Samuel spoke to all the house of Is¬ 
rael, saying, If ye return to Jehovah 
with all your heart, put away the 
strange gods and the Ashtoreths from 
among you, and apply your hearts 
uuto Jehovah, and serve him only; 
and he will deliver you out of the 

4 hand of the Philistines. And the 
children of Israel put away the Baals 
and the Ashtoreths and served Jeho- 
J vah ouly. 

8 Aud Samuel said, Gather all Israel 
to Mizpah, and I will pray Jehovah 

6 for 3'ou. And they gathered together 
to Mizpah, and drew water, and 
poured it out before Jehovah, and 
fasted on that day, and said there, 
We have sinned against Jehovah. 
Aud Samuel judged the children of 

7 Israel in Mizpah. And the Philis- 
t tines heard that the children of Israel 

were gathered together at Mizpah; 
and the lords of the Philistines went 
up against Israel; and the children 
of Israel heard [it], aud were afraid of 

M the Philistines. And the children 
of Israel said to Samuel, Cease not 
to cry to Jehovah our God for us, 
that he will save us out of the hand 
v ol the Philistines. And Samuel took 
a sucking-lamb, and offered it ns a 
whole burnt-offering to Jehovah; and 
Samuol cried to Jehovah for Israel, 
10 nnd Jehovah answered him. And as 
Samuel was offering up the burnt* 
offering, tho Philistines advanced to 

battle against Israel. And Jehovah 
thundered with a great thunder on 
that day upon the Philistines, and 
discomfited them; and they were 

11 routed before Israel. And the men 
of Israel went out of Mizpah, and 
pursued the Philistines, and smote 
them, as far as below Beth-car. 

12 And Samuel took a stone and set 
it between Mizpah and Shen,^ and 
called the name of it Eben-ezer, r and 
said, Hitherto Jehovah has helped 

19 us. And the Philistines were sub¬ 
dued, and came no more into the 
borders of Israel; and the hand of 
Jehovah was against the Philistines 

14 all the days of Samuel. And the 
cities that the Philistines had taken 
from Israel were restored to Israel, 
from Ekron even to Gath; and their 
territory did Israel deliver out of the 
hand of the Philistines. And there 
was peace between Israel and the 
Amorite. 

15 And Samuel judged Israel all the 

16 days of his life. And he went from 
year to year in circuit to Bethel, and 
Gilgal, and Mizpah, and judged Is- 

17 raei in all those places. And his 
return was to Ramah; for there 
was liis house, and there he judged 
Israel; and there he built an altar 
to Jehovah. 

VIII. Aud it came to pass when 
Samuel was old, that he made his 

3 sous judges over Israel. And the 
name of his firstborn was Joel; and 
the name of his second, Abijah ; they 

8 judged in Beer-sheba. And his sons 
walked not in liis ways, but turned 
aside after lucre, and took bribes, 

4 and perverted justice. Then all the 
elders of Israel gathered themselves 
together, and come to Samuel to lta- 

6 mah, and said to him, Behold, tliou 
art become old, and tliy sons walk 
not in thy ways: now appoint us a 
king to judge us, like all the nations. 

0 And the tiling displeased Samuel, 
when they said, Give us a king to

7 And Jehovah said to Samuel, 
Hearken unto the voice of the people 
in all that they say unto thee: for 
they have not rejected thee, but they 
have rejected me, that I should not 

8 reign over them. According to all 
the deeds that they liave done 6ince 
the day that I brought them up out 
of Egypt even unto this day, in that 
they have forsaken me and served 
other gods, so do they also unto-thee. 

0 And now hearken unto their voice ; 
only, testify solemnly unto them, 
and declare unto them the manner 
of the king that shall reign over 
them. 

10 And Samuel spoke all the words 
of Jehovah to the people that asked 

11 of him a king. And he said, This 
will be the manner 8 of the king that 
shall reign over you: he will take 
your sons, and appoint them for him¬ 
self, on his chariot and among his 
horsemen, and they shall run before 

12 his chariots ; and [he will take them] 
that he may appoint for himself cap¬ 
tains over thousands, and captains 
over fifties, and that they may plough 
his ground, and reap his harvest, and. 
make his instruments of war and 

18 instruments of his chariots. And he 
will take your daughters for perfum- 

14 ers, and cooks, and bakers. And 
your fields, and your vineyards, and 
your olive-yards, the best, will he 

16 take and give to his servants. And 
he will take the tenth of your 6eed 
and of your vineyards, and give to 
his chamberlains 4 and to his ser- 

1C vants. And he will take your bond- 
men, and your bondwomen, and your 
comeliest young men, and your asses, 

17 and use them for hie work. He will 
take the tenth of your sheep. v And 

18 ye shall be his servants. And ye shall 
cry out in that day because of your 
king whom ye have chosen; and 

Jehovah will not answer you in that 
day. 

19 And the people refused to hearken 
to the voice of Samuel; and they said, 
No, but there shall be a king over 

90 us, that we also may be like all the 
nations ; and our king shall judge us, 
and go out before us, and conduct our 

21 wars. And Samuel heard all the 
words of the people, and he repeated 

22 them in the ears of Jehovah. And 
Jehovah said to Samuel, Hearken 
unto their voice, and make them a 
king. And Samuel said to the men 
of Israel, Go ye every man to his 
city. 

IX. And there was a man of Benjamin 
whose name was Kish, the son of 
Abiel, the son of Zeror, the son of Be- 
chorath, the son of Apliiah, the son 
of a Benjaminite, a mighty man of 

2 wealth. w And he had a son whose 
name was Saul, 1 choice and comely; 
and there was not among the children 
of Israel a comelier person than he ; 
from his shoulders and upward he 
was higher than any of the people. 

8 And the asses of Kish Saul's father 
were lost; and Kish said to Saul his 
eon, Take, I pray, one of the young 
men with thee, and arise, go seek the 

4 asses. And he passed through mount 
Ephraim, and passed through the 
land of Shalishah, blit they found 
[them] not; and they passed through 
the land of Shaalim, and they were 
not there ; and they passed through 
the land of Benjamin, and they found 

6 [them] not. They had come to the 
land of Zuph when Saul said to his 
servant y that was with him, Come 
and let us return ; lest my father give 
up the asses, and be anxious about 

6 us. And he said to him, Behold now, 
a man of God is in this city, and the 
man is held in honour ; nil that he 
says comes surely to pass. Let us 
now go thither : perhaps.lie will shew 

7 us the "way that we should go. And

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Saul said to his servant, But if z we 
go, what shall we bring the man? 
for the bread is spent in our vessels, 
and we have no present to give to 
the man of God; what have we? 

8 And the servant answered Saul again 
and said, Behold, I have here at hand 
the fourth part of a shekel of silver; 
that will I give to the man of God, to 

9 tell us our way. (In former time in 
Israel, when a man went to ask 
counsel of God, ho said, Come and 
let us go to the seer; for he that is 
now called a Prophet was in former 

10 time called a Seer.) And Saul said 
to liis servant, Well said: come, let 
us go. So they went to the city 
w here the man of God was. 

11 As they went up the ascent to the 
city, they met maidens going forth to 
draw w ater; and they said to them, Is 

12 the seer here ? And they answered 
them and said, He is; behold, he is 
before thee : make haste now, for he 
came to-day to the city; for the peo¬ 
ple havq a sacrifice to-day in the high 

1;l place. As soon as ye come into the 
city, ye shall straightway find him, 
before he goes up to the high place 
to eat; for the people eat not until 
lie has come, because he blesses the 
sacrifice; afterwards they eat that 
aro invited. And now go lip; for 
14 this very day shall ye find him. And 
they w r ent up into the city. As they 
were coming into the midst of the 
city, behold, Samuel was coming out 
towards them, to go up to the high 
n place. Now Jehovah had apprised 4 
Samuel one day before Saul came, 
18 saying, To-morrow about this time I 
will send thee a man out of the land 
of Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint 
him prince over my people Israel; 
and ho will savo my people out of 
the hand of the Philistines ; for I 
ha ve looked upon my people, because 
17 their cry is come unto me. And 
as Samuel saw Saul, Jehovah an¬ 
swered him, Behold the man of whom

I spoke to thee 1. this man shall rule 
over my people. 

18 And Saul drew near to Samuel in 
the midst of the gate, and said, Tell 
me, I pray thee, where the seer’s 

19 house is. And Samuel answered 
Saul and said, I am the seer: go up 
before me to the high place, and ye 
shall eat with me to-day, and to- 
morrow I will let thee go, and "will 

20 tell thee all that is in thy heart. And 
as for the asses that thou didst lose 
three days ago, set not thy heart on 
them ; for they are found. And on 
whom is all the desire of Israel [set] ? 
Is it not on thee, and on all b thy fa- 

21 ther’s house ? And Saul answered 
and said, Am not I a Benjaminite, of 
the smallest of the tribes of Israel, 
and my family the least of all the fa¬ 
milies of the tribe c of Benjamin ? and 
why dost thou speak such words to 

22 me ? And Samuel took Saul and his 
servant, and brought them into the 
chamber, and gave them a place at the 
head of them that were invited; and 

23 they were about thirty persons. And 
Samuel said to the cook, Bring the 
portion that I gave thee, of which I 

24 said to thee, Set it by thee. And the 
cook took up the shoulder, and what 
was on it, and set [it] before Saul. 
And he said, Behold that which has 
been reserved I set it before thee, eat; 
for against the set time has it been 
kept for thee, since I said, I will 
invite the people. So Saul ate with 
Samuel that day. 

25 And they came down from the 
high place into the city, and he spoke 

20 with Saul upon the roof. And the} 7 
arose early ; and when it was about 
the dawning of the day, Samuel 
called to Saul on the roof, saying, 
Arise, that I may send thee away. 
And Saul arose, and they w r ont out 
botji of them, he and Samuel, into 

27 the street. As thoy were going down 
to the end of the city, Samuel said to 
Saul, Tell the servant to pass on be- 

in Israel P Shall it not bo thino and all... P’ 
c Or ‘clans;* lit. ‘ tribes:’ cl.

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fore us (and he passed on), but stand 
thou still now, d that I may cause thee 
to hear the word of God. 

X. Then Samuel took the vial of oil, 
and poured it upon his head, and 
kissed him, and said, Is it not because 
Jehovah has anointed thee prince 
2 over hie inheritance ? When thou 
goest from me to-day, thou shalt 
meet two men by Kachel’s sepulchre 
in the border of Benjamin at Zelzah; 
and they will say to thee, The asses 
are found which thou wentest to 
seek, and behold, thy father has dis¬ 
missed the matter of the asses, and 
is anxious about you, saying, What 
8 shall I do for my son ? And thou 
shalt go on forward from thence, and 
shalt come to the oak of Tabor, and 
there shall meet thee three men going 
up to God, to Bethel, one carrying 
three kids, and another carrying three 
cakes of bread, and another carrying 
4 a flask of wine. And they will ask 
after thy welfare, and give thee two 
loaves, which thou shalt receive of 
6 their hands. After that thou ■ shalt 
come to the hill of God, where are the 
outposts of the Philistines; and it 
shall come to pass, when thou eomest 
thither, into the city, that thou slialt 
meet a company of prophets coming 
down from the high place with lute 
and tambour and pipe and harp be¬ 
fore them ; and they themselves pro- 

6 phesyiDg. And the Spirit of Jeho¬ 
vah will come upon thee, and thou 
shalt prophesy with them, and shalt 

7 be turned into another man. And it 
shall be, when these signs shall come 
to thee, thou shalt do as thy hand 
shall find; for God is with thee. 

0 And thou shalt go down before me to 
Gilgal; and behold, I will come down 
to tliee, to offer up burnt-offerings, 
[and] to sacrifice sacrifices of peace- 
offerings : seven days shalt thou wait, 
until I come to thee and inform 
thee what thou shalt do. 

® And it was [bo] that when he 
turned his back to go away from 


Samuel, God gave® him another 
heart; and all those signs came to 

10 pass that day. And when they came 
tliifcher to the hill, 1 behold, a company 
of prophets met him; and the Spirit 
of God came upon him, and he pro- 

11 phesied among them. And it came 
to pass, when all that knew him be¬ 
fore saw that, behold, he prophesied 
among the prophets, then the people 
said one to another, What is this 
that has happened to the 6on of Kish ? 
Is Saul also among the prophets? 

12 And a man of that place answered, and 
said, But who is their father? There¬ 
fore it became a proverb. Is Saul 

13 also among the prophets ? And when 
he had ended prophesjdng, he came 

14 to the high place. And Saul’s uncle 
said to him and to his servant, 
Whither went ye ? And he said, To 
seek the asses ; and when we saw 
that they were nowhere, we went to 

15 Samuel. And Saul’s uncle said, Tell 
me, I pray thee, what Samuel said 

16 to you. And Saul said to his uncle, 
He told us for certain that the asses 
w'ere found. But of the matter of 
the kingdom, of which Samuel had 
spoken, he told him not. 

17 And Samuel called the people to- 

19 gether to Jehovah to Mizpah. And 
he said to the children of Israel, Thus 
saith Jehovah, the God of Israel, I 
brought up Israel out of Egypt, and 
delivered you out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and out of the hand of all 
the kingdoms that oppressed, you; 

18 but ye have this day rejected your 
God, who himself saved you out of 
all your adversities and your troubles, 
and have said unto him, [Nay,] but 
a king shalt thou set over us. Now 
therefore present yourselves before 
Jehovah by your tribes, and by your 

20 thousands. And Samuel caused all 
the tribes of Israel to come near, 
and the tribe of Benjamin was taken. 

21 And he caused the tribe of Benjamin 
to come near by then - families; aud 
the family of Matri was taken ; and

And 
they sought him, but he was not to 
aa be found.

And they ran 
and fetched him thence; and when 
he stood among the people, he was 
higher than any of the people from 
24 his shoulders and upward. And 
Samuel said to all the people, See 
ye him whom Jehovah has chosen, 
that there is none like him among all 
the people ? And all the people 
shouted and said, May the king live. 

26 And Samuel told the people the 
right of the kingdom, and wrote it in 
the book, and laid it before Jehovah. 
And Samuel sent all the people away, 

2r> every man to his house. And Saul 
also went home to Gibeali; and with 
him went the band, whose hearts 

27 God had touohed. But the children 
of Belial said, How should this 
man save us? And they despised 
him, and brought him no gifts. But 
lie was as one deaf. 

XI. And Nab ash the Ammonite came 
up and encamped against Jabesh- 
Gilead. And all the men of Jabesli 
said to Nahash, Make a covenant 
2 with us, and we will serve thee. And 
Nahash the Ammonite said to them, 
On this [condition] will I treat with 
you, that I thrust out all your right 
eyes, and lay it for a reproach upon 
:I all Israel. And the elders of Jabesh 
said to him, Allow us seven days, 
and we will send messengers into all 
the districts of Israol; and if there be 
no man to deliver us, we will come 
4 out to thee. And the messengers 
came to Gibeali of Saul and told 
these words in the ears of the people.

the Spirit of God came upon Saul

And he 
took a yoke of oxen and cut them 
in pieces, and sent throughout the 
territory of Israel by the hand of 
messengers, saying, Whoever comes 
not forth after Saul and after Samuel, 
ro shall it be done to his oxen! And 
the fear of Jehovah fell on the peo¬ 
ple, and they came out as one man. 

0 And he numbered them in Bezek, 
and the children of Israel were three 
hundred thousand, and the men of 
Judah thirty thousand. 

9 And they said to the messengers 
that had come, Thus shall ye say 
to the men of Jabesh-Gilead: To¬ 
morrow ye shall have deliverance 
when the sun is hot. And the mes¬

And Samuel said, As 
thy sword has made women childless, 
so shall thy mother be childless above q 
women.

84 And Samuel went to liamah; and 
Saul went up to his house to Gibeali 

85 of Saul. And Samuel saw Saul no 
more until the day of his death ; for 
Samuel mourned over Saul; and r 
Jehovah repented that he had made 
Saul king over Israel. 

XVI. And Jehovah said to Samuel, 
How long wilt thou mourn for Saul, 
seeing I have rejected him from 
reigning over Israel ? fill thy horn 
with oil, and go, I will send thee to 
Jesse the Bethlehemite; for I have 
provided me a king among his sons.

And Samuel took the 
horn of oil, and anointed him in the 
midst of his brethren. And the Spirit 
of Jehovah came upon David* from 
that day forward. And Samuel rose 
up, and went to Ramah. 

14 Andthe Spiritof Jehovah departed 
from Saul, and an evil spirit from 

15 Jehovah troubled him. And Saul’s 
servants said to him, Behold now, an 
evil spirit from* God troubles thee. 

16 Let our lord now speak; thy ser¬ 
vants are before thee: they shall 
seek out a man, a skilful player on a 
harp; and it shall come to pass, when

XVII. And the Philistines assembled 
their armies 2 to battle, and were 
gathered together at Sochoh, which 
belongs to Judah, and encamped be¬ 
tween Sochoh and Azekah, in Ephes- 

3 daminim. And Saul and the men of 
Israel were gathered together, and 
encamped in the valley of terebinths, 
and set the battle in array against 

H the Philistines. And the Philistines 
stood on the mountain on tho one 
side, and Israel stood on the moun¬ 
tain on the othor side; and the ravine 
was between them. 

4 And there went out a champion a 
from the camp of the Philistines, 
named Goliath, of Gath, whose 
height was six cubits and a span. 

0 And he had a helmet of bronze upon 
his head, and he was clothed with a 
corselet of scales; and the weight of

and the shield-bearer went before 

8 him. And he stood and cried to the 
ranks of Israel, and said to them, Why 
are ye come out to set your battle in 
array ? am not 1 the Philistine, and 
ye servants of Saul ? choose for your¬ 
selves a man, and let him come down 

9 to me. If he be able to fight with 
me, and to smite me, then will we 
be your servants ; but if I overcome 
and smite him, then shall ye be our 

10 servants and serve us. And the 
Philistine said, I have defied b the 
ranks of Israel this day ; give me a 
man, that we may fight together. 

11 And Saul and all Israel heard these 
words of the Philistine, and they were 
dismayed and greatly afraid. 

12 Now David was the son of that 
Ephrathite of Bethlehem-Judah 
whose name was Jesse ; and he had 
eight sons; and the man was old in 
the days of Saul, advanced [in years] 

13 among men. And the three eldest 
of the sons of Jesse had gone and 
followed Saul to the battle ; and the 
names of his three sons that went to 
the battle were Eliab the firstborn, 
and the second to him Abinadab, and 

14 the tliird Shammah. And David was 
the youngest; and the three eldest 

16 had followed Saul. But David went 
and returned from Saul to feed his 
father’s sheep at Bethlehem. 

10 And the Philistine drew near 
morning and evening, and presented 
himself forty days. 

17 And Jesse said to David his son, 
Take, I pray, for thy brethren, this 
epliah of parched [corn] and these ten 
loaves, and carry them quickly c to 

18 the camp to thy brethren ; and carry 
these ten cheeses to the captain of

And David rose up early 
in the morning, and left the sheep 
with a keeper, and took bis charge 
and went, as Jesse had commanded 
him. And he came to the wagon- 
defence ; and the host which was 
going forth to the battle-array sheut- 

21 ed for the fight. And Israel and the 
Philistines put the battle in array, 

22 rank against rank. And David left 
the things he was carrying in the 
hand of the keeper of the baggage, 
and ran into the ranks, and came 

28 and saluted his brethren. And as 
he talked with them, behold there 
came up the champion, the Philistine 
of Gath, Goliath by name, out of the 
ranks of the Philistines, and spoke 
according to the same words; and 

24 David heard [them]. And all the 
men of Israel, when they saw the 
man, fled from him and were gTeatly 

25 afraid. And the men of Israel said, 
Have ye seen this man that comes 
up? for to defy Israel is he come up: 
and it shall be, that the man who 
smites him, him will the king enrich 
with great riches, and will give him 
his daughter, and make his father’s 

26 house free in Israel. And David 
spoke to the men that stood by him, 
saying, What shall be done to the 
man that smites this Philistine, and 
takes away the reproach from Israel ? 
for who is this uncircumcised Philis¬ 
tine, that he should defy the armies d 

27 of the living God ? And the people 
told him after this manner, saying, 
So shall it be done to the man that 

20 smites him. And Eliab, his eldest 
brother, heard while he spoke to the 
men ; and Eliab’s anger was kindled 
against David, and he said, Why art 
thou come down ? and with whom 
hast thou left those few sheep in the 


wilderness ? I know thy pride and 
the naughtiness of thy heart; for thou 
art come down that thou miglrtest 

20 see the battle. And David said, What 
have I now done ? Was it not laid 

30 upon me ? e And he turned from him 
to another, and spoke after the same 
manner; and the people answered 
him again after the former manner. 

31 And the words were heard which 
David spoke, and they rehearsed 
them before Saul; and he sent for 

83 him. And David said to Saul, Let 
no man’s heart fail because of him : 
thy servant will go and tight with 

33 this Philistine. And Saul said to 
David, Thou art not able to go against 
this Philistine to fight with him; for 
thou art but a youth, and he a man 

34 of war from his youth. And David 
said to Saul, Thy servant fed his 
father’s sheep, and there e&me a 
lion, and also a bear, and took a lamb 

85 out of the flock. And I went after 
him, and smote him, and delivered 
it out of his mouth ; and when lie 
arose against me, I seized him by 
his beard, and smote him, and slew 

86 him. Thy servant smote both the 
lion and the bear; and this uncir¬ 
cumcised Philistine shall be as one 
of them, because he has defied the 

97 armies of the living God. And David 
said, Jehovah who delivered me out 
of the paw of the Hon and out of the 
paw of the bear, he will deliver me 
out of the hand of this Philistine. 
And Saul said to David, Go, and

4:1 And the Philistine said to David, 
Am I a dog, that thou comest to me 
with staves ? And the Philistine 

44 cursed David by his gods. And the 
Philistine said to David, Come to 
me, and I will give thy flesh to the 
fowls of the heavens and to the beasts 

45 of the field. And David said to the 
Philistine, Thou comest to me with 
sword, and with spear, and with 
javelin; but I come to thee in the 
mime of Jehovah of hosts, the God 
of the armies of Israel, whom 6 thou 

4,1 hast defied. This day will Jeho¬ 
vah deliver thee up iuto my hand; 
and 1 will smite thee, and take thy 
head from thee ; and I will give the 
carcases of the camp of the Philis¬ 
tines this day to the fowl of the 
heavens and to tho wild beasts of 
the earth. And all the earth shall 

47 know that Israel has a God ; and all 
this congregation shall know that 
Jehovah saves not with sword and 
spear; for the battle is Jehovah’s, 
and he will give you iuto our hands. 

48 And it came to pass, when the 
Philistine arose, and came and ad¬ 
vanced to meet David, that David 
hasted, and ran towards the ranks 

48 to meet the Philistine. And David 
put his hand into the bag, and took 
thence a stone, and slang it, and 
smote the Philistine in his forehead, 
and the stone sank into his forehead;

60 Ho David overcame 11 the Philistine 
with a sling and a stone, and smoto 
the Philistine and killed him; and

And the men of Is¬ 
rael and of Judah arose, and shouted, 
and pursued the Philistines, until 
thou comest to the ravine and to the 
gates of Ekron.

And the children of Israel 
returned from chasing after the 
Philistines, and they pillaged their

55 And when Saul saw David go 
forth against the Philistine, he said to 
Abner, the captain of the host, Ab¬ 
ner, whose son is this young man ?

XVIII. And it came to pass, when he 
had ended speaking to Saul, that the 
soul of Jonathan was knit with the soul 
of David, and Jonathan loved him as 
2 liis own soul.

16 him. And Saul saw that he prosper¬ 
ed well, and he stood in awe of him. 

10 But all Israel and Judah loved David, 
for he went out and came in before 
them. 

17 And Saul said to David, Behold 

my eldest daughter Merab, her will 

I give thee to wife ; only be thou 
valiant for me, and fight Jehovah’s 
battles. But Saul thought, My hand 
shall not be upon him, but the hand 
of the Philistines shall be upon him. 

19 And David said to Saul, Who am I ? 
and what is my life, [or] my father’s 
family in Israel, that I should be 

19 son-in-law to the king ? And it came 
to pass at the time when Merab Saul’s 
daughter should have been given to 
David, that she was given to Adriel 
the Meholatliite as wife. 

20 And Miclial Saul’s daughter loved 
David; and they told Saul, and the 

21 thing was right in his sight. And 
Saul said, I will give him her, that 
she may be a snare to him, and 
that the hand of the Philistines may 
be upon him. And Saul said to 
David, Thou shalt this day be my 
son-in-law a second time. p 

22 And Saul commanded his servants, 
Speak with David secretly, saying, 
Behold, the king has delight in thee, 
and all his servants love thee: now 
therefore be the king’s son-in-law'. 

23 And Saul’s servants spoke those 
words in the ears of David. And 
David said, Is it a light thing in 
your eyes to be the king’s son-in-law, 
seeing that I am a poor man, and 

24 lightly esteemed ? And the servants 
of Saul told him, saying, On this

said, Thus shall ye say to David:

And the princes of the 
Philistines went forth ; q and it came 
to pass, whenever they went forth, 
that David succeeded better' than 
all the servants of Saul; and his 
name was much esteemed. 

XIX. And Saul spoke to Jonathan his 
son, and to all his servants, that they

5 thee. And David said to Jonathan, 
Behold, to-morrow is new moon, and 
I should not fail to sit with the king 
at meat; but let me go, that I may 
hide myself in the field until the third 

6 evening. If thy father should ac¬ 


tually miss me, then say, David 
earnestly asked leave of me that he 
might run to Bethlehem his city ; 
for there is a yearly sacrifice there 

7 for all the family. If he say thus, 
It is well,—thy servant shall have 
peace; but if he be very wroth, 
be sure that evil is determined by 

0 him. Deal kindly then with thy 
servant; for thou hast brought thy 
servant into a covenant of Jehovah 
with thee; but if there be in me 
iniquity, slay me thyself; for why 
shouldest thou bring me to thy father ? 

9 And Jonathan said, Far be it from 
thee; for, if I knew with certainty 
that evil were determined by my fa¬ 
ther to come upon thee, would I not 

10 tell it thee ? Then said David to 
Jonathan, W T ho shall tell me? or what 
if thy father answer thee roughly ? 

11 And Jonathan said to David, Come 
and let us go out into the field. And 
they went out both of them into the 
field. 

12 And Jonathan said to David, Je¬ 
hovah, God of Israel, when I sound 
my father about this time to-morrow, 
[or] the next day, and behold, there 
be good toward David, and I then 
send not to thee, and apprise thee of 

13 it, Jehovah do so and much more to 
Jonathan. Should it please my fa¬ 
ther [to do] thee evil, then I will 
apprise thee of it, and send thee 
away, that thou mayest go in peace; 
and Jehovah be with thee, as he has 

14 been with my father. And thou 
shalt not only 7 while yet I five shew 
me the kindness of Jehovah, that I 

15 die not, but thou shalt not cut off 
thy kindness from my house for ever, 
no, not when Jehovah cuts off the 
enemies of David every 7 one from 

16 the face of the earth. And Jonathan 
made [a covenant] with the house 
of David, [saying,] Let Jehovah even 
require [it] at the hand of David’s 

17 enemies I And Jonathan oaused 
David to sw r ear again, by the love 
he had for him, for he loved him 
as he loved his own soul. 
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18 And Jonathan said to him, To¬ 
morrow is the new moon ; and thou 
wilt be missed, for thy seat will be 
10 empty; but on the third day 1 thou 
shalt go down quickly, and come to 
the place where thou didst hide thy¬ 
self on the day of the business, and 
30 ubide by the stone Ezel. And I will 
shoot three arrows on the side of it, 
21 as though I shot at a mark. And 
behold, I will send the lad, [saying,] 
Go, find the arrows. If I expressly 
say to the lnd, Behold, the arrows 
are on this side of thee, take them; 
then come, for there is peace for 
thee, and it is nothing; [as] J ehovah 
,JM liveth. But if I say thus to the 
youth: Behold, the arrows are be¬ 
yond thee,—go thy way; for Jeho- 
2H vuh sends thee away. And as to the 
matter which thou and I have 6poken 
of, behold, Jehovah is between me 
and thee for ever. 

24 And David hid himself in the field; 
and it was the new moon, and the 

26 king sat at table to eat. And the 
king sat on his seat, as at other times, 
on the seat by the wall; and Jona¬ 
than arose, and Abner sat by Saul’s 
side, and David’s place was empty. 

20 And Saul said nothing that day; for 
he thought, Something has befallen 
[him], that lie is not clean : surely 

27 lie is not clean. And it came to pass 
the next dav after the new moon, 
the second [day of the month], as 
David’s place was empty, that Saul 
said to Jonathan his son, Why hns 
not the son of Jesse come to table, 

28 neither yesterday nor to-day ? And 
Jonathan answered Saul, David 
earnestly asked leave of me [to go] 

20 to Bethlehem, and said, Let me go, 
I pray thee; for we have a family 
sacrifice in the city ; and my brother 
himself has commanded me [to be 
there]; and now, if I have found 
favour in thy sight, let me go away, 
I pray thee, and see my brethren. 
He lias therefore not come to the 
30 king’s table. And Saul’s anger was

kindled against Jonathan, and he 
said to him, Son of the perverse re¬ 
bellious woman, do not 1 know that 
thou hast chosen the son of Jesse to 
thine own shame and to the shame 

81 of thy mother's nakedness ? For as 
long as the son of Jesse lives upon 
earth, thou shalt not be established, 
nor thy kingdom. And now send 
and fetch him to me, for he must 

83 die. y And Jonathan answered Saul 
his father, and said to him, Why 
should he be put to death ? what has 

88 he done ? Then Saul cast the spear 
at him to smite him; and Jonathan 
knew that it was determined by his 

84 father to put David to death. And 
Jonathan arose from the table in 
fierce anger, and ate no meat the 
second day of the new moon ; for he 
was grieved for David, because his 
father had done him shame. 

05 And it came to pass in the morn¬ 
ing that Jonathan went out into the 
field, to the place agreed on with 

06 David, and a little lad with him. And 
he said to his lad, Hun, find now the 
arrow6 # which I shoot. The lad ran, 
and he shot the arrow beyond him. 

37 And when the lad came to the place 
of the arrow which Jonathan hud 
shot, Jonathan cried after the lad and 
said, Is not the arrow away beyond 

38 thee ? And Jonathan cried after the 
lad, Make speed, haste, stay not! 
And Jonathan’s lad gathered up the 

39 arrows, and came to his master. And 
the lad knew nothing: only Jona¬ 
than and David knew the matter. 

40 And Jonathan gave his weapons to 
his lad, and said to him, Go, carry 

41 them to the city. The lad went, and 
David arose from the side of the 
south, and fell on his face to the 
ground, and bowed himself three 
times ; and they kissed one another, 
and wept one with an oilier, until 

42 David exceeded. And Jonathan said 
to David, Go in peace, forasmuch as 
we have both of us sworn in the 
name of Jehovah, saying, Jehovuh 

‘ho is a child of death:’ similarly in xxvi. l(i. 
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be between me and thee, and be¬ 
tween my seed and thy seed for 
48 ever! And lie arose and departed; 

and Jonathan went into the city. 
XXI. And David came to Nob, to 
Ahimelech the priest; and Ahimelech 
trembled at meeting David, and said 
to him, Why art thou alone, and no 

2 man with thee ? And David said to 
Ahimelech the priest, The king has 
commanded me a business, and has 
said to me, Let no man know any¬ 
thing of the business whereon I send 
thee, and what I have commanded 
thee ; and I have directed the young 

3 men to such and such a place. And 
now what is under thy hand? give 
me five loaves in my hand, or what 

4 may be found. And the priest 
answered David and said, There is 
no common bread under my hand, 
but there is holy bread ; if the young 
men have kept themselves at least 

9 from women. And David answered 
the priest and said to him, Yes in¬ 
deed, women have beeu kept from 
us about these three days, since I 
came out, and the vessels of the young 
men are holy, and the [bread] is in 
a manner common, and the more so, 
because to-day [new] is hallowed in 

6 the vessels. And the priest gave 
him holy [bread]; for there was no 
bread there but the shew-loaves that 
were taken from before Jehovah, to 
put on hot bread in the day when 

7 they were taken away. (Now a cer¬ 
tain man of the servants of Saul 
was there that day, detained before 
Jehovah; and his name was Doeg, 
the Edomite, chief of the shepherds 

8 that [belonged] to Saul.) And David 
said to Ahimelech, And is there not 
here under tliy hand spear or sword? 
for I have neither brought my sword 
nor my weapons with me, for the 

0 king’s business was urgent. And the 
priest said, The sword of Goliath 
the Philistine, whom thou slowest 
in the valley of terebinths, behold, 
it is here wrapped in a cloth behind 

the ephod; if thou wilt take that, take 
it; for there is no other save that 
here. And David said, There is none 

10 like that: give it me. And David 
arose, and fled that day from before 
Saul, and went to Achish the king 
of Gath. 

11 And the servants of Achish said 
to him, Is not this David the king of 
the land ? did they not sing one to 
another of him in dances, saying, 
Saul has smitten his thousands, and 

12 David his ten thousands? And Da¬ 
vid took to heart these words, and 
was much afraid of Achish the king 

13 of Gath. And he changed his be¬ 
haviour before them, and feigned 
himself mad in their hands, and 
scratched on the doors of the gate, 
and let his spittle fall down on his 

14 beard. And Achish said to his ser¬ 
vants, Behold, ye see the man is 
mad: why did ye bring him to me ? 

15 have I lack of madmen, that ye have 
brought this one to rave in my pre¬ 
sence? shall this [man] come into 
my house ? 

XXII. And David departed thence, 
and escaped to the cave of Adullam. 
And his brethren and all his father’s 
house heard [it], and they went down 

2 thither to him. And every one in 
distress, and every one that was in 
debt, and every one of embittered 
spirit* collected round him; and he 
became a captain over them; and 
there were with him about four huu- 

8 dved men. And David went thence 
to Mizpeli in Moab, and said to the 
king of Moab, Let my father and my 
mother, I pray thee, come forth 
amongst you, till I know what God 

4 will do for me. And he brought 
them before the king of Moab; and 
they abode with him all the while 
that David was in the stronghold. 

9 And the prophet Gad said to 
David, Abide not in the stronghold; 
depart, and go into the land of Judah. 
Then David departed, and came into 

6 the forest of Hareth. And Saul heard

And 
he inquired of Jehovah for him, and 
gave him victuals, and gave him the 
sword of Goliath the Philistine. 

11 Then the king sent to call Aliime- 
lech the priest, the son of Aliitub, 
and all his father’s houso, the priests 
that were in Nob; and they came 

19 all of them to the king. And Saul 
said, Hear now, son of Aliitub. And 
ho answered, Here I am, my lord. 
lfl And Saul said to him, Why have ye 
conspired against me, thou and the 
son of Jesse, in that thou hast given 
him bread, and a sword, and hast 
inquired of God for him, that he 
should rise against me as a lier-in- 
14 wait, as at this day? And Ahime¬ 
lech answered the king and said, 
And who is so faithful among all thy 
servants as David, who is the king’s 
son-in-law, and lias aocess to thy 
secret couneil, a and is honourable in 
1R thy house? Was it to-day that I be¬ 
gan to inquire of God for him ? be it 
far from me : let not the king charge 
anything to his servant, [nor] to all 
the house of my father; for thy ser-

vant knew nothing of all this, less or 

16 more. And the king said, Thou shalt 
certainly die, Ahimelech, thou, and 

17 all thy father’s house. And the king 
said to the couriers that stood about 
him, Turn and put the priests of 
Jehovah to death; because their 
hand also is with David, and because 
they knew when he fled, and did not 
inform me. But the servants of 
the king were not willing to put forth 
their hand to fall on the priests of 

18 Jehovah. And the king said to Doeg, 
Turn thou, and fall on the priests. 
And Doeg the Edomite turned, and 
fell on the priests, and put to death 
that day eighty-five persons who 

10 wore the linen epliod. And Nob, 
the city of the priests, lie smote with 
the edge of the sword, both men and 
women, infants and sueklings, and 
oxen, and asses, and sheep, with the 
edge of the sword. 

30 And one of the sons of Ahimelech 
the son of Aliitub, named Abiathar, 

21 escaped, and fled after David. And 
Abiathar informed David that Saul 

22 had slain Jehovah’s priests. And 
David said to Abiathar, I knew it 
that day, when Doeg the Edomite 
was there, that he would certainly 
tell Saul: I am accountable for all 

23 the lives of thy father’s house. Abide 
with me, fear not; for he that seeks 
my life seeks thy life; for with me 
thou art in safe keeping. 

XXIII. And they told David, say'ing, 
Behold, the Philistines fight against 
Keilali, and they rob the threshing- 

2 floors. And David inquired of Jeho¬ 
vah, saying, Shall I go and smite 
these Philistines ? And Jehovah 
said to David, Go and smite the 

0 Philistines, and save Keilali. But 
David’s men said to him, Behold, we 
are afraid here in Judah ; how much 
more then if we go to Keilali against 

4 the armies b of the Philistines ? And 
David inquired of Jehovah yet again. 
And Jehovah answered him and said, 
Arise, go down to Keilali; for I will

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give the PhilistineB into thy hand. 

6 And David and his men went to 
Keilah, and fought against the Philis¬ 
tines, and brought away their cattle, 
and smote them with a gTeat slaugh¬ 
ter. So David saved the inhabitants 
of Keilah. 

8 And it came to pass, when Abiathar 

the son of Ahimelech fled to David 
to Keilah, he came down with an 

7 ephod in his hand. And it was told 
Saul that David had come to Keilah. 
Then Saul said, God has cast him 
off into my hand; for he is shut in, 
by entering into a city that; has gates 

8 and bars. And Saul summoned all 
the people to war, to go down to 
Keilah, to besiege David and his men. 

9 And when David knew that Saul de¬ 
vised mischief against him, he said 
to Abiathar the priest, Bring the 

10 ephod. Then said David, Jehovah, 
God of Israel, thy servant hath heard 
for certain that Saul seeketh to come 
to Keilah, to destroy the city for my 

11 sake. Will the citizens of Keilah 
deliver me up into his hand ? will 
Saul come down, as thy servant hath 
heard? Jehovah, God of Israel, I 
beseech thee, tell thy servant. And 
Jehovah said, He will come down. 

12 And David said, Will the citizens of 
Keilah deliver up me and my men 
into the hand of Saul ? And Jelio vail 
said, They will deliver [thee] up. 

13 Then David and his men, about 
six hundred, arose and departed out 
of Keilah, and went whithersoever 
they could go. And it was told Saul 
that David had escaped from Keilah, 

14 and he forbore to go forth. And 
David abode in the wilderness in 
strongholds, and abode in the moun¬ 
tain in the wilderness of Zipli. And 
Saul sought him every day, but God 
did not give him into his hand. 

15 And David saw that Saul had 
come out to seek his life; and David 
was in the wilderness of Zipli in a 

16 wood. And Jonathan Saul’s sou 
arose, and went to David into the 


wood, and strengthened hie hand in 

17 God. And he said to him, Fear not; 
for the hand of Saul my father will 
not find thee ; and thou shalt be king 
over Israel, and I shall be next to 
thee; and that also Saul my father 

19 knows. And they two made a cove¬ 
nant before Jehovah; and David 
abode in the wood, and Jonathan 
went to his house. 

19 And the Ziphites came up to Saul 
to Gibeah, saying. Docs not David 
hide himself with us in strongholds 
in the wood, on the hill of Hachilah, 
which is on the south of the waste ? 

20 And now, O king, come down ac¬ 
cording to all the desire of thy soul to 
come down; and it will be for us to 
deliver him up into the king’s hand. 

81 And Saul said, Blessed be ye of 
Jehovah; for ye have compassion 

2a upon me. Go, I pray you, make yet 
more sure, and know and see his 
place where his track is, who 1ms 
seen him there ; for it is told me that 

33 lie deals very sub till y. c And see, and 
ascertain all the lurking-places where 
he hides himself, and come ye again 
to me with sure information, that I 
may go with you; and it shall come 
to pass, if lie be in the land, that I 
will search him out throughout the 

24 thousands of Judah, And they arose 
and went to Zipli before Saul; but 
David and his men were in the wil¬ 
derness of Maon. in the plain d on 
the south of the waste. 

25 And Saul and his men went to 
seek [him ]. And they told David : 
and lie came down from the rock, 
and abode in the wilderness of Maon. 
And Saul heard [that], and he pur¬ 
sued alter David in the wilderness of 

2C Maon. And Saul went on this side of 
the mountain, and David and hisruon 
on that side of the mountain; nnd 
David made haste to get away from 
Saul; and Saul and his men sought to 
surround David and his men to take 

27 them. But there came a messenger 
to Saul, saying, Haste thee and come:

XXIV. And David went up from

And it came to pass 
when Saul had returned from follow¬ 
ing the Philistines, that it was told 
him, saying, Behold, David is in 

B the wilderness of Engedi. And Saul 
took three thousand men, chosen 
out of all Israel, and went to seek 
David and his men upon the rocks of 

4 the wild goats. And he came to the 
sheepfolds by the way, where was a 
cave ; and Saul went in to cover his 
feet; and David and his men were 
abiding in the recesses of the cave. 

5 And David’s men said to him, Behold 
tho day of which Jehovah said to 
thee, Behold, I will give thine enemy 
into thy baud, that thou mayest do 
to him as it shall seem good to thee. 
And David arose, and cut off the 

f ’ skirt of Saul’s robe secretly. And it 
came to pass afterwards that David’s 
heart smote him, because he had cut 

7 off Saul’s skirt. And lie said to his 
men, Jehovah forbid that I should do 
this thing to ray master, Jehovah’s 
anointed, to stretch forth my hand 
against him, for he is the anointed 

8 of Jehovah. And David checked 1 his 
men with these words, and suffered 
them not to rise against Saul. And 
Saul rose up out of the cave, and 
went on [his] way. 

0 David also arose afterwards, and 
went out of the cave, and cried after 
Saul, saying, My lord the king ! And 
when Saul looked behind him, David 
bowed with his face to tho earth, and 

10 did obeisance. And David said to 
Saul, Why dost thou listen to words 
of men, saying, Behold, David seeks 

11 thy hurt? Behold, this day thine 
eyes have seen*how that Jehovah had 
given thee this day into my hand in 

the cave; and they bade me kill 
thee; but [mine eye] spared thee; 
and I said, I will not put forth my 
hand against my lord, for he is the 

12 anointed of Jehovah. And see, my 
father, yes,, see the skirt of thy robe 
in my hand. For in that I cut off 
the skirt of thy robe, and killed thee 
not, know and see that there is 
neither evil nor transgression in my 
hand, and I nave not sinned against 
thee ; yet thou liest in wait for B my 

13 life to take it. Jehovah judge be¬ 
tween me and thee, and Jehovah 
avenge me of thee; but my hand 

14 shall not be upon thee. As saith the 
proverb of the ancients, Wickedness 
proceedeth from the wicked ; but my 

16 hand shall not be upon thee. After 
whom is the king of Israel come out? 
after whom dost thou pursue ? after a 

16 dead dog, after a single flea. Jehovah 
therefore shall be judge, and judge 
between me and thee, and see, and 
plead ipy cause, and do me justice 
[in delivering me] out of thy hand. 

17 And as soon as David had ended 
speaking these words to Saul, Saul 
said, Is this thy voice, my son David ? 
And Saul lifted up his voice and 

18 wept. And he said to David, Thou art 
more righteous than I ; for thou hast 
rewarded me good, whereas I have 

10 rewarded thee evil. And thou hast 
shewed this day liow that thou hast 
dealt well with me, forasmuch as 
when Jehovah had delivered me up 
into thy hand, thou didst not kill 

20 me. For if a man find his enemy, 
will he let him go well away ? where¬ 
fore Jehovah reward thee good for 
that thou hast done to me tins day. 

21 And now behold, I know that thou 
shalt certainly be king, and that the 
kingdom of Israel shall be established 

22 in thy hand. Swear now therefore 
to me by Jehovali, that thou wilt 
not cut off my seed after me, and 
that thou wilt not destroy my name 

33 ' out of my father’s house. And David’ 
swore to Saul. And Saul went home ;

XXV. And Samuel died; and all Is¬ 
rael were gathered together, and 
lamented him; and they buried him 
in his house at Ramah. 

And David arose and went down to 

a the wilderness of Paran. And there 
was a man at Maon, whose busi¬ 
ness was at Carmel,; h and the man 
was very great, and he had three thou¬ 
sand sheep and a thousand goats ; 
and he was shearing his sheep at 

B Carmel. And the name of the man 
was Nabal,* and the name of his 
wife Abigail; and the woman was of 
good understanding, and of a beau¬ 
tiful countenance ; but the man was 
churlish k and evil in his doings; and 

4 he was a Calebite. And David heard 
in the wilderness that Nabal was 

6 shearing his sheep. Then David sent 
out ten young men ; and David said 
to the young men, Go up to Carmel, 
and go to Nabal, and grqet him in 

6 my name. And thus shall ye say: 
Long life [to thee] ! and peace be 
to thee, and peace be to thy house, 
and peace be to all that thou hast i 

7 And now I have heard that thou hast 
shearers; now thy shepherds who 
were with us, we hurt them not, 
neither was there aught missed by 
them, all the while they were in 

8 Carmel. Ask thy young men, and 
they will tell thee. Therefore let the 
young men find favour in thine eyes; 
for we come in a good day: give, I 
pray thee, what thy hand may find 
to thy servants, and to thy son 

9 David. And David’s young men 
came, and spoke to Nabal according 
to all those words in the name of 
David, and ceased. 

10 And Nabal answered David's ser¬ 
vants and said, Who is David ? and 
who is the son of Jesse ? there are 
many servants now-a-days that break 
away every man from his master.

And they girded on ever}' man his 
sword; and David also girded on his 
sword; and there went up after David 
about four hundred men; and two 
hundred abode by the baggage. 

14 And one of [Nabal’s] young men 
told Abigail, Nabal’s wife, saying, 
Behold, David sent messengers out 
of the wilderness to bless our master; 

15 and he has insulted 1 them. And the 
men were very good to us, and we 
were not hurt, neither missed we anv- 
thing, as long as we companied with 
them, when we were in the fields. 

16 They were a wall to us both by night 
and day, all the while we were with 

17 them feeding the sheep. And now 
know and consider what thou wilt 
do, for evil i6 determined against our 
master, and against all his household; 
and he is such a son of Belial, that 
one cannot speak to him. 

18 And Abigail made haste, and took 
two hundred loaves, and two skin- 
bottles of wine, and five sheep readv 
dressed, and five measures of parched 
[corn], and a hundred raisin-cakes, 
and two hundred fig-cakes, and laid 

lp them on asses. And she said to her 
young men, Go on before me; behold, 

I come after you. But she did not 

20 tell her husband Nabal. And as she 
was riding on the ass, and coming 
down by the covert of the hill, behold, 
David and his men came down oppo- 

31 site to her; and she met them. Now 
David had said, Surely, in vain have 

I kept all that this [man] had in 
the wilderness, so that nothing was 
missed of all that was his: and he has 

32 requited me evil for good. So and 
more also do God*to the enemies of

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David, if I leave of all that is his by 
the morning light any male. 

23 And when Abigail saw David, she 
hasted and lighted off the ass, and fell 
before David on her face, and bowed 
5,4 herself to the ground, and fell at his 
feet, and said, Upon me, my lord, 
[upon] me let the iniquity be ; but let 
thy handmaid, I pray thee, speak in 
thine ears, and hear the words of thy 
35 handmaid. Let not my lord, I pray 
thee, regard this man of Behai, Na- 
lml; for as his name is, so is he: 
Nabal 111 is his name, and folly 11 is with 
him; and I thj' handmaid did not 
see the young men of my lord, whom

[us] Jehovah liveth, and [as] thy soul 
liveth, seeing Jehovah has restrained 
thee from coming with bloodshed, 
and from avenging thyself with thine 
own hand, now let thine enemies, 
and they that seek evil to my lord, 
27 be as Nabal. And now this blessing 
which thy bondmaid has brought to 
my lord, let it be given to the young 
2 * men thatfollowmylord. I pray thee, 
forgive the transgression of thy hand¬ 
maid : lor Jehovah will certainly 
make my lord a lasting house; be¬ 
cause my lord fights the battles of Je¬ 
hovah, and evil has not been found in 
23 thee all thy days. And if a man is 
risen up to pursue thee and to seek 
thy life, the soul of my lord shall be 
bound in the bundle of the living 
with Jehovah thy God; and the souls 
of thine enemies, them shall he sling 
out from the hollow of the sling. 
30 And it shall come to pass, when Je¬ 
hovah shall do to my lord according 
to all the good that he has spoken 
concerning thee, and shall appoint 
81 thee ruler over Israel, that this shall 
bo no stumbling-block to thee, nor 
olTence of heart for my lord, either 
that thou hast shed blood without 
cause, or that iny lord has avenged 
himself. And when Jehovah shall 
deal well with my lord, then remem¬ 
ber thy handmaid.

32 And David said to Abigail, Blessed 
be Jehovah, the God of Israel, who 

83 sent thee this day to meet me. And 
blessed be thy discernment, and 
blessed be thou, who hast kept me 
this day from coming with bloodshed, 
and from avenging myself with mine 

34 own hand. But indeed, as Jehovah 
the God of Israel liveth, who has 
restrained me from hurting thee, 
except thou hadst hasted and come 
to meet me, there had not been left 
to Nabal by the morning light any 

35 male. So David received of her hand 
what she had brought him, and said 
to her, Go up in peace to thy house; 
see, I have hearkened to thy voice, 
and have accepted thy person. 

3G And Abigail came to Nabal; and 
behold, he held a feast in his house, 
like the feast of a king; and Nabal’s 
heart was merry within him, for he 
was drunken to excess; so she told 
him nothing, less or more, until the 

87 morning light. And it came to pass 
in the morning, when the wine was 
gone out of Nabal, that his wife told 
him these things; and his heart died 
within him, and he became [as] a 

38 stone. And it came to pass in about 
ten days that Jehovah smote Nabal, 
and he died. 

39 And when David heard that Nabal 
was dead, he said, Blessed be Jeho¬ 
vah, who has pleaded the cause of 
my reproach from the hand of Nabal, 
and has kept back his servant from 
evil; but Jehovah lias returned Na- 
bal’s evil upon his own head. And 
David sent and communed with Abi- 

40 gail, to take her as his wife. And the 
servants of David came to Abigail to 
Carmel, and spoke to her, saying, 
David has sent us to thee, to take 

41 thee as his wife. And she arose and 
bowed herself on her face to the earth, 
and said, Behold, let thy handmaid 
be a bondwoman to wash the feet of 

41 the servants of my lord. And Abigail 
hasted, and arose, and rode upon an 
ass, with five damsels of hers that 

n Or 4 impiety.' 
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followed her; and she went after the 
messengers of David, and became 
his wife. 

43 David had also taken Ahinoam of 
Jizreel; and they became, even both 

44 of them, his wives. Bnt Saul had 
given Michal his daughter, David’s 
wife, to Phalti the son of Laisli, who 
was of Gallim. 

XXVI. And the Ziphites came to Saul 
to Gibeah, saying, Does not David 
hide himself in the hill of Hachilah, 

2 facing the waste ? And Saul arose, 
and went down to the wilderness of 
Ziph, having three thousand chosen 
men of Israel with him, to seek Da- 

8 vid in the wilderness of Ziph. And 
Saul encamped in the hill of Hachi¬ 
lah, which faces the waste, by the way 
side. And David abode in the wil¬ 
derness; and when he saw that Saul 
had come after him into the wildew 

4 ness, David sent o\it spies, and learned 

6 that Saul w^as certainly come. And 
David arose and came to the place 
where Saul had encamped; and Da¬ 
vid beheld the place where Saul lay, 
and Abner the son of Ner, the captain 
of his host; and Saul lay within the 
wagon-defence, and the people were 
encamped round about him. 

0 And David spake and said to 
Ahimelecli the Hittite, and to Abishai 
the son of Zeruiah, Joab’s brother, 
saying, Who will go down with me 
to Saul to the camp ? And Abishai 

7 said, I will go down with thee. And 
David and Abishai came to the peo¬ 
ple by night, and behold, Saul laj r 
sleeping within the wngon-defence, 
and his spear stuck in the ground at 
his head ; and Abner and the people 

0 lay round about him. And Abishai 
said to David, God has delivered 
thine enemy into thy hand this day; 
and now let me smite him, I pra}' 
thee, with the spear, even to the 
ground once, and I will not do it the 

9 second time. And David said to 
Abishai, Destroy him not; for who 
can stretch forth his hand against 
Jehovah’s anointed, and be guiltless? 


10 And David said, [As] Jehovah liveth, 
Jehovah will surely smite him; either 
his day shall come to die, or he shall 

11 descend into battle and perish. Jeho¬ 
vah forbid that I should stretch forth 
my hand against Jehovah's anointed! 
But now take, I pray thee, the spear 
that is at his head, and the cruse of 

10 water, and let us go. And David took 
the spear and the cruse of water from 
Saul’s head ; and they went away, 
and no man saw [it], and none knew' 
[it], and none awaked, for they were 
all asleep; for a deep sleep from Jeho¬ 
vah had fallen upon them. 

19 And David went over to the other 
side, and stood on the top of a hill 
afar off; a great space [being] between 

14 them. And David cried to the peo¬ 
ple, and to Abner the son of Ner, 
saying, Answ'erest thou not. Abner ? 
Then Abner answered and said. Who 

15 art thou that criest to the king? And 
David said to Abner. Ail; not thou 
a man ? and who is like to thee in Is¬ 
rael ? and why hast thou not guarded 
thy lord the king? for one of the peo¬ 
ple came in to destroy the king thy 

16 lord. This thing is not good which 
thou bast done. As Jehovah liveth, 
ye are worthy to die, because ye bave 
not guarded your master, Jehovah’s 
anointed. And now see where the 
king’s spear is, and the cruse of water 
that was at his bead. 

17 And Sa\il knew David’s voice, and 
said, Is this thy voice, my son David ? 
And David said, It is my voice, my 

18 lord, 0 king. And he said, Why 
does my lord thus pursue after his 
servant ? for w r hat have I done ? or 

19 w'hat evil is in my hand ? And now", 
I pray thee, let my lord the king 
hear the w'ords of his servant. If 
Jehovah have moved thee against 
me, let him accept an oblation; but 
if the sons of men, cursed be they 
before Jehovah; for they have driven 
me out tliis day from adhering to the 
inheritance of Jehovah, saying. Go, 

20 serve other gods. And now, let not 
my blood fall to the earth far from 
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the face of Jehovah ; for the king of 
Israel is come out to seek a single 
flea, as when they hunt a partridge 
on the mountains. 

« And Saul said, I have sinned: re¬ 
turn, my son David; lor I will no 
more do thee harm, because my life 
was precious in thiue eyes this day: 
behold, I have acted foolishly, and 
have erred exceedingly. 

22 And David answered and said, Be¬ 
hold the king’s spear, and let one of 
the young men come over and fetch 
2 # it. And Jehovah will render to every 
man his righteousness and his faith¬ 
fulness; for Jehovah gave thee into 
[my | hand this day, and I would not 
stretch forth my hand against Jelio- 
B1 vall's anointed. And behold, as thy 
life was highly esteemed 0 this day 
in mine eyes, so let my life be highly 
esteemed p in the eyes of Jehovah, 
that ke may deliver me out of all 
distress. And Saul said to David, 
Blessed be thou, my sou David: 
thou shalt certainly do [great tilings], 
and shalt certainly prevail. And 
David went on his way, and Saul 
returned to his place. 

XXVII. And David said in his heart, 
1 shall now perish one day by the 
hand of Saul: there is nothing better 
for me than that I should speedily 
escape into the land of the Philistines; 
and Saul will’despair of juo to seek 
ino any more within all the limits ol 
Israel, and I shall escape out of his 
2 hand. And David arose and passed 
over, he and the six hundred men 
that were with him, to Acliish, the 
a son of Maoch, king of Gath. And 
David abode with Acliish at Gath, 
lie and his men, every man with his 
household; David with his two 
wives, Ahinoiun the Jezreelitess, and 
Abigail the Carmelitess, Nabal’s wife. 
4 And it was told Saul that David 
hud fled to Gath; and he sought 
no more for him. 

6 And David said to Acliish, If now 


I have found favour in thine eyes, 
let them give me a place in some 
country-town, that I may abide there; 
for why should thy servant abide in 

6 the ro 3 'al city with thee ? And 
Acliish gave him Ziklag that day; 
therefore Ziklag belongs to the kings 

7 of Judah to this day. And the time 
that David abode in the country of 
the Philistines was a year and four 
months. 

8 And David and liis men went up 
and made a raid upon the Geshurites, 
and the Gerzites, and the Ainalekites: 
for those were of old the inhabitants 
of the land, as thou goest to Sliur, 

9 and as far as the land of Egypt. And 
David smote the land, and left neither 
man nor woman alive, and took 
away the sheep, and the oxen, and 
the asses, and the camels, and the 
apparel, and returned, and came to 

10 Acliish. So Acliish said, Have ye 
not made a raid to-day ? And David 
said, Against the souths of Judah, 
and against the souths of the Jerah- 
meelites, and against the south ‘i of the 

11 Kenites. And David left neither man 
nor woman alive, to bring [them] to 
Gath, for he said, Lest they should 
tell of us, saying, So did David. And 
such was his custom as long as he 
abode in the country of the Philis- 

12 tines. And Acliish trusted David, 
saying, He has made himself utterly 
odious among his people Israel; and 
ho shall be my servant for ever. 

XXVIII. And it came to pass in those 
days that the Philistines gathered 
together their armies for warfare to 
fight against Israel. And Acliish 
said to David, Know thou assuredly 
that thou shalt go out with me to 

2 the camp, thou and thy men. And 
David said to Acliish, Thereby thou 
shalt know what thy servant can do. 
And Acliish said to David, Therefore 
will I make thee keeper of my person r 
for ever.

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Israel had lamented him, and they 
had buried him in Ramah, even in 
his own city. And Saul had put 
away the necromancers 1 and the 

4 soothsayers out of the land.) And 
the Philistines gathered themselves 
together, and came and encamped 
in Shunem; and Saul gathered all 
Israel together, and they encamped 

6 in Gilboa. And when Saul saw the 
camp of the Philistines, he was afraid, 

6 and his heart greatly trembled. And 
Saul inquired of Jehovah; but Jeho¬ 
vah did not answer him, either by 
dreams, or by Urim, or by prophets. 

7 Then said Saul to his servants, Seek 
me a woman that has a spirit of 
Python, that I may go to her and 
inquire of her. And his servants said 
to him, Behold, there is a woman who 
has a spirit of Python at En-dor. 

6 And Saul disguised himself, and 
put on other garments, and he went, 
and two men with him, and they 
came to the woman by night; and 
he said, I pray thee, divine to me by 
the spirit of Python, and bring me 
[him] up whom I shall name to thee. 

9 And the woman said to him, Behold, 
thou knowest what Saul has done, 
how he has cut off the necromancers 
and the soothsayers out of the land; 
and why layest thou a snare for my 

10 life, to cause me to die ? And Saul 
swore unto her by Jehovah, saying, 
[As] Jehovah livetli, there shall no 
punishment happen to thee for this 

11 thing. Then said the woman, Whom 
shall I bring up to thee ? And he 
said, Bring me up Samuel. 

12 And when the woman saw Samuel, 
she cried out with a loud voice; and 
the woman spoke to Saul, saying, 
Why hast thou deceived me ? Even 

18 thou art Saul. And the king said to 
her, Be not afraid; but what didst 
thou see ? And the woman said to 
Saul, I saw a god v ascending out of the 

14 earth. And lie said to her, What is

his form ? And she said, An old man 
comes up; and he is covered with a 
mantle. And Saul knew that it was 
Samuel, and he stooped with his face 
to the ground, and bowed himself. 

15 And Samuel said to Saul, Why hast 
thou disquieted me, to bring me up? 
And Saul said, I am sore distressed; 
for the Philistines make war against 
me, and God is departed from me, 
and answers me no more, neither by 
prophets nor by dreams; therefore 
I have called thee, that thou mayest 
make known to me what I shall do. 

16 And Samuel said, Why then dost 
thou inquire of me, seeing Jehovah 
is departed from thee, and is become 

17 thine enemy? And Jehovah has 
done for himself w as he spoke bv me: 
and Jehovah has rent the kingdom 
out of thy hand, and given it to thy 

19 neighbour, to David. Because thou 
didst not hearken to the voice of Je¬ 
hovah, and didst not execute his 
fierce anger upon Amalek, therefore 
has Jeliovali done this thing to thee 

19 this day. And Jehovah will also 
give Israel with thee into the hand of 
the Philistines; and to-morrow shall 
thou and thy sons be with me; the 
army* of Israel also will Jehovah 
give into the hand of the Philistines. 

20 And Saul fell straightway his full 
length on the earth, and was sore 
afraid because of the words of Samuel; 
and there was no strength in him, 
for he had eaten no bread all the 
day nor all the night. 

21 And the woman came to Saul, anti 
saw that he was sore troubled, aud 
said to him, Behold, thy bondmaid 
has hearkened to thy voice, and I 
have put my life in my hand, and 
have hearkened to thy words which 

22 thou spokest to me. And now, I pray 
thee, hearken thou also to the voice 
of thy bondmaid, and let me set a 
morsel of bread before thee ; and eat, 
that thou mayest have strength when

But he re¬ 
fused and Baid, I will not eat. Then 
his servants, and the woman also, 
compelled him, and he hearkened to 
their voice; and he arose from the 
24 earth and sat on the bed. And the 
woman had a fat calf in the house ; 
and she hasted and killed it, and 
took Hour, and kneaded it, and baked 
26 unleavened bread thereof; and she 
brought it near before Saul, and be¬ 
fore his servants, and they ate. And 
they rose up and went away that 
night. 

XXIX. And tlio Philistines gathered 
together all their armies to Apliek; 
and Israel encamped by the spring 
2 that is in Jezreel. And the lords of 
the Philistines passed on by hun¬ 
dreds and by thousands ; and David 
and his men passed on in the rear- 
8 ward with Achish. And the princes 
of the Philistines said, What are 
these Hebrews? And Achish said 
to the princes of the Philistines, Is 
not this David, the servant of Saul 
the king of Israel, who lias been with 
inti these days, or these years, and I 
have found nothing in him since the 
day of his falling away [to me] to 
4 this day? But the princes of the 
Philistines were wroth with him; 
and tlie princes of the Philistines 
said to him, Make the man return, 
that he may go again to his place 
whero thou hast appointed him, that 
lie go not down with us to the battle, 
that in the battle he be not an adver¬ 
sary to us; for wherewith should this 
[ fellow] reconcile himself to his mas- 
tin? should it not be with the heads 
6 of (hose men ? Is not this David, of 
whom they sang one to another in 
dances, saying, Saul smote his thou¬ 
sands, and David his ten thousands ? 

0 And Achish called David, and said 
to him, [As] Jehovah liveth, thou art 
upright, and thy going out and thy 
coming in with me in the camp is 
acceptable to mo; y for I have not 
found evil in thee since tlie day of

thy coming to me to this day; but 
thou art not acceptable to the lords. 

7 And now return, and go in peace, 
that thou displease not the lords of 

6 the Philistines. And David said to 
Achish, But what have I done ? and 
what hast thou found in thy servant 
so long as I have been with thee to 
this day, that I should not go and 
fight against the enemies of my lord 

9 the king ? And Achish answered 
and said to David, I know that thou 
art acceptable to me, as an angel of 
God ; nevertheless the prinees of the 
Philistines have said, He shall not 

10 go up with us to the battle. And 
now rise up early in the morning 
with thy master’s servants that are 
come with thee; and rise ye early 
in the morning, and when ye have 

11 daylight, depart. And David rose up 
early, he and his men, to depart in 
the morning, to return into the land 
of the Philistines. And the Philis¬ 
tines went up to Jezreel. 

XXX. And it came to pass, when 
David and his men came to Ziklag 
on the third day, that the Amalekites 
had made a raid upon the south/* and 
upon Ziklag, and smitten Ziklag and 

2 burned it with fire ; and had taken 
the women captives that were in it; 
both great and small: they had put 
none to death, but had carried them 

8 off, and went on their way. And 
David and his men came to the city, 
and behold, it was biunt with fire ; 
and their wives, and their sous, and 
their daughters were taken captives. 

4 Then David and the people Unit were 
with him lifted up their voice and 
wept, until they had no more power 

® to weep. And David’s two wives 
were taken captives, Ahinoam the 
Jezreelitess, and Abigail the wife of 

0 Nabal the Carmelite. And David 
was greatly distressed; for the peo¬ 
ple spoke of stoning him; for the 
soul of all the people was embittered, 
every man because of his sons aud 
because of his daughters; but David

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strengthened himself in Jehovah his 
God. 

7 And David said to Abiathar the 
priest, Abimelech’s son, Bring near 
to me, I pray thee, the ephod. And 
Abiathar brought the ephod near 

0 to David. And David inquired of 
Jehovah, saying, Shall I pursue after 
this troop ? shall I overtake them ? 
And he said to him, Pursue; for 
thou shalt assuredly overtake [them] 

0 and shalt certainly recover. So David 
went, he and the six hundred men 
that were with him, and they came 
to the torrent Besor; and those that 

10 were left stayed behind. And David 
pursued, he and four hundred men ; 
lor two hundred stayed behind, who 
w’ere too exhausted to go over the 
torrent Besor. 

11 And they found an Egyptian in 
the field, and brought him to David, 
and gave him bread, and he ate ; and 

13 they gave him water to drink, and 
gave him a piece of fig-cake and two 
raisin-cakes, and he ate, and his spirit 
came again to him; for he had eaten 
no bread, nor drunk any water, for 

18 three days and three nights. And 
David said to him, To whom belong- 
est thou ? and whence art thou ? And 
he said, I am a young man of Egypt, 
servant of an Amalekite; and my 
master left me, because three days ago 

14 I fell sick. We made a raid against 
the south 4 of the Clierethites, and 
against w’liat [belongs] to Judah, and 
against the south of Caleb; and we 

16 burned Ziklag with fire. And David 
said to him, Canst thou bring me 
down to this troop ? And he said, 
Swear to me by God, that thou w ? ilt 
neither put me to death nor deliver 
me up into the hand of my master, 
and I will bring thee down to this 
troop. 

16 And he brought him down, and 
behold, they were spread over the 
whole land, eating and drinking, and 
dancing, because of all the great spoil 
that they had taken out of the land

of the Philistines, and out of the land 

17 of Judah. And David smote them 
from the twilight even to the even¬ 
ing of the next day; and there 
escaped not a man of them, save 
four hundred young men, who rode 

10 upon camels, and fled. And David 
recovered all that the Amalekites 
had taken : and David recovered his 

19 two wives. And there was nothing 
missed by them, neither small nor 
great, neither sons nor daughters, 
neither spoil nor anything that they 
had taken : David brought all back. 

20 And David took all the flocks and 
the herds, [which] they drove before 
the other cattle, and said, This is 
David’s spoil. 

21 And David came to the two hun¬ 
dred men who had been too ex¬ 
hausted to follow David, and whom 
they had left behind at the torrent 
Besor; and they went forth to meet 
David, and to meet the people that 
were with him: and David drew near 

23 to the people and saluted them. And 
all the wicked men, and [men] of 
Belial, of those that had gone with 
David, answered and said, Because 
they went not with us, we will not 
give them [aught] of the spoil that 
we have recovered, save to every 
man his wife and his children, that 
they may lead [them] away and de- 

38 part. Then said David, Ye shall not 
do so, my brethren, with that which 
Jehovah has given us, who has pre¬ 
served us, and given the troop that 

34 came against us into our hand. And 
who wdll hearken to you in this 
matter? For as his share is that 
goes down to the battle, so shall his 
shore be that abides by the baggage : 

36 they shall share alike. And it was 
[so] from that day forward ; and he 
made it a statute and an ordinance 
for Israel to this day. 

38 And David came to Ziklag. and lie 
sent of the spoil to the elders of Judah, 
to his friends, saying, Behold a pre- 
sent b for you of the spoil of the

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- 7 enemies of Jehovah: to those in 
Bethel, and to those in south Ha- 
inoth, c and to those in Jattir, and to 
those in Aroer, and to those in Sipli- 
29 moth, and to those in Eshtemoa, and 
to those in Rachal, and to those in 
the cities of the Jerahmeelites, and 
to those in the cities of the Kenites, 
and to those in Iformali, and to those

men went about. 

XWI. And the Philistines fought 
against Is: ael; and the men of Israel 
lied from before the Philistines, and 
fell down slain on mount Gilboa. 
- And the Philistines followed hard 
upon Saul and upon his sons; and 
the Philistines smote Jonathan, and 
Abinadab, and Malchi-shua, Saul's 
8 sons. And the battle went sore 
against Saul, and the arehers came 
up with him; and he was much 
1 terrified d by the archers. Then said 
Saul to his armourbearer, Draw thy 
sword, and thrust me through with 
it; lest these uncireuineiscd come and 
thrust me through, and abuse me. 
Rut his armourbearer would not; for 
ho was much afraid. So Saul took 
6 tho sword and fell on it. And when 
his armourbearer saw that Saul was 
dead, he fell likewise on his sword,

6 and died with him. So Saul died, 
and his three sons, and his armour- 
bearer, and all his men, that same 

7 day together. And when the men 
of Israel that were on this side of the 
valley, and [they] that were on this 
side of the Jordan, saw that the men 
of Israel fled, and that Saul and his 
sons were dead, they forsook the 
cities and fled ; and the Philistines 
came and dwelt in them. 

0 And it came to pass the next day, 
that the Philistines came to strip the 
slain, and they found Saul and his 
three sons fallen on mount Gilboa. 

9 And they cut off his head, and stripped 
off his armour, and sent [them] into 
the land of the Philistines round 
about, to announce the glad tidings 
in the houses of their idok, and to 

10 the people. And they put his armour 
in the house of Ashtaroth ; e and they 
fastened his body to the wall of 

11 Beth-shan. And when the inhabi¬ 
tants of Jabesh-Gilead heard of whnt 

13 the Philistines lmd done to Saul, all 
the valiant men arose and went all 
night, and took the body of Saul and 
the bodies of his sons from the wall 
of Beth-shan, and came to Jabesli, 

19 and burned them there. And they 
took their bones, and buried them 
under the tamarisk at Jabesli, and 
fasted seven days.

And it earno to pass after the death 
oi Saul, when David had returned 
from the slaughter of the Amalekites, 
that David abode two days in Ziklag. 
And it came to pass on the third day, 
that behold, a man came out of the 
camp from Saul with his garments 


rent, and earth upon his head; and 
as soon as lie came to David, he fell 
8 to the earth aud did obeisance. And 
David said to him, ’Whence comest 
thou ? And he said to him, Out of the 
4 camp of Israel am I escaped. And 
David said to him, What has taken 
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place ? I pray thee, tell me. And he 
said that the people had fled from the 
battle, and many of the people also 
had fallen and died, and that Saul 
and Jonathan his son were dead also. 

8 And David said to the young man 
that told him, How knowest thou that 
Saul and Jonathan his son are dead v* 

6 And the young man that told him 
said, I happened by chance to be 
upon mount Gilboa, and behold, 
Saul leaned on his spear; and be¬ 
hold, the chariots and horsemen fol- 

7 lowed hard after him. And he looked 
behind him, and saw me, and called 

8 to me. And I said, Here am I. And 
he said to me, Who art thou ? And 
I said to him, I am an Amalekite. 

• He said.to me again, Stand, I pray 
thee, over me, and slay me; for 
anguish a has seized me; for my 

10 life is yet whole in me. So I stood 
over him, and put him to death, for 
I knew that he would not live after 
his fall; and I took the crown that 
was upon his head, and the bracelet 
that was on his arm, and have brought 

11 them hitherto my lord. Then David 
took hold of his garments and rent 
them ; and all the men that were 

12 with him [did] likewise. And they 
mourned, and wept, and fasted until 
even for Saul, and for Jonathan his 
son, and for the people of Jehovah, 
and for the house of Israel; because 
they were fallen by the sword. 

18 And David said to the young man 
that told him, Whence art thou ? 
And he said, I am the son of an 

14 Amalekite stranger. And David said 
to him, How wast thou not afraid to 
stretch forth thy hand to destroy 

16 Jehovah’s anointed? Then David 
called one of the young men and 
said, Draw near, [and] fall on him. 
And he smote him that he died. 

lc And David said to him, Thy blood be 
upon thy head ; for thy mouth has 
testified against thee, saying, I have 
slain Jehovah’s anointed. 

17 And David lamented with this la- 

mentation over Saul and over Jona- 

19 than his son; and he bade them 
.teach the children of Judah [the 
song of] the b bow. Behold it is writ¬ 
ten in the book of Jasher c :— 

19 The beauty of Israel is slain 

upon thy high places : 

How are the mighty fallen! 

30 Tell [it] not in Gath, 

Carry not the tidings in the streets 
of Ashkelon; 

Lest the daughters of the Philistines 
rejoice, 

Lest the daughters of the uncircum¬ 
cised triumph. 

21 Ye mountains of* Gilboa, let 
there be no dew, no rain upon you, 

Nor fields of heave-offerings ! 

For there the shield of the mighty 
was vilely cast away, 

The shield of Saul, [as] not anointed 
with oil. 

22 From the blood of the slain, 

From the fat of the mighty. 

The bow of Jonathan turned not back, 
And the sword of Saul returned not 
empty. 

29 Saul and Jonathan, beloved and 
pleasant in their lives, 

Even in their death were not divided; 
They were swifter than eagles, 

They were stronger than lions. 

24 Ye daughters of Israel, weep over 
Saul, 

Who clothed you in scar!et with 
splendour, 

Who put ornaments of gold upon 
your apparel. 

25 How are the mighty fallen in the 

midst of the battle ! 

Jonathan is slain upon thy high 
places. 

26 I am distressed for thee, my 
brother Jonathan: 

Very pleasant wast thou unto me ; 
Thy love to me was wonderful, 
Passing women’s love. 

27 How are the mighty fallen, and the 

instruments of war perished I 

II. And it came to pass after this that 
David inquired of Jehovah, saying

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Shall I go up into one of the cities of 
Judah ? And Jehovah said to him, 
Go up. And David said, Whither 
shall I go up ? And he said, Unto 

2 Hebron. So David went up thither, 
and his two wives also, Ahinoam the 
Jezreelitess, and Abigail the wife of 

3 Nabal the Carmelite. And his men 
that were with him did David bring 
up, every man with his household; 
and they dwelt in the cities of He- 

4 bron. And the men of Judah came, 
and there they anointed David king 
over the house of Judah. 

And they told David, saying, It is 
the men of Jabesh-Gilead that have 

5 buried Saul. And David sent mes¬ 
sengers to the men of Jabesh-Gilead, 
and said to them, Blessed be ye of 
.Jehovah, that ye have shewn this 
kindness to your lord, to Saul, and 

0 have buried him l And now Jeho¬ 
vah shew kindness and faithfulness 
to you; and I also will requite you 
tliis good, because ye have dono this 

7 thing. And now let your hands be 
strong, and be ye valiant; for your 
master Saul is dead, and also the 
house of Judah have anointed me 
king over them. 

8 And Abner the son of Ner, captain 
of Said’s host, took Ishbosheth® the 
son of Saul, and brought him over 

0 to Mahanaim; and made him king 
over Gilead, and over the Assliurites, 
and over Jezreel, and over Ephraim, 
and over Benjamin, and over all Is* 

10 rael. Ishbosheth Saul’s son was 
forty years old when he began to 
reign over Israel, and he reigned two 
years. However, the house of Judah 

11 followed David. And the time that 
David was king in Hebron over the 
house of Judah was seven years and 
six months. 

12 And Abnor tho son of Ner, and the 
servants of Ishbosheth tho son of 
Saul, went out from Mahanaim to 

13 Giboon. And Joab the son of Zeruiah, 
and tho servants of David, went out.

And they met together by the pool of 
Gibeon; and they sat down, these 
on the one side of the pool, and those 
on the other side of the pool. 

14 And Abner said to Joab, Let the 
young men now ariso and make 
sport before us. And Joab said, Let 

15 them arise. And they arose and 
went over by number, twelve for 
Benjamin, and for Ishbosheth the 
son of Saul, and twelve of the ser- 

lG vants of David. And they caught 
every one his fellow by the head, and 
[thrust] his sword in his fellow’s side, 
and they fell down together. And 
that place was called Helkath-haz- 

17 zurim, 1 which is by Gibeon. And 
the battle that day was very severe; 
and Abner and the men of Israel 
were routed before the servants of 
David. 

19 And there were three sons of Ze¬ 
ruiah there, Joab, and Abishai, and 
Asahel. Now Asahel was swift of 
foot, as one of the gazelles that are 

19 in the field. And Asahel pursued 
after Abner; and in going he turned 
not to the right hand nor to the 

20 left from behind Abner. Then 
Abner looked behind him, and said, 
Art thou Asahel ? And ho said, I 

21 am. And Abner said to him, Turn 
thee aside, to thy right hand or to 
thy left, and lay hold of one of the 
young men, and take for thyself his 
armour. Blit Asahel would not turn 

22 aside from following him. And Ab¬ 
ner said again to Asahel, Turn thee 
aside from following me: why should 
I smite thee to the ground ? how then 
should I hold up my face to Joab 

23 tliy brother? But he refused to 
turn aside ; therefore Abner with the 
hinder end of the spear smote him 
in the belly, 8 so that the spear came 
out behind him; and he fell down 
there, and died in the same place. 
And it came to pass, that as many as 
came to the place where Asahel fell 

34 down and died stood still. And Joab

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and Abishai pursued after Abner; 
and the sun went down when they 
came to the hill of Ammali, which is 
before Giah on the way to the wilder¬ 
ness of Gibeon. 

25 And the children of Benjamin 
gathered themselves together after 
Abner, and became one troop, and 

26 stood on the top of a hill. And Ab¬ 
ner called to Joab, and said, Shall the 
sword devour for ever? knowest 
thou not that it will be bitterness in 
tlie latter end? and how long shall 
it be ere thou bid the people return 

27 from following their brethren ? And 
Joab said, [As] God liveth, unless 
thou hadst spoken, surely then in 
the morning the people had gone up 
every one from following his brother. 

28 And Joab blew the trumpet, and all 
the people stood still, and pursued 
after Israel no more, neither did 
they fight any more. 

23 And Abner and his men walked 
all that night through the plain, h and 
passed over the Jordan, and went 
through all Bithron, and they came 

eo to Mahanaim. And Joab returned 
from following Abner, and gathered 
all the people together; and there 
lacked of David’s servants nineteen 

81 men, and Asahel. And t,he servants 
of David had smitten of Benjamin, 
and of Abner’s men, three hundred 

32 and sixty men, who had. died. And 
they took up AsalieL, and buried him 
in the sepulchre of his father, which 
was in Bethlehem. And Joa.b and 
his men went all night, and they 
came to Hebron at break of day. 

III. £nd the war was long between 
the house of Sanl and the house of 
David ; but David became continu¬ 
ally stronger, and the house of St^ul 
became continually weaker. 

2 And to David wer$ sons bom in 
Hebron : his firstborn \yas Amnon, 

8 of Ahinoam, the Jezreelitess; and his 
second, Chileab, of Abigail the wife 
of Kabal the C aim elite; and the 
third, Absalom 1 the son of Maacbah, 

11 The Arabah ; and so iv. 7. * Hob.

daughter of Talmai king of Geshur; 

4 and the fourth, Adonijah the sou of 
Haggith; and the fifth, Shephatiah 

5 the son of Abital; and the sixth, Ith- 
rearn, of Eglah David’s wife. These 
were bom to David in Hebron. 

c And it came to pass while there 
was war between the house of Saul 
and the house of David, that Abner 
made himself strong for the house of 

7 Saul. And Saul had a concubine 
whose name was Rizpah, the daugh¬ 
ter of Aiah. And [Ishbosheth] said 
to Abner, Why hast thou gone in to 

8 my father’s concubine ? Then was 
Abner very wroth for the words of 
Ishbosheth, and said, Am I a dog’s 
head, I who against Judah do shew 
kindness this day to the house of 
Saul thy father, to his brethren, and 
to his friends, and have not deliver¬ 
ed thee into the hand of David, that 
thou reproachest me this day with 

0 the fault of this woman ? So do 
God to Abner, and more also, if, as 
Jcliovah has sworn to David, I do 

10 not sq to him; to translate the king- 
doip from the house of Saul, and to 
set up the throne of David over Is¬ 
rael and over Judah, from Dan even 

11 to Beer-sheba 1 And he could not 
answer Abner a word again, because 
he feared him. 

12 And Abner sent messengers to 
David on his behalf, saying, Whose 
is the land ? saying [also], Make thy 
covenant with me, and behold, my 
hand shall be with thee, to turn all 

18 Israel to thee. And he said, Well, I 
will make a covenant with thee; 
only I require one thing of thee, that 
is, Thou shalt not see my face, ex¬ 
cept thou first bring Michal Saul’s 
daughter, when thou comest to see 

11 my face. And David sent messen¬ 
gers to Ishbosheth Saul’s son, saying, 
Deliver me my wife Michal, whom 
I espoused to me for a hundred forc- 

16 skins of the Philistines. And Ishbo¬ 
sheth sent, and took her from [her] 
husband, from Pbaltiel the son of 

Abshalom, game as Abishalom, 1 Kings xv. 2. 
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1(3 Laish. And her husband went with 
her along weeping behind her to 
Baburina. Then said Abner to him, 
Go, return. And he returned. 

17 Now Abner had communicated 
with the elders of Israel, saying, Ye 
sought for David aforetime to be 

18 king over you ; and now do [it] , for 
Jehovah has spoken of David, say¬ 
ing, By my servant David will I save 
my people Israel out of the hand of 
the Philistines, and out of the hand 

13 of all their enemies. And Abner also 
spoke in the ears of Benjamin; and 
Abner went also to speak in the ears 
of David in Hebron all that seemed 
good to Israel, and that seemed good 
to the whole house of Benjamin. 

au So Abner came to David to Hebron, 
and twenty men with him., And 
David made Abner and the men that 

21 were with liiin a repast. And Ab¬ 
ner said to David, I will arise and 
go, and will gather all Israel to my 
lord the king, that they may make a 
covenant with thee, and that thou 
mayest reign over all that thy heart 
desires. And David sent Abner 
away ; and lie went in peace. 

22 And behold, the servants of David 
and.Joab came from an expedition, 
and brought in a great spoil with 
them ; but Abner was no longer with 
David in Hebron, for he had sent 
him away, and he had gone in peace. 

30 And Joab and all the host that was 
with him came ; and they told Joab, 
saying, Abner the son of Ner came 
to the king, and he has sent him 

21 away ; and he is gone in peace. Then 
Joab came to the king, and said, 
What hast thou done ? behold, Ab¬ 
ner came to thee; why is it [that] 
thou hast sent him away, and lie is 

28 gone ? Thou knowest Abner the son 
of Ner, that he came to deceive thee, 
to know thy going out and thy com¬ 
ing in, and to know all that tliQU 

20 doost. And when Joab was come 
out from David, he sent messengers 
after Abner, who brought him again 


from the well of Sirah; but David 

27 did not know it. And when Abner 
was returned to Hebron, Joab took 
him aside in the gate to speak with 
him secretly, and smote him there 
in the belly, that he died, for the 

28 blood of Asahel his brother. And 
afterwards David heard [it], and he 
said, I and my kingdom are guiltless 
before Jehovah for ever from the 

20 blood of Abner the son of Ner : let 
it fall on the head of Joab, and on 
all his father’s house; and let there 
not fail from the house of Joab one 
that has an issue, or that is a leper, 
or that leans on a staff, or that falls 
by the sword, or that lacks bread! 

30 So Joab and Abishai his brother 
killed Abner, because he had slain 
their brother Asahel at Gibeon in the 
battle. 

31 And David said to Joab, and to all 
the people that were with him, Bend 

'your garments, and gird yourselves 
with sackcloth, and mourn before 
Abner. And king David followed 

32 the bier. And they buried. Abner 
in Hebron ; and the king lifted up 
his voice and wept at the grave of 

33 Abner; and all the people wept. And 
the king lamented over Abner, and 
said, 

Should Abner die as a fool k dieth ? 

94 Thy hands were not bound, 

Nor tliy feet put into fetters; 

As a man falleth before wicked men, 
Fellest thou ! 

And all the people wept again 

35 over him. And all the people came 
to cause David to eat bread while it 
was yet day; but David swore, say¬ 
ing, So do God to me, and more also, 
if I taste bread or aught else till the 

80 sun be down! And all the people 
remarked it, and it pleased them; 
as whatever the king did pleased all 

37 the people. And all the people and 
all Israel understood that day that 
it was not of the king to put Abner 

38 the son 'of Ner to death. And the 
king said to his servants, Know j ? e 


k Saa, also 1 impious,’ * ungodly :* see on 1 Sam. xxv. 8. 
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not that there is a prince and a great 
30 man fallen this day in Israel ? And 
I am this day weak, though 1 anoint¬ 
ed king; and these men, the sons of 
Zeruiah, are too hard for me : m Jeho¬ 
vah reward the doer of evil according 
to his wickedness! 

IV. And when Saul’s son heard that 
Abner was dead in Hebron, his hands 
were enfeebled, and all Israel was 

2 troubled. And Saul’s son had two 
men, captains of bands: the name 
of the one was Baanah, and the 
name of the other Hechab, the sons 
of Kimmon the Beerothite, of the 
children of Benjamin ; for Beerotli 

3 also was reckoned to Benjamin. And 
the Beerothites had fled to Gittaim, 
and were sojourners 11 there until 
this day. 

4 And Jonathan Saul’s son had a 
son that was lame of [his] feet. He 
was five years old when the news 
came of Saul and Jonathan out of 
Jezreel; and his nurse took him up 
and fled. And it came to pass, as 
she made haste to flee, that he fell, 
and became lame. And his name 
was Mephibosheth. 0 

6 And the sons of Rimmon the Beer- 
otliite, Rechab and Baanah, went and 
came in about the heat of the day 
into the house of Ishbosheth, who was 

6 taking his noonday rest. And they 
came thither into the midst of the 
house, [as though] they would fetch 
wheat; and they smote him in the 
belly ; and Rechab and Baanah his 

7 brother escaped. They came into 
the house, as he lay on his bed in his 
bedchamber, and they smote him, 
and slew him, and beheaded him; 
and they took his head, and went bj’ 

6 the way of the plain p all night. And 
they brought the head of Ishbosheth 
to David in Hebron, and said to the 
king, Behold the head of Ishbo¬ 
sheth the son of Saul, thine enem} r 
who sought thy life; and Jehovah 
has given to my lord the king to be 

avenged this day of Saul and of his 
seed. * 

9 Then David answered Rechab and 
Baanah his brother, the sons of Rim¬ 
mon the Beerothite, and said to 
them, [As] Jehovah livetli, who has 
redeemed my soul out of all distress, 

10 when one told me, saying, Behold, 
Saul is dead ! and he was in his own 
sight a messenger of good, I took 
hold of him, and slew him in Zik- 
lag—to whom forsooth I should give 

11 a reward for his good tidings : how 
much more, when wicked men have 
slain a righteous person in his own 
house upon his bed ? and should I 
not now demand his blood of your 
hand, and take you away from the 

12 earth ? And David commanded his 
young men, and they slew them, and 
cut off their hands and their feet, 
and hanged [them] up over the pool 
in Hebron. But they took the head 
of Ishbosheth, and buried it in the 
sepulchre of Abner in Hebron. 

V. Then came all the tribes of Israel 
to David to Hebron, and spoke, say¬ 
ing, Behold, we are thy bone and 

2 tli 3 r flesh. Even aforetime, when 
Saul was king over us, thou wast he 
that leddest out and broughtest in 
Israel; and Jehovah said to thee, 
Thou shalt feed my people Israel, 
and thou shalt be prince over Israel. 

3 And all the elders of Israel came to 
the king to Hebron ; and king David 
made a covenant with them in He¬ 
bron before Jehovah; and they 
anointed David king over Israel. 

4 David was thirty years old when 
he began to reign; he reigned forty 

6 years. In Hebron he reigned over 
Judah seven years and sis mouths ; 
and in Jerusalem he reigned thir¬ 
ty-three years over all Israel and 
Judah. 

6 And the king and his men went 
to‘Jerusalem against the Jebusites, 
the inhabitants of the land; and they 
spoke to David, saying, Thou shaft

much as to say, David will not come 2 

7 in hither. But David took the strong¬ 
hold of Zion, which is the city of 

8 David. And David said on that day, 
Whoever smiths the Jebusites and 
getB up to the watercourse, and the 
lame and the blind hated of David’s 5 

soul.I r Therefore they say, The 

blind and the lame shall not come 

9 into the house. So David dwelt in 
the stronghold, and called it the city 
of David. And David built round 5 
about horn the Millo B and inward. 

19 And David became continually 
greater; and Jehovah the God of 
hosts was with him. 

11 And Hiram king of Tyre sent 
messengers to David, and timber of 
cedars, and carpenters, and masons; 

u and they built David a house. And 
David perceived that Jehovah had 
established him king over Israel, 
and that he had exalted his kingdom 
because of his people Israel. 

13 And David took him more concu¬ 
bines and wives out of Jerusalem, 
alter he had come from Hebron ; and 
there were yet sons and daughters 

14 born to David. And these are the 
names of those that were born to 
him in Jerusalem: Shammua, aud 
Shobab, and Nathan, and Solomon, 

15 and Ibhar, and Elishua, and Ne- 

10 pheg, and Japhia, and Elisliama, and 
Eliada, and Eliphclet, 

17 And the Philistines heard that 
they had anointed David king over 
Israel, and all the Philistines went 
up to seek David; and David heard 
[of it], and went down to the strong- 

18 hold. And the Philistines came and 
spread themselves in the valley of 

10 Kophaim. And David inquired of Je¬ 
hovah, saying, Shall I go up against 
the Philistines ? wilt thou give them 
into my hand? And Jehovah said

to David, Go up; for I will certainly 
give the Philistines into thy hand. 

20 And David came to Baal-perazim, 
and David emote them there; and 
he said, Jehovah has broken in upon 
mine enemies before me, as the break¬ 
ing forth of waters. Therefore he 
called the name of that place Baal- 

21 perazim. 4 And they left their images 
there, and David and his men took 
them away. 

22 And the Philistines came up yet 
again, and spread themselves in the 

23 valley of Rephaim. And David in¬ 
quired of Jehovah; and he said, 
Thou shalt not go up; turn round 
behind them and come upon them 

24 opposite the mulberry-trees. And it 
shall be, when tliou hearest a sound 
of marching in the tops of the mul¬ 
berry-trees, that then thou shalt bestir 
thyself; for then will Jehovah have 
gone forth before thee, to smite the 

25 army u of the Philistines. And David 
did so, as Jehovah had commanded 
him; and smote the Philistines from 
Geba until thou comest to Gezer. 

VI. And David again gathered all the 
chosen men of Israel, thirty tliou- 

2 sand. And David arose and went 
with all the people that were with him 
from v Baale-Judah, to bring up from 
thence the ark of God which is called 
by the name, the name of Jehovah 
of hosts who sittetli between w the 

3 cherubim. And they set the ark of 
God upon a new cart, and brought it 
out of the house of Abinadab, which 
was upon the hill; and Uzzali x and 
Aliio, the sons of Abinadab, drove 

4 the new cart. And they brought it 
with the ark of God out of the house 
of Abinadab which was upon the hill; 

6 and Ahio went before the ark. And 
David and all the house of Israel 
played before Jehovah on all manner 
of [instruments made of] cypress 
wood/with harps, and with lutes, and

G And when they came to Nachon’s 
threshing-floor, Uzzali reached after 
the ark of God, and took hold of it; 

7 for the oxen had stumbled. 2 And the 
anger of Jehovah was kindled against 
Uzzali; and God smote him there 
for his error; and there he died by 

6 the ark of God. And David was in¬ 
dignant, because Jehovah had made 
a breach upon Uzzah ; and he called 
that place Perez-Uzzah ft to this day. 

9 And David was afraid of Jehovah 
that day, and said, How shall the 

10 ark of Jehovah come to me? So 
David would not bring the ark of 
Jehovah home unto himself into the 
city of David ; but David oarried it 
aside into the house of Obed-Edom 

11 the Gittite. And the ark of Jehovah 
remained in the house of Obed-Edom 
the Gittite three months; and Jeho¬ 
vah blessed Obed-Edom and all his 
household. 

12 And it was told king David, say¬ 
ing, Jehovah has blessed the house 
of Obed-Edom, and all that is his, 
because of the ark of God. And 
David went and brought up the ark 
of God from the house of Obed-Edom 

13 into the city' of David with joy. And 
it was so, that when they that bore 
the ark of Jehovah had gone six 
paces, he sacrificed an ox and a fatted 

14 beast. And David danced before Je¬ 
hovah with all his might; and David 

15 was girded with a linen ephod. And 
David and all the house of Israel 
brought up the ark of Jehovah with 
shouting, and with the sound of the 
trumpet. 

1G And as the ark of Jehovah came 
into the city of David, Miclial the 
daughter of Saul looked through a 
window, and saw king David leap¬ 
ing and dancing before Jehovah; and 
she despised him in her heart. 

17 And they brought in the ark of Je¬ 
hovah, and set it in its place, in the 
midst of the tent that David had 

spread for it. And David offered up 
burnt-offerings and peace-offerings 

18 before Jehovah. And when David 
had ended offering up the burnt- 
offerings and the peace-offerings, he 
blessed the people in the name of Je- 

19 hovali of hosts. And he dealt to all 
the people, to the whole multitude of 
Israel, both men and women, to every 
one a cake of bread, and a measure 
[of wine b ] , and a raisin-cake. And 
all the people departed every one to 
his house. 

20 And David returned to bless his 
household. And Michal the daughter 
of Saul came out to meet David, and 
said, How honourable did the king 
of Israel make himself to-day, who 
uncovered himself to-day in the eyes 
of the handmaids of his servants, as 
one of the lewd fellows shamelessly 

21 uncovers himself! And David said 
to Michal, It was before Jehovah, 
who chose me rather than thy father, 
and than all his house, to appoint me 
ruler over the people of Jehovah, over 
Israel ; and I played before Jehovah. 

22 And I will make myself vet more vile 

V V 

than thus, and will be base in mine 
own sight ; and of the handmaids that 
thou hast spoken of, of them shall I 

23 be had in honour. And Michal the 
daughter of Saul had no child to the 
day of her death. 

VII. And it came to pass wiien the 
king dwelt in his house, and Jehovah 
had given him rest round about from

to Nathan the prophet, See now, I 
dwell in a house of cedars, and the ark 

8 of God dwells under curtains. And 
Nathan said to the king, Go, do all 
that is in thy heart; for Jehovah is 
with thee. 

4 And it came to pass that night 
that the word of Jehovah came to Na- 

6 than, saying, Go and say to my ser¬ 
vant, to David, Thus saith Jehovah : 
Wilt thou build me a house for me 

6 to dw’ell in ? For I have not dwelt 
in a house since the day that I brought

manded to feed my people Israel, say¬ 
ing, Why build ye me not a house of 

6 cedars ? And now, thus shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith 
Jehovah of hosts: I took thee from 
the pasture-grounds, from follow¬ 
ing the sheep, to he prince over my 

!) people, over Israel; and I have been 
with thee whithersoever thou went- 
est, and have cut off all thine ene¬ 
mies from before thee, and have made 
thee a great name, like unto the name 
of the great men that are on the earth. 

10 And I will appoint a plaoe for my 
people, for Israel, and will plant 
them, that they may dwell in a place 
of their own, and be disturbed no 
more; neither shall the sons of 
wickedness afflict them any more, 

11 as formerly, and since the time that 
I commanded judges to be over my 
people Israel. And I have given thee 
rest from all thine enemies; and 
Jehovah telleth thee that Jehovah 

12 will make tliee a house. When thy 
days are fulfilled, and thou shalt sleep 
with thy fathers, I will set up thy 
seed after thee, which shall proceed 
out of thy bowels, and I will establish 

l!t his kingdom. It is he who shall 
build a house for my name, and I 
will establish the throne of his king* 

u dom for ever. I will be his father, 
and lie shall be my son. If he com¬ 
mit iniquity, I will chasten him with 
the rod of men and with the stripes 

16 of the sons of men; but my mercy 
shall not depart away from him, as 
I took it from Saul, whom I put away 

15 from before theo. And thy house 
and thy kingdom shall be made firni c 
for evor before thee : thy throne shall 

17 he established for ever. According 
to all these words, and according to 


all this vision, so did Nathan speak 
to David. 

10 And king David went in and sat d 
before Jehovah, and said, Who am 
I, Lord Jehovah, and what is my 
house, that thou hast brought me 

19 hitherto ? And yet this hath been a 
small thing in thy sight, Lord Jeho¬ 
vah ; but thou hast spoken also of thy 
servant’s house for a great while to 
come. And is this the manner 0 of 

20 man, Lord Jehovah ? And what can 
David say more to thee ? for thou, 
Lord Jehovah, knowest thy servant. 

21 For thy word’s sake, and according 
to thine own heart, hast thou done 
all this greatness, to make thy ser- 

22 vant know [it]. Wherefore thou art 
great, Jehovah Eloliim; for there is 
none like thee, neither is there any 
God beside thee, according to all that 

23 we have heard with our ears. And 
who is like thy people, like Israel, 
the one nation in the earth that 
God went f to redeem to be a people 
to himself, and to make himself a 
name, and to do for them 8 great 
things and terrible, for thy land, be¬ 
fore thy people, which thou redeem- 
edst to thyself from Egypt, from the 

21 nations and their gods’? And thou 
hast established to thyself thy peo¬ 
ple Israel to be a people unto tliee 
for ever; and thou, Jehovah, art be- 

25 come their God. And now, Jehovah 
Eloliim, the word that thou hast 
spoken concerning thy servant and 
concerning his house, fulfil it for 

20 ever, and do as thou hast said. And 
let thy name be magnified for ever, 
saying, Jehovah of hosts is God 
over Israel; and let the house of 
thy servant David be established 

27 before tliee. For thou, Jehovah of 
hosts, the God of Israel, hast re¬ 
vealed to thy servant, saying, I will 
build thee a house; therefore hath 
thy servant found in his heart to 

20 pray this prayer unto thee. And 
now, Lord Johovah, thou art that

eery ant, that it may be before thee for 
ever; for thou, Lord Jehovah, hast 
spoken it; and with thy blessing shall 
the house of thy servant be blessed 
for ever. 

VIII. And after this it came to pass 
that David smote the Philistines, and 
subdued them; and David took the 
power* of the capital j out of the hand 

2 of the Philistines. And he smote the 
Moabites, and measured them with 
a line, making them lie down on the 
ground; and he measured two lines to 
put to death, and one full line to keep 
alive. And the Moabites became Da¬ 
vid’s servants, [and] brought gifts. 

9 And David smote Hadadezer, the 
son of Rehob, king of Zobah, as he 
w'ent to recover his dominion 11 by 

4 the river Euphrates. And David 
took from him one thousand seven 
hundred horsemen, and tw enty thou¬ 
sand footmen; and David houghed 
all the chariot [horses], but reserved 
of them [for] a hundred chariots. 

5 And the Syrians ol Damascus came 
to help Hadadezer king of Zobah, 
and David smote of the Syrians twen- 

6 ty-two thousand men. And David 
put garrisons in Syria of Damascus ; 
and the Syrians became servants to 
David, [and] brought gifts. And Je¬ 
hovah preserved David whitherso- 

7 ever he went. And David took the 
shields of gold that were on the 
servants of Hadadezer, and brought 

0 them to Jerusalem. And from Betab, 
and from Berothai, cities of Hadad- 
ezer, king David took exceeding 
much bronze. 

9 And Toi king of Hamath heard 
that David had smitten all the forces 

10 of Hadadezer; and Toi sent Joram 
liis son to king David, to inquire of 

his welfare, and to congratulate 1 him, 
because he had fought against Hadad¬ 
ezer and smitten him; for Hadadezer 
was continually at war with Toi. 
And he brought with him vessels of 
silver, and vessels of gold, and vessels 

11 of bronze. Them also king David 
dedicated to Jehovah, with the silver 
and the gold that he had dedicated 
of all the nations that he had sub- 

12 dued: of the Syrians, and of the 
Moabites, and of the children of 
Ammon, and of the Philistines, and 
of the Amalekites, and of the spoil of 
Hadadezer, the son of Rehob, king 
of Zobah. 

13 And David made him a name 
when he returned, after he had smit¬ 
ten the Syrians 111 in the valley of salt, 

14 eighteen thousand [men]. And he 
put garrisons in Edom : throughout 
Edom did he put garrisons; and all 
they of Edom became servants to 
David. And Jehovah preserved Da¬ 
vid whithersoever he went. 

15 And David reigned over all Israel; 
and David executed judgment 1 * and 

lfi justice to all his people# And Joab 
the son of Zcruiah was over the host; 
and Jehosliaplmt the son of Ahilud 

17 was chronicler; and Zadok the son 
of Ahitub, and Ahiineleeh the son of 
Abiathar, were the priests; and Se- 

18 raiali was scribe; and Benaiah the 
son of Jelioiada w r as over the C-hereth- 
ites and the Pelethitcs and David’s 
sons were chief rulers. 

IX. And David said. Is there yet anv 
that is left of the house of Saul, that 

I may shew him kindness for Jona- 

2 than’s sake ? And there was of the 
bouse of Saul a servant whose name 
w’as Ziba ; and they called him to 
David. And the king said to him, 
Art thou Ziba? And he said, Thy 

3 servant 1 And the king said, Is

of God to him ? And Ziba said to 
the king, Jonathan has yet a son, 

4 who is lame on [his] feet. And the 
king said to him, Where is he ? And 
Ziba said to the king, Behold, he is 
in the house of Machir the son of 
Ammiel, in Lodebar. 

6 And king David sent, and fetched 
him out of the house of Machir the 

* son of Aiumiel, from Lodebar. And 
Mephibosheth, the son of Jonathan, 
the son of Saul, cams to David, and 
fell on his face and did obeisance. 
And David said, Mephiboslieth. And 

7 be said, Behold thy servant I And 
David said to him, Fear not; for I 
will certainly shew thee kindness for 
Jonathan thy father’s sake, and will 
restore thee all the land of Saul thy 
lather; and thou shalt eat bread at 

H my table continually. And he bowed 
himself, and said, What is thy ser¬ 
vant, that thou shouldest look upon 
such a dead dog as I am ? 

,J Then the king called Ziba, Saul’s 
servant, and said to him, I have 
given to thy master’s son all that 
belonged to Saul and to all his house. 

10 And thou, and thy sons, and thy ser¬ 
vants, shall till the land for him, 
and thou shalt bring in [the fruits], 
that thy master’s son may have 
food to eat. And Mephiboshetli thy 
master’s son shall eat bread at my 
table continually. Now Ziba had 
fifteen sons and twenty servants. 

11 And Ziba said to the king, Accord¬ 
ing to all that my lord the king has 
commanded his servant, so will thy 
servant do. And Mephiboshetli [said 
David] shall cat at my table, as one 

19 of the king’s sons. And Mephibo- 
slietli had a young son, whose name 
was Mica. 1 ’ And all who dwelt in 
the house of Ziba were servants to 

13 Mephiboslieth. So Mephiboshetli 
dwelt in Jerusalem; for lie chd eat 
continually at the king’s table. And 
he was lame on both his feet. 

X. And it came to pass alter this that 
the king of the children of Ammon 


died, and Hanun his son reigned in 
2 his stead. And David said, I will 
shew kindness to Hannn the son 
of Naliash, as his father shewed 
kindness to me. And David sent to 
comfort him by the hand of his ser¬ 
vants for his father. And David’s 
servants came into the land of the 
8 children of Ammon. And the princes 
of the children of Ammon said to 
Hanun their lord, Is it, in thine eyes, 
to honour thy father that David has 
sent comforters to thee ? Is it not to 
search the city and to spy it out, and 
to overthrow it, that David has sent 
4 his servants to thee ? And Hanun 
took David’s servants, and had the 
one half of their beards shaved off, 
and their raiment cut off in the 
midst, as far as their buttocks, and 
e sent them away. And they told [it] 
to David; and he sent to meet them, 
for the men were greatly ashamed. 
And the king said, Abide at Jericho 
until your beards be grown, and then 
return. 

6 And the children of A mm on saw 
that they had made themselves 
odious to David; and the children 
of Ammon sent and hired the Syrians 
of Betli-liehob, and the Syrians of 
Zoba, twenty thousand footmen, and 
the king of Maacali [with] a thousand 
men, and the men of Tob twelve 

7 thousand men. And David heard 
[of it], and he sent Joab, and all the 

8 host, the mighty men. And the chil¬ 
dren of Amnion came out, and put 
the battle in array at the entrance of 
the gate ; and the Syrians of Zoba 
and of Ilehob, and the men of Tob 
and Maacali were by themselves in 

9 the field. And Joab saw that the front 
of the battle was against him before 
and behind ; and he chose out of all 
the choice men of Israel, nnd put 
them in array against the Syrians; 

10 and the rest of the people he gave into 
the hand of Abishai his brother that 
he might array them against the 

u children of Ammon.- Aud he said,

If the Syrians be too strong for me, 
then thou sbalt help me ; and if the 
children of Ammon be too strong for 
thee, then I will come and help thee. 

12 Be strong, and let us shew ourselves 
valiant for our people and for the 
cities of our God; and Jehovah do 

18 what is good in his sight. And Joab 
drew near, and the people that were 
with him, unto the battle against the 
Syrians; and they fled before him. 

14 And when the children of Amm on 
saw that the Syrians fled, they fled 
before Abishai, and entered into the 
city. And Joab returned from the 
children of Ammon, and came to 
Jerusalem. 

15 And when the Syrians saw that 
they were routed before Israel, they 

16 gathered themselves together. And 
Hadarezer sent, and drew forth the 
Syrians that were beyond the river ; q 
and they came to Helam ; and Sho* 
bach the captain of the host of Hadar- 

17 ezer [went] before them. And it was 
told David ; and he gathered all Is¬ 
rael, and passed over the Jordan, and 
came to Helam. And the Syrians 6et 
themselves in array against David, 

10 and fought with him. And the Syri¬ 
ans fled before Israel; and David slew’ 
of the Syrians seven hundred [in] 
chariots, and forty thousand horse¬ 
men, and smote Shobach the captain 

10 of their host, who died there. And 
all the kings that were servants to 
Hadarezer saw that they were routed 
before Israel, and they made peace 
with Israel, and served them. And 
the Syrians feared to help the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon any more. 

XI. And it came to pass, at the return 
of the year, at the time when kings 
go forth, that David sent Joab, and 
his servants with him, and all Israel; 
and they laid waste the [land of the] 
children of Ammon, and besieged 
Iiabbah. But David abode at Jeru- 
2 Balem. And it came to pass at even¬ 
ing time that David arose from off

his couch, and walked upon the roof 
of the king’s house; and from the 
roof he saw a woman bathing, and 

8 the woman was very beautiful; and 
David sent and inquired after the 
woman. And one said, Is not this

4 the wife of Urijah the Hittite ? And 
David sent messengers, and took her; 
and she came in to him, and he lay 
with her; and she had purified r 
herself from her uncleanness; and 

5 she returned to her house. And the 
woman conceived, and sent and told 
David, and said, I am with child. 

6 And David sent to Joab [saying*!, 
Send me Urijah the Hittite. And 

7 Joab sent Urijah to David. And 
when Urijah had come to him, David 
asked how Joab prospered, 6 and how 
the people prospered, and how' the 

8 war prospered. And David said to 
Urijah, Go down to thy house and 
w r ash thy feet. And Urijah departed 
out of the king’s house, and there 
followed him presents from the king. 

0 And Urijah slept at the entrance of 
the king’s house with all the servants 
of his.lord, and went not down * to 

10 his house. And they had told David 
saying, Urijah did not go down to 
his house ; and David said to Urijah. 
Ail; thou not come from a journey ? 
why didst thou not go dow r n to thy 

11 house ? And'Urijah said to David, 
The ark, and Israel, and Judah 
abide in booths; and my lord Joab, 
and the servants of my lord, are en¬ 
camped in the open fields: shall I then 
go into my house, to eat and to drink, 
and to lie with my wife? [As] thou 
livest, and [as] thy soul liveth, I will 

12 not do this thing. And David said i 
to Urijah, Abide here to-day also, and 
to-morrow I will let thee depart. 
And Urijali abode in Jerusalem that 

18 day and the morrow. And David 
invited him and he ate and drank 
before him ; and lie made him drunk. 
And in the evening he went out to

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lie on his couch with the servants of 
his lord, but did not go down to his 
house. 

14 And it came to pass in the morn¬ 
ing, that David wrote a letter to 

16 Joab, and sent it by Urijah. And 
he wrote in the letter saying, Set 
Urijah in the front of the thickest 
fight, and withdraw from him, that 

10 lie may be smitten and die. And it 
came to pass as Joab watched the 
city, that he assigned Urijah to a place 
where lie knew that the valiant men 

17 wore. And the men of the city went 
out and fought with Joab ; and there 
loll some of the people, of the servants 
of David; and Urijah the Hittite 
died also. Then Joab sent and told 

la David all the matters of the war; and 
charged the messenger saying, When 
thou hast ended telling the matters 

,J0 of the war to the king, and if so be 
that the king’s wrath arise, and he 
say to thee, Why did ye go so near 
to the city to fight ? did ye not know 
that they would shoot from the wall ? 

21 Who smote Abimelecli the son of 
Jerubbesheth ? did not a woman cast 
Die upper stone of a handmill from 
the wall, that he died in Thebez ? 
why did ye go near the wall ?—then 
say thou, Thy servant Urijah the 
llittite is dead also. 

22 And the messenger went; and he 
came and told David all that Joab 

28 had sent him for. And the messen¬ 
ger said to David, The men prevailed 
against us, and came out against us 
into the field, and we were upon 
them as far as the entrance of the 

24 gate. And the shooters shot from 
upon the wall against thy servants ; 
and some of the king’s servants are 
dead, and thy servant Urijah the 

25 liitlito is dead also. Then David 
said to the messenger, Thus shnlt 
thou say to Joab : Let not this thing 
displease thee, for the sword devours 
one as well ns another: make thy 
battle strong against the city, and 
overthrow it;—and encourage him. 


20 And the wife of Urijah heard that 
Urijah her husband was dead, and 
27 she mourned for her husband. And 
when the mourning was past, David 
sent and fetched her to his house, 
and she became his wife, and bore 
him a son. But the thing that 
David had done was evil in the sight 
of Jehovah. 

XII. And Jehovah sent Nathan to 
David. And he came to him, and 
said to him, There were two men in 
one city; the one rich, and the other 
2 poor. The rich had very many 
8 flocks and herds; but the poor man 
had nothing at all, but one little 
ewe lamb which he had bought, and 
was nourishing; and it grew up 
with him, and together with his 
children: it ate of his morsel, and 
drank of his own cup, and slept in his 
bosom, and was to him as a daugli- 
4 ter. And there came a traveller to 
the rich man, and he spared to take 
of his own flock and of his own herd, 
to dress for the wayfaring man that 
had come to him; and he took the 
poor man’s lamb, and dressed it for 
6 the man that had come to him. Then 
David’s anger was greatly kindled 
against the man; and he said to 
Nathan, As Jehovah livetli, the man 
that hath done this thing is worthy of 

6 death ; fc and he shall restore the lamb 
fourfold, because he did this tiling, 
and because he had no pity. 

7 And Nathan said to David, Thou 
art the man t Thus saith Jehovah 
the God of Israel: I anointed thee 
Icing over Israel, and I delivered 

8 thee out of the hand of Saul; and I 
gave thee thy master’s house, and 
thy master’s wives into thy bosom, 
and gave thee the house of Israel 
and of Judah; and if [that] had 
been too little, I would moreover 
have given unto thee .such and such 

9 things. Wherefore hast thou de¬ 
spised the word of Jehovah to do 
evil in his sight? thou hast smitten 
Urijah the Hittite with the sword,

10 Now therefore the sword shall never 
depart from thy house ; because thou 
hast despised me, and hast taken the

11 wife. Thus saitli Jehovah : Behold, 

I will raise up evil against thee out 
of thine own house, and I will take 
thy wives before thine eyes, and give 
them unto thy neighbour, and he 
shall lie with thy wives in the sight 

13 of this sun. For thou didst [it] 
secretly; but I will do this thing 
before all Israel and before the sun. 

13 And David said to Nathan, I have 
sinned against Jehovah. And Na¬ 
than said to David, Jehovah has also 
put away thy sin: thou slialt not 

14 die. Howbeit, because by this deed 
thou hast given great occasion to the 
enemies of Jehovah to blaspheme, 
even the ehild that is bom to thee 

15 shall certainly die. And Nathan de¬ 
parted to his house. 

And Jehovah smote the child that 
Urijah’s wife bore to David, and 

16 it became very £ick. v And David 
besought God for the child; and 
David fasted, and went in, and lay 

17 all night on the earth. And the 
elders of his house arose, [and went] 
to him, to raise him up from the 
earth ; but he would not, and he ate 

16 no bread with them. And it came 
to pass on the seventh daj T , that the 
child died. And the servants of 
David feared to tell him that the 
child was dead; for they said, Be¬ 
hold, while the child was yet alive, 
we spoke to him, and he would not 
hearken to our voice; and how shall 
we say to him, The child is dead ? he 

10 may do some harm. But David saw 
that his servants whispered, and 
David perceived that the child was 
dead; and David said to his servants, 
Is the child dead? And the} r said, 

20 He is dead. Then David arose from

the earth, and washed, and anointed 
himself, and changed his clothing, 
and entered into the house of Jeho¬ 
vah and worshipped; then he came 
to his own house and required them 
to set bread before him, and he ate. 

21 And his servants said to him, What 
thing is this which thou hast done ? 
thou didst fast and weep for the 
child alive ; but as soon as the child 
is dead, thou dost rise and eat bread. 

23 And he said, While the child was 
yet alive, I fasted and wept; for I 
thought,"'Who knows? [perhaps] Je¬ 
hovah will be gracious to me, that the 

23 child may live. But now he is dead, 
why should I fast ? can I bring him 
back again ? I shall go to him, but 
he will not return to me. 

24 And David comforted Bathslieba 
his w r ife, and went in to her and lav 
with her; and she bore a son, and 
he called his name Solomon ; x and 

26 Jehovah loved him. And he sent 
by the hand of Nathan the prophet; 
and he called his name Jedidiah,- V for 
Jehovah’s sake. 

26 And Joab fought against Rabbah 
of the children of Ammon, and took 

27 the royal city. And Joab sent mes¬ 
sengers to David, and said, I have 
fought against Rabbah, and have 

29 taken the city^ of waters. And now 
gather the rest of the people, and 
encamp against the city’ and take it: 
lest I take the city and it be called 

32 by my name. And David gathered 
all the people, and went to Rabbah, 
and fought against it and took it. 

30 And he took the crown of their king 
from off his head, the weight of 
which was a talent of gold with 
[the] precious stones; and it was [set] 
on David's head; and he brought 
forth the spoil of the city in great 

31 abundance. And he brought out the 
people that were in it, and put them 
under the saw, and under harrows 
of iron, and under axes of iron, and 
made them pass through the brick-

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kilns. And so did he to all the cities 
of the children of Ammon. And 
David and all the people returned to 
Jerusalem. 

XIII. And it came to pass after this, 
that Absalom the son of David hav¬ 
ing a beautiful sister, whose name 
was Tamar, Ainnon the son of David 
2 loved her. And Amnon was so 
vexed, that he fell sick for his sister 
Tamar; for she was a virgin ; and it 
seemed difficult for Amnon to do the 
a least thing to her. And Amnon had 
a friend whose name was Jonadab, 
the son of Shimeah David’s brother; 
and Jonadab was a very shrewd 
4 man. And he said to him, Why dost 
thou, the king’s son, get thinner from 
morning to morning ? Wilt thou not 
tell me ? And Amnon said to him, I 
love Tamar, my brother Absalom’s 
B sister. And Jonadab said to him, Lay 
thee down on thy bed and feign thy¬ 
self sick ; and when thy father comes 
to see thee, say to him, I pray thee, 
let my sister Tamar come, and give 
me food, and dress the food in my 
sight, that I may see it, and eat it 
c from her hand. So Amnon lay down 
and feigned himself sick; and the 
king came to see him, and Amnon 
said to the king, I pray thee, let 
Tamar my sister come, and make a 
couple of cakes in my sight, that I 
may eat from her hand. 

7 And David sent home to Tamar, 
saying, Go, I pray thee, to thy brother 
Ainnon’s house, and dress him food. 

8 And Tamar went to her brother Am- 
lion’s house; and lie had lain down. 
And she took flour and kneaded it, 
and made cakes in his sight, and 

v linked the cakes. And she took tho 
pan, and poured them out before 
him; but he refused to eat. And 
Amnon said, Put every man out 
from mo. And they went out every 
10 man from him. And Amnon said 
to Tamar, Bring the dish into the 
chamber, that I may eat of thy hand. 
And Tamar took the cakes that she 


had made, and brought them into 
the chamber to Amnon her brother. 

11 And she presented them to him to 
eat; and he took hold of her, and 
said to her, Come, lie with me, my 

12 sister. And she said to him , No, 
my brother, do not humble me; for 
no such thing is done in Israel: do 

13 not this infamy. And I, whither 
shall I carry my reproach? and 
thou wouldest be as one of the in¬ 
famous in Israel. And now, I pray 
thee, speak to the king; for he will 

14 not withhold me from thee. But he 
would not hearken to her voice, and 
was stronger than she, and humbled 
her and lay with her. 

15 And Amnon hated her with an 
exceeding great hatred, for the 
hatred with which he hated her was 
greater than the love with which he 
had loved her. And Amnon said 

16 to her, Arise, be gone. And she 
said to him, There is no cause for 
this evil in sending me away, [which] 
is greater than the other that thou 
didst to me. But he would not 

17 hearken to her. Then he called his 
young man that attended upon him, 
and said, Put now this [woman] out 
from me, and bolt the door after her. 

18 Now she had a vest of many colours 2 
upon her; for so were the king’s 
daughters that were virgins apparel¬ 
led. And his attendant brought her 
out, and bolted the door after her. 

10 And Tamar put ashes on her head, 
and rent her vest of many colours 
which was on her, and laid her hand 
on her head, and went away, crying 
out as she went. 

20 And Absalom her brother said to 
her, Has Amnon a thy brother been 
with thee ? and now, my sister, be 
still: lie is thy brother; take uot 
this thing to heart. And Tamar re¬ 
mained, and [that] desolate, in her 

21 brother Absalom’s house. And king 
David heard of all these things, and 

22 he was very angry. And Absalom 
spoke to Amnon neither good nor

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bad ; for Absalom hated Amnon, be¬ 
cause he had humbled his sister 
Tainar. 

23 And it came to pass after two full 
years, that Absalom had sheep- 
shearers in Baal-Hazor, which is 
beside Ephraim; and Absalom in- 

24 vited all the kind’s sons. And Ab¬ 
salom came to the king, and said, 
Behold, now, thy servant has sheep- 
shearers ; let the king, I pray thee, 
and his servants go with thy servant. 

25 And the king said to Absalom, No, 
my son, let us not all go, lest we be b 
burdensome to thee. And he urged 
him, but he would not go; and he 

26 blessed him. And Absalom said, If 
not, I pray thee, let my brother Am¬ 
non go with us. And the king said 
to him, Why should he go with thee'? 

27 But Absalom pressed him; and he 
let Amnon and all the king’s sons 
go with him. 

28 And Absalom commanded his ser¬ 
vants saying, Mark ye now when 
Amnon’s heart is merry with wine, 
and when I say to you, Smite Am¬ 
non ; then slay him, fear not: have 
not I commanded you ? be couva- 

29 geous, and be valiant. And the ser¬ 
vants of Absalom did to Amnon as 
Absalom had commanded. Then all 
the king’s sons arose, and they rode 
each upon his mule and fled. 

80 And it came to pass, while they 
were in the way, that tidings came 
to David saying, Absalom has smit¬ 
ten all the king’s sons, and there is 

81 not one of them left. Then the king 
arose, and rent his garments, and 
lay on the earth ; and all his servants 
stood by with their garments rent. 

82 And Jonadab, the son of Shimeah 
David’s brother, answered and said, 
Let not my lord suppose that they 
have slain all the young men the 
king’s sons; for Amnon only is dead; 
for by the appointment of Absalom 
this has been determined from the 
day that he humbled his sister Tamar. 


83 And now let not my lord the king 
take the thing to heart, to say, All 
the king’s sons are dead ; for Amnon 

84 only is dead. And Absalom fled. 
And the young man that watched 
lifted up his eyes and looked, and 
behold, there came much people from 
the way behind him, from the hill* 

85 side. And Jonadab said to the king. 
Behold, the king’s sons come : as thy 

36 servant said, so it is. And as soon as 
he had ended speaking, behold, the 
king’s sons came, and lifted up their 
voice and wept; and the king also and 
all his servants wept very bitterly. 

37 And Absalom fled, and went to 
Talmai, the son of Ammilmd, king 
of Gesliur. And [David] mourned 

38 for his son every day.® Now Absa¬ 
lom fled, and went to Gesliur, and 

39 was there three years. And king 
David longed to go forth to Absalom; 
for he was comforted concerning 
Amnon, seeing he was dead. 

XIV. And Joab the son of Zeraiah 
perceived that the king’s heart was 

2 toward Absalom. And Joab sent to 
Tekoah, and fetched thence a wise 
woman, and said to her, I pray thee, 
feign thyself to be a mourner and 
put on mourning garments, I pray, 
and anoint not thyself with oil, but 
be as a woman that hath a long time 

3 mourned for the dead ; and come to 
the king, and speak after this manner 
to him. And Joab put the words into 
her mouth. 

4 And the woman of Tekoah spoke d 
to the king, and she fell on her face 
to the ground and did obeisance, 

5 and said, Save, O king! And the 
king said to her, What aileth thee ? 
And she said, I am indeed a widow 
woman, and my husband is dead. 

G And thy bondmaid had two sons, and 
they two strove together in the field, 
and there was none to part® them, 
but the one smote the other and 
7 slew him. And behold, the whole 
family is risen against thy bondmaid,

to my husband a name or remnant 

8 on the earth. And the king said to 
the woman, Go to thy house, and I 
will give charge concerning thee. 

9 Ami the woman ol Tekoah said to the 
king. Upon me, my lord, 0 king, be 
the iniquity, and upon my father’s 
hou.se; and the king and his throne 

10 be guiltless. And the king said, Who¬ 
ever speaks to"thee, bring him to me, 
and he shall not touch thee any more. 

11 Then she said, I pray thee, let the 
king remember Jehovah thy God, 
that thou wouldest not suffer the re¬ 
vengers of blood to destroy any more, 
lest they cut off my son. And he 
said, [As] Jehovah liveth, there shall 
not one hair of thy son fall to the 

12 earth. And the woman said, Let thy 
bondmaid, I pray thee, speak: a word 
to my lord the king. And he said, 

19 Speak. And the woman said, Why 
then hast thou thought such a thing 
against God's people ? and the king 
in saying this thing, is as one guilty, 
in that the king does not bring back 

14 his banished one. For we must needs 
die, and are as water spilt on the 
ground, which cannot be gathered 
ii}) again; and God has not taken 
away his life, but devises means that 
the banished one be not expelled 

15 from him. And now that I am come 
to speak of this thing to my lord the 
king, it is because the people have 
made me afraid; and thy bondmaid 
said, I will now speak to the king; 
perhaps the king will perform the 

lf ’ request of his handmaid. For the 
king will hear, to deliver his hand¬ 
maid out of the hand of the man that 
would destroy me and my son to¬ 
gether out of the inheritance of God. 

17 And thy bondmaid said, Lot the word 


of my lord the king now be comfort¬ 
able ; for as an angel of God, so is my 
lord the king to discern good and 
bad ; and Jehovah thy God will be f 
with thee. 

10 And the king answered and said 
to the woman, Hide not from me, I 
pray thee, the thing that I shall ask 
thee. And the woman said, Let my 

19 lord the king now speak. And the 
king said, Is the hand of-Joab with 
thee in all this? And the woman 
answered and said, [As] thy soul 
liveth, my lord, 0 king, there is no 
turning to the light hand or to the 
left from aught that my lord the king 
has spoken ; for thy servant Joab, lie 
bade me, and he put all these words 

20 into the mouth of thy bondmaid: in 
order to turn the appearance of the 
thing 6 has thy servant Joab done 
this thing; but my lord is wise, 
according to the wisdom of an angel 
of God, to know all that is in the 
earth. 

21 And the king said to Joab, Behold 
now, I have done this thing: so go, 
bring back the young man Absalom. 

23 And Joab fell to the ground on his 
face and bowed himself, and blessed 
the king; and Joab said, To-day thy 
servant knows that I have found 
favour in thy sight, my lord, 0 king, 
in that the king has fulfilled the re- 

28 questofhis h servant. AndJoabarose 
and went to Gesliur, and brought 

24 Absalom to Jerusalem. And the 
king said, Let him turn to his own 
house, and let him not see my face. 
And Absalom withdrew to his own 
house, and saw not the king’s face. 

25 But in all Israel there was none 
to be so much praised as Absalom 
for his beauty: from the sole of his 
foot even to the crown of his head 

29 there was no blemish in him. And 
when he shaved his head (for it was 
at every year’s end that lie shaved 
it, because it was heavy on him, 
therefore he shaved it), lie weighed

to Absalom there were born three 
sons, and one daughter, whose name 
was Tamar: she was a woman of a 
beautiful countenance. 

20 So Absalom dwelt two full years 
in Jerusalem, and did not see the 
20 king’s face. Then Absalom sent for 
Joab, to send him to the king; but 
he would not come to him; and he 
sent again the second time, but he 
00 would not come. Then he said to 
his servants, See, Joab’s allotment is 
near mine 1 and he has barley there: 
go and set it on fire. And Absalom’s 
servants set the allotment on fire. 

81 Then Joab arose, and came to Absa¬ 
lom to [his] house, and said to him, 
Why have thy servants set my allot* 

82 ment on fire ? And Absalom said 
to Joab, Behold, I sent to thee, say¬ 
ing, Come hither, that I may send 
thee to the king, to say, Why am I 
come from Geshur? it would have 
been better for me to be there still. 
And now let me see the king’s face ; 
and if there be iniquity in me, let 

03 him slay me. And Joab came to the 
king, and told him. And he called 
Absalom, and he came to the king, 
and bowed himself on his face to the 
ground before the king; and the king 
kissed Absalom. 

XV. And it came to pass after k this, 
that Absalom prepared for himself 
chariots and horses, and fifty men 

2 to run before him. And Absalom 
rose early, and stood beside the way 
of the gate ; and it was so, that when 
any man who had a controversy had 
to come to the king for judgment, 
then Absalom called him, and said, 
Of what city art thou ? And he said, 
Thy servant is of one of the tribes of 

8 Israel. And Absalom said to him, 
See, thy matters are good and right; 
but there is no man to hear thee 

4 [appointed] by the king. And Absa- 

lorn said, Oh that I were made judge 
in the land, that every man who has 
any controversy and cause might 
come to 1 me, and I would do him 

6 justice 1 And it was so, that when any 
man came near to do him obeisance, 
he put forth his hand, and took him, 

6 and kissed him. And in this manner 
did Absalom to all Israel that came 
to the king for judgment; and Absa¬ 
lom stole the hearts of the men of 
Israel. 

7 And it came to pass at the end of 
forty m years, that Absalom said to the 
king, I pray thee, let me go and pay 
in Hebron my vow which I have 

8 vowed to Jehovah. For thy servant 
vowed a vow while I abode in Geshur 
in Syria, saying, If Jehovah shall 
bring me again indeed to Jerusalem, 

9 then I will serve Jehovah. And the 
king said to him, Go in peace. And 
he rose up and went to Hebron. 

10 And Absalom sent emissaries 11 into 
all the tribes of Israel, saying, When 
ye hear the sound of the trumpet, ye 
shall say, Absalom reigns in Hebron. 

11 And with Absalom went two bun¬ 
dled men out of Jerusalem, that 
were invited; and they went in tlieir 
simplicity, and they knew nothing. 

12 And Absalom sent for Aliithophel the 
Gilonite, David’s counsellor, from his 
city, from Giloh, while he offered 
the sacrifices. And the conspiracy 
gathered strength; and the people in¬ 
creased continually with Absalom. 

10 And there came one to David who 
rep oiled saying, The hearts of the 

14 men of Israel are after Absalom. And 
David said to all his servants that 
were with him at Jerusalem, Rise up 
and let us flee; for we shall not [else] 
escape from Absalom. Be quick to 
depart, lest he overtake us quickly, 
and bring evil upon us, and smite the 

15 city with the edge of the sword. And 
the king’s servants said to the king, 
Behold, thy servants [will do] what-

10 And the king went forth, and all his 
household after him, and the king left 
ten women, concubines, to keep the 
17 house. And the king went forth, and 
all the people after him, and staj ed 
lH at the remote house. 0 And all his ser¬ 
vants passed on beside him; and all 
the Clierethitea, and all the Peletli- 
ites, and all the Gittites, six hundred 
men that came after him from Gath, 
passed over before the king. 

19 And the king said to Ittai the 
GiUite, AVIjy dostthou also go with us ? 
return to thy place, and abide with 
the king; for thou art a foreigner, and 
besides, thou hast emigrated to the 
3u place where tliou [dwellest]. Thou 
didst come yesterday, and should I 
tins day make thee go up and down 
with us, seeing I go whither I can ? 
Keturn and take back thy brethren. 
21 Mercy and truth be with thee I p And 
Ittai answered the king and said, 
[As] Jehovah liveth, and [as] my 
lord the king liveth, surely in what 
place my lord the king shall be, 
whether in death or life, even there 
32 also will thy servant be. And David 
said to Ittai, Go and pass over. And 
Ittai the Gittite passed over, and all 
bis men, and all the little ones that 
were with him. 

38 And all the country wept with a 
loud voice, and all the people passed 
over; the king also himself passed 
over the torrent Kidron, and all the 
people passed over, towards the way 
u of the wilderness. And behold, Za- 
dok also, and all the Levites with 
him, bearing the ark of the covenant 
of God ; and they set down the ark of 
God ; and Abiathar went up, until all 
tbe people had passed completely out 
of the city. 

25 And the king said to Zadok, Carry 
hack the ark of God into the city, if 
I shall liml favour in the eyes of Je-

27 And the king said to Zadok the 
priest, Thou art the seer return into 
the city in peace, and your two sons 
with you, Ahimaaz thy son, and 
29 Jonathan the son of Abiathar. See, 
I will stop in the plains' of the desert, 
until there come word from you to 
29 inform me. And Zadok and Abiathar 
carried the ark of God again to Jeru¬ 
salem ; and they abode there. 

80 But David went up by the ascent 
of the Olives, and wept as he went 
up, and had his head covered, and 
he went barefoot; and all the people 
that was with him covered every man 
his head, and they went up, weeping 
as they went up. 

81 And one told David saying, Ahitho- 
phel is among the conspirators with 
Absalom. Then said David, Jeho¬ 
vah, I pray thee, turn the counsel of 

32 Ahitliophel into foolishness. And it 
came to pass, when David had come 
to the summit, where he worshipped 
God, that behold, Hushai the Archite 
came to meet him with his coat rent, 
38 and earth upon his head. And David 
said to him, If thou passest on with 
me, thou wilt be a burden to me; 
84 but if thou return to the city, and 
say to Absalom, I will be thy ser¬ 
vant, 0 king; as I have been thy 
father’s servant hitherto, so now will 
I be thy servant; then mayest thou 
for me defeat the counsel of Ahitlio- 
86 pliel. And hast thou not there with 
thee Zadok and Abiathar the priests ? 
and it shall be, [that] whatsoever 
thing tliou shalt hear out of the king’s 
house, thou shalt tell it to Zadok and 
80 Abiathar the priests. Behold, they 
have there with them their two sons, 
Ahimaaz Zadok’s [son], and Jonathan

And the king said 
to Ziba, Behold, thine are all that per¬ 
tained to Mephibosheth. And Ziba 
said,I humbly bow myself: may I find 
favour in thy sight, my lord, O king. 

5 And wdien king David came to 
Bahurim, behold, there came out 
from thence a man of the family of 
the house of Saul, whose name was 
Sliimei, the son of Gera: he came 

6 forth, and cursed, and cast stones at 
David, and at all the servants of 
king David; and all the people and 
all the mighty men w-ere on his right 

7 hand and on his left. And thus said 
Sliimei as he cursed: Aw-ay, away, 
thou man of blood and man of 

0 Belial! Jehovah has returned upon 
thee all the blood of the house of Saul, 
in whose stead tliou hast reigned; 
and Jehovah has given the kingdom 
into the hand of Absalom thy son; 
and behold, thou art [taken] in thine 
own evil, for thou art a man of blood. 

9 And Abishai the son of Zeruiah 
said to the king, Why should this 
dead dog curse my lord the king ? 


let me go over, I pray thee, and take 

10 off his head. And the king said, 
What have I to do with you, ye sons 
of Zeruiah ? so let him curse, for 
Jehovah has said to him, Curse 
David 1 Who shall then say, Why 

11 dost thou so ? And David said to 
Abishai, and to all his servants, Be¬ 
hold, my son, who came forth of my 
bowels, seeks my life: how much 
more now a Benjaminite ? let him 
alone and let him curse; for Jelio- 

12 vali has bidden him. It may be that 
Jehovah will look on mine affliction, 
and that Jehovah will requite me 
good for my being cursed this day. 

13 And David and his men went by the 
way; and Sliimei went along on the 
hill’s side over against him,and cursed 
as he went, and threw stones at him. 

14 and cast dust. And the king, and 
all the people that were with him, 
came weary, and refreshed them¬ 
selves there. 

15 Now Absalom, and all the people, 
the men of Israel, came to Jerusa- 

16 lem, and Ahithophel with him. And 
it came to pass, when Hushai the 
Areliite, David’s friend, came to Ab¬ 
salom, that Hushai said to Absalom, 
Long live the king! Long live the 

17 king ! And Absalom said to Hushai, 
Is this thy kindness to thy friend ? 
why didst thou not go with thy 

19 friend ? And Hushai said to Absa¬ 
lom, No; but whom Jehovah, and 
this people, and all the men of Israel 
choose, his will I be, and with him 

19 will I abide. And again, whom 
should I serve ? should it not be in 
the presence of his son ? as I have 
served in thy father’s presence, so 
will I be in thy presence. 

30 And Absalom said to Ahithophel, 
Give counsel among you what we 

21 shall do. And Ahithophel said to 
Absalom, Go in to thy father’s con¬ 
cubines, whom he has left to keep 
the house ; and all Israel shall heal¬ 
th at thou art become odious with thy 

I father; and the hands of all that are 


• Strictly, * young man/ 
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23 with thee shall he strong. So they 
spread a tent for Absalom upon the 
roof; and Absalom went in to his 
father’s concubines in the sight of 
23 all Israel. And the counsel of Ahitlio- 
phel, which lie counselled in those 
days, was as if a man had inquired 
of the word of God: so was all the 
counsel of Ahithophel both with 
David and with Absalom. 

XVII. And Ahithophel said to Absa¬ 
lom, Let me, I pray, choose out twelve 
thousand men, and I will arise and 
3 pursue after David to-night; and I 
w ill come upon him while he is wear} 7 
and weak-handed, and will make him 
afraid; and all the people that are 
with him shall flee ; and I will smite 

3 the king only; and I will bring back 
a 111 be people to thee. The man whom 
thou seekest is as if all returned: all 

4 the people shall be in peace. And the 
saying was right in the eyes of Absa¬ 
lom, and in the eyes of all the elders 

5 of Israel. And Absalom said, Call 
now Ilushai tho Archite also, and we 
will bear also what lie says. And 
Ilushai came to Absalom, and Absa¬ 
lom spoke to him saying, Ahithophel 
has spoken after this manner: shall 
we carry out his word ? If not, speak 
thou. 

7 And Hushai said to Absalom, The 
counsel that Ahithophel has given 
H this time is not good. And Hushai 
said, Thou knowest thy father and 
his men, that they are mighty men, 
and they are of exasperated spirit, 
as a hear robbed of her whelps in 
the lield; and thy father is a man of 
war, and will not lodge with the 
u people. Behold, he is hid now in 
some pit, or some such plaee; and 
it will come to pass, when some of 
them fall at the first, whoever heareth 
it will say, There has been slaughter 
among the people that follow Absa- 
10 lorn, and even the valiant man whose 
heart is as the heart of a lion shall 
utterly melt; for all Israel knows 
that thy father is a mighty man, and 
they that are with him are valiant 


11 men. But I counsel that all Israel be 
speedily gathered to thee, from Dan 
even to Beersheba, as the sand that 
is by the sea for multitude; and 
that thou go to battle in thine own 

12 person. And we shall come upon him 
in some place where he shall be 
found, and we will light upon him 
as the dew falls on the ground; and 
of him and of all the men that are 
with him there shall not be left so 

13 much as one. And if he withdraw 
into a city, then shall all Israel bring 
ropes to that city, and we will draw 
it into the torrent, until there be not 

14 one small stone found there. And 
Absalom and all the men of Israel 
said, The counsel of Hushai the Ar¬ 
chite is better than the counsel of 
Ahithophel. And Jehovah had ap¬ 
pointed to defeat the good counsel of 
Ahithophel, in order that Jehovah 
mi^Jit bring evil upon Absalom. 

15 And Hushai said to Zadok and to 
Abiathar the priests, Thus and thus 
did Ahithophel counsel Absalom and 
the elders of Israel; and thus and 

16 thus have I counselled. And now 
send quicldy, and tell David saying, 
Lodge not this night in the plains of 
the wilderness, but speedily pass 
over; lest the king be swallowed up, 
and all the people that are with him. 

17 And Jonathan and Ahimaaz stayed 
by En-rogel; and the maid went 
and told them; and they went and 
told king David, for they might not 

18 be seen to come into the city. But 
a lad saw them, and told Absalom. 
Then they went both of them away 
quickly, and came to the house of a 
man at Bahurim, who had a well in 
his court; and they went down there. 

19 And the woman took and spread the 
covering over the well's mouth, and 
spread ground corn on it; and the 

20 thing was not known. And Absalom’s 
servants came to the woman to the 
house, and said, Where are Ahimaaz 
and Jonathan? And the woman 
said to them, They have gone over 
the brook of water. And they sought

and could not find [them], and re¬ 
turned to Jerusalem. 

21 And it came to pass after they had 
departed, that they came up out of 
the well, and went and told king Da¬ 
vid ; and they said to David, Arise and 
pass quickly over the water; for thus 
lias Ahithophel counselled against 

22 you. Then David arose, and all the 
people that were with him, and they 
passed over the Jordan; by the morn¬ 
ing light there was not one of them 
missing that had not gone over the 
Jordan. 

23 And when Ahithophel saw that his 
counsel was not followed, he saddled 
his ass, and arose and went to his 
house, to his city, and gave charge to 
his household, and hanged himself, 
and he died; and he was buried in 
the sepulchre of his father. 

24 And David came to Mahanaim. 
And Absalom passed over the Jordan, 
he and all the men of Israel with 

25 him. And Absalom 6et Aniasa over 
the host instead of Joab; which 
Amasa was the son of a man whose 
name was Jitlira the Israelite, 1 that 
went in to Abigail the daughter of 
Naliash, sister to Zeniiah Joab’s 

2C mother. And Israel and Absalom 
encamped in the land of Gilead. 

27 And as soon as David came to Ma- 
lianaim, Sliobi the son of Nahash of 
Kabbah of the children of Ammon, 
and Maehir the son of Am mi el of Lo- 
debar, and Barzillai the Gileadite of 

29 Kogelim, brought beds, and basons, 
and earthen vessels, aud wheat, and 
barley, and Hour, and parched [corn], 
and beans, and lentils, and parched 

29 [pulse], and honey, and cream, and 
sheep, and cheese of kine to David, 
and to the people that were with him, 
to eat; for they said, The people is 
hungry, and weary, and thirsty in 
the wilderness. 

XVIII. And David marshalled the 
people that were with him, and set 
captains of thousands and captains

And all 
the people heard when the king gave 
all the captains charge concerning 
Absalom. 

6 And the people went out into the 
field against Israel; and the battle 

7 was in the forest of Ephraim. And 
the people of Israel were routed be¬ 
fore the servants of David, and there 
was a great slaughter there that day: 

8 txventy thousand men. And the bat¬ 
tle w as there scattered over the face 
of all the country; and the forest 
devoured more people that day thau 

9 the sword devoured. And Absalom 
found himself in the presence of 
David’s servants. And Absalom xvas 
riding upon a mule, and the mule 
went under the thick boughs of the 
great terebinth, and his head caught 
in the terebinth, and he was taken up 
between the heaven and the earth; 
and the mule that was under him 

10 went away. And a man saw it, and 
told Joab, and said, Behold, I saw 
Absalom hanging in a terebinth. 

11 And Joab said to the man that told

the Jairite was David’s chief ruler. 
XXL And there was a famine in the 
days of David three years, year after 
year; and David inquired^of Jeho¬ 
vah. And Jehovah said, It is for 
Saul, and for [his] house of blood, be- 
2 cause he slew the Gibeonites. And 
the king called the Gibeonites, and 
Bpoko to them. (Now the Gibeonites 
were not of the children of Israel, 
but of the remainder of the Amorites;

6 And the king took the two sons of 
Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, whom 
she had borne to Saul, Armoni and 
Mephibosheth ; and the five sons of

hands of the Gibeonites, and they 
hanged them on the hill before Jeho¬ 
vah. And they fell all seven together, 
and were put to death in the first 
days of the harvest, in the beginning 
of barley harvest. 

10 Then Rizpah the daughter of Aiah 
took sackcloth, and spread it for her 
upon the rock, from the beginning of 
harvest until water poured on them 
out of the heavens, and sutiered 
neither the fowl of the heavens to 
rest on them by day, nor the boasts 

11 of the field by night. And it was 
told David what Rizpah the daughter

12 done. And David went and took the 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jona¬ 
than his son from the men 11 of Jabesh- 
Gilead, who had stolen them from 
the open place 0 of Beth-shan, where 
the Philistines had hanged them, the 
day the Philistines had smitten Saul 

13 in Gilboa; and he brought up from 
thence the bones of Saul and the bones 
of Jonathan his son; and they ga¬ 
thered the bones of them that were 

14 hanged. And they buried [them] with 
the bones of Saul and Jonathan his 
son in the country of Benjamin in 
Zela, in the sepulchre of Kish his 
father; and they did all that the king 
had commanded. And afterwards 
God was propitious to the land. 

15 And the Philistines had yet war 
again with Israel; and David went 
down, and his servants with him, 

. and fought with the Pliilistines. And 

16 David was exhausted. And Ishbi- 
benob, who was of the children of 
Kaphah p — the weight of his lance 
was three hundred shekels q of bronze, 
and he was girded with new [armour] 

17 —thought to smite David. And Abi- 
shai the son of Zeruiah succoured 
him, and smote the Philistine and 
killed him. Then the men of David 
swore to him saying, Thou shalt go 
no more out with us to battle, that 
thou quench not the lamp of Israel. 

18 And it came to pass alter this, that 
there w r as again a battle with the 
Philistines, at Gob; then Sibbechai 
the Hushathite smote Saph, who was 
of the children of Raphah. 

19 And there was again a battle at 
Gob with the Philistines; and El- 
hanan the son of Jaare-oregim, a 
Bethlehemite, smote Goliath 1 the 
Gittite ; now the shaft of his spear 
was like a weaver’s beam, 

20 And there was again a battle, at 
Gath; and there was a man [there] 

of great stature, that had on each 
hand six fingers, and on each foot 
six toes, four and twenty in number; 

21 and he also was bom to Raphah. And 
he defied Israel; but Jonathan the

9 And after him, Eleazar the son of 
Dodo the son of an Ahohite : n he was 
one of the three mighty men with 
David, when they had defied the 
Philistines that were there gathered 
together to battle, and the men of 

10 Israel were gone up. He arose and 
smote the Philistines until his hand 
was weary, and his hand clave to the 
sword; and Jehovah wrought a great 
deliverance that day ; and the people 
returned after him only to spoil. 

11 And after him, Shammah the son 
of Agee the Hararite : the Philistines 
were gathered into a troop, and there 
was there a plot of ground full of 
lentils, and the people had fled be-

And Gad came 
to David, and told him, and said to 
him, Shall seven years of famine come 
to thee in thy land ? or wilt thou flee 
three months before thine adver¬ 
saries while they pursue thee ? or 
Bhall there be three days’ pestilence 
in thy land ? Now be aware and con¬ 
sider what word I shall bring again 

14 to him that sent me. And David said 
to Gad, I am in a great strait: let us 
fall, I pray thee, into the hand of Je¬ 
hovah ; for his mercies are great; but 
let me not fall into the hand of man. 

15 And Jehovah sent a pestilence 
upon Israel from the morning even 
to the set time ; and there died of the 
people from Dan even to Beersheba 

16 seventy thousand men. And the 
angel streteh'ed out his hand upon 
Jerusalem to destroy it; but Jeho¬ 
vah repented him of the evil, and 
said to the angel that destroyed 
among the people, It is enough: with¬ 
draw now thine hand. And the angel 
of Jehovah was by the threshing-floor

All these things, 
O king, doth Araunah give to the 
king. And Araunah said to the king, 

24 Jehovah thy God accept thee. And 
the king said to Araunah, No; but I 
will in any case buy [them] of thee at 
a price : neither will I offer up to Je¬ 
hovah my God burnt-offerings with¬ 
out cost. And David bought the 
threshing-floor and the oxen for 

25 fifty shekels of silver. And David 
built there an altar to Jehovah, and 
offered up burnt-offerings and peace- 
offerings. And Jehovah was pro¬ 
pitious to the land, and the plague 
was stayed from Israel.

And Bathsheba went in 
to the king into the chamber; and 
the king was very old ; and Abishag 
the Shunammite ministered to the 
king. 

16 And Bathsheba bow’ed and did 
obeisance to the king.

And she 
said to him, My lord, thou hast sworn 
by Jehovah thy God to thy hand¬ 
maid, [saying,] Solomon thy son

And Solomon said, Thou hast 
shewn unto thy servant David my fa¬ 
ther great loving-kindness, according 
as he walked before thee in truth and 
in righteousness and in uprightness of 
heart with thee; and thou hast kept 
for him this great loving-kindness, 
that thou hast given him a son who 
sits upon his throne, as it is this day.

And he came to Jerusalem, 
and stood before the ark of the cove¬ 
nant of Jehovah/ 1 and offered up 
burnt-offerings, and offered' peace- 
offerings, and made a feast to all his 
servants. 

16 Then came two women, harlots, 
to the king, and stood before him. 

17 And the first woman said, Ah, my 
lord ! I and this woman abode in one 
house ; and I was delivered of a child 

18 with her in the house. And it came 
to pass the third day after I was de¬

6 officer, the kiug’s friend; and Alii- 
shur was over the household; and 
Adouiram the son of Abda was over 
the levy-service. 

7 And Solomon had twelve super¬ 
intendents 1 over all Israel; and they 
provided food for the king and liis 
household: each man his month in 
the year had to make provision. 

8 And these are their names: Ben v - 

v llur, in mount Ephraim. Ben-De- 

Uer in Mukaz, and in Shaalbim, and 
Belli-shomesh, and Elon-Betli-lia- 

10 nan. Ben-Hesed, in Arubbotli; he 
had Soclioh, and all the land of 


11 Hepher. Ben-Abinadab had all the 
upland of Dor; Taphath the daugh- 

13 ter of Solomon was his wife. Baana 
the son of Ahilud had Taanach and 
Megiddo, and all Betli-shean, which 
is by Zaretan beneath Jizreel, from 
Betli-shean to Abel-Meholah, as far 

13 as beyond Jokneam. Ben-Geber, in 
Romoth-Gilead ; he had the villages 
of Jair the son of Manasseh, which 
are in Gilead; lie had the region of 
Argob, which is in Bashan, sixty 
great cities with walls and bars of 

14 bronze. Ahinadab the son of Iddo, 

15 at Mahanaim. Ahimaaz,in Neplitali; 
he also took Basmath the daughter 

16 of Solomon as wife. Baanali the son 
of Hushai, in Asher and in Alotli. 

17 Jehoshapliat the son of Paruah, in 

18 Issachar. Shimei the son of Ela, 

13 in Benjamin. Geber the son of Uri, 

in the land of Gilead, the land of 
Silion the king of the Amorites, and 
of Og the king of Bashan; and [he 
wasj the only superintendent that 
was in the land. 

20 Judah and Israel were many, as 
the sand which is by the sea in multi¬ 
tude, eating and drinking and making 
merry. 

21 And Solomon ruled over all king¬ 
doms from the river to the land of the 
Philistines, and as far as the border 
of Egypt: they brought presents, 
and served Solomon all the days of 

22 his life. And Solomon’s provision 
for one day was thirty measures w 
of fine flour, and sixty measures of 

28 meal, ten fatted oxen, and twenty 
oxen out of the pastures, and a 
hundred sheep, besides harts, and 
gazelles, and fallow-deer, and fatted 

24 fowl. Eor he had dominion over 
all on this side the river, from Tipli- 
sali as far as Gazali, over all the 
kings on this side the river; and he 
had peace on all sides' round about. 

26 And Judah and Israel dwelt safely,

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every man under his vine and under 
his fig-tree, from Dan even to Beer- 
ao eheba, all the days of Solomon. And 
Solomon had forty thousand stalls of 
horses for his chariots, and twelve 

27 thousand horsemen. And those 1 
officers provided food for king So¬ 
lomon, and for all who came to king 
Solomon’s table, every man in his 
month : they let nothing be wanting. 

29 And the barley, and the straw for the 
horses and coursers, they brought to 
the place w r kere [the superintendents j 
were, every man according to his 
charge. 

28 And God gave Solomon wisdom 
and very great understanding and 
largeness of heart, even as the sand 

80 that is on the sea-shore. And Solo¬ 
mon’s wisdom excelled the wisdom 
of all the sons of the east, and all the 
31 wisdom of Egypt. For he was wiser 
than all men; than Ethan the Ez- 
rahite, and Heman, and Calcol, and 
Darda, the sons of Mahol; and his 
fame was in all the nations round 
82 about. And lie spoke three thousand 
proverbs ; and his songs were a tliou- 
88 sand and five. And he spoke of the 
trees, from the cedar-tree that is on 
Lebanon even to the hyssop that 
springs out of the wall; he spoke 
also of cattle, and of fowls, and of 
84 creeping things, and of fishes. And 
there came of all peoples to hear the 
wisdom of Solomon, from all the kings 
of the earth who had heard of liis 
wisdom. 

V. And Hiram king of Tyre sent his 
servants to Solomon; for he had 
heard that they had anointed him 
king in the place of his father; for 
2 Hiram always loved David. And 
Solomon sent to Hiram, saying, 
8 Thou knowest that David my father 
could not build a house unto the name 
of Jehovah his God, because of the 
wars which were about him on every 
side, until Jehovah put them under 
4 the soles of his feet. But now' Jelio-

6 house unto my name. And now 
command that they hew me cedar- 
trees out of Lebanon; and my ser¬ 
vants shall be with thy servants; and 
I will give thee hire for thy servants 
according to all that thou shaft say; 
for thou knowest that there is not 
among us any that are experienced 
in cutting timber like to the Zido- 
nians. 

7 And it came to pass when Hiram 
heard the words of Solomon, that he 
rejoiced greatly, and said, Blessed 
be Jehovah this day, w r ho has given 
to David a wise son over this great 

8 people. And Hiram sent to Solomon, 
saying, I have heard the things which 
thou sentest to me for: I will do all 
thy desire concerning timber of cedar, 
and concerning timber of cypress.* 

9 My servants shall bring [them] down 
from Lebanon to the sea; and I will 
convey them by sea [in] rafts to the 
place that thou shalt appoint me, 
and will cause them to he broken up 
there, and thou shalt receive them. 
And thou shalt accomplish my desire 

10 in giving food for my household. So 
Hiram a gave Solomon cedar-trees 
and cypress-trees [according to] all 

11 his desire. And Solomon gave 
Hiram tw enty thousand measures of 
wheat as food for his household, and 
twenty measures of beaten oil: thus 
gave Solomon to Hiram year by 
year. 

12 And Jehovah gave Solomon wis¬ 
dom as he promised him. And there 
was peace between Hiram and Solo¬ 
mon ; and they two made a league. 

18 And king Solomon raised a levy out 
of all Israel; and the levy w r as thirty

14 thousand men. And he sent them 
to Lebanon, ten thousand a month 
by courses; a month they were in 
Lebanon, two months at home ; and 

15 Adoniram was over the levy. And 
Solomon had seventy thousand that 
bore burdens, and eighty thousand 

16 stone-masons in the mountains; be¬ 
sides the overseers whom Solomon 
had set over the work, three thou¬ 
sand three hundred, who ruled over 
the people that wrought in the work. 

17 And the king commanded, and they 
brought great stones, costly stones, 
hewn stones, to lay the foundation 

18 of the house. And Solomon’s builders 
and Hiram’s builders and the Gib- 
lites hewed them, and prepared tim¬ 
ber and stones to build the house. 

VI. And it came to pass in the four 
hundred and eightieth year after the 
children of Israel were come out of 
the land of Egypt, in the fourth year 
of Solomon’s reign over Israel, in 
the month Zif, which is the second 
month, that he began to build the 
house of Jehovah. 

3 And the house that king Solomon 
built for Jehovah was sixty cubits in 
length, and twenty in breadth, and 

!l thirty cubits in height. And the 
porch, in front of the temple of the 
house, was twenty cubits in length, in 
front of the house broadways, [and] 
ten cubits was its breadth, in front of 

4 the house. And for the house he 
made closed windows with fixed 

5 lattices. And against the wall of the 
house he built floors b round about, 
[against] the walls of the house, 
round about the temple and the 
oraclo; and he made side-chambers

five cubits broad, and the middle one 
was six cubits broad, and the third 
was seven cubits broad; for in the 
thickness of the wall of] the house

0 And he built the house, and finished 
it; and covered the house with beams i

house by the timbers of cedar. 

11 And the word of Jehovah came to 

13 Solomon saying, As to this house 

which thou art building, if thou wilt 
walk in my statutes, and practise 
mine ordinances, and keep all my 
commandments to walk in them, 
then will I perform my word as to 
thee which I spoke unto David thy 

13 father; and I will dwell among the 
children of Israel, and will not for¬ 
sake my people Israel. 

14 And Solomon built the house and 

16 finished it. And he built 0 the walls 
of the house within with boards of 
cedar, from the floor of the house 
to the wall6 f of the roof; he over¬ 
laid [them] on the inside with wood, 
and overlaid the floor of the house 

1C with boards of cypress. And he 
built twenty cubits of the innermost 
part of the house, both floor and 
walls, with boards of cedar; and 
he built [them] for it within, to [be] 
the oracle, the most holy place.* 5

The same day 
the king hallowed the middle of the 
court tliat was before the house of 
Jehovah; for there he offered the 
burnt-offerings, and the oblations, 
and the fat of the peace-offerings, 
because the brazen altar that was 
before Jehovah was too small to 
receive the burnt-offerings, and the 
oblations, and the fat of the peace- 
offerings.

for ever, as I promised to David thy 
father, saying, There shall not fail 
thee a man upon the throne of Israel. 
0 [But] if ye shall at all turn from fol¬ 
lowing me, ye or your children, and 
will not keep my commandments, 
my statutes which I have set before 
you, but go and serve other gods. 

7 and worship them; then will I cut 
off Israel out of the land 1 which I 
have given them; and the house, 
which I have hallowed to my name, 
will I cast out of my sight; and 
Israel shall be a proverb and a by- 

8 word among all peoples; and this 
house, [which] is high, every one 
that passes by it shall be astonished 
at, and shall hiss, and they shall say. 
Why has Jehovah done thus to this

All the people that were 
loft of the Amorites, the Hittites, the 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the Je- 
busites, who were not of the children 

- 1 of Israel, their children that were 
left after them in the land, whom 
the children of Israel were not able 
utterly to destroy, upon them did 
Solomou impose a tribute® of bond- 
22 service until this day. But of the 
children of Israel did Solomon make 
no bondmen; but they were men of 
war, and his servants, aud his chiefs, 
and his captains, and captains of his 
28 chariots and his horsemen. These 
were the chief superintendents that 
were over Solomon’s work, five hun¬ 
dred and fifty, that ruled over the 
people that wrought in the work. 

21 But Pharaoh’s daughter came up 
out of the city of David to her house 
which he had built for her : then he 
built Millo. 

2r * And three times in the year did 
Solomon offer up burnt-offerings and 
peace-offerings upon the altar that he 
had built to Jehovah, and he burned 
incense upon that which was before 
Jehovah. So he finished the house. 
20 And king Solomon made a fleet of 
ships in Ezion-Geber, which is beside 
Klol li, on the shore of the lied Sea, in 
27 the land of Edom. And Hiram sent 
in the fleet his servants, shipmen 
that had knowledge of the sea, 
2H with the servants of Solomon; and 


they went to Ophir, and fetched 
thence gold, four hundred and twen¬ 
ty talents, and brought it to king 
Solomon. 

And the queen of Sheba heard of 
the fame of Solomon in connection 
with the name of Jehovah, and came 

2 to prove him with enigmas. And she 
came to Jerusalem w y ith a very great 
train, with camels that bore spices 
and gold in very great abundance, and 
precious stones; and she came to 
Solomon, and spoke to him of all 

8 that was in her heart. And Solomon 
explained to her all she spoke of: 
there was not a thing hidden from 
the king that he did not explain 
to her. 

4 And when the quden of Sheba saw 
all Solomon’s wisdom, and the house 

5 that he had built, and the food of his 
table, and the deportment of his ser¬ 
vants, and the order of service of his 
attendants, and their apparel, and 
his cupbearers, and his ascent by 
which he went up to the house of 
Jehovah, there was no more spirit in 

c her. And she said to the king, It 
was a true report that I heard in mine 
own land of thine affairs and of thy 

7 wisdom; but I ga/ve no credit to the 
words, until I came and mine eyes 
had seen ; and behold, the half was 
not told me: in wisdom and prospe¬ 
rity thou exceedest the report that 

0 I heard. Happy are thy men 1 happy 
are these thy servants, who stand 
continually before thee, who hear 

8 thy wisdom! Blessed be Jehovah 
thy God, who delighted in thee, to 
set thee on the throne of Israel! 
Because Jehovah loves Israel for 
ever, therefore did he make thee king, 
to do judgment and justice. 

0 And she gave the king a hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and spices 
in very great abundanco, and pre¬ 
cious stones: there came no more 
such abundance of sniflfie as those 
which the queen of iiSjfca gave to 

1 king Solomon. (And Tne fleet also

of Hiram, -which earned gold from 
Ophir, brought from Ophir sandal¬ 
wood in very great abundance, and 

12 precious stones. And the king made 
of the Bandal-wood a balustrade for 
the house of Jehovah, and for the 
king’s house, and harps and lutes for 
the singers. There came no such 
sandal-wood, nor was there seen to 

18 this day.) And king Solomon gave 
to the queen of Sheba all her desire, 
whatever she asked, besides what he 
gave her of the bounty of king Solo¬ 
mon. And she toned and went to 
her own land, she and her servants. 

14 And the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one year was six hun¬ 
dred and sixty-six talents of gold, 

15 besides what [came] by the dealers, 
and by the traffic of the merchants, 
and by all the kings of Arabia, and 

1G by the governors of the country. And 
king Solomon made two hundred 
targets of beaten gold,—he applied 
six hundred [shekels] of gold to one 

17 target; and three hundred shields 
of beaten gold, — he applied three 
minas p of gold to one shield; and 
the king put them in the house of the 

18 forest of Lebanon. And the king 
made a great throne of ivory, and 

19 overlaid it with refined^ gold: the 
throne had six steps, and the top of 
the throne was rounded behind; and 
there were arms on each side at the 
place of the seat, and tw>o lions stood 

20 beside the arms ; and twelve lions 
stood there on the one side and on 
the other upon the six steps: there 
was not the like made in any king- 

21 dom. And all king Solomon’s drink¬ 
ing vessels were of gold, and all the 
vessels of the house of the forest of 
Lebanon were of precious gold: none 
-were of silver, [which] was not of the 
least account in the days of Solomon. 

22 For the king had on the sea a Tar- 
sliisli-fleet, with the fleet of Hiram :

once in three years came the Tar- 
shish-fleet, bringing gold and silver, 
ivory,' and apes, and peacocks. 

28 And king Solomon was greater 
than all the kings of the earth in 

24 riches and in wisdom. And all the 
earth sought the presence of Solomon, 
to hear his wisdom, which God had 

25 put in his heart. And they brought 
eveiy man his present, vessels of sil¬ 
ver, and vessels of gold, and clothing, 
and armour, and spices, 1101*568 and 

26 mules, a rate year by year. And 
Solomon gathered chariots and horse¬ 
men ; and he had a thousand four 
hundred chariots, and t-welve thou¬ 
sand horsemen ; and he placed them 
in the chariot-cities, and with the 

27 king at Jerusalem. And the king 
made silver in Jerusalem as stones, 
and cedars made he as the sycamores® 
that are in the lowland 1 for abnn- 

38 dance. And the exportation of horses 
that Solomon had was from Egypt: 
a caravan of T the king’s merchants 
fetched a drove [of horses] at a price. 

29 And a chariot came up and went out 
of Egypt for six hundred [shekels] of 
silver, and a horse for a hundred and 
fifty ; and so they brought [them] 
by their means, for all the kings 
of the Hittites and for the kings of 
Syria. 

XI. But king Solomon loved manv 

O i' 

foreign women, besides the daughter 
of Pharaoh : women of the Moabites, 
Ammonites, Edomites, Zidonians, 
2 Hittites; of the nations of which Je¬ 
hovah had said to the children of 
Israel, Ye shall not go in to them, 
neither shall they come in to you; 
they would certainly turn away your 
heart after their gods: to these 
8 Solomon was attached in love. And 
he had seven hundred wives, prin¬ 
cesses,and three hundred concubines; 
and his wives turned away his heart. 
4 And it came to pass when Solomon

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was old, [that] his wives turned away 
his heart after other gods; and his 
heart was not perfect with Jehovah 
his God, as the heart of David his 

6 father. And Solomon went after Ash- 
toreth the goddess of the Zidonians, 
and after Mil com the abomination of 

c ' the Ammonites. And Solomon did 
evil in the sight of Jehovah, and fol¬ 
lowed not fully Jehovah, as David 

7 his father. Then did Solomon build 
a high place for Chemosh the abomi¬ 
nation of the Moabites, on the hill 
that is before Jerusalem, and for 
Moloch the abomination of the chil- 

H dron ol' Amnion. And so he did for 
all his foreign wives, who burned 
incense and sacrificed to their gods. 

0 And Jehovah was angry with Solo¬ 
mon, because his heart was turned 
away from Jehovah the God of Israel, 
ll ’ who had appeared to him twice, and 
had commanded him concerning this 
thing, not to go after other gods; but 
lie kept not what Jehovah had com- 
11 mantled. And Jehovah said to Solo¬ 
mon, Forasmuch as this is done by 
thee, and thou hast not kept my 
covenant and my statutes which I 
commanded thee, I will certainly 
rend the kingdom from thee, and 
13 will give it to thy servant: notwith¬ 
standing in thy days I will not do it, 
for David thy father’s sake; I will 
rend it out of the hand of thy son; 
13 only, I will not rend away all the 
kingdom: I will give one tribe to 
thy son, for David my servant’s sake, 
and for Jerusalem’s sake which I 
have chosen. 

11 And Jehovah stirred lip an adver¬ 
sary to Solomon, Hadad the Edom¬ 
ite ; he was of tho king’s seed in 
ls Edom. Now it came to pass when 
David was in Edom, when Joab the 
captain of the host had gono up to 
bury tho slain, after he had smitten 
10 every male in Edom (for Joab abode 
there six months with all Israel, 
until he luid cut off every male in 
17 Edom), that Hadad fled, lie and cer¬ 


tain Edomites of his father’s servants 
with hin>, to go into Egypt, Hadad 

18 being yet a little child. And they 
arose out of Midian, and came to 
Paran, and took men with them out 
of Paran, and they came to Egypt, to 
Pharaoh king of Egypt; who gave 
him a house, and appointed him 

19 victuals, and gave him land. And 
Hadad found great favour in the 
sight of Pharaoh, and he gave him 
as wife the sister of his own Wife, the 

20 sister of Talipenes the queen. And 
the sister of Tahpenes bore him 
Genubath his son; and Tahpenes 
brought him up in Pharaoh’s house; 
and Genubath was in Pharaoh’s 
household, among the sons of Pha- 

21 raoh. And Hadad heard in Egypt 
that David slept with his fathers, and 
that Joab the captain of the host was 
dead; and Hadad said to Pharaoh, 
Let me depart, that I may go to mine 

22 own country. And Pharaoh said to 
him, What then dost thou lack with 
me, that behold, thou desirest to go 
to thine own country? And lie said, 
Nothing; but hi any case let me 
depart. 

23 God stirred him up yet an adver¬ 
sary, Rezon the son of Eliada, who 
had fled from Hadadezer king of 

24 Zobah,. his lord. And he collected 
men to him, and became captain of 
a band, when David slew them [of 
Zobah]; and they went to Damascus, 
and dwelt there, and reigned in Da- 

25 maseus. And he was an adversary 
to Israel all the days of Solomon, 
besides the mischief that Hadad 
[did]; and he abhorred Israel, and 
reigned over Syria. 

20 And Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
an Ephrathite w of Zeredah, Solo¬ 
mon’s servant (whose mother’s name 
was Zeniali, a widow woman), even 
he lifted up his hand against the 

27 king. And this was the cause that 
he lifted up his hand against the 
king: Solomon was building Millo, 
and closing the breach of the city of

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28 David liis father; and the man Jero¬ 
boam was strong and valiant; and 
Solomon saw the young man that 
he was industrious, and he made 
him ruler over all the charge 31 of the 
23 house of Joseph. And it came to 
pass at that time that Jeroboam went 
out of Jerusalem, and the prophet 
Ahijah the Sliilonite found him in the 
way; and he had clad himself with a 
new garment; and they two were 

30 alone in the field. Then Ahijah seized 
the new garment that was on him. 

31 and rent it in twelve pieces; and said 
to Jeroboam, Take thee ten pieces; 
for thus saith Jehovah the God of 
Israel: Behold, I will rend the king- | 
dom out of the hand of Solomon, and 

aa w’ill give ten tribes to thee; but one 
tribe shall he have for my servant 
David’s sake, and for Jerusalem's 
sake, the city which I have chosen 
88 out of all the tribes of Israel: because 
they have forsaken me, and have ■ 
worshipped Ashtoretli the goddess of 
the Zidonians, Chemosh the god of 
the Moabites, and Milcom the god 
of the children of Ammon, and have 
not walked in my ways, to do that 
which is right in my sight, and my 
statutes and mine ordinances, as 
34 David his father. But I will not 
take the whole kingdom out of his 
hand; for I will make him prince 
all the days of his life for David my 
servant’s sake, whom I chose, who 
kept my commandments and my 
86 statutes; but I will take the kingdom 
out of his son’s hand, and will give 
80 it unto thee,—the ten tribes. And 
unto his son will I give one tribe, 
that David my servant may have a 
lamp always before me in Jerusalem, 
the city that I have chosen for mv- 
37 self to put my name there. And I will 
take tliee, that thou mayest reign 
over all that thy soul desireth, and 
80 thou shalt be king over Israel. And 
it shall be, if thou wilt hearken unto 
all that I command thee, and wilt 
walk in my ways, and do that which 


is right in my sight, in keeping my 
statutes and my commandments, as 
David my servant did, that I will 
be with thee, and build thee a lasting 
house, as I built for David, and will 

30 give Israel unto thee. And I will for 
this afflict the seed of David, but not 

40 for ever. And Solomon sought to 
kill Jeroboam; and Jeroboam arose 
and fled into Egypt, to Shishak king 
of Egypt; and he was in Egypt until 
the death of Solomon. 

41 And the rest of the acts of Solomon, 
and all that he did, and his wisdom, 
are they not written in the book of 

42 the acts of Solomon ? And the time 
that Solomon reigned in Jerusalem 

43 over all Israel was forty years. And 
Solomon slept with his fathers, and 
was buried in the city of David 
his father; and Rehoboam his son 
reigned in his stead. 

XII. And Rehoboam went to She- 
cliem ; for all Israel had come to 

2 Shecliem to make him king. And it 
came to pass when Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat heard it (now he was yet in 
Egypt, whither he had fled horn the 
presence of king Solomon, and Jero- 

8 boam dwelt in Egypt; and they 
sent and called him), that Jeroboam 
and all the congregation of Israel 
came and spoke to Rehoboam, say 

4 ing, Thy father made our yoke griev¬ 
ous ; and now lighten thou the 
grievous servitude of thy father and 
his heavy yoke that he put upon us. 

6 and we will serve thee. And he said 
to them, Depart yet for three days, 
then come again to me. And the 
people departed. 

G And king Rehoboam consulted 
with the old men, who had stood 
before Solomon his father wliile he 
yet lived, saying, How do ye advise 
to return answer to this people ? 

7 And they spoke to him saying, If 
this day thou wilt be a servant to this 
people, and wilt serve them and an¬ 
swer them and speak good words to 
them, they will be thy servants for

11 winch they had given him; and he 
spoke to them according to the advice 
of the young men, saying, My father 
made your } r oke heavy, but I will

115 And all Israel saw that the king 
hearkened not to them; and the 
people answered the king saying, 
What portion have we in David ?

17 Ami Israel went to their tents. But 
as for the children of Israel that dwelt

19 chariot, to flee to J erusalem. And 
Israel rebelled against 2 the house of 
David, unto this day. 

20 And it came to pass when all Is¬ 
rael heard that Jeroboam had come 
back, that they sent and called him 
to the assembly, aud made him king 
over all Israel: none followed the 
house of David, but the tribe of 
Judah only. 

21 And Rehoboam came to Jerusalem; 
and he assembled all the house of 
Judah, with the tribe of Benjamin, a 
hundred and eighty thousand chosen 
men apt for war, to fight against the 
house of Israel, that he might bring 
the kingdom again to Rehoboam 

23 the son of Solomon. But the word 
of God came to Shemaiali the man of 

28 God, saying, Speak unto Rehoboam, 
the son of Solomon, king of Judah, 
and unto all the house of Judah and 
Benjamin, and to the remainder of 

21 the people, saying, Thus saith Jeho¬ 
vah: Go not up, nor fight with your 
brethren, the children of Israel; re¬ 
turn every man to his house, for 
this thing is from me. And they 
hearkened to the word of Jehovah, 
and returned to depart, according to 
the word of Jehovah. 

26 And Jeroboam built Shechem in 
mount Ephraim, and dwelt therein ; 
and went out from thence, and built 
Penuel. 

36 And Jeroboam said in liis heart, 
Now shall the kingdom return to the 

37 house of David. If this people go 
up to do sacrifice iu the house of Je¬ 
hovah at Jerusalem, the heart of 
this people will turn again to their 
lord, to Rehoboam king of Judah, 
aud they will kill me, and return to 

38 Rehoboam king of Judah. And the

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king took counseL, and made two 
calves of gold. And lie said to them, 

It is too muck for you to go up to 
Jerusalem : behold thy gods, Israel,

30 And this thing became a sin; and 
the people went [to worship] before 

81 the one, as far as Dan. And he made 
a house of high places, and made 
priests from all classes 6 of the peo¬ 
ple, who were not of the sons of Levi. 

02 And Jeroboam ordained a feast in 
the eighth month, on the fifteenth 
day of the month, like the feast 
that was in Judah, and he offered 
upon the altar. So did he in Bethel, 
sacrificing to the calves that he had 
made; and he placed in Bethel the 
priests of the high places that he had 

33 made. And he offered upon the altar 
that he had made in Bethel, on the 
fifteenth day of the eighth month, 
in the month which he had devised 
of his own heart; and he made a 
feast for the children of Israel, and 
he offered upon the altar, burning 
incense. 

XIII. And behold, there came a man 
of God from Judah, by the word of 
Jehovah, to Bethel; and Jeroboam 
stood by the altar to burn incense. 

2 And he cried against the altar by the 
word of Jehovah, and said, 0 altar, 
altar ! thus saith Jehovah : Behold, 
a child shall be bom unto the house 
of David, Josiah by name; and upon 
thee shall he sacrifice the priests of 
the high places that bum incense 
upon thee, and men’s bones shall be 

3 burned upon thee. And he gave a 
sign the same day, saying, This is 
the sign that Jehovah hath spoken: 
Behold, the altar shall be rent, and 
the ashes that are upon it shall be 

4 poured out. And it came to pass 
when the king heard the word of 1 
the man of God, which he cried 1 
against the altar in Bethel, that Jero¬ 
boam stretched forth his hand from

the altar, saying, Lay hold on him. 
And his hand which he stretched 
out against him dried up, so that he 
could not bring it back again to him. 

5 And the altar was rent, and the ashes 
poured out from the altar, according 
to the sign that the man of God had 

6 given by the word of Jehovah. And 
the king answered and said to the 
man of God, Intreat now Jehovah thy 
God, and pray for me, that my hand 
may be restored to me again. And 
the man of God intreated Jehovah, 
and the king’s hand was restored to 
him again, and became as before. 

7 And the king said to the man of God, 
Come home with me, and refresh thy¬ 
self, and I will give thee a preset®. 

8 And the man of God said to the king, 
If thou wilt give me half thy house, 
I will not go in with thee, neither 
will I eat bread nor drink water in 

9 this place; for so was it charged 
me by the word of Jehovah, saying, 
Thou shalt eat no bread, nor drink 
water, nor return by the way that 

0 thou shalt go. So lie went another 
way, and returned not by the way 
that he had come to Bethel. 

1 Now there dwelt a certain old 
prophet in Bethel; and his sons 
came And told him all the works 
that the man of God had done that 
day in Bethel; the words that he 
had spoken to the king, them they 

2 told also to their father. And their 
father said to them, Which way went 
he *? for his sons had seen which 
way the man of God went, wdio came 

3 from Judah. And he said to his 
sons, Saddle me the ass. So they 
saddled him the ass; and he rode 

4 thereon, and went after the man of 
God, and found him sitting under a 
terebinth; and he said to him, Art 
thou the man of God that earnest 
from Judah ? And he said, I am. 

5 And he said to him, Come home with 

6 me, and eat bread. And he said, I 
cannot return with thee, nor go in 
with thee; neither will I eat bread 

Lit. ‘ the ends.’ 
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nor drink water with thee in this 
17 place. For it was said to me by the 
word of Jehovah, Thou shalt eat no 
bread nor drink water there, nor turn 
again to go by the way that thou 
iH wentest. And he said to him, I am 
a prophet also as thou art; and an 
angel spoke to me by the word of 
Jehovah sajuug, Bring him hack 
with thee into thy house, that he 
may eat bread and drink water. He 
11 lied unto him. Then he went hack 
with him, and ate bread in his house, 
and drank water. 

20 And it came to pass as they sat at 
the table, that the word of Jehovah 
caino to the prophet that brought him 

21 back, and he cried to the man of God 
that come from Judah, saying, Thus 
fliiith Jehovah : Forasmuch as thou 
hast disobeyed the word b of Jehovah, 
aud hast not kept the commandment 
that Jehovah thy God commanded 

" thee, but earnest back, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk -water in the place 
of which he said to thee, Eat no 
bread and drink no water; thy car¬ 
case shall not come to the sepulchre 
ol thy fathers. 

28 And it came to pass, after he had 
eaten bread, and after he had drunk, 
that ho saddled the ass for him, for 
the prophet that he had brought back; 
24 and he departed. And a lion met 
him by the way and slew him; and 
his corpse was cast in the way, and the 
ass stood by it; the lion also stood 
2,r ' by the corpse. And behold, men 
passed by, and saw the corpse east 
in the way and the lion standing by 
the corpse ; and they came and told 
it in the city where the old prophet 
2,1 dwelt. And the prophet that brought 
him back from the way heard [of it] 
and said, It is the man of God who 
was disobedient to the word b of Je¬ 
hovah ; therefore Jehovah has de¬ 
livered him to the lion, which has 
torn him and slain him, according 
to the word of Jehovah which he 
27 spoke to him. And he spoke to his 


sons saying, Saddle me the ass; and 

20 they saddled it. And he went and 
found his corpse cast in the way, 
and the ass and the lion standing by 
the corpse: the lion had not eaten the 

20 corpse, nor torn the ass. And the pro¬ 
phet, took up the corpse of the man 
of God, and laid it upon the ass, and 
brought it back; and the old prophet 
came into the city, to mourn and to 

80 bury him. And he laid his corpse in 
his own sepulchre; and they mourned 
over him [saying], Alas, ray brother! 

81 And it came to pass after he had 
buried him, that he spoke to his sons 
saying, When I am dead, bury me 
in the sepulchre in which the man of 
God is buried ; lay my bones beside 

82 his bones. For the word that he 
cried by the word of Jehovah against 
the altar in Bethel, and against all the 
houses of the high places that are in 
the cities of Samaria, shall certainly 
come to pass. 

33 After this thing Jeroboam turned 
not from his evil way, but made again 
from all classes of the people priests 
of the high places : whosoever would, 
lie consecrated him, and he became 
[one] of the priests of the higli places. 

34 And by this thing there was sin on the 
house of Jeroboam, even to cut it off 
and to destroy it from off the face of 
the earth. 

XIV. At that time Abijah the son of 
2 Jeroboam was sick. And Jeroboam 
said to his wife, Arise, I pray thee, 
and disguise thyself, that thou be not 
known to be the wife of Jeroboam; 
and go to Shiloh: behold, there is 
Abijah the prophet, who told me that 
[I should be] king over this people. 
0 And take with thee ten loaves, and 
cakes, and a cruse of honey, and go 
to him: he will tell thee what shall 
4 become of the lad. And Jeroboam’s 
wife did so, and arose and went to 
Shiloh, and eame to the house of 
Ahijah.

37 Answer me, Jehovah, answer me, 
that this people may know that thou 
Jehovah art God, and jthatj thou ! 
hast turned their heart back again ! 

99 And the fire of Jehovah fell, aud 
consumed the burnt-offering, and the 
wood, and the stones, and the dust, 
and licked up the water that was in 

39 the trench. And all the people saw 
[it], and they fell on their faces and 
said, Jehovah, he is God! Jehovah, 


he is God! 

40 And Elijah said to them. Seize the 
prophets of Baal; let not one of them 
escape! And they seized them ; and 
Elijah brought them down to the 
torrent of Kishon, and slaughtered 
them there. 

41 And Elijah said to Aliab, Go up. 
eat and drink; for there is a sound 

42 of abundance of rain. And Ahab 
went up to eat and to drink. And 
Elijah went up to the top of Caimel: 
and he bowed down on the earth, and 

13 put his face between his knees. And 
he said to his servant, w Go up now, 
look toward the sea. And he went 
up and looked, and said, [There is] 
nothing. And he said, Go again 

44 seven times. And it come to pass at

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the seventh time that he said, Be¬ 
hold there is a cloud, small as a man’s 
hand, arising out of the sea. And 
he said, Go up, say to Ahab, Harness 
aud go down, that the pour of rain 
4& slop tlice not. And it came to pass 
in the mean while, that the heavens 
became black [with] clouds and wind, 
and there was a great pour of rain. 
And Ahab got on the chariot, and 
46 went to Jizreel. And the hand of 
Jehovah was upon Elijah ; and he 
girded up his loins, and ran before 
Ahab to the entrance of Jizreel. 
XIX. And Ahab told Jezebel all that 
Elijah had done, and in detail how 
he hud slain all the prophets with 
2 the sword. And Jezebel sent a mes¬ 
senger to Elijah saying, So do the 
gods [to me], and more also, if* I 
make not thy life as the life of one 
of them by to-morrow about this time! 
8 Aud when lie saw [that], he arose, 
and went for his life, and came to 
Beersheba, which belongs to Judah, 
4 and left his servant there. And lie 
himself went a day’s journey into 
the wilderness, and came and sat 
down under a certain broom-bush, 
and requested for himself that he 
might die; and said, It is enough:

And behold, the word of Jeliovah 
[came] to him, and lie said to him, 


10 Wliat doest thou here, Elijah ? And 
he said, I have been very jealous for 
Jehovah the God of hosts; for the 
children of Israel have forsaken thy 
covenant, thrown down thine altars, 
and slain thy prophets with the 
sword; and I am left, I alone, and 
they seek my life, to take it away. 

11 And he said, Go forth, and stand 
upon the mount before Jehovah. 
And behold, Jeliovah passed by, and 
a great and strong wind rent the 
mountains, and broke in pieces the 
rocks before Jeliovah: Jeliovah was 
not in the wind. And after the wind, 
an earthquake : Jeliovah was not in 

12 the earthquake. And after the earth¬ 
quake, a fire: Jeliovah was not in 
the fire. And after the fire, a soft 

13 gentle voice. And it came to pass, 
when Elijah heard it, that lie wrapped 
his face in his mantle, and went out, 
and stood in the entrance of the cave. 
And behold, a voice [came] to him 
and said, What doest thou here, Eli - 

14 jah ? And he said, I have been very 
jealous for Jehovah the God of hosts ; 
for the children of Israel have for¬ 
saken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and slain thy prophets 
with the sword; and I am left, I 
alone, and they seek my life, to take 

15 it away. And Jehovah said to him, 
Go, return on thy way to the wilder¬ 
ness of Damascus; and when tliou 
comest, anoint Hazael king over 

16 Syria; and Jehu the son of Nimslii 
shalt thou anoint king over Israel;

17 phet in tliy stead. And it shall come 
to pass, [that] him that escapetli the

[myself] seven thousand in Israel, 
all the knees that have not bowed 
ur?to Baal, aud every mouth that 
hath not kissed him. 

18 And lie departed thence, and found 
Elisha the son of Shapliat, who was

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ploughing' [with] twelve yokes before 
him, and he with the twelfth; and 
Elijah went over to him, and cast his 

20 mantle on him. And he left the oxen, 
and ran after Elijah, and said, Let 
me, I pray thee, kiss my father and 
my mother, and I will follow thee. 
And he said to him, Go back again; 

21 for what have I done to thee ? And 
he returned back from him, and took 
the yoke of oxen, and killed * them, 
and boiled their flesh with the im¬ 
plements of the oxen, and gave to 
the people, and they ate. And he 
arose and went alter Elijah, and 
ministered to him. 

XX. And Ben-Hadad king of Syria 
assembled all his host; and there 
were thirty-two kings with him, and 
horses and chariots; and he went 
up and besieged Samaria, and fought

to Aliab king of Israel into the city, 

3 and said to him, Thus says Ben- 
Hadad : Thy silver and thy gold is

12 as he that putteth off ! z And it came 
to pass when he heard this word, as 
he was drinking, he and the kings 
in the tents, 4 that he said to his ser¬ 
vants, Set yourselves. And they sgt 
themselves against the city. 

18 And behold, a prophet drew near 
to Ahab king of Israel, and said, Thus 
saith Jehovali: Hast thou seen all this 
gTeat multitude? behold, I will de¬ 
liver it into thy hand this day; and 
thou shalt know that I am Jeho- 

14 vah. And Ahab said, By whom *? 
And he said, Thus saith Jehovah: By 
the servants of the princes of the 
provinces. Then he said, Who shall 
begin the battle ? And he said, 

15 Thou. And he numbered the ser¬ 
vants of the princes of the provinces, 
and they were two hundred and 
thirty-two ; and after them he num¬ 
bered all the people, all the children 
of Israel, seven thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon ; and 
Ben-Hadad drank himself drunk in 
the tents, he and the kings, the thirty - 

17 two kings that helped him. And 
the servants of the princes of the 
provinces went out first; and Ben- 
Hadad sent out, and they told him 
Baying, There are men come out of 

18 Samaria. And he said, Whether 
they be come out for peace, take 
them alive ; or whether they be come 

10 out for war, take them alive. And 

os he who looseth [his girdle].'

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these servants of the prinees of the 
provinces came out of the city, and 

30 the army that followed them. And 
they slew everyone his man; and the 
Syrians fled, and Israel pursued

And the king of Israel 
went out, and smote the horses and 
chariots, and slew the Sjuians with 
a great slaughter. 

aa And the prophet drew near to the 
king of Israel, and said to him, Go, 
strengthen thyself, and understand, 
and see what thou shalt do ; for at the 
return oi the year the king of Syria 
23 will come up against thee. And the 
servants of the king of Syria said to 
him, Their gods are gods of the moun¬ 
tains ; therefore they were stronger 
than we; but if we fight against 
them on the plateau, shall we not 
a< he stronger than they? And do 
this : take the kings away, eveiy man 
out of his place, and put governors 
in their stead; and number thee an 
army, like the army that thou hast 
lost, horse for horse, and chariot for 
chariot; and we will fight against 
them on the plateau: shall we not be 
stronger than they ? And he hear¬ 
kened to their voice, and did so. 

8,i And it came to pass, at the return of 
the year, that Ben-Hadad numbered 
the Syrians, and went up to Aphek, 
27 to fight against Israel. And the 
children of Israel were numbered 
and victualled, and they went against 
them; and the children of Israel 
encamped before them like two little 
flocks of goats ; but the Syrians filled 
BH the land. And the man of God drew 
near, and spoke to the king of Is¬ 
rael and said, Thus saith Jehovah: 
Because the Syrians have said, Je¬ 
hovah is a god of the mountains, but 
ho is not a god of the valleys, I will 
give all this great multitude into thy 
hand, and ye shall know that I am 
aa Jehovah. And they encamped one

81 And his servants said to him, 
Behold now, we have heard that the 
kings of the house of Israel are merci¬ 
ful kings: let us, I pray thee, put 
sackcloth on our loins, and ropes 
upon our heads, and go out to the 
king of Israel; perhaps he will save 

02 thy life. And they girded sackcloth 
on their loins, and ropes on their 
heads, and came to the king of Israel, 
and said, Thy servant Ben-Hadad 
says, I pray thee, let me live. And 
he said, Is he yet alive ? he is my 

38 brother. And the men took it as a 
good omen, c and hastened to catch 
what came from him, and they said, 
Thy brother Ben-Hadad .... And 
he said, Go, bring him. And Ben- 
Hadad came forth to him; and 
he caused him to come up into the 

04 chariot. And [Ben-Hadad] said to 
him, The cities that ray father took 
from thy father I will restore; and 
thou shalt make streets for thyself in 
Damascus, as iny father made in 
Samaria. And I [said Aliab] will 
send thee away with this covenant. 
So he made a covenant with him, 
and sent him away. 

86 And a certain man of the sons of 
the prophets said to another d by the 
word of Jehovah, Smite me, I pray 
thee. But the man refused to smite 

00 him. Then said lie to him, Because 
thou hast not hearkened to the voice 
of Jehovah, behold, when thou de- 
partest from me, the lion will slay 0 
thee. And when he had departed 
from him, the lion found him and

89 And as the king passed by, he cried 
to the king and said, Thy servant 
went out into the midst of the battle ; 
and behold, a man turned aside, and 
brought a man to me and said, Keep 
this man; if by any means he be miss¬ 
ing, then shall thy life be for his life, 
or thou shalt pay* a talent of silver. 

10 And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, he was gone. And the 
king of Israel said to him, So [is] thy 
judgment: thyself hast decided [it]. 

41 Then he hastily took the sash away 
from his face ; and the king of Israel 
discerned him, that he was of the 

42 prophets. And he said to him. Thus 
saith Jehovah: Because thou hast 
let go out of thy hand the man that 
I had devoted to destruction, thy life 
shall be for liis life, and thy people 

43 for his people. And the king of Israel 
went to his house sullen and vexed, 
and came to Samaria. 

XXI. And it came to pass after these 
things, [that] Naboth the Jizreelite 
had a vineyard, which was in Jizreel, 
by the side of the palace of Ahab king 
2 of Samaria. And Ahab spoke to 
Naboth saying, Give me thy vine¬ 
yard, that I may have it for a garden 
of herbs, for it is near, by the side of 
my house; and I will give thee for 
it a better vineyard than it; if it seem 
good to thee, I will give thee its value 
8 in money. And Naboth said to Ahab, 
Jehovah forbid it me, that I should 
give the inheritance of my fathers to 
4 thee ! And Ahab came into his house 
sullen and vexed because of the word 
that Naboth the Jizreelite had spoken 

t to him; for he had said, I will not 
give thee the inheritance of my fa¬ 
thers. And he lay down on his bed, 
and turned away his face, and ate no

will give thee a vineyard for it; and 
he said, I will not give thee my vine- 

7 yard. And Jezebel his wife said to 
him, Dost thou now exercise sove¬ 
reignty over Israel? arise, eat bread, 
and let thy heart be glad: I will give 
thee the vineyard of Naboth the Jiz- 

0 reelite. And she wrote a letter in 
Aliab’s name, and sealed it with his 
seal, and sent the letter to the elders 
and to the nobles that were in his 

8 city, dwelling with Naboth. And she 
wrote in the letter saying, Proclaim 
a fast, and set Naboth at the head of 

10 the people; and set two men, sons 
of Belial, before him, and they shall 
bear witness against him saying, 
Thou didst curse God and the king; 
and carry him out, and stone him, 

11 that he may die. And the men of 
his city, the elders and the nobles 
that dwelt in his city, did as Jezebel 
had sent to them, as it was written 
in the letter that she had sent to 

12 them: they proclaimed a fast, and 
set Naboth at the head of the people. 

13 And there came the two men, sons of 
Belial, and sat before him; and the 
men of Behai witnessed against him. 
against Naboth, in the presence of 
the people, saying, Naboth blasphem¬ 
ed God and the king. And they 
carried him forth out of the city, and 
stoned him with stones, that he died. 

14 And they sent to Jezebel saying, 

15 Naboth is stoned, and is dead. And 
it came to pass when Jezebel heaixl 
that Naboth was stoned and was 
dead, that Jezebel said to Ahab, Arise, 
take possession of the vineyard of Na¬ 
both the Jizreelite, which he refused 
to give thee for money; for Naboth 

19 is not alive, but dead. And it came 
to pass when Ahab heard that Naboth

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was dead, that Ahab rose up to go 
down to the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jizreelite, to take possession of it. 

17 And the word of Jehovah came to 

18 Elijah the Tishbite, saying, Arise, go 
down to meet Ahab king of Israel, 
who is in Samaria: behold, he is in 
the vineyard of Naboth, whither he 
is gone down to take possession of it. 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him say¬ 
ing, Thus saith Jehovah : Hast thou 
killed, and also taken possession? 
And thou shalt speak unto him say¬ 
ing, Thus saith Jehovah: In the 
place where the dogs licked the blood 
of Naboth shall the dogs lick thy 

20 blood, even thine. And Ahab said 
to Eli jah, Hast thou found me, mine 
enemy ? And lie said, I have found 
[iheej; because thou hast sold thy¬ 
self to do evil in the sight of Jehovah. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon thee, 
and will take away thy posterity, and 
w ill cut off from Ahab every male, 
and him that is shut up and left in 

22 Israel; and I will make thy house 
like the house of Jeroboam the son of 
Nubat, and like the house of Baasha 
the son of Aliijah, for the provo¬ 
cation wherewith thou hast provoked 
me to anger, and made Israel to 

2!l sin. And of Jezebel also spoke Je¬ 
hovah saying, The dogs shall eat 

21 Jezebel by the moat of Jizreel. Him 
that dielh of Ahab in the city shall 
the dogs eat, and him that dieth in 
the field shall the fowl of the heavens 

“ 5 eat. (Surely there was none like to 
Aliab, who did sell himself to do evil 
in the sight of Jehovah, Jezebel his 

2,5 wife urging him on. And he did 
very abominably in following idols , 11 
according to all that the Amorites 
did, whom Jehovah had dispossessed 
hclorc the children of Israel.) 

27 And it came to pass when Ahab 
heard these words, that he rent his 
garments, and put sackcloth upon 
his flesh, and fasted, and lay in sack- 

28 cloth, and went softly. And the w r ord 
of Jehovah came to Elijah the Tisli- 


20 bite, saying, Seest thou how Ahab 
liumbleth himself before me ? be¬ 
cause he liumbleth himself before 
me, I will not bring the evil in his 
days: in his son's days will I bring 
the evil upon his house. 

XXII. And they continued three years 
without war between Syria and Israel. 

2 And it came to pass in the third year, 
that Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
came down to the king of Israel. 

3 And the king of Israel said to his 
servants, Do ye know that Ramoth 
in Gilead is ours, and we keep quiet 
without taking it out of the hand of 

4 the king of Syria ? And he said to 
Jehoshaphat, Wilt thou go with me 
to battle to Rainoth-Gilead? And Je¬ 
hoshaphat said to the king of Israel, 
I am as thou, my people as thy peo¬ 
ple, my horses as thy horses. 

5 And Jehoshaphat said to the king 
of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, this 

6 day of the word of Jehovah. And 
the king of Israel assembled the pro¬ 
phets, about four hundred men, and 
said to them, Shall I go against 
Rainoth-Gilead to battle, or shall I 
forbear ? And they said, Go up, and 
the Lord will give it into the king’s 

7 hand. But Jehoshaphat said, Is 
there not here a prophet of Jehovah 
besides, that we might inquire of 

8 him ? And the king of Israel said 
to Jehoshaphat, There is yet one 
man by whom w r e may inquire of 
Jehovah ; but I hate him, for he pro¬ 
phesies no good concerning me, but 
evil: [it is] Micah 1 the son of Imlah. 
And Jehoshaphat said, Let not the 
king say so. 

0 Then the king of Israel called a 
chamberlain, k and said,Fetch quickly 

10 Micah the son ol Imlah. And the 
king of Israel and Jehoshaphat the 
king of Judah, having put on their 
robes, sat each ou his throne, in the 
open place at the entrance of the gate 
of Samaria; and all the prophets 

11 prophesied before them. And Zede- 
kiah the son of Chenaanah made

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for himself horns of iron, and he said, 
Thus saith Jehovah: With these shalt

And all 
the prophets prophesied so, saying, 
Go up to Ramoth-Gilead, and pro¬ 
sper; for Jehovah will give it into 
the king’s hand. 

18 And the messenger that went to 
call Micali spoke to him saying, 
Behold now, the words of the pro¬ 
phets [declare] good to the king with 
one assent: let thy word, I pray thee, 
be like the word of one of them, and 

14 speak good. And Micah said, As 
Jehovah liveth, even what Jehovah 
shall say to me, that will I speak. 

15 And he came to the king. And the 
king said to him, Micah, shall we 
go against Ramoth-Gilead to battle, 
or shall we forbear ? And he said to 
him, Go up, and prosper; for Jehovah 
will give it into the hand of the king. 

10 And the king said to him, How many 
times shall I adjure thee that thou 
tell me nothing but truth in the name 

17 of Jehovah ? And he said, I saw all 
Israel scattered upon the mountains, 
as sheep that have no shepherd. Aud 
Jehovah said, These have no master: 
let them return every man to his 

10 house in peace. And the king of 
Israel said to Jelioshaphat, Did I not 
tell thee that he prophesies no good 
concerning me, but evil ? 

19 And he said, Hear therefore the 
word of J ehovah : I saw Jeliovah 
sitting upon his throne, and all the 
host of heaven standing by him, on 

20 his right hand and on his left; and 
Jehovah said, Who shall entice Ahab 
that he may go up and fall at Ra¬ 
moth-Gilead? And one said after this 
manner, and another said after that 

41 manner. And there came forth a 
spirit, and stood before Jehovah, and 

22 said, I will entice him. And Jehovali 
said unto him, Wherewith ? And 
he said, I will go forth, and will be 
a lying spirit in the mouth of all his 
prophets. And he said, Thou shalt 

entice [him], and also succeed: go 

23 forth, and do so. And now, behold, 
Jehovah has put a lying spirit in the 
mouth of all these thy prophets, and 
Jehovah has spoken evil concerning 

24 thee. Then Zedekiah 1 the Bon of 
Chenaanah went near, and smote Mi¬ 
cah upon the cheek, and said, Where 
now went the Spirit of Jehovah from 

25 me to speak to thee ? And Micah 
said. Behold, thou shalt see on that 
day when thou shalt go from chamber 

2C to chamber to hide tb^self. And the 
king of Israel said, Take Micah and 
carry him back to Amon the governor 
of the city, and to Joash the king’s 

27 son; and thou shalt say, Thus says 
the king: Put this [man] in the pri¬ 
son, and feed him with bread of afflic¬ 
tion and w ith 'water of affliction, until 

28 I come in peace. And Micah said, If 
thou return at all in peace, Jehovah 
has not spoken by me. And he said, 
Hearken, 0 peoples, all of you! 

29 Aud the king of Israel and Je- 
hoshaphat the king of Judah went 

30 up to Ramoth-Gilead. And the king 
of Israel said to Jelioshaphat, I w ill 
disguise myself, and will enter into 
the battle; but put thou on thy robes. 
And the king of Israel disguised him- 

31 self, and w r ent into the battle. And the 
king of Syria commanded the thirt}'- 
two captains of his chariots saying, 
Fight neither with small nor great, 
but with the king of Israel only. 

32 And it came to pass when the cap¬ 
tains of the chariots saw T Jelioshaphat, 
that they said, Surely that is the king 
of Israel; and they turned against 
him to fight; and Jelioshaphat cried 

33 out. And it came to pass that when 
the captains of the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Israel, they 
turned back from pursuing him. 

34 And a man drew a bow at a ven¬ 
ture, aud smote the king of Israel 
between the fastenings and the cors¬ 
let. And he said to his charioteer. 
Turn thy hand, and drive me out of 

85 the camp ; for I am wounded. m Aud

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I pray thee, be Riven to thy servant 
two mules' burden of [this] earth ; 
for thy servant will no more offer 8 
burnt-offering and sacrifice to other 
18 Rods, but to Jehovah. In this thing 
Jehovah pardon thy servant: when 
my master goes into the house of 
liimmon 1 to bow down v there, and 
he leans on my hand, and I bow down 
myself in the house of Rimmon — 
when I bow down myself in the house 
of Rimmon, Jehovah pardon thy ser- 
10 vant, I pray thee, in this thing. And 
he said to him, Go in peace. And he 
departed from him a little way. 

2( f And Gehazi, the servant w of 
Elisha the man of God, said, Behold, 
my master has spared Naaman, this 
Syrian, in not receiving at his hands 
that which he brought; but as Je¬ 
hovah liveth, I will run after him 

21 and take somewhat of him. And 
Gehazi followed after Naaman. And 
when Naaman saw him running after 
him, he sprang down from the chariot 
to meet him, and said, Is all well? 

22 And he said, All is well.* My master 
has sent me saying, Behold, even 
now there are come to me from mount 
Ephraim two young men of the sons 
ot‘ the prophets; give them, I pray 
thee, a talent of silver, and two 

28 changes of raiment. And Naaman 
said, Consent to take two talents. 
And he urged him, and bound two 
talents of silver in two bags, with 
two changes of raiment, and laid them 
upon two of his young men ; and they 
24 bore them before him. And when he 
cnme to the hill, he took them from 
their hand, and stowed them in the 
house; and he let the men go, and 
2C they departed. And he entered in 
and stood before his master. 

And Elisha said to him, Whence 
[oomest thou], Gehazi ? And lie said, 
20 Thy servant went no whither. And 
he said to him, Did not my heart go, 
when the man turned again from his 

chariot to meet thee ? Is it a time 
to receive money, and to receive gar¬ 
ments, and oliveyards,and vineyards, 
and sheep, and oxen, and bondmen, 

27 and bondwomen ? But the leprosy 
of Naaman shall fasten upon thee, 
and upon thy seed for ever. And he 
went out from his presence leprous, 
as snow. 

VI. And the sons of the prophets said 
to Elisha, Behold now, the place 
where we dwell* before thee is too j 

2 strait for us. Let us go, we pray thee, | 
to the Jordan, and take thence every 
man a beam, and let us make us a 
place there, where we may dwell. 

3 And he said, Go. And one said, Con¬ 
sent, I pray thee, to go with thy 
servants. And he said, I will go. 

4 And he went with them. And they 
came to the Jordan and cut down the 

5 trees. And it came to pass as one 
was felling a beam, that the iron fell 
into the -water; and he cried and 
said, Alas, master, and it was bor- 

0 rowed ! And the man of God said. 
Where did it fall ? And he shewed 
him the place. And he cut down a 
stick, and cast it in thither, and made 

7 the iron to swim. And he said, Take 
[it] up to thee. And he put out his 
hand and took it. 

8 And the king of Syria warred 
against Israel ; and he took counsel 
with his servants, saying, In such 
and such a place [shall be] my camp. 

9 And the man of God sent to the king 
of Israel, saying, Beware that thou 
pass not such a place, for thither the 

10 Syrians are come down. Andtheking 
of Israel sent to the place which the 
man of God told him and warned 
him of, and he was on his guard there. 
[That took place] not once, nor twice. 

11 And the heart of the king of Syria 
was troubled because of this thing: 
and he called his servants, and said 
to them, Will ye not shew me which 

12 of us is for the king of Israel ? And

Israel the words that thou speakest 

13 in thy bedchamber. And he said, 
Go and see whore he is, and I will 
send and fetch him. And it was told 
him saying, Behold, he is in Do¬ 
than. 

14 And he sent thither horses and 
chariots, and a great host, and they 
came by night and surrounded the 

14 city. And when the attendant of 
the man of God rose early and went 
forth, behold, an army surrounded 
the city, with horses and chariots. 
And iiis servant said to him, Alas, 
1,5 my master! how shall we do ? And 
he said, Fear not, for they that are 
with us are more than they that are 
17 with them. And Elisha prayed and 
saul, Jehovah, I pray thee, open his 
eyes that he may see. And Jehovah 
opened the eyes of the young man, 
and he saw; and behold, the moun¬ 
tain was full of horses and chariots 
of hre round about Elisha. 
lH And they came down to him; and 
Elisha prayed to Jehovah and said, 
Smite this nation, I pray thee, with 
blindness. And he smote them 
with blindness according to the word 
of Elisha. And Elisha said to them, 
This is not the way, neither is this 
the city : follow me, and I will bring 
you to the man whom ye seek. And 
itJ lie led them to Samaria. And it came 
to pass when they entered into Sa¬ 
maria, that Elisha said, Jehovah, 
open the eyes of these [men] that 
they may see. And Jehovah opened 
their eyes, and they saw, and be¬ 
hold, they were in the midst of 
Jl Samaria. And the king of Israel 
said to Elisha, when he saw them, 
My father, shall I smite ? shall I 
u smite [them] ? And he said, Thou 
shall not smite [them]: wouldost 
thou smile those whom thou hast 
taken captive with thy sword and 
with thy bow? Set broad and water

93 drink, and go to their master. And 
he prepared a great repast for them; 
and they ate and drank; ancl he sent 
them away, and they went to their 
master. And the bands of Syria 
came no more into the laud of 
Israel. 

24 And it came to pass after this that 
Ben-Hadad king of Syria gathered 
all his army, 7 * and went up and l>e- 

25 sieged Samaria. And there was a 
great famine in Samaria; and be¬ 
hold, they besieged it, until an ass’s 
head was worth eighty silver-pieces,“ 
and the fourth part of a cab of dove’s 

20 dung five silver-pieces. And it came 
to pass as the king of Israel was pass¬ 
ing by upon the wall, there cried a 
woman to him saying, Help, b my■lord 

27 0 king! And he said, If Jehovah do 
not help thee, whence should I help 
thee? Out of the threshing-floor, 

28 or out of the winepress ? And the 
king said to her, What aileth thee ? 
And she said, This woman said to 
me, Give thy son, that we may eat 
him to-day, and we will eat my son 

29 to-morrow. And we boiled my son, 
and ate him : and I said to her on the 
next day, Give thy son, that we may 
eat him; and she has hidden her 

90 son. And it came to pass when the 
king heard the words of the woman, 
that he rent his garments; and he 
w r as passing by upon the wall, and 
the people looked, and behold, lie 
had sackcloth within upon his flesh. 

81 And he said, God do so, and more 
also to me, if the head of Elisha the 
son of Shaphat shall remain on him 
this day 1 

82 And Elisha sat in liis house, and the 
elders sat with him. And [ihe king] 
sent a man before him. Before the 
messenger came to him, he himself 
said to the elders, Do ye see how this 
sou of a murderer has sent to take 
away my head ? See, when the mes¬ 
senger comes ; shut the door,and keep 
him off with the door: is not the sound

To-morrow about this time shall the 
measure 0 of fine flour be at a shekel,

And 
the captain on whose hand the king 
leaned answered the man of God 
and said, Behold, if Jehovah should 
make windows in the heavens, -would 
this thing be ?

3 And there were four leprous men 
at the entrance of the gate, and they 
said one to another, Why do we 

4 abide here until we die ? If we say, 
Let us enter into the city, the famine 
is in the city, and we shall die there ; 
and if we abide here, we shall die. 
And now come, let us fall away to 
the camp of the Sj’rians : if they save 
us alive, we shall live; and if they 

6 put us to death, we shall but die. And 
they rose up in the dusk to go to 
the camp of the Syrians; and they 
came to the extremity of the camp 
of the Syrians; and behold, there 

0 was no man there. For the Lord 
had made the army d of the Syrians to 
hear a noise of chariots, and a noise of 
horses, a noise of a great host; and 
they said one to another, Behold, the 
king of Israel has hired against us 
the kings of the Hittites and the 
kings of the Egyptians to come upon 

7 us. And they rose up and fled in 
the dusk, and left their tents, and 
their horses, and their asses, the camp 

8 as it was, and fled for their life. And 
those lepers came to the extremity 
of the camp; and they went into one 
tent, and ate and drank, and carried 
thence silver and gold, and garments, 
and went and hid it; and they came

And the porters cried [it] 
and told [it] to the king’s house 
within. 

12 And the king rose up in the night 
and said to his servants, Let me tell 
you what the Syrians have done to 
us. They know that w r e are lningTy, 
and they have gone out of the camp 
to hide themselves in the field, say¬ 
ing, When they come out of the city, 
w r e shall catch them alive, and get 

13 into the city. And one of his servants 
answered and said, Let some one 
take, I pray thee, five of the horses 
that remain, which are left in the city 
(behold, they are as all the multitude 
of Israel that are left in it: behold, 
they are even as all the multitude of 
the Israelites that have perished), 

14 and let us send and see. And they 
took two chariots with their horses ; 
and the king sent after the nrmy d of 

15 the Syrians, saying, Go and see. And 
they w f ent after them to the Jordan: 
and behold, all the w r av -was full of 
garments and materials, which the 
Syrians had cast away in their lmste. 
And the messengers returned and 
told the king. 

16 And the people went out and plun¬ 
dered the camp of the Syrians; and 
the measure of fine flour was at a 
shekel, and two measures of barley 
at a shekel, according to the word of 

17 Jehovah. And the king had ap¬ 
pointed the captain on whose hand

And it came to 
pass as the man of God had spoken 
to the king saying, Two measures 
of barley shall be at a shekel, and 
the measure of fine fiour at a shekel, 
to-morrow about this time in the 
ly gale of Samaria. And the captain 
answered the man of God and said, 
Behold, if Jehovah should make 
windows in the heavens, would such 
a tiling l*o? And he said, Behold, 
thou shalt see it with thine eyes, but 
20 shall not eat thereof. And so it 
happened to him; and the people 
trampled upon him in the gate, and 
lie died. 

VIII. And Elisha had spoken to the 
woman whose son he had restored 
to life, saying, Rise up and go, thou 
and illy household, and sojourn 
wheresoever thou const sojourn ; for 
Jehovah lias called lor a famine, and 
it shall also como upon the land for 
2 seven years. And the woman rose 
up, and did according to the saying 
of the man of God, and went, she and 
her household, and sojourned in the 
land of the Philistines seven years. 

9 And it came to pass at the seven 
years’ end, that the woman returned 
out of tlie land of the Philistines; 
and she went forth to cry to the king 
4 for her house and for her land. And 
the king was talking with Geliazi, the 
servant 0 of the man of God, saying, 
Tell me, I pray thee, all the great 
fl things that Elisha has done. And 
it came to pass as he was telling the 
king liow he had restored a dead 
body to life, that behold, the woman 
whose sou lie had restored to life 
cried to the king for her house and 
for her land. And Geliazi said, My 
lord, O king, this is the woman, and

this is her son, whom Elisha restored 

6 to life. And the king asked the wo¬ 
man, and she told him. And the 
king appointed a certain chamber- 
lain/ saying, Restore all that was 
hers and all the revenue of the land 
since the day that she left the coun¬ 
try even until now. 

7 And Elisha came to Damascus; 
and Ben-Hadad the king of Syria 
was sick; and it was told him say¬ 
ing, The man of God is come hither. 

8 And the king said to Hazael, Take a 
present in thy hand, and go, meet 
the man of God, and inquire of Je¬ 
hovah by him saying, Shall I recover 

9 from this disease ? And Hazael went 
to meet him, and took with him a 
present, even of every good thing of 
Damascus, forty camels’ burden ; and 
he came and stood before him, and 
said, Thy son Ben-Hadad king of 
Syria has sent me to thee, saying, 
Shall I recover from this disease ? 

10 And Elisha said to him, Go, say to 
him, Thou wilt certainly recover. 6 
But Jehovah lias shewn me that he 

11 shall certainly die. And he settled 
his countenance stedfastly, until he 
was ashamed; and the man of God 

13 wept. And Hazael said, Why does 
my lord weep? And he said, Because 
I know the evil that thou wilt do to 
the children of Israel: their strong¬ 
holds wilt thou set on lire, and their 
young men wilt thou kill with the 
sword, and wilt dash in pieces tlieir 
children, and rip up their women 

13 with child. And Hazael said, But 
what is thy servant, a dog, that he 
should do this great thing? And 
Elisha said, Jehovali lias shewn me 
that thou wilt be king over Syria. 

14 And he departed from Elisha, and 
came to his master, who said to him, 
What did Elisha say to thee ? And 
he said, He told me [that] thou 

15 wouldest certainly recover. And it 
came to pass the next day, that he 

certainly not live.' The difference is in one 

letter, for 
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took the coverlet and dipped [it] in 
water, and spread it over his face, 
so that he died ; and Hazael reigned 
in his stead. 

10 And in the fifth year of Joram the 
son of Ahab, king of Israel, Jehosha- 
phat being then king of Judah, Je- 
horara the son of Jehoshaphat, king 

17 of Judah, began to reign. He was 
thirty-two years old when he began 
to reign ; and he reigned eight years 

10 in Jerusalem. And he walked in 
the way of the kings of Israel, as did 
the house of Ahab, for the daughter 
of Ahab was his wife; and he did 

19 evil in the sight of Jehovah. But 
Jehovah would Dot destroy Judah, 
for David his servant’s sake, as he 
had promised him to give him always 
a lamp for his sons. 

90 In his days Edom revolted from 
under the hand of Judah, and they 

21 set a king over themselves. And 
Joram went over to Zair, and all the 
chariots with him; and he rose up by 7 
night, and smote the Edomites who 
had surrounded him, and the cap¬ 
tains of the chariots; and the people 

29 fled into their tents. But the Edom¬ 
ites revolted from under the hand of 
Judah unto this day. Then Libnah 
revolted at the same time. 

23 And the rest of the acts of Joram 
and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 

24 of the kings of Judah ? And Joram 
slept with his fathers, and was buried 
w r ith his fathers in the city of David ; 
and Ahaziah his son reigned in his 
stead. 

25 In the twelfth y’ear of Joram the 
son of Ahab, king of Israel, Ahaziah 
the son of Jehoram, king of Judah, 

26 began to reign. Ahaziah was twenty- 
two years old when he began to 
reign; and he reigned one year in 
Jerusalem; and his mother’s name 
was Athaliah, the daughter of Omri 

27 king of Israel. And he walked in 
the way of the house of Ahab, and 
did evil in the sight of Jehovah, like 


the house of Ahab; for he was the 
son-in-law of the house of Ahab. 

28 And he went with Joram the son of 
Ahab to the war against Hazael the 
king of Syria at Ramoth Gilead; and 

20 the Syrians wounded Joram. And 
king Joram returned to be healed 
in Jizreel of the -wounds that the 
Syrians had given him at Ramah, 
when he fought with Hazael king of 
Syria. And Ahaziah the son of Jeho¬ 
ram, king of Judah, went down to see 
Joram the son of Ahab at Jizreel, 
for he was sick. 

IX. And Elisha the prophet called 
one of the sons of the prophets, and 
said to him, Gird up thy loins, and 
take this vial of oil in thy hand, 

2 and go to Ramoth-Gilead. And when 
thou art come thither, look out there 
Jehu the son of Jehoshaphat, son of 
Nimshi, and go in, and make him 
rise up from among his brethren, 
and bring him to an inner chamber; 

8 then take the vial of oil, and pour it 
on his head and say 7 , Tims saith Je¬ 
hovah : I have anointed thee king 
over Israel; aDd open the door, and 

4 flee, and tarry not. And the young 
man, the young prophet, went to 

5 Romoth-Gilead. And when he came, 
behold, the captains of the host -were 
sitting. And he said, I have an 
errand to thee, captain. And Jehu 
said, To wdiieh of all of us? And he 

6 said, To thee, captain. And he rose 
up and went into the house ; and he 
poured the oil on his head, and said 
to him, Thus saith Jehovah the God 
of Israel: I have anointed thee king 
over the people of Jehovah, over Is- 

7 rael. And thou slialt smite the house 
of Ahab thy master; and I wull avenge 
the blood of my servants the prophets, 
and the blood of all the servants of 

8 Jehovah at the hand of Jezebel. And 
the -whole house of Ahab shall perish, 
and I will cut off from Ahab every 
male, and him that is shut up and 

9 left 11 in Israel. And I will make the 
house of Ahab as the house of Jero-

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boom the son of Nebat, and as the 
house of Baaslm the son of Ahijah. 

10 And the dogs shall eat Jezebel in the 
plot 1 of Jizreel, and none shall bury 
her. And he opened the door and 
fled. 

11 And Jehu came forth to the ser¬ 
vants of his lord. And one said to 
him, Is all well ? why came this mad¬ 
man to thee ? And he said to them, 
Yo know the man, and his mind. 

13 And they said, It is false! tell us 
now. And he said, Thus and thus 
spoke he to me saying, Thus saith 
Jehovah : I have anointed thee king 
13 over Israel. Then they hasted and 
took every man his garment, and put 
it under him on the very stairs, and 
blew with trumpets, and said, Jehu 
11 is king! And Jelm the son of Je- 
hoshaphat, son of Nimshi, conspired 
against Joram. (Now Joram kept 
Kamoth-Gilead, he and all Israel, 
because of Hazael king of Syria; 
15 and king Joram had returned to be 
healed in Jizreel of the wounds that 
the Syrians had given him, when he 
fought against Hazael king of Syria.) 
And Jehu said, If it be your will, let 
not a fugitive escape out of the city 
to go to tell [it] in Jizreel. 

1G And Jehu rode in a chariot and 
went to .1 izreel; for Joram lay there. 
And Ahaziah king of Judah had come 
17 down to see Joram. And the watch¬ 
man stood on the tower in Jizreel, 
and saw Jehu’s company as he came, 
and said, I see a company. And 
Joram said, Take a horseman, and 
send to meet them, and let him say, 
lH Is it peace ? So there went one on 
horseback to meet him; and he said, 
Thus saith the king: Is it peace? 
And Jehu said, What hast thou to 
do with peace ? turn thee behind 
me. And the watchman told say¬ 
ing, The messenger came to them, 
l! ' and lie does not return. And he sent 
out a second on horseback; and he 
came to them and said, Thus saith

the king : Is it peace ? And Jehu 
said, What hast thou to do with 

30 peace? turn thee behind me. And 
the watchman told saying, He came 
to them, and does not return. And 
the driving is like the driving of Jehu 
the son of Nimslii; for he drives 
furiously. 

21 Then Joram said, Make ready! 
And they made ready his chariot. 
And Joram king of Israel and Aha¬ 
ziah king of Judah went out, each in 
his chariot; and they weni out to 
meet Jehu, and met him in the plot 

22 0 f Naboth the Jizreelite. And it 
came to pass when Joram saw Jehu, 
that he said, Is it peace, Jehu ? And 
he said, What peace, so long as the 
fornications of thy mother Jezebel 

23 and her sorceries are so many ? Then 
Joram turned his hand, and fled, and 
said to Ahaziah, Treachery, Ahaziah! 

24 And Jehu took his bow in his hand, k 
and smote Jehoram between his 
arms, and the arrow went out through 
his heart; and he sank down in his 

25 chariot. And he said to Bidkar his 
captain, Take him up [and] cast him 
in the plot of the field of Naboth the 
Jizreelite. For remember how, when 
I and thou rode together after Ahab 
his father, that Jehovah laid this 

* 2 G burden upon him: Certainly I have 
seen yesterday the blood of Naboth, 
and the blood of his sons, saith 1 
Jehovah; and I will requite thee in 
this plot, saith 1 Jehovah. And now, 
take [and] cast him into the plot, 
according to the word of Jehovah. 

27 When Ahaziah king of Judah saw 
[that], he fled by the way of the 
garden-house. And Jehu followed 
after him, and said, Smite him also 
in his chariot. It was on the ascent 
of Gur, w r hicli is by Jibleam. And he 

28 fled to Megiddo, and died there. And 
his servants carried him in a chariot 
to Jerusalem, and buried him in his 
sepulchre with his fathers in the city 

20 of David. (And in the eleventh year

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of Joram the eon of Ahab had Aha* 
ziah begun to reign over Judah.) 

90 And Jehu came to Jizreel; and 
Jezebel heard of it, and she put paint 
to her eyes, and decked her head, 
31 and looked out at the window. And 
when Jehu came in at the gate, she 
said, Is it peace, Zimri, m murderer of 
92 his master? And he lifted up his 
face to the window, and said, Who 
is on my side ? who ? And two or 
three chamberlains 11 looked out to 
99 him. And he said, Throw her down ! 
And they threw her down ; and some 
of her blood was sprinkled on the 
wall, and on the horses; and he 
94 trampled on her. And he came in, 
and ate and drank ; and he said, Go, 
look, I pray you, after this cursed 
[woman], and bury her; for she is a 
35 king’s daughter. And they went to 
bury her; but they found no more 
of her than the skull, and the feet, 

86 and the palms of the hands. And 
they came back and told him. And he 

' said, This is the word of Jehovah, 
which he spoke through his servant 
Elijah the Tishbite saying, In the 
plot of Jizreel shall dogs eat the flesh 

87 of Jezebel; and the carcase of Jezebel 
shall be as dung upon the open field 
in the plot of Jizreel, so that they 
shall not say, This is Jezebel. 

X. Now Ahab had seventy sons in 
Samaria. And Jehu wrote letters, 0 
and sent to Samaria, to the princes of 
Jizreel, to the elders, and to Ahab’s 

2 guardians, 15 saying, And now, when 
this letter comes to you, seeing your 
master’s sons are with you, and there 
are with you chariots, and horses, 

8 and a fortified city, and armour, look 
out the best and worthiest of your 
master's sons, and set him on his 
father’s throne, and fight for your 

4 master’s house. And they were ex¬ 
ceedingly afraid, and said, Behold, 
the two kings stood not before him ; 

6 and how shall we stand ? And lie 

that was over the house, and he that 
was over the city, and the elders 
and the guardians sent to Jehu, 
saying, We are thy servants, and will 
do all that thou shalt bid us; we 
will not make any one king; do what 

6 is good in thy sight. And he wrote 
a letter the second time to them 
saying, If ye are mine, and will 
hearken to my voice, take the heads 
of the men your master's sons, and 
come to me to Jizreel to-morrow at 
this time. Now the king’s sons, 
seventy persons, were with the great 
men of the city, who brought them 

7 up. And it came to pass "when the 
letter came to them, that they took, 
the king’s sons, and slaughtered 
seventy persons, and put their heads 
in baskets, and sent them to him to 

8 Jizreel. And a messenger came and 
told him saying, They have brought 
the heads of the king’s sons. And 
he said, Lay them in two heaps at

12 And he rose up and departed, and 
came to Samaria. And as he was at 
the shepherds’ meeting-place^ on the 

19 way, Jehu found the brethren of 
Ahaziah king of Judah, and said, 
Who are ye ? And they said, We 
are tho brethren of Ahaziah; and 
have come down to salute the chil-

30 Thus Jehu extirpated Baal out of 

23 Israel. Only, the sins of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who made Israel 
to sin,:from them Jehu departed not: 
[from] the golden calves that were in 

30 Bethel and- thatnvere in Dan. And 
Jehovah said to Jeliu, Because thou 
hast executed well that which is 
right in my sight, [and] hast done 
unto the house of Ahab according to 
all that was in my heart, thy children 
of the fourth [generation] shall sit on 

81 the throne of Israel. But Jehu took 
no heed to walk in the law of Jeho¬ 
vah the God of Israel with all his 
heart; he departed not from the sins 
of Jeroboam, who made Israel to 
sin. 

82 In those days Jehovah began to 
cut Israel short; and Hazael smote 

38 them in aJlthe borders of Israel; from 
the Jordan eastward, all the land of 
Gilead, the Gadites, and the Reuben- 
ites, and the Manassites, from Aroer, 
which is by the river Arnon, both 
Gilead and Bashan.

And 
the two parts of you, all those that go

8 vali about the king. And ye shall 
encompass the king round about, 
every man with his weapons in his 
hand; and he that comes within the 
ranks shall be put to death; and ye 
shall be with the king when he goes 
out and when he comes in. 

0 And the captains of the hundreds 
did according to all that Jehoiada 


the priest commanded; and they took 
every man his men, those that were to 
come in on the sabbath, with them 
that were to go forth on the sabbath, 
and they came to Jehoiada the priest. 

10 And the priest gave to the captains 
of the hundreds king David’s spears 
and shields which were in the house 

11 of Jehovah. And the couriers stood 
by the king round about, every man 
with his weapons in his hand, from 
the right side of the house to the left 
side of the house, toward the altar 

12 and the house. And he brought 
forth the king’s son, and put the 
crown upon him , and [gave him] 
the testimony; and they made him 
king, and anointed him; and they 
clapped their hands, and said, Long 
live the king! 

13 And Athaliah heard the noise of 
the couriers [and] of the people: and 
she came to the people into the house 

14 of Jehovah. And she looked, and 
behold, the king stood on the dais, 
according to the custom, and the 
princes and the trumpeters w ere by 
the king; and all the people of the 
land rejoiced.and blew with trumpets. 
And Athaliah rent her garments and 

15 cried, Conspiracy! Conspiracy ! And 
Jehoiada the priest commanded the 
captains of the hundreds that were 
set over the host, and said to them, 
Lead her forth without the ranks; 
and whosoever follows her, slay with 
the sword; for the priest said, Let 
her not be put to death in the house 

16 of Jehovah. And they made way 
for her, and she went by the way by 
which the horses entered the king's 
house, and there was she put to 
death. 

17 And Jehoiada made a covenant be¬ 
tween Jehovah and the king and the 
people, that they should be the peo¬ 
ple of Jehovah; aud between the king 

10 and the people. Then all the people 
of the land went into the house of 
Baal, and broke it down: his altars 
and his images they broke in pieces 
completely, and slew Mutton the

XII. Jehoash w was seven years old 
when he began to reign.

Then king Jehoash called for 
Jehoiada the priest, and the priests, 
and said to them, Why have ye not 
repaired tho breaches of the house ? 
And now receive no money of your 
acquaintances, but give it for the 

8 breaches of the house. And the 
priests consented to receive no money 

of the people, and that they should 
only repair the breaches of the house. 

0 And Jehoiada the priest took a chest, 
and bored a hole in the lid, and set it 
beside the altar on the right side as 
one comes into the house of Jehovah; 
and the priests that kopt the door 
put into it all the money brought 

10 into the house of Jehovah. And it 
came to pass when they saw that 
there was much money in the chest, 
that the king’s scribe x and the high 
priest came up, and they tied up and 
counted the money that was found 

11 in the house of Jehovah. And they 
gave the money, weighed out into 
the hands of them that did the work, 
who were appointed over the house 
of Jehovah; and they laid it out to 
the carpenters and builders that 
wrought upon the house of Jehovah, 

12 and to masons, and hewers of stone, 
and to buy timber and hewn stone to 
repair the breaches of the house of 
Jehovah, and for all that had to be 
laid out on the house for repairs. 

13 However there were not made for the 
house of Jehovah basons of silver, 
knives, bowls, trumpets, nor any 
utensil of gold or utensil of silver, of 
the money that was brought [into] 

14 the house of Jehovah ; but they gave 
that to the workmen, and ropaired the 

15 house of Jehovali with it. And they 
did not reckon with the men into

21 And the rest of the acts of Mena¬ 
hem, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the elironi- 

22 cles of the kings of Israel ? And Me- 
liahem slept with his fathers; and 


Pekahiah his son reigned in his 
stead. 

23 In the fiftieth year of Azariah king 
of Judah, Pekahiah the son of Mena¬ 
hem began to reign over Israel in 

24 Samaria, for two years. And he did 
evil in the sight of Jehovah : he de¬ 
parted not from the sins of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who made Israel to 

25 sin. And Pekahthe son of Remaliah, 
his captain, conspired against him, 
and smote him in Samaria,, in the 
fortress of the king’s house, with 
Argob and Arieh, and with him fifty 
men of the Gileadites; and he slew 

ac him, and reigned in his stead. And 
the rest of the acts of Pekahiah, and 
all that he did, behold, they are 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel. 

27 In the fifty-second year of Azariah 
king of Judah, Pekah the son of 
Remaliah began to reign over Israel 

28 in Samaria, for twenty years. And 
he did evil in the sight of Jehovah: he 
departed not from the sins of Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebat, who made 

29 Israel to sin. In the days of Pekah 
king of Israel, Tiglath-Pileser king of 
Assyria came and took Ijon, and 
Abel - Beth - Maachah, and Janoah, 
and Kedesh, and Hazor, and Gilead, 
and Galilee, all the land of Naph- 
tali, and canned them captive to As- 

80 syria. And Hoshea the son of Elah 
made a conspiracy against Pekah the 
son of Remaliah, and smote him and 
slew him; and he reigned in his 
stead, in the twentieth year of Jothain 

31 the son of Uzziah. And the rest of the 
acts of Pekali, and all that he did, 
behold, they are written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel. 

82 In the second year of Pekah the 
son of Remaliah, king of Israel, 
Jotham the son of Uzziah, king of 

98 Judah, began to reign. He was 
twenty-five years old when he began 
to reign; and he reigned sixteen 
3 f ears in Jerusalem; and his mother’s 
name was Jerusha, the daughter of 
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84 Zadok. And be did what was right 
in the sight of Jehovah: he did ac¬ 
cording to all that his father Uzziah 

86 had done. Only, the high places 
were not removed : the people still 
sacrificed and burned incense on the 
high places. It was he who built 
the upper gate of the house of Jelio- 

fl6 vah. And the rest of the acts of 
Jotham, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the ehroni- 

87 cles of the kings of Judah ? In those 
days Jehovah began to send against 
Judah Rezin the king of Syria and 

99 Pekali the son of Remaliah. And Jo¬ 
tham slept with his fathers, and was 
buried with his fathers in the city of 
David liis father; and Ahaz his son 
rcigued in his stead. 

XVI. In the seventeenth year of Pe- 
kah the son of Remaliah, Ahaz the 
son of Jotham, king of Judah, began 

2 to reign. Ahaz was twenty years old 
when he began to reign ; and he 
reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. 
And he did not what was right in 
the sight of Jehovah his God, like 

8 David his father, but walked in the 
way of the kings of Israel, and even 
caused his son to pass through the 
fire, according to the abominations 
of the nations that Jehovah had dis¬ 
possessed from before the children 

4 of Israel. And he sacrificed and 
burned incense on the high places, 
and on the hills, and under every 
green tree. 

5 Then Rezin the king of Syria, and 
Pekali son of Remaliah, the king 
of Israel, came up to Jerusalem to 
battle ; and they besieged Ahaz, but 

6 were unable to conquer him. At 
that time Rezin king of Syria re¬ 
covered Elath to Syria, and drove the 
Jews from Elath; and the Syrians 
came to Elath, and dwelt there to 

7 this day. And Ahaz sent messengers 
to Tiglatli-Pileser king of Assyria, 
saying, I am thy servant and thy 
son: eome up, and save me out of 

the hand of the king of Syria and 
out of the hand of the king of Israel, 

8 who have risen up against me. And 
Ahaz took the silver and the gold 
that was found in the house of Jeho¬ 
vah, and in the treasures of the king’s 
house, and sent it [as] a present to 

9 the king of Assyria. And the king 
of Assyria hearkened to him ; and 
the king of Assyria went up against 
Damascus, and took it, and earned 
it captive to Kir, and put Rezin to 
death. 

10 And king Ahaz went to Damascus 
to meet Tiglatli-Pileser king of As¬ 
syria ; and.he saw the altar that was 
at Damascus, and king Ahaz sent to 
Urijah the priest the form of the 
altar, and the pattern of it, according 

11 to all its workmanship. And Urijah 
the priest built an altar according to 
all that king Ahaz had sent-from Da¬ 
mascus ; thus Urijah the priest made 
[it], against king Ahaz came from 

12 Damascus. And when the king came 
from Damascus, the king saw the 
altar; and the king approached to 

13 the altar and offered upon it. And he 
burned 0 his burnt-offering and his 
oblation, and poured out liis drink- 
offering, and sprinkled the blood of 
his peace-offering upon the altar. 

14 And the brazen altar which -was be¬ 
fore Jehovah, he brought forward 
from the forefront of the house, from 
between [his] altar and the house of 
Jehovah, and put it by the side of 

15 [his] altar on the north. And king 
Ahaz commanded Urijah the priest 
saying, Upon the great altar burn 0 
the morning burnt-offering, and the 
evening oblation, and the king’s 
burut-offering, and his oblation, and 
the burnt-offeriug of all the people of 
the land, and their oblation, and their 
drink-offerings; and sprinkle upon 
it all the blood of the burnt-offerings, 
and all the blood of the sacrifices; 
and the brazen altar shall be for 

16 me to inquire [by] , d And Urijah the

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priest did according to all that Ahaz 
had commanded. 

17 And king Ahaz cut off the panels 
of the bases, and removed the lavers 
from off them ; and took down the sea 
from off the brazen oxen that were 
under it, and put it upon a stone 

18 pavement. And the covered way of 
the sabbath that they had built in the 
house, and the king’s entry outside, 
he turned from the house of Jehovah 
on account of the king of Assyria. 

l; ‘ And the rest of the acts of Ahaz, 
what lie did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 

20 of Judah ? And Aliaz slept with 
his fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David; and 
Ilezekiali 8 his son reigned in liis 
stead. 

XVII. In the twelfth year of Ahaz 
king of Judah, Hoshea the son of 
Elah began to reign in Samaria over 

2 Israel, for nine years. And he did 
evil in the sight of Jehovah, but not 
as the kings of Israel that had been 

0 before him. Against him came up 
Shalmaneser king of Assyria, and 
ITosben became his servant, aud ten- 

4 dered him presents. But the king 
of Assyria found conspiracy in Ho¬ 
shea ; for he had sent messengers to 
So king of Egypt, and sent up no 
present to the king of Assyria as [lie 
laid done] from year to year. And 
the king of Assyria shut him up and 

6 boimd him in prison. And the king 
of Assyria overran the whole land, 
and went up against Samaria, and 

n besieged it three years. In the ninth 
year of Hoshea, the king of Assyria 
took Samaria, and earned Israel 
away into Assyria, and placed them 
in 1 ialali and by the Habor, the river 
of Gozun, and in the cities of the 
Modes. 

7 And so it was, because the chil¬ 
dren of Israel had sinned against Je¬ 
hovah their God, who had brought 
them up out of the land of Egypt

from under the hand of Pharaoh king 
of Egypt, and had feared other gods ; 

8 and they walked in the statutes of the 
nations that Jehovah had dispossess¬ 
ed from before the children of Israel, 
and of the kings of Israel, which they 

0 had made. And the children of Is¬ 
rael did secretly against Jehovah 
their God things that were not right; 
and they built them high places in 
all their cities, from the watchmen’s 

10 tow^er to the fortified city. And they 
set them up columns f and Ashe- 
ralis on ^very high hill and under 

11 every green tree; and there they 
burned incense on all the high places, 
as did the nations that Jehovah had 
carried away from before tliein, and 
they wrought wicked things to pro- 

12 voke Jehovah to anger; and they 
served idols, as to which Jehovah 
had said to them, Ye shall not do 

19 this thing. And Jehovah testified 
against Israel and against Judah, by 
all the prophets, all the seers, saying, 
Turn from your evil ways, and keep 
my commandments, my statutes, 
according to all the law which I 
commanded your fathers, and which 
I sent to you through my servants 

14 the prophets. But they would not 
hear, and hardened their necks, like 
to the neck of their fathers, who did 
not believe in Jehovah their God. 

15 And they rejected his statutes, and 
his covenant which lie had made with 
their fathers, and his testimonies 
which lie had testified unto them; 
and they followed vanity and became 
vain, 6 and [went] after the nations 
that were round about them, concern¬ 
ing whom Jehovah had charged 
them that they should not do like 

1C them. And they forsook all the com¬ 
mandments of Jehovah their God, 
and made them molten images, two 
calves, and made an Asherah, aud 
worshipped all the host of the hea- 

17 vens, and served Baal; and they 
caused their sons and their daughters

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to pa68 through the fire, and used 
divinatioD and enchantments, and 
sold themselves to do evil in the sight 
of Jehovah, to provoke him to anger. 

19 Therefore Jehovah was very angry 
with Israel, and removed them out 
of his sight: there remained but the 
tribe of Judah only. 

19 Also Judah kept not the command¬ 
ments of Jehovah their God, but 
walked in the statutes of Israel which 

20 they had made. And Jehovah re¬ 
jected all the seed of Israel; and 
afflicted them, and delivered them 
into the hand of spoilers, until he 

21 had cast them out of his sight. For 
Israel had rent [the kingdom] from h 
the house of David; and they had 
made Jeroboam the son of Nebat 
king; and Jeroboam violently turned 
Israel from following Jehovah, and 

aa made them sin a great sin. And the 
children of Israel walked in all the 
sins of Jeroboam which he did ; they 

23 did not depart from them : until Je¬ 
hovah had removed Israel out of his 
sight, as lie had said through all 
his servants the prophets, and Israel 
was carried away out of their own 

24 laud to Assyria, unto this day. And 
the king of Assyria brought [people] 
from Babylon,* and from Cutliah, 
and from Avva, and from Hamath, 
and from Sepliarvaim, and made 
them dwell in the cities of Samaria 
instead of the children of Israel; and 
they possessed Samaria, and dwelt 
in its cities. 

26 And so it was, at the beginning of 
their dwelling there, that they feared 
not Jehovah ; and Jehovah sent lions 
among them, which killed [some] of 

26 them. Aud they spoke to the king 
of Assyria saying, The nations that 
thou hast removed and made to dw'ell 
in the cities of Samaria know r not 
the manner of the god of the land; 
therefore he has sent lions among 
them, and behold, they slay them,

because they know not the manner 

27 of the god of the land. And the king 
of Assyria commanded saying, Carry 
thither one of the priests whom ye 
have brought away from thence ; and 
let them go and abide there, and let 
him teach them the manner of the 

28 god of the land. Then one of 
the priests whom they had carried 
away from Samaria came and abode 
in Bethel, and taught them how they 

29 should fear Jehovah. And every na¬ 
tion made gods of their otvn, and put 
them in the houses of the high places 
that the Samaritans had made, ever¬ 
nation in their cities in -which they 

30 dwelt. And the people of Babylon 
made Succoth-benoth, and the people 
of Cuthi made Nergal, and the peo- 

31 pie of Hamath made Ashima, and 
the Awites made Nibhaz and Tartak, 
and the Sepharvites burned their 
children in the fire to Adrammelecb 
and Anammelech the gods of Sephar- 
vaim. 

32 So they feared Jehovah, and made 
to themselves from all classes 11 of 
them priests of the high places, -who 
offered [sacrifices] for them in the 

83 houses of the high places. They 
feared Jehovah, and served their own 
gods after the manner of the nations, 
whence they had been carried away. 

34 To this day they do after their former 
customs: they fear not Jehovah, 
neither do they after their statutes 
or after their ordinances, nor after 
the law r aud commandmeut that Je¬ 
hovah commanded the sons of Jacob, 

35 whom he named Israel. And Jeho¬ 
vah had made a covenant with them, 
and charged them saying, Ye shall 
not fear other gods, nor bow down 
yourselves to 1 them, nor serve them, 

80 nor sacrifice to them ; but Jehovah 
alone, wdio brought you up out of the 
land of Egypt with great power aud 
a stretched out arm, him shall ye 
fear, and him shall ye worship, and

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87 to him shall ye do sacrifice. And the 
statutes and the ordinances and the 
law, and the commandment which 
he wrote for you, ye shall observe to 
do lor evermore; and ye shall not 

88 fear other gods. And ye shall not for¬ 
get the covenant that I have made 
with you, neither shall ye fear other 
gods; but ye shall fear Jehovah your 
God. and he shall deliver you out of 

40 the hand of all your enemies. And 
they did not hearken, but did after 

41 their former customs. And these 
nations feared Jehovah, and served 
their graven images, both their chil¬ 
dren and their children’s children : 
as did their lathers, so do they, unto 
this day. 

XVIII. And it came to pass in the 
third year of Hoshea the son of Elali, 
king of Israel, that Hezekiah the son 
of Ahaz, king of Judah, began to 

2 reign. He was twenty-five years old 
wheu lie began to reign; and he 
reigned twenty-nine years in Jeru¬ 
salem ; and his mother’s name was 

3 Alii, daughter of Zechariali. And he 
did what was right in the sight of 
Jehovah, according to all that David 

4 his lather had done. He removed the 
high places, and broke the columns , 01 
and cut down the Asherahs, and broke 
in pieces the serpent of brass that 
Moses had made ; for to those days 
the children of Israel burned incense 
to it: and ho called it Nehushtan . 11 

5 He trusted in Jehovah the God of 
Israel; so that after him was none 
like him among all the kings of Ju¬ 
dah, nor [among any] that were before 

r> him. And lie clave to Jehovah, and 
did not turn aside from following 
him, but kept his commandments, 
which Jehovah commanded Moses. 

7 And Jehovah was with him; he 
prospered" whithersoever he went 
forth. And he rebelled against the 
king of Assyria, and served him not. 

H lie smote the Philistines unto Gazah

and its borders, from the watohmen’s 
tower to the fortified city. 

9 And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Hezekiah, which was 
the seventh year of Hoshea the son 
of Elah, king of Israel, [that] Shal¬ 
maneser king of Assyria came up 

0 against Samaria and besieged it. And 
at the end of three years they took 
it; in the sixth year of Hezekiah, 
that is, the ninth year of Hoshea 
king of Israel, Samaria was taken. 

1 And the king of Assyria carried away 
Israel to Assyria, and settled them 
in Halah and by the Habor, the 
river of Gozan, and in the cities of 

2 the Medes; because they hearkened 
not to the voice of Jehovah their God, 
but transgressed his covenant, all 
that Moses the servant of Jehovah 
commanded; and they would not 
hear nor do it. 

3 p And in the fourteenth3 r ear of king 
Hezekiah, Sennacherib king of As¬ 
syria came up against all the fortified 

4 cities of Judah, and took them. And 
Hezekiah king of Judah sent to the 
king of Assyria to Laeliish, saying, 
I have sinned; retire from me : I 
will bear what thou layest upon me. 
And the king of Assyria laid upon 
Hezekiah king of Judah three hun¬ 
dred talents of silver and thirty 

5 talents of gold. And Hezekiah gave 
all the silver that was found in the 
house of Jehovah, and in the trea- 

0 sures of the king’s house. At that 
time Hezekiah stripped the doors of 
the temple of Jehovah, and the posts 
that Hezekiah king of Judah had 
overlaid, and gave them to the king 

7 of Assyria. And the king of Assyria 
sent Tartan and Kab-saris and liab- 
sliakeh q frrom Laeliish, with a strong 
force, against king Hezekiah, to Jeru¬ 
salem. And they went up and came 
to Jerusalem. And when they were 
come up, they eame and stood by the 
aqueduct of the upper pool, which

18 And they called to the king. Then 
came forth to them Eliakim the son 
of Hilkijah, who was over the house¬ 
hold, and Shebnah the scribe, and 
Joali the son of Asaph, the chroni¬ 
cler. 

10 And Rab-shakeh said to them, 
Say now to Hezekiali, Thus says the 
great king, the king of Assyria: What 
confidence is this wherein thou trust- 

20 est ? Thou sayest—but it is a word 
of the lips—There is counsel and 
strength for war. Now on whom 
dost thou rely, that thou hast revolted 

21 against me? Now behold, thou re- 
liest upon the staff of that broken 
reed, upon Egypt, on which if a man 
lean, it goes into his hand and 
pierces it: so is Pharaoh king of 
Egypt to all that rely upon him. 

22 And if ye say to me, We rely upon 
Jehovah our God : is it not he whose 
high places and whose altars Heze- 
kiah has removed, saying to Judah 
and Jerusalem, Ye shall worship 

23 before this altar in Jerusalem ? And 
now, engage, I pray thee, with my 
master the king of Assyria, and I will 
give thee two thousand horses, if 
thou canst set the riders upon them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn away the 
face of one captain of the least of my 
master’s servants ? And thou reliest 
upon Egypt for chariots and for 

25 horsemen! Am I now come up 
without Jehovah against this place 
to destroy it? Jehovah said to me, 
Go up against this land and de¬ 
stroy it. 

26 And Eliakim the son of Hilkijah, 
and Shebnah and Joali said to liab- 
sliakeh, Speak, we pray thee, to thy 
servants in Syriac/ for w r e under¬ 
stand it, and talk not with us in the 
Jewish [language] in the ears of the 

27 people that are on the wall. And 
liab-sliakeh said to them, Is it to 
thy master and to thee that my 
master sent me to speak these words ? 


Is it not to the men that sit on the 
wall, that they may eat their own 
dung and drink their own mine with 
you ? 

29 And Rab-shakeh stood and cried 
with a loud voice in the Jewish [lan¬ 
guage] , and spoke and said, Heal¬ 
th e word of the great king, the king of 

29 Assyria! Thus says the king : Let 
not Hezekiali deceive you; for he will 
not be able to deliver you out of the 

30 [king’s] hand. Neither let Hezekiali 
make you rely upon Jehovah, say¬ 
ing, Jehovah will certainly deliver 
us, and this city shall not be given 
into the hand of the king of Assyria. 

31 Hearken not to Hezekiah; for thus 
says the king of Assyria: Make 
peace 3 with me, and come out to 
me ; and eat every one of his vine 
and every one of his fig-tree, and 
drink every one the w-aters of his own 

32 cistern ; l until I come and take you 
away to a land like your own land, 
a land of corn and wine, a land ol' 
bread and vinevards, a land of olive- 
trees and of honey, that ye may live 
and not die; and hearken not to 
Hezekiah, when u he persuades you, 

33 saying, Jehovah will deliver us. Have 
any of the gods of the nations de¬ 
livered at all his land out of the 

34 hand of the king of Assyria ? Where 
are the gods of Hamath and of Ar- 
pad ? Where are the gods of Sephar- 
vaim, Hena, and Ivvah ? and have 
they delivered Samaria out of my 

35 hand ? Which are they among all the 
gods of the countries, who have de¬ 
livered their country out of my hand, 
that Jehovah should deliver Jerusa- 

3G lem out of my hand ? But the peo¬ 
ple w r ere silent aud answered him not 
a w'ord; for the kiug’s command was, 
saying, Answer him not. 

37 And Eliakim the son of Hilkijah, 
who w r Qs over the household, and 
Shebna the scribe, and Joah the son 
of Asaph, the chronicler, came to 
Hezekiah with their garments rent,

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and told him the words of Rab- 
shakeh. 

XIX.. And it came to pass when king 
Hezekiah heard [it], that he rent his 
garments, and covered himself with 
sackcloth, and went into the house 

2 of Jehovah. And lie sent Eliakim, 
who was over the household, and 
Sliebna the scribe, and the elders of 
the priests, covered with sackcloth, 
to the prophet Isaiah the son of 

3 Amo/. And they said to him, Thus 
says ilezekiah : This-day is a day of 
trouble and of rebuke and of revil¬ 
ing ; v for the children are come to 
the birth, and there is not strength 

4 to bring forth. It may be Jehovah 
thy God will hear all the words of 
Rab-shakeh, whom the king of As¬ 
syria his master has sent to reproach 
the living God; and will rebuke the 
words which Jehovah thy God lias 
heard. Therefore lift up a prayer for 
the remnant that is left. 

5 And the servants of king Hezekiah 

6 came to Isaiah. And Isaiah said to 
them, Thus shall ye say to your 
master : Thus saitli Jehovah: Be not 
afraid of the words that thou hast 
heard, wherewith the servants w of the 
king of Assyria have blasphemed me. 

7 Behold, I will put a spirit into him, 
and he shall hear tidings, and shall 
return to his own land; and I will 
make him to fall by the sword in his 
own laud. 

9 And Rab-shakeh returned, and 
found the king of Assyria warring 
against Libnali; for he had heard 
that lie had departed from Lachish. 

! * And he heard say of Tirhakah king 
<d Ethiopia,* Behold, he has come 
forth to make war with thee. And 
he sent messengers again to Heze- 
10 hi alt, saying, Thus shall ye speak to 
Hezekiah king of Judah saying: Let 
not thy God, upon whom thou reliest, 
deceive thee, saying, Jerusalem shall 
not be delivered into the hand of the

11 king of Assyria. Behold, thou hast 
heard what the kings of Assyria have 
done to all countries, destroying them 
utterty; and shalt thou be delivered ? 

12 Have the gods of the nations which 
my fathers have destroyed delivered 
them: Gozan, and Haran, and Re- 
zeph, and the children of Eden that 

13 were in Thelassar? Where is the 
king of Hamath, and the king of 
Arpad, and the king of the city of 
Sepharvaim, of Hena, and Iyvah ? 

14 And Hezekiah received the letter 
from the hand of the messengers, 
and read it; and Hezekiah went up 
into the house of Jehovah, and spread 

15 it before Jehovah. And Hezekiah 
prayed before Jehovah and said, 
Jehovah, God of Israel, who sittest 
[between] the cherubim, thou, the 
Same, y thou alone art the God of all 
the kingdoms of the earth : thou hast 
made the heavens and the earth. 

16 Incline thine ear, Jehovah, and hear; 
open, Jehovah, thine eyes, and see ; 
and hear the words of Sennacherib, 
who hath sent him 8 to reproach the 

17 living God. Of a truth, Jehovah, 
the kings of Assyria have laid waste 

18 the nations and their lands, and have 
cast their gods into the fire; for they 
were no gods, but the work of men’s 
hands, wood and stone; therefore 

19 have they destroyed them. And now, 
Jehovah our God, I beseech thee, 
save us out of his hand, that all 
the kingdoms of the earth may know 
that thou, Jehovah, art God, thou 
only. 

20 And Isaiah the son of Amoz sent 
to Hezekiah, saying, Thus saitli Je¬ 
hovah the God of Israel: That which 
thou hast prayed to me concerning 
Sennacherib king of Assyria I have 

21 heard. This is the word that Jeho¬ 
vah has spoken against him : 

The virgin-daughter a of Zion 
despisetli thee, laugheth thee to 
scorn ;

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XXII. Josiah 0 was eight years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned thirty-one years in Jerusa¬ 
lem ; and his mother’s name was 
Jedidah, daughter of Adaiah of Boz- 

2 oath. And he did what was light in 
the sight of Jehovah, and walked 
in all the way of David his father, 
and turned not aside to the right 
hand nor to the left. 

3 And it came to pass in the eigh¬ 
teenth year of king Josiah, [that] the 
king sent Slmphan theson of Azaliah, 
son of jUeshuilam, the scribe, to 

4 the house of Jehovah, saying, Go up 
to Hilkijah the high priest, that he 
may sum up the money which is 
brought into the house of Jehovah, 
which the doorkeepers have gathered 

6 of the people, and let them deliver it 
into the hand of them that do the 
work, that have the oversight of 
the house of Jehovah ; and let them 
give it to those that do the work in 
the house of Jehovah, to repair the 
breaches of the house, to the carpen¬ 
ters and the builders and the masons, 
and to buy timber and hewn stone to 

7 repair the house. But no reckoning 
was made with them of the money 
that was given into their hand, be¬ 
cause they dealt faithfully. 

H And Hilkijah the high priest said 
to Shaphan the scribe, I have found 
the book of the law in the house of 
Jehovah.

9 And Shaphan the scribe came to the 
king, and brought the king word

14 written [there] for us. And Hilkijah 
the priest, and Ahilcam, and Achbor, 
and Shaphan, and Asaiah, went to 
Huldah the prophetess, the wife of 
Shallum the son of Tikvali, son 
of Harhas, keeper of the wardrobe : 
now she dwelt in Jerusalem in the 
second quarter [of the town ]; and 
they spoke with her. 

15 And she said to them, Thus saitli 
Jehovah the God of Israel: Tell the 

10 mail that sent you to me, Thus saitli 
Jehovah: Behold, I will bring evil 
upon this place and upon the in¬ 
habitants thereof, all the words of 
the book that the king of Judah hath 

17 read. Because they have forsaken 
me, and have burned incense unto 
other gods, that they might provoke 
me to anger with all the work of their 
hands, therefore my fury is kindled 
against this place, and shall not be 

18 quenched. But to the king of Judah, 
who sent you to inquire of Jeho¬ 
vah, thus shall ye say to him : Thus 
saitli Jehovah tho God of Israel 
touching the words which thou hast 

10, heard: Because thy heart was tender, 
and thou didst humble thyself before 
Jehovah, when thou heardest what 
I spoke against tliis place and against 
the inhabitants thereof, that they 
should become a desolation and a 
curse, and didst rend thy garments 
and weep before me, I also have 

20 heard [thee], saitli ** Jehovah. Tliere-

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fore, behold, I will gather thee tmto 
tliy fathers, and thou shalt be gather¬ 
ed to thy grave in peace; and thine 
eyes shall not see all the evil that I 
will bring upon this place. And they 
brought the king word again. 

XXIII. And the king sent, and they 
gathered to him all the elders of Ju- 

2 d^li and of Jerusalem. And the king 
went up into the house of Jehovah, 
and all the men of Judah and all the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem with him. 
and the priests and the prophets, and 
all the people, both small and great, 
and he read' in their ears all the 
words of the book of the covenant 
which had been found in the house 

8 of Jehovah. And the king stood on 
the dais and made a covenant before 
Jehovah, to w r alk after Jehovah, and 
to keep his commandments and his 
testimonies and his statutes wnth all 
[his] heart and with all [his] soul, to 
establish the w'ords of this covenant 
that are written in this book. And all 
the people stood to the covenant. 

4 And the king commanded Hilkijah 
the high priest, and the priests of the 
second order, and the doorkeepers, 
to bring forth out of the temple of 
Jehovah all the vessels that had been 
made for Baal, and for the Asherah, 
and for all the host of the heavens; 
and he burned them outside Jerusa¬ 
lem in the fields of Kidron, and 
carried the ashes of them to Bethel. 

6 And he abolished the idolatrous 
priests® whom the kings of Judah 
had ordained to burn incense on the 
high places in the citie§ of Judali 
and the environs of Jerusalem, and 
them that burned incense to Baal, to 
the sun, and to the moon, and to the 
constellations, 4 and to all the host 

6 of heaven. And he brought out the 
Asherah from-the house of Jehovah, 
outside Jerusalem, to the torrent of 
Kidron, and burned it at the torrent

of Kidron, and stamped it small to 
pow'der, and cast the powder upon 
the graves of the children of the peo- 

7 pie. And he broke down the houses 
of the sodomites, w’hich were in the 
house of Jehovah, w'here the women 

8 w T ove tents v for the Asherah. And 
he brought all the priests out of the 
cities of Judah, and defiled the high 
places where the priests had burned 
incense,from Geba even to Beersheba; 
and he broke down the high places 
of the gates, those at the entrance of 
the gate of Joshua the governor 
of the city, [and] those on the left 
hand of any [going in] at the gate of 

9 the city. Nevertheless the priests 
of the high places came not up to 
the altar of Jehovah in Jerusalem, 
but they ate of the unleavened bread 

10 among their brethren. And he de¬ 
filed Topheth, which is in the valley 
of the sons of Hinnom, that no man 
might cause his son or his daughter 
to pass through the fire to Moleeh. 

11 And he abolished the horses that the 
king6 of Judah had appointed to the 
sun at the entrance of the house of 
Jehovah, by the chamber of Nathan- 
melech the chamberlain, w which 
was in the suburbs, 1 and burned the 

12 chariots of the sun with tire. And 
the king broke down the altars that 
were on the roof of the upper chamber 
of Ahaz, which the kings of Judah 
had made, and the altars that Ma- 
nasseh had made in the two courts 
of the house of Jehovah, and he 
shattered lhem,[removingtliem' from 
thence, and cast the pow der of them 

18 into the torrent of Kidron. And the 
high places that were before Jerusa¬ 
lem, which were on the right hand 
of the mount of corruption. w r hich 
Solomon the king of Israel had built 
for Ashtoreth the abomination of 
the Zidonians, and for Chemosh the 
abomination of the Moabites, and

And he broke in pieces the 
columns, y and cut down the Asherahs, 
and filled their place with the bones 
of men. 

15 Moreover the altar that was at 
Bethel, the high place that Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who caused Israel 
to sin, had made, both that altar and 
the high place he broke down, and 
burned the high place, stamped it 
small to powder, and burned the 

16 Asherah. And Josiah turned him¬ 
self, and saw the sepulchres that 
were there on the mount; and he sent 
and took the bones out of the sepul¬ 
chres, and burned [them] upon the 
altar, and defiled it, according to 
the word of Jehovah, that the man 
of God hud proclaimed, who pro- 

17 claimed these things. Then he said, 
AVliat tombstone is that which I see ? 
And the men of the city told him, It 
is the sepulchre of the man of God 
who came from Judah and proclaim¬ 
ed Ihese things which thou hast done 

lH against the altar of Bethel. And he 
said, Let him alone; let no man 
move his hones. And they saved his 
bones, with the bones of the prophet 
that came out of Samaria. 

10 And all the houses also of the high 
places that were in the cities of Sa¬ 
maria, which the kings of Israel had 
made to provoke [Jehovah] to anger, 
Josiah removed, and did to them ac¬ 
cording to all the acts that he had 

20 done in Bethel. And he sacrificed * 
upon the altars all the priests of the 
high places that were there, and 
burned men’s bones upon them. 
And he returned to Jerusalem. 

21 And the king commanded all the 
people saying, Hold the p&ssover to 
Jehovah your God, as it is written 

22 in this book of the covenant. For 
there was not liolden such a passover 
from the days of the judges that 
judged Israel, nor in all the days of

the kings of Israel nor of the kings 

23 of Judah ; but in the eighteenth year 
of king Josiah was this passover 
holden to Jehovah in Jerusalem. 

24 Moreover the necromancers and 
the soothsayers, and the teraphim 
and the idols, and all the abomina¬ 
tions that were seen in the land of 
Judah and in Jerusalem, Josiah took 
away, that he might perform the 
wolds of the law which were written 
in the book that Hilkijah the priest 
had found in the house of Jehovah. 

25 And before him there had been no 
king like him that turned to Jehovah 
with all his heart and with all his 
soul and with all his might, accord¬ 
ing to all the law of Moses; neither 

26 after him arose there his like. But 
Jehovah turned not from the fierce¬ 
ness of his great wrath, wherewith 
his auger was kindled against Judah, 
because of all the provocations with 
which Manasseh had provoked him. 

27 And Jehovah said, I will remove 
Judah also out of my sight, as I ha ve 
removed Israel, and will reject this 
city Jerusalem which I have chosen, 
and the house of which I said, My 
name shall be there. 

28 And the rest of the acts of Josiah, 
and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? 

29 In his days Pharaoh-Nechoh king 
of Egypt went up against the king of 
Assyria to the river Euphrates ; and 
king Josiah went against him; but 
[Nechoh] slew him at Megiddo, when 

90 he had seen him. And his servants 
carried him in a chariot dead tt from 
Megiddo, and brought'him to Jeru¬ 
salem, and buried him in his own 
sepulchre. And the people of the 
land took Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, 
and anointed him, and made him 
king in his father’s stead. 

31 Jehoahaz was twenty-three years 
old when he began to reign ; and he 
reigned three months in Jerusalem ;

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and his mother's name was Qamutal, 
daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 

82 And he did evil in the sight of Jeho¬ 
vah, according to all that his fathers 

83 had done. And Pharaoh-Nechoh had 
him bound at Riblah in the land of 
Hamath, that he might not reign in 
Jerusalem, and laid a tribute upon 
the land of a hundred talents of 

31 silver and a talent of gold. And 
Pharaoh-Nechoh made Eliakim the 
son of Josiah king instead of Josiah 
his father, and changed his name to 
Jehoiakim. And he took Jehoahaz ; 
and he came to Egypt, and died 

35 there. And Jehoiakim gave the sil¬ 
ver and the gold to Pharaoh ; but he 
laid a proportional tax on the land 
. to give the money according to the 
command of Pharaoh: he exacted 
the silver and the gold of the people 
of the land, of every one according 
to his estimation, 5 to give it to Pha¬ 
raoh-Nechoh.

reigned eleven years in Jerusalem; 
and his mother's name was Zebuddah,

he did evil in the sight of Jehovah, 
according to all that his fathers had 
done. 

XXIV. In his days Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon came up, and Je- 
hoiakim was his servant three years ; 
then he turned and rebelled against

the bands of the ChaldeanB, and the 
bands of the Syrians, and the bands of 
the Moabites, and the bands of the 
children of Ammon, and sent them 
against Judah to destroy it, accord¬ 
ing to the word of Jehovah, which 
he spoke through his servants the 
8 prophets. Verily, at the command¬ 
ment of Jehovah it came to pass 
against Judah, that they should be 
removed out of his sight, for the sins 
of Manasseh, according to all that he 
4 had done ; and also [because of] the 
innocent blood that he had shed;

9 And he did evil in the sight of Jeho¬ 
vah, according to all that his father 

10 had done. At that time the servants 
of Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
came up against Jerusalem, and the 

11 city was besieged. And Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar king of Babylon came against 
the city, while his servants were be- 

12 sieging it. And Jehoiachin king of Ju¬ 
dah went out to the king of Babylon, 
he, and his mother, and his servants, 
and his princes, and his chamber¬ 
lains ; c and the king of Babylon took 
him in the eighth year of his reign. 

13 And he brought out thence all the 
treasures of the house of Jehovah, 
and the treasures of the king’s house, 
and cut in pieces all the vessels of 
gold that Solomon king of Israel 
had made in the temple of Jehovah, 

14 as Jehovah had said. And he carried 
away all Jerusalem, and all the 
princes, and all the mighty men of 
valour, d ten thousand captives, and 
all the craftsmen and smiths: none 
remained but the poorest sort of the 

16 people of the land. And he earned 
away Jehoiachin to Babylon, and 
the king's mother, and the king’s 
wives, and his chamberlains,® and the 
mighty of the land, he led into cap-

10 and all the men of valour, seven 
thousand, and the craftsmen and 
smiths a thousand, all strong men 
uj)t for war, and the lung of Babylon 
brought them captive to Babylon. 

17 And the king of Babylon made Mat- 
taniali his uncle king in his stead, 
and changed his name to Zedekiah. 

18 c Zedekiah was twenty-one years 
old when he began to reign ; and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem; 
and his mother’s name was Hamutal, 
daughter of Jeremiah of Libnali. 

19 And he did evil in the sight of Jeho¬ 
vah, according to all that Jehoiakim 

20 had done. For, because the anger 
of Jehovah was against Jerusalem 
and against Judah, until he had cast 
them out from his presence, Zedekiah 
rebelled against the king of Babylon. 

XXV. And it came to pass in the 
ninth j^ear of his reign, in the tenth 
month, on the tenth of the month, 
[that] Nebuchadnezzar king of Baby¬ 
lon came, lie and all his army, against 
Jerusalem, and encamped against it; 
and they built turrets 1 against it

0 And in the fifth month, on the 
seventh of the month, which was 
in the nineteenth year of king 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, 
Nebuzar-adan, captain of the body¬ 
guard, servant of the king of Babylon, 

9 came unto Jerusalem; and he burned 
the house of Jehovah, and the king’s 
house, and all the houses of Jerusa¬ 
lem ; and every great [man’s] house 

10 he burned with fire. And all the 
army of the Chaldeans that were 
with the captain of the body-guard 
broke down the walls of Jerusalem 

11 round about. And Nebuzar-adan the 
captain of the body-guard carried 
away captive the rest of the people 
that were left in the city, and the 
deserters that had deserted to the king 
of Babylon, and the rest of the multi- 

12 tude. But the captain ol the body¬ 
guard left of the poor of ihc land for 

13 vinedressers and husbandmen. And 
the brazen pillars that were in the 
house of Jehovah, and the bases, and 
the brazen sea that w^as in the house 
of Jehovah, the Chaldeans broke in 
pieces, and carried the brass thereof 

14 to Babylon. The cauldrons 1 also 
and the shovels and the knives and 
the eups, and all the vessels of copper k 
wherewith they ministered, they took 

15 away. And the censers 1 and the 
bowls,™ that which was of gold in 
gold, and that w hich w'as of silver in 
silver, the captain of the body-guard 

lG took away. The two pillars, the one 
sea, and the bases which Solomon had 
made for the house of Jehovah: for 
the brass of all these vessels there was 

17 no weight. The height of one pillar 
was eighteen cubits, and the capital 
upon it was brass, and the height of

XIV. And Hiram king of Tyre sent 
messengers to David, and timber of 
cedars, with masons and carpenters, 

9 to build him a house. And David 
perceived that Jehovah had esta¬ 
blished him long over Israel, for his 
kingdom w T as highlj' exalted, because 
of his people Israel. 

3 And David took more wives at 
Jerusalem: and David begot more 

4 sons and daughters. And these are 
the names of the children which he 
had in Jerusalem: Shammua, and 

8 Shobab, Nathan, and Solomon, and 
Ibhar, and Elishua, and Elpelet. 

6 and Nogah. and Nepheg, and Japhia, 

7 and Ehshama, and Beeliada, and 
Eliphelet. 

8 And the Philistines heard that 
David was anointed king over all Is¬ 
rael, aud all the Philistines went up 
to seek David; and David heard [of 

B it], and went out against them. And

10 And David inquired of God saying, 
Shall I go up against the Philistines, 
and wilt thou give them into my 
hand ? And Jehovah said to him, 
Go up ; and I will give them into 

11 thy hand. And they came up to 
Baal-perazim, and David smote them 
there; and David said, God has 
broken in upon mine enemies by my 
hand, as the breaking forth of waters. 
Therefore they called the name of 

12 that place Baal-peraziin. c And they 
left their gods there; and David 
commanded, and they were burned 
with fire. 

lH And the Philistines yet again spread 

14 themselves in the valley. And David 
inquired again of God; and God said 
to him, Go not up after them; turn 
round them and come upon them 

15 opposite the mulberry-trees. And it 
shall be, when thou hearest the sound 
of marching in the tops pf the mul¬ 
berry-trees, that then tlum slialt go 
out to battlo ; for God will have gone 
forth before thee to sruite the army * 1 

10 of tho Philistines. And David did as 
God commanded him; and they 
smote the army * 1 of the Philistines 

17 from Gibeon even to Gezer. And the 
fame of David went out into all lands; 
and Jehovah brought the fear of him 
upon all tho nations. 

XV. And he made him houses in the 
city of David, and prepared a place 
for the ark of God, and spread a tent 

9 for it. Then David said, None ought 
to carry the ark of God but the Le- 
vites, for them has-Jehovah chosen 
to carry the ark of God, and to serve 

8 him for ever. And David assembled 
all Israel to Jerusalem, to bring up 
the ark of Jehovah to its place that 

4 he had prepared for it. And David 
gathered the sons of Aaron and the 

6 Lovitos : of the sous of Kolmth, Uriel 
the chief, and his brethren a hundred 

6 and twenty; of the sons of Merari, 
Asaiali tho chief, and his brethren 


7 two hundred and twenty; of the sons 
of Gershom, Joel the chief, and his 
0 brethren a hundred and thirty; of 
the sons of Elizaplian, Shemaiah the 
chief, and his brethren two hundred; 
B of the sons of Hebron, Eliel the chief, 

10 and his brethren eighty; of the sons 
of Uzziel, Amminadab the chief, and 
his brethren a hundred and twelve. 

11 And David called for Zadok and 
Abiathar the priests, and for the 
Levites, for Uriel, Asaiali, and Joel, 
Shemaiah, and Eliel, and Ammina- 

12 dab; and he said to them, Ye are 
the chief fathers of the Levites ; hal¬ 
low yourselves, ye and your brethren, 
that ye may bring up the ark of Je¬ 
hovah the God of Israel to [the place 

18 that] I have prepared for it. For 
because ye [did it] not at the first, 
Jehovah our God made a breach 
upon us, for that we sought him not 

14 after the due order. So the priests 
and the Levites hallowed themselves 
to bring up the ark of Jehovah the 
God of Israel. 

15 And the children of the Levites 
bore the ark of God upon their 
shoulders with the staves upon them, 
as Moses had commanded according 

16 to the word of Jehovah. And David 
spoke to the chief of the Levites to 
appoint their brethren, the singers, 
with instruments of music, lutes, and 
harps, and cymbals, that they should 
sound aloud, lifting up the voice with 

17 joy. And the Levites appointed He- 
man the son of Joel; and of his 
brethren, As aph the son of Bere- 
cliifth; and of the sons of Merari 
their brethren, Ethan the son of Ku- 

18 shftiah ; and with them their breth¬ 
ren of the second [rank], Zcchariali, 
Ben, and Jaazicl, and Shenii ramoth, 
and Jehiel, and Unni, Eli ah, and 
Benaial i. and Maaseiah, aiul Matti- 
thiiili , and Elipheleh, and Mikneiah, 
and Obed -Edoin, and Jeiel, the door- 

19 keepers ; and the singers, Heman, 
Asaph, and Ethan, to sound aloud 

30 with cymbals of brass; and Zcchariali,

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and Aziel, and S hemiram oth. and 
Jehiel. and Unni, and Eliab . and 
Maaseiah, and Benaiah . with lutes

harps on the Sheminith f to lead [the 
82 singing]. And Chenaniah, chief of 
the Levites for the music,* gave in¬ 
struction in music,* for he was skil- 
23 ful. And Berechiah and Elkanah 
84 were doorkeepers for the ark. And 
Shebaniah, and Jehoshaphat, and 
Nethaneel, and Amasai, and Zecha- 
riah, and Bena iah. and Eliezer, the 
priests, blew with the trumpets before 
the ark of God; and Obed-Edom and 
Jehijah were doorkeepers for the 
ark. 

25 And David, and the elders of Is¬ 
rael, and the captains over thou¬ 
sands, went to bring up the ark of 
the covenant of Jehovah out of the 

86 house of Obed-Edom with joy. And 
it came to pass, when God helped 
the Levites that bore the ark of 
the covenant of Jehovah, that they 
sacrificed seven bullocks and seven 

87 rams. And David was clothed with 
a robe of byssns, and all the Levites 
that bore the ark, and the singers, 
and Chenaniah chief of the music of 
the singers; and David had upon 

88 him a linen ephod. And all Israel 
brought up the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah with shouting, and with 
sound of the trumpet, and with clari¬ 
ons, and with cymbals, playing aloud 

29 with lutes and harps. And it came 
to pass as the ark of the covenant of 
Jehovah came to the city of David, 
that Michal the daughter of Saul 
looked through a window, and saw 
king David dancing and playing; 
and she despised him in her heart. 
XVI. And they brought in the ark of 
God, and set it in the midst of the 
tent that David had spread for it; 
and they presented burnt-offerings

And he dealt to 
every one of Israel, both man and 
woman, to every one a loaf of bread 
and a measure [of wine h ] and a rai- 

4 sin-cake. And he appointed certain 
of the Levites to do the service before 
the ark of Jehovah, and to celebrate, 
and to thank and praise Jehovah the 

5 God of Israel: Asapli the chief, and 
second to him Zechariah, Jeiel, and 
Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Matti¬ 
thiah, and Eliab, and Benaiah, and 
Obed-Edom, and Jeiel, with instru¬ 
ments of lutes and with harps; and 

8 Asaph sounding with cymbals; and 
Benaiah and Jahaziel the priests 
with trumpets continually before the 
ark of the Covenant of God. 

7 Then on that day David delivered 
first [this psalm] to give thanks to 
Jehovah* through Asaph and his bre¬ 
thren. 

8 Give thanks unto Jehovah, call 
upon his name; 

Make known his acts among the 
peoples. 

9 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto him; 
Meditate upon* all his wondrous 

works. 

10 Glory in his holy name: 

Let the heart of them rejoice that 
seek Jehovah. 

11 Seek Jehovah and his strength, 
Seek his face continually ; 

12 Bememberhis wondrous works which 

he hath done, 

His miracles, and the judgments ^ of 
his mouth : 

13 Ye seed of Israel his servant, 

Ye sons of Jacob, his chosen ones. 

14 He, Jehovah, is our God; 

His judgments are in all the earth. 

15 Be ve ever mindful of his covenant. 
The word which he rn mrnfln ded to a 

thousand generations,—

28 Give mi to Jehovah, ye families of

20 Give unto Jehovah the glory of his 
name; 

Bring an oblation, and come before 
him: 

Worship Jehovah in holy splendour. 

80 Tremble before him, all the earth: 
The world also is established, it shall 

not be moved. 

81 Let the heavens rejoice, and let the 

earth be glad; 

And let them say among the nations, 
Jehovah reigneth! 

32 Let the sea roar, and the fulness 
thereof;

83 Then shall the trees of the forest 6ing 

out at the presence of Jehovah, 
For he cometh to judge the earth. 

84 Give thanks unto Jehovah, for 
he is good;

85 And say, 

Save us, 0 God of our salvation, 

And gather us, and deliver us from 
the nations, 

To give thanks unto thy holy name, 
To triumph in thy praise. 

86 Blessed be Jehovah the God of Israel, 

from eternity and to eternity! 

And all the people said, Amen! and 
praised Jehovah. 

87 And he left there, before the ark of 
the covenant of Jehovah, Asaph and 
his brethren, to do the service before 
the ark continually, as every day’s 

38 duty required ; and Obed-Edom, and 
their brethren, sixty-eight; Obed- 
Edom also, the son of Jedithun, and 

39 Hosali as doorkeepers. And Zadok 
the priest, and his brethren the 
priests, before the tabernacle of Je¬ 
hovah in the high place that was at 

40 Gibeon, to offer up burnt-offerings to 
Jehovah on the altar of burnt-offer¬ 
ing continually, morning and even¬ 
ing, and according to all that is 
written in the law of Jehovah, which 

41 he commanded Israel; and with 
them Heman and Jeduthun, and the 
rest that were chosen, who were ex¬ 
pressed by name, to give thanks to 
Jehovah, because his loving-kindness 

42 [endureth] for ever; and with them, 
[with] Heman and Jeduthun, 1 trum¬ 
pets and cymbals for those that 
should boud J aloud; and the musical 
instrumeuts of God. And the sons 

49 of Jeduthun were at the gate. And 
all the people departed every one 
to his house ; and David returned to 
bless his household. 

XVII. And it came to pass as David 
dwelt in his house, that David said

4 saying, Go and say to David my 
servant, Thus saith Jehovah: Thou 
shalt not build me a house to dwell 

6 in; for I have not dwelt in a house 
since the day that I brought up Israel 
to this day; but I have been from 
tent to tent, and from [one] tabernacle 

6 [to another]. In all my going about 
with all Israel, did I speak a word to 
any of the judges of Israel, whom I 
commanded to feed my people, say¬ 
ing, Why build ye me not a house of 

7 cedars? And now, thus shalt thou 
say unto my servant David, Thus 
saith Jehovah of hosts : I took thee 
from the pasture-grounds, from fol¬ 
lowing the sheep, to be prince over 

8 my people Israel; and I have been 
with thee whithersoever thou wentest, 
and have cut off all thine enemies 
from before thee, and have made 
thee a name, like unto the name of the 

9 great men that are on the earth. And 
I will appoint a place for my people 
Israel, and will plant them, that they 
may dwell in a place of their own, 
and be disturbed no more; neither 
shall the sons of wickedness waste 

10 them any more, as formerly, and 
since the days that I commanded 
judges to be over my people Israel. 
And I will subdue m all thine eriemies; 
and I tell thee that Jehovah will build 

11 thee a house. And it shall come to 
pass, when thy days are fulfilled that 
thou must go [to be] with thy fathers, 
that I will set up thy seed after thee, 
which shall be of thy sons ; and I will 

19 establish his kingdom. It is he who 
shall build me a house, and I will 

18 establish his throne for ever. I will 
be his father, and he shall be my son ; 
and I will not take away my mercy

from him, as I took it from him that 

14 was before thee; and I will settle 
him in my house and in my king¬ 
dom for ever; and his throne shall 

15 be established for ever. According 
to all these words, and according to 
all this vision, so did Nathan speak 
to David. 

18 And king David went in and sat 
before Jehovah, and said, Who am I. 
Jehovah Elohim, and what is my 
house, that thou hast brought me 

17 hitherto ? And this hath been a small 
thing in thy sight, 0 God; and thou 
hast spoken of thy servant's house 
for a great while to come, and hast 
regarded me according to the rank of 
a man of high degree, Jehovah Elo- 

19 him. What can David [say] more 
to thee for the glory of thy servant? 
thou indeed knowest thy servant. 

19 Jehovah, for thy servant's sake, and 
according to thine own heart, hast 
thou done all this greatness, to make 

20 known all these great things. Jeho¬ 
vah, there is none like thee, neither 
is there any God beside thee, accord¬ 
ing to all that we have heard with 

21 our ears. And who is like thy people 
Israel, the one nation in the earth 
that God went to redeem to be a peo¬ 
ple to himself, to make thee a name 
of greatness and terribleness, n by 
driving out nations from before thy 
people, which thou hast redeemed 

29 out of Egypt ? And thy people Is¬ 
rael hast thou made thine own people 
for ever; and thou, Jehovah, art be- 

23 come their God. And now, Jehovah, 
let the word that thou hast spoken 
concerning thy servant and concern¬ 
ing his house be established for ever, 

24 and do as thou hast said. Let it 
even be established, and let th^y name 
be magnified for ever, saying, Jeho¬ 
vah of hosts, the God of Israel, is 
God to Israel; and let the house of 
David thy servant be established 

25 before thee. For thou, my God, hast 
revealed to thy servant that thou 
wilt build him a house; therefore

20 to pray before thee. And now, Jeho¬ 
vah, thou art that God,° and hast 
promised this goodness unto thy ser-

shall be blessed for ever. 

XVIII. And after this it came to pass 
that David smote the Philistines, and 
subdued them, and took Gath and its 
towns out of the hand of the Pliilis- 

8 tines. And he smote the Moabites; 
and the Moabites became David’s 
servants, [and] brought gifts. 

9 And David smote Hadarezer king 
of Zobah, at Hamath, as he went to 
establish his dominion by the river 

4 Euphrates. And David took from 
him a thousand ehariots, and seven 
thousand horsemen, and twenty thou¬ 
sand footmen; and David houghed 
all the chariot [horses], but reserved 
of them [for] a hundred chariots. 

4 And the Syrians of Damascus came 
to help Hadarezer king of Zobah* and 
David smote of the Syrians twenty- 
0 two thousand men. And David put 
[garrisons] in Syria of Damascus; 
and the Syrians became servants to 
David, [and] brought gifts. And Je¬ 
hovah preserved David whitherso- 
7 ever he went. And David took the 
shields of gold that were on the ser¬ 
vants of Hadarezer, and brought 
B them to Jerusalem. And from Tib- 
hath, and from Chun, cities of Ha¬ 
darezer, David took very much brass ,p 
of which Solomon made the brazen 
sea, and the pillars, and the vessels 
of brass.

11 Them also king David dedicated to 
Jehovah, with the silver and the gold 
that he had brought from ail the na¬ 
tions ; from the Edomites, and from 
the Moabites, and from the children 
of Ammon, and from the Philistines, 
and from the Amalekites. 

12 And Abiskai the son of Zeruiah 
smote of the Edomites in the valley 

13 of salt eighteen thousand. And he 
put garrisons in Edom; and all the) 7 
of Edom became servants to Da¬ 
vid. And Johovah preserved David 
whithersoever he went. 

14 And David reigned over all Israel, 
and- executed judgment 1- and justice 

15 to all his people. And Joab the son 
of* Zeruiah was over the host; and 
Jehoshapliat the son of Ahilud was 

lfl chronicler; and Zadok the son of 
Aliitub, and Abimelech the son of 
Abiathar, were the priests; and Shav- 

17 sha was scribe ; and Benaiak the son 
of Jehoiada was over the Cherethiles 
and the Pelethites ; 8 and the sons of 
David were the first at the king’s 
hand. 

XIX. And it came to pass after this 
that NaJiasli king of the children of 
Ammon died, and his son reigned in 

2 his stead. And David said, I will 
shew kindness to Hamm the son oJ 
Nahasli, because hib- father shewed 
kindness to me. And David sent 
messengers to comfort him concern¬ 
ing his lather. And David’s servants 
came into the land of the children of 
Amm on to Hamm, to comfort him. 

8 And the princes of the children of 
Ammon said to Hanun, Is it, in thine 
eyes, to honour thy father that David 
has sent comforters to thee ? Is it 
not to search and overthrow, and 
to spy out the land that his servants 

4 are come to thee ? And Hamm took 
David’s servants, and had them 
shaved, and their raiment cut off in 
the midst, as far as the hip, and sent

And [certain] went and 
told David concerning the men; 
and he sent to meet them, for the 
men were greatly ashamed. And 
the king said, Abide at Jericho until 
your beards be grown, and then 
return. 

6 And the children of Am mon saw 
that they had made themselves odious 
to David; and Hanun and the chil¬ 
dren of Amm on sent a thousand 
talents of silver to hire them chariots 
and horsemen out of Mesopotamia, 
and from the Syrians of Maacah, and 

7 from Zobah. And they hired thirty- 
two thousand chariots, 6 and the king 
of Maacah and his people; and they 
came and encamped before Medeba. 
And the children of Amm on gathered 
together from their cities, and came 

8 to battle. And David heard [of it], 
and he sent Joab, and all the host,; 

9 the mighty men. And the children 
of Amm on came out, and put the 
battle in array at the entrance of the 
city; and the kings that had come 

10 "were by themselves on the field. And ! 
Joab saw that the front of the battle 
was against him before and behind; 
and he chose out of all the choice 
men of Israel, and put them in array 

11 against the Syrians ; and the rest of 
the people he gave into the hand 
of Abisliai his brother, and they set. 
themselves in array against the chil-j 

12 dren of Amm on. And he said, If 
the Syrians be too strong for me,, 
then thou shalt help me ; and if the , 
children of Ammon be too strong j 

18 for thee, then I will help thee. Be ; 
strong, and let us shew ourselves j 
valiant for our people, and for the | 
cities of our God; and Jehovah will I 

14 do what is good in his sight. And 
Joab and the people that were with 
him drew near in front of the Syrians 
to the battle; and they fled before 

15 him. And when the children of 
Ammon saw that the Syrians fled, 
they likewise fled before Abisliai his 


brother, and entered into the city. 
And Joab came to Jerusalem. 

16 And when the Syrians saw that 
they were routed before Israel, they 
sent messengers, and drew forth the 
Syrians that were beyond the river ; a 
and Shophach the captain of the host 
of Hadarezer [went] before them. 

17 And it was told David; and he gather¬ 
ed all Israel, and passed over the Jor¬ 
dan, and came upon them, and set 
[the battle] in array against them. 
And David put the battle in array 
against the Syrians, and they fought 

: 10 with him. And the Syrians fled from 
before Israel; and David slew of the 
Syrians seven thousand [in] chariots, 
and forty thousand footmen, and slew 
Shophach the captain of the host. 

19 And the servants of Hadarezer saw 
that they were routed before Israel, 
and they made peace with David, and 
became his servants. And the Syrians 
would no more help the children of 
Amm on. 

XX. And it came to pass at the time 
of the return of the year, at the 
time when kings go forth, that Joab 
led forth the power of the army, and 
laid waste the land of the children of 
Ammon, and came and besieged 
Rabbah. But David abode at Jeru¬ 
salem. And Joab smote Rabbah, and 

2 overthrew' it. And David took the 
crown of their king from off his head, 
and found it to weigh a talent of gold, 
and there were precious stones in 
it; and it was [set] upon David's 
head : and he brought forth the spoil 

8 of the city in great abundance. And 
he brought out the people that were 
in it, and cut them with the saw, and 
with barrows of iron, and with saws. T 
And so David did to all the cities of 
the children of Amm on. And David 
and all the people returned to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

4 And it came to pass after this, that 
there arose war at Gezer with the 
Philistines; then Sibbechai the Hu-

5 And there was again a battle with 
the Philistines; and Elhanan the 
son of Jail* smote Lalimi the brother 
of Goliath the Gittite ; now the shaft 
of his spear was like a weaver’s 
beam. 

0 And there was again a battle, at 
Gath; and there was a man [there] 
of great stature, whose fingers [and 
tocsj were four and twenty, six [on 
each hand], and six [on each foot]; 

7 and lie also was bom to Raplia. And 
he defied Israel; but Jonathan the 
sou of Shimea David’s brother smote 

0 him. Those were born to Kapha in 
Gath; and they fell by the hand 
of David, and by the hand of his 
servants. 

XXI. And Satan stood up against Is¬ 
rael, and moved David to number 

8 Israel. And David said to Joab and 
to the princes of the people, Go, 
number Israel from Beersheba even 
to Dan; and bring the number of 
them to me, that I may know it. 

8 And Joab said, Jehovah add to his 
people, how many soever they be, a 
hundredfold: are they not all, my 
lord 0 king, my lord’s servants ? why 
does my lord require this thing ? 
why should he become a trespass to 

4 Israel ? But the king’s word pre¬ 
vailed against Joab; and Joab de¬ 
parted, and went through all Israel, 

6 and came [again] to Jerusalem. And 
Joab gave the sum of the number of 
the people to David. And all they of 
Israel were eleven hundred thousand 
men that drew sword ; and of Judah, 
four hundred and seventy thousand 

c men that drew sword. But Levi and 
Benjamin he did not count among 
them; for the king’s word was 
abominable to Joab. 

7 And God was displeased on aocount 
of this thing, and he smote Israel. 

0 And David said to God, I have sinned 
greatly, in that I have done this 

thing; and now, I beseech thee, put 
away the iniquity of thy servant; 

9 for 1 have done very foolishly. And 
Jehovah spoke to Gad, David’s seer, 

10 saying, Go and speak to David say¬ 
ing, Thus saith Jehovah : I offer thee 
three [things]; choose one of them, 

11 that I may do it unto thee. And 
Gad came to David, and said to him, 
Thus saith Jehovah: Choose thee, 

18 either three years of famine, or three 
months to be destroyed before thine 
adversaries while that the sword of 
thine enemies overtaketh thee, or 
three days the sword of Jehovah and 
the pestilence in the land, and the 
angel of Jehovah destroying through 
all the borders of Israel. And now 
consider what word I shall bring 

18 again to him that sent me. And 
David said to Gad, I am in a great 
strait: let me fall, I pray thee, into 
the hand of Jehovah, for his mercies 
are very great; 51 but let me not fall 
into the hand of man. 

14 And Jehovah sent a pestilence 
upon Israel; and there fell of Israel 

15 seventy thousand men. And God 
sent an angel to Jerusalem to destroy 
it; and as he was destroying, Jeho¬ 
vah beheld, and he repented him of 
the evil, and said to the angel that 
destroyed, It is enough; withdraw 
now thine hand. And the angel of 
Jehovah stood by the threshing-floor 
of Oman the Jebusite. 

16 And David lifted up his eyes, and 
saw the angel of Jehovah stand be¬ 
tween the earth and the heavens, 
and his sword drawn in his hand, 
stretched out over Jerusalem. And 
David and the elders, clothed in snek- 

17 cloth, fell on their faces. And David 
said to God, Is it not I that com¬ 
manded the people to be numbered ? 
It is I that have sinned and done 
evil; but these sheep, what have they 
done ? Let thy hand, I pray thee, Je¬ 
hovah my God, be on me and on 
my father’s house; blit not on thy 
people, that they should be smitten.

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19 And tbe angel of Jehovah com¬ 
manded Gad to say to David, that 
David should go up and rear an altar 
to Jehovah in the threshing-floor of 

19 Oman the Jebusite. And David 
went up at the saying of Gad, which 
he had spoken in the name of Je¬ 
hovah. 

20 And Oman turned back and saw 
the angel; and his four sons with 
him hid themselves. Now Oman 
was threshing wheat. 

21 And David came to Oman, and Or- 
nan looked and saw David, and went 
out of the threshing-floor, and bowed 
himself to David with [his] face to the 

22 ground. And David said to Oman, 
Grant me the place of the threshing- 
floor, that I may build an altar in it 
to Jehovah: grant it to me for the 
full money, that the plague may be 

23 stayed from the people. And Oman 
said to David, Take it to thee, and 
let my lord the king do that which is 
good in his sight: see, I give the oxen 
for the burnt-offering, and the thresh¬ 
ing-sledges for wood, and the wheat 

24 for the oblation ; I give it all. And 
king David said to Oman, No; but 
I will in any case buy [them] for the 
full money; for I will not take that 
which is thine for Jehovah, to offer up 

25 a burnt-offering without cost. And 
David gave to Oman for the place 
in shekels of gold the weight of six 

26 hundred [shekels]. And David built 
there an altar to Jehovah, and offered 
up burnt-offerings and peace-offer¬ 
ings, and called upon Jehovah; and 
he answered him from the heavens 
by fire upon the altar of burnt-offer- 

27 ing. And Jehovah spoke to the angel; 
and he put up his sword again into 
its sheath. 

28 At that time when David saw that 
Jehovah had answ r ered him in the 
threshing-floor of Oman the Jebusite, 

29 then he sacrificed there. And the 
tabernacle of Jehovah, which Moses 
had made in the wilderness, and the 
altar of burnt-offering, were at that 


time in the high place at Gibeon. 

80 But David could not go before it to 
inquire of God; for he was afraid 
because of the sword of the angel of 
Jehovah. 

XXII. And David said, This is the 
house of Jehovah Elohim, and this is 
the altar of burnt-offering for Israel. 

2 And David commanded to collect 
the strangers that were in the laud of 
Israel; and he set masons to hew r 
wrought stones to build the house of 

3 God. And David prepared iron in 
abundance for the nails for the doors 
of the gates, and for the joists, y and 
brass in abundance without weight; 

4 and cedar-trees innumerable ; for the 
Zidonians and they of Tyre brought 
cedar-wood in abundance to David. 

5 For David said, Solomon my son is 
young and tender, and the house 
that is to be built for Jehovah must 
be exceeding great in fame and in 
beauty in all lands : I will therefore 
make preparation for it. And Da¬ 
vid prepared abundantly before his 
death. 

6 And he called for Solomon his son, 
and charged him to build a house for 

7 Jehovah the God of Israel. And 
David said to Solomon, As for me, my 
son, I was minded to build a house 
unto the name of Jehovah my God. 

8 But the word of Jehovah came to me 
saying, Thou hast shed blood abun¬ 
dantly, and hast made great wars: 
thou slialt not build a house unto my 
name, for thou hast shed much blood 

9 upon the earth in my sight. Behold, 
a son shall be born to thee, who shall 
be a man of rest; and I will give him 
rest from all his enemies round about; 
for his name shall be Solomon, 2 and 
in his days I will give peace and quiet- 

10 ness unto Israel. He shall build a 
house unto my name; and he shall 
be my son, and I will be his father; 
and I will establish the throne of his 

11 kingdom over Israel for ever. Now', 
my son, Jehovah be with thee, that 
thou mayest prosper, and build the

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house of Jehovah thy God, as he has 

12 said of thee. Only, Jehovah give 
thee wisdom and understanding, and 
place thee over Israel, and to keep 

19 the law of Jehovah thy God. Then 
slialt thou prosper, if thou takest 
heed to perform the statutes and or¬ 
dinances which Jehovali commanded 
Moses for Israel: be strong and 
courageous ; fear not, neither be dis- 

14 mayed. And behold, in my affliction 
I have prepared for the house of Je¬ 
hovah a hundred thousand talents 
of gold, and a thousand thousand 
talents of silver; and of brass and 
iron without weight, for it is in abun¬ 
dance ; and timber and stone have I 
prepared; and thou slialt add to it. 

15 And there are workmen with thee in 
abundance, hewers and workers of 
stone and timber, and all manner 
of skilful men for every kind of work. 

1G Of the gold, the silver, and the brass, 
and the iron, there is no number. 
Arise and be doing and Jehovah be 
with thee. 

17 And David commanded all the 
princes of Israel to help Solomon his 

18 son, [saying,] Is not Jehovah your 
G od with you ? and has he [ not] given 
you rest on every side ? for lie has 
given the inhabitants of the land into 
my hand; and the land is subdued 
before Jehovah and before his peo- 

10 pie. Now sot your heart and your 
soul to seek Jehovah your God; and 
arise and build the sanctuary of Je¬ 
hovah Eloliim, to bring the ark of 
the covenant of Jehovah, and the 
vessels of the sanctuary of God into 
the house that is to be built unto the 
name of Jehovah. 

XXIII. And David was old and full 
ol days ; and he made Solomon Ills 
son king over Israel. 

a And ho gathered together all the 
princes of Israel, with the priests and 

9 the Levites. And the Levites were 
numbered from thirty years old and

and four thousand praised Jehovah 
with the instruments which I made, 
[said David,] to praise [therewith]. 

6 And David divided them into 
courses according to the sons of Levi: 
Gershon, Kohatli, and Merari. 

7 Of the Gershonites : Laadan and 

8 Sliimei. The sons of Laadan: the 
head b was Jehiel, and Zetliam, and 

6 Joel, three. The sons of Sliimei : 
Shelomith, and Haziel, and Haran, 
three. These were the chief fathers 

10 of Laadan. And the sons of Sliimei: 
Jaliath, Ziza, c and Jeusli, and Be- 
riali. These were the four sons of 

11 Sliimei. And Jaliath was the head, b 
and Ziza the second ; and Jeusli and 
Beriah had not many sons: as father’s 
house, therefore, they were reckoned 
as one. 

13 The sons of Kohatli: Amram, Jiz- 

19 liar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. The 

sons of Amram: Aaron and Moses. 
And Aaron was separated, that he 
should be hallowed as most holy, 
he and his sons for ever, to offer d 
before Jehovah, to do service to him, 
and to bless in his name for ever.— 

14 And as to Moses the man of God, his 
sons were named of the tribe of Levi. 

15 The sons of Moses: Gersliom and Eli- 

10 ezer. The sons of Gersliom : Shebuel 

17 the head. And the sons of Eliezer: 

Rehabiah the head; and Eliezer 
had no other sons, but the sons of 

16 Rehabiah were very many.—The 
sons of Jizhar: Shelomith the head. 

19 The sons of Hebron: Jeriah the head, 
Amariah the second, Jaliaziel the 

40 third, and Jekameam the fourth. The 
sons of Uzziel: Micali the head, and 
Jishijah the second.

For their 
place was by the side of e the sons of 
Aaron for the service of the house of 
Jehovah, over the courts, and over 
the chambers, and over the purifying 
of all holy things, and [for] the work 
of the service of the house of God; 

29 and for the loaves to be set in rows, 
and for the fine flour for the obla¬ 
tion, and for the unleavened cakes, 
and for [what is baked in] the pan, 
and for that which is saturated [with 
oil], and for all measure of capacity 

80 and size; and to stand every morn¬ 
ing to thank and praise Jehovah, 

81 and likewise at even; and for all 
burnt-offerings offered up to Jehovah 
on the sabbaths, on the new moons, 
and on the set feasts, by number, 
according to the ordinance concern¬ 
ing them, continually, before Jeho- 

82 vah; and they kept the charge of 
the tent of meeting, and the charge 
of the sanctuary, and the charge of 
the sons of Aaron their brethren, in 
the service of the house of Jehovah. 

XXIV. And the divisions f of the sons

of Aaron: the sons of Aaron, Nadab 
and Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar. 

2 And Nadab and Abihu died before 
their father, and had no children;

8 the priesthood. And David distri¬ 
buted them, both Zadok of the sons 
of Eleazar, and Ahimelech of the 
sons of Ithamar, according to their 

4 office in their service. And there 
were more head-men found of the 
sons of Eleazar than of the sons of 
Ithamar, and [thus] were they divid¬ 
ed : of the sons of Eleazar there were 
sixteen heads of fathers’ houses, and 
eight of the sons of Ithamar accord- 

5 ing to their fathers’ houses. And 
they were divided by lot, one with 
another; for the princes of the sanc¬ 
tuary and the princes of God were of 
the sons of Eleazar and of the sons 

6 of Ithamar. And Shemaiah the son of 
Nethaneel the scribe, [one] of the 
Levites, inscribed them before the 
king, and the princes, and Zadok 
tile priest, and Ahimelech the son of 
Abiathar, and the chief fathers of the 
priests and Levites: one father's 
house was drawn for Eleazar, and 
one drawn for Ithamar. 

7 And the first lot came forth for 
Jehoiarib, the second for Jedaiali, 

8 the third for Harim, the fourth for

Of Rehftbiah, of the sons of 
Rehabiah, the head was Jishijah. 

23 Of the Jizharites, Shelomoth; of the 

28 sous of Shelomoth, Jahath.—And the 

sons [of Hebron]: Jerijah [the head], 
Amariah the second, Jahaziel the

[and Shimei n ] six,under the direction 
of their father Jeduthun, who prophe¬ 
sied with the harp, to give thanks and 

4 to praise Jehovah. Of Heman, the 
sons of Heman: Bukkijali, Matta- 
niah, Uzziel, Shebuel, and Jerimoth, 
Hananiah, Hanani, Eliathah,Giddal- 
ti, and Romamti-ezer, Joslibekashah, 

6 Mallotlii, Hothir, Mahazioth: all 
these were sons of Heman the king’s 
seer in the words of God to exalt 
his power; 0 and God had given to 
Heman fourteen sons and three 

6 daughters. All these were under the 
direction of their fathers Asaph, Je¬ 
duthun, and Heman, for song in the 
house of Jehovah, with cymbals, 
lutes and harps, for the service of the 
house of God, under the direction of 

7 the king. And the number of them, 
with their brethren that were in¬ 
structed in the songs of Jehovah, all 
of them skilful, p was two hundred 
and eighty-eight. 

8 And they cast lots with one another 
over the charges, the small as well 
as the great, the teacher q with the 

0 scholar. And the first lot came forth 
for Asaph to Joseph; to Gedaliah the

4 And the sons of Obed-Edom: She- 
maiah the firstborn, Jehozabad the 
second, Joah the third, and Sacarthe 

5 fourth, and Nethaneel the fifth, Am- 
miel the sixth, Issachar the seventh, 
Peulthai the eighth: for God had 

6 blessed him. And to Shemaiah his 
son were sons bora, who were rulers 
in their father’s house; for they were 

7 mighty men of valour. The sons of 
Shemaiah : Othni, and Rephael, and 
Obed, [and] Elzabad, whose brethren 
were vahant men, Eliliu and Sema- 

0 chiah. All these were of the sons of 
Obed-Edom: they and their sons and 
their brethren, able men in strength 
for the service, were sixty-two of 

0 Obed-Edom.—And Meshelemiah had 
sons and brethren, men of valour, 

10 eighteen.—And Hosali, of the sons of 
Merari, had sons: Shimri the head, 


for though he was not the firstborn ,yet 

11 his father made him the head; Hil- 
kijah the second, Tebaliah the third, 
Zeehariah the fourth: all the sons 
and brethren of Hosah were thirteen. 

12 Among these were the divisions of the 
doorkeepers, among the head-men, 
as to the charges together with their 
brethren, for performing the service 
in the house of Jehovah. 

13 And they cast lots, the small as 
well as the great, according to their 

14 fathers’ houses, for every gate. And 
the lot eastward fell to Shelemiah ; 
and they cast lots for Zeehariah his 
son, a wise counsellor, and his lot 

15 came out northward; to Obed-Edom 
southward; and to his sons the store- 

16 house. To Shuppim and Hosab west¬ 
ward, with the gate Shallecheth, by 
the causeway of the ascent, watch 

17 against watch. Eastward were six 
Levites, northward four a day, south¬ 
ward foui* a day, and in the store- 

18 house tw T o [and] two. At the portico a 
westward, four at the causeway, two 

19 at the portico. These are the divi¬ 
sions of the doorkeepers among the 
sons of the Korahites and among 
the sons of Merari. 

30 And the Levites: Ahijah was over 
the treasures of the house of God, and 
over the treasures of the dedicated 

21 things. The sons of Laadan, the sons 
of the Gershonites of Laadan, chief 
fathers of Laadan the Gershonite: 

22 Jehieli; the sonsof Jehieli: Zetham, 
and Joel his brother, over the trea¬ 
sures of the house of Jehovah. 

23 As to the Amramites, the Jizhar- 
ites, the Hebronites, the Uzzielites. 

24 ... And Shebuel the son of Gershom, 
the son of Moses, was overseer of the 

36 treasures. And his brethren, of Eli- 
ezer: Rehabiah his son, and Isaiah 
his son, and Joram his son, and 
Zichri his son, and Shelomith his 

2C son. This Shelomith and his breth¬ 
ren were over all the treasures of the 
dedicated things, which king David,, 
and the chief fathers, the captains

OftheHebron- 
ites, Hashabiah and his brethren, 
men of valour, a thousand and seven 
hundred, for the administration of 
Israel on this side Jordan westward, 
for all tlie business of Jehovah and for 

81 the service of the king. Of the Hebron- 
ites was Jerijah the head ; (as to the 
Hebronites, according to their fami¬ 
lies w according to the fathers: in

52 valour at Jnazer in Gilead ;) and his 
brethren, men of valour, two thou¬ 
sand seven hundred chief fathers, 
whom king David made rulers over 
the Rcuhenites and the Gadites and 
the half tribe of the Manassites, for 
every matter pertaining to God, and 
the affairs of the king. 

XXVII. And [these] are the children 
of Israel after their number, the chief 
lathers and captains ol thousands and 
hundreds, and their officers * that 
served the king in every matter of 
the divisions, which came in and 
went out month by month through¬ 
out the months of the year; in every 
division were twenty-four thousand. 

2 Over the first division for the first 
month was Jashobeam the son of 
Zubdiol; and in his division were 

8 twenty-four thousand. He was of 
the children of Pherez, the head of 
all the captains of the hosts for the 
first month.

7 The fourth for the fourth month 
was Asaliel the brother of Joab, and 
Zebadiah liis son after him; and in 
his division were twenty-four thou¬ 
sand. 

0 The fifth for the fifth month was 
the captain Shamhuth the Jizrahite; 
and in his division were twenty-four 
thousand. 

8 The sixth for the sixth month was 
Ira the son of Ikkesli the Tekoite ; 
and in his division were twenty-four 
thousand. 

10 The seventh for the seventh month 
was Helez the Pelonite, of the chil¬ 
dren of Ephraim; and in his division 
were twenty-four’ thousand. 

11 The eighth for the eighth month 
was Sibbeehai the Hushatliite, of the 
Zarhites; and in his division were 
twenty-four thousand. 

12 The ninth for the ninth month was 
Abiezer the Anathothite, of the Ben- 
jaminites; and in his division were 
twenty-four thousand. 

18 The tenth for the tenth month was 
Maharai the Netophathite, of the 
Zarhites; and in his division were 
twenty-four thousand. 

14 The eleventh for the eleventh 
month was Benaiah the Pirathonite, 
of the children of Ephraim; and in 
his division were twenty-four thou¬ 
sand. 

16 The twelfth for tlie twelfth month 
was Heldai the Netophathite, of 
Othniel; and in his division were 
twenty-four thousand.

These were the princes of the tribes 
of Israel. 

23 And David took not their number 
from twenty years old and under; 
for Jehovah had said he would in¬ 
crease Israel as the stars of heaven. 

24 Joab the son of Zeruiah began to num¬ 
ber, but he did not finish ; and there 
fell wrath for it upon Israel; and the 
number was not put in the account 
of the chronicles of king David. 

25 And over the king’s treasures was 
Azmaveth the son of Adiel ; and 
over the storehouses in the coun¬ 
try, in the cities, and in the vil¬ 
lages, and in the towers was Jonathan 

26 the son of Uzziah. And over them 
that worked in the field for tillage of 
the ground was Ezri the son of Che- 

27 lub. And over the vineyards was 
Shimei the Ramathite; and over 
what was in the vineyards of stores 
of wine was Zabdi the Shiphmite: 

28 and over tlie olive-trees and the sy¬ 
camore-trees 2 that were in the low¬ 
land 4 was Baal-hanan the Gederite; 
and over the cellars of oil was Joasli. 

20 And over the herds that fed in Sha¬ 
ron 11 was Shitrai the Sharonite ; and 
over the herds in the valleys was

80 Shaphat the son of Adlai. And over 
the camels was Obil the Ishmaelite ; 
and over the asses was Jehdiah the 

31 Meronothite. And over the flocks 
was Jaziz the Hagarite. All these 
were comptrollers of the substance 
which was king David’s. 

32 And Jonathan, David’s uncle, was 
counsellor, a wise man, and a scribe ; 
and Jehiel the son of Hachmoni w*as 

83 with the king’s sons; and Ahithophel 
was the king's counsellor; and Hu- 
shai the Archite was the king's 

34 friend; and after Ahithophel was 
Jehoiada the son of Benaiah, and 
Abiathar; and Joab was captain of 
the king’s army. 

XXVIII. And David assembled all 
the princes of Israel, the princes 
of the tribes, and the princes of the 
divisions that ministered to the king, 
and the captains over thousands, and 
the captains over hundreds, and the 
comptrollers of all the substance and 
possessions of the king and of his 
sons, with the chamberlains, c and 
the mighty men, and all the men of 
2 valour, unto Jerusalem. And king 
David stood up upon his feet, and 
said, Hear me, my brethren and my 
people ! I had in my heart to build 
a house of rest for the ark of the cove¬ 
nant of Jehovah and for the foot¬ 
stool of our God, and I have prepared 
8 to build. But God said to me. Thou 
shalt not build a house unto my name, 
for thou art a man of war, and hast 

4 shed blood. And Jehovah the God of 
Israel chose me out of all the house 
of my father to be king over Israel for 
ever; for lie has chosen Judah to be 
the prince ; and of the house of Ju¬ 
dah, the house of my father; and 
among the sons of my father he took 
pleasure in me to make me king over 

5 all Israel; and of all my sons, (for 
Jehovah has given me many sons.) 
he has chosen Solomon my son to sit

0 Jehovah over Israel. And he said 
to me, Solomon thy son, he shall 
build my house and my courts; for I 
have chosen him to be my son, and 

7 I will be his father. And I will esta¬ 
blish his kingdom for ever, if he be 
firm to do my commandments and 

6 mine ordinances, as at this day. And 
now in the sight of all Israel, the con¬ 
gregation of Jehovah, and in the 
audience of our God,—keep and seek 
for all the commandments of Jeho¬ 
vah your God ; that ye may possess 
the good land, and leave it as an in¬ 
heritance to your children after you 

9 for ever. And thou, Solomon my 
son, know d the God of thy father, 
and serve him with a perfect heart and 
with a willing mind; for Jehovah 
searches all hearts, and discerns all 
the imaginations of the thoughts. 
If thou seek him, he will be found of 
thee; but if thou forsake him, he 

10 will cut thee off for ever. Consider 
now, that Jehovah has chosen thee 
to build a houso for the sanctuary: 
be strong, and do [it]. 

11 And David gave to Solomon his 
son the pattern of the porch, and of 
its houses, and of its treasuries, and 
of its upper chambers, and of its 
inner chambers, and of the house of 

12 the mercy-seat; and the pattern of 
all that he had by the .Spirit, of the 
courts of the house of Jehovah, and of 
all the chambers round about, for the 
treasuries of tho house of God, and for 
the treasuries of the dedicated things; 

13 and for the courses of the priests and 
the Levites, and for all the work of 
the service of the house of Jehovah, 
uud for all the instruments of service 

14 in the house of Jehovah: gold by 
weight for [things] of gold, for all 
utensils of each kind of service; 
for all utensils of silver, by weight, for 
all utensils of each kind of service; 

16 and the weight of the golden candle¬ 
sticks, and of their golden lamps, by 


weight for every candlestick, and for 
its lamps; and for the silver candle¬ 
sticks, by weight, for the candlestick 
and for its lamps, according to the 

16 use of every candlestick; and gold by 
weight for the tables of the [loaves] 
to be set in rows, for every table; 
and silver for the tables of silver; 

17 and pure gold for the forks, and the 
bowls, and the goblets; and for the 
golden basons 0 by weight for every 
bason; and for the silver basons by 

18 weight for every bason ; and for the 
altar of incense, refined gold by 
weight; and the pattern of the cha¬ 
riot of the cherubim of gold, which 
spread out [their wings] and cover 
the ark of the covenant of Jehovah. 

19 All this [said David,] in writing, by 
Jehovah’s hand upon me, instructing 
as to all tho works of the pattern. 

20 And David said to Solomon his 
son, Be strong and courageous, and 
do it; fear not nor be dismayed : for 
Jehovah Elohim, my God, will be 
with thee; he will not leave thee, 
neither forsake thee, until all the 
work for the service of the house of 

21 Jehovah is finished. And behold, 
the courses 1 of the priests and the 
Levites are for all the service of 
the house of God; and thou hast 
with thee for all manner of work¬ 
manship every willing man, skilful 
for every sort of service ; and the 
princes and all the people are wholly 
at thy commandment. 

XXIX. And king David said to all 
the .congregation, Solomon my son, 
the one whom God has chosen, is 
young and tender, and the work 
is great; for this palace is not to be 
for man, but for Jehovah Elohim. 
2 And I have prepared according to all 
my power for the house of my God 
gold for [things of] gold, and silver 
for [things of] silver, and brass for 
[things of] brass, iron for [things of] 
iron, and wood for [things of] wood; 
onyx stones, and [stones] to be set,

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glistering stones, and of divers 
colours, and all manner of precious 
stones, and white marble in abun¬ 
dance. And moreover,in my affection 
for the house of my God I have given 
of my own property of gold and silver, 
for the house of my God, over and 
above all that I have prepared for the 
4 house of the sanctuary : three thou¬ 
sand talents of gold, of the gold of 
Ophir, and seven thousand talents 
of refined silver, to overlay the walls of 
6 the houses; gold for [things of] gold, 
and silver for [things of] silver, and 
for all manner of work by the hands 
of artificers. And who is willing to 
offer 8 to Jehovah this day ? 

6 And the chief fathers and princes 
of the tribes of Israel, and the cap¬ 
tains of thousands aud of hundreds, 
and the comptrollers of the king’s 

7 business, offered willingly. And they 
gave for the service of the house 
of God five thousand talents aud 
ten thousand darics h of gold, and ten 
thousand talents of silver, and eigh¬ 
teen thousand talents of brass, and 
one hundred thousand talents of 

8 iron. And they with whom stones 
were found gave [them] to the trea¬ 
sure of the house of Jehovah, into 
the hand of Jeliiel the Gershonite. 

9 And the people rejoiced because they 
offered willingly, for with perfect 
heart they offered wiilingly to Jeho¬ 
vah ; and David the king also rejoiced 
with great joy. 

10 And David blessed Jehovali in the 
sight of all the congregation; and 
David said, Blessed be thou, Jeliovah, 
the God of our father Israel, for ever 

11 and ever. Thine, Jehovah,is the great¬ 
ness, and the power, and the glory, 
and the splendour, and the majesty; 
for all that is in the heavens and on 
the earth is thine : thine, Jehovah, is 
the kingdom, and thou art exalted 

12 as Head above all; and riches and 
glory are of thee, and thou rulest 
over everything; and in thy hand is 
power and might; and in tliy hand 


13 it is to make all great and strong. And 
now, our God, we thank thee, and 

14 praise thy glorious name. But who 
am I, and what is my people, that we 
should be able to offer willingly after 
this manner? for all is of thee, and 
of that which is from thy hand have 

15 we given thee. For we are strangers 
before thee, and sojourners, as all our 
fathers: our days on the earth are as 
a shadow, and there is no hope [of 

16 life]. Jehovah our God, all this store 
that we have prepared to build thee 
a house to thy holy name, is of thy 

17 hand, and is all thine own. And I 
know, my God, that thou triest the 
heart, and hast pleasure in upright¬ 
ness. In the uprightness of my heart 
have I willingly offered all these 
things; and now have I seen with 
joy thy people, which are present 

18 here, offer willingly to thee. Je¬ 
hovah, God of Abraham, of Isaac, 
and of Israel, our fathers, keep this 
for ever in the imagination of the 
thoughts of the heart of thy people. 

19 and direct then* hearts to thee l And 
give to Solomon my son a perfect 
heart, to keep thy commandments, 
thy testimonies, and thy statutes, and 
to do all, and to build the palace, for 
which I have made provision. 

20 And David said to all the congre¬ 
gation, Bless now Jehovah your God. 
And all the congregation blessed Je¬ 
hovah the God of their fathers, and 
bow'ed down their heads, and did 
homage to Jehovah and the king. 

21 And they sacrificed sacrifices to Je¬ 
hovah, and offered up burnt-offerings 
to Jehovah, on the morrow after that 
day: a thousand bullocks, a thou¬ 
sand rams, a thousand lambs, with 
their drink-offerings, and sacrifices 

aa in abundance for all Israel. And 
they ate and drank before Jehovah 
on that day with great joy. And they 
made Solomon the son of David king 
the second time, and anointed him 
to Jehovah to be prince, and Zadok 
to be priest.

24 obeyed him. And all the princes, 
and the mighty men, and all the sons 
likewise of king David, submitted 
themselves to Solomon the king. 

25 And Jehovah magnified Solomon ex¬ 
ceedingly in the sight of all Israel, 
and bestowed upon him royal majesty 
such as had not been on any king 
before him in Israel. 

26 Now David the son of Jesse reigned 

37 over all Israel. And the time that 

he reigned over Israel was forty 


years : he reigned seven years in 
Hebron, and he reigned thirty-three 
28 years in Jerusalem. And he died in 
a good old age, full of dayB, riches, 
and honour; and Solomon his son 
reigned in his stead. 

20 And the acts of David the king, 
first and last, behold, they are written 
in the book 1 of Samuel the seer, and 
in the book 1 of Nathan the prophet, 
30 and in the book 1 of Gad the seer, with 
all his reign and his might, and the 
times that passed over him, and over 
Israel, and over all the kingdoms of 
the countries.

THE SECOND BOOK OF THE 

CHRONICLES. 


I. And Solomon the son of David was 
strengthened in his kingdom, and 
Jehovah his God was with him and 
magnified him exceedingly. 

2 And Solomon spoke to all Israel, 
to the captains of thousands and of 
hundreds, and to the judges, and 
to all the princes of all Israel, the 

3 chief fathers ; and Solomon, and all 
the congregation with him, went to 
the high place at Gibeon; for there 
was God’s tent of meeting which 
Moses the servant of Jehovah had 

4 made in the wilderness. But the ark 
of God had David brought up from 
Kirjath-jearim to the [place] that 
David had prepared for it; for he had 
spread a lent for it at Jerusalem. 

r ’ And Iho brazen altar that Bezaleel 
the son of Uri, the son of Hur, hud 
made, was there before the tabernacle 
of Jehovah ; and Solomon and the 

a congregation sought unto it. And 
Solomon offered there upon the bra¬ 
zen altar before Jehovah which was 
at the tent of meeting ; and he 


offered up a thousand burnt-offerings 
upon it. 

7 In that night God appeared to 
Solomon, and said to him, Ask what 

0 I shall give thee. And Solomon said 
to God, Thou hast shewn unto David 
my father great loving-kindness, and 
hast made me king in his stead. 

e Now, Jehovah Elohim, let thy word 
unto David my father be firm; for 
thou hast made me king over a peo¬ 
ple numerous as the dust of the earth. 

10 Give me now wisdom and knowledge, 
that I may go out and come in before 
this people ; for who can judge this 

11 thy great people ? And God said to 
Solomon, Because this was in thy 
heart, and thou hast not asked riches, 
wealth, or honour, 11 nor the life of 
them that hate thee, neither yet hast 
asked long life; but hast asked for 
thyself wisdom and knowledge, that 
thou mayest judge my people, over 

12 whom I have made thee king: wis¬ 
dom and knowledge are granted unto 
thee ; and I will give thee riches and 


* Or * glory.’ 
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wealth and honour,* such as none of 
the kings have had that have been 
before thee, neither shall any after 
thee have the like. 

13 Then Solomon came back b [from] 
the high place at Gibeon to Jerusa¬ 
lem, from before the tent of meeting, 
and reigned over Israel. 

14 And Solomon gathered chariots 
and horsemen; and he had a thou¬ 
sand four hundred chariots and 
twelve thousand horsemen ; and he 
placed them in the chariot-cities, and 

15 with the king at Jerusalem. And 
the king made silver and gold in 
Jerusalem as stones, and cedars made 
he as the sycamores that are in the 

16 lowland 0 for abundance. And the ex¬ 
portation of horses that Solomon had 
was from Egypt: a caravan of the 
king’s merchant fetched a drove [of 

17 horses] at a price. And they fetched 
up ana brought forth out of Egypt a 
chariot for six hundred [shekels] of 
silver, and a horse for a hundred and 
fifty; and so they brought [them] by 
their means, for all the kings of the 
Hittites and for the kings of Sjuia. 

II. And Solomon purposed to build d a 
house for the name of Jehovah, and 

8 a house for his kingdom. And Solo¬ 
mon numbered seventy thousand 
men to bear burdens, and eighty 
thousand stone-masons in the moun¬ 
tain, and three thousand six hundred 
to superintend them. 

3 And Solomon sent to Huram king 
of Tyre, saying, As thou didst deal 
with David my father, and didst send 
him cedars to build him a house to 

4 dwell therein [so do for me]. Be¬ 
hold, I build a house unto the name 
of Jehovah my God to dedicate it to 
him, to bum before him sweet in- 
cense, and for the continual arrange¬ 
ment [of the shewbread], and for the 
morning and evening burnt-offerings 
[and] on the sabbaths and on the new 
moons, and on the set feasts of Jeho- 

vah our God. This is [an ordinance] 

6 for ever to Israel. And the house 
that I will build is great; for great 

6 is our God above all gods. But who is 
able to build him a house, seeing the 
heavens and the heaven of heavens 
cannot contain him? And who am 

I that I should build him a house, 
except to bum sacrifice* before him ? 

7 And now send me a man skilful to 
work in gold, and in silver, and in 
bronze, and in iron, and in purple 
and crimson and blue, and experi¬ 
enced in carving, besides the skilful 
men that are with me in Judah and 
in J erusalem, whom David my father 

8 provided. Send me also cedar-trees, 
cypress-trees, and sandal-wood trees, 
out of Lebanon ; for I know that thy 
servants are experienced in cutting 
timber in Lebanon ; and behold, my 
servants shall be with thy servants, 

9 even to prepare me timber in abun¬ 
dance : for the house that I build shall 

10 be great and wonderful. And behold, 

I will give to thy servants the hewors 
that fell timber, twenty thousand 
measures of beaten wheat,and twenty 
thousand measures of barley, and 
twenty thousand baths of wine, 
and twenty thousand baths of oil. 

11 And Huram king of Tyre answer¬ 
ed* in writing, which he sent to 
Solomon, Because Jehovah loved his 
people, he made thee king over them. 

32 And Huram said, Blessed be Jeho¬ 
vah the God of Israel, that made the 
heavens and the earth, who has given 
to David the king a wise son, endued 
with prudence and understanding, 
who will build a house for Jehovah 

19 and a house for his kingdom. And 
now, I send a skilful man, endued 

14 with understanding, Huram Abi,& the 
son of a woman of the daughters of 
Dan, and whose lather was a man 
of Tyre, experienced in working in 
gold, and in silver, in bronze, in iron, 
in stone, and in timber, in purple, in

and for doing any manner of engrav¬ 
ing, and for inventing every device 
which shall be put to him, besides 
thy skilful men, and the skilful men 
15 of my lord David thy father. And 
now the wheat and the barley, the 
oil and the wine, which my lord hath 
spoken of, let him send unto his ser- 
10 vants. And we will cut wood out of 
Lebanon, as much as thou shalt need; 
and we will bring it to thee [in] floats 
by sea to Joppa, and thou shalt 
carry it up to Jerusalem. 

17 And Solomon numbered all the 
strangers that were in the land of 
Israel, after the account that David 
his father had taken of them, and 
there were lbund a hundred and fifty- 
1H three thousand six hundred. And 
he set seventy thousand of them to 
be bearers of burdens, and eighty 
thousand to be stone-masons in the 
mountains, and three thousand six 
hundred overseers to set the people 
to work. 

HI. And Solomon began to build the 
house of Jehovah at Jerusalem on 
mount Moriah, 1 'where lie appeared' 
to Da vid his father, in the place that 
David had prepared in the threshing- 
2 floor of Oman the Jebusite. And he 
began to lmild on the second of the 
second mouth, in the fourth year of 
his reign. 

8 And this was Solomon’s founda¬ 
tion for the construction of the house 
of God. The length by cubits after 
the first measure was sixty cubits, 

4 and the breadth twenty cubits. And 
the porch which was in frout was 
twenty cubits in length, in front of 
the house broadways, and the height 
was a hundred and twenty; and he 
overlaid it within with pure gold. 

6 And the greater house he boarded 
with cypress-wood, which he over¬ 
laid will) fine gold, and set on it palni- 
0 trees 1 * and chains. And lie overlaid

the house with precious stones for 
beauty; and the gold was gold of 
7 Parvaim. And he covered the house, 
the beams, the threshold, and its 
walls, and its doors with gold, and 
engraved cherubim on the walls. 

6 And he made the house of the 
most holy place, 1 the length of which 
was according to the breadth of the 
house, twenty cubits, and its breadth 
twenty cubits; and lie covered it 
with fine gold, amounting to six hun- 
9 dred talents. And the weight of the 
nails was fifty shekels of gold. And 
he covered the upper chambers with 
gold. 

10 And in the house of the most holy 
place he made two cherubim of 
image work, and they overlaid them 

11 with gold. And the wings of the 
cherubim were twenty cubits long: 
one wing of five cubits touched the 
wall of the house; and the other 
wing of five cubits touched the wing 

12 of the other cherub. And tbe wing of 
the other cherub of five cubits touched 
the wall of the house, and the other 
wing was five cubits joining the wing 

13 of the other cherub. The wings of 
these cherubim spread forth were 
twenty cubits; and they stood on 
their feet, and their faces were toward 

14 the house. And he made the veil of 
Clue, and purple, and crimson, and 
byssufi, and made cherubim upon it. 

15 And before the house lie made two 
pillars thirty-five cubits long; and 
the capital that was on the top of 

lc each of them was five cubits. Aud 
he made chains [as] iu the oracle, 1 " 
aud he put them on the top of 
the pillars; and he made a hundred 
pomegranates, and put them on the 

17 chains. And he set up the pillars in 
frout of the temple, oue on the right 
hand and the other on the left; and 
he called the name of that on the 
right Jachin, and the name of that 
on the left Boaz.

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IV. And lie made a brazen altar: 
its length was twenty cubits, and its 
breadth twenty cubits, and its height 
ten cubits. 

2 And he made the sea, molten, ten 
cubits from brim to brim, round all 
about; and its height was five cubits; 
and a line of thirty cubits encorn- 

8 passed it round about. And under 
it was the similitude of oxen, encom¬ 
passing it round about, ten in a cubit 
enclosing the sea round about, two 
rows of oxen, cast when it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen, three look¬ 
ing toward the north, and three look¬ 
ing toward the west, and three looking 
toward the south, and three look¬ 
ing toward the east; and the sea was 
above upon them, and all their hinder 

5 parts were inward. And its thickness 
was a hand-breadth, and its brim like 
the work of the brim of a cup, with 
lily-blossoms; in capacity it held 
three thousand baths. n 

c And he made ten lavers, and put 
five on the right and five on the left, 
to wash in them: they rinsed in 
them what they prepared for the 
burnt-offering; and the sea was for 
the priests to wash in. 

7 And he made ten candlesticks of 
gold according to the ordinance re- 
sjiecting them, and set them in the 
temple, five on the right hand and 
five on the left. 

8 And he made ten tables, and placed 
them in the temple, five on the right 
hand and five on the left. And he 
made a hundred golden bowls. 

0 And he made the court of the 
priests, and the great court, 0 and 
doors for the court, 0 and overlaid 

10 the doors thereof with bronze. And 
he set the sea on the right side east- 

11 ward, over against the south. And 
Hurarn made the pots and the sho¬ 
vels and the bowls. 

So Hurarn ended doing the work 
that he made for king Solomon in 

13 the house of God: two pillars, and the

In the plaint of the 
Jordan did the king cast them, in 
the clay-ground between Succoth and 

18 Zeredathah. And Solomon made all 
these vessels in great number; for 
the weigiit of the brass was not as¬ 
certained. 

19 And Solomon made all the vessels 
that were [in] the house of God : the 
golden altar; and the tables whereon 

20 was the shew-bread; and the candle¬ 
sticks with their lamps to bum ac¬ 
cording to the ordinance before the 

21 oracle, of pure gold; and the flowers, 
and the lamps, and the tongs, of gold 

23 (it was perfect gold), and the knives, 
and the bowls, and the cups, and the 
censers, 1, of pure gold; and the en¬ 
trance of the house, the inner folding- 
doors thereof for the most holy place, 
and the doors of the house, of the 
temple, of gold. 

V. And all the work was finished that 
Solomon made for the house of Jeho¬ 
vah. And Solomon brought in the 
things that David his father had 
dedicated; and the silver, and the 
gold, and all the vessels he put among 
the treasures of the house of God. 

3 Then Solomon assembled the el 
ders of Israel, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the princes of the fathers 
of the children of Israel, to Jerusalem,

11 And it came to pass when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place (for all the priests that were 
present were hallowed without ob- 

12 serving the courses; and the Levites 
the singers, all they of Asaph, of He- 
man, of Jeduthun, with their sons and 
their brethren, clad in byssus, with 
cymbals and lutes and harps, stood at 
tlio east end of the altar, and with 
them a hundred and twenty priests 

w souuding with trumpets),—it came to

VII. And when Solomon had ended 
praying, the fire came down from 
the heavens and consumed the burnt- 
offering and the sacrifices; and the 
glory of Jehovah filled the house. 
2 And the priests could not enter into 
the house of Jehovah, because the 
glory of Jehovah filled Jehovah’s 
0 house. And all the children of Israel 
saw how the fire came down, and the 
glory of Jehovah upon the house, and 
bowed themselves with their faces to 
the ground on the pavement, and 
worshipped and thanked Jehovah: 
For he is good, for his loving-kind¬ 
ness [endureth] for ever. 

4 And the king and all the people of- 

5 fered sacrifices before Jehovah. And 
king Solomon sacrificed a sacrifice 
of twenty-two thousand oxen, and a 
hundred and twenty thousand sheep. 
So the king and all the people dedi- 

6 eated the house of God. And the 
priests stood in their charges, and 
the Levites with Jehovah’s instru-

king had made to praise Jehovah, 
for his loving-kindness [endureth] for 
ever, when David praised by their 
means; and the priests sounded the 
trumpets opposite to them, and all 
7 Israel stood. And Solomon hallowed 
the middle of the court that was be¬ 
fore the house of Jehovah; for there 
he offered the burnt-offerings, and 
the fat of the peace-offerings, because 
the brazen altar which Solomon had 
made was not able to receive the 
burnt-offerings and the oblations and 
the fat. 

0 And at that time Solomon held the 
feast seven daj's, and all Israel with 
him, a very great congregation, from 
the entrance of Hamath unto the tor- 
9 rent of Egypt. And on the eighth 
day they held a solemn assembly; 
for they kept the dedication of the 
altar seven days, and the feast seven 

10 days. And on the three and twen¬ 
tieth day of the seventh month he 
sent the people away to their tents, 
joj’ful and glad of heart for the good¬ 
ness that Jehovah had done to David 
and to Solomon, and to Israel his 
people. 

11 And Solomon completed the house 
of Jehovah, and the king’s house; 
and all that came into Solomon’s 
heart to make in the house of Jeho¬ 
vah, and in his own house, he did 
prosperously. 

19 Then Jehovah appeared to Solomon 
by night, and said to him: I have 
heard thy prayer, and I have chosen 
for myself this place for a house of 

10 sacrifice. If I shut up the heavens 
that there be no rain, or if I command 
the locust to devour the land, or if 
I send pestilence among my people; 

14 and my people, who are called by 
my name, humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from the heavens, and forgive 

16 their sin, and heal them land. Now 
mine eyes shall be open, and mine 
ears attentive to the prayer {made] 


ltf in this place ; for I have now chosen 
and hallowed this house, that my 
name may be there for ever; and 
mine eyes and my heart shall be 
17 there perpetually. And as for thee, 
if thou wilt walk before me, as David 
thy father walked, to do according to 
all that I have commanded thee, and 
wilt keep my statutes and mine ordi- 
10 nances, then will I establish the 
throne of thy kingdom, according as 
I have covenanted with David thy 
father, saying, There shall not fail 

19 thee a man to rule over Israel. But 
if ye turn away and forsake my sta¬ 
tutes and my commandments which 
I have set before you, and go and 
serve other gods and worship them; 

20 then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of my land which I have 
given them; and this house, which 
I have hallowed to my name, will I 
cast out of my sight, and will make 
it a proverb .and a byword among all 

21 peoples. And this house, which is 
high, shall be an astonishment to 
every one that passes by it; so that 
he shall say, Why has Jehovah done 
thus to this land and to this house ? 

** And they shall say, Because they 
forsook Jehovah the God of their 
fathers, who brought them forth out 
of the land of Egypt, and have at¬ 
tached themselves to other gods, and 
have worshipped them ajid served 
them, therefore he has brought upon 
them all this evil. 

VIII. And it came to pass at the end 
of twenty 3 ’ears, when Solomon had 
built the house of Jehovah and his 
8 own house, that the cities which 
Huram had given to Solomon, Solo¬ 
mon built them and caused the chil- 
8 dren of Israel to dwell there. And 
Solomon went to Hamath-Zobah, 
4 and overcame it. And he built Tad- 
mor, in the wilderness, and all the 
store-cities, which he built in Ha- 
6 math. And he built upper Beth- 
Horon and lower Beth-Horon, forti¬ 
fied cities, with walls, gates, and bars; 
G and Boalafch, and all the store-cities 
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that Solomon bad, and all the cities 
for chariots, and the cities for the 
horsemen, and all that Solomon de¬ 
sired to build in Jerusalem, and on 
Lebanon, and in all the land of his 

7 dominion. All the people that were 
left of the Ilittites, and the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, 
and the Jebusites, who were not of 

8 Israel, their children that were left 
after them in the land, whom the 
children of Israel had not destroyed, 
upon them did Solomon impose tri- 

0 hute-scrvice b until this day. But of 
the children of Israel, of them did 
Solomon make no bondmen for his 
work; hut they were men of war, 
ami chief of his captains, and captains 
of his chariots and his horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Solomon’s superintendents, two hun¬ 
dred and fifty, that ruled over the 
people. 

11 And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city 
of David to the house which he had 
built for her; for lie said, My wife 
shall not dwell in the house of David 
king of Israel, because the [places] are 
holy to which the ark of Jehovah 
has come. 

18 Thou Solomon offered up burnt- 
offerings to Jehovah on the altar of 
Jehovah, which lie had built before 

13 the porch ; even as the duty of every 
day required, offering according to 
the commandment of Moses, on the 
sabbaths, and on the new moons, and 
at the set feasts, three times in the 
year,—at the feast of unleavened 
bread, and at the feast of weeks, and 

11 at the feast of tabernaclos. And be 
appointed, according to the ordinance 
oi David his father, the divisions of 
the priests for their service, and the 
Levites for their charges, to praise 
and serve before the priests, as the 
duty of every day required; and 
the doorkeepers by their divisions 
at every gate : for such was the com¬ 
mandment of David the man of God ; 


15 and they did not depart from the com¬ 
mandment of the king to the priests 
and the Levites concerning any mat¬ 
ter, nor concerning the treasures. 

lG And all the work of Solomon was 
prepared, to the day of the founda¬ 
tion of the house of Jehovah and to 
its completion. [So] the house of 
Jehovah was finished. 

17 Then went Solomon to Ezion-geber, 
and to Eloth, on the sea-shore in the 

19 land of Edom. And Huram sent 
him by his servants ships, and ser¬ 
vants that had knowledge of the sea; 
and they went w’itli the servants of 
Solomon to Opliir, and fetched thence 
four hundred and fifty talents of gold, 
and brought them to king Solomon. 

IX. And the queen of Sheba heard of 
the fame of Solomon, and came to 
Jerusalem to prove Solomon with 
enigmas; with a very great train, 
and camels that bore spices and gold 
in great abundance, and precious 
stones; and she came to Solomon, 
and spoke with him of all that was in 

2 her heart. And Solomon explained 
to her all she spoke of, and there was 
not a thing hidden from Solomon 
that he did not explain to her. 

3 And when the queen of Sheba saw 
the wisdom of Solomon, and the 

4 house that he had built, and the food 
of his table, and the deportment of 
his servants, and the order of service 
of his attendants and their apparel, 
and his cupbearers and their apparel, 
and his ascent by which he went up 
to the house of Jehovah, there was 

6 no more spirit in her. And she said 
to the king, It was a true report that 
I heard in mine own land of thine 

0 affairs and of thy wisdom ; but I gave 
no credit to their words, until I came 
and mine eyes had seen; and be¬ 
hold, the half of the greatness of thy 
wisdom was not told me : thou ex- 
ceedest the report that I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy are 
these thy servants, who stand con¬ 
tinually before thee and hear thy

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0 wisdom! Blessed be Jehovah thy 
God, who delighted in thee, to set 
thee on his throne, to be king to Je¬ 
hovah thy God! Because thy God 
loved Israel, to establish them for 
ever, therefore did he make thee 
king over them, to do judgment and 
justice. 

9 And - she gave the king a hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and spices 
in very great abundance, and precious 
stones; neither was there any such 
spice as that which the queen of Sheba 

10 gave to king Solomon. (And the ser¬ 
vants also of Huram, and the servants 
of Solomon, who brought gold from 
Ophir, brought sandal-wood and pre- 

11 cious stones. And the king made of 
the sandal-wood stairs for the house 
of Jehovah, and for the king’s house, 
and harps and lutes for the singers. 
And there were none such seen before 

12 in the land of Judah.) And king 
Solomon gave to the queen of Sheba 
all her desire, whatever she asked, 
besides what she had brought to the 
king. And she turned and went to 
her own land, she and her servants. 

13 And the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one year was six hun¬ 
dred and sixty-six talents of gold, 

14 besides [what] dealers and merchants 
brought, and [what] all the kings of 
Arabia and the governors of the 
country brought of gold and silver 

15 to Solomon. And king Solomon 
made two hundred targets of beaten 
gold,—he applied six hundred [she¬ 
kels] of beaten gold to one target; 

16 and three hundred shields of beaten 
gold, — he applied tliree hundred 
[shekels] of gold to one shield ; and 
the king put them in the house of the 

17 forest of Lebanon. And the king 
made a great throne of ivory, and 

10 overlaid it with pure gold ; and the 
throne had six steps, with a footstool 
of gold fastened to the throne; and 
there were arms on each side at the 
place of the seat, and two lions stood 

19 beside the arms; and twelve lions

stood there on the one side and on 
the other upon the six steps : there 
was not the like made in any king- 

20 dom. And all king Solomon’s drink¬ 
ing vessels were of gold, and all the 
vessels of the house of the forest of 
Lebanon were of precious gold : sil¬ 
ver was not of the least account in 

21 the days of Solomon. For the king’s 
ships went to Tarshish with the ser¬ 
vants of Huram: once in three years 
came the ships of Tarshish, bringing 
gold and silver, ivory, c and apes, and 
peacocks. 

22 And king Solomon was greater 
than all the kings of the earth in 

23 riches and wisdom. And all the kings 
of the earth sought the presence of 
Solomon, to hear his wisdom, which 

24 God had put in his heart. And the}' 
brought every man his present, ves¬ 
sels of silver and vessels of gold, and 
clothing, armour, and spices, horses 
and mules, a rate year bj' year. 

25 And Solomon had four thousand 
stalls for horses and chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen; and he 
placed them in the chariot-cities, and 

26 with the king at Jerusalem. And he 
ruled over all the kings from the 
river as far as the land of the Philis¬ 
tines, and up to the border of Egypt. 

27 And the king made silver in Jerusa¬ 
lem as stones, and cedars made he 
as the sycamores that are in the 

20 lowland d for abundance. And they 

• 

brought to Solomon horses out of 
Egypt and out of all lands. 

29 And the rest of the acts of Solomon 
first and last, are they not written hi 
the words of Nathan the prophet, and 
in the prophecy of Ahijah the Sliilo- 
nite, and in the visions of Iddo e the 
seer concerning Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat? 

90 And Solomon reigned in Jerusa- 

31 lem over all Israel forty years. And 
Solomon slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in the city of David 
his father; and Rehoboam his son 
reigned in his stead.

And it came to pass 
when Jeroboam the son of Nebat

11 and whereas my father laid a heavy 
yoke upon you, I will add to your 
yoke : my father chastised you with 
whips, but I [will chastise you] with 
scorpions.* 

13 And Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Rehoboam the third day, as 


the king had appointed saying, Come 
18 again to me on the third *day. And 
the king answered them roughly; 
and king Rehoboam forsook the ad- 

14 vice of the old men, and spoke to 
them according to the advice of the 
young men, saying, My father made 
your yoke heavy, but I will add to it; 
my father chastised you with whips, 
but I [will chastise you] with scor- 

15 pions. So the king hearkened not 
to the people; for it was brought 
about by God, that Jehovah might 
give effect to his word, which he 
spoke through Ahijah the Shilonite to 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

10 And all Israel saw that the king 
hearkened not to them ; and the peo¬ 
ple answered the king saying, What 
portion have we in David ? and [we 
have] no inheritance in the son of 
Jesse : every man to your tents, O 
Israel. Now see to thine own house, 
David! And all Israel went to their 
17 tents. But as for the children of Is¬ 
rael that dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
10 Rehoboam reigned over them. And 
king Rehoboam sent Hadoram, who 
was over the levy; but the children 
of Israel stoned him with stones, 
that he died. And king Rehoboam 
hastened to mount his chariot, to fiee 
10 to Jerusalem. And Israel rebelled 
against the house of David, unto this 
day. 

XI. And Rehoboam came to Jeru¬ 
salem ; and he assembled the house 
of Judah and Benjamin, a hundred 
and eighty thousand chosen men apt 
for war, to fight against Israel, that 
ho might bring the kingdom again to 
2 Rehoboam. But the word of Jeho¬ 
vah came to Shemaiah the man of 
8 God, saying, Speak unto Rehoboam, 
the son of Solomon, king of Judah, 
and \mto all Israel in Judali and 
4 Benjamin, saying, Thus saith Jeho¬ 
vah : Go not up, nor fight with your 
brethren ; return every man to his 
house, for this thing is from me. 
And they hearkened to the words of 


{ Seo on 1 Kings xii. 11. 
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Jehovah,-and returned from going 
against Jeroboam. 

6 And Rehoboam dwelt in Jerusa¬ 
lem, and built cities for defence in 

6 Judah. And he built Bethlehem, and 

7 Etam, and Tekoa, and Beth-zur, 

6 and Soco, and Adullam, and Gath, 

9 and Mareshah, and Zipli, and Ado- 

10 raim, and Lachish, and Azekali, and 
Zorah, and Ajalon,and Hebron,which 
are in Judah and in Benjamin, forti- 

11 fied cities. And he fortified the strong¬ 
holds, and put captains* in them, and 
stores of victuals, and of oil and wine; 

12 and in every several city, targets and 
spears, and made them exceedingly 
strong. And Judah and Benjamin 
were his. 

18 And the priests and the Levites 
that were in all Israel resorted to 

14 him out of all their districts; for the 
Levites left their suburbs and their 
possessions, and came to Judah and 
Jerusalem: for Jeroboam and his 
sons had cast them off from exercis- 

15 ing the priesthood to Jehovah; and 
he ordained for himself priests for the 
high places, and for the he-goats h 
and for the calves that he had made. 

10 —And after them, those out of all 
the tribes of Israel that set their heart 
to seek Jehovah the God of Israel 
came to Jerusalem, to sacrifice to 
Jehovah the God of their fathers. 

17 And they strengthened the kingdom 
of Judah, and made Relioboam the 
son of Solomon strong three years ; 
for duiing three years they walked 
in the way of David and Solomon. 

10 And Rehoboam took Mahalath the 
daughter of Jerimoth the son of David 
as wife, [and of] Abihail the daughter 

18 of Eliab the son of Jesse. And she 
bore him children : Jeush, and She- 

20 mariah, and Zaham. And after her 
he took Maachah the daughter of 
Absalom; and she bore him Abijah, 
and Attai, and Ziza, and Shelomith. 

21 And Rehoboam loved Maachah the

daughter of Absalom above all his 
wives and his concubines; for he had 
taken eighteen wives and sixty con¬ 
cubines, and he begot twenty-eight 

22 sons and sixty daughters. And Re¬ 
hoboam established Abijah the son 
of Maachah at the head, to be ruler 
among his brethren; for [he thought] 

23 to make him king. And he dealt 
wisely, and dispersed of all his sons 
throughout all the lands of Judah 
and Benjamin, to all the fortified 
cities; and he gave them food in 
abundance. And he desired [for 
them] a multitude of wives. 

XII. And it came to pass when the 
kingdom of Rehoboam was establish¬ 
ed, and when he had become strong, 
[that] he forsook the law of Jehovah, 

2 and all Israel with him. And it 
came to pass in the fifth year of king 
Rehoboam, because they had trans¬ 
gressed* against Jehovah, that Shi- 
shak king of Egypt came up against 

8 Jerusalem, with twelve hundred 
chariots and sixty thousand horse¬ 
men ; and the people were without 
number that came with him out of 
Egypt: Libyans, Sukkites, and 

4 Ethiopians. And lie took the forti¬ 
fied cities that belonged to Judah, 
and came to Jerusalem. 

5 And Shemaiah the prophet came 
to Rehoboam and [to] the princes of 
Judah that had gathered together 
to Jerusalem because of Shishak, and 
said to them, Thus saith Jehovah: 
Ye have forsaken me, and therefore 
have I also left you in the hand of 

6 Shishak. And the princes of Israel 
and the king humbled themselves; 
and they said, Jehovah is righteous. 

7 And when Jehovah saw that they 
humbled themselves, tlie word of Je¬ 
hovah came to Shemaiah, sayiug, 
They have humbled themselves: I 
will not destroy them, but I will grant 
them a little deliverance ; k and my 
wrath shall not be poured out upon

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Jerusalem by the hand of Shishak. 
e Nevertheless they shall be Ilia ser¬ 
vants ; that they may know my 
service, and the service of the king¬ 
doms of the countries. 

9 And Shishak king of Egypt came 
up against Jerusalem, and took away 
the treasures of the house of Jehovah, 
and the treasures of the king’s house; 
he took away all; and he took away 
the shields of gold that Solomon had 

10 made. And king Rekoboam made 
in their stead shields of bronze, and 
committed them to the hands of the 
c hief of the couriers who kept the en- 

11 trance ol the king’s house. And it 
was so, that as often as the king 
entered into the house of Jehovah, 
the couriers came and fetched them, 
and brought them again into the 

la chamber of the couriers. And when 
ho humbled himself, the anger of 
Jehovah turned away from him, that 
he would not destroy him altogether; 
and also in Judah there were good 
things. 

13 Aud king Rehoboam strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem, and reigned; 
for Rehoboam was forty-one years 
old when he began to reign, and lie 
reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem, 
the city that Jehovah had chosen out 
of all the tribes of Israel, to put his 
name there : and his mother’s name 

14 was Nanmah an Ammonitess. And 
lie did evil, for he applied not his 
heart to seek Jehovah. 

16 And the acts of Rehoboam, first 
and last, are they not written in the 
words 1 of Shemaiah the prophet, and 
of Iddo the seer, in the genealogical 
registers ? And there were wars be¬ 
tween Rehoboam and Jeroboam eon- 

111 tinuully. And Rehoboam slept with 
his fathers, and was buried in the 
city of David. And Abijah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

XIII. In the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam began Abijah to reign 

3 over Judah. He reigned three years 
in Jerusalem; and his mother’s name 

was Michaiah, the daughter of Uriel 
of Gibeah. And there was war be- 

8 tween Abijah and Jeroboam. And 
Abijah began the war with an array 
of men of war, four hundred thou¬ 
sand chosen men ; and Jeroboam set 
the battle in array against him with 
eight hundred thousand chosen men, 

4 mighty men of valour. And Abijah 
stood up on the top of mount Zerua- 
raim, which is in mount Ephraim, 
and said, Hear me, Jeroboam, and 

6 all Israel! Ought ye not to know 
that Jehovah the God of Israel gave 
the kingdom over Israel to David for 
ever, to him and to his sons [by] a 

0 covenant of salt ? But Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, the servant of Solomon 
the son of David, rose up and rebelled 

7 against his lord. And vain men, 
sons of Belial, gathered to him and 
strengthened themselves against Re- 
koboam the son of Solomon, and 
Rehoboam was young and faint¬ 
hearted, and did not shew himself 

8 strong against them. And now ye 
think to shew yourselves strong 
against the kingdom of Jehovah in 
the hand of the sons of David; and 
ye are a great multitude, and ye have 
with you the golden calves that Jero- 

9 boam made you for gods. Have ye 
not cast out the priests of Jehovah, 
the sons of Aaron, and the Levites, 
and made you priests as the peoples 
of the lands ‘? whoever comes to con¬ 
secrate himself with a young bullock 
and seven rams, he becomes a priest 

10 of what is not God. m But as for 
us, Jehovah is our God, and we have 
not forsaken him; and the priests 
that serve Jehovah are the sons of 
Aaron, and the Levites are at their 

11 work: and they burn to Jehovah 
every morning and every evening 
burnt-offerings and sweet incense; 
the loaves also are set in order upon 
the pure tablo; and the candlestick 
of gold with its lamps to bum every 
evening: for we keep the charge of 
Jehovah our God; but ye have for-

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12 saken him. And behold, we have God j 
with us at our head, and his priests, i 
and the loud-sounding trumpets to; 
sound an alarm against you. Chil- I 
dren of Israel, do not fight with 
Jehovah the God of your fathers; 
for ye shall not prosper. ; 

18 But Jeroboam caused an ambush 
to come about behind them; and 
they were before Judah, and the am- 

14 bush behind them. And Judah looked j 
back, and behold, they had the battle j 
in front and behind ; and they cried 
to Jehovah, and the priests sounded 

15 with the trumpets. And the men of 
Judah gave a shout; and aB the men 
of Judah shouted, it came to pass that 
God smote Jeroboam and all Israel 

10 before Abijah and Judah. And the 
children of Israel fled before Judah ; 
and God delivered them into their 

17 hand. And Abijah and his people 
slew them with a great slaughter; 
and there fell down slain of Israel 
five hundred thousand chosen men. 

18 And the children of Israel were 
humbled at that time, and the chil¬ 
dren of Judah were strengthened, be¬ 
cause they relied upon Jehovah the 

10 God of their fathers. And Abijah 
pursued after Jeroboam, and took 
cities from him : Bethel with its de¬ 
pendent villages, and Jeshanah with 
its dependent villages, and Ephron 

20 with its dependent villages. And 
Jeroboam did not recover strength 
again in the days of Abijah; and 
Jehovah smote him, and he died. 

21 But Abijah strengthened himself, and 
took fourteen wives, and begot twen¬ 
ty-two sons and sixteen daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of Abijah, 
and his ways and his sayings, are 
written in the treatise of the prophet 
Iddo. 

XIV. And Abijah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city of 
David. And Asa his son reigned in 
his stead. In his days the land was 
quiet ten years.

* And Asa did what was good and 
right in the sight of Jehovah his 

8 God; and he took away the altars 
of the strange [gods] and the high 
places, and broke the columns, 11 and 

4 cut down the Asherahs; and com¬ 
manded Judah to seek Jehovah the 
God of their fathers, and to practise 

6 the law and the commandment. And 
he removed out of all the cities of 
Judah the high places and the sun- 
images ; and the kingdom was quiet 

6 before him. And he built fortified 
cities in Judah, for the land had rest, 
and he had no war in those years; 
because Jehovah had given him rest. 

7 And he said to Judah, Let us build 
these cities, and surround them with 
walls and towers, gates and bars, 
while the land is yet before us; for 
we have sought Jehovah our God; 
we have sought him, and he has given 
us rest on every 6ide. And they built 
and prospered. 

8 And Asa had an army that bore 
targets and spears: out of Judah 
three hundred thousand ; and out of 
Benjamin, that bore shields and drew 
the bow, two hundred and eight}- 
thousand: all these, mighty men 
of valour. 

0 And Zerah the Ethiopian 0 came out 
against him with a host of a thousand 
thousand,and three hundred chariots, 

10 and he came to Mareshah. And Asa 
went out against him, and they set 
the battle in array in the valley of 

11 Zephathah near Mareshah. And Asa 
cried unto Jehovah his God, and said, 
Jehovah, it maketh no difference to 
thee to help, whether there be much 
or no power: help us, 0 Jehovah 
our God, for we rely on thee, and in 
thy name have we come against this 
multitude. Jehovah, thou art our 
God; let not man p prevail against 

12 thee. And Jehovah smote the Ethio¬ 
pians before Asa and before Judah; 

18 and the Ethiopians fled. And Asa 
and the people that were with him 

p Heb. Enosh : see on Gen. iv. 26. 
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pursued them to Gerar; and the 
Ethiopians were overthrown, that 
none of them was left alive ; q for 
they were crushed before Jehovah 
and before his army/ And they 

14 carried away very much spoil. And 
they smote all the cities round about 
Gerar, for the terror of Jehovah came 
upon them; and they spoiled all the 
cities, for there w r as very much spoil 

15 in them. They smote also the tents 
of cattle, and earned away sheep and 
camels in abundance, and returned 
to Jerusalem. 

XV. And the Spirit of God came upon 

2 A/.uriuh the son of Oded. And he 
went out to meet Asa, and said to 
him, Hear ye me, Asa, and all Judah 
and Benjamin : Jehovah is with you 
while ye are with him; and if ye 
seek him he will be found of you, 
but if ye forsake him he will forsake 

3 you. Now for a long while B Israel 
[wus] without the true God, and 
without a teaching priest, and with- 

4 out law; but in their troublo they 
turned to Jehovah the God of Israel, 
and sought him, and he was found 

6 of them. And in those times there 
[was] no peace to him that went out 
nor to him that came in, but great 
disturbances were amongst all the ' 

6 inhabitants of the countries. And 
nation was broken against nation, 
and city against city ; for God dis¬ 
turbed them with all maimer of 

7 distress. But as for you, be firm and 
let not your hands be weak; for there 

6 is a reward for your deeds. And 
when Asa heard these words and the 
prophecy of Oded the prophet, he took 
courage, and put away the abomina¬ 
tions out of all the land of Judah and 
Benjamin, and out of the cities that 
he had taken from mount Ephraim, 
and renowed the altar of Jehovah, 
that was before the porch of Jeho- 

9 vah. And he assembled all Judah 
and Benjamin, and the strangers 
with them out of Ephraim and Ma- 


nasseh, and out of Simeon ; for they 
fell away to him out of Israel in 
abundance, when they saw that Je- 

10 hovah his God was with him. And 
they assembled themselves at Jeru¬ 
salem in the third month of the 
fifteenth year of the reign of Asa. 

11 And they sacrificed to Jehovah in 
that day, of the sjioil that they had 
brought, seven hundred oxen and 

12 seven thousand sheep. And they 
entered into a covenant to seek Je¬ 
hovah the God of their fathers with 
all their heart and with all their soul, 

18 and that whoever would not seek 
Jehovah the God of Israel should be 
put to death, whether small or great, 

14 whether man or woman. And they 
swore to Jehovah with a loud voice, 
and with shouting, and with truin- 

15 pets, and with comets. And all Ju¬ 
dah rejoiced at the oath; for they 
took the oath with all their heart, 
and sought him witli their whole 
desire, and he was found of them. 
And Jehovah gave them rest round 

16 about. And also Maaehah, the mother 
of Asa the king, he removed from 
being queen, L because she had made 
an idol for the Asherali; and Asa cut 
down her idol, and stamped it, and 

17 burned it in the valley Kidron. But 
the high places were not removed 
from Israel; only, Asa’s heart was 

18 perfect all his days. And he brought 
into the house of God the things 
which his father had dedicated, and 
the things which ho himself had 
dedicated, silver, and gold, and ves- 

19 sels. And there was no war until the 
thirty-fifth year of the reign of Asa. 

XVI. In the thirty-sixth year of the 
reign of Asa, Baasha kiug of Israel 
came up against Judah, and built 
Ramaii, in order to let none go out 
or come in to Asa king of Judah. 

2 And Asa brought out silver and. gold 
out of the treasures of the house of 
Jehovah and of the king’s house, and 
sent to Ben-hadad king of Syria, who

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8 dwelt at Damascus, saying, There is 
a league between me and thee, and 
between my father and thy father: 
behold, I send thee silver and gold; 
go, break thy league with Baasha 
king of Israel, that he may depart 

4 from me. And Ben-hadad hearken¬ 
ed to king Asa, and sent the captains 
of his forces against the cities of Is¬ 
rael ; and they smote Ijon and Dan 
and Abel-maun, and all the store- 
magazines of the cities of Naphtali. 

5 And it came to pass when Baasha 
heard of it, that he left off building 
Ramah, and let his work cease. 

6 And king Asa took all Judah; and 
they carried away the stones and the 
timber from Ramah, with which 
Baasha had been building, and he 
built with them Geba and Mizpah. 

7 And at that time Hanani the seer 
came to Asa king of Judah, and said 
unto him, Because thou hast relied 
on the king of Syria, and hast not 
relied on Jehovah thy God, therefore 
has the army of the king of Syria 

8 escaped out of thy hand. Were not 
the Ethiopians and the Libyans a 
huge army, with very many chariots 
and horsemen ? but when thou didst 
rely on Jehovah, he delivered them 

9 into thy hand. For the eyes of Je¬ 
hovah run to and fro through the 
whole earth, to shew himself strong 
in the behalf of those whose heart is 
perfect toward him. Herein thou 
hast done foolishly; for from hence* 

10 forth thou shalt have wars. And Asa 
was wroth with the seer, and put 
him in the prison ; y for he was en¬ 
raged with him because of this. And 
Asa oppressed some of the people at 
the same time. 

11 And behold the acts of Asa, first 
and last, behold, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Judah and 
Israel. 

13 And Asa in the thirty-ninth year 
of his reign was diseased in his feet, 
until his disease waB extremely great; 
yet in his disease he did not seek

13 Jehovah, but the physicians. And 
Asa slept with his fathers, and died 
in the one-and-fortieth year of his 

14 reign. And they buried him in hri 
own sepulchre, which he had ex¬ 
cavated for himself in the city of 
David, and laid him in a bed filled 
with spices, a mixture of divers 
kinds prepared by the perfumer’s art; 
and they made a very great burning 
for him. 

XVII. And Jehoshaphat his son 
reigned in his stead, and strength- 

2 ened himself against Israel. And he 
placed forces in all the fortified cities 
of Judah, and set garrisons in the 
land of Judah, and in the cities of 
Ephraim that Asa his father had 

8 taken. And Jehovah was with Je¬ 
hoshaphat, for he walked in the first 
ways of his father David, and sought 

4 not unto the Baals; but he sought the 
God of his father, and walked in his 
commandments, and not after the 

5 doings of Israel. And Jehovah estab¬ 
lished the kingdom in his hand ; and 
all Judah gave gifts to Jehoshaphat; 
and he had riches and honour in 

6 abundance. And he took courage * 
in the ways of Jehovah; moreover, 
he removed the high places and 
Asherahs out of Judah. 

7 And in the third year of his reign 
he sent his princes, Ben-hail, and 
Obadiah, and Zechariah, and Netha- 
neel, and Micah, to teach in the 

8 cities of Judah; and with them the 
Levites: Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, 
and Zebadiah, and Asahel, and She- 
miramoth, and Jonathan, and Adoni- 
jah, and Tobijah, and Tob-Adonijah, 
Levites; and with them Elishama 

0 and Jehoram, the priests. And they 
taught in Judah, and had the book 
of the law of Jehovah with them; 
and they went about through all the 
cities of Judah, and tuught among 

10 the people. And the terror of Jeho¬ 
vah was upon all the kingdoms of 
the lands that were round about 
Judah, and they made no war against

13 And Jehoshaphat waxed exceed¬ 
ing great; and he built in Judah 

13 castles and store-cities. And 
had much business y in the cities ol 
Judah ; and men of war, strong and 

14 valiant, in Jerusalem. And these 
are the numbers of them according to 
their fathers’ houses. 01 Judah the 
captains of thousands: Adnah the 
captain, and with him three hundred 

16 thousand mighty men of valour; and 
next to him was Johanan the cap¬ 
tain, and with him two hundred and 

10 eighty thousand; and next to him, 
Amasiah the son of Zichri, who 
willingly ottered himself to Jeliovali; 
and with him two hundred thousand 

17 mighty men of yalour. And of Ben¬ 
jamin : Eliada, a mighty man of 
valour, and with him two hundred 
thousand,armed with bow and shield; 

19 and next to him was Jeliozabad, and 
with him a huudred and eighty thou- 

10 sand ready prepared for war. These 
were they that waited on the king, 
besides those that the king had put 
in the fortified cities throughout 
Judah. 

XV1I1. And Jehoshaphat had riches 
and honour in abundance; and he 
allied himself with Aliab by marriage. 
8 And alter [certain] years he went 
down to Aliab, to Samaria. And Ahab 
killed 16 sheep and oxen for him in 
ubundanco, and for the people that 
were with him, and urged him to go 
8 up against Ramotli-Gilead. And 
Ahab king of Israel said to Jehoslia- 
plmt king of Judah, Wilt thou go with 
me to Uamoth-Gilead ? And he said 
to him, I nm as thou, and my people 
as thy people ; and [I will be] with 
thee in tho war. 

4 And Jehoshaphat said to the king 


of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, this 

6 day of the word of Jehovah. And 
the king of Israel assembled the pro¬ 
phets, four hundred men, and said 
to them, Shall we go against Ramotli- 
Gilead to battle, or shall I forbear ? 
And they said, Go up, and God will 

0 give it into the king’s hand. But 
Jehoshaphat said, Is there not here 
a prophet of Jehovah besides, that 

7 we might inquire of him ? , And the 
king of Israel said to Jehoshaphat, 
There is j et one man by whom we 
may inquire of Jehovah ; but I hate 
him, for he prophesies no good con¬ 
cerning me, but always evil: [it is] 
Micahthe son of Imlah. And 
Jehoshaphat said, Let not the king 
say so. 

9 Then the king of Israel called a 
chamberlain, b and said, Fetch quickly 

9 Micah the son of Imlah. And the 
king of Israel and Jehoshaphat 
the king of Judah, having put on 
their robes, sat each on hLs throne; 
and they sat in an open place at the 
entrance of the gate of Samaria ; and 
all the prophets prophesied before 

10 them. And Zedekiah the son of 
Chenaanali made for himself horns 
of iron, and ho said, Thus saith Je¬ 
hovah : With these slialt thou push 
the Syrians, until thou have exter- 

11 ruinated them. And all the prophets 
prophesied so, saying, Go up to 
ltamotli-Gilead, and prosper; for 
Jehovah will give it into the king’s 
hand. 

12 And the messenger that went to 
call Micah spoke to him saying, 
Behold, the words of the prophets 
[declare] good to the king with one 
assent: let thy word therefore, I pray 
thee, be like one of theirs, and declare 

13 good. And Micah said, As Jehovah 
liveth, even what my God shall say, 

14 that will I declare. And he came to 
the king. And the king said to him, 
Micah, shall we go against Ramotli- 
Gilead to battle, or shall I forbear ?

15 hands. And the king said to him, 
How many times shall I adjure thee 
that thou tell me nothing but truth 

16 in the name of Jehovah? And he 
said, I saw all Israel scattered upon 
the mountains, as sheep that have no 
shepherd. And Jehovah said, These 
have no master: let them return 
every man to his house in peace. 

17 And the king of Israel said to Jeho- 
shaphat, Did I not tell thee that he 
prophesies no good concerning me, 
but evil ? 

19 And he said, Hear ye therefore the 
word of Jehovah: I saw Jehovah 
sitting upon his throne, and all the 
host of heaven standing on his right 

19 hand and on his left; and Jehovah 
said, Who shall entice Ahab king of 
Israel that he may go up and fall at 
Ramoth-Gilead ? And one spoke 
saying after this manner, and another 

20 saying after that manner. And there 
came forth a spirit, and stood before 
Jehovah and said, I will entice him. 
And Jehovah said unto him, Where- 

21 with ? And he said, I will go forth, 
and will be a lying spirit in the 
mouth of all his prophets. And he 
said, Thou slialt entice [him], and 
also succeed: go forth, and do so. 

22 And now, behold, Jehovah has put a 
lying spirit in the mouth of these 
thy prophets, and Jehovali has spoken 

23 evil concerning thee. Then Zedekiah 
the son of Chenaanah went near, and 
smote Micah upon the cheek, and 
said, Which way now went the Spirit 
of Jehovah from me to speak to thee ? 

24 And Micah said, Behold, thou shalt 
see on that day when thou shalt go 
from chamber to chamber to hide 

25 thyself. And the king of Israel said, 
Take ye Micah, and carry him back 
to Amon the governor of the city, 

26 and to Joasli the king’s son ; and ye 
shall say, Thus says the king: Put 
this [man] in the prison, and feed 
him with bread of affliction and with

water of affliction, until I return in 

27 peace. And Micah said, If thou re¬ 
turn at all in peace, Jehovah has 
not spoken by me. And he said, 
Hearken, 0 peoples, all of you ! 

28 And the king of Israel and Jeho- 
shaphat the king of Judah went up 

29 to Ramoth-Gilead. And the king of 
Israel said to Jehoshaphat, I will 
disguise m 3 'self, and will enter into 
the battle ; but put thou on thy robes. [ 
And the king of Israel disguised him¬ 
self; and they went into the battle. : 

30 And the king of SjTia commanded : 
the captains of his chariots say¬ 
ing, Fight neither with small nor 
great, but with the king of Israel 

81 only. And it came to pass when 
the captains of the chariots saw 
Jehoshaphat, that they said, That 
is the king of Israel; and they sur¬ 
rounded him to fight; and Jehosha¬ 
phat cried out, and Jehovah helped 
him; and God diverted them from 

82 him. And it came to pass that when 
the captains of the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Israel, 
they turned back from pursuing 
him. 

33 And a man drew a bow at a ven¬ 
ture, aud smote the king of Israel 
between the fastenings and the cors¬ 
let. And he said to the charioteer. 
Turn thy hand and drive me out of 

34 the camp; for I am wounded. 0 And 
the battle increased that day; and the 
king of Israel stayed himself up in 
his chariot against the Syrians until 
the even ; and about the time of the 
going down of the sun he died. 

XIX. And Jehoshaphat king of Judah 
returned to his house in peace to 
2 Jerusalem. Aud Jehu the son of 
Hanani, the seer, went out to meet 
him, aud said to kiug Jehoshaphat, 
Shouldest thou help the ungodly, 
and love them that hate Jehovah ? 
Therefore is wrath upou thee from 
8 Jehovah. Nevertheless there are 
good tilings found in thee ; for thou 
hast put away d the Asherahs out of

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the land, and hast directed thy heart 
to seek God. 

4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt in Jeru¬ 
salem ; and he went out again among 
the people from Beersheba to mount 
Ephraim, and brought them back to 
Jehovah the God of their fathers. 

6 And lie set judges in the land through¬ 
out the fortified cities of Judah, city 

0 by city. And he said to the judges, 
Take hoed what ye do; for ye judge 
not for man, but for Jehovah, who 
will be witli you in the matter of 

7 judgment. And now, lot the terror 
of Jehovah be upon you ; be careful 
what ye do, for there is no iniquity 
with Jehovah, nor respect of persons, 

8 nor taking of presents.—And more¬ 
over in Jerusalem did Jehoshaphat 
set some of the Levites and priests, 
and of the chief fathers of Israel, 
for the judgment of Jehovah and 
for causes.—And they returned to 

9 Jerusalem. And he charged them 
saying, Tims shall ye do in the fear 
of Jehovah faithfully and with a per- 

10 feet heart. And what cause soever 
comes to you of your brethren that 
dwell in their cities, between blood 
and blood, between law and com¬ 
mandment, statutes and ordinances, 
ye shall even warn a them that they 
trespass not against Jehovah, and so 
wrath come upon 3 'ou and upon your 
brethren : this do and ye shall not 

11 trespass. And behold, Ainariah the 
chief priest is over you in all matters 
of Jehovah, and Zebadiah the son of 
Ishmael, prince of the house of Judah, 
in all the long’s matters; and ye 
have the Levites before you as offi¬ 
cers . 0 Be strong and do it, and 
Johovah will be with the good. 

XX. And it eame to pass after this 
[that] the children of Moab, and the 
children of Ammon, and with them 
ccvtaiu oi the MaonitesJ came against 

4 Jehoshaphat to battle. And they

came and told Jehoshaphat saying, A 
great multitude is come against thee 
from beyond the sea, from Syria; and 
behold, they are in Hazazon-tamar, 

3 which is Engedi. And Jehoshaphat 
feared, and set himself to seek Jeho¬ 
vah, and proclaimed a fast through- 

4 out Judah. And Judah gathered 
themselves together to ask [help] of 
Jehovah: even out of all the cities 
of Judah they came to seek Jehovah. 

5 And Jehoshaphat stood in' the con¬ 
gregation of Judah and Jerusalem, 
in the house of Jehovah, before the 

0 new court; and he said, Jehovah, 
God of our fathers, art not thou God 
in the heavens , 6 and rulest thou not 
over all the kingdoms of the nations? 
And in thy hand there is power and 
might, and none can withstand thee. 

7 Hast not thou, our God, dispossessed 
the inhabitants of this land before 
thy people Israel, and given it for 
ever to the seed of Abraham, thy 

0 friend ?* 1 And they have dwelt 
therein, and have built thee a sanc¬ 
tuary therein for thy name, saying, 

9 If evil come upon us, sword, judg¬ 
ment, or pestilence, or famine, and 
we stand before this house and before 
thee—for thy name is in this house— 
and cry unto thee in our distress, then 

10 thou wilt hear and save. And now, 
behold, the children of Ammon and 
Moab, and those of mount Seir, 
amongst whom thou wouldest not 
let Israel go when they came out of 
the land of Egypt, (for they turned 
from them, and destroyed them not-,) 

11 behold, they reward us, in coming to 
cast us out of thy possession, which 

19 thou hast given us to possess. Our 
God, wilt thou not judgo them ? for 
we have no might in presence of this 
great company which cometh against 
us, neither know we what to do: 

18 but our eyes are tipou thee I And 
all Judah stood before Jehovah, with 

(note), and chap. xxvi. 7 below.

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their little ones, their wives, and their 
sons. 

14 And upon Jahaziel the son of 
Zecliariah, the son of Benaiah, the 
son of Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, a 
Levite of the sons of Asapli, upon 
him came the spirit of Jehovah, in 

16 the midst of the congregation; and 
he said, Be attentive, all Judah, 
and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, and 
thou king Jehoshaphat. Thus saitli 
Jehovah unto you : Fear not, nor be 
dismayed by reason of this great 
multitude ; for the battle is not yours, 

16 but God’s. To-morrow go down 
against them : behold, they come up 
by the ascent of Ziz; and ye shall 
find them at the end of the valley, 

17 before the wilderness of Jeruel. Ye 
shall not have to fight on this occa¬ 
sion : set yourselves, stand and see 
the salvation of Jehovah [who is] 
with you. Judah and Jerusalem, 
fear not nor be dismayed; to-mor¬ 
row go out against them, and Jehovah 

18 will be with you. And Jehoshaphat 
bowed his head with his face to the 
ground ; and all Judah and the in¬ 
habitants of Jerusalem fell down 
before Jehovah, worshipping Jeho- 

18 vah. And the Levites, of the sons 
of the Kohathites, and of the sons of 
the Korahites, stood up to praise Je¬ 
hovah the God of Israel with an 
exceeding loud voice. 

20 And they rose early in the morn¬ 
ing, and went forth towards the wil; 
derness of Tekoa; and as they went 
forth, Jehoshaphat stood and said, 
Hear me, Judah, and ye inhabitants 
of Jerusalem l Believe in Jehovah 
your God, and ye shall be established; 
believe his prophets, and ye shall 

21 prosper. And he consulted with the 
people, and appointed singers to Je¬ 
hovah, and those that should praise 
in holy splendour, as they went forth 
before the armed men, and say, Give 
thanks to Jehovah ; for his loving- 

22 kindness [endureth] forever. And 
when they began the song of triumph

and praise, Jehovah set liers-in-wait 
against the children of Ammon, Moab, 
and mount Seir,who had come against 

20 Judah, and they were smitten. And 
the children of Ammon and Moab ] 
stood up against the inhabitants of 
mount Seir, to exterminate and de¬ 
stroy [them]; and when they hod 
made an end of the inhabitants of 
Seir, they helped to destroy one 
another. 

24 And Judah came on to the moun¬ 
tain-watch 1 in the wilderness, and i 
they looked toward the multitude. | 
and behold, they were dead bodies | 
fallen to the earth, and none had I 

25 escaped. And Jehoshaphat and his ! 
people came to plunder the spoil ot' j 
them, and they found among them j 
in abundance, both riches with the | 
dead bodies, and precious things, 
and they stripped off for themselves 
more than they could cam' a wav: 
and they w'ere three days in plunder- 

26 ing the spoil, it was so much. And 
on the fourth day they assembled 
themselves in the valley of Bera- 
chali, for there they blessed Jehovah; 
therefore the name of that place 
was called The valley of BeracliahA 

27 to this day. And they returned, all 
the men of Judah and Jerusalem, 
and Jehoshaphat at their head, to go 
again to Jerusalem with joy ; for Je¬ 
hovah had made them to rejoice over 

29 their enemies. And they came to 
Jerusalem with lutes and harps and 
trumpets, to the house of Jehovah. 

20 And the terror of God was on all the 
kingdoms of the lands, when they had 
heard that Jehovah fought against 

90 the enemies of Israel. And the realm 
of Jehoshaphat was quiet; and bis 
God gave him rest round about. 

31 And Jehoshaphat reigned over Ju¬ 
dah : lie was thirty-five years old 
when lie hegau to reign; aud he 
reigned twenty-five years in Jerusa¬ 
lem ; aud hismother’sjmme was Azu- 

33 bah, daughter of SnRhi. And he 
walked in the wav of Asa his father, 1

k Meaning, ‘ \ alley of promise*, or, lilossinir. j 
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and turned not aside from it, doing 
what was right in the sight of Jeho- 

99 vah. Only, the high places were not 
removed ; and as yet the people had 
not directed their hearts to the God 
of their fathers. 

84 And the rest of the acts of Jehosha- 
phat, first and last, behold, they are 
written in the words 1 of Jehu the 
son of Hanani, which are inserted 
in the hook of the kings of Israel. 

1,5 And after this Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah joined himself with Ahaziah 
king of Israel, who did very wicked* 
ly. And he joined himself with him 
to make ships to go to Tarshish ; and 
they made the ships in Ezion-geber. 

37 And Eliezer the son of Dodavah, of 
Mareshah, prophesied against Jelio- 
shaphat, saying, Because thou hast 
joined thyself with Ahaziali, Jehovah 
has broken thy works. And the 
ships were broken, and could not go 
to Tarshish. 

XXI. And Jehoshaphat slept with 
his fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David; and 
Jehoram his son reigned in his stead. 

3 And he had brethren, the sons of Je¬ 
hoshaphat : Azariah and Jehiel, and 
Zeclia riah, and Azariah, and Michael, 
and Shcphatiah : all these were sons 

3 of Jehoshaphat king of Israel. And 
their father had given them great 
gifts of silver and of gold and of 
precious things, besides fortified cities 
in Judah; but the kingdom lie gave 
to Jehoram, for he was the firstborn. 

4 And Jehoram established himself 
over the kingdom of his father, and 
strengthened himself; and he slew 
all his brethren with the sword, and 
[certain] also of the princes of Israel. 

3 Jehoram was thirty-two years old 
when lie began to reign; and he 
reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

0 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, ns did the house of 
Almh, for the daughter of Ahab was 
his wife ; and lie did evil in the sight

7 of Jehovah. But Jehovah would not 
destroy the house of David, because 
of the covenant that he had made 
with David, and as he had promised 
to give to him always a lamp, and 
to his sons. 

8 In his days Edom revolted from 
under the hand of Judah, and they 

9 set a king over themselves. And Je¬ 
horam went over with his captains, m 
and all the chariots with fiim ; and 
he rose up by night, and smote the 
Edomites who had surrounded him, 

10 and the captains of the chariots. But 
the Edomites revolted from under the 
hand of Judah unto this day. Then 
Libnah revolted at the same time 
from under his hand, because he had 
forsaken Jehovah the God of his 
fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places on 
the mountains of Judah, and caused 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to com¬ 
mit foruication, and compelled 11 Ju¬ 
dah [thereto]. 

12 And there came a writing to him 
from Elijah the prophet saying, Thus 
saith Jehovah, the God of David 
thy father: Because thou hast not 
walked in the ways of Jehoshaphat 
thy father, nor in the ways of Asa 

13 king of Judah, but hast walked in 
the way of the kings of Israel, and 
hast made Judah and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem to commit fornication, 
like the fornications of the house of 
Ahab, and also hast slain thy breth¬ 
ren, thy father’s house who wore 

14 better than thyself: behold, Jehovah 
will smite with a great stroke 0 thy 
people, and thy children, and thy 

15 wives, and all thy substance, and 
thyself with sore p sicknesses, with 
a disease of thy bowels, until thy 
bowels fall out by reasou of the sick¬ 
ness day by day. 

10 And Jehovah stirred up against 
Jehoram the spirit of the Philistines, 
and of the Arabians, who [are] near 

17 the Ethiopians; and they came up 

a Or * seilneed Judah.'

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into Judah, and broke into it, and 
carried away all the substance that 
was found in the kind’s house, and 
his sons also, and his wives; so 
that there was no son left him, except 
Jehoahaz' 1 the youngest of his sons. 

10 And after all this, Jehovah smote him 
in his bowels with an incurable sick- 

19 ness. And it came to pass, from day 
to day, and at the time when the 
second year was drawing to a close, 
that his bowels fell out by reason of 
his sickness, and he died in cruel 
sufferings. And his people made no 
burning for him, like the burning of 

20 his fathers. He was thirty-two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem eight years, and 
departed without being regretted/ 
And they buried him in the city of 
David, but not in the sepulchres of the 
kings. 

XXII. And the inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem made Ahaziah his youngest 
son king in his stead; for the band 
of men that came in the camp with 
the Arabians had slain all the elder 
ones. And Ahaziah the son of 
Jehoram king of Judah reigned. 

2 Ahaziah was twenty-two 8 years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned one year in Jerusalem ; and 
his mother’s name was Athaliah, 

8 daughter of Oinri. He also walked 
in the ways of the house of Aliab; 
for liis mother was his counsellor to 

4 do wickedly. And he did evil in the 
sight of Jehovah like the house of 
Aliab; for they were his counsellors 
after the death of his father, to his 

5 destruction. He walked also after 
their counsel, andw'ent with Jehoram 
the son of Ahab, king of Israel, to the 
war against Hazael the king of Syria 
at Ramoth-Gilead; and the Syrians 

0 wounded Joram. And he returned 
to be healed in Jizreel because of the 
wounds that were given him at Ha¬ 
mah, when he fought with Hazael 
king of Syria. And Azgriah 1 the son 

---1 

of Jehoram, king of Judah,went down I 
to see Jehoram the son of Ahab at 

7 Jizreel; for he -was sick. But his 
coming to Joram was from God the 
complete ruin of Ahaziah. And when | 
he had come, he went out with Jeho¬ 
ram against Jehu the son of Nimshi, 
whom Jehovah had anointed to cut j 

s off the house of Ahab. And it came 
to pass when Jehu was executing , 
judgment upon the house of Ahab, j 
that he found the princes of Judah, i 
and the sons of the brethren of Aha- ( 
ziah, that attended upon Ahaziah, 1 

9 and he slew them. And he sought 
Ahaziah ; and they caught him (for 
he had hid himself in Samaria), and ! 
brought him to Jehu, and slew him ; ; 
and they buried him, for they said. 
He is a son of Jehoshaphat, who 
sought Jehovah with all his heart. | 
And in the house of Ahaziah there 
was no one who "was able to [hold] 
the kingdom. 

10 And when Athaliah the mother of 
Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, 
she rose up and exterminated all the 
royal seed of the house of Judah. 

11 But Jehoshabeath the daughter of 
the king took Joash the son of Aha- 
ziah and stole him from among the 
king’s sons that were slain, and put 
him and his nurse iu the bed-cham¬ 
ber. So Jehoshabeath, the daughter 
of king Jehoram, the wife of Jehoiada 
the priest (for she was the sister of 
Ahaziah), hid him from Athaliah, so 

12 that she did not slay him; and he 
was with them hid in the house of 
God six years. And Athaliah reigned 
over the land. 

XXIII. And in the seventh year Je¬ 
hoiada strengthened himself, and 
took the captains of the hundreds, 
Azariah the son of Jeroham, and Ish- 
mael the son of Jehohanan, and Aza- 1 
riali the son of Obed, and Maaseiah 
the son of Adaiah, and Elishaphat the 
son of Zichri, into covenant with 

2 him. And they went about in Judah

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and gathered together the Levites out 
of all the cities of Judah, and the chief 
fathers of Israel; and they came to 

* Jerusalem. And all the congregation 
made a covenant with the king in 
the house of God. And he said to 
them, Behold, the king’s son shall 
reign, as Jehovah has said of the sons 

4 of David. This is the thing which 
ye shall do: a third part of you that 
come in on the sabbath, of the priests 
and of the Levites, shall be keepers 

5 of the doors; and a third part shall 
be at the king’s house; and a third 
part at the gate of the foundation ; 
and all the people shall be in the 

0 courts of the house of Jehovah. But 
let none come into the house of Je¬ 
hovah except the priests and those 
of the Levites that do the service ; 
they shall go in, for they are holy ; 
but all the people shall keep the 

7 watch of Jehovah. And the Levites 
shall encompass the king round about, 
every man with his weapons in his 
hand; and he that comes into the 
house shall be put to death; and } r c 
shall be with the king when he comes 
iu and when he goes out. 

8 And the Levites and all Judah did 
according to all that Jehoiada the 
priest commanded ; and they took 
every man his meu, those that were to 
come in on the sabbath, with them 
that were to go forth on the sabbath; 
for Jehoiada the priest did not liber- 

9 ate the divisions. And Jehoiada the 
priest gave to the captains of the hun¬ 
dreds king David’s spears and shields 
and targets, which were in the house 

10 of God. And he set all the people, 
every man with his javelin in his 
hand, from the right side of the house 
to tho left side of the house, toward 
the altar and the house, by the king 

11 round about. And they brought 
forth tho king’s son, and put the 
orowh upon him, and [gave him] 
the testimony, and made him king. 
Ami Jehoiada and his sons anointed 
him, and said, Long live the king! 

11 And Atkaliah heard the noise of 


the people running and praising the 
king, and she came to the people 

13 into the house of Jehovah. And she 
looked, and behold, the king stood on 
his dais at the entrance, and the 
princes and the trumpets wore by 
the king; and all the people of the 
land rejoiced, and blew with trum¬ 
pets; and the singers [were there] 
with the instruments of music, and 
such as taught to sing praise. And 
Athaliah rent her garments, and said, 

14 Conspiracy ! Conspiracy ! And Je¬ 
hoiada the priest brought out the 
captains of the hundreds that were 
set over the host, and said to them, 
Lead her forth without the ranks; 
and whosoever follows her, let him 
be slain with the sword; tor tin,* 
priest said, Ye shall not put her to 

15 death in the house of Jehovah. And 
the}' made way for her, and she went, 
through the entrance of the horse- 
gate into the king’s house, and they 
put her to death there. 

16 And Jehoiada made a covenant 
between himself and all the people 
and the king, that they should be the 

17 people of Jehovah. And all the peo¬ 
ple went into the house of Baal, and 
broke it down; and they broke his 
altars and his images in pieces, and 
slew Mattan the priest of Baal before 

18 the altars. And Jehoiada appointed 
the offices of the house of Jehovah 
under the hand of the priests, the 
Levites, whom David had set by 
classes over the house of Jehovah to 
offer up Jehovah’s burnt-offerings, 
as it is written in the law of Moses,— 
with rejoicing and with singing ac¬ 
cording to the directions of David. 

19 And he set the doorkeepers at the 
gates of the house of Jehovah, that 
no one unclean in anything should 

20 enter in. And he took the captains 
of the hundreds, and the nobles, aud 
the governors of the people, and all 
the people of the land, and brought 
down the king from tho house of 
Jehovah, and they came through the 
upper gate iuto the king’s house, and 
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set the king upon the throne of the 
21 kingdom. And all the people of 
the land rejoiced, and the city was 
quiet; and they had slain Athaliah 
with the sword. 

XXIV. Joasli was seven years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned forty years in Jerusalem; 
and his mother’s name was Zibiah 
2 of Reersheba. And Joash did what 
was right in the sight of Jehovah all 

9 the daj's of Jehoiada the priest. And 
Jehoiada took for him two wives; 
and he begot sons and daughters. 

4 And it came to pass after this, that 
Joash was minded to renew the house 

5 of Jehovah. And he gathered to¬ 
gether the priests and the Levites, 
and said to them, Go out to the cities 
of Judah and collect of all Israel 
money for the repair of the house of 
your God from year to year, and ye 
shall hasten the matter. But the 

6 Levites hastened it not. And the 
king called for Jehoiada the chief, 
and said to him, Why hast thou not 
required of the Levites to bring in 
out of Judah and out of Jerusalem 
the tribute of Moses the servant of 
Jehovah [laid upon] the congrega¬ 
tion of Israel, for the tent of the testi- 

7 mony? For the wicked Athaliah 
[and] her sons had devastated the 
house of God; and also all the hallow¬ 
ed things of the house of Jehovah 
had they employed for the Baals. 

0 And the king commanded, and 
they made a chest, and set it at the 
gate of the house of Jehovah with- 
0 out, and they made a proclamation 
through Judah and Jerusalem, to 
bring to Jehovah the tribute of Moses 
the servant of God [laid upon] Israel 

10 in the wilderness. And all the princes 
and all the people rejoiced, and 
brought in and cast into the chest, 
until they had finished. 

11 And it came to pass at the time the 
chest was brought for the king’s con¬ 
trol by the hand of the Levites, and 
when they saw that there was much

money, the king’6 scribe and high 
priest’s officer came, and they empti¬ 
ed the chest, and took it, and carried 
it to its place again. Thus they did 
day by day, and gathered monej* in 
abundance. And the king and Je¬ 
hoiada gave it to such as did the work \ 
of the sendee of the house of Jehovah, j 
and they hired masons and carpenters i 
to renew the house of Jehovah, and , 
also such as wrought in iron and j 
bronze, to repair the house of Jeho- j 
vah.

And the whole 
congregation of Judah, with the 
priests and the Levites, and all the 
congregation that came out of Israel, 
and the strangers that came out of

26 Judah, rejoiced. And there xvas great 
joy in Jerusalem ; for since the time 
of Solomon the son of David, king of 
Israel, there had not been the like 

27 in Jerusalem. And the priests the 
Levites arose and blessed the people ; 
and their voice was heard, and their 
prayer came up to His holy habita¬ 
tion, to the heavens. 

XXXI. And wheu all this was finished, 
all Israel that were present went out 
to the cities of Judah, and broke the 
columns, v and liexved down the Ashe- 
rahs, and demolished the high places 
and the altars in all Judah and 
Benjamin, in Ephraim also and Ma- 
nasseli. until they had destroyed them 
all.

20 And thus did Hezekiah throughout 
Judah, and wrought what was good 
and right and true before Jehovah

undertook in the service of the house 
of God, aud in the law, and in the 
commandments, to seek his God, he 
did it with all his heart and pros¬ 
pered. 

XXXII. After these things and this 
faithfulness, Sennacherib king of As¬ 
ia their faithfulness.’ * Lit. ‘in holiness.’

9 After this, Sennacherib king of As¬ 
syria sent his servants to Jerusalem 
(but he himself was before Lachish, 
and all his power with him), unto 
Hezekiah king of Judah, and unto all

10 ing, Thus says Sennacherib king of 
Assyria : On what do ye rely that ye 
abide in the siege in Jerusalem? 

11 Does not Hezekiah persuade you, to 
give yourselves over to die by famine 
and by thirst, saying, Jehovah our 
God will deliver us out of the hand 

12 of the king of Assyria ? Has not the 
same Hezekiah removed his high

29 And the king sent and gathered all 
the elders of Judah and of Jerusalem. 

80 And the king went up into the house 
of Jehovah, and all the men of Ju¬ 
dah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and the priests and the Levites, and 
all the people, great and small; and 
he read" in their ears all the words 
of the book of the covenant which 
had been found in the house of Jeho- 

81 vali. And the king stood in his place, 
and made a covenant before Jehovah, 
to walk after Jehovah, and to keep 
his commandments and his testi¬ 
monies and his statutes wdth all liis 
heart and with all his soul, to per¬ 
form the words of the covenant that 

s2 are written in this book. And he 
caused all that were present in Jeru¬ 
salem and Benjamin to stand [to it]. 
And the inhabitants of Jerusalem did 
according to the covenant of God, 

83 the God of their fathers. And Josiali 
removed all the abominations out of 


all the countries that belonged to the 
children of Israel, and made to serve 
all that were found in Israel,—to 
serve Jehovah their God : all his days 
they did not depart from following 
Jehovah, the God of their fathers. 

XXXV. And Josiah held a passover 
to Jehovah in Jerusalem; and they 
slaughtered the passover on the four- 

2 teenth of the first month. And lie 
set the priests in their charges, and 
encouraged them to the service of the 

8 house of Jehovah. And he said to 
the Levites, that taught all Israel, 
[and] who were holy to Jehovah, Put 
the holy ark in the house that Solo¬ 
mon the son of David, king of Israel, 
built; ye have not to carry it upon 
your shoulders. Serve now Jehovah 

4 your God, and his people Israel; and 
prepare yourselves by your fathers’ 
houses, in your divisions, according 
to the writing of David king of Is¬ 
rael, and according to the writing of 

5 Solomon his son; and stand in the 
sanctuary for the classes of the fathers’ 
houses, for your brethren, the chil¬ 
dren of the people, and [according] 
to 0 the divisions of the fathers’ houses 

6 of the Levites; and slaughter the 
passover, and hallow yourselves, and 
prepare it for your brethren, that 
they may do according to the word 

7 of Jehovah through Moses. And 
Josiah gave for the children of the 
people a heave-offering of the Hocks, 
lambs and goats, all for the passover- 
offerings, for all that w r ere present,— 
to the number of thirty thousand, 
and three thousand bullocks: these 

6 were of the king’s substance. And 
liis princes gave a voluntary heave- 
offeriDgfor the people, for the priests, 
and for the Levites : Hilkijah and 
Zechariab and Jehiel, rulers of the 
house of God, gave to the priests for 
the passover-offerings two thousand 
six hundred [small cattle] and three 

9 hundred oxen; and Conaniah, and 
Shemaiah and Netlianeel, liis breth¬ 
ren, and Hasliabiali and Jeiel and

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Jozabad, chief of the Levites, gave 
as heave-offering to the Levites for 
the passover-offerings five thousand 
[small cattle] and five hundred oxen. 

10 And the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levites in their divisions, accord- 

11 ing to the Icing’s commandment. And 
they slaughtered the passover, and 
the priests sprinkled [the blood] from 
their hand, and the Levites flayed 

12 them. And they set apart the burnt- 
offerings to give them to the classes 
of the fathers’ houses of the children 
of the people, to preseut them to Je¬ 
hovah, as it is written in the book of 
Moses. And so [did they] with the 

1:1 oxen. And they roasted the passover 
with fire according to the ordinance; 
and the consecrated things they boiled 
in pots and in cauldrons and in pans, 
and divided them speedily among all 

14 the children of the people. And after¬ 
wards they made ready for them¬ 
selves and for the priests; because 
the priests, the sons of Aaron, [were 
engaged] ill offering up the burnt- 
offerings and the fat until night; 
therefore the Levites prepared for 
themselves, and for the priests, the 

15 sons of Aaron. And the singers, the 
sons of Asaph, were in their place, 
according to the commandment of 
David, and Asaph, and Heman, and 
Jeduthun the Icing's seer; and the 
doorkeepers were at every gate ; they 
had not to depart from their service, 
for their brethren the Levites pre¬ 
pared for them. 

1,1 And all the service of Jehovah 
was prepared the same day, to hold 
the passover, and to offer burnt- 
oiTerings on the altar of Jehovah 
according to the commandment of 

17 king Josinli. And the children of 
Israel that were present held the 
passover at that time, and the feast 

1H of unleavened bread seven days. And 
there was no passover like to that 
holden in Israel from the daj^s of 
Samuel the prophet; neither did all

the kings of Israel hold such a pass- 
over as Josiali held, and the priests, 
and the Levites, and all Judah and 
Israel that were present, and the 

19 inhabitants of Jerusalem. In the 
eighteenth year of the reign of Josiali 
was this passover liolden. 

20 After all this, when Josiali had 
arranged the house, Necho king of 
Egypt came up to fight against Kar- 
kemish at the Euphrates; and Josiali 

21 went out against him. And he sent 
messengers to him, saying, What 
have I to do with thee, thou king of 
Judah? I come not against thee 
this day, but against the house witli 
which I have war; p and God has 
told me to make haste: keep aloof 
from God who is with me, that he 

22 destroy thee not. But Josiah would 
not turn his face from him, but dis¬ 
guised himself, that he might fight 
against him; and he hearkened not to 
the words of Necho from the mouth 
of God; and he came to fight in the 

22 valley of Megiddo. And the archers 
shot at king Josiah; and the king 
said to his servants. Have me away, 

24 for I am sore wounded. And his ser¬ 
vants took him out from the chariot, 
and put him in the second chariot that 
he had, and brought him to Jerusa¬ 
lem. And lie died, and was buried 
in the sepulchres of his fathers. And 
all Judah and Jerusalem mourned 

25 for Josiali. And Jeremiah lament¬ 
ed for Josiah; and all the singing 
men and singing women spoke of 
Josiah in their lamentations to this 
day ; and they made them an ordin¬ 
ance for Israel. And behold, they 
are written in the lamentations. 

20 And the rest of the acts of Josiali, 
and his good deeds , 41 according to that 
which is written in the law of Jelio- 

27 vali, and his acts, first and last, be¬ 
hold, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah. 

XXXVI. And the people of the land 
took Jelioahaz the son of Josiali, and 
made him king in his father’s stead,

Against him came up 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
and bound him with chains of brass r 

7 to carry him to Babylon. And Ne¬ 

buchadnezzar earned [part] of the 
vessels of the house of Jehovah to 
Babylon, and put them in his temple | 
at Babylon. j 

8 And the rest of the acts of Je- | 
lioiakim,and his abominations which ; 
he did, and that which was found in , 
him, behold, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Israel and Ju¬ 
dah. And Jehoiachin his son reign¬ 
ed in his stead. 

0 Jehoiachin was eighteen 9 years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned three months and ten days 
in Jerusalem; and he did evil in 

10 the sight of Jehovah. And at the 
turn of the year king Nebuchad-! 
nezzar sent and had him brought to 
Babylon, with the precious vessels 
of the house of Jeliovah; and he 
made Zedekiah his brother king over 1 
Judah and Jerusalem. 

11 Zedekiah was twenty-one years i 
old when he began to reign ; and he j 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem.! 

12 And he did evil in the sight of Jeho¬ 
vah his God; he humbled not him¬ 
self before the prophet Jeremiah

All the chiefs of the priests also, 
and the people, increased their trans¬ 
gressions , 1 according to all the abomi¬ 
nations of the nations; and they 
defiled the house of Jehovah which 
he had hallowed in Jerusalem. And 
Jehovah the God of their fathers sent 
to them by his messengers, rising up 
early and sending; because he had 
compassion on v his people and on his 
dwelling-place. But they mocked at 
the messengers of God, and despised 
his words, and scoffed at his prophets, 
until the fury of Jehovah rose against 
his people, and there was no remedy.

to the chief fathers, and said to them, 
We would build with you; for we 
seek your God, as ye; and we have 
sacrificed to him since the days of 
Esar-haddon king of Assyria, who 
8 brought us up hither. But Zerubba¬ 
bel and Jeshua and the rest of the 
chief fathers of Israel said to them, 
Ye have nothing to do with us to 
build a house to our God, but we 
alone will build to Jehovah the God 
of Israel, as king Cyrus, the king of 
4 Persia, has commanded us. And 
the people of the land weakened the 
hands of the people of Judah, and 
6 troubled them in building; and they 
hired counsellors against them, to 
frustrate their purpose, all the days 
of Cyrus king of Persia, even until 
the reign of Darius 0 king of Persia. 

6 And in the reign of Akasuerus,!’ in 
the beginning of his reign, they wrote 
an accusation against the inhabitants 

7 of Judah and Jerusalem. And in 
the days of Artaxerxes, q Bishlam, 
Mithredath, Tabeel, and the rest of 
his companions, wrote to Artaxerxes 
king of Persia; and the writing of 
the letter was written in Aramaic, and 

8 interpreted in Aramaic. r Rehum the 
chancellor and Shimsliai the scribe 
wrote a letter against Jerusalem to 
Artaxerxes the king after this sort: 

9 Relium the chancellor, and Shim- 
sliai the scribe, and the rest of their 
companions, the Dinaites, and the 
Apharsatheliites, the Tarpelites, the 
Apharsites, the Archevites, the Baby¬ 
lonians, the Shushanehites, the De- 

10 hailes, the Elamites, and the rest of 
the peoples whom the great and 
noble Osnappar brought over and 
settled in the cities 5 of Samaria, 
and the rest [of the country] on this 

11 side the river , 1 and so forth. This is 
the copy of the letter that they sent 
to him: To Artaxerxes the king: 

• Or lit. ‘ city.* 

1 Strictly, ‘ beyond the river.’ a technical name 
for the provinces on the west of the Euphrates, 
In English the expression has to bo varied, in 
accordance with tlie position of the persons 
iu question. 
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Tliy servants the men on this side 

ia the river, and so forth. Be it known 
to the king that the Jews who came 
lip from thee unto us have come to 
Jerusalem; they are building the 
rebellious and the bad city, and they 
complete the walls and join up the 

18 foundations. Be it known therefore 
unto the king, that, if this city bo 
built and the walls be completed, they 
will not pay tribute, tax, and toll, and 
in the end it will bring damage to the 

14 kings. v Now, since we eat the salt of 
the palace, and it is not right for us 
to see the king’s injury, therefore have 

15 we sent and informed the king; that 
search may be made in the book of 
the annals of thy fathers: so slialt 
thou find in the book of the annals 
and know that this city is a rebellious 
city, which has done damage to kings 
and provinces, and that they have 
raised sedition within the same of 
old time, for which cause this city 

16 was destroyed. We inform the king 
that if this city be built and its walls 
he completed, by this means thou 
shult have no portion on this side the 
river. 

17 The king sent an answer to Relium 
the chancellor, and Shimshai the 
scribe, ami the rest of their com¬ 
panions that dwell in Samaria, and 
the other places beyond the river: 

lrt l’eaco, and so forth. The letter that 
ye sent to us has been read before 

10 me distinctly. And I gave orders, 
and search has been made, and it 
has been found that this city of old 
time has made insurrection against 
the kings, and that rebellion and sedi- 

20 lion have been raised therein. And 
there have been mighty kings over 
Jerusalem, who have ruled over all 
beyond the river; and tribute, tax, 

21 and toll were paid to them. Now give 
order to make these men to cease, 
ami that this city be not built, until 

' Olliers, ‘and thou wilt endmnugo tho kings’ 

ro veiiiu*.’

the order shall be given from me, 

22 and take heed that ye fail not to do 
this: why should harm grow to the 
damage of the kings ? 

28 As soon as the copy of king Arta- 
xerxes’ letter was read before Relium, 
and Shimshai the scribe, and their 
companions, they went up in haste 
to Jerusalem to the Jews, and made 
them cease by force and power. 

24 Then ceased the work of the house 
of God w which is at Jerusalem; and 
it ceased until the second year of the 
reign of Darius x king of Persia. 

V. Now the prophets, Haggai the 
prophet and Zeehariah the son of 
Iddo, prophesied to the Jews that 
were in Judah and Jerusalem; in 
the name of the God of Israel [did 

2 they prophesy] to them. Then rose 
up Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, 
and Jeshua the son of Jozaduk, and 
began to build the house of God 
which is at Jerusalem; and with 
them were the prophets of God, who 
helped them. 

8 At that time came to them Tatnai, 
governor on this side the river, and 
Shethar-boznai, and their compa¬ 
nions, and said thus to them : Who 
gave you orders to build this house 

4 and to complete this wall ? And 
they y said to them after this manner: 
What are the names of the men that 

6 build this building ? But the eye of 
tlieir God was upon the elders of the 
Jews, and they did not make them 
cease till the matter came to Darius ; 
and then they returned answer by 
letter concerning it. 

6 The copy of the letter that Tatnai, 
governor on this side the river, and 
Shetliar-boznai, and his companions 
the Apharsachites, who were on this 
side the river, sent to Darius the king. 

7 They sent a report to him in which 
was written thus: To Darius the 

8 king, all peace! Be it known to the 

vi. 18, mid vii. 12-26) have always Elah.

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king that we went into the province 
of Judah, to the house of the great 
God, which is being built with great 
stones, and timber is laid in the walls, 
and this work is being carried on with 
diligence, and prospers in their hand. 

0 Then asked we those elders : thus we 
said to them, Who gave you orders 
to build this house and to complete 

10 this wall? We asked their names 
also, to inform thee, that we might 
write the names of the men that were 

11 the chief of them. And thus they 
returned us answer, saying, We are 
the servants of the God of the heavens 
and the earth,and build the house that 
was built these many years ago ; and 
a great king of Israel built and com- 

12 pleted it. But after that our fathers 
had provoked the God of the heavens 
to wrath, he gave them into the hand 
of Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
the Chaldean, and he destroyed this 
house, and carried the people away 

13 unto Babylon. But in the first year 
of Cyrus king of Babylon, king Cyrus 
gave orders to build this house ot‘ 

14 God. And the vessels also of gold 
and silver of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took out of the tem¬ 
ple that was at Jerusalem and brought 
into the temple of Babylon, those did 
king Cyrus take out of the temple of 
Babylon, and they were delivered to 
one Sheshbazzar by name, whom he 

15 had appointed governor. And he said 
to him, Take these vessels, go, carry 
them into the temple that is at Jeru¬ 
salem, and let the house of God be 

10 built in its place. Then came the 
same Sheshbazzar, [and] laid the 
foundation of the house of God which 
is at Jerusalem ; and since that time 
even until now lias it been in building, 

17 and it is not completed. And now, 
if it seem good to the king, let search 
be made in the king’s treasure-house, 
which is there at Babylon, whether 
it be so, that orders were given by 
king Cyrus to build this house of God 
at Jerusalem ; and let the king send 


his pleasure to us concerning this 
matter. 

VI. Then king Darius gave orders, 
and search was made in the house 
ot the rolls, where the treasures were 

2 laid up in Babylon. And there was 
found at Achmetha 2 in the fortress 3 
that is in the province of Media a 
roll, and therein was a record thus 

3 written: In the first rear of king 
Cyrus, king Cyrus made a decree 0 
[concerning] the house of God at Je¬ 
rusalem : Let the house be built for a 
place where they offer sacrifices, and 
let its foundations be solidly laid; 
its height sixty cubits, its breadth 

4 sixty cubits, [with] three rows of great 
stones, and a row of new timber, 
and let the expenses be given out of 

5 the king’s house: and also let the 
golden and silver vessels ot'the house 
of God, which Nebuchadnezzar took 
out of the temple that is at Jerusalem 
and brought to Babylon, be restored 
and brought again to the temple that 
is at Jerusalem, in their place; and 
thou slialt put [them] in the house 

6 of God. Therefore Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, 
and your companions the Aphar- 
saehites, who are beyond the river, 

7 be ye far from thence : let the w’ork 
of this house of God alone; let the 
governor of the. Jews and the elders 
of the Jews build this house of God 

6 in its place. Moreover, I give orders 
what ye shall do to these elders of the 
Jew’s, for the building of this house of 
God: that of the king’s goods, of the 
tribute beyond the river, expenses be 
"diligently given to these men, that 

0 they be not hindered. And that 
which they have need of, both young 
bullocks and rams and lambs, for 
the burnt-offerings to the God of the 
heavens, wheat, salt, while, and oil, 
according to the appointment of the 
priests that are at Jerusalem, let it 
be given them day by day w ithout 

10 fail; that they may present sweet 
odours to the God of the heavens,

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and pray for the life of the king and 
n of his sons. Also I have given order 
that whosoever shall alter this re¬ 
script, let timber be pulled down from 
his house, and being set up, let him be 
hanged thereon, and let his house 
12 be made a dunghill for this. And 
the God that has caused his name 
to dwell there overthrow every king 
and people that shall put forth their 
hand to alter [or] to destroy this 
house of God which is at Jerusalem. 

1 Darius have given [this] order; let 
it be done diligently. 
i!) Then Tatnai, governor on this side 
the river, Shetliar-boznai, and their 
companions, because of that which 
king Darius had sent, did so dili¬ 
gently. 

11 And the elders of the Jews built; 
and they prospered through the pro¬ 
phesying of Haggai the prophet and 
Zechariah the son of Iddo. And they 
built and completed [it] according to 
the commandment of the God of Is¬ 
rael, and according to the command¬ 
ment of Cyrus, and Darius, and 
15 Artaxerxes king of Persia. And this 
house was finished on the third day 
of the month Adar, which was in 
the sixth year of the reign of king 
Darius. 

1,5 Aud the children of Israel, the 
priests and the Levites, and the rest 
of the children of the captivity, kept 
the dedication of this house of God 

17 with joy ; and they presented at the 
dedication of this house of God a 
hundred bullocks, two hundred rams, 
four hundred lambs, and for a sin- 
offering for all Israel, twelve he-goats, 
according to the number of the tribes 

18 of Israel. And they set the priests 
in their classes, and the Levites in 
their divisions, for the service of God, 
which is nt Jerusalem: as it is written 
in the hook of Moses. 

10 And tlie children of the captivity 
held the pitssoverupon the fourteenth 
20 of the first month. For the priests

and the Levites had purified them¬ 
selves as one [man]: they were all 
pure ; and they killed the passover for 
all the children of the captivity, and 
for their brethren the priests, and for 

21 themselves. And the children of 
Israel that were come back out of 
captivity, and all such as had sepa¬ 
rated themselves to them from the 
filthiness of the nations of the land, 
to seek Jehovah the God of Israel, 

22 did eat; and they kept the feast of 
unleavened bread seven days with 
joy; for Jehovah had made them 
joyful, and turned the heart of the 
king of Assyria to them, to strengthen 
their hands in the work of the house 
of God, the God of Israel. 

VII. And after these things, in the 
reign of Artaxerxes , 0 king of Persia, 
Ezra a the son of Seraiah, the son of 

2 Azariah, the son of Hilkijah, the son 
of Shallum, the son of Zadok, the 

3 son of Aliitub, the son of Ainariah, 
the sou of Azariah, the son of Merai- 

4 oth, the son of Zerahiali, the son of 
6 Uzzi, the son of Bukki, the son 

of Abishua, the son of Pliinehas, the 
son of Eleazar, the son of Aaron the 

6 chief priest,—this Ezra went up from 
Babylon; and he was a ready scribe 
in the law of Moses, which Jehovah 
the God of Israel had given. And 
the king granted him all his request, 
according to the hand of Jehovah his 

7 God upon him. (And there „went up 
[some] of the children of Israel, and 
of the priests, and the Levites, and 
the singers, and the doorkeepers, 
and the Nethinim, to Jerusalem, in 
the seventh year of Artaxerxes the 

8 king.) And he came to Jerusalem in 
the fifth month, which was in the 

0 seventh year of the king. For upon 
the first of the first month the pro¬ 
ject of going up fi’om Babylon was 
determined on , 0 and on the first of 
the fifth month he came to Jerusa¬ 
lem, according to the good hand of 
10 his God upon him. For Ezra lmd

0 Others, 4 ho began the going up.* 
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directed his heart to seek the law of 
Jehovah and to do it, and to teach 
in Israel the statutes and the ordi¬ 
nances . 1 

11 And this is the copy of the letter 
that king Artaxerxes gave to Ezra 
the priest, the scribe, a scribe of the 
words of the commandments of Je¬ 
hovah, and of his statutes to Israel: 

13 e Artaxerxes, king of kings, to Ezra 
the priest, an accomplished 11 scribe 
of the law of the God of the heavens, 

13 and so forth. I have given orders that 
all they of the people of Israel, and 
of their priests and the Levites, in 
my realm, who are disposed to go to 

14 Jerusalem, go with thee. Because 
thou art sent by the king, and by his 
seven counsellors, to inquire concern¬ 
ing Judah and Jerusalem, according 
to the law of thy God which is in thy 

15 hand; and to carry the silver and 
gold which the king and his coun¬ 
sellors have freely offered to the God 
of Israel, whose habitation is at Jeru- 

16 salem, and all the silver and gold that 
thou canst find in all the province of 
Babylon, besides the voluntary offer¬ 
ing of the people and of the priests 
who offer willingly for the house of 
their God which is at Jerusalem. 

17 Therefore thou shalt buy diligently 
with this money bullocks, rams, 
lambs, with their oblations and their 
drink-offerings, and offer 1 them upon 
the altar of the house of your God 

lfl which is at Jerusalem. And what¬ 
ever shall seem good to thee and to 
thy brethren to do with the rest of 
the silver and the gold, that do ac- 

10 cording to the will of your God. And 
the vessels that have been given tlieo 
for the service of the house of thy 
God, deliver before the God of Jeru- 

20 salem. And whatever more shall be 
needful for the house of thy God 
which thou shalt have occasion to 
bestow, bestow it out of the king’s 

21 treasure house. And I, I Artaxerxes

the king, do give orders to all the 
treasurers that are beyond the river, 
that whatever Ezra the priest and 
scribe of the law of the God of the hea - 
vens shall require of you, it be done 

22 diligently, unto a hundred talents 
of silver, and to a hundred measures 
of wheat, and to a hundred baths of 
wine, and to a hundred baths of oil, 
and salt without prescribing [how 

23 much]. Whatever is commanded by 
the God of the heavens, let it be care¬ 
fully done for the house of the God 
of the heavens; for why should there 
be wrath against the realm of the 

34 king and his sons *? Also we inform 
you, as' regards all the priests and 
Levites, singers, doorkeepers, Netlii- 
nim, and ministers of this house of 
God, it shall not be lawful to impose 
tribute, tax, and toll upon them. 

25 And thou, Ezra, after the wisdom of 
thy God, which is in thy hand, set 
magistrates and judges who may 
judge all the people that are beyond 
tlie river, all such as know the laws 
of thy God; and teach ye him that 

26 knows [them] not. And whosoever 
will not do the law of thy God and the 
law of the king, let judgment be ex¬ 
ecuted diligently upon him, whether 
unto death, or to banishment, or to 
confiscation of goods, or to imprison¬ 
ment. 

37 Blessed be Jehovah the God of our 
fathers, who has put [such a thing] 
as this in the king’s heart, to beautify 
the house of Jehovah which is at 

36 Jerusalem ; and has extended mercy 
to me before the king and his coun¬ 
sellors, and before all the king's 
mighty princes. And I was strength¬ 
ened, as the hand of Jehovah my 
God was upon me; and I gathered 
together out of Israel chief men to 
go up with me. 

VIII. And these are the chief fathers, 
and their genealogy, who went up 
with me from Babylon in the reign

And of the children 
of Adonikain, the last ones, whose 
names nro these: Eliphelet, Jeiel, 
and Shemaiah, and with them sixly 

14 males. And of the children of Big- 
vai, Uthai and Zabbud, and with 
them seventy males. 

16 And I gathered them together at 
the river that runs to Ahava; and 
there we encamped three days; and I 
surveyed the people and the priests, 
and found none of the sons of Levi 

Itl there. And I sent for Eliezer, for 
Ariel, for Shemaiah, and for Elna- 
llian, and for Jurib, and for Elnathan, 
and for Nat han,and for Zechariah,and 
for Meslmllnm, chief men, and for 
Joiarib and for Elnathan, men of 

17 understanding. And I gave them a

commission to Iddo the chief, at the 
place Casiphia, and I put words in

And by the good hand 
of our God upon us, they brought us 
a man of understanding, of the sons 
of Mahli, the son of Levi, the son of 
Israel, namely, k Slierebiah, with his 

10 sons and his brethren, eighteen; and 
Hashabiah, and with him Isaiah of 
the sons of Merari, his brethren and 

20 their sons, twenty; and of the Ne- 
tliinim, whom David and the princes 
had appointed for the service of the 
Levites, two hundred and twenty 

_ V 

Nethinim: all of them were express- 

21 ed by name. And I proclaimed a fast 
there, at the liver Ahava, that we 
might humble 1 ourselves before our 
God, to seek of him a right " 1 wnj' for 
us, and for our little ones, and for all 

22 our substance. For I was ashamed to 
require of the king a band of soldiers 
and horsemen to help us against the 
enemy in the way; for we had spoken 
to the king saying, The hand of our 
God is upon all them for good tlial 
seek him; but his power and his 
anger is against all them that forsake 

23 him. And we fasted, and besought 
our God for this; and he was en¬ 
treated of us. 

24 And I separated twelve of the chiefs 
of the priests, Sherebiah, Hashabiah, 
and ten of their brethren with them, 

28 and I weighed to them the silver and 
the gold and the vessels, the heave¬ 
offering for the house of our God, 
which the king and his counsellors 
and his princes, and all Israel present, 

20 had offered. And I weighed into 

their hand six hundred and fifty

talents of silver; and silver vessels 
a hundred talents, [and] of gold a 

27 hundred talents; and twenty basons" 
of gold, of a thousand darics;" ami 
two vessels of shining copper,precious

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29 as gold. And I said to them, Ye are 
holy unto Jehovah ; the vessels also \ 
are holy ; and the silver and the gold 
is a voluntary offering to Jehovah the 

29 God of your fathers. Watch and keep 
[them] until ye weigh them before the 
chiefs of the priests and the Levites, 
and the chiefs of the fathers of Israel, 
at Jerusalem, in the chambers of the 

80 house of Jehovah. And the priests 

and the Levites received by weight 
the silver and the gold and the 
vessels, to bring them to Jerusalem j 
unto the house of our God. j 

81 And we departed from the river 
Ahava on the twelfth of the first 
month, to go to Jerusalem; and the 
hand of our God was upon us, and ! 
he delivered us from the hand of the 
enemy, and of such as lay in wait by 

82 the way. And we came to Jerusalem, 

08 and abode there three days. And on 

the fourth day the silver and the 
gold and the vessels were weighed in 
the house of our God into the hand 
of Mereraoth the son of Urijah the 
priest; and with him was Eleazar 
the son of Phinehas ; and with them 
were Jozabad the son of Jeshua, and 
Noadiah the son of Binnui, Levites : 

81 the whole by number and by weight;; 
and all the weight was written down 
at that time. 

85 The children of those that had 
been carried away, who had come 
out of the captivity, presented burnt- 
offerings to the God of Israel, twelve 
bullocks for all Israel, ninety-six 
rams, seventy-seven lambs, twelve; 
lie-goats for a sin-offering: all for a 

80 burnt-offering to Jehovah. And they 
delivered the king’s edicts to the 
king’s satraps, and to the governors p 
on this side the river. And they 
furthered the people and the house 
of God. 

IX. Now when these things were 
completed, the princes came to me, 
saying, The people of Israel, and the 
priests and the Levites, have not 
separated themselves from the peo¬ 


ples of the lands, according to their 
abominations, [even] of the Canaan- 
ites, the Hittites, the Perizzites, the 
Jebusites, the Ammonites, the Moab¬ 
ites, the Egyptians, and the Amor- 

2 ites; for they have taken of their 
daughters for themselves and for 
their sons, and have mingled the holy 
seed with the peoples of the lands; 
and the hand of the princes and 
rulers q has been chief in this un- 

8 faithfulness. And when I heard this 
thing, I rent my mantle and my gar¬ 
ment, and plucked off the hair of my 
head aud of my beard, and sat down 

4 overwhelmed. Then "were assembled 
to me every one that trembled at the 
words of the God of Israel, because 
of the unfaithfulness of those that 
had been earned away; and I sat 
overwhelmed until the evening obla¬ 
tion. 

6 And at the evening oblation I arose 
up from my humiliation; and with 
my mantle and my garment rent, I 
fell on my knees, and spread out my 

6 hands to Jehovah my God, and said : 
O my God, I am ashamed and 
blush to lift up my face to thee, my 
God; for our iniquities are increased 
over [our] head, and our trespass is 

7 grown up to the heavens. Since the 
days of our fathers, we have been in 
great trespass to this day; and for 
our iniquities we, our kings, our 
priests, have been given into the 
hand of the kings of the lands, to 
the sword, and to captivity, and 
to spoil, and to confusion of face, as 

8 it is this day. And now for a little 
space there hath been favour from 
Jehovah our God, to leave us a rem¬ 
nant to escape, and to give us a nail r 
in his holy place, that our God may 
lighten our eyes, and give us a little 

9 reviving in our bondage. For we 
are bondmen ; yet our God hath not 
forsaken us in our bondage, but hath 
extended mercy unto us before the 
kings of Persia, to give us a reviv¬ 
ing to set up the house of our God

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and to repair the ruins thereof, and 
to give us a wall 1 in Judah and in 

10 Jerusalem. And now, what shall we 
say, our God, alter this ? for we have 

11 forsaken thy commandments, which 
thou hast commanded by thy ser¬ 
vants the prophets, saying, The land, 
unto which ye go to possess [it], is 
an unclean land through the filthi¬ 
ness of the peoples of the lands, 
through their abominations with 
which they have filled it from one 
end to another through their un- 

12 cleanness. Now therefore give not 
i your daughters to their sons, neither 

take their daughters to your sons, nor 
seek their peace or their prosperity 
for ever; that ye may be strong, and 
eat the good of the land, and leave it 
for an inheritance to your children for 

1;l ever. And after all that is come upon 
us for our evil deeds and for our great 
trespass, seeing that thou our God 
hast punished us less than our 
I iniquities [deserve], and hast given 
J 11 us such deliverance as this, should 
we again break thy commandments, 
and join in affinity with the peoples 
of these abominations? wouldest 
thou not be angry with us till thou 
hadst consumed us, so that there 
should be no remnant nor any to 

15 escape ? Jehovah, God of Israel, 
thou art righteous; for we are a 
remnant that is escaped, as [it is] this 
day. Behold, we are before thee in 
our trespasses ; for there is no stand¬ 
ing before thee because of this. 

X. And while Ezra prayed, and made 
confession, weeping and falling down 
before the house of God, there were 
gathered to him out of Israel a very 
great congregation of men and women 
and children; for the people wept 

2 very much. And Shechaniah the 
son of Jeliiel, of the sons of Elam, 
answered and said to Ezra, We have 
acted unfaithfully toward our God, 
and have taken foreign wives of the 
peoples of the land; yet now there

is hope for Israel concerning this 
8 thing. And now let us make a cove¬ 
nant with our God to put away all 
the wives, and sueh as are born of 
them, according to the counsel of 
[my] lord, m and of those that tremble 
at tne commandments of our God; 
and let it be done according to the 
4 law. Arise, for this matter is in¬ 
cumbent on thee, and we will be with 
thee: be of good courage, and do 
6 [it]. Then Ezra arose, and made the 
chiefs of the priests, of the Levites, 
and of all Israel, to swear that they 
would do according to this word. 

6 And they swore. And Ezra arose 
from before the house of God, and 
went into the chamber of Jehohanan 
the son of Eliashib; and when he 
came thither, he ate no bread and 
drank no water, for he mourned be¬ 
cause of the unfaithfulness of them 
that had been carried away. 

7 And they made proclamation in 
Judah and Jerusalem to all the chil¬ 
dren of the captivity, that they should 
gather themselves together unto Je- 

8 rusalem ; and that whosoever would 
not come within three days, accord¬ 
ing to the counsel of the princes and 
the elders, all his substance should be 
confiscated , 11 and himself separated 
from the congregation of those that 
had been carried away. 

9 Then were all the men of Judah 
and Benjamin gathered together at 
Jerusalem within three days. It was 
the ninth month, on the twentieth 
of the month ; and all the people sat 
in the open space of the house of 
God, trembling because of the matter, 

10 and because of the pouring ruin. And 
Ezra the priest stood up and said to 
them, Ye have acted unfaithfully, 
and lmvo taken foreign wives, to in- 

11 crease the trespass of Israel. And 
now make confession to Jehovah the 
God of your lathers, and do his plea¬ 
sure, and separate yourselves from 
the peoples of the land, and from the 

Adunai , ‘ the Lord.’

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12 foreign wives. And the whole con¬ 
gregation answered and said with a 
loud voice, Yes, it is for us to do ac- 

18 cording to thy words. But the people 
are many, and it is a time of pouring 
rain, and it is not possible to stand 
without: neither is this a work for 
one day or tw o; for we are many 
that have transgressed in this thing. 

14 Let now our princes, while this mat¬ 
ter is going on, stand for all the 
congregation, and let all those that 
have taken foreign wives in our cities 
come at the appointed times, and 
with them the elders of every city, 
and the judges thereof, until the fierce 
anger of our God be turned from us. 

15 Only Jonathan the son of Asahel and 
Jalizeiah the son of Tikvah stood up 
against 0 this; and Meshullam and 
Shabbethai the Levite helped them. 

10 And the children of the captivity 
did so. And Ezra the priest [and] 
certain of the chief fathers were 
separated according to their fathers’ 
houses, and all of them [expressed] 
by name;; and they sat down on the 
first day of the tenth month to ex- 

17 amine thegnatter. And they ended 
with all $he men that had taken 
foreign wives by the first day of the 

18 first month. And among the sons 
of the priests there were found that 
had taken foreign wives, of the sons 
of Jesliua the son of Jozadak, and 
his brethren : Maaseiah, and Eliezer, 

19 and Jarib, and Gedaliah. And they 
gave their hand to send away their 
wives ; and they offered a ram of the 
flock, as trespass-offering for their

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I. The words of Nehemiah 11 the son 
of Hachaliah. 

And it came to pass in the month 
Cliislev, in the twentieth year, 1 ' as I 

2 was in Slmshan c the fortress, d that 
Hanani, one of my brethren, came, he 
and [certain] men of Judah. And I 
asked them concerning the Jews that 
had escaped, who were left of the 
captivity, and concerning Jerusalem. 

B And they said to me, Those who 
remain, that are left of the captivity 
there in the province, are in great 
affliction and reproach ; and the wall 
of Jerusalem is in ruins, and its gates 

4 are burned with fire. And it came to 
pass, when I heard these words, that 
1 sat and wept, and mourned for days, 
and fasted, and prayed before the 

6 God of the heavens, and said, I be¬ 
seech thee, Jehovah, God of the hea¬ 
vens, the great and terrible God, that 
keepotli covenant and mercy for them 
that love him and keep his command- 

0 ments ! Let thine ear now be atten¬ 
tive, and thine eyes open, to hear the 
prayer of thy servant, which I pray 
before theo at this time, 0 day and 
night, for the children of Israel thy 
servants, confessing the sins of the 
children of Israel, which we have 
sinned against thee : both I and my 

7 father’s house have sinned. We have 
acted very perversely against thee, 
and have not kept the command¬ 
ments, nor the statutes, nor the 
ordinances that thou commandedst 

* thy servant Moses. Remember, I 
beseech tlice, the word that thou 
cominandodstthy servant Moses,say¬ 
ing, If ye act unfaithfully, I will 

0 scatter you among the peoples; but 
if ye return to me, and keep my com¬ 
mandments and do them, though

uttermost part of the heavens, yet 
will I gather them from thence, and 
will bring them unto the place that 
I have chosen to set my name there. 

10 And they are thy servants and thy 
people, whom thou hast redeemed 
by thy great power and by thy 

11 strong hand. 0 Lord, I beseech 
thee, let now thine ear be attentive 
to the prayer of thy servant, and to 
the prayer of thy servants who delight 
to fear thy name ; and prosper, I pray 
thee, thy servant this day, and grant 
him mercy in the sight of this man. 
Now I was the king’s cupbearer. 

II. And it came to pass in the month 
Nisan, in the twentieth year of Ar- 
taxerxes 1 the king, [that] wine was 
before him, and I took up the wine 
and gave it to the king.

And I said to the king, 
If it please the king, and if thy ser¬ 
vant have found favour in thy sight, 
that thou wouldest send me to Judah, 
to the city of iny fathers’ sepulchres, 

6 that I may build it. And the king 
said to me—the queen also sitting by 
him,—For how long shall thy journey 
be, and when wilt thou return ? And

letter to Asaph the keeper of the 
king’s forest, 11 that he may give me 
timber to make beams for the gates 
of the palace 1 which [appertains] to 
the house, and for the wall of the 
city, and for the house that I shall 
enter into. And the king granted me, 
according to the good hand of my 
God upon me. 

9 And I came to the governors be¬ 
yond the river, and gave them the 
king's letters. Now the king had sent 
captains of a force and horsemen 

10 with me. And when Sanballat the 
Horonite, 1 and Tobijah the servant, 
the A mm onite, heard [of it], it grieved 
them exceedingly that there had come 
a man to seek the welfare of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

11 And I came to Jerusalem, and was 

12 there three days. And I arose in the 
night, I and some few men with me— 
but I told no man what my God had 
put in my heart to do for Jerusalem—

And the rulers m did 
not know whither I went or what I 
did, for I had not as yet told it to 
the Jews, nor to the priests, nor to the 
nobles, nor to the rulers,™ nor to 
the rest that did the work.

17 And I said to them, Ye see the dis¬ 
tress that we are in, that Jerusalem 
lies waste, and its gates are burned 
with fire. Come, and let us build up 
the wall of Jerusalem, that we be no 

18 more a reproach. And I told them of 
the hand of my God which had been 
good upon me; as also of the king’s 
words which he had said unto me. 
And they said, Let us rise up and 
build. And they strengthened their 
hands for the good [work]. 

19 And Sanballat the Horonite, and 
Tobijah the servant, the Ammonite, 
and Geshem 11 the Arabian, heard it; 
and they mocked us and despised 
us, and said, What is this thing

18 After him repaired their brethren, 
Bawai the son of Henadad, the chief 

19 of the half district of Keilah. And 
next to him repaired Ezer the son of 
Jeslnia, the ruler of Mizpah, a second 
piece over against the going up to the

Baruch the son of Zabbai earnestly 
repaired another 31 piece, from the

IV. And it came to pass that when ! 
Sanballat heard that we built the 
wall, he was angry and very in- 
2 dignant, and mocked the Jews. And 
he spoke before his brethren and the 
army of Samaria, and said, What do 
these feeble Jews ? shall they be per¬ 
mitted to go on ? Will they offer 
sacrifices ? Will they finish in a 
day ? Will they revive the stones out 
of the heaps of rubbish, when they 
8 are burned ? And Tobijah the Am¬ 
monite was by him, and he said, 
Even that which they build, if a 
fox went up, it would break down 
4 their stone wall.—Hear, our God v 
for we are despised, and turn their 
reproach upon their own head, and 
give them for a prey 1 in a land of cap- 
6 tivity 1 And cover not their iniquity, 
and let not their sin be blotted out 
from before thee ; for they have pro- 

6 voked the builders. But we built 
the wall; and all the wall was joined 
together to the half thereof; for the 
people had a mind K to work. 

7 And it came to pass, when San¬ 
ballat, and Tobijah, and the Arabians, 
and the Ammonites, and the Ashdod- 
ites heard that the walls of Jerusa¬ 
lem were being repaired, that the 
breaches began to be stopped, then 


8 they were very wroth, and conspired 
all of them together to come to fight 
against Jerusalem, and to hinder h 

0 it. Then we prayed to our God, 
and set a watch against them day and 

10 night, because of them. And Judah 
said, The strength of the bearers of 
burdens faileth, and there is much 
rubbish; so that we are not able to 

11 build at the wall. And our adversaries 
said, They shall not know, neither 
see, till we come into the midst of 
them and kill them, and put an end 

12 to the work. And it came to pass 
that when the Jew's that dw r elt by 
them came and told us so ten times, 
from all the places wdience they re- 

19 turned 1 to us, I set in the low'er 
places behind the wall in exposed 
places, I even set the people, accord- 
ingto their families, with their swords, 

14 their spears and then* bows. And I 
looked, and rose up, and said to the 
nobles, and to the rulers, k and to the 
rest of the people, Be not afraid of 
them : remember the Lord who is 
great and terrible, and fight for your 
brethren, your sons and your daugh¬ 
ters, 3'our wives and your houses. 

15 And it came to pass that when our 
enemies heard that it was known to 
us, and that God had defeated their 
counsel, we returned all of us to the 

10 wall, every one to his w r ork. And 
from that time forth the half of my 
servants wrought in the work, and 
the other half of them held the spears, 
and the shields, and the bows, and 
the corslets; and the captains w’ere 

17 behind all the house of Judah. They 
that built on the wall, and they that 
bore burdens, with those that loaded, 
wrought in the work with one hand, 
and with the other they held a w r ea- 

19 pon. And the builders had every 
one his sword girded by his side, and 
built. And lie that sounded the 

19 trumpet was by me. And I said to

to the rest of the people, The work 
is great and extended, and we are 
scattered upon the wall, one far from 

80 another: in what place ye hear the 
sound of the trumpet, thither shall 
ye assemble to us; our God will 
tight for us. 

21 And we laboured in the work; and 
half of them held the spears from the 
rising of the dawn till the stars ap- 

22 peared. Likewise at the same time 
I said to the people, Let every one 
with his servant 111 lodge within Jeru¬ 
salem, that in the night they may be 
a guard to us, and [be for] labour in 

22 the day. And neither I, nor my breth¬ 
ren, nor my servants, nor the men of 
the guard that followed me, none of us 
put off our garments: every one had 
his weapon on his right side. n 

V. And there was a great cry of the 
people and of their wives against 

2 their brethren the Jews. And there 
were that said, We, our sons and our 
daughters, aro many, and we must 
procure 0 corn that we may eat and 

8 live. And there were that said, 
Wo have had to pledge our fields, 
and our vineyards, and our houses, 
that we might procure corn in the 

4 dearth. And there were that said, 
We have borrowed money for the 
king’s tribute upon our fields and 

6 vineyards; yet now our flesh is as 
the flesh of our brethren, our children 
as their children; and behold, we 
must bring into bondage our sons 
and our daughters to be servants, and 
some of our daughters are brought 
into bondage [already]; neither is it 
in the power of our hand [to redeem 
them], for other men have our fields 
and our vineyards. 

0 And 1 was very angry when I heard 

7 their cry and these words. And I 
consulted with inyself; and I re¬ 
monstrated with the nobles and the

rulers, and said to them, Ye exact 
usury, every one of his brother! 
And I set a great assembly against 

8 them. And I said to them, We, ac¬ 
cording to our ability,have redeemed p 
our brethren the Jews, who were sold 
to the nations; and will ye even sell 
your brethren ? or shall they be sold 
unto us ? And they were silent and 

9 found no answer. And I said, The 
thing that ye do is not good. Ought 
ye not to walk in the fear of our God, 
so as not to be the reproach of the 

10 nations our enemies ? I also, my 
brethren and my servants, we might 
exact usury of them, money and corn. 
I pray you, let us leave off this usury. 

11 Restore, I pray you, to them this 
very day q their fields, their vineyards, 
their olive-gardens, and their houses, 
also the hundredth [part] of the 
money, and of the corn, the wine 
and the oil, that ye have exacted of 

12 them. And they said, We will restore 
[them], and will require nothing of 
them; so will we do, as thou hast 
said. And I called the priests, and 
took an oath of them, that they should 

18 do according to this promise. Also 
I shook my lap, and said, So God 
shake out every man from his house 
and from his earnings, that perform- 
eth not this promise : even thus be 
he shaken out and emptied ! ’ And 
all the congregation said, Amen! 
And they praised Jehovah. And the 
people did according to this promise. 

14 Moreover from the time that I was 
appointed to be their governor 1 in the 
land of Jutlali, from the twentieth 
year even to the thirty-second year 
of Artaxerxes the king, twelve years, 
I and my brethren have not eaten 

15 the bread of the governor. 1 ' But the 
former governors that were before 
me had been chargeable to the people, 
and had taken of them bread and 
wine, besides forty shekels of silver:

16 the fear of God. Yea, also I applied 
myself to this work of the wall, and 
we bought no fields ; and all my ser¬ 
vants were gathered thither for the 

17 work. And there were at my table 
a hundred and fifty of the Jews and 
the rulers, s besides those that came 
to us from among the nations that 

18 were about us. And that which was 
prepared daily was one ox [and] 
six choice sheep ; also fowls were pre¬ 
pared for me, and once in ten days 
all sorts of wine in abundance. Yet 
for all this I demanded not the bread 
of the governor; for the service was 

19 heavy upon this people. Remember 
for me, my God, for good, all that I 
have done for this people. 

VI. And it came to pass when San- 
ballat, and Tobijah, and Gesliem the 
Arabian, and the rest of our enemies, 
heard that I had built the wall, and 
that there was no breach left in it 
(though at that time I had not set up 
2 the doors in the gates), that Sanballat 
and Geshem sent to me, saying,Come, 
let us meet together in the villages 
in the plain 1 of Ono. But they 
8 thought to do me mischief. And I 
sent messengers to them, saying, I 
am doing a great work, and I cannot 
come down. Why should the work 
cease, whilst I leave it and come 

4 down to you ? And they sent to me 
four times after this sort; and I an¬ 
swered them in the same manner. 

5 Then sent Sanballat his servant 11 tome 
in this manner the fifth time, with an 

c open letter in his hand, in which xvns 
written: It is reported among the 
nations, and Gaslimu says [it, that] 
thou and the Jews think to rebel, 
for which cause thou buildest the 
w r all, and according to these words 
7 thou wilt become their king. And 
thou liast also appointed prophets to 
proclaim concerning thee at Jerusa¬ 
lem saying, There is a king in Judah 1 


And now it will be reported to the 
king according to these words. Come 
now therefore, and let us take coun- 

0 sel together. And I sent to him, 
saying, There are no such things 
done as thou sayest, but thou fei<_rn- 
est them out of thine own heart. 

0 For they all would have made us 
afraid, saying, Their hands shall be 
slackened from the work, that it 
be not carried out.—Now therefore 
strengthen my hands! 

10 And I came to the house of She- 
maiah the son of Delaiah, the son 
of Mehetabeel, who had shut him¬ 
self up. And he said. Let us meet 
together in the house of God. within 
the temple, and let us shut the doors 
of the temple; for they are coming 
to kill thee; even in the night v are 

11 they coming to kill thee. And I said, 
Should such a man as I flee ? and 
who is there, that, being as I am, 
could go into the temple, and live ? I 

12 will not go in. And I perceived, and 
behold, God had not sent him; for 
he pronounced this prophecy against 
me ; and Tobijah and Sanballat had 

19 hired him. Therefore was he hired, 
that I should be afraid, and do so, 
and sin, and that they might have 
wdierewith to spread an evil report, 

14 that they might reproach me. My 
God, remember Tobijah and San¬ 
ballat according to these their works, 
and also the prophetess Noadiah. and 
the rest of the prophets who would 
have put me in fear. 

15 So the wall was finished on the 
twenty-fifth of Elul, in fifty-tw o days. 

16 And it came to pass that when all 
our enemies heard [of it], all the 
nations that xvere about us were 
afraid and were much cast down in 
their own eyes, and they perceived 
that this work was wrought hy our 
God. 

17 Moreover in those days the nobles 
of Judah sent many letters to Tobijah, 
and those of Tobijah came to them.

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18 For there were many in Judah sworn 
to him; for he was-a son-in-law of 
Sliechuniah the son of Arah ; and his 
son Johanan had taken the daughter 
of Mesliullani the son of Berechiah. 
10 Also they spoke of his good deeds w 
before me, and reported my words* 
to him. [And] Tobijah sent letters to 
put me in fear. 

VII. And it came to pass when the 
wall was built, and I had set up 
the doors, that the doorkeepers and 
the singers and the Levites were ap- 
2 pointed. And I gave my brother 
Hanani, and Hananiali the ruler of 
the citadel, charge over Jerusalem; 
for he was a faithful man and feared 
8 God above many. And I said to 
them that the gates of Jerusalem 
should not be opened until the sun 
was hot, and that they should shut 
the doors and bar them while they 
stood by; and that there should be 
appointed watches of the inhabi¬ 
tants of Jerusalem, every one in his 
watch, and every one over against 
4 his house. Now the city was large 
and great; but the people in it were 
D few, and no houses were built. And 
my God put into my heart to gather 
together the nobles, and the rulers, y 
and the people, for registration by ge¬ 
nealogy. And I found a genealogical 
register of those that had come up 
at the first, and I found written in it:

therefore were they, as polluted, re-

the Tirshatha said to them that they 
should not eat of the most holy 
things, till there stood up the priest 
with Urim and Tliummim.

was forty-two thousand three hun- 
G7 dred and sixty, besides their servants 
and their maids, of w r hom there were 
seven thousand three hundred and 
thirty-seven ; and they had two hun¬ 
dred and forty-five singing-men aud 
68 singing-women. Their horses w r ere 
seven hundred and thirty-six; their 
mules, two hundred and forty-five; 
60 the camels, four hundred and thirty- 
five ; the asses, six thousand seven 
hundred and twenty. 

70 And some of the chief fathers gave 
to the work. The Tirshatha gave to 
the treasure a thousand darics of 
gold, fifty basons, five hundred and 

71 thirty priests’ coats. And [some] of 
the chief fathers gave to the treasure 
of the work twenty thousand darics of 
gold, and tw r o thousand tw r o hundred 

72 pounds 0 of silver. And that w r hich 
the rest of the people gave w r as twent y 
thousand darics of gold, and two thou¬ 
sand pounds of silver, and sixty-seven 
priests’ coats.

2 Jehovah had commanded Israel. And 
Ezra the priest brought the law before 
the congregation both of men and 
women, and all that could hear with 
understanding, on the first day of the 

8 seventh month. And lie read in it 
before the open place that was before 
the water-gate from the morning until 
midday, in presence of the men and 
the women, and those that could 
understand. And the ears of all the 
people were [attentive] to the book 

4 of the law. And Ezra the scribe stood 
upon a high stage of wood, which 
they lmd made for the purpose. And 
beside him stood Mattithiah, and 
Nhcma, and Anaiali, and Urijali, and 
llilkijah, and Maaseiah on his right 
hand ; and on his left hand, Pedaiali, 
and Mishael, and Malehijah, and 
Hashum, and Hashbaddana, Zecha- 

5 riali, Meshullam. And Ezra opened 
the book in the sight of all the peo¬ 
ple, for he was above all the people; 
and when he opened it, all the peo- 

11 pie stood up. And Ezra blessed 
Jehovah, the great God ; and all the 
people answered, Amen, Amen 1 with 
lifting up of their hands; and they 
bowed their heads, and worshipped 
Jehovah with their faces to the 

7 ground. And Jeshua, and Bani, and 
Slierebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Sliab- 
betlmi, Hodijali, Maaseiah, Kelita, 
Azariah, Jozabad, Hanan, Pelaiah, 
and the Levites, caused the people 
to understand the law ; and the peo- 

6 pie (stood] in their place. And they 
read in the law of God distinctly out 
of the book, and gave the sense, and 


caused [them] to understand the 
reading. 

9 And Neliemiah, that is, the Tir- 
shatha, and Ezra the priest the scribe, 
and the Levites that explained to the 
people, said to all the people, This 
day is holy to Jehovah your God: 
mourn not, nor weep. For all the 
people wept when they heard the 

10 words of the law. And he said to 
them, Go your way, eat the fat, and 
drink the sweet, and send portions to 
them for whom nothing is prepared ; 
for the day is holy to our Lord; and 
be not grieved, for the joy of Jehovah 

11 is your strength. And the Levites 
quieted all the people, saying, Be 
still! for the day is holy ; neither be 

12 grieved. And all the people went 
their way, to eat and to drink, and 
to send portions, and to make great 
rejoicing. For they had understood 
the words that were declared to 
them. 

13 And on the second day were gath¬ 
ered together the chief fathers of all 
the people, the priests, and the Le¬ 
vites, to Ezra the scribe, even to gain 
wisdom as to the words of the law. 

14 And they found written in the law 
which Jehovah had commanded 
through Moses, that the children 
of Israel should dwell in booths in 

15 the feast of the seventh month, and 
that they should publish and proclaim 
through all their cities and at Jeru¬ 
salem, saying, Go forth to the mount, 
and fetch olive-branches, and wild 
olive-branches, and myrtle-branehes, 
and palm-branches, and branches of 
thick trees, to make booths, as it is 

10 written. And the people went forth 
and brought [themhand made them¬ 
selves booths, everyone upon the roof 
of his house, and in their courts, and 
in the courts of the house of God, 
and in the open space of the water- 
gate, and in the open space of the gate 

17 of Ephraim. And all the congrega¬ 
tion of them that had come back from 
the captivity made booths, and dwelt 
in the booths. For since the days of

Jeshua the son of Nun until that 
day had not the children of Israel 
done so. And there was very great 
gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first day 
to the last day, he read d in the book 
of the law of God. And they ob¬ 
served the feast seven days; and on 
the eighth day was a solemn assem¬ 
bly, according to the ordinance. 

IX. And on the twenty-fourth day of 
this month the children of Israel 
were assembled w r ith fasting, and 
with sackclothes, and earth upon 

2 them. And the seed of Israel sepa¬ 
rated themselves from all foreigners, 
and stood and confessed their sins, 
and the iniquities of their fathers. 

8 And they stood up in their place, and 
read in the book of the law of Jeho¬ 
vah their God a fourth part of the 
day; and a fourth part they confessed, 
and worshipped Jehovah their God. 

4 Then stood up upon the platform of 
the Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, Kad- 
miel, Shebaniab, Bunni. Sherebiah, 
Bani, Chenani, and cried with a loud 
voice to Jehovah their God. 

8 And the Levites, Jeshua, and Kad- 
miel, Bani, Hashabniali, Sherebiah, 
Hodijab, Shebaniah, Pethahiah, said, 
Stand up, bless Jehovah your God 
from eternity to eternity. And let 
[men] bless the name of thy glory 
which is exalted above all blessing 
0 and praise. Thou art the Same,'thou 
alone, Jehovah, who hast made the 
heaven of heavens, and all their 
host, the earth and all that is there¬ 
in, the seas and all that is therein. 
And thou quickenest them all; and 
the host of heaven worshippeth thee. 
7 Thou art the Same, e Jehovah Elohim, 
who didst choose Abram andbrought- 
est him forth out of Ur of the Chal¬ 
dees, and gavest him the name of 
0 Abraham; and foundest his heart 
faithful before thee, and madest the 
covenant with him to give the land 

of the Canaanites, the Hittites, the 
Amorites, and the Perizzites, and 
the Jebusites, and the Girgashites,— 
to give it to his seed; and thou hast 
performed thy words, for thou art 

B righteous. And thou sawestthe afflic¬ 
tion of our fathers in Egypt, and 
heardest their cry by the Bed Sea;

12 And thou leddest them in the day 
by a pillar of cloud, and in the night by 
a pillar of fire, to give, them light in 
the way wherein they should go. 

13 And thou earnest down on mount 
Sinai, and didst speak with them from 
the heavens, and gavest them right 
judgments 1 and true laws, good sta- 

14 tutes and commandments. And 
thou madest known unto them thy 
holy sabbath, and prescribedst for 
them commandments and statutes 
and a law, through Moses thy ser- 

16 vant. And thou gavest them bread 
from the heavens for their hunger, 
and broughtest forth water for them 
out of the rock for their thirst, and 
didst say to them that they should 
go in to possess the land which thou 
hadst sworn to give them. 

10 But they, our e fathers, dealt proud¬ 
ly, and hardened their neck, and 
hearkened not to thy command- 

17 ments, and refused to obey, neither 
were they mindful of thy wonders 
which thou hadst done among b them ;

44 And at that time 1 men were ap¬ 
pointed over the chambers of the 
treasures for the heave-offerings, for 
the firstfruits, and for the tithes, to 
gather into them out of the fields of

6 And during all that [time] I was not 
at Jerusalem; for in the two-and- 
thirtieth year of Artaxerxes king of 
Babylon I came to the king; and 
after some time I obtained leave of the 

7 king. And I came to Jerusalem, and 
observed the evil that Eliashib had 
done for Tobijah, in preparing him 
a chamber in the courts of the house 

8 of God. And it grieved me much, and 
I cast forth all the household stuff of 

9 Tobijah out of the chamber. And I 
commanded, and they purified the 
chambers; and thither brought I 
again the vessels of the house of God, 
the oblation and the frankincense. 

10 And I perceived that the portions 
of the Levites had not been given, 
and that the Levites and the singers 
that did the work had tied every one 

11 to his field. Then I contended with 
the rulers, m and said, Why is the house 
of God forsaken ? And I gathered 
them together, and set them in their 

12 place. And all Judah brought the 
tithe of the corn and the new wine 
and the oil into the storehouses. 

13 And I made storekeepers over the 
storehouses: Shelemiah the priest, 
and Zadok the scribe, and of the 
Levites, Pedaiah; and subordinate 
to them, Ha nan the son of Zaccur, 
the son of Mattaniah ; for they were 
esteemed faithful, and their office 
w’as to distribute to their brethren. 

14 Remember me, 0 my God, concern¬ 
ing this, and wipe not out my good 
deeds 11 which I have done for the 
house of my God, and for the charges 
thereof. 

18 In those days I saw in Judah some 
treading wine-presses on the sabbath, 
and bringing in sheaves, and lading

Men of Tyre also dwelt 
therein, who brought fish and all 
manner of ware, and sold it on the 
sabbath to the children of Judah, and 

17 in Jerusalem. And I contended 
with the nobles of Judah, and said 
to them, What evil thing is this 
which ye do, profaning the sabbath 

18 day ? Hid not your fathers thus, and 
did not our God bring all this evil 
upon us and upon this city ? And 
ye will briug more wrath against 
Israel by profaning the sabbath. 

19 And it came to pass, that when it 
begau to be dark in the gates of 
Jerusalem before the sabbath, I com¬ 
manded that the gates should be 
shut; and I commanded that they 
should not be opened till after the 
sabbath. And I set [some] of my ser¬ 
vants 0 at tlie gates so that no burden 
should be brought in on the sabbath 

20 day. And the dealers and sellers of 
all kind of ware passed the night 
without Jerusalem once or twice. 

21 And I testified against them, and said 
to them, Why do ye pass the night 
before the wall? if ye do so again, I 
will lay bands on you. From that 
time forth they came not on the 

22 sabbath. And I commanded the 
Levites that they should purify them¬ 
selves, and that they should come 
and keep the gates, to hallow the 
sabbath day. Remember this also 


for me, my God, and spare me ac¬ 
cording to thy great loving-kindness ! 

29 In those days also I saw Jews that 
had married wives of Ashdod, of 

34 Ammon, [and] of Moab. And their 
children spoke half in the language 
of Ashdod, and could not speak in 
the Jews’ language, but according to 

25 the language of each people. And I 
contended with them, and cursed 
them, and smote certain of them and 
plucked off their hair, aud adjured 
them by God [saying], Ye shall not 
give your daughters to their sons, 
nor take their daughters for your 

26 sons or for yourselves. Did not 
Solomon king of Israel sin by these 
things ? Yet among the many na¬ 
tions was there no king like him, who 
was beloved of his God, and God 
made him king over all Israel; but 
even him did foreign wives cause to 

27 sin. And should we hearken to you 
to do all this great evil, to act un¬ 
faithfully to our God by marrying 

28 foreign wives ? And [one] of the 
sons of Joiada, the sou of Eliashib 
the high priest, was son-in-law to 
Sauballat the Horonite; and I chased 

29 l.im from me. Remember them, my 
God, for they are polluters of the 
priesthood, and of the covenant of 
the priesthood and of the Levites! 

90 And I purified them from all 
foreigners, and appointed the charges 
of the priests and the Levites, every 

91 one in his service ; p and for the wood¬ 
offering, at times appointed, and for 
tlie firstfruits. Remember me, 0 
my God, for good!

ESTHER 


I. And it came to pass in the days of 
Ahasuerus* (that is, the Ahasuerus 
that reigned from India b even to 
Ethiopia, over a hundred and twen- 

2 tv-sevcn provinces), in those days, 
when the king Ahasuerus sat on the 
throne of his kingdom, which was 

8 in Shushan the fortress,® in the 
third year of his reign, he made a 
feast to all his princes and his ser¬ 
vants ; the power of Persia and Media, 
the nobles and the princes of the 

4 provinces being before him; when 
he shewed the glorious wealth of his 
kingdom and the splendid magnifi¬ 
cence of his grandeur many daj r s, 
a hundred and eighty da 3 ^s. 

5 And when these days were ex¬ 
pired, the king made a feast to 
all the people that were present in 
Shushan the fortress, both to great 
and small, seven days, in the court 
of the garden of the king’s palace. 

c White, green, and blue [hangings] 
were fastened with cords of byssus 
and purple to silver rings and pillars 
of white marble; couches of gold 
and silver [lay] upon a pavement of 
red and white marble, and alabaster, 

7 and black marble/ And they gave 
drink in vessels of gold (the vessels 
being diverse one from another), and 
royal wine in abundance, according 

8 to the king’s bounty.® And the 
drinking was, according to command¬ 
ment, without constraint; for so the 
king had appointed to all the mag¬ 
nates of his house, that they should 
do according to every man’s plea¬ 
sure. 

9 Also the queen Vashti made a 
feast for the women of the royal 
house which belonged to king Aha- 
suerus. 

10 On the seventh day, when the

21 And the saying pleased the king 
and the princes; and the king did 
according to the word of Memucan. 

22 And he sent letters into all the king’s 
provinces, into every province ac¬ 
cording to the writing thereof, and 
to every people according to their 
language, That every man should 
bear rule in his own house, and 
should speak according to the lan¬ 
guage of his people.** 

II. After these tilings, wlieu the fury 
of king Ahasuerus was appeased, he 
remembered Vashti, and what she 
had done, and what was decreed 

2 against her. Then said the king’s 
servants 1 ' that attended upon him, 
Let there be maidens, virgins of 
beautiful countenance, sought for the 

11 king; and let the kingappointofficers 
in all the provinces of his kingdom, 
that they may gather together all the 
young virgins of beautiful counte¬ 
nance to Shushan the fortress, to 
the house of the women, unto the 
custody of Hegai the king’s chamber¬ 
lain, keeper of the women ; and let 
their things for purification be given. 

4 And let the maiden that pleaseth the 
king be queen instead of Vashti. 
And the thing pleased the king; and 
he did so. 

6 There was in Shushan the fortress 
a certain Jew, whose name was 
Mordeeai, the son of Jair, the son of 
Shiinei, the son of Kish, a Benjamin-

6 ite, who had been earned away from 
Jerusalem with the captives who had 
been carried away with Jeconiah 
king of Judah, whom Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar the king of Babylon had carried 

7 away. And he brought up Hadassah, 
that is, Esther, his uncle’s daughter ; 
for she had neither father nor mother 
—and the maiden was fair and beau¬ 
tiful—and when her father and 
mother were dead, Mordeeai took her 

8 for his own daughter. And it came 
to pass when the king’s command¬ 
ment and his decree was heard, and 
when many maidens were gathered 
together unto Shushan the fortress, 
unto the custody of Hegai, that Es¬ 
ther also was brought into the king’s 
house, unto the custody of Hegai, 

B keeper of the women. And the 
maiden pleased him, and obtained 
favour before him; and he speedity 
gave her her things for purification, 
and her portions, 1 and the seven 
maidens selected to he given her, out 
of the king's house ; and he removed 
her and her maids lo the best [place] 

10 of the house of the women. Esther 
had not made known her people nor 
her birth ; k for Mordeeai had charged 
her that she should not make it 

11 known. And Mordeeai walked every 
day before the court of the women’s 
house, to know how Esther did, and 
what should become of her. 

12 Aud when every maiden’s turn 
came to go in to king Ahasuerus 
after that she had been treated for 
twelve months, according to the 
manner 1 of the women (for so were 
the days of their purification accom¬ 
plished—six months with oil of 
myrrh, and six months with spices, 
and with things for the purifying of 

13 the women, and thus came the 
maiden in unto the king), whatever 
she desired was given her to go with 
her out of the house of the women to 

14 the king’s house. In the evening 
she went, and on the morrow she

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returned into the second house of the 
women, unto the custody of Shaash- 
gaz, the king’s chamberlain, keeper 
of the concubines. She came in to 
the king no more, unless the king 
delighted in her, and she were called 
by name. 

15 And when the turn of Esther, the 
daughter of Abihail the uncle of 
Mordecai who had taken her for his 
daughter, came to go in to the king, 
she required nothing but wliat Hegai 
the king’s chamberlain, keeper of 
the women, appointed. And Esther ; 
obtained grace in the sight of all them 

lc that saw her. So Esther w r as taken 
to king Ahasuerus, into his royal, 
house, in the tenth month, that is, 
the month Tebeth, in the seventh 

17 year of his reign. And the king 
loved Esther above all the women, 
and she obtained grace and favour 
in his sight more than all the virgins, 
and he set the royal crowm upon her 
head, and made her queen instead of 

18 Yashti. And the king made a great 
feast to all his princes and his ser¬ 
vants, Esther’s feast; and he made 
a release to the provinces, and gave 
presents according to the king’s 
bounty. 111 

19 And w'hen the virgins were gath¬ 
ered together the second time, Mor- 

20 decai sat in the king’s gate. (Esther, 
as Mordecai had charged her, had 
not yet made known her birth 
nor her people ; for Esther did what 
Mordecai told her, like as when she 

21 was brought up with him.) In those 
days, while Mordecai sat in the king’s 
gate, two of the king’s chamberlains, 
Bigthan and Teresh, of those which 
kept the tlneshold, were wroth, and 
sought to lay hand on the king 

22 Ahasuerus. And the thing became 
known to Mordecai, and he related 
it to Esther the queen, and Esther 
told it to the king in Mordecai’s 

29 name. And the matter was investi-

gated and found out; and they were 
both hanged on a tree. And it was 
written in the book of the chronicles 
before the king. 

III. After these things king Ahasue¬ 
rus promoted Ham an the son of 
Hammedatha the Agagite, n and ad¬ 
vanced him, and set his seat above 
all the princes that were with him. 

2 And all the king’s servants that were 
in the king’s gate bowed and did 
Haman reverence, for the king had 
so commanded concerning him. But 
Mordecai bowed not nor did [him] 

9 reverence. Then the king’s ser¬ 
vants, who were in the king’s gate, 
said to Mordecai, Why transgressest 

4 thou the king’s commandment ? And 
it came to pass as they spoke daily 
to him, and he hearkened not to 
them, that they informed Haman, 
to see whether Mordecai’s matters 0 
w'ould stand; for he had told them 

5 that he was a Jew. And when Ha¬ 
man saw' that Mordecai bowed not 
nor did him reverence, Haman was 

6 full of fury. But he scorned to lay 
hands on Mordecai alone ; for they 
had made known to him the people 
of Mordecai; therefore Haman sought j 
to destroy all the Jews that were in 
nil the kingdom of Ahasuerus, the 
people of Mordecai. 

7 In the first month, that is, the 
month Nisan, in the twelfth year of 
king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, that 
is, the lot, before Hainan for each 
day and for each month, p to the 
twelfth [month], that is, the month 

8 Adar. And Homan said to king 
Ahasuerus, There is a people scat¬ 
tered abroad and dispersed among the 
peoples in all the provinces of thy 
kingdom ; and their laws are diverse 
from [those of] every people, and 
they keep not the king’s laws; and it 
is not for the king’s profit to suffer 

9 them. If it please the king, let it be 
written that they may be destroyed,

the king took his ring from his baud, 
and gave it to Hainan the son of

11 enemy. 1 ' And the king said to Ha¬ 
ma u, The silver is given to thee, the 
people also, to do with them as seems 
good to thee. 

la Then were the king’s scribes called, 
in the first month, on the thirteenth 
day of the [month], and there was 
written according to all that Haman 
commanded unto the king’s satraps, 
and to the governors r over every 
province, and to the princes of every 
people, to every province according 
to the writing thereof, and to every 
people according to their language: 
in the name of king Ahasuerus was 
it written, and sealed with the king’s 

18 ring. And the letters were sent by 
couriers into all the king’s provinces, 
to destroy, to kill, and to cause to 
perish, all Jews, both young and old, 
little children and women, in one 
day, upon the thirteenth of the twelfth 
month, that is, the month Adar, and 
[ to take] the spoil of them for a prey. 

11 That the decree might he given in 
every province, a copy of the writing 
was published to all peoples, that 
they should be ready against that 

16 day. The couriers went out, being 
hastened by the king’s command¬ 
ment, and the decree was given in 
Khushan the fortress. And the king 
and Haman sat down to drink; but 
the city of Sliuslian was in con¬ 
sternation. 

IV. Aud when Mordecai knew all 
that was done, Mordecai rent his 
garments, and put on sackcloth with 
ashes, and wont out into the midst 
of tl io ci|^, and cried with a loud 

2 and bitter cry, and came even be¬ 
fore (lie king’s gate ; for none might 
enter into the king’s gate clothed 

8 with sackcloth. And in every pro-

vince, wherever the king’s command¬ 
ment and his decree came, there was 
great mourning among the Jews, and 
fasting, and weeping, and wailing: 
many lay in sackcloth and ashes. 

4 And Esther’s maids and her cham¬ 
berlains came and told [it] her; 
and the queen was exceedingly 
grieved: and she sent raiment to 
clothe Mordecai, and to take away 
his sackcloth from him ; but he re- 

6 ceived [it] not. Then Esther called 
for Hatach, [one] of the king’s cham¬ 
berlains, whom he had appointed to 
wait upon her, and gave him a com¬ 
mandment to Mordeoai, to know 

6 what it was, and why it was. And 
Hatach went forth to Mordecai, unto 
the public place of the city which 

7 was before the king’s gate. And 
Mordecai told him of all that had 
happened to him, and of the sum of 
money that Haman had promised to 
pay to the king’s treasuries for the 

8 Jews, to destroy them. And he gave 
him a copy of the writing of the 
decree that had been given at Sliu- 
shan to destroy them, to shew [it] to 
Esther, and to declare [it] to her, 
and to charge her that she should go 
in unto the king, to make supplication 
to him, and to make request before 
him for her people. 

9 And Hatach came and told Esther 

10 the words of Mordecai. And Es¬ 
ther spoke to Hatach, and gave him 

11 commandment unto Mordecni: All 
the king’s servants and the people of 
the king’s provinces do know that 
whoever, whether man or woman, 
shall come to the king into the inner 
court, who is not called, there is one 
law, to put [him] to death, except 
[such] to whom the king shall hold 
out the golden sceptre, that he may 
live ; and I have not been called to 
come in unto the king these thirty 

12 days. And they told Mordecai Es- 

18 ther’s words. Aud Mordecai bade to 

answer Esther: Imagine not in thy 
heart that thou shalt escape in the 

r Or * pnehus:’ so viii. 9; ix. 3. 
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king’s house, more than all the Jews. 

14 For ii thou altogether boldest thy 
peace at this time, then shall there 
arise relief and deliverance to the J ews 
from another place ; but thou and thy 
father’s house shall perish. And who 
knows whether thou art [not] come to 
the kingdom for such a time as this ? 

15 And Esther bade to answer Morde- 

1G cai: Go, gather together all the Jews 

that are found in Shuslian, and fast 
for me, and neither eat nor drink 
three days, night or day : I also and 
my maidens will fast likewise, and 
so will I go in unto the king, which 
is not according to the law; and if I 

17 perish, I perish. And Mordecai went 
his way, and did according to all that 
Esther had commanded him. 

V. And it came to pass on the third 
day, that Esther put on royal ap¬ 
parel and stood in the inner court of 
the king’s house, over against the 
king’s house. And the king sat upon 
his royal throne in the royal house, 
over against the entrance to the 

2 house. And it was so, when the king 
saw the queen Esther standing in the 
court, that she obtained grace in 
his sight; and the king held out to 
Esther the golden sceptre that was 
in his hand ; and Esther drew near, 
and touched the top of the sceptre. 

8 And the king said to her, What wilt 
thou, queen Esther? and what is 
thy request? it shall be given thee 
even to the half of the kingdom. 

4 And Esther said, If it seem good to 
the king, let the king and Haman 
come this day to the banquet that I 

6 have prepared for him. And the king 
said, Hasten Haman, that it may be 
done as Esther has said. And the king 
and Haman came to the banquet 

0 that Esther had prepared. And the 
king said to Esther at the banquet of 
wine, What is thy petition ? and it 
shall be granted thee; and what is thy 
request ? even to the half of the king- 

7 dom it shall be done. And Esther 
answered and said, My petition find

8 my request is, If I have found grace 
in the sight of the king, and if it 
please the king to grant my peti¬ 
tion, and to perform my request, let 
the king and Haman come to the 
banquet that I shall prepare for them, 
and I will do to-morrow according to 
the king’s word. 

9 And Haman went forth that daj r 
joyful and glad of heart; but when 
Haman saw Mordecai in the king’s 
gate, that he stood not up nor moved 
for him, he was full of fury against 

10 Mordecai. But Haman controlled 
himself, and came home; and he sent 
and called for his friends, and Zeresh 

11 his wife. And Haman told them of 
the glory of his riches, and the multi¬ 
tude of his children, and all wherein 
the king had promoted him, and 
how he had advanced him above the 

12 princes and servants of the king. And 
Haman said, Yea, Esther the queen 
let no man come in with the king to 
the banquet that she had prepared 
but myself; and to-morrow also I am 

13 invited to her with the king. Yet all 
this is of no avail to me so long as I see 
Mordecai the Jew sitting at the king's 

14 gate. Then said Zeresh his wife and 
all his friends to him, Let a gallows 5 
be made of fifty cubits high, and in 
the morning speak to the king that 
Mordecai may be hanged on it: then 
go in merrily with the king to the 
banquet. And the tiling pleased 
Haman ; and he caused the gallows 3 
to be made. 

Vi. On that night sleep fled from the 
king. And lie commanded to bring 
the book of records of the chronicles ; 
and they were read before the king. 

a And it was found written, that Mor¬ 
decai had told of Bigthana and 
Teresh, two of the king’s chamber¬ 
lains, keepers of the threshold, who 
lmd 1 sought to lay hand on king 
Ahasuerus. 

8 And the king said, What honour 
and dignity has been done to Morde¬ 
cai for this ? And the king’s ser-

vants that attended upon him said, 

4 Nothing has been done for him. And 
the king said, Who is in the court? 
Now Ham an had come into the out¬ 
ward court of the king’s house, to 
speak to the king to hang Mordecai 
on the gallows that he had pre- 

8 pared for him. And the king’s ser¬ 
vants said to him, Behold, Haman is 
standing in the court. And the king 

G said, Let him come in. So Haman 
came in. And the king said to him, 
What is to he done with the man 
whom the king delights to honour? 
Now Hainan thought in his heart, 
To whom would the king delight to 

7 do honour more than to me ? And 
Haman answered the king, For the 
man whom the king delights to 

8 honour, let the royal apparel be 
brought with which the king arrays 
himself, and the horse that the king 
rides upon, and on the head of which 

9 the royal crown is set; and let the 
apparel and horse be delivered into 
the hand of one of the king’s most 
noble princes, and let them array the 
man whom the king delights to 
honour, and cause him to ride on the 
horse through the street of the city, 
and proclaim before him, Thus 
shall it bo done to the man whom 

10 the king delights to honour! And 
the king said to Haman, Make haste, 
take the apparel and the horse, as 
thou hast said, and do so to Mor¬ 
decai the Jew, who sits at the king’s 
gate : let nothing fail of all that thou 

11 hast said. And Haman took the 
apparel and the horse, and arrayed 
Mordecai, and caused him to ride 
through the street of the city, and 
proclaimed before him, Thus shall it 
he done to the man whom the king 
delights to honour! 

12 And Mordecai came again to the 
king’s gate. But Haman hasted to his 
house, mourning and having his head 

18 covered. And Haman recounted to 
Zeresh his wife and to all his friends 
all that bad befallen him. Tlieu said 
his wise men and Zeresh his wife to 


him, If Mordecai be of the seed of 
the Jews, before whom thou hast 
begun to fall, thou shall not prevail 
against him, but wilt certainly fall 

14 before him. While they were yet 
talking with him, the king’s chamber* 
laina came, and hasted to bring 
Haman to the banquet that Esther 
had prepared. 

VII. And the king and Haman came 

2 to drink with Esther the queeh. And 
the king said again to Esther on the 
second day, at the banquet of wine, 
What is thy petition, queen Esther ? 
and it shall be granted thee ; and 
what is thy request ? even to the half 
of the kingdom it shall be done. 

8 And Esther the queen answered and 
said, If I have found grace in thy 
sight, 0 king, and if it please the 
king, let iny life be given me at my 
petition,and my people at my request; 

4 for we are sold, I and my people, 
to be destroyed, to be slain, and to 
perish. Bui if we had been sold for 
bondmen and bondwomen, I had 
held my tongue, although the ad¬ 
versary could not compensate the 

5 king’s damage. And king Ahasue- 
rus spoke and said to Esther the 
queen, Who is he, and where is he 
that has filled his heart to do so ? 

6 And Esther said, The adversary and 
enemy is this wicked Haman. Then 
Haman was terrified before the king 

7 and the queen. And the king in 
his wrath rose up from the banquet 
of wine, [and went] into the palace 
garden ; but Haman stayed to make 
request for his life to Esther the 
queen, for he saw that there was 
evil determined against him by the 

8 king. And the king returned out 
of the palace garden into the house 
of the banquet of wine, and Haman 
was fallen upon the couch on which 
Esther was. And the king said, 
Will he even force the queen before 
me in the house ? The word went 
forth out of the king's mouth, and 

9 they covered Hainan’s face. And 
Harbonah, one of the chamberlains, 
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said before the kin", Behold, also, the 
gallows fifty cubits high, that Haman 
made for Mordecai, who spoke good 
for the king, stands in the house of 
Haman. And the king said, Hang 
10 him on it! So they hanged Haman 
on the gallows that he had prepared 
for Mordecai. And the king’s wrath 
was appeased. 

VIII. On that day did king Ahasuerus 
give the house of Haman the Jews’ 
oppressor to Esther the queen. And 
Mordecai came before the king; for 
Esther had told what he was to her. 

2 And the king took off his ring, which 
he had taken from Haman, and gave 
it to Mordecai. And Esther set Mor¬ 
decai over the house of Haman. 

a And Esther spoke yet again before 
the king, and fell down at his feet, 
and besought him with tears to put 
away the mischief of Haman the 
Agagite, and his device which he had 

4 devised against the Jews. And the 
king held out the golden sceptre 
toward Esther. And Esther arose 

5 and stood before the king, and said, 
If it please the king and if I have 
found grace before him, and the thing 
seem right to the king, and I be 
pleasing in his sight, let it be written 
to reverse the letters devised by Ha¬ 
man the son of Hammedatha the 
Agagite, which he wrote to destroy 
the Jews that are in all the king’s 

6 provinces. For how shall I endure 
to see the evil that shall befall my 
people ? and how shall I endure to 
see the destruction of my kindred ? 

7 And king Ahasuerus said to queen 
Esther and to Mordecai the Jew, 
Behold, I have given Esther the 
house of Haman, and him they have 
hanged upon the gallows, because he 
stretched forth his hand against the 

8 Jews. Write ye then for the Jews as 
seems good to you, in the king’s name, 
and seal [it] with the king’s ring. For 
a writing that is written in the king’s 
name and sealed with the king’s ring 
cannot be reversed. 

9 Then were the king's scribes called 
at that time, in the third month, that 
is, the month Sivan, on the three and 
twentieth [day] thereof; and it was 
written according to all that Mordecai 
commanded, to the Jews, and to the 
satraps, and the governors, and the 
princes of the provinces which are 
from India even to Ethiopia, a hun¬ 
dred and twenty-seven provinces, to 
every province according to the writ¬ 
ing thereof, and to every people ac¬ 
cording to their language, and to the 
Jews according to their writing and 

10 according to their language. And he 
wrote in the name of king Ahasuerus, 
and sealed [it] with the king’s ring, 
and sent letters by couriers on horse¬ 
back riding on coursers, horses of 
blood v reared in the breeding studs : w 

11 [stating] that the king granted the 
Jews that were in every city to gather 
themselves together, and to stand for 
their life, to destroy, to slay, and to 
cause to perish all the power of the 
people and province that might 
assault them, [their] little ones and 
women, and to [take] the spoil of 

12 them for a prey, upon one day in all 
the provinces of king Ahasuerus,upon 
the thirteenth of the twelfth mouth, 

13 that is, the month Adar. That the 
decree might be given in every’ pro¬ 
vince, a copy of the writing was 
published to all the peoples, and that 
the Jews should be ready against that 
day to avenge themselves on their 

14 enemies. The couriers mounted on 
coursers [and] horses of blood T went 
out, being hastened and pressed on 
by the king's commandment. And 
the decree was given at Shushan the 
fortress. 

15 And Mordecai went out from the 
presence of the king in royal apparel 
of blue and white, and with a great 
crown of gold, and with a mantle of 
byssus and purple ; and the city of 

16 Shushan shouted and was glad. The 
Jew’s had light, and joy, and gladness. 

17 and honour. And in every province.

and in every city, wherever the king’s 
commandment and his decree came, 
the Jews had joy and gladness, a 
feast and a good day. And many 
among the peoples of the land became 
Jews ; for the fear of the Jews had 
fallen upon them. 

IX. And in the twelfth month, that 
is, the month Adar, on the thir¬ 
teenth day thereof, when the king’s 
commandment and his decree drew 
near to he put in execution, in the 
day that the enemies of the Jews 
hoped to have power over them 
(hut it was turned to the contrary, 
that the Jews had power over them 

2 that hated them), the Jews gathered 
themselves together in their cities 
throughout the provinces of king 
Ahasuerus, to lay hand on such as 
sought their hurt. And no man could 
withstand them; for the lear of them 

8 had fallen upon all the peoples. And 
all the princes of the provinces, and 
the satraps, and the governors and 
officers of the king,* helped the Jews ; 
for the fear of Mordecai had fallen 

4 upon them. For Mordecai was great 
in the king’s house, and his fame 
went forth throng]unit the provinces; 
for tlie man Mordecai became con- 

6 tinnally greater. And the Jews 
smote all their enemies with the 
stroke of the sword and slaughter 
and destruction, and did what they 

0 would to those that hated them. And 
in Shuslmn the fortress the Jews 
slew and destroyed five hundred men. 

7 And Parshandatha, and Dalphon, 

H and Aspatha, and Poratha, and 

9 Adalia,and Aridatlm,and Parmashta, 
and Arisai, and Aridai, and Vaje- 

10 zulha, the ten sons of Hainan the 
son of Hammedatha, the oppressor 
of the Jews, they slew ; but they laid 

11 not their hands on the prey. On that 
day the number of those that were 
slain in Shushan the fortress was 

12 brought before the king. And the 
king said to Esther the queen, The 
Jews have slain und destroyed five 


hundred men in Shushan the for¬ 
tress, and the ten sons of Haman ; 
what have they done in the rest of 
the king’s provinces? And what 
is thy petition ? and it shall be 
granted thee; and what is thy request 

18 further ? and it shall be done. And 
Esther said, If it please the king, let 
it be granted to the Jews that are in 
Shushan to do to-morrow also ac¬ 
cording to this day’s decree; and let 
Haman’s ten sons be hanged upon 

14 the gallows. And the king com¬ 
manded it so to be done : and the de¬ 
cree was given at Shushan; and they 

16 hanged Hainan’s ten sons. And the 
Jews that were in Shushan gathered 
themselves together on the fourteen th 
day also of the month Adar and slew 
three hundred men at Shushan ; but 
they laid not their hand on the prey. 

: 16 And the other Jews that were in the 
king s provinces gathered themselves 
together, and stood for their life, and 
had rest from their enemies; and they 
slew of them that hated them seventy- 
five thousand (but they laid not their 

17 hand on the prey), on the thirteenth 
day of the month Adar; and on the 
fourteenth of the saint they rested,and 
made it a day of feasting and joy. 

18 But the Jews that were at Shushan 
gathered themselves together on the 
thirteenth [day] thereof and on the 
fourteenth thereof; and on the fif¬ 
teenth of the same they rested, and 
made it a day of feasting and joy. 

19 Therefore the Jews of the villages 
that dwell in the country towns make 
the fourteenth of the mouth Adar a 
day of joy and feasting, and a good 
day, and on which they send por¬ 
tions one to another. 

20 And Mordecai wrote these tilings, 
and sent letters to all tiie Jews near 
and far that were in all the provinces 

21 of king Ahasuerus, to establish [this] 
among them, that they should keep 
the fourteenth day of the month 
Adar, and the fifteenth day of the 

22 same, yearly, as the days on which

the Jews rested from their enemies, 
and the month that was turned to 
them from sorrow to joy, and from 
mourning into a good day ; that they 
should make them days of feasting 
and joy, and of sending portions 


out every generation, in every family, 
every province, and every city, and 
that these days of Purina should not 
fail from among the Jews, nor the 
memorial of them cease from among 
their seed.

a time to embrace, and a time to re- 

6 train from embracing; a time to seek, 
and a time to lose; a time to keep, aud 

7 a time to cast away; a time to rend, 
and a time to sew; a time to keep 

0 silence, and a time to speak; a time 
to love, and a time to hate ; a time of 
war, and a time of peace. ■ 
p What profit hath he that worketh 

10 from that wherein he laboureth ? I 
have seen the travail that God hath 
given to the sons of men to toil in. 

11 He hath made everything beautiful 
in its time; also he hath set the 
world p in their heart, so that man 
findeth not out from the beginning 
to the end the work that God doeth. 

12 I know that there is nothing good 
for them but to rejoice and to do well 

18 in their life; yea also that every man 
should eat and drink, and enjoys 
good in all his labour, it is the gift

14 of God. I know that whatever God 
doeth, it shall be for ever; there is 
nothing to be added to it, nor any¬ 
thing to be taken from it; and God 
doeth [it], that [men] should fear 

15 before him. That which is was long 
ago, and that which is to he hath 
already been ; and God bringeth back 
again that which is past. 1 

10 And moreover I saw under the 
sun, that in the place of judgment, 
wickedness was there; and in the 
place of righteousness, wickedness 

17 was there. I said in my heart, God 
will judge the righteous and the 
wicked; for there is a time there for 
every purpose and for every work. 

18 I said in my heart, It is thus with 
the children of men, that God may 
prove them, and that they should see 
that they themselves are but beasts. 

19 For what befalleth the children of 
men belalleth beasts ; even one thing 
befalleth them : as the one dieth, so 
dieth the other, and they have all 
one breath ; 8 and man hath no pre¬ 
eminence above the beast: for all is 

20 vanity. All go unto one place: all 
are of the dust, and all return to dust. 

21 Who knoweth the spirit® of the chil¬ 
dren of men ? Doth it go 1 upwards ? 
and the spirit of the beasts, doth it 

22 go t downwards to the earth ? And I 
have seen that there is nothing better 
than that man should rejoice in his 
own works ; for that is his portion; 
for who shall bring him to see what 
shall be after him ? 

IV. And I returned and saw all the 
oppressions that are done under the 
sun: and behold, the tears of the op¬ 
pressed, and they had no comforter; 
and on the side of their oppressors 
was power, and they had no com- 
2 forter. Then I praised the dead who 
are already dead more than the living 
8 who are yet alive; and more fortu¬ 
nate v than both is he who hath not

4 And I saw all labour, and all 
success " of work, that it is man’s 
jealousy of his neighbour. This also 
is vanity and pursuit of the wind. 

! 5 The fool foldeth his hands together, 

j and eateth his own flesh. 

fl Better is a handful with * quietness, 
than both hands full with x labour and 
pursuit of the wiud. 

' 7 And I returned and saw vanity 
B under the sun. There is 0 De [alone] 
and without a second ; also he hath 
neither son uor brother: yet is there 
no end of all his labour, neither is 
his eye satisfied with riches, and [he 
saith not], For whom then am I 
labouring, and depriving my soul of 
good? This also is vanity and a 
grievous occupation. 

9 Two are better than one ; becauso 
they have a good reward for their 

10 labour. For if they fall, the one 
will lift up his fellow ; but woe to him 
that is alone when he falleth, and 
who hath not another to lift him 
1 11 up ! Again, if two lie together, then 
they have warmth ; but how can one 

13 alone be warm ? And if a [man] 

j overpower the one, the two shall 
withstand him; and a threefold cord 
is not quickly broken. 

! 18 Better is a poor but wise youth 
than an old and foolish king, who 
knoweth no more how to be admo- 

14 nished. For out of the prison-house 
lie came forth to reign, although he 

15 was born poor in his kingdom. I saw 
all the living that walk under the 
sun, with the child, the second, that 

115 should staud up in his stead. [There 
is] no end of all the people, of all 
that stood before them ; y those how¬ 
ever that come after shall not rejoice 
in him. Surely this also is vanity 
and a striving after the wind. 

V. Keep thy foot when thou goest to 
the house of God, and draw near to

hear, rather than to give the sacrifice 
of fools : for they know not that they 
do evil. 

a Be not rash with thy mouth, and 
let not thy heart be hasty to utter 
anything before God: for God is in 
the heavens, and thou upon earth; 
8 therefore let thy words be few. For a 
dream cometli through the multitude 
of business, 2 and a fool’s voice through 
a multitude of words. 

4 When thou vowest a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it; for he hath 
no pleasure in fools: pay that which 
6 thou hast vowed. Better is it that 
thou shouldest not vow, than that 
thou shouldest vow and not pay. 

6 Suffer not thy mouth to Cause thy 
flesh to sin ; neither say thou before 
the angel, ft that it was an inadver¬ 
tence. Wherefore should God he 
wroth at thy voice, and destroy the 

7 work of thy hands? For in the 
multitude of dreams are vanities; so 
with many words: but fear God. 

8 If thou seesfc the oppression of the 
poor, and violent perverting of judg¬ 
ment and justice in a province, mar¬ 
vel not at the matter; for a higher 
than the high is watching, and there 

9 are higher than they. Moreover the 
earth is every way profitable: the 
king [himself] is dependent upon b 

10 the field. He that lovetli silver shall 
not be satisfied with silver, nor he 
that loveth abundance with increase. 

11 This also is vanity. When goods 
increase, they are increased that eat 
them; and what profit is there to 
the owner thereof, except the behold- 

13 ing [of them] with his eyes? The 
sleep of the labourer is sweet, whether 
he have eaten little or much ; but 
the fulness of the rich doth not suffer 
him to sleep. 

18 There is a grievous evil that I have 
seen under the sun: riches kept for 

14 the owners thereof to their hurt; or 
those riches perish by some evil cir-

cumstance, and if he have begotten 
a eon, there is nothing in his hand. 

16 As he came forth from his mother’s 
womb, naked shall he go away again 
as he came, and shall take nothing 
of his labour, which he may carry 

18 away in his hand. And this also is a 
grievous evil, that in ail points as he 
came so doth he go away, and what 
profit hath he, in having laboured for 

17 the wind ? All his days also he eat- 
eth in darkness, and hath much vexa¬ 
tion, and sickness,® and irritation. 

w Behold what I have seen good and 
comely: [it is] to eat and to drink, 
and to enjoy d good in all his labour 
wherewith [man] laboureth under 
the sun, all the days of his life which 
God hath given him : for that is his 

10 portion. Every man also to whom 
God hath given riches and wealth, 
and power to eat thereof, and to take 
his portion and to rejoice in his 

20 labour: that is a gift of God. For 
he will not much remember the days 
of his life, because God answeretli 
[him] with the joy of his heart. 

VI. There is an evil that I have seen 
under the sun, and it is frequent 
2 among® men: one to whom God 
giveth riches, wealth, and honour, 
and he wanteth nothing for his soul 
of all that he desireth, yet God giveth 
him not power to eat thereof, but a 
stranger* eateth it: this is vanity, 
8 and a sore evil. If a man beget a 
hundred [sons], and live many years, 
so that the days of his years be many, 
but his soul be not filled with good, 
and also he have no burial, I say an 
untimely birth is better than he. 
4 For it cometh in vanity, and depart - 
eth in darkness, and its name is 
6 covered with darkness; moreover it 
hath not seen nor known the sun: 
this hath rest rather than the other. 
6 Yea, though he live twice a thousand 
years, yet hath he seen no good ; do 
not g all go to one place ?

7 All the labour of man is for his 
mouth, and yet the appetite 11 is not 

0 filled. For what advantage hath 
the wise above the fool ? what hath 
the poor, 1 that knoweth to walk be- 

9 fore the living ? Better is the seeing 
of the eyes than the wandering of 
the desire : h this also is vanity and 

10 pursuit of the wind. That which is 
hath already been named; and what 
man is is known, and that he cannot 
contend with him that is mightier 

11 than he. For there are many thingB 
that increase vanity: what is man 

12 advantaged? For who knoweth what 
is good for man in life, all the days 
of his vain life which he spendeth as a 
shadow ? for who can teLl man what 
shall be after him under the sun ? 

VII. A [good] name is better than 
precious ointment, 11 and the day of 

2 death than the day of one’s birth. It 
is better to go to the house of mourn¬ 
ing than to go to the house of feasting: 
in that that is the end of all men, and 

8 the living taketh it to heart. Vexa¬ 
tion is better than laughter; for by 
the sadness of the countenance the 

4 heart is made better. The heart of 
the wise is in the house of mourning, 
but the heart of fools in the house of 

6 mirth. It is better for a man to hear 
the rebuke oftbe wise, than to hear the 

6 song of fools. For as the crackling of 
thorns under a pot, so is the laughter 
of the fool. This also is vanity. 

7 Surely oppression maketh a wise 
man mad, and a gift destroyeth the 

8 heart. Better is the end of a thing 
than its beginning; better is a patient 

9 spirit than a proud spirit. Be not 
hasty in thy spirit to bo vexed; for 
vexation resteth in the bosom of 
fools. 

10 Say not, How is it that the former 
days were better than these ? for 
thou dost not inquire wisely concern- 

11 mg this. Wisdom is as good as 1 an 
inheritance, and profitable to them

10 bis hurt. And I have also seen the 
wicked buried and going away; and 
such as had acted rightly went from 
[the] holy place, and were forgotten 
in the city. This also is vanity. 

11 Because sentence against an evil 
work is not executed speedily, there¬ 
fore the heart of the children of men 

13 is fully set 7 in them to do evil. Though 
a sinner do evil a hundred times, 
and prolong his [days], yet I know 
that it shall be well with them that 
fear God, because they fear before 

18 him; but it shall not be well with 
the wicked, neither shall he prolong 
[his] days as a shadow, w because he 
feareth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done 
upon the earth ; that there are right¬ 
eous [men] unto whom it happeneth 
according to the work of the wicked ; 
and there are wicked [men] to whom 
it happeneth according to the work 
of the righteous. I said that this 
also is vanity. 

And I commended mirth, because 
there is nothing better for man under 
the sun than to eat, and to drink, 
and to be merry; for that shall abide 
w’ith him of his labour the days of his 
life, winch God hath given him under 
the sun. 

ic When I applied my heart to know 
wisdom, and to see the business 1 that 
is done upon the earth (for also there 
is that neither day nor night seeth 

17 sleep with his eyes), then I saw that 
all [is] the work of God, [and] that y 
man cannot find out the work that is 
done under the sun: because how¬ 
ever man may labour to seek [it] out, 
yet doth he not find [it]; and even, 
if a wise [man] think to know [it], he 
shall not be able to find [it] out. 

IX. For all this I laid to my heart and 
[indeed] to investigate all this, that 
the righteous, and the wise, and their 
works, are in the hand of God; man

knoweth neither love nor hatred : all 
a is before them. All things [come] 
alike to all: one event to the right¬ 
eous and to the wicked, to the good, 
and to the clean, and to the unclean, 
to him that sacrificeth and to him 
that sacrificeth not: as is the good, 
so is the sinner; he that sweareth, as 
8 he that feareth an oath. This is an 
evil among all that is done under the 
sun, that one thing befalleth all: yea, 
also the heart of the children of men 
is full of evil, and madness is in their 
heart while they live ; and after that, 

4 [they have to go] to the dead. For to 
him that is joined to all the living 2 
there is hope; for a living dog is better 

5 than a dead lion. For the living 
know that they shall die; but the 
dead know not any thing,neither have 
they any more a reward, for the 

6 memory of them is forgotten. Their 
love also, and their hatred, and their 
envy is already perished; neither 
have they any more for ever a portion 
in all that is done under the sun. 

7 Go, eat thy bread with joy, and 
drink thy wine with a merry a heart; 
for God hath already accepted thy 

8 works. Let thy garments be always 
white, and let not thy head lack oil. j 

9 Enjoy b life with the wife ■whom thou 
lovest all the days of the life of thy 
vanity, which c lie hath given thee 
under the sun, all the days of thy 
vanity ; for that is thy portion in life, 
and in thy labour wherein thou art 

10 labouring under the sun. Whatever 
thy hand findeth to do, do with thy 
might; for there is no work, nor 
derice, nor knowledge, nor wisdom, 
in Slieol, whither thou goest. 

11 I returned, and saw under the sun, 
that the race is not to the swift, nor 
the battle to the strong, neither yet 
bread to the wise, nor yet riches to 
the intelligent, nor yet favour to men 
of knowledge ; but time and chance

For man 
also knoweth not his time: as the 
fishes that are taken in an evil net, 
and as the birds that are taken with 
the snare, like them are the children 
of men snared in an evil time, when 
it falleth suddenly upon them. 

13 ThiB also have I seen as wisdom 
under the sun, and it was great unto 

14 me. There was a little city, and few 
men within it; and there came a 
great king against it, and encom¬ 
passed it, and built great bulwarks 

16 against it: and there was found in it 
a poor wise man, who by his wisdom 
delivered the city; but no man re- 

10 membered that poor man. Then said 
I, Wisdom is better than strength; 
but the poor man’s wisdom is de¬ 
spised, and his words are not heard. 

17 The words of the wise are heard in 
quiet more than the cry of him that 

18 ruleth among fools. Wisdom is better 
than weapons of war; but one sinner 
dcstroyetli much good. 

X. Dead flies cause the ointment of 
the apothecary to stink [and] fer¬ 
ment ; [so] a little folly is weightier 
than wisdom [and] honour.* 1 

2 The heart of a wise [man] is at his 
right hand ; but a fool’s heart at 

8 his left. Yea also, when he that is a 
fool walketh by the way, his sense e 
faileth [him], and he saith to f every 
one [that] he is a fool. 

4 If the spirit of the ruler rise up 
against thee, leave not thy place ; for 
quietness pacifietli great offences.^ 

6 There is an evil that I have seen 
under the sun, as an error [that] pro- 
eecdeth from the ruler: folly is set in 
great dignities, but the rich sit in a 

7 low place. I have seen servants 11 
upon horses, and princes walking as 
servants 11 upon the earth.

10 If the iron be blunt, and one do not 
whet the edge, then must he apply 
more strength ; but wisdom is profit¬ 
able to give success. 

11 If the serpent bite before k enchant¬ 
ment, then the charmer hath no 
advantage. 1 

12 The words of a wise man’s mouth 
are gracious; but the lips of a fool 

13 swallow up himself. The beginning 
of the words of his mouth is folly; and 
the end of his talk is mischievous 

14 madness. And the fool multiplietli 
words: [yet] man knowetli not what 
shall be ; and what shall be after him, 

15 who will tell him? The labour of fools 
wearieth them, because they know 
not how to go to the city. 

16 Woe to thee, O land, when thy 
king is a child,™ and thy princes eat 

17 in the morning 1 Happy art thou, 
0 land, when thy king is a son of 
nobles, and thy princes eat in [due] 
season, for strength, and not for 

18 drunkenness 1 By much slothful¬ 
ness 11 the framework 0 falleth in; and 
through idleness of the hands the 
house drippeth. 

19 A feast is made for laughter, and 
wine maketh life merry ; but money 

' answereth every thing. 

20 Curse not the king, no, not in thy 
thought; and curse not the rich in 
thy bedchamber: for the bird of the 
air will carry the voice, and that 
which hath wings will tell the 
matter. 

XI. Cast thy bread upon the waters ; 
for thou slialt find it after many days. 

2 Give a portion to seven, and also to 
eight; for thou knowest not what 
evil shall be upon the earth. 

8 If the clouds be full of rain, they

empty themselves upon the earth ; 
and if a tree fall toward the south, or 
toward the north, in the place where 
the tree falletli, there it shall be. 

4 He that observeth the wind will 
not sow ; and he that regardeth the 

6 clouds will not reap. As thou know- 
est not what is the way of the spirit, p 
how the bones [grow] in the womb 
of her that is with child, even so thou 
knowest not the work of God who 

6 maketh all. In the morning sow 
thy seed, and in the evening with¬ 
hold not thy hand ; for thou knowest 
not which shall prosper, whether this 
or that, or whether they both shall 
be alike good. 

7 Now the light is sweet, and 
pleasant is it to the eyes to see the 

8 sun ; but if a man live many years, 
[and] rejoice in them all, yet let him 
remember the days of darkness; for 
they shall be many: all that cometh 

9 is vanity. Rejoice, young man, in 
thy youth; and let thy heart cheer 
thee in the days of thy youth, and 
walk in the ways of thy heart, and in 
the sight of thine eyes; but know that 
for all these [things] God will bring 

10 thee into judgment. Then remove 
discontent from thy heart, and put 
away evil from thy flesh; for child¬ 
hood and youth 1 * are vanity. 

XII. And remember thy Creator 1, in 
the days of thy youth, before the 
evil days come, and the years draw 
nigh, of which thou shalt say, I have 

a no pleasure in them; before the sun, 
and the light, and the moon, and the 
stars, be darkened, and the clouds 

3 return after the rain; in the day 
when the keepers of the house trem¬ 
ble, and the strong men bow them¬ 
selves, and the glanders cease because

they are few, and those that look out 

4 of the windows are darkened, and the 
doors are Bhut toward the street; 
when the sound of the grinding is 
subdued, and they rise up at the 
voice of the bird, and all the daughters 

5 of song are brought low; they are 
also afraid of what is high, and terrors 
are in the way, and the almond is de¬ 
spised, 8 and the grasshopper is a bur¬ 
den, and the caper-berry is without 
effect; 4 (for man goeth to his age¬ 
long home, and the mourners go 

8 about the streets ;)—before the silver 
cord be loosed, or the golden bowl be 
broken, or the pitcher be shattered at 
the fountain, or the wheel be broken 

7 at the cistern; and the dust return to 
the earth as it was, and the spirit 
return unto God who gave it. 

8 Vanity of vanities, saith the Preach¬ 
er : all is vanity. 

9 And moreover, because the Preach¬ 
er was wise, he still taught the people 
knowledge; and he pondered, and 
sought out, [and] set in order many 

10 proverbs. The Preacher sought to 
find out acceptable words; and that 
which was written is upright, words of 
truth. 

11 The words of the wise are as goads, 
and the collections [of them] v as nails 
fastened in: they are given from one 

13 shepherd. And besides, my son, be 
warned by them: of making many 
books there is no end, and much 
study is a weariness of the flesh. 

13 Let us hear the end of the whole 
matter r Fear God, and keep his 
commandments; for this is the whole 

14 of man. For God shall bring every 
work into judgment, with every secret 
thing, whether it be good or whether 
it be evil.

27 shackles.* And now, why hast thou 
not reproved Jeremiah of Anathoth, 
who maketh himself a prophet to 

28 you ? Forasmuch as he hath sent 
unto us in Babylon, saying, It y will 
be long; build houses, and dwell [in 
them], and plant gardens, and eat the 

29 fruit of them.—And Zephaniah tho j 
priest read this letter in the ears of j 

30 the prophet Jeremiah. And the word 
of Jehovah came unto Jeremiah, say- 

31 ing, Send to all them of the captivity, j 
saying, Thus saith Jehovah concern¬ 
ing Shemaiah the Nehelamite: Be- ; 
cause that Shemaiah hath prophesied i 
unto you, and I sent him not, and lie j 
hath caused you to trust in falsehood; 

32 therefore thus saith Jehovah : Be¬ 
hold, I will punish Shemaiah tlin ; 
Nehelamite, and his seed: he shall j 
not have a man to dwell among this 
people; neither shall lie see the good 
that I will do for my people, saitli 
Jehovah ; because ho hath spoken ! 
revolt against Jehovah. 

% XXX. Tho word that came to Jerc- 1 

2 miah from Jehovah, saying, Tims 
speaketh Jehovah the God of Israel, 
saying, Write tlieo in a book all the 
words that I have spoken unto thee. ! 

3 For behold, tho days come, saith Je- 

> i.c. the captivity. 
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liova.li, when I will turn the captivity 
of my people Israel and Judali, saith 
Jehovah ; and I will cause them tore- 
turn to the land that I gave to their 
fathers, and they shall possess it. 

4 And these are the words that Je¬ 
hovah hath spoken concerning Israel 

5 and concerning Judah ; for thus saith 
Jehovah : We have heard a voice of 
trembling, there is fear, and no peace. 

G Ask ye now, and see, whether a male 
doth travail with child ? Wherefore 
do I see every man with his hands on 
his loins, as a woman in travail; and 
all faces are turned into paleness ? 

7 Alas! for that day is great, so that 
none is like it: it is even the time of 
Jacob’s trouble; but he shall be saved 

9 out of it. And it shall come to pass 
in that day, saith Jehovah of hosts, I 
will break his yoke horn off thy neck, 
and will burst thy bonds, and stran¬ 
gers shall no more reduce him to 

0 servitude. But they shall serve Jeho- 
vah their God, and David their king, 
whom I will raise up unto them. 

10 And thou, my servant Jacob, fear not, 
saith Jehovah; neither be dismayed,

And out of them shall pro¬ 
ceed thanksgiving, and the voice of 
them that make merry: and I will 
multiply them, and they shall not be 
diminished; and I will honour them, 

20 and they shall not be small. And 
their sons shall be as aforetime; and 
their assembly shall be established 
before me; and I will punish all that 

21 oppress them. And their prince E 
shall be of themselves, and their 
ruler shall proceed from the midst of 

‘ them; and I will cause him to ap¬ 
proach, and he shall draw near unto 
me. For who is this that engageth R 
his heart to draw near unto me ? 

22 saith Jehovah. And ye shall be my 
people, and I will be your God. 

23 Behold, a tempest of Jehovah, fury 
is gone forth, a sweeping storm: it 
shall whirl down upon the head of the 

24 wicked. The fierce anger of Jehovah

Therefore 
thus saith Jehovah: Behold, I give 
this city into the hand of the Chal¬ 
deans, and into the hand of Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar the king of Babylon, and 
20 he shall take it.

And it came 
to pass when Zedekiah the king of 
Judah and all the men of war saw 
them, that they fled, and went forth 
out of the city by night, by the way 
of the king’s garden, by the gate be¬ 
tween the two walls; and he went out

hovah, thou hast spoken concerning 
this place, that thou wilt cut it off, 
so that none shall dwell in it, neither 
man nor beast, but that it shall be 
C3 desolate for ever.* And it shall be, 
when thou hast ended reading this 
book, [that] thou slialt bind a stone 
to it, and cast it into the midst of the 
01 Euphrates ; and slialt say, Thus 
shall Babylon sink, and shall not rise, 
because of the evil that I will bring 
u 2 >on it: and they shall be weary. 

Thus far the words of Jeremiah.

7 for the people of the land. And 
the city was broken into : and all 
the men of war fled, and went forth 
out of the city by night, by the way 
of the gate between the two walls, 
which was by the lung’s garden 
(now the Chaldeans were near the 
city round about); and they went 

6 the way toward the plain. And the 
army of the Chaldeans pursued after 
the king, and overtook Zedekiah in 
the plains of Jericho; and all his 

9 anny was scattered from him. And 
they took the king, and brought him 
up to the king of Babylon, unto 
Riblah in the land of Hamath, and 
he pronounced judgment upon him. 

10 And the king of Babylon slaughtered 
the sons of Zedekiah before his eyes ; 
and he slaughtered also all the princes 

11 of Judah in Riblah. And he put 

out tho eyes of Zedekiah, and bound 
him with chains of brass ;* and the 
king of Babylon carried him to Baby¬ 
lon, and put him in prison till the 1 
day of his death. ! 

12 And in the fifth month, on the 
tenth of the month, which was in ! 
the nineteenth year of Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar king of Babylon, Nebuzar- j 
adan, captain of tho body-guard, j 
who stood before tho king of Babylon, 

18 came unto Jerusalem; and he burned 
the house of Jehovah, and the king’s 
house, and all the houses of Jerusa¬ 
lem ; and every great [man’s] house he j 

11 burned with fire. And all the army 
of the Chaldeans, that were with the

16 and tho rest of the multitude. But 
N obuzar-adan the captain of the body¬ 
guard left of the poor of the land for 
vinedressers and for husbandmen. 

17 And the brazen pillars that were 
in tlie house of Jehovah, and the 
bases, and the brazen sea that was 
in the house of Jehovah, the Chal¬ 
deans broke up, and carried all the 

10 brass thereof to Babylon. The pots 
also, and the shovels, and the knives, 
and tlie bowls,! and the cups, and all 
the vessels of brass k wherewith they 

19 ministered, they took away. And 
the basons and the censers, 1 and tlie 
bowls,! and the pots, and the candle¬ 
sticks, and the cups, and the goblets, 
that which was of gold in gold, 
and that which was of silver in 
silver, the captain of the body-guard 

20 took away. The two pillars, the one 
sea, and the twelve brazen oxen that 
formed the bases, m which king Solo¬ 
mon had made for the house of 
Jehovah: for the brass of all these 
vessels there was no weight. 

21 And as to the pillars: the height of 
one pillar was eighteen cubits, and 
a line of twelve cubits encompassed 
it; and the thickness thereof was 

22 four fingers : it was hollow. And 
the capital upon it was brass, and the 
height of the one capital [was] five 
cubits; and the network and the 
pomegranates, upon the capital round 
about, all of brass ; and similarly for 
the second pillar, and the pome- 

23 granates. And there were ninety- 
six pomegranates on the [four] sides; 1 * 
all the pomegranates upon the net¬ 
work were a hundred round about. 

24 And the captain of the body-guard 
took Seraiah the chief priest, and 
Zephaniah the second priest, and the

city he took an eunuch that was set 
over the men of war, and seven men 
of them that were in the king’s pre¬ 
sence, who were found in the city, 
and the scribe of the captain 0 of the 
host, who enrolled the people of the 
land; and sixty men of the people of 
the land that were found in the midst 
- c of the city. And Nebuzar-adan tbe 
captain of the body-guard took them, 
and brought them to the king of 
27 Babylon to Riblah ; and the king 
of Babylon smote them, and put 
them to death at Riblah in the land 
of Hamath. Thus Judah was carried 
away captive out of his land.

31 And it came to pass in the thirty- 
seventh year of the captivity of Je- 
lioiachin king of Judah, in the twelfth 
month, on the twenty-fifth of the 
month, [that] Evil-Merodach king of 
Babylon, in the year that lie began 
to reign, lifted up the head of Jehoia- 
cliin king of Judah, and brought 
ca him forth out of prison; and he 
spoke kindly unto him, and set his 
seat above tlie seat of the kings that 

33 were with him in Babylon. And lie 
changed his prison garments; and 
he ate bread before him continually 

34 all the days of his life; and his 
allowance was a continual allowance 
given him by the king of Babylon, 
every day a portion until the day of 
his death, all the days of his life.

2 unto me, saying, Soil of man, set thy 
face against Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and prophesy against him,and against 

3 the whole of Egypt; speak, and say, 
Thus saith the Lord Jehovah : Be 
hold, I am against thee, Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, the great monster that 
lieth in the midst of his rivers, k which 
saith, My river is mine own, and I 

4 made it for myself. And I will put 
hooks in thy jaws, and I will cause 
the fish of thy rivers to stick unto thy 
scales, and i will bring thee up out 
of the midst of thy rivers, and all the 
fish of thy rivers shall stick unto 

5 thy scales; and I will cast tlieo into 
the wilderness, thee and all the fish

they have been a staff of reed to the 

7 house of Israel. Y/hen they took 
hold of thee by thy hand, thou didst 
give way and rend all their shoulder; 
and when they leaned upon thee, 
thou didst break, and didst make all 

1 their loins to tremble. 1 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord Je¬ 
hovah : Behold, I will bring a sword 
upon thee, and cut off man and beast 

9 from thee. And the land of Egypt 
! shall be a desolation and a waste: 

and they shall know that I [am] Jeho¬ 
vah, because lie saith, The river is 

10 mine, and I made it. Therefore be¬ 
hold, I am against thee, and against 
thy rivers, and I will make the land 
of Egypt deserts of wasteness and de¬ 
solation, from Migdol to Syene, even 

11 unto the border of Ethiopia. No foot 
of man shall pass through it, nor shall 
foot of beast pass through it, nor shall 

12 it be inhabited, forty years. And I 
will make the land of Egypt a deso¬ 
lation in the midst of the countries 
that are desolated, and her cities shall 
be, in the midst of the cities that are 
laid waste, a desolation forty years ; 
and I will scatter the Egyptians 
among the nations, and will disperse 
them through the countries. 

1:1 Yet thus saith the Lord Jehovah : 
At the end of forty years will I gather 
the Egyptians from the peoples 

11 whither they were scattered; and I 
will turn again the captivity of Egypt, 
and will cause them to return to the 
land of Pathros, into the land of their 
birth, 111 and they shall there be a base 

15 kingdom. It shall be the basest of 
kingdoms; neither shall it exalt it¬ 
self any more above the nations; and 
I will diminish them, so that they 


shall no more rule over the nations. 

10 And it shall be no more the con¬ 
fidence of the house of Israel, bring¬ 
ing iniquity to remembrance, when 
they turn after them : and they shall 
know that I [am] the Lord Jehovah. 

17 And it came to pass in the twenty- 
seventh year, in the first [month], on 
the first of the month, [that] the word 
of Jehovah came unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon caused his army to do n hard 
service against T}Te; every head was 
made bald, and every shoulder 
was peeled: yet had he from Tyre 
no wages, nor his army, for the ser¬ 
vice that he had served against it. 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord Jeho¬ 
vah : Behold, I will give the land of 
Egypt unto Nebuchadrezzar king 
of Babylon ; and he shall carry away 
her multitude, and seize her spoil, 
and take her prey; and it shall be 

20 the wages for his army. I have given 
him the land of Egypt for his labour 
wherewith he served against it,° be¬ 
cause they wrought for me, saith the 

21 Lord Jehovah. In that day will I 
cause the horn of the house of Israel 
to bud forth, and I will give thee the 
opening of the mouth in the midst ot 
them: and they shall know that I 
[am] Jehovah. 

XXX. And the word of Jehovah came 

2 unto me, saj’ing, Son of man, pro¬ 
phesy and say, Thus saith the Lord 
Jehovah : Howl ye, Alas for the day ! 

3 For the day is at hand, yea, the day 
of Jehovah is at hand, a day of clouds; 
it shall be the time of the nations. 

4 And the sword shall come upon 
Egypt, and there shall be anguish in 
Ethiopia, 11 when the slain shall fall 
in Egypt, and they shall take away 
her multitude, and her foundations 

3 shall be overthrown. Cush, and 
Phut, and Lud, and all the mingled 
people, and Chub, and the children 
of the land that is in league,shall 
fall with them by the sword.

I Jehovah have spoken [it]. 

13 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: I 
will also destroy the idols, and I will 
cause the images to cease out of Noph; 
and there shall be no more a prince 
out of the land of Egypt; and I will 

14 put fear in the land of Egypt. And 
I will make Pathroa desolate, and 
will set a fire in Zoan, and will exe- 

15 cuto judgment in No. And I will 
pour my fury upon Sin, the strong¬

Tims will I execute judg¬ 
ments in Egypt; and they shall know 
that I [am] Jehovah.

21 Jehovah came unto me, saying, Son 
of man, I have broken the arm of 
Pharaoh king of Egypt; and behold, 
it shall not be bound up to apply 
remedies, to put a bandage to bind it, 
to make it strong to hold the sword. 

23 Therefore thus saith the Lord Jeho¬ 
vah : Behold, I am against Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and will break his 
arms, the strong one, and that which 
was broken ; and I will cause the 

23 sword to fall out of his hand. And 
I will scatter the Egyptians among 
the nations, and will disperse them 

24 through the countries. And I will 
strengthen the arms of the king of 
Babylon, and put my sword in his 
hand ; and I will break Pharaoh's 
arms, so that lie shall groan before 
him with the groanings of a deadly- 

25 wounded [man]. And I will streng¬ 
then the arms of the king of Babylon, 
and the arms of Pharaoh shall fall ]

XXXI. And it came to pass in the

3 Behold, Assyria was a cedar in Leba- 
j non, with fair branches and a shadow¬ 
ing sliroud, and of a high stature:

4 boughs. 2 The waters made him great, 
the deep set him up on high ; a its 
streams ran round about his planta¬ 
tion, and it sent out its rivulets unto 

5 all the trees of the field. Therefore his 
height was exalted above all the trees 
of the field, and liis boughs were 
multiplied, and his branches became 
long, because of great waters, when 

6 he shot forth. All the fowl of the 
heavens made their nests in his 
boughs, and under his branches did 
all the beasts of the field bring forth 
their young, and under his shadow 

I 7 dwelt all tiie great nations. Thus 
was he fair in his greatness, in the 
l length of his branches: because his 

6 root was by great waters. The cedars 
< in the garden of God could not hide

, of God was like unto him in his 
i 9 beauty. I had made him fair by the 
multitude of his branches; and all 
the trees of Eden, that were in the 
garden of God, envied him. 

10 Therefore thus saith the Lord Je¬ 
hovah : Because thou hast lifted up 
thyself in stature,.... and he hath 
set his top amidst the thick boughs, 
and his heart is lifted up in his 

11 height, I have given him into the 
hand of the mighty one of the nations; 
he shall surely deal with him: I have 
driven him out for his wickedness. 

13 And strangers, the tenable of the na¬ 
tions, have cut him off and have left 
him; upon the mountains and in all 
the valleys his branches are fallen, 
and his boughs are broken in all the 
watercourses b of the land ; and all

14 branches: to the end that none of all 
the trees by the waters exalt them¬ 
selves in their stature, nor set tlieii* 
top amidst the thick boughs, and that 
none of them that drink water stand 
up in his height by himself ; c for they r 
are all given over unto death in the 
lower parts of the earth, d in the midst 
of the children of men, with them 
that go down to the pit. 

15 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: In 
the day when he went down to Sheol, 
I caused a mourning: I covered the 
deep for him, and I restrained the 
floods thereof, and the great waters 
were stayed; and I made Lebanon 
black for him, and all the trees of the 

16 field fainted for him. I made the na¬ 
tions to shake at the sound of his fall, 
when I cast him down to Sheol, with 
them that go down into the pit; and 
all the trees of Eden, the choice and 
best of Lebanon, all that drink water, 
were comforted in the lower parts of 

17 the earth. They also went down into 
Sheol with him unto them that were 
slain with the sword, and [that were] 
his aim, that dwelt under his shadow 
in the midst of the nations. 

18 To whom art thou thus like in gloiy 
and in greatness among the trees of 
Eden? Yet shalt thou be brought 
down with the trees of Eden, unto the 
lower parts of the earth; thou shalt 
lie in the midst of the uncircumcised, 
with them that are slain by the sword. 
This is Pharaoh and all his multitude, 
saith the Lord Jehovah. 

XXXII. And it came to pass in the 
twelfth year, in the twelfth month, 
on the first of the month, that the 
word of Jehovah came unto me, say- 
9 ing, Son of man, take up a lamenta¬ 
tion for Pharaoh king of Egypt, and

Tlie sword of the king of Babylon 

By the swords 
of the mighty will I cause thy multi¬ 
tude to fall: tlio terrible of the nations 
are they all: and they shall spoil the 
pride of Egypt, and all the multitude

16 the Lord Jehovah. When I shall 
make the land of Egypt a desolation, 
and the country shall be left deso¬

[thus] they shall lament her: the 
daughters of the nations shall say it 
in lamenting; they shall say it in la¬ 
menting over Egypt and over all her 
multitude, saith the Lord Jehovah. 

17 And it came to pass in the twelfth 
year, on the fifteenth of the month, 
the word of Jehovah came unto me,

They have set him 11 a bed in 
the midst of the slain, with all his mul¬ 
ti tude: their graves are round about 
him, all of them uncireumcised, slain 
by the sword, though their terror was 
caused in the land of the living; and 
they have borne their confusion with 
them that go down to the pit: he is 
put in the midst of them that are 
slain. 

26 There is Meshech, Tubal, and all 
their multitude, their graves round 
about them, all of them uncircum¬

3 came unto me, saying, Son of man, 
speak to the children of thy people, 
and say unto them, When I bring the 
sword upon a land, and the people of 
the land take one man from among 
them all, and set him for tlieir watch-

When I say unto the wicked, 
Wicked [man], thou shalt certainly 
die ; and thou speakest not to warn 
the wicked from his way, that wicked 
man] shall die in r his iniquity; but 
iis blood will I require at thy hand. 

9 Blit if thou warn the wicked ot his way 
to turn from it, and he do not turn from 
his way, he shall die in his iniquity; 
but thou hast delivered thy soul. 

10 And thou, son of man, say unto

11 Say unto them, As I live, saith the 
Lord Jehovah, I have no pleasure in 
the death of the wicked ; but that the 
wicked turn from his way and live. 
Turn ye, turn ye from your evil ways; 
for why will ye die, O house of Israel ’? 

13 And thou, son of man, say unto the 
children of thy people, The right¬ 
eousness of the righteous shall not 
doliver him in the day of his trans¬ 
gression ; and as for the wickedness 
of the wicked, he shall not fall there¬ 
by 6 in the day that he turneth from 
his wickedness; neither shall the 
righteous be able to live thereby 8 in 

10 tho day that he sinneth. When I say 
to tho righteous that he shall certain¬ 
ly live, and he trusteth to his right¬ 
eousness and doeth what is wrong, 
none of his righteous acts shall be 
remembered; but in 1 his unrighteous¬ 
ness which he hath done, in c it shall 
ho die, 

11 And when I say unto the wicked, 
Thou shalt certainly die, and he 
turneth from his sin, and doeth judg- 

13 ment and justice ; if the wicked re¬ 
store tho pledge, give again that he 
had taken by robbery, walk in the 
statutes of life, doing nothing that is 
wrong; ho shall certainly live, lie 

13 shall not die. None of his sins which 
lie hath committed shall be remem¬ 
bered against him: he hath done 
judgment and justice; lie shall cer- 

17 tainly live. Yet the children of thy 
people say, The way of the Lord is 
not equal: but as for them, their way 
is not equal. 

18 When tho righteous turneth from 
his righteousness, and doeth what is 

19 wrong, then he shall die therein. And 
when tho wicked turneth from liis 
wickedness, and dooth judgment and 
justice, ho shall live for these things. 

29 Yet yo say, The way of the Lord is 


not equal. O house of Israel, I will 
judge you every one after his ways. 

21 * And it came to pass in the twelfth 

year of our captivity, in the tenth 
[month], on the fifth of the month, 
that one who had escaped out of

[as] my people, and they hear thy 
words, but they do them not; for with 
tlieir mouth they shew much love, 
[but] their heart goeth after their dis- 

32 honest gain. And behold, thou art 
unto them as a lovely song, a pleasant 
voice, and one that playeth well on 
an instniment; and they hear thy 

83 words, but they do them not. And 
when this cometh to pass (behold, it 
will come), then shall they know that 
a prophet hath been among them. 

XXXIV. And the word of Jehovah

8 Ye eat the fat, and ye clothe you 
with the wool; ye kill them that are 
fattened: [but] ye feed not the flock. 

4 The weak have ye not strengthened, 
nor have ye healed the sick, and ye 
have not bound up [what was] broken, 
neither have ye brought again that 
w'hicli was driven aw r ay, neither have 
ye sought for that which was lost; but 
with harshness and with rigour have 

6 ye ruled over them. And they were 
scattered because there was no shep¬ 
herd ; and they became meat to all the 
beasts of the field, and were scatter* 

6 ed. My sheep wandered through all 
the mountains, and upon every high 
hill, and my sheep have been scatter¬ 
ed upon all the face of the earth, and 
there w’as none that searched, or that 
sought for them. 

7 Therefore, ye shepherds, hear the 

6 word of Jehovah: [As] I live, saith 

the Lord Jehovah, verily because my 
sheep have been a prey, and my sheep 


have been meat to every beast of the 
field, because there was no shepherd, 
and my shepherds searched not for

17 And as for you, my flock, thus saith 
the Lord Jehovah: Behold, I judge

small a thing unto you to have eaten j 
up the good pastures,but ye must tread |

And the tree of the field 
shall yield its fruit, and the earth 
shall 5 r ield its increase; and they shall 
be in safety in their land, and shall 
know that I [am] Jehovah, when I 
have broken tue bands' 1 of their yoke 
and delivered them out of the hand 
of those that kept them in servitude. 

89 And they shall no more be a prey to 
the nations, neither shall the beast

24 out of the flock without blemish ; and 
thou shalt present them before Jeho¬ 
vah ; and the priests shall cast salt 
upon them, and they shall offer them 
up for a burnt-offering unto Jehovah. 

25 Seven days shalt thou offer daily a 
goat for a sin-offering; they shall also 
offer a young bullock, and a ram out 

20 of the flock without blemish. Seven 
days shall they make atonement for 
the altar and purify it, and consecrate 
27 it. x And when these days are ended, 
it shall be that upon the eighth day 
and onwards the priests shall offer 
your burnt-offeringtf upon the altar, 
and your peace-offerings; and I will 
accept you, saith the Lord Jehovah. 
XLIV. And he brought me back to-, 
ward the outer gate of the sanctuary 
which looked toward the east; and 
2 it was shut. And Jehovah said unto 
me, This gate shall be shut; it shall 
not be opened, and no one shall enter 
in by it: for Jehovah, the God of 
Israel, hath entered in by it; and it 
8 shall be shut. As for the prince, he, 
the prince, shall sit in it to eat bread 
before Jehovah : he shall enter by j 
the way of the porch of the gate, 
and shall go out by the way of the 
same. 

4 And he brought me the way of 
the north gate before the house; and 
I beheld, and lo, the glory of Jehovah 
filled the house of Jehovah : and 
8 I fell upon my face. And Jehovah 
said unto me, Son of man, apply thy 
heart, and behold with thine eyes, 
and hear with thine ears all that I 
say unto thee concerning all the 
statutes of the house of Jehovah, aud 
all the laws thereof; and mark well y 
the entering in of tho house, with 
every going forth of the sanctuary; 
c and say to tho rebellious, to the house 
of Israel, Thus saith the Lord Jeho¬ 
vah : Let it suffice you of all your

blood; aud they have broken my cove¬ 
nant besides z all your abominations. 
e And ye have not kept the charge of 
my holy things, a but have set keep- 
j ers of my charge in my sanctuary for 
yourselves. 

9 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: No 
| stranger, uncircumcised in heart and 
uncircumcised in flesh, shall enter 
into my sanctuary, of any stranger 
that is among the children of Israel. 

10 But the Levites who went away far 
from me, when Israel went astray, 
going astray from me after their idols, 
they shall even bear their iniquity; 

11 but they shall be ministers in my 
sanctuary, having oversight at the 
gates of the house, and doing the 
service of the house : they shall 
slaughter the burnt-offering and the 
sacrifice for the people, and they shall 
stand before them to minister unto 

12 them. Because they ministered unto 
them before their idols, and were un¬ 
to the house of Israel a stumbling- 
block of iniquity; therefore have I 
lifted up my hand against them, saith 
the Lord Jehovah, that they shall bear 

13 then* iniquity. And they shall not 
draw near imto me, to do the office of 
a priest unto me, nor to draw near 
to any of my holy things, [even] to 
the most holy; but they shall bear 
their confusion, and their abomina¬ 
tions which they have committed. 

I 14 And I will make them keepers of the 
i charge of the house, for all the service 
! thereof, and for all that shall be done 
i therein. 

15 But the priests, the Levites, the 
sons of Zadok, that kept the charge 
of my sanctuary when the children of 
Israel went astray from me, they 
shall approach unto me to minister 
unto me, and they shall stand be-

fore me to present unto me the fat 
and the blood, saith the Lord Jelio- 

16 vah. They shall enter into my sanc¬ 
tuary, and they shall approach unto 
my table, to minister unto me, and 

17 they shall keep my charge. And it 
shall come to pass when they enter 
in at the gates of the inner court, 
they shall be clothed with linen gar¬ 
ments ; and no wool shall come upon 
them, when they minister in the gates 
of the inner court, and towards the 

19 house. They shall have linen tires 
upon their heads, and shall have 
linen breeches upon their loins ; they 
shall not gird on anything that caus- 

19 eth sweat. And when they go forth 
into the outer court, into the outer 
court to the people, they shall put off 
their garments 'wherein they mini- j 
stered, and lay them in the holy 
cells; and they shall put on other 
garments, that they may not hallow 
the people with their garments. 

20 Neither sliall they shave their heads, 
nor suffer their locks to grow long: ] 
they shall duly poll their heads. 

21 Neither shall any priest drink wine 
when they enter into the inner court. 

22 And they shall not take for their 
wives a widow, nor her that is put j 
away; but they shall take maidens ■ 
of the seed of the house of Israel, or 

a widow that is the widow of a piiest. ! 

23 And they shall teach my people [the ' 
difference] between holy and profane, 
and cause them to discern between 

24 unclean and clean. And in contro- j 
versy they shall stand to judge : ; 
they shall judge it according to my ; 
judgments ; and they shall keep I 
my laws and my statutes in all my , 
solemnities; and they shall hallow 

25 my sabbaths. And they shall come ' 
at no dead person to become unclean; 1 
but for father, or for mother, or for j 
son, or for daughter, for brother, or | 
for sister that hath had no husband, | 

20 they may become unclean. And 
after be is cleansed, they shall count 

37 unto him seven days. And on tiro

sin'offering, saitli the Lord Jehovah. 
26 And it shall be unto them for an in¬ 
heritance ; I am their inheritance:

20 in Israel; I am their possession. They 
shall eat the oblation and the sin- 
offering and the trespass-offering; 
and every devoted 5 thing in Israel 

80 shall be theirs. And the first of all 
the first-fruits of every [kind], and 
every heave-offering of every [kind], 
of all your heave-offerings, shall be 
for the priests; ye shall also give unto 
the priest the first of your dough, that 
he may cause the blessing to rest on 

81 thy house. The priests shall not eat 
of anything that dietli of itself, or of 
that which is torn, whether of fowl or 
of beast. 

XLV. And when ye shall divide by- 
lot the land for inheritance, ye shall 
offer a heave-offering unto Jehovah, 
a holy portion of the land : the length 
shall bo the length of five and twenty 
thousand [cubits], and the breadth 
ten thousand. This shall be holy in 
all the borders thereof round about. 
2 Of this there shall bo for the sanctu¬ 
ary five hundred [reeds] c by five hun¬ 
dred, squaro round about; and fifty 
cubits round about for the suburbs 
a thereof. And of this measure shaft 
thou measure the length of five and 
twenty thousand, and the breadth 
of ten thousand; and in it shall be 
the sanctuary, the holy of holies. 
4 This is the holy, [portion] of the land; 
it shall bo for the priests who do the 
service of the sanctuary, who draw 
near to serve Jehovah, and it shall 
be a place for their houses, and a 
holy place for the sanctuary. 

0 And [a space of] five and twenty 
thousand in length, and ten thousand 
in breadth, shall the Lovites, who do 
the service of tho house, have for

7 And the prince shall have [his ' 
portion] on the one side and on the 
other side of the holy heave-offering | 
and of the possession of the city, over j 
against the holy heave-offering, and i 
over against the possession of the j 
city, from the west side westward, 
and from the east side eastward ; and 
in length answering to one of the 
portions [of the tribes] from the west , 

8 border unto the east border. As 
land 0 shall it be his for a possession j 
in Israel; and my princes shall no i 
more oppress my people ; but they 
shall give the land to the house of 
Israel according to their tribes. i 

9 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah : Let 
it suffice you, princes of Israel! Put 
away violence and spoil, and execute 
judgment and justice ; take off your j 
exactions 1 from my people, saitli 

10 the Lord Jehovah. Ye shall have 
just balances, and a just ephah, and j 

11 a just bath. The ephah and the bath ( 
shall be of one measure, so that tho ! 
bath may contain the tenth part of a ; 
homer, and the ephah the tenth part j 
of a homer: the measure thereof i 

12 shall be according to tho homer. And i 

the shekel shall be twenty gerahs; : 
twenty shekels, five and twenty she- j 
kels, fifteen shekels, shall be your 
maneh . 6 j 

13 This is the heave-offering which ye . 
shall offer: tho sixth part of an ephah 
out of a homer of wheat, and ye shall ! 
give the sixth part of an ephah out of 

14 a homer of barley ; and the set por¬ 
tion of oil, by the bath of oil, the tenth j 
part of a bath out of a cor, [which is] a 
homer of ten baths, for ten baths

1(5 Jehovah. All the people of the land 
shall be [held] to this heave-offering 

17 for the prince in Israel. And it shall 
be the prince’s part [to supply] the 
burnt-offerings, and the oblation, and 
the drink-offering, at the feasts, and at 
the new moons, and on the sabbaths, 
in all the solemnities of the house of 
Israel: it is he that shall prepare* 
the sin-offering, and the oblation, 
and the burnt-offering, and the peace- 
offerings, to make atonement for the 
house of Israel. 

13 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: In 
the first [month], on the first of the 
month, thou shalt take a young bul¬ 
lock, without blemish, and thou shalt 

39 purge 1 the sanctuary. And the priest 
shall take of the blood of the sin- 
offering, and put it upon the posts of 
the house, and upon the four corners 
of the settle of the altar, and upon 
the posts of the gate of the inner court. 

20 So thou shalt do also on the seventh 
of the month for every one that err- 
eth, and for the simple; and ye shall 
make atonement for the house. 

21 In the first [month], on the four¬ 
teenth day of the month, ye shall 
have the passover, a feast of seven 
days : unleavened bread shall be 

22 eaten. And upon that day shall the 
prince offer for himself and for all 
the people of the land a bullock for 

23 a sin-offering. And the seven daj^s 
of the feast he shall offer a burnt- 
offering to Jehovah, seven bullocks 
and seven rams without blemish daily 
for the seven days; and a he-goat 

24 daily for a sin-offering. And he shall 
offer an oblation of an ephali for a 
bullock, and an ephah for a ram; and 
oil, a bin for an ephah.

fifteenth day of the month, at the 
feast, shall he do the like seven days, 
according to the sin-offering, accord¬ 
ing to the burnt-offering, and ac¬ 
cording to the oblation, and according 
to the oil. 

XLVI. Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: 
The gate of the inner court that look- 
eth toward the east shall he shut the 
six working-days ; but on the sabbath 
day it shall be opened, and on the day 
of the new moon it shall be opened. 

2 And the prince shall enter by the 
way of the porch of [that] gate from 
without, and shall stand by the post 
of the gate, and the priests shall offer 
his burnt-offering and his peace- 
offerings, and he shall worship at the 
threshold of the gate, aud shall go 
forth: but the gate shall not be shut 

3 until the evening. And the people 
of the land shall worship at the door 
of this gate before Jehovah on the 
sabbaths and on the new moons. 

4 And the burnt-offering that the prince 
shall present unto Jehovah on the sab- 
bath-day shall be six lambs without 
blemish, and a ram without blemish. 

5 And the oblation shall be an ephah for 
a ram, and the oblation for the lambs 
as he shall be able to give ; k and 

c oil, a hin for an ephah. And on the 
day of the new moon, a young bul¬ 
lock without blemish, and six lambs, 
and a ram: they shall be without 

7 blemish. And he shall offer an obla¬ 
tion, an ephah for the bullock, and 
an ephah for the ram, and for the 
lambs according to what his hand 
may attain uuto; and oil, a hin for 
an ephah. 

0 And when the prince cometh in, 
ho shall come in by the way of the 
porch of the gate, and he shall go 

9 out by the way thereof. And when 
the people of the land come in before 
Jehovah in the set feasts , 1 he that 
cometh in by the way of the north 
gate to worship shall go out by the 
way of the south gate; and he that

11 And on the feast-days , 111 and in the 
solemnities, the oblation shall be an 
cphali for a bullock and an ephali 
for a ram, and for tho lambs as he 
is able to give; and oil, a bin for an 
ephali. 

13 And when the prince shall offer a 
voluntary burnt-offering or voluntary 
peace-offerings unto Jehovah, the 
gate that looketh toward the east 
shall be opened for him and he shall 
offer his burnt-offering and his peace- 
offerings as he did on the sabbath- 
day, and he shall go out again, and 
the gate shall be shut after he hath 
gone out. 

18 And thou shalt daily offer a burnt- 
offering unto Jehovah, of a yearling- 
lamb without blemish: thou shalt 
prepare it morning by morning. 

14 And thou shalt prepare an oblation 
with it every morning, the sixth part 
of an opliah, and of oil the third 
part of a bin, to moisten the fine 
flour: an oblation unto Jehovah con¬ 
tinually by a perpetual ordinance." 

13 They shall offer the lamb, and the 
oblation, and the oil, every morning 
for a continual burnt-offering. 

1G Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: If 
the prince give a gift unto any of his 
sons, it shall bo that one’s inheritance, 
for his sons : it shall be their posses- 

17 sion by inheritance. But if lie give a 
gift of his inheritance to one of liis 
servants, it shall he his until the year 
of liberty; and it shall return to the 
prince: to liis sons alone shall his 

lrt inheritance remain. And tho prince 
shall not take of the people’s inherit¬ 
ance, to thrust them by oppression 
out of their possession : lie shall give

his sons an inheritance out of his 
own possession: that my people ho 
not scattered every one from his 
possession. 

10 Then he brought me through tho 
passage which was at the side of 
the gate, into the holy cells which 
w r ere for the priests, which looked 
toward the north ; and behold, a ; 
place was there at the end westward. 

20 And he said unto me, This is the 
place where the priests shall boil 
the trespass-offering, and the sin- 
offering, [and] where they shall bake 
the oblation, that they bring them 
not out into the outer court, so as 
to hallow the people. 

21 And lie brought me forth into the 
outer court, and caused me to pass 
by the four corners of the court; and ; 
behold, in every corner of the court | 

22 there was a court. In the four cor- , 
ners of the court there were enclosed ’ 
courts, forty [cubits] long and thirty 
broad : these four comer courts were ; 

28 of one measure. And there was a 
row [of building] round about in 
them, round about those four, and it 
was made with boiling places under ; 

24 the rows round about. And he said j 
unto me, These are the boiling- ! 
houses, where those who do the ser¬ 
vice of the house shall boil the sacrifice 
of the people. 

XLVII. And he brought me back to . 
the door of the house ; and behold, ;

9 And it shall come to pass that every 
living thing p which movetli, whither¬ 
soever the double river shall come, 
shall live. And there shall be a very 
great multitude of fisli; for these 
waters shall come thither, and [the 
waters of the sea] shall be healed; 
and everything shall live whither the 

10 river cometli. And it shall come to 
pass, that fishers shall stand upon 
it; from En-gedi even unto En-eg- 
laim shall be [a place] to spread forth 
nets: their fish shall be according 
to their kinds, as the fish of the 

11 great sea, exceeding many. But its 
marshes and its pools shall not be 
healed; they shall be given up to salt. 

12 And by the river, upon its bank, on 
the one side and on the other, shall 
grow all trees for food, w'hose leaf 
shall not fade, nor their fruit fail: it 
shall bring forth new fruit * 1 every 
month , 1 for its -waters issue out of the 
sanctuary; and the fruit thereof shall

13 * Thus saith the Lord Jehovah : 
This shall be the border whereby ye 
shall allot the land as inheritance 
according to the twelve tribes of Is¬ 
rael: Joseph [shall have two] por- 

14 tions. And ye shall inherit it, one as 
well as another, [the land] concern¬ 
ing which I lifted up my hand to give 
it unto your fathers; and this kind 
shall fall to you for inheritance. 

13 And this shall be the border of the 
land: toward the north side, from 
the great sea, the way of Hethlon, 

10 as one goeth to Zedad, Hamath, 
Berothah, Sibraim, which is between 
the border of Damascus and the 
border of Hamath; Hazer-hatticon, 
which is by the border of Hauran. 

17 And the border from the sea shall be 
Hazar-enon , 8 the border of Damas¬ 
cus, and the north northward, and 
the border of Hamath: this is the 

18 north side.—And on the east side ye 
shall measure between Hauran and 
Damascus, and Gilead and the land 
of Israel [by] the Jordan, from 4 the 
border unto the east sea: this is 

19 the east side.—And the south side 11 
southward, from Tamar to the waters 
of Meribah-Kadesh, by the torrent,'’ 
unto the great sea: this is the south 

20 side southward.*—And the west side 
shall be the great sea from the border, 
as far as over against the entering 
into Hamath: this is the west side. 

21 And ye shall divide this land unto you 
according to the tribes of Israel. 

22 And it shall come to pass that ye 
shall divide it by lot for an inheritance 
unto you, and to the strangers that 
sojourn among you, who shall beget 
children among you; and they shall 
be unto you as the home-horn among 
the children of Israel : with you 
shall they draw by lot inheritance 

23 among the tribes of Israel. And it

And they shall not sell of it, 
neither exchange, nor alienate the 
first-fruits of the land : for it is holy 
unto Jehovah.

29 This is the land which } r e shall divide 
by lot unto the tribes of Israel for 
inheritance, and these arc their por¬ 
tions, saith the Lord Jehovah. 

30 ^ And these are the goings out of 
the city. On the north side, four 
thousand and five hundred [cubits] 

81 by measure. And the gates of the 
city shall be after the names of 
the tribes of Israel: three gates 
northward: the gate of Reuben, one;

32 Levi, one. And at the east side four 
thousand and five hundred, and three

THE BOOK OF THE PROPHET 

DANIEL/ 


I. In the third year of the reign of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah came Ne¬ 
buchadnezzar king of Babylon unto 
2 Jeruealem, and besieged it. And the 
Lord gave Jehoiakim king of Judah 
into his hand, and a part of the 
vessels of the house of God ; and he 


carried them into the land of Shinar, 
to the house of his god; and he 
brought the vessels into the treasure- 
house of his god. 

8 And the king spoke unto Aslipenaz 
the chief of his eunuchs, b that he 
should bring of the children of Israel,

0 Now among these were of the chil¬ 
dren of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, 

7 Mishael,andAzariah. And the prince 
of the eunuchs gave them names: to 
Daniel he gave [the name] Belte- 
shazzar, d and to Hananiah, Shadrach, 

1 and to Mishael, MeBhach, and to 
Azariah, Abed-nego. 

8 And Daniel purposed in his heart 
that lie would not pollute himself 
with the king’s delicate food, nor with 

, the wine which he drank; and he re¬ 
quested of the prince of the eunuchs 
that lie might not have to pollute 

0 himself. And God granted Daniel fa¬ 
vour and mercy before the prince of 

10 the eunuchs. And the prince of the 
eunuchs said unto Daniel, I fear my 
lord the king who hath appointed 
your food and your drink; for why 
should lie see your faces worse liking 
than the youths who are of your 
age ? and ye would endanger my head 

11 with the king. And Daniel said to the 
steward , 0 whom the prince of the 
eunuchs had set over Daniel, Hana- 

12 niah,Mishael, and Azariah, Provo thy 
servants, I beseech thee, ten days; 
and let them give us pulse to eat, and 

I 13 water to drink; then let our coun¬ 
tenances bo looked upon before thee, 
and tho countenance of the youths 
tlmt eat of the king’s delicate food : 
and as thou shalt see, deal with thy

14 servants. And lie hearkened unto 
them in this matter, and proved them 

15 ten days. And at the end of ten days 
their countenances appeared fairer 
and were fatter in flesh than all the 
youths that ate of the king’s delicate 

1G food. So the steward took away their 
delicate food, and the wine that they 
should drink; and gave them pulse. 

17 As for these four youths, God gave 
them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom; and Daniel 
had understanding in all visions and 

10 dreams. And at the end of the days 
that the king had said he should , 
bring them in, tho prince of the | 
eunuchs brought them in before Ne- 

19 buchadnezzar. And the king spoke 
with them ; and among them all was \ 
found none like Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah : and they 

20 stood before the king. And in all 
matters of judicious wisdom, as to 
which the king enquired of them, he 
found them ten times better than all 
the scribes f [and] magicians that 
were in all his realm. 

21 And Daniel continued unto the first 
year of king Cyrus. 

II. And in the second year of the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar, Nebucliad- , 
nezzar dreamed dreams, and his 
spiritwas troubled, and liis sleep went 
2 from him. And the king commanded 
to call the scribes, and the magicians, 
and the sorcerers, and the Chaldeans, 
to shew the king his dreams; and 
they came and stood before the king. ' 
0 And the king said unto them, I have 
dreamed a dream, and my spirit is 

4 troubled to know the dream. And the 
Chaldeans spoke to the king in Ara¬ 
maic, h O king, live for ever! tell thy 
servants the dream, and we will shew 

5 the interpretation. The king answer- | 
ed and said to the Chaldeans, The ( 
command 1 is gone forth from me : If 
yo do not make known unto me the j 
dream, and its interpretation, ye shall

* shew the dream and its interpreta¬ 
tion, ye shall receive of me gifts and 
rewards and great honour; there¬ 
fore shew me the dream and its in- 
7 terpretation. They answered the 
second time and said, Let the king 
tell his servants the dream, and we 
B will shew the interpretation. The 
king answered and said, I know of a 
certainty that ye would gain k time, 
because ye see the word is gone forth 
9 horn me; but if ye do not make known 
unto me the dream, there is but one 
decree for you; for ye have prepared 
lying and corrupt words to speak 
before me, till the time be changed: 
therefore tell me the dream, and I 
shall know that ye can shew me its 

10 interpretation. The Chaldeans an¬ 
swered before the king and said, 
There is not a man upon the earth 
that can shew the king’s matter; 
therefore there is no king, however 
great and powerful, that hath asked 
such a thing of any scribe, or magi- 

11 eian, or Chaldean. For the thing 
that the king demandeth is extraor¬ 
dinary , 1 and there is none other that 
can shew it before the king, except 
the gods, whose dwelling is not with 
flesh. 

12 For this cause the king was irritated 
and very wroth, and commanded to 
destroy all the wise men of Baby- 

18 Ion. And the decree went forth that 
the wise men were to be slain; and 
they sought Daniel and his com- 
11 panions to slay them. Then Daniel 
answered with counsel and prudence 
to Ariocli the chief of the king’s body¬ 
guard, who had gone forth to slay 
15 the wise men of Babylon : he an¬ 
swered and said to Ariocli the king’s 
captain, Why is the decree so rigor¬ 
ous ” 1 from the king? Then Ariocli 
made tho thing known to Daniel. 
10 And Daniel went in, and requested 
of the king that ho would give him

17 .Then Daniel went to his house,

18 companions; that they would desire 
mercies of the God n of the heavens 
concerning this secret; that Daniel 
and his companions should not perish 
with the rest of the wise men of 

,D Babylon. Then was the secret re¬ 
vealed unto Daniel in a night vision. 
Then Daniel blessed the God of the 

20 heavens. Daniel answered and said, 

Blessed be the name of God for 
ever and ever; 

For wisdom and might are his. 

21 And it is he that changeth times and 

seasons;° 

He deposeth kings, and Eetteth up 
kings; 

He givetli wisdom to the wise, 

And knowledge to them that know 
understanding. 

22 It is lie that revealeth the deep and 

secret things; 

He knowetli what is in the darkness, 
and the light dwelleth with him. 
23 1 thank thee, and I praise thee, O 
God of my fathers, 

Who hast given me wisdom and 
might, 

And hast made known unto me 
already what we desired of thee; 
For thou hast made known unto us 
the king’s matter. 

24 Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Ariocli, whom the king had appoint¬ 
ed to destroy the wise men of Baby¬ 
lon ; he went and said thus unto him: 
Destroy not the wise men of Baby¬ 
lon; bring me in before the king, 
and I will shew unto the king the 

25 interpretation. Then Ariocli brought 
in Daniel before the king in haste, 
and said thus unto him: I have 
found a man of the sons of the cap¬ 
tivity of Judah that will make known 
unto the king the interpretation. 

20 The king answered and said unto

Daniel, whose name was Belteshaz- 
zar, Art thou able to make known 
unto me the dream that I have seen, 

7 and its interpretation ? Daniel an¬ 
swered in the presence of the king 
and said, The secret that the king hath 
demanded cannot the wise men, the 
magicians, the scribes, the astrolo- 

8 gers, shew unto the king; but there is 
a God in the heavens, who revealetli 
secrets, and niaketh known to king 
Nebuchadnezzar what shall bo at the 
end of days. p Thy dream, and the vi¬ 
sions of thy head upon thy bed are 

9 these :—as for thee, 0 king, thy 
thoughts arose upon thy bed, what 
should come to pass hereafter; and 
he that revealetli secrets hath made 
known to thee what shall come to 

1 pass. And as for me, this secret is 
revealed to me, not by [any] wisdom 
that I have more than any living, but 
to the intent that the interpretation 
should be made known to the king, 
and that thou mightest know the 
thoughts of thy heart. 

Thou, 0 king, sawest, and behold, a 
great imago. This image was mighty 
and its brightness excellent; it stood 
boforo thee, and its appearance was 
terrible. This image’s head was of 
tine gold, its breast and its arms 
of silver, its belly and its thighs of 
brass,i its legs of iron, its feet part 
of iron and part of clay. Thou saw¬ 
est till a stone was cut out without 
hands ; and it smote the image upon 
its feet of iron and clay, and broke 
them to pieces. Then was the iron, 
the clay, the brass, the silver, and 
the gold broken in pieces together, 
and they became like the chaff of 
the summer threshing-floors; and the 
wind carried them away, and no 
place was found for them. And the 
stone that smote the image became 
a groat mountain, and filled the 
whole earth. This is the dream; 
and wo will tell the interpretation 
of it boforo the king.

that Nebuchadnezzar the king hath 
c set up; and whosoever doth not fall 
down and worship shall that same 
hour be cast into the midst of a Lurn- 
7 ing fiery furnace. Therefore at that 
time when all the peoples heard the 
sound of the cornet, pipe, lute, sam- 
buca, psaltery, and all kinds of music, 
all the peoples, the nations, and the 
languages fell down [and] worship¬ 
ped the golden image that Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar the king had set up. 

9 "Whereupon at that time certain 
Chaldeans 2 came near, and accused a 
9 the Jews. They spoke and said to the 
long Nebuchadnezzar, 0 king, live 

10 for ever! Thou, 0 king, hast made 
a decree, that every man that shall

I changed against Shadracli, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego. He spoke and com¬ 
manded that they should heat the 
furnace seven times more than it.was 

20 wont to bo c heated. And he com¬ 
manded the most mighty men that 
were in his army to bind Shadracli, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, and cast 
them into the burning fiery fur* 

21 liaee. Then these men were bound in 
their liosen/ 1 their tunics, and their 
cloaks, and their garments, and were 
cast into the midst of the burning 

22 fiery furnace. Forasmuch as the 
king’s commandment was rigorous, 
and the furnace exceeding hot, the 
liame of the fire slew those men that 
had taken up Shadracli,Meshach, and 

23 Abed-nego. And these three men, 
Shadracli, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
fell down bound into the midst of 
the burning fiery furnace. 

21 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
was astonied, and rose up in haste;

They 
answered and said to the king, True,

20 Nebuchadnezzar spoke and said, 
Blessed be the God of Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, who hath 
sent his angel, and delivered his ser¬ 
vants who trusted in him, and who 
changed the king’s word, and yielded J 
their bodies, that they might not 
serve nor worship any god, except 

29 their own God! Therefore I make 
a deeree, that in every people, nation, 
and language, he who shall speak 
anything amiss against the God oi 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
shall be cut in pieces, and his house 
shall be made a dunghill: because 
there is no other God that is able to 

30 deliver after this sort. Then the

c head troubled me. And I made a 
decree to bring in all the wise men of 
Babylon before me, that they might 
make known unto me the interpreta- 

7 tion of the dream. Then came in 
| the scribes, the magicians, the Chal¬ 
deans, and the astrologers; and I told 

! the dream before them ; but they did 
not make known unto me the inter- 

8 pretation of it. But at the last Daniel 
came in before me, whose name is 
Belteshazzar, according to the name 
of my god, and in whom is the spirit 
of the holy gods; and before him I 
told the dream: 

8 O Belteshazzar, master of the 
| scribes, because I know that the spirit 

of the holy gods is in thee, and no 
secret is too hard for b thee, tell me 
the visions of my dream which I have 
seen, and the interpretation of it. 

10 Thus were the visions of my head up¬ 
on my bed: I saw, and behold a tree 1 

i in the midst of the earth, and its 

11 height was great. The tree grew, and 
was strong, and its height reached 
unto the heavens, and the sight there- 

12 of to the end of all the earth. Its 
leaves were beautiful, and its fruit 
abundant, and in it was food for all: 
the beasts of the field foimd shade 
under it, and the birds of the heavens 
dwelt in its branches, and all flesh 

1S was fed from it. I saw in the visions 
of my head upon my bed, and behold, 
a watcher and a holy one came down 

14 from the heavens; he cried aloud, 
and said thus: Hew down the tree, 
and cut off its branches, shake off its 
leaves, and scatter its fruit; let the 
beasts get away from under it, and 

15 the birds from its branches. Never¬ 
theless leave the stump of its roots 
in the earth, even with a band of iron

This dream I, king 
Nebuchadnezzar, have seen; and 
thou, Belteshazzar, tell the interpre¬ 
tation, forasmuch as ah the wise men 
of my kingdom are not able to make 
known unto me the interpretation; 
but thou art able, for the spirit of the 
holy gods is in thee. 

13 Then Daniel, whose name is Belte¬ 
shazzar, was astonied for one hour, 
and his thoughts troubled him. The 
king spoke and said, Belteshazzar, 
let not the dream, nor its interpreta¬ 
tion, trouble thee. Belteshazzar an¬ 
swered and said, My lord, the dream 
be to them that hate thee, and its 

20 interpretation to thine enemies! The 
tree that thou sawest, which grew 
and was strong, whose height reached 
unto the heavens, and the sight of it 

21 to all the earth; whose leaves were 
beautiful, and its fruit abundant, and 
in it was food for all; under which 
the beasts of the field dwelt, and in i 
whose branches the birds of the hea- i 

22 vens had their habitation: it is thou, 

O king, who art grown and become ; 
strong; for thy greatness is grown, 
and reacheth unto the heavens, and 
thy dominion to the end of the earth. 

as And whereas the king saw a watcher 
and a holy one coming down from 
the heavens, and saying, Hew the tree 
down, and destroy it; nevertheless 
leave the stump of its roots in the 
earth, even with a band of iron and 
brass, in the tender grass of the field; 
and let it be bathed with the dew of 
heaven, and let his portion be with 
the beasts of the field, till seven times 

24 pass over him: this is the interpreta-

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tion, 0 king, and it is the decree of the 
Most High, which cometh upon my 
2 ' J lord the king: They shall drive thee 
from men, and thy dwelling shall be 
v.'itli the beasts of the field, and they 
shall make thee to eat grass as oxen, 
and iliou shalt be bathed with the 
dew of heaven; and seven times shall 
pass over thee, till thou know that 
the Most High ruleth over the king* 
dom of men, and givetli it to whom- 
2,5 soever he will. And whereas it was 
commanded to leave the stump of the 
roots of the tree ; thy kingdom shall 
remain unto thee, after that thou 
shalt know that the heavens do rule. 

27 Therefore, O king, let my counsel be 
acceptable unto thee, and break off 
thy sins by righteousness, 1 and thine 
iniquities by shewing mercy to the 
poor; if it may be ft lengthening of 
thy tranquillity. 

28 All this came upon king Nebuchad- 
- J nezzar. At the end of twelve months 

ho was walking upon the royal pa* 
30 lace of Babylon : the king spoke and 
said, Is not this great Babylon, that 
1 have built for the house of the king¬ 
dom m by the might of my pow'er and 
51 for the glory of my majesty ? While 
the word was in tho king’s mouth, 
there fell a voice from the heavens: 
King Nebuchadnezzar, to thee it is 
spoken: The kingdom is departed 
" 2 from thee; and thoy shall drive thee 
from men, and thy dwelling shall 
bo with the beasts of the field; they 
shall make thee to eat grass as oxen, 
and seven times shall pass over thee, 
until thou know that the M-ost High 
ruleth over the kingdom of men, and 
givetli it to whomsoever he will. 
lA Tho samo hour was the word ful¬ 
filled upon Nebuchadnezzar; and he 
was driven from men, and ate grass as 
oxon ; and his body was bathed with 
tho dew of heaven, till his hair grew 
like eagleB’ [feathers], and his nails 
like birds’ [claws]. 

And at the end of the days I

Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine eyes 
unto the heavens, and mine under¬ 
standing returned unto me, and I 
blessed the Most High, and I praised 
and honoured him that liveth for 
ever, whose dominion is an ever¬ 
lasting dominion, and his kingdom is 
85 from generation to generation. And 
all the inhabitants of the earth are 
reputed as nothing; and he doeth 
according to his will in the army of the 
heavens, and among the inhabitants 
of the earth; and none can stay his 
hand, or say unto him, What doest 
30 thou ? At the same time mine under¬ 
standing returned unto me; and for 
the glory of my kingdom, my majes¬ 
ty and brightness returned unto me ; 
and my counsellors and my nobles 
sought me; and I was established in 
my kingdom, and excellent greatness 
37 was added unto me. Now I Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar praise and extol and 
honour the King of the heavens, nil 
v/hose works are truth, and his paths 
judgment ; n and tlioso that walk in 
pride he is able to abase. 

* V r . Belshazzar the king made a great 
least to a thousand of liis nobles, 
and drank wine before the thousand. 
2 Belshazzar, while lie tasted the wine, 
commanded to bring the golden and 
silver vessels that Nebuchadnezzar 
his father had taken out of the tem¬ 
ple which was in Jerusalem; that 
the king and his nobles, his wives 
and his concubines, might drink in 
9 them. Then they brought the golden 
vessels that were taken out of the 
temple of the house of God which was 
at Jerusalem; and the king and his 
nobles, his wives and his concubines, 

4 drank in them. They drank wine, 
and praised the gods of gold and of 
silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, and 

5 of stone. In tho same hour came forth 
fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote 
over against the candlestick 0 upon the 
plaster of the wall of the king’s palace: 
and the king saw the part of the hand

Then came in all the king’s 
wise men, but they could not read

I and his nobles were confounded.— 

| 10 The queen,i by reason of the words 
j of the king and his nobles, came into 
i the banquet-house. The queen spoke 
1 and said, O king, live for ever! let 
not thy thoughts trouble thee, nei¬ 
ther let thy countenance be changed, 
i 11 There is a man in thy kingdom in 
whom is the spirit of the holy gods; 
and in the days of thy father, light 
and understanding and wisdom, like 
\ the wisdom of the gods was found in 
i him ; and the king Nebuchadnezzar 
i thy father, [even] the king thy father, 

| made him master of the scribes, ma- 
; gicians, Chaldeans, [and] astrologers: 
j 12 forasmuch as an excellent spirit, and 
i knowledge, and understanding, inter¬ 
preting of dreams, and shewing of 
hard sentences, and solving of prob¬ 
lems, were found in the same Daniel, 
whom the king named Beltcshazzar. 
Now let Daniel be called, and he will 
shew the interpretation. 

13 Then was Daniel brought in before 
the king. The king spoke and said 
unto Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, of 
the children of the captivit 3 r of Judah, I 
whom the king my father brought 

14 out of Judah ? And I have heard of 
thee, that the spirit of the gods is in | 


thee, and [that] light and under¬ 
standing and excellent wisdom is 

13 foundinthee. And now the wise men, 
the magicians, have been brought in 
before me, that they should read this 
writing, and make known unto me 
the interpretation thereof; but they 
could not shew the interpretation ol 

1G the thing. 1 But I have heard of thee, 
that thou canst give interpretations 
and solve problems. Now if thou 
canst read the writing, and make 
known to me the interpretation there¬ 
of, thou shalt be clothed with purple, 
and have a chaiu of gold about thy 
neck, and shalt be the third ruler in 
the kingdom. 

17 Then Daniel answered and said 
before the king, Let thy gifts be to 
th 3 ? self, and give thy rewards to an¬ 
other ; yet will I read the writing to 
the king, and make known to him 

18 the interpretation. 0 thou king, the 
Most High God gave Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar thy father the kingdom, and 
greatness, and glory, and majesty; 

19 and for the greatness that he gave him, 
all peoples, nations, and languages, 
trembled and feared before him: 
whom he would he slew 7 , and whom 
he would he kept alive; and whom he 
would he exalted, and whom he would 

90 he humbled. But when liis heart 
was lifted up, and his spirit hardened 
unto presumption, he was deposed 
from the throne of his kingdom, and 

21 they took his glory from him ; and he 
w T as driven from the sons of men, and 
his heart was made like the beasts, 
and his dwelling was with the wild 
asses; they fed him with grass like 
oxen, and his body was bathed with 
the dew of heaven; till he knew that 
the Most High God mleth over the 
kingdom of men, and that he ap- 
pointeth over it whomsoever he will. 

22 And thou, Belshazzar, his son, hast 
not humbled thy heart, although thou 

23 knewest all this; but hast lifted up 
th 3 'self against the Lord of the hea¬ 
vens, and they have brought the

words.’ 
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vessels of his house before thee, anti 
thou and thy nobles, thy wives and 
thy concubines, have drunk wine 
in them ; and thou hast praised the 
gods of silver and gold, of brass, iron, 
wood, and stone, which see not, nor 
hear, nor know; and the God in 
whose hand thy breath is, and whose 
are all thy ways, hast thou not glori- 
24 lied : then from before him was sent 
the part of the hand, and this writing 
hath been written. And this is the 
writing that is written: mene, mene, 
2(1 ti:kkl, upiiaiisin . 9 This is the inter¬ 
pretation of the thing : k mene, God 
hath numbered thy kingdom, and fin- 
27 ished it; tekel, Thou art weighed in 
the balances, and art found wanting ; 
23 peres, Thy kingdom is divided, and 
given to the Medes and Persians. 

2:1 Then Belshazzar commanded, and 
they clothed Daniel with purple, and 
(put] a chain of gold about his neck, 
and made proclamation concerning 
him that lie should be the third 
ruler in the kingdom. 

30 In that night was Belshazzar the 
21 king of the Chaldeans slain. And 
Darius the Mede received the king¬ 
dom, [being] about sixty-two years 
old. 

♦ VI. It pleased Darius to set over the 
kingdom a hundred and twenty 
satraps, who should be in all the lcing- 

3 <lom; and over these, three presi¬ 
dents—of whom Daniel was one—to 
whom these satraps should render ac¬ 
count, and that the king should suffer 

3 no loss. Now this Daniel surpassed 
the presidents and the satraps, be¬ 
cause an excellent spirit was in him; 
and the king thought to appoint him 
over the whole realm. 

4 Then the presidents and the sa¬ 
traps sought to find a pretext against 
Daniel with respect to the kingdom ; 
but they could not find any pretext 
or fault ; v inasmuch as he was faith¬ 
ful, neither was there any error or 

5 fault v found in him. Then said

these men, We shall not find any 
pretext against this Daniel, unless 
we find [it] against him touching the 

6 law of ids God. Then these pre¬ 
sidents and satraps came in a body ! 
to the Icing, and said thus unto him: ! 

7 Kin" Darius, live for ever \ All the 
presidents of the kingdom, the pre¬ 
fects, and the satraps, the counsellors, [ 
and the governors have consulted 
together to establish a royql statute, ; 
and to make a film decree, w that j 
whosoever shall ask a petition of any 
god or man for thirty days, except 
of thee, O king, he shall be cast into 

0 the den of lions. Now, 0 king, 
establish the decree, and sign the 
writing, that it be not changed, ac- 1 
cording to the law of the Modes and j 
Persians, which may not be revoked. j 

0 Therefore king Darius signed the 
writing and the decree. 

10 And when Daniel knew that ilie 
writing was signed, he went into his 
house ; and, liis windows being open 
in his upper chamber toward Jeru¬ 
salem, he kneeled on his knees three 
times a day, and prayed and gave . 
thanks before his God, as lie did ; 

11 aforetime. But those men came in 
a body, and found Daniel praying 
and making supplication before his 

13 God. Then they came near, and 
spoke before the king concerning the 
Icing’s decree: Hast thou not signed 
a decree, that every man that shall 
ask [anything] of any god or man 
within thirty (lays, except of fcliee, O 
king, shall be cast into the den of 
lions? The Icing answered and said, 
The thing is true, according to the 
law of the Modes and Persians, which 

13 may not be revoked. Then they an¬ 
swered and said before the king, That 
Daniel, who is of the children of the 
captivity of Judah, regardeth not thee, 

O king, nor the decree that thou hast 
signed, but maketh his petition three 

14 times a day. Then the king, when 
he heard these words, was sore dis-

Daniel to save him; and he labour¬ 
ed till the going down of the sun to 

15 deliver him. Then these men came in 
a body unto the king, and said unto 
the king, Know, 0 king, that the law 
i of the Medes and Persians is, That 

; no decree nor statute which the king 

10 established may be changed. Then 
the king commanded, and they 
brought Daniel, and cast [him] into j 
the den of lions. | 

The king spoke and said unto j 
Daniel, Thy God whom thou servest , 

17 continually, lie will save thee. And i 
a stone was brought, and laid upon j 
the mouth of the den; and the king 
sealed it with his own signet, and 
with the signet of his nobles, that 
the purpose might not be* changed 

18 concerning Daniel. Then the king 
I went to his palace, and passed the 

| night fasting; neither were concu- j 
bines y brought before him; and his ; 
I sleep fled from him. j 

i 19 Then the king arose with the light at 
j break of day, and went in haste unto 

20 the den of lions. And when he came 
near unto the den, he cried with a 
mournful voice unto Daniel: the king 
spoke and said unto Daniel, 0 Daniel, 
servant of the living God, hath thy 
God whom thou servest continually 
been able to save thee from the lions ? 

21 Then Daniel spoke unto the king, 

22 0 king, live for ever! My God hath 
sent his angel, and hath shut the lions’ 
mouths, that they have not hurt me ; 
forasmuch as before him innocence 
was found in me; and also before 
thee, 0 king, have I done no hurt. 

23 Thereupon was the king exceeding 
glad, and commanded that they 
should take Daniel up out of the den. 
So Daniel was taken up out of the 
den, and no manner of hurt was 
found upon him, because he believed 

24 in liis God. And the king command¬ 
ed, and they brought those men who 
had accused Daniel, and cast them 
into the den of lions, them, their chil¬ 


dren, and then* wives; and the lions 
had the mastery of them, and broke 
all their bones in pieces c-re they 
came to the bottom of the den. 

5 Then king Darius wrote unto all 
peoples, nations, and languages, that 
dwell in all the earth: Peace be 

2C multiplied unto you. I make a de¬ 
cree, That in every dominion of my 
kingdom men tremble and fear be¬ 
fore the God of Daniel; for he is the* 
living God, and steadfast for ever, 
and his kingdom [that] which shall 
not be destroyed, and his dominion 

i7 shall be even unto the end. Hesaveth 
and delivereth, and he worketh signs 
and wonders in the heavens and on 
the earth : who hath saved Daniel 
from the power of the lions. 

9 And this Daniel prospered in the 
reign of Darius, and in the reign of 
Cyrus the Persian. 

► VII. In the first year of Belshazzar 
king of Babylon, Daniel saw a dream 
and visions of his head upon liis bed : 
then he wrote the dream; he told 
the sum of the matters. 

3 Daniel spoke and said, I saw in 
my vision by night, and behold, the 
four winds of the heavens broke forth 

3 upon the great sea. And four great 
beasts came up from the sea, different 

4 one from another. The first was like 
a lion, and had eagle’s wings: I 
beheld till its wings were plucked: 
and it was lifted up from the earth, 
and made to stand upon two feet as 
a man, and a man’s heart was given 

5 to it. And behold, another beast, a 
second, like unto a bear, and it raised 
upitselfononeside; and [it had] three 
ribs in its mouth between its teeth ; 
and they said thus unto it: Arise, 

c devour much flesh. After this I saw, 
and behold, another, like a leopard, 
and it had four wings of a bird upon 
its back; and the beast had four 
heads; and dominion was given to it. 

7 After this I saw in the night 
visions, and behold, a fourth beast,

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dreadful and terrible, and exceeding 
strong; and it had great iron teeth : 
it devoured and broke in pieces, and 
stamped the rest with its feet; and it 
was different from all the beasts that 
were before it; and it had ten horns. 

0 I considered the liorns, and behold, 
there came up among them another, 
a little horn, before which three of 
the first horns were plucked up by 
the roots; and behold, in this horn 
were eyes like the eyes of a man, 
and a mouth speaking great things. 

0 I beheld till thrones were set, 7, and 
the Ancient of days did sit: his rai¬ 
ment was white as snow, and the 
hail- of his head like pure wool; his 
throne was flames of fire, [and] its 

10 wheels burning fire. A stream of 
fire issued and came forth from be¬ 
fore him ; thousand thousands mini¬ 
stered unto him, and ten thousand 
times ten thousand stood before him : 
the judgment was set, and the books 

11 were opened. I beheld therefore, 
because of the voice of the great 
words that the horn spoke; I beheld 
till the beast was slain, and its body 
destroyed, and it was given up to be 

12 burned with fire. As for the rest of 
the beasts, their dominion was taken 
away; but tlieir lives were prolonged 
for a season and a time. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and 
behold, there came with the clouds 
of heaven [one] like a son of man, 
and lie came up even to 1 * the Ancient 
of days, and they brought him near 

14 before him. And there was given 
him dominion, and glory, and a king¬ 
dom, that all peoples, nations, and 
languages should serve him: his 
dominion is an everlasting dominion, 
which shall not pass away, and his 
kingdom [that] which shall not be 
destroyed. 

16 As for me Daniel, my spirit was 
grieved in the midst of my body, 1 ’ and 
the visions of my head troubled me. 

16 I came near unto ono of them that

stood by, and asked him the certainty j 
of all this. And he told me, and 
made me know the interpretation of ! 

17 the things : These great beasts, which ' 
are four, are four kings, [that] shall . 

10 arise out of the earth. But the saints 
of the most high [places] shall re¬ 
ceive the kingdom, and they shall 
possess the kingdom for ever, oven 
to the ages of ages. 1 

19 Then I desired to know the cer- j 
tainty concerning the fourth beast, j 
which was different from them all, i 
exceeding dreadful, whose teeth were 
of iron, and its nails of brass; which 
devoured, broke in pieces, and stamp- 

20 ed the rest with its feet; and con¬ 
cerning the ten horns that were in its 
head, and the other that came up, 
and before which three fell: even that 
horn that had eyes, and a mouth 
speaking great things, and whose look i 
was more imposing than its fellows. 

21 I beheld, and that liorn made war 
with the saints, and prevailed over 

22 them; until the Ancient of days came, 
and judgment was given to the saints 
of the most high [places]; and the 
appointed time arrived, and the saints 
possessed the kingdom. 

23 He said thus: The fourth beast 
shall be a fourth kingdom upon tho 
earth, which shall be different from 
all the kingdoms, and shall devour 
the whole earth, and shall tread it 

24 down, and break it in pieces. And 
as to the ten horns, out of this king¬ 
dom shall arise ten kings; and an¬ 
other shall arise after them; and he 
shall be different from the former, 
and he shall subdue three kings, j 

25 And lie shall speak words against the 1 
Most High, and shall wear out c tho ; 
saints of the most high [places], and 
think to change seasons d and the law; 
and they shall he given into his hand 
until a time and times and a half time. 

20 And the judgment shall sit, and they 
shall take awav his dominion, to con- 
sumo and to destroy it unto tho end.

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27 But the kingdom and the dominion, 
and the greatness of the kingdoms 
under the whole heavens, shall be 
given to the people of the saints of the 
most high [places]: His 0 kingdom is 
an everlasting kingdom, and all do¬ 
minions shall serve and obey him. 

20 So far is the end of the matter. 1 As 
for me Daniel, my thoughts much 
troubled me, and my countenance 
was changed in me; but I kept the 
matter 1 in my heart. 

+ VIII. In the third year of the reign 
of Belshazzar the king, a vision ap¬ 
peared unto me, [even] to me Daniel, 
after that which appeared unto me at 
2 the first. And I saw in the vision; 
and it came to pass, when I saw, that I 
was in the fortress® of Sliushan, which 
is in the province of Elam. And I 
saw in the vision, and I was by the 
2 river Ulai. And I lifted up mine 
eyes and saw, and behold, there 
stood before the river a ram which 
had two horns; and the two horns 
were high; and one was higher than 
the other, and the higher came up 

4 last. I saw the ram pushing west¬ 
ward, and northward, and southward, 
and no beast could stand before him , 
neither was there any that could de¬ 
liver out of his hand$ and he did 
according to his will, and became 

5 great. And as I was considering, 
behold, a he-goat came from the west 
over the face of the whole earth, and 
touched not the ground: and the goat 
had a notable horn between his eyes. 

c And he came to the ram that had the 
two horns, which I had seen standing 
before the river, and ran upon him in 
7 the fury of his power. And I saw him 
come close to the ram, and he was en¬ 
raged with him, and smote the ram, 
and broke his two horns; and there 
was no power in the ram to stand be¬ 
fore him; and he cast him down to

the ground, and trampled upon him, 
and there was none that could deliver 
the ram out of his hand. 

8 And the lie-goat became exceed¬ 
ing great; but when he was become 
strong, the great horn was broken; 
and in its stead came up four notable 
ones toward the four winds of the 

9 heavens. And out of one of them 
came forth a little horn, which be¬ 
came exceeding great, toward the 
south, and toward the east, and to- 

10 ward the beauty [of the earth ]. 1h And 
it became great, even to the host of 
heaven ; and it cast down [some] 
of the host and of the stars to the 
ground, and trampled upon them. 

11 And he 1 magnified [himself] even to 
the prince of the host, and from him 
the continual [sacrifice] was taken 
away, and the place of liis sanctuary 

12 was cast down. (And a time oi 
trial k was appointed unto the con¬ 
tinual [sacrifice] by reason of trans¬ 
gression.) And it 1 cast down the 
tmth to the ground; and it practised 1:1 

18 and prospered. And I heard one 
saint speaking, and another saint 
said unto that one 11 who spoke, How 
long 0 shall be the vision of the con¬ 
tinual [sacrifice] and of the trans¬ 
gression that maketh desolate, to 
give both the sanctuary and the bos: 
14 to be trodden down under foot? And 
he said unto me, Until two thousand 
and three hundred evenings [and' 
mornings: then shall the sanctuary 
be vindicated. 11 

18 And it came to pass, when I Daniel 
had seen the vision, q I sought for the 
understanding of it, and behold, there 
stood before me as the appearance of 
10 a man. And I heard a man’s voice 
between [the banks of] the Ulai; and 
he called and said, Gabriel, make this I 
' 17 [man] to understand the vision. And 
he came near where I stood; and

us, and the oath that is written in the 
law of Moses the servant of God: for ; 2 

13 we have sinned against him. And he 
hath performed his words, which 
he spoke against us, and against our 
judges that judged us, by bringing 
upon us a great evil; so that there 
hath not been done under the whole 
heaven as hath been done upon Jeru- 

13 salem. As it is written in the law of 1 
Moses, all this evil is come upon us; ; 
yet we besought not Jehovah our 
God, that we might turn from our !

and foreigners entered into liis gates,
